To  the  Honorable  David  Engelman,  5L  D.,  President  of  th0  State 
Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Staiiatics  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania^ 

Sir  :  I  herewith  respectfully  present  ray  fourth  annual  report,  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  by-laws,  and  of  the  act  under 
which  our  Board  u  organized. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Board  has  held  three  regular,  and  four 
special  meetings.  The  regular  meetings  were  held  November  9, 1887 ; 
May  16,  1888,  and  July  11,  ISS8.  The  special  meetings  were  held 
November  30,  1887;  January  11,  1888;  February  2i),  1888,  and 
August  31,  1888. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  anxiety  to  all  those  who  are 
charged  with  the  grave  responsibility  ol  protecting  the  public  health 
in  the  United  States, and  especially  in  this  State.  The  four  most  for- 
midable of  the  preventable  diseases,  cholera,  small-pox,  typhoid 
fever  and  yellow  fever,  have  all  been  ^at  our  doors ;  two  of  them 
prevalent  to  an  unusual  extent  within  our  borders.  The  threatening 
presence  of  the  first  named  of  these  dreaded  infections  in  a  neighbor- 
ing port,  brought  to  your  notice  in  the  last  annual  report,  led  you  to 
instruct  the  Secretary  to  take  certain  measures  of  precaution.  In 
obedience  to  those  instructions,  the  following  letter  was  imme- 
diately addressed  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor.

Resolved^  That,  in  view  of  the  continued  prevalence  of  Asiatic 
Cholera  in  Italy  and  its  recent  importation  into  the  harbor  of  New 
York,  and  oTthe  acknowledged  inadequacy  of  the  present  quarantine 
arrangements  on  the  Delaware  to  meet  a  similar  emergency,  this 
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the  train,  could  be  sent  for  isolation  and  treatment  Secondly,  an 
obvious  means  of  spreading  the  disease  would  be  the  discharges  of 
patients  dropped  from  the  car  water  closets  on  the  tracks  and  thence 
washed  by  the  rain  into  rivers  and  other  sources  of  drinking  water. 
Arrangements  should  therefore  be  made  by  which  all  emigrant  cars 
could,  at  short  notice,  be  provided  with  earth  closets  in  place  of  the 
open  closets.  Indeed,  I  should  look  with  great  favor  on  the  substitu- 
tion of  this  form  of  closet  on  all  trains  and  at  all  times.  These  are 
the  only  suggestions  that  occur  to  me  in  advance  of  the  actual  presence 
of  an  epidemic.

Resolved^  That  this  Board  respectfully  requests  the  Quarantine 
Commissioners  of  the  port  of  New  York, 

First.  To  allow  no  immigrant  now  under  observation  at  their  quar- 
antine station  or  who  may  hereafter  arrive  from  a  port  in  which  or 
near  which  Asiatic  cholera  prevails,  to  leave  without  a  certificate 
stating  that  his  or  her  person,  clothing  and  efiects  are  free  from  danger 
of  communicating  the  said  disease,  with  the  reasons  for  such  belief. 

Second.  To  notify  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  whenever  such  immi- 
grants leave  the  station  'with  the  intention  of  entering  this  State,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  kept  under  observation  by  the  local  health 
authorities;  and 

Third.  To  notify  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  whenever  a  new  case 
of  the  said  disease  arrives  or  develops  at  the  station. 

The  response  to  this  communication  came  indirectly  through  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  York,  in  the  shape  of 
the  notification  of  the  fact  that  one  hundred  and  two  immigrants  from 
the  steamship  Alesia^  who  were  destined  for  points  in  Pennsylvania, 
had  been  discharged  with  certificates  of  freedom  from  contagion. 
The  name  of  each  immigrant  was  given  and  the  name  of  the  place  to 
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which  he  was  ticketed.  The  importance  of  such  careful  and  apecific 
information  cannot  be  over  estimated,  and  the  incident  affords  a  signal 
evidence  of  the  value  of  cooperation  between  State  boards  of  health. 
On  the  same  day  that  this  intelligence  was  received,  the  following 
circular  letter  in  cyclostyle  was  sent  to  the  authorities  of  the  below 
named  towns,  giving  the  names  of  the  immigrants  who  might  be  ex- 
pected to  arrive  in  each :   .

Fortunately  the  health  ollicer  of  New  York  had  done  his  work  so 
thoroughly  that  no  single  case  of  cholera  developed  from  any  one  of 
the  many  hundred  immigrants  who  spread  themselves  broadcast 
through  the  land. 

The  second  of  the  contagious  diseases  above  named,  variola,  has  made 
its  appearance  in  live  different  localities:  Chester;  Lowhill,  Lehigh 
county;  Philadelphia;  Bentleysville,  Washington  county*  and  in  a 
lumber  camp  near  Horton  City,  It  was  introduced  into  Chester  by  a 
colored  woman  who  had  been  visiting  friends  in  Wilmington.  In  that 
city  its  origin  was  clearly  traced  by  the  health  officer  to  the  '*  Augus- 
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tine "  paper  mill.  The  Secretary  made  an  attempt  to  discover  from 
the  owners  of  the  mill  what  the  source  of  the  rags  which  produced 
the  infection  was,  but  as  usual  in  such  establishments  a  know-nothing 
policy  was  strictly  observed.  The  Chester  authorities  took  prompt 
and  efficient  measures  to  stamp  out  the  infection  and  confined  it  to 
four  cases.  Their  experience,  however,  naturally  made  them  feel 
anxious  when  it  was  rumored  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  the  re- 
moval of  the  small-pox  hospital  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Lazaretto,  which 
is  but  a  comparatively  short  distance  outside  of  their  city  limits.  A 
series  of  resolutions  remonstrating  against  the  coniinuance  of  quaran- 
tine at  that  point  was  passed  by  their  board  of  trade  and  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary.  Together  with  his  reply  they  will  be  found  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  ninth  regular  meeting. 

The  origin  of  the  disease  at  Lowhill  was  kindly  traced  by  Dr.  P.  L. 
Reichart,  the  health  officter  of  Allentown,  who,  in  the  absence  of  an 
inspector  for  that  district,  was  requested  to  assume  control  there  tem- 
porarily. It  is  somewhat  curious.  The  keeper  of  a  cheap  hotel  in 
Oatasauqua,  finding  old  clothing  constantly  left  on  his  premises,  in- 
stead of  adopting  the  plan  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
and  promptly  burning  it,  in  a  spirit  of  false  economy  sent  it  to  his 
son-in-law  at  Lowhill  to  be  used  by  his  grandchildren.  The  garments 
proved  veritable  tunics  of  Nessus,  infecting  not  only  the  children  and 
immediate  family,  but  a  good  woman  from  Slatington  who  helped  to 
sort  them,  and  who  took  back  the  disease  with  her  to  her  home.  The 
hotel  was  promptly  closed  and  fumigated,  the  neighborhood  vaccin- 
ated and  the  pestilence  stayed. 

The  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia  was  not  so  fortunate  in  its 
management  of  the  disease  in  that  immense  center  of  population. 
From  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  the  Board,  the  follow- 
ing facts  are  gleamed  with  regard  to  its  origin :  An  Englishman,  ar- 
riving on  the  steamship  Lord  Clive^  February  2,  coming  from  a  house 
in  England  in  which  there  was  small-pox,  developed  the  disease  after 
his  arrival  in  so  light  a  form  as  not  to  require  the  attendance  of  a 
physician.  Two  weeks  after  his  departure,  the  nature  of  his  illness 
not  having  been  suspected  by  the  other  inmates  of  the  boarding- 
house,  three  of  them  were  taken  sick.  Unfortunately,  the  disease 
was  not  recognized  by  the  attending  physician  for  several  days,  and 
then  there  was  unnecessary  delay  in  reporting  it  to  the  Board.  Op- 
portunity was  thus  given  for  the  exposure  of  a  considerable  number 
of  persons,  and  it  was  taken  abundant  advantage  of.  After  a  stub- 
born fight,  in  which  vaccination  and  disinfection  were  freely  em- 
ployed, but  isolation  was  not  insisted  upon  as  rigorously  as  could 
have  been  desired,  at  the  end  of  eight  months  the  sanitary  authorities 
have,  it  is  hoped,  destroyed  the  contagion,  with  a  record  of  three 
hundred  and  seventy-six  cases,  and  a  sacrifice  of  eighty  lives,  to  which 
must  be  added  another,  that  of  a  man  who  contracted  the  disease  in 
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Philadelphia  and  carried  it  to  Bentleysville,  Washington  county, 
where  the  case  was  at  once  taken  charge  of  by  Inspector  Hunter^  of 
the  State  Board,  and  where  the  patient  died  without  comraiinicating 
the  disease.  During  this  period  small-pox  has  prevailed  throughout 
the  entire  country.  By  means  of  the  admirable  system  of  interstate 
notification,  now  adopted  by  the  State  Boards  through  the  medium  of 
their  annual  conference,  the  Secretar}^  has  been  kept  constantly  in- 
formed oi  its  occurrence  and  progress  in  seventeen  States  and  Prov- 
inces. 

The  widespread  existence  of  the  infection  is  plainly  due  to  Euro- 
pean importation,  and  the  lines  of  nteamships  bringing  immigrants  to 
this  country  owe  it  to  ua  to  adopt  more  stringent  regulations  to  pre* 
vent  this  trangportation  of  the  means  of  death.  It  is  infinitely  more 
terrible  than  the  transportation  of  dynamite  and  infernal  machines, 
which  they  are  charged  with  conveying  in  the  opposite  direction. 
During  tlie  prevalence  of  a  contagious  disease,  such  as  had  existed 
for  a  year  previous  to  our  own  outbreak,  in  England,  not  only 
should  the  strictest  precautions  have  been  taken  in  regard  to  vacci- 
nation, but  no  passenger  should  have  been  admitted  into  the  steerage 
who  could  not  show  a  certiticate  from  a  local  health  officer  that  he 
had  not  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  for  at  least  a  month  previous 
to  presenting  himself  for  embarkation.  It  should  also  be  made  a 
misdemeanor,  punishable  both  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  any  indi- 
vidual to  sulYer  from  an  acute  eruptive  disease  without  obtaining  the 
opinion  of  a  respectable  physician  as  to  its  nature,  or  for  any  landlord 
to  harbor  such  individual,  or  for  any  parent  to  attempt  to  treat  such 
an  acute  eruptive  disease  in  a  child  without  obtaining  such  opinion* 
Had  the  landlord  in  this  instance  insisted  on  a  physician  being  called 
when  the  eruption  appeared  on  his  guest,  the  entire  epidemic  would 
have  been  prevented  and  eighty -one  persons  now  in  their  graves 
might  still  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  life  and  health.  In  addition  to  this  let 
it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  average  value  of  a  human  life,  taking  the 
average  of  all  ages,  has  been  estimated  by  careful  political  economists 
to  be  not  less  than  $1,500,  and  we  have  a  loss  to  the  wealth  of  the 
city  of  $120,000  in  lives  alone. 

Instances  have  fallen  under  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  and  proba- 
bly of  every  medical  member  of  this  Board,  in  which  mothers  have 
attempted  to  treat  what  they  ignorantly  supposed  to  be  measles, 
without  '^sending  for  a  doctor,"  and  have  been  the  unintentional, 
though  not  innocent,  means  of  sending  scarlet  fever  forth  on  its  er- 
rand of  death  to  many  a  home. 

Much  difficulty  was  experienced  in  a  number  of  cases  during  this 
outbreak  in  inducing  the  friends  or  family  of  patients  to  allow  them 
to  be  removed  to  the  Municipal  hospital,  when  in  the  judgment  of 
the  officers  of  the  boanl  of  iiealth  of  the  city,  public  safety  demanded 
it.     In  order  to  settle  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Board  to  enforce 
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its  orders  in  this  matter,  the  Secretary  addressed  a  note  to  Attorney 
General  Kirkpatrick  requesting  an  official  opinion.  Sach  opinion 
was  promptly  given  and  sustained  the  power  of  the  Board  to  the 
fullest  possible  extent.  Such  decisions  having  now  been  given  in  both 
the  eastern  and  the  western  metropolis  of  the  Commonwealth,  there  can 
be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  a  local  board  of  health  in  any  part  of  the 
State  would  be  sustained  in  using  force  if  necessary  in  the  removal 
of  an  infected  person  to  the  hospital  for  infectious  diseases.  The  lact 
is  simply  that  in  the  presence  of  an  epidemic,  sanitary  law  to  be 
worth  anything  to  the  community  must  be  as  resolute  and  untram- 
meled  as  martial  law.  As  has  been  said  this  outbreak  is  now  appa- 
rently at  an  end,  there  being  only  a  straggling  case  now  and  then ; 
but  the  possibility  of  the  survival  of  its  germs  in  clothing  or  other 
fomites  which  have  escaped  the  action  of  the  public  disinfector, 
makes  the  utmost  vigilance  necessary,  if  the  advent  of  cold  weather 
with  its  attendant  deficient  ventilation  is  not  to  stimulate  them  to 
renewed  activity  and  subject  the  city  to  another  period  of  anxiety. 

At  Horton  City  the  disease  was  confined  to  a  single  case,  and  so 
efficient  were  the  precautions  taken  by  the  Drs.  Earley  of  Kidgway, 
that  the  inspector  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Free,  found  nothing  to  do  on  his 
arrival  but  to  sustain  the  action  they  had  taken.  The  only  case  oc- 
curring at  Pittsburgh  was  promptly  sent  to  the  hospital  for  infectious 
diseases  by  Superintendent  of  Public  Health  McKelvy,  and  failed  to 
communicate  the  disease. 

The  Secretary  desires  here  to  acknowledge  the  vigilance  and  kind- 
ness of  both  Superintendent  McKelvy  and  Health  Officer  Patterson, 
of  Philadelphia,  in  notifying  him  of  the  existence  of  suspicious  cases 
outside  the  limits  of  their  respective  cities.  It  will  be  seen  then,  that 
the  event  has  fully  justified  the  precautionary  measures  taken  by  the 
Secretary  early  in  the  year  in  warning  all  local  boards  of  health  of  the 
necessity  for  taking  unusual  precautions  against  the  introduction  of 
small-pox,  and  in  vaccinating  the  children  in  an  otherwise  unprotected 
extramural  suburb  of  Philadelphia.  The  following  is  the  advisory 
letter  on  the  prevention  of  small-pox.

To  all  Local  Boards  of  Health  and  Borough  Councils  of  Pennsyl- 
vania : 
This  Board  has  received  official  information  since  the  first  of  the 
year  of  the  existence  of  small-pox  in  nine  States  of  the  Union.    Two 
outbreaks  have  occurred  in  this  State.    The  State  Board  of  Health  of 
California,  has  declared  it  epidemic  in  that  State.    It  is  raging  with 
great  virulence  in  the  neighboring  Island  of  Cuba,  where  sanitary 
precautions  appear  to  be  extremely  lax,  and  with  which  we  are  in 
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consUnt  coramonication*     It  has  prevailed  extensively  during  all  the 
past  winter  in  portions  of  Great  Britain. 

In  the  neighboring  State  of  Delaware  cases  exist,  and  several 
deaths  have  occurred  as  the  reenlt  of  the  importation  of  infected 
rags.  This  Board,  therefore,  deems  it  its  duty  to  urge  upon  all  mu- 
nicipal and  sanitary  authorities  the  importance,  first,  of  doing  all  in 
their  power  to  promote  vaccination  in  their  respective  communities; 
and,  secondly,  of  keeping  all  new  comers  and  returned  travelers,  and 
especially  all  immigrants,  under  observation  for  fourteen  days  after 
their  arrival,  in  order  that,  should  symptoms  of  this  disease  manifest 
themselves,  steps  maybe  taken  to  circumscribe  Rod  isolate  the  center 
oi  infection  with  the  least  possible  delay.

The  third  disease  mentioned,  typhoid  fever,  has  prevailed  to  an  un- 
usual  extent  in  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia.  Both  of 
these  cities  having  efficient  and  experienced  health  bureaus,  there 
was  no  occasion  for  interference  on  the  part  of  this  Board.  But 
as  both  outbreaks  were  clearly  due,  to  a  considerable  extent,  to 
the  character  of  the  drinking  water  used,  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  for  urging;  such  State  legislation  as  shall  ensure  the  purity 
of  the  water  supplies  of  cities  and  towns  is  thereby  emphasized, 

Your  Committee  on  Water  Supply  has  had  assigned  to  it  the  duty 
of  prepariug  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  next  Legislature,  whicli  shall 
in  some  measure  remedy  the  present  irresponsible  modes  of  proced- 
ure of  water  companies.  Complaints  of  citizens  of  Chestnut  Hill  led 
to  an  investigation  ot  the  prevalence  of  this  alTection  in  the  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Norristown,  the  results  of  which  exonera- 
ted the  officers  of  that  institution  from  the  suspicion  of  any  disregard 
of  sanitary  precautions,  and  made  it  evident  that  typhoid  germs  could 
not  have  reached  the  Schuylkill  from  there. 

Yellow  fever  has  been  three  times  brought  to  the  capes  of  the  Del- 
aware during  the  past  summer,  but  through  the  vigilance  of  Surgeon 
Orr,  of  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service,  has  not  passed  the 
United  States  Quarantine  Station  at  the  Breakwater. 

Our  sympathy  with  sufferers  of  a  stricken  sister  State  has,  there- 
fore, happily  for  us  been  born  of  the  fellowship  of  brotherhood  and 
humanity  alone,  and  not  of  misery.  But  in  passing,  the  conviction 
must  be  expressed — and  it  is  that  of  all  those  who  have  given  the 
subject  thoughtful  attention — ^that  if  Florida  had  possessed  a  State 
Board  of  Health,  this  terrible  ordeal  might  have  been  to  a  great  de- 
gree, if  not  entirely,  escaped. 

The  last  report  closed  with  an  allusion  to  the  ^^  absence  of  any  law 
in  this  State  for  circumscribing  and  stamping  out  the  epizootic  disease 
known  as  glanders  or  farcy.-'  That  the  allusion  was  called  for  ia  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  of  the  occurrence  during  the  past  spring  and  sum- 
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mer  of  a  considerable  outbreak  of  this  incurable,  infectious,  and  in 
man,  agonizing  disease,  in  Monroe  county.  The  attention  of  the  Sec- 
retary was  called  to  it  by  the  following  letter: 

Stroudsburg,  Monroe  Co.,  Pa.,  June  7,  X888. 
Dr.  Bbnj.  Lee,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Healthy  SIS  S.  Fifteenth 
street^  Philadelphia,  Pa. : 

Dear  Sir  :  I  enclose  reports  of  the  State  Veterinary  Surgeon,  F. 
Bridge  and  Prof.  Huidekoper  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  from 
which  you  will  see  that  glanders  is  prevalent  in  this  county ;  some 
of  the  owners  whose  horses  were  examined  refused  to  kill  them,  and 
the  same  difficulty  would  be  met  throughout  the  county.  There 
are  undoubtedly  a  large  number  of  cases  in  the  county  at  present 
and  if  vigorous  methods  are  not  used,  the  disease  will  be  wide 
spread. 

I  am  informed  that  your  Board  can  kill  all  infected  horses  on  the 
ground  that  the  disease  is  one  which  is  dangerous  to  human  life.  If 
such  is  the  case,  I  will  endeavor  to  have  the  State  Veterinary  pay 
another  visit  here  and  examine  all  suspected  cases  in  the  county,  and 
if  a  State  officer  could  come  with  him  and  kill  all  condemned  horses  at 
once,  the  disease  could  probably  be  stamped  out. 

Awaiting  the  favor  of  your  reply,

The  report  of  Prof.  Rush.  S.  Huidekoper,  consulting  State  Veteri- 
narian, expressed  the  conviction  as  the  result  of  his  inspection  that 
"an  extensive  and  dangerous  epizootic  of  glanders-farcy"  prevailed 
among  the  animals  of  that  region,  and  closed  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation :  ''There  is  at  present  no  specific  law  in  Pennsylvania  in 
reference  to  glanders.  I  understand  that  the  only  means  by  which  it 
can  be  reached  is  through  the  Board  of  Health,  who  have  such  animals 
destroyed  as  a  matter  of  protection  to  man.  I  would  advise  you  to 
report  the  extensive  existence  of  this  disease  in  your  county  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  request  their  official  investigation."  Under  the 
circumstances  there  seemed  to  be  but  one  course  open,  to  order  an  in- 
spection by  Dr.  Mclntire,  medical  inspector  for  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  him  to  kill  any  and  every  animal  for  which  the  State  Vet- 
erinarian would  give  a  written  certificate  that  it  was  infected  with  the 
disease  in  question.  Communication  was  at  the  same  time  had  with 
Mr.  Secretary  Edge,  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  his  Excellency » 
Governor  Beaver,  and  the  Honorable  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Stale,  in  regard  to  provision  by  the  State  for  compensating  owners  of 
such  diseased  animals  for  their  loss  when  killed  by  order  of  a  State 
officer.  At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board,  Secretary  Edge  was  invited 
to  be  present  and  favor  the  Board  with  his  views  upon  the  subject? 
which  he  kindly  did.    As  a  result,  a  resolution  was  passed  declaring 
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'^That  this  Board  woulfl  take  action  in  reference  to  the  suppreBsion  of 
diseases  of  domestic  animals  communicable  to  man  only  in  coDJ unc- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  would  always  be  ready  to  co- 
operate  with  said  board  in  its  efforts  tor  this  purpose,  and  also  in  the 
endeavor  to  secure  appropriate  legislation  touching  the  subject/' 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  next  Legislature  will  not  od- 
journ  without  supplying  this  manifest  deficiency  on  the  statute  book, 
and  conferring  the  appropriate  power  upon  the  Board  of  AKiicuUure* 

Agreeably  to  an  arrangement  with  Secretary  Edge,  Dr.  Engelman, 
the  President  of  this  Board,  Medical  Inspector  Mclntire  and  the  Secre- 
tary met  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  State  Veteri- 
narian Bridge,  at  Stroudsburg,  Monroe  county.  The  owners  of  (he 
condemned  animals  and  other  citizens  interested  were  called  in  and  a 
confer^^^nee  was  held,  with  the  result  of  establishing  a  basis  for  com* 
pensation  of  ow^ners  for  said  animals,  if  killed.  The  owners  all  ex- 
pressed themselves  satisfied  to  take  certificates  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  matter  was  thus  satisfactorily 
adjusted.  On  the  day  following,  the  Secretary  accompanied  the  State 
Veterinarian  to  Shawnee  and  other  points,  and  was  present  at  the 
killing  of  three  infected  horses  and  one  mule.  Post  mortem  exami- 
nationa  w^ere  made  by  Dr.  Bridge,  verifying  the  diagnoses  in  the  case 
of  the  horses.  The  animals  were  all  buried  where  they  fell,  at  a  dis- 
tance from  the  habitations  of  either  men  or  beasts. 

The  manifest  insufTiciency  of  the  appointment  of  most  of  the  quar- 
antine stations  along  the  coast,  taken  in  connection  with  the  presence 
of  small  pox  and  the  threatening  of  cholera.  X)roduced  a  feeling  of  in- 
security among  sanitarians  at  the  w^est,  which  found  expression  at 
the  conference  of  State  boards  of  health,  in  Cincinnati,  in  May  last, 
at  which  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  attended  as  dele- 
gates. The  discussion  of  the  subject  was  opened  by  your  Secretary  in 
a  paper  entitled, '^Should  the  National  Government  assume  control 
of  Quarantine  at  all  Ports  of  Entry  ?  "  Before  the  *'  Section  on  State 
Medicine'^  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  he  introduced  the 
same  question  in  a  paper  under  the  cajtion,  ^'  Should  not  the  National 
Gnvernment  detend  our  Ports  against  the  National  Enemy,  Conta- 
gious Disease  ? ''  The  discussion  thus  elicited  resulted  in  the  passage 
of  resolutions  by  both  bodies  urging  upon  Congress  the  importance 
of  making  appropriations  for  furnishing  properly  equipped  quaran- 
tines at  all  unprotected  points,  and  in  the  appointment  by  the  con- 
ference  of  State  boards  of  a  committee  to  inspect  the  quarantine  es- 
tablishments of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts. 

To  a  sub  committee,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  of  Ohio,  Dr.  John  D.  Jones,  and  your  Secretary ,wa8  assigned 
the  middle  Atlantic  district,  extending  from  New  York  to  Wilming- 
ton, North  Carolina,  and  including  the  stations  at  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia, the  Delaw  are  Breakwater,  Baltimore,  Norfolk,  Cape  Charles 
2  Board  of  Health. 
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and  Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  The  committee  started  on  its  tour 
of  observatian  June  12,  and  occupied  ten  days.  The  following  is  its 
report  on  the  quarantine  establishment  of  this  State ;  that  is^  the  es- 
tablishment for  which  the  State  makes  the  laws  and  the  city  of  Phil- 
adelphia furnishes  the  money. 

PAiladelvAia.  The  ''  Lazaretto."  or  Quarantine  Station  of  Phila- 
delphia was  inspected  Thursday,  June  14,  in  company  with  Dr. 
William  H.  Ford,  president  of  the  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  health  oflScer  of  the  city,  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Patteison.  The  build- 
ings through  which  we  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Robert  Oarns,  the 
steward,  remain  as  at  the  time  of  the  previous  inspection.  The  fine  old 
hospit  als  have  ample  accommodations  for  sixty  pat  ients  and  there  is  bed- 
ding  on  hand  for  forty.  But  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to  utilize 
the  United  States  warehouse  as  an  observation  depot.  The  only 
water  supply  is  from  hand  pumps  in  wells.  There  are  no  water 
closets,  or  sewers,  simply  old  privy  vaults.  There  is  no  adequate  pro- 
vision for  unloading  an  infected  cargo.  The  disinfecting  chamber  is 
a  small  wooden  building  about  ten  feet  by  twelve,  in  which  sulphur 
fumigation  is  practiced.  There  is  no  apparatus  for  disinfection  by  steam. 
Immediately  in  front  of  the  station  is  a  wide  marsh,  into  which  the 
establishment  drains,  and  although  it  is  affirmed  that  malaria  does 
not  exist  here,  it  is  manifest  that  the  filling  in  of  this  spot,  with  the 
erection  of  a  secure  bulk  head,  preferably  of  stone,  and  covering  the 
whole  with  an  impervious  coating  of  asphalt,  together  with  the  intro- 
duction of  a  proper  system  of  sewerage,  would  greatly  increase  both 
the  salubrity  and  the  commodiousness  of  the  institution.  By  the 
courtesy  of  Dr.  Brusstar,  the  lazaretto  physician,  and  Mr.  Newhard, 
quarantine  master,  we  accompanied  those  gentlemen  on  the  hospital 
tug  '^  Visitor,''  a  swift  and  staunch  boat,  on  official  visit  to  two  vessels, 
the  brig  (Jeorge  E.  Dale  from  Port  de  Paix,  Hayti,  and  the  shipLans- 
downe  from  London.  The  plan  adopted  here  of  having  two  officials, 
one  medical,  to  examine  the  passengers  and  crew,  the  other  non-med. 
ical,to  examine  the  vessels,  bilge  and  cargo,  appears  to  your  commit- 
tee judicious  and  calculated  to  diminish  the  delay  to  commerce  to  a 
minimum. 

All  the  executive  officers  connected  with  the  quarantine  service  of 
this  port  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  their  sala- 
ries are  fixed  by  legislative  acts,  although  the  city  is  called  upon  to 
pay  them.  They  aie  a  health  officer^  a  lazaretto  physician,  a  port 
physician  and  a  quarantine  master.  The  steward  derives  his  appoint- 
ment from  the  city  board  of  health  There  seems  to  be  an  occa- 
sional conflict  of  authority  resulting  from  this  arrangement.  Tele- 
gr^hic  communication  with  the  city  was  opened  apparently  on  the 
day  of  our  visit,  but  even  more  essential  than  this  is  direct  communi- 
cation by  wire  with  the  maritime  exchange  at  Thurlow,  eight  miles 
further  down,  whore  early  intelligence  of  the  approach  of  vessels 
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from  the  bay  is  receii-ed.  AVe  accompanied  the  Lazaretto  pliysician 
lo  this  oHice  and  he  was  handed  a  list  uf  some  six  vessels  on  tlie  wuy 
up.  It  is  of  course  importcmt  that  he  should  receive  this  information 
as  early  as  possible. 

Dr.  Brusstar  assured  us  that  he  would  detain  a  vessel  as  quickly  on 
aecouiit  of  a  case  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  as  of  small  pox. 
This  service  is  maintained  only  durin;^  the  warmer  half  of  the  year. 
The  facilities  for  lieatin^  the  Iiospital  are,  therefore,  very  meager. 
During  the  winter,  vessels  proceed  directly  to  the  city,  where  they  are 
examined  by  the  port  physidan,  who  llius  becomes  a  quarantine  med- 
ical otficer  Small-pox  patients  are  taken  froai  the  steamers  at  the 
wharf  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Municipal  hospital,  and  conveyed 
through  the  city  to  that  inslifulion.  This  plan  does  not  commend 
itself  to  the  approbation  of  your  committee.  The  present  prevalence 
of  that  disease  in  i'hiladelpliia  most  be  attributed  to  it.  The  inter- 
ests of  a  city  of  nearly  a  million  itj habitants,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
many  millions  of  the  interior,  who  look  to  its  autliorities  for  j>rotec- 
tion,  demand  that  equal  vigilance  should  be  maintained  during  every 
month  of  the  year. 

The  location  of  this  station  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  unfortunate. 
And  yet  it  is  the  only  available  one  for  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or 
the  State  of  IVnnsylvaTJia.  Tlie  southern  boundary  of  the  Slate  is 
but  twelve  miles  below,  and  the  river  bank  for  the  entire  distance  is 
lined  with  industrial  eslafjliishments  which  support  an  immense  pop 
ulation.  The  properly  adjoining  above  is  a  valuable  one  for  such  en- 
terprises, and  we  were  tohl  that  nettotiations  were  already  pending 
for  its  purchase.  The  Delaware,  moreover,  is  the  maritime  vestibule 
if  two  other  Stales  besides  Peuns*yivania ;  and  expediency  as  well  as 
justice  dematids  that  some  system  of  protection  should  exist  for  their 
bay  and  liver  coasts  ior  the  seventy  miles  below  the  Pennsytvauia 
State  line. 

The  following  is  a  general  summary  of  the  results  arrived  at  by 
the  commit  lee : 

The  result  of  our  inspection  of  these  seven  stations,  covering  the 
most  important  ports  of  entry  of  the  entire  country,  is  as  follows: 

The  requirements  ol'  modern  maritime  quarantine  are 

J^lrsL  Absolute  protection  of  the  wtiole  nation  against  the  intro 
duction  of  contagion. 

Second.  Ample  provision  for,  and  humane  treatment  of,  suspects 
under  dulention,  with  facilites  for  grouping. 

ThlrtL  Proper  h  'Spital  accommodations  for  the  sick  with  adequate 
services,  medical  and  general. 

Fourth,  The  least  possible  interference  with  commerce,  to  l>e  at- 
tained only  by  the  poss  ^ssion  of  fully*equipped  disiufectitJg  establish* 
mtuta  provided  with  modern  appliances. 
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Fifth.  The  shortest  possible  detention  of  passengers,  dependent 
upon  similar  provision  and  equipment. 

Sixth.  Uniformity  of  regulations  in  all  ports,  with  central  adminis- 
tration, ai\d  means  of  obtaining  the  earliest  possible  information  of 
the  approach  of  infection  to  our  coasts,  or  its  existence  in  any  port  or 
city  in  the  country. 

Now,  as  has  been  seen,  in  one  instance  only  did  we  find  a  station 
equipped  in  any  way  approaching  the  requirements  just  named,  and 
in  this  instance  so  entirely  out  of  repair  was  the  whole  establishment 
that  the  charity  of  foreigners  had  been  recently  invoked  in  order  to 
enable  it  to  meet  an  emergency.  In  every  case  but  one  the  sanitary 
authorities  complained  that  they  were  hampered  for  lack  of  funds, 
and  that  they  were  not  in  this  exceptional  case,  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  made  comparatively  little  provision  for  the  future,  preferring 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  moment  as  best  they  could,  and  to  rely 
upon  the  municipal  government  to  assume  the  expense  of  after  it  had 
been  incurred. 

The  evils  resulting  from  the  present  disjointed  system  may  be  thus 
summed  up : 

First  Want  of  uniformity  in  quarantine  regulations,  placing  one 
port  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  another. 

Second.  Conflict  of  authority  owing  to  the  methods  of  appointing 
officials. 

Third.  The  entire  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  local  legisla- 
tures, whether  State  or  municipal,  of  the  importance  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  considerable  amounts  of  money  in  order  to  render  quarantine 
at  once  efficient  and  inoppressive. 

Fourth.  The  tendency  on  the  part  of  local  civic  sanitary  authorities 
to  limit  their  responsibility  to  the  protection  of  their  own  city,  reck- 
less of  the  consequences  which  may  ensue  to  inland  communities,  if 
they  permit  infection  which  circumstances  render  harmless  to  them- 
selves to  pass  unchallenged  to  the  latter. 

Understanding  that  the  appointment  of  the  committee  was  intended 
to  lead  to  practical  results,  and  conveyed  power  to  take  such  action  as  in 
their  judgment  appeared  necessary  for  the  better  protection  of  the 
coast,  and  being  deeply  impressed  with  the  soundness  of  the  conclusions 
above  rehearsed,  your  committee  proceeded  at  once  to  Washington, 
and  obtained  hearings  from  the  subcommittee  on  Quarantine  of  the 
Committee  on  Commerce  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  from 
the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House,  urging  upon  them  the  impor- 
tance of  the  speedy  passage  of  Senate  bill.  No.  2493,  to  establish 
seven  fully  equipped  quarantine  stations  at  points  on  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  coasts,  viz  :  One  at  the  mouth  of  the  Delaware  Bay ;  one 
near  Cape  Charles,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chesapeake  bay  ;  one  on  the 
Georgia  coast;  one  at  or  near  Key  West;  one  in  San  Diego  harbor; 
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one  in  San  Francisco  harbor,  and  one  at  or  near  Tori  Townsend,  at 
I  he  entrance  of  Puget  Sound. 

We  were  listened  bo  with  courtesy  and  atttention  in  eaeh  instance, 
and  assured  that  every  opportunity  would  he  furnished  IVtr  bringing 
the  bill  before  the  House  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

These  assurances  were  strictly  fulfilled.  The  bill  passed  the  House 
soon  after  and  is  now  a  law. 

The  Koani  may  reasonably  hope,  therefore,  that  another  summer 
will  find  preparations  under  way  at  least  for  establishing  a  thoroughly 
equipped  station  at  the  entrance  to  Delaware  Bay,  au  object  which  it 
set  before  itself  at  its  very  tirst  meeting. 

The  importance  of  preserving  the  purity  of  the  food  eupplief*  of  the 

country  is  to  Pennsylvania,  with  her  immense  laboring  population, 

unque8tione<l.     It  was  with  this  view  that   the   Board  delegated  its 

*  President  and  Secretary  to  attend  the  National  Pure  Food  Convention 

at  Washington  in  January, 

Notwithstanding  tlie  ellbrls  of  retail  tradesmen  to  capture  the  con- 
vention, a  bill  was  finally  adopted,  which  if  passed  by  Congress  will 
effectually  prevent  the  importation  of  adulterated  foods  and  drugs 
into  the  country,  and  their  manufacture  or  sale  in  any  territory  or 
reservation  belonging  to  the  National  Government.  Such  a  law  could 
not  fail  to  be  imitated  by  all  the  State  Legislatures,  and  a  new  era  of 
pure  food  WTiuld  then  lie  inaugurated. 

Of  even  paramount  importance  is  the  question  of  pure  water  supply, 
IVom  the  fact  that  the  character  of  t lie  impurities  in  water  is  apt  to  be  of 
so  morbific  and  deadly  a  nature.  The  Board  may  well  congratulate 
itself  on  the  opportunity  which  it  enjoyed  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  for  interfering  to  prevent  the  most  dangerous  x^o'bdion  of  the 
water  supply  of  the  important  city  of  Wilkes- Barre.  The  danger 
arose  I'rom  the  construction  ot  a  new  line  of  railway  from  Pittston  to 
Fairview  running  directly  along  the  small  streams  which  supply  some 
of  the  reservoirs  of  the  city.  The  laborers  deposited  their  excretions 
and  garbage  with  entire  impunity  upon  the  banks  of  these  streams. 
The  result  upon  the  arrival  of  w^arm  weather  might  easily  have  been 
a  second  and  enlarged  edition  of  the  Plymouth  tragedy.  Fortunately, 
the  secretary  of  the  Luzerne  County  Medical  Society,  Dr.  G.  W. 
Guthrie,  invoked  the  interference  of  the  Board  in  good  time.  The 
foul  deposits  were  removed  during  freezing  weather,  the  earth  dis- 
infected, and  a  new  sanitary  regime  inaugurated.  To  this  erul  the 
cheerful  and  intelligent  aid  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Oompany^s 
officers  greatly  contributed. 

The  w^ater  supply  of  Philadelphia,  with  its  more  than  a  million  of 
inhabitants,  cannot  but  be  a  subject  of  great  anxiety.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  utilization  of  the  immense  reservoir  in  the  East  Park  as  a 
settling  basin,  and  the  completion   of  the   intercepting  sewer,  will 
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temporarily  at  least  inprove  its  quality,  so  far  as  the  Schuylkill  is 
concerned.  The  Delaware  at  Philadelphia  is  simply  a  huge  open 
sewer,  and  its  use  for  drinking  purposes  must  always  be  attended  with 
an  undue  prevalence  of  typhoidal  and  diarrhoeal  diseases. 

The  Pittsburgh  board  of  health  has  taken  a  great  step  forward  in 
the  solution  of  that  perplexing  question,  the  disposal  of  garbage. 
Small  towns  and  government  stations  have  already  undertaken  the 
destruction  of  this  noxious  material  by  fire,  but  now  for  the  first  time 
a  city  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  inhabitants  is  cremating  its 
garbage.  The  experiment  has  continued  now  for  a  year  and  appears 
to  be  entirely  successful.  A  complete  report  on  this  interesting  sub- 
ject is  much  to  be  desired. 

The  water  supply  of  Pittsburgh  has  been  made  the  subject  of  an 
extensive  investigation  by  the  board  of  health  of  that  enterprising 
city,  who  have  published  a  report  of  so  much  scientific  value  that  I 
urge  its  publication  in  connection  with  this  report. 

All  our  efforts  to  supply  pure  water,  however,  will  be  rendered 
useless  if  impure  ice  is  added  to  it  to  cool  it.  Impressed  with  this 
truth,  the  board  of  health  of  West  Chester  appealed  to  this  Board  to 
investigate  the  source  of  much  of  the  ice  supply  of  that  borough. 
Our  inspector  found  the  ponds  from  which  it  was  procured  to  contain 
the  drainage  of  the  filthiest  part  of  the  town  and  of  a  colored  burying 
ground,  while  analyses  of  the  pond  water  and  of  the  melted  ice  dis- 
closed pollution  of  the  gravest  nature.  The  Secretary  recommended 
that  before  another  summer,  the  pond  should  be  protected  by  a  deep 
ditch  from  the  objectionable  inflow,  and  that  wagons  dispensing  the 
polluted  ice  should  be  compelled  to  display  placards  stating  the  source 
of  the  ice  and  the  fact  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  advised  that  it 
should  not  be  allowed  to  come  in  contact  with  food  or  drink. 

An  admirable  report  on  this  question  of  ice  pollution  has  been  issued 
by  the  Sanitary  Protective  Association  of  Newport,  R.  I.  Portions  of 
it  might  profitably  be  inserted  in  the  appendix  to  our  annual  report, 
for  the  information  of  the  public  on  this  too  little  recognized  source 
of  disease. 

But  even  though  we  ensure  purity  in  our  food,  supply  our  towns 
with  pure  water  and  cool  the  latter  with  unpolluted  ice,  we  shall  fail 
in  all  our  eff^orts  to  pn)tect  health  if  we  breath  a  contaminated  air. 
It  is,  therefore,  a  source  of  unfeigned  satisfaction  to  your  Secretary  to 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  defects  of  drainage  in  the  Executive 
Mansion,  which  he  felt  compelled  to  animadvert  upon  in  his  previous 
report,  and  which  constituted  a  constant  menace  to  the  lives  and 
health  of  our  Chief  Magistrate  and  his  family,  have  since  been  entirely 
remedied  and  the  building  it«elf  so  completely  renovated  and  remodeled 
as  to  make  it  a  safe  and  not  unbecoming  residence  for  the  Executive 
Officer  of  a  great  Commonwealth. 

There  is  still  room,  however,  for  an  immen"^  improvement  in  the 
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sewerage  of  the  city.  A  trunk  sewer  ghoiiUl  be  f^onstrueterl  to  convey 
all  sewage  to  a  point  below  the  city  limits,  and  the  charming  river 
front  should  be  converted  from  an  aali  and  ^[arbapje  dump  into  the 
beautiful  p.easure  ground  for  which  nature  and  the  founder  of  the  city 
intended  it. 

The  difficult  problem  of  the  disposal  of  sewage  has  been  taken  up 
in  a  masterly  way  by  the  councils  of  Altoona*  A  report  made  to 
them  by  Dr.  Charles  B.  Dudley,  one  of  the  medical  inspectors  of  our 
Board*  is  an  extremely  valuable  contribution  to  the  study  of  this 
perplexing  question  as  it  is  met  with  in  towns  remote  from  lari^e 
water  courseti,  and  should  have  a  wide  circnlation. 

The  appearance  of  cases  of  p^enuine  leprosy  in  the  city  of  Pbiladel- 
phii*.  and  the  criticiem  to  which  the  board  of  health  of  that  city  was 
sulijected  by  well  meaning  sentimentalists,  for  their  prompt  action  in 
isolatinsr  and  extraditing  it,  led  the  State  Board  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Ifcsfjlved,  That  this  Board  endrjrsea  the  recent  action  of  the  board  of 
healtli  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  in  promptly  isolating  two  in- 
dividuals affected  with  leprosy. 

Jlesoheth  Tfiat  it  is  irrational  to  suppose  that  traneportafion  to 
America  will  deprive  this  disease  of  its  infectious  character;  and 
therefore, 

Resohed^  That  it  be  ydaced  upon  the  list  of  *'  comrannicable  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,"  in  the  ^*  model  ordinance  for  the 
bettei*  preservation  of  the  public  health  in  cities  and  boroughs  of  Penn- 
Bylvania,""  and  further,  that  all  boards  of  health,  sanitary  eonimitteea 
and  borough  councils  throughout  this  State  be  enjoined  to  class  it 
among  the  diseases  required  by  law  to  be  reported  to  the  sanitary 
authorities. 

This  was  sent  to  all  boards  of  health  and  other  sanitary  authorities 
in  the  State. 

The  following  resolution  npon  the  same  subject  was  transmitted  to 
Surgeon  General  Hamilton,  to  the  officers  in  charge  of  all  quarantine 
stations  and  to  all  secretaries  of  State  Boards  of  Health : 

liesolved.  First.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  strict  quar- 
antine should  be  established  against  leprosy,  and  that  all  lepers 
attempting  to  enter  this  country  should  be  returned  to  the  port  whence 
they  came. 

Secondly.  That  those  already  here  or  in  whom  the  disease  may 
develop  here,  should  be  rigidly  isolated* 

Thirdbj.  That  it  is  eminently  desirable  that  entirely  distinct  hoapi- 
tal»  should  be  provided  for  such  cases ;  and 

Fourthly,  That  the  bodies  of  deceased  lepers  should  be  cremated 
after  disinfection  or  buried  in  lime. 

Since  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  information  has  been  received 
of  the  escapd  of  one  of  these  unfortunates  from  the  leper  house  at 
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Tracadie,  New  Brunswick,  into  the  United  States.  New  casesof  this 
loathesome  disease  have  frequently  appeared  of  late,  and  it  is  quite 
time  that  the  fact  of  its  tendency  to  spread  at  present  should  be  gen- 
erally recognized  by  the  health  authorities. 

The  Secretary  also  called  the  attention  of  the  conference  of  State 
Boards  of  Health  to  this  disease  in  a  paper  entitled  "  What  should  be 
the  attitude  of  State  Boards  of  Health  towards  leprosy  ? "  And  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  report  upon  the  matter  at  the  next  meeting. 

Official  information  having  been  recently  received  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  existence  of  small- 
pox among  the  Indians  of  the  Cataraugus  and  A I  legheney  reservations 
in  that  State,  the  Secretary  at  once  telegraphed  instructions  to  Dr.  J. 
L.  Stewart,  of  Erie,  medical  inspector  to  the  Board  for  the  Lake  District, 
to  visit  the  Cornplanter  Tribe  in  Warren  county,  the  members  of  which 
are  in  constant  communication  with  those  of  the  New  York  reserva- 
tions, and  take  the  necessary  means  for  their  protection.  The  instruc- 
tions were  carried  out  with  commendable  promptness.  The  entire 
tribe  was  vaccinated,  and  the  Chief,  Marsh  Pierce,  promised  to  for- 
bid his  people  crossing  the  border,  until  the  disease  had  disappeared. 
He  rendered  every  assistance  to  the  vaccine  physician  and  extended 
the  thanks  of  himself  and  his  people  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for 
its  timely  action  in  their  behalf. 

While  thus  occupied  with  meeting  in  detail  the  practical  emergen- 
cies of  sanitation  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  the  Board  has  not  forgotten 
that  one  of  the  important  duties  assigned  to  it  is  the  dissemination  of 
information  on  sanitary  subjects  among  the  people.  To  this  end  it 
has  issued,  during  the  last  year,  new  editions  of  many  of  its  circulars 
on  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases,  and  has  added  to  them  a 
"  Manual  of  School  Hygiene,"  and  a  "  Manual  of  Camp  Hygiene." 
Both  of  these  appear  to  have  been  highly  appreciated.  Criticism  upon 
them  will  be  welcomed  in  order  that  future  editions  may  be  more 
complete  and  perfect.  In  connection  with  the  latter,  it  is  with  sincere 
pleasure  that  the  Secretary  notes  the  improvement  which  has  taken 
place  in  the  hygiene  of  the  encampments  of  the  National  Guard  since 
the  Board  first  began  its  inspections  of  them.  There  is  still,  however, 
room  for  improvement,  and  the  desire  of  the  Board  has  been  to  place 
in  the  hands  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  guard,  and  as  well  of  those 
who  are  in  charge  of  civic  encampments,  whether  religious  or  festive 
in  their  character,  in  a  condensed  form,  essential  formation  in  reference 
to  their  duties  wliich  they  would  otherwise  be  compelled  to  seek  from 
many  sources. 

Probably  the  most  active  agency  set  on  foot  by  the  Board  for  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  in  relation  to  the  public  health  during 
the  past  year  wa?,  however,  the  sanitary  convention  at  Lewisburg. 
As  the  first  effort  in  this  State  to  hold  such  a  convention  in  a  small 
country  town  and  supply  all  the  material  from  the  State,  and   the 
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most  of  it  from  tl»e  town  itself,  its  siiecess  was  as  grratifying  as  it  was 
remarkable.  Notwitlistanding  the  extreme  inclemency  of  the  wralher 
during  much  of  the  lime,  its  sessions  were  largely  atteiidt-d  by  a 
deeply  interested  audience.  In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  State,  Mr,  Stone,  rep- 
resented the  Execntive  Department  of  the  Governor,  and  made  a 
most  felicitous  address  in  opening  the  convention.  The  sanitary  con- 
ditions  of  Lewisburg  were  discussed  from  every  possiljle  standpoint  of 
view  by  both  strangers  and  citizens  and  an  impulse  was  given  to  llie 
cause  of  hygiene  in  all  that  region  which  will  be  fell  for  good  f  nr 
many  years  to  come.  The  address  of  the  president^  the  Honorable 
8.  T,  Davis,  of  Lancaster,  on  '^Tbe  importance  of  a  thorough  sanitary 
organization  of  the  State  under  legislative  authority/'  was  a  paper  of 
much  force  and  carried  conviction  to  all  who  listened  to  it.  At  its 
conclusion  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  recommendations 
contained  in  it.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  committee  whicli 
consisted  of  Prof.  J.  B.  Walker,  M.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  Hon.  M.  C, 
Watson,, of  Shenandoah,  ajid  the  Hon,  Horace  P.  Glover,  of  Lewis- 
burg. 

Report. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  suggestiona  contained  in 
the  valuable  address  of  the  president  with  reference  to  the  impor- 
tance of  additional  legiBlation  on  sanitary  matters,  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  repoit  the  following  resolution  for  the  consideration  of  the 
convention* 

liesolved,  That  the  State  sanitary  convention  now  in  session  at 
Lewisburg,  desires  to  express  its  conviction  that  in  order  that  the 
State  Board  of  Health  may  be  able  to  discharge  satisfactorily  the  im- 
portant duties  assigned  to  it  in  the  protection  of  the  public  health 
and  the  registration  of  vital  etatistics  is  essential, 

L  That  every  township  in  the  State  should  have  some  form  of  san- 
itary organization  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  That  all  county  registration  otBcers  should  be  required  to  report 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

3.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  work  of  the  Board  should  be  very 
materially  increased* 

liesolved^  That  the  olficers  of  this  convention  be  instructed  to  trans- 
mit these  resolutions  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  this  Common* 
wealth,  with  the  request  that  he  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
to  these  subjects  in  his  next  message  to  that  body. 


So  great  was  the  interest  felt  in  its  deliberations,  that  it  was  the 

uoaniraoiis  expression  of  those  present  that  two  such  conventions 
should  be  held  each  year.  The  appropriation  of  the  Board,  however, 
would  not  warrant  the  necessary  expenditure.  It  is  proposed  to  hold 
the  next  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  in  the  mouth  of  May,  1889,  when 
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the  sanitary  problems  which  present  themselves  in  large  inland  cities 
will  be  more  especially  discussed. 

Registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  and  of  prevalent  diseases 
has  not  been  vigorously  pushed  by  the  Board,  not  because  it  ignores 
the  urgent  importance  of  the  duty,  but  because  it  is  absolutely  with- 
out machinery  to  prosecute  it.  Registration  of  physicians  is  not  so 
difficult  of  accomplishment,  and  the  register  of  the  State  will  soon  be 
completed. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  next  Legislature  will  see  the  wisdom  of 
the  request  of  the  Board  that  each  branch  appoint  a  *'  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Health."  With  such  a  committee  who  could  devote 
especial  study  to  the  measures  proposed  by  the  Board,  involving 
'*  Legislative  action  or  precaution  deemed  proper  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  life  and  health,"  as  the  law  calls  upon  it  to  do,  the  chances 
for  intelligent  hearing  and  comprehension  of  the  same  would  be  vastly 
increased. 

In  conclusion,  the  Secretary  bespeaks  from  the  Board  a  continuance 
of  that  forbearance  for  his  short-comings,  and  that  ready  cooperation 
in  all  his  eflForts  for  the  public  good,  which  he  has  so  gratefully  recog- 
nized in  the  past.

A  Bpecial  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held,  November  epe»ciftijne«tii>^ 
30,  1887,  at  the  Executive  Offline,  at  12  30  p,  m.  Pres-  *^*''-~'»«"- 
ent :  Drs,  Dudley,  Edwarrls*  Groff  and  Lee.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President,  Dr.  Edwards  was  called  to  the 
chair.  The  Secretary  read  a  telepram  from  Dr.  Engel- 
man  stating  hia  inahility  to  be  present  on  account  of 
illness  which  confined  liim  to  the  bed;  also  a  note  from 
Mr  Murphy  regretting  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
him  to  attend.  The  Secretary  presented  vouchers,  178 
to  185  incluBive,  amount inti  to  $227-61,  which  had  been 
audited  and  approved  by  the  standing  committee.  On 
motion  they  were  approved. 

The  secretary  then,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, introduced  the  subject  of  popular  illuetrated  lec- 
tures referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board  at  lis  last 
meeting:,  with  iustructione  to  present  itat  aspecial  meet- 
ing. After  free  discussion  in  which  it  became  evident  that 
the  members  considered  that  such  lectures  would  be  a 
valuable  means  of  carrying:  out  that  portion  of  the  duties 
of  the  Board  which  consisted  in  •*  disseminating  infor- 
mation upon  sanitary  subjects  among  the  people.'*  it 
was  moved  that  *'  Drs*  Edwards  and  Groff. be  a  special 
committee  on  the  delivery  of  popular  illustraled  lectures 
upon  sanitary  subjects,  with  insttuclions  to  confer  to- 
gether as  to  the  best  means  nf  arranging  for  the  delivery 
of  such  lectures  in  small  cities  and  towns  at  the  least 
expense  to  the  Board,  with  power  to  act ;  and  that  the 
sum  of  $400  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  to  be  di- 
vided equally  between  the  two  named  members  of  the 
said  <'ommittee/'    It  was  carried. 

Dr.  Edwards  asked  the  advice  of  the  Board  in  refer- 
ence to  the  expediency  of  publishing  in  the  *'  Annals  of 
Hygiene  *^  an  analysis  of  a  specimen  of  a  commercial 
drinking  water  adulterated  under  the  name  of  *'  Hygeia 
Sparkling  Distilled  Water.'^  The  analysis  made  for  the 
"Annals"  differed  materia! fy  from  that  ]mblighed  by 
the  company,  and  showed  the  waler  to  be  decidedly 
impure.    On  motion,  the  Board  decided  to  sustain  the 
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Oantamlnation  of 
wtolln,  etc. 


editor  in  its  publication.  The  Chairman  then  presented 
a  communication  from  Dr.  S.  W.  Morrison,  of  Oxford, 
Pa.,  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  contamination 
of  wells  and  atmosphere  by  cesspools  and  privies  in 
country  villages.

Minutes  of  a  Speoial  Meetinsr  lield  January  11, 1888. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  Wednesday, 
January  11, 1888,  at  the  executive  office,  at  12.45  p.  3I., 
on  the  call  of  the  President. 

Present :  Drs.  Engelman,  Dudley,  Edwards  and  Lee. 
The  President,  Dr.  Engelman,  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  stated  the  first  business  before  the 
meeting  to  be  the  consideration  of  an  invitation  re- 
ceived from  the  officers  of  the  committee  on  legislation 
of  the  National  Pure  Food  movement,  to  send  delegates 
to  the  National  Pure  Food  Convention,  to  be  held  in 
Washington,  January  19, 1888,  the  number  of  delegates 
not  to  exceed  three.  On  motion  of  Dr.  Dudley,  the 
following- named  members  were  appointed  delegates, 
with  expenses  paid,  viz  :  Drs.  Engelman  and  Edwards 
and  the  Secretary. 

Nominations  for  inspectorships  being  in  order.  Dr. 
G.  0.  Mohn,  of  Laurelton,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  Wm.  Leiser, 
Jr.,  of  Lewisburg,  were,  nominated  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  Northumberland  district,  caused  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  QroflF  upon  the  Board.  Dr.  Leiser  was 
elected.  Dr.  Mullhaupt,  of  Erie,  and  Dr.  J.  L.  Stewart, 
of  Erie,  were  nominated  for  the  Lake  district,  includ- 
ing the  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford,  Warren,  Mercer, 
Venango  and  Forest.  Dr.  J.  L  Stewart  was  elected. 
Dr.  Charles  Mclntire,  Jr.,  was  then  nominated  for  the 
Lehigh  district,  including  the  counties  of  Lehigh,  North- 
ampton, Carbon  and  Monroe,  and  was  elected. 

The  Secretary  then  stated  that  it  was  of  importance 
to  determine  where  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  should  be  held,  and  to  select  an  individual  to 
deliver  the  annual  address.  He  had  been  in  corres- 
pondence with  Dr.  Groff  as  to  the  possibility  of  hold- 
ing a  sanitary  convention  at  Lewisburg,  in  connection 
with  the  meeting,  and  read  a  letter  from  that  gentle- 
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man  favorable  to  such  an  arrangement,  and  briefly 
skelchirig  a  plan  for  convention.

The  sulgect  of  the  appointment  of  analysts  to  the 
Board  was  then  introduced.  The  Secretary  read  a  let- 
ter irnm  Dr.  McClelland  nominating  Prof.  Phillips,  of 
the  Western  University,  for  that  position  in  the  western 
part  of  tlie  Slaie.  The  Secretary  nominated  Dr.  C  M. 
Creason,  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  eastern  portion.  Dr. 
Dudley  nominated  Dr.  Henry  Leifmann  for  the  same 
position.  The  further  consideration  of  the  subject  was 
poslponed  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Dr.  Dudley  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Adultera- 
tions and  Poisons  brought  up  the  question  of  the  pois- 
onous character  of  the  preparalious  used  in  washing 
clothing,  for  the  purpose  of  imparting  a  blue  tinge  to 
linen  and  muslin  goods.  Mr.  Murphy  confirmed  Dr. 
Dudley's  suspicions,  and  moved  that  the  subject  b©  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Adulterations,  Poisons,  et€., 
for  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting.     It  was  carried. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  a  communication  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  National  Conference  of  State 
Boards  cd'  Health,  announcing  the  change  in  the  time 
of  meeling  of  the  conference  in  order  to  accommodate 
the  meeling  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  On 
motion  of  Dr.  Dudley,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
furuisli  credentials  to  any  member  of  the  Hoard,  w^ho 
might  be  able  to  attend  the  National  Conference  of 
State  Boards  of  Health,  to  be  held  at  ('incinnati,  Fri 
day,  May  4,  and  it  was  moved  by  the  same  gentleman 
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that  the  expenses  of  members  so  attending  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Board.

Secretary's  report.  1-  Dispositiou  made  of  the  resolutious  on  the  subject 
of  quarantine  of  the  Delaware  river.    The  resolutions 

On  quarantine.  had  been  forwarded  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor 
of  this  State,  who  had  signified  his  readiness  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  Governors  of  the  adjoining  States  of  New 
Jersey  and  Delaware  in  making  application  to  the 
General  Government  for  more  efficient  quarantine  ser- 
vice in  Delaware  Bay,  to  the  board  of  health  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Supervising  General  of 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service,  Dr.  John  B. 
Hamilton,  who  had  embodied  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  in  his  weekly  bulletin.     Accepted  and  referred. 

Inspection  of  Hob-       2.  Inspectiou  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 

SfSriitowS?'^*  **  Norristown,  including  a  report  from  Medical  Inspector 
Atkinson,  correspondence  with  the  superintendents  of 
the  institution,  and  analysis  of  the  water  and  ice  used 
by  the  inmates.  This  inspection  was  made  in  conse- 
quence of  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  insti- 
tution. It  showed  that  the  dormitories  were  over- 
crowded, the  air  of  the  corridors  vitiated  by  persons 
sleeping  in  them  during  the  night,  and  probable  con- 
tamination of  the  air  by  the  separating  tank  of  the 
sewerage  system.    The  superintendents  testified  that 
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every  posdble  precaution  had  been  taken  to  ilisinfect 
the  excreta  of  the  typhoid  patients,  and  suliseqnentty 
bury  them,  from  the  moment  the  disease  was  discovered. 
The  Secretary  was  thus  enabled  to  calm  the  apprehen- 
sions of  residents  of  Chestnut  Hill  and  vicinity,  who 
feared  that  their  water  supply  from  the  Schuylkill  river 
would  become  infected  from  this  source.  Analyses  of 
the  water  and  ice  used  in  the  institution  furnished  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  women's  department  showed 
both  to  be  free  from  dan o;erous impurity,  while  others 
made  by  a  well  known  Philadelphia  chemist  gave  a 
very  dilTereul  result. 

The  subject  was  on  motion  referred  to  a  committee 
composed  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Water 
Supply  and  the  Secretary  for  further  investigation,  with 
authority  to  take  such  action  as  they  should  deem  ad- 
visable, and  to  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  The  . 
report  was  accepted  and  referred  for  publication. 

3.  Actif^n  of  the  Secretary  on  reference  to  immi- 
grants discharged  from  the  New  York  quarantine  sta- 
tion, where  they  had  been  detained  on  account  of  ex- 
posure to  Asiatic  cliolera.  This  comprised  a  notifica- 
tion to  the  quarantine  commissioners  of  the  port  of 
New  York,  that  immigrants  thus  discharged  would  not 
be  allowed  to  enter  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  unless 
provided  with  a  certjiicate  that  they  were  free  from 
the  danger  of  communicating  the  infection;  a  list  re- 
ceived from  the  eeeretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Healtli 
of  New  Yoik  of  all  immigrants  discharged  from  quar- 
antine destined  for  towns  in  this  State ;  a  circular  let- 
ter addressed  to  all  boards  of  health,  mayors  and  bur- 
gesses of  ciaesand  boroughs  in  Pennsylvania  to  which 
these  immigrants  were  bound,  wiihthe  lists  of  names  in 
each  case,  recommending  that  such  immigrants  be  kept 
under  close  observation  during  the  period  of  incuba- 
tion, and  letters  to  all  presidents  of  railroads  in  the 
State,  warning  them  not  to  accept  such  passengers 
without  a  certificate  from  the  quarantine  commission- 
era,  as  aforesaid.  The  olBcers  of  the  railroad  compa- 
nies had,  as  usual,  shown  a  moat  intelligent  readiness 
to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  in  all  efforts  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  and  spread  of  contagion  within 
the  Hmite  of  the  State,  The  president  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company  in  particular  having  requested 
suggestions  from  the  Secretary  in  reference  to  meas- 
uies  of  precaution  to  be  adopted  in  the  case  of  persons

affected  with  cholera  on  the  trains  of  the  company,  the 
Secretary  replied,  suggeBting  the  determination  in  ad- 
vaQce  of  certain  housoB  of  refuge  near  the  boundaries 
of  the  State  and  away  from  centers  of  population,  to 
which  the  sick  could  be  removed  for  treatment  and  the 
exposed  for  isolation,  and  the  substitution  of  earth  clos- 
ets for  open  holes  on  all  passenger  cars.  Report  ac- 
cepted and  ordered  to  be  published. 

4.  Small  poK  having  made  its  appearance  at  LowhilK 
Lehigh  county,  and  there  being  at  that  time  no  inspector 
for  that  district,  the  Secretary  had  telegraphed  the 
President,  requesting  him  to  investigate.  That  gentle- 
man being  confined  to  the  house  by  illness,  the  Secre- 
tary instructed  Dr.  P.  L.  Reichart,  health  officer  at 
AllentoWn,  to  make  an  inspection  and  report.  Three 
distinct  centers  of  infection  were  found,  all  originating 
in  cast-off  clothing  of  tramps  at  Lowhill.  These  were 
Lowhill,  Oatasauqua  and  Slatington.  The  cases  were 
quarantined,  free  vaccination  enforced,  the  clothing 
burned  and  the  incipient  epidemic  aborted. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  referred  for  publica- 
tion. 

5.  A  specimen  of  candy  sent  to  the  Secretary  by  In- 
spector Payne,  of  Towanda,  which  was  thought  to  have 
caused  the  death  of  a  child,  had  been  analyzed  by  Dr. 
Leffmann,  whose  report  was  read,  showing  that  the 
candy  owed  its  color  (a  bright  red)  to  eserine  in  too 
minute  a  quantity  to  be  harmful,  and  that  it  contained 
no  mineral  irritant  poison,  such  as  the  symptoms  might 
be  attributable  to.    Accepted  and  referred. 

6.  A  report  on  contamination  of  wells  and  of  the 
atmosphere  by  human  excreta,  made  under  the  in- 
struction of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  by  the  Sec- 
retary, was  ordered  to  be  published. 

7.  Drs.  Eugelman  and  Lee  reported  as  delegates  to 
the  National  Pure  Food  Convention,  held  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  January  18,  20,  1888,  that  the  convention, 
after  free  discussion,  had,  notwithstanding  the  presence 
of  obstructionists  in  the  presence  of  retail  tradesmen, 
succeeded  in  adopting  a  proposed  bill  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  adulterated  foods  and  drugs  or  their 
manufacture  in  the  territories  or  in  the  reservations 
belonging  to  the  National  Government.  The  Secretary 
presented  a  printed  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  and  was  instructed  to  incorporate  such  por- 
tions of  it  in  the  annual  report  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 
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The  Secretary  reported  on  beluilf  of  Dr.  Eni:;c*lman  Export  of  dHegato* 
ad  liimselt  as  delegates  to  the  National  Conference  ol  e«ce. 
Stale  Boards  of  Health,  held  in  Cincinnali,  May  4^  5 
and  /.  The  Secretary  had  opened  the  discussions  on 
the  following  8uhje<"U  :  ''Should  the  National  (Govern- 
ment assume  control  of  Quarantine  at  all  ports  of 
entry  ?^'  and  '*What  abonld  be  the  attitude  of  State 
Boards  of  Health  towards  Leprosy  If  ^' 

As  a  result  of  the  first  discussion  a  resolution  was  bov«o  q«w  .lUAnui' 
passed  requesting  the  National  House  of  Representa-    ^*"'*^  *''*'' 
tives  to  pass  the  Senate  bill,  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  seven  new  quarantine  stations.     In  reference 
to  the  second  a  committee  was  appointed,  of  which  the 
Secretary  was  aiade  chairman,  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  conference.     The  most  important  prac- 
tical result  of  the  conference  was  the  appointment  of  a  Ajipmntmemor 
special  committee  to  visit,  inspect  and  report  upon  the  rjlI^t^'/uHrJutiSt*,<. 
various  quarantine  stations  both  of  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacitic  coasts.    To   the   subcommittee,  of  which  the 
Secretary  was  made  chairman,  were  assigned  the  upper 
southern  stations  from  Baltimore  to  Wilmington^  S.  C^ 
The  Secretary  had  prepared  a  complete  report  of  the 
conference,  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the  editor  of  the 
annals  and  requested  that  it  might  be  made  a  part  of 
the  annual  report  of  the  Board,     It  was  ordered. 

The  Secretary  stated  in  this  connection  that  he  had 
also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  section  on  State  Medi- 
cine of  ihe  American  Medical  Association,  field  in  Cin- 
cinnati, May  8,  9  and  10,  at  which  guhjects  of  great  in* 
terest  were  discussed,  and  before  whicli  he  read  a  paper 
under  the  title,  '^  Should  not  tlie  National  Government 
defend  our  ports  against  Ihe  common  enemy,  conta* 
gious  disease  If  "  As  a  result  of  the  discussion  elicited  by 
this  paper,  the  section  adopted  a  resolution  requesting 
the  association  to  take  similar  action  as  that  just  re- 
eorded  as  having  been  taken  by  the  conference  of  State 
Boards  of  Health.  The  association  acted  formally  on 
the  suggestion,  and  Ihe  resolution  was  at  once  transmit 
ted  to  Congress. 

The  importance  and  urgency  of  this  question  will  be 
appreciated  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  quarantine 
defenses  of  the  Delaware  have  been  pronounced  by  in- 
telligent physicians  to  be  wholly  inadequate  and  that 
the  contemplated  action  would  put  us  in  possession, 
through  the  National  Government,  of  a  station  fully 
equipped,   and    amply  officered ;    the  Secretary  gave 
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nolice  that  he  would  call  op  this  subject  under  the  head 
of  unfinished  business  for  the  purpose  of  offering  a  re- 
solution.   The  report  was  accepted  and  referred. 

History  of  outbreak      9.  A  brief  historj  of  the  present  outbreak  of  small- 

ad*ij!hiar*'"^*^""  pox  in  Philadelphia  was  then  given«  embracing  reports 
from  the  health  officer  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Joseph  G. 
Patterson,  showing  that  while  the  board  of  health  of 
Philadelphia  had  acted  with  most  commendable  prompt- 
ness in  isolating  all  cases  as  soon  as  discovered,  and 
providing  free  vaccination,  a  lax  administration  of 
quarantine  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  disease,  and  the  consequent  suffering,  mor- 
tality, annoyance  and  expense.  All  State  Boards  of 
Health  throughout  the  country  and  those  in  cities  of 
Pennsylvania  in  more  direct  communication  with  Phil- 
adelphia had  been  duly  notified  of  the  existence  of  the 
disease.

has  declared  it  epidemic  in  that  State.  It  is  raging 
with  ^reat  virulence  in  the  neighboring;  Island  of  Cuba, 
wliere  sanitary  precautions  appear  to  be  extreniely  lax, 
and  with  which  we  are  in  constant  commnnication.  It 
has  prevailed  extensively  during  all  the  past  winter  in 
portions  of  Great  Britain.  In  the  neighboring  8tate  oi 
Delaware  caees  exist  and  several  deaths  have  occurred 
as  the  result  of  the  importation  of  rags.  This  Board 
deems  it  its  duty  to  urge  upon  all  municipal  and  sani- 
tary authorities  the  importance,  first,  of  doing  all  in 
their  power  to  promote  vaccination  in  their  respec- 
tive communities,  and,  secondly,  of  keeping  al!  new- 
comers and  returned  travellers*  and  especially  all  im- 
migrants, under  observation  for  fourteen  days  after  their 
arrival,  in  order  that  should  symptnraa  of  this  disease 
manifest  themselves,  steps  may  be  taken  to  circum- 
scribe and  isolate  the  center  of  infection  with  the  least 
pofsible  delay.'' 

The  notification  was  endorsed  and  referred  for  pub- 
lication, 

14.  On  the  23d  of  December,  1887,  Dr.  G.  W,  Guth-  porution  or  .vter 
ne,  secretary  of  the  Luxerne  County  Medical  Society  B»rre. 
addressed  a  communication  to  Dr.  L.  H.  Taylor;  medi- 
cal  inspector  of  the  Board,  calling  his  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  water  supply  of  a  portion  at  least,  of  the 
city  of  Wilkes  Barre  wastlireatened  with  serious  pollu- 
tion by  theexecreta  of  the  laborers  upon  tlie  ne^  branch 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad  extending  from  Pittston 
to  Fairview,  Dr.  Taylor  immediately  communicated 
with  the  Secretary,  who  instrucN^d  him  to  invesligate 
and  report.  His  report,  which  is  herewith  communi- 
cated.  more  than  sustained  the  allegations  of  Dr. 
Guthrie.  The  following  order  was  at  once  issued  to 
every  contractor  on  the  line  : 

"  You  are  hereby  notified  and  required  to  abate  and  Kotiflcmicm  of 
remove  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  service 
hereof,  a  certain  nuisance,  on  the  above  mentioned  pro- 
perty, consisringof  excreta  from  the  laborers  employed 
along  said  railroad,  which  nuisance  has  been  declared 
to  have  a  tendency  lo  endanger  and  be  prejudicial  to 
public  health.  On  failure  to  do  and  perform  which^ 
Vguit  will  be  immediately  entered  against  you,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly.  In  order  to 
elfectively  abate  and  remove  the  nuisance  referred  to,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  all  deposits  of  excreta  from  men 
engaged  on  said  line  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the 
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banks  of  Mill  creek,  Laurel  run,  Solomon^s  creek  or 
of  any  stream  tributary  to  either  of  the  aforesaid  streams, 
be  removed  and  buried,  and  the  ground  disinfected ; 
that  suitable  privy  arrangements  be  provided  at  each 
station,  with  pits  at  least  five  feet  deep  and  situated  at 
least  five  hundred  feet  from  the  banks  of  any  of  the  afore- 
said streams,  and  that  small  pits  be  provided  for  each 
f^parate  gang  of  men  for  daily  deposit  of  excreta  during 
working  hours,  the  same  to  be  filled  with  dirt  and  new 
ones  dug  as  the  work  progresses  from  point  to  point " 

At  the  same  time  Medical  Inspector  Atkinson  was  in- 
^SST^SSS^  o«-  structed  to  visit  the  office  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad 
Company,  in  Philadelphia,  and  request  the  cooperation 
of  the  officers  of  the  road  in  the  effort  to  preserve  the 
purity  of  the  water  supply  of  this  large  and  flourishing 
city.  The  secretary,  Mr.  Fanshaw,  at  once  promised  to 
communicate  with  the  officials  on  the  spot  and  to  do  all 
in  his  power  to  aid  the  Board  in  the  matter.  The  Sec- 
retary asked  leave  to  interrupt  the  thread  of  (he  his- 
tory at  this  point  to  bear  testimony  to  the  readiness  of 
the  railroad  officers  to  accept  suggestions  from,  and 
work  in  harmony  with  the  Board,  whenever  it  became  ' 
necessary  to  appeal  to  them.  Intelligent,  large  minded 
and  far-seeing,  instead  of  being  offended  at  what  might 
be  assumed  to  bean  interference  in  their  private  affairs^ 
they  show  the  most  sagacious  appreciation  of  sanitary 
problems  apd  the  fullest  acquiescence  in  all  suggestions 
designed  to  promote  the  public  welfare. 

Dr.  Taylor  in  a  report  received  to-day,  states  that  the 
orders  of  the  Board  have  been  scrupulously  carried  out 
and  that  up  to  the  present  time  there  is  every  reason  to 
think  that  the  threatened  danger  has  been  entirely 
averted.  The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  for 
publication. 

15.  Correspondence  was  then  presented  in  regard  to 
an  objectionable  advertisement  in  certain  lines  of  street 
cars  in  Philadelphia,  in  which  the  statement  was  falsely 
made  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  ol  Pennsylvania 
recommended  a  special  kind  of  beer.  The  subject  led  to 
a  considerable  discussion,  and  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Drs.  Edwards,  Dudley  and  Lee,  to 
report  at  the  next  session.  The  Board  then  adjourned 
to  meet  at  10  a.  m.  the  day  following.

"  lieaahed^  Tliat  Ihe  board  of  trade  of  the  city  ot 
Chester,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens,  protest  against  the 
continuance  of  the  quarantine  in  its  present  location, 
and  earnestly  recommend  tlie  establishment  of  a  Nat- 
ional system  of  t|uarantine  and  the  removal  of  the 
station  complained  of,  at  the  earliest  practicable  time." 
To  which  tlie  following  reply  was  returned  :

Dear  Sir:  I  hereby  acknowledge  with  thanks  the 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  preamble,  and  resolution  adopted 
by  your  honorable  board  on  the  subject  of  quarantine 
of  the  Delaware  river.

If  any  principal 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule  the  salary  of  said 
principal  shall  be  withlield  until  the  rule  shall  be  com- 
plied with.  When  smallpox,  varioloid,  scarlet  fever. 
diphtheria  or  measles  shall  exist  in  a  family  wherever 
any  pupil  of  the  public  school  is  a  member,  such  pupil 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  attend  school  until  he  or  she 
shall  present  the  certificate  of  a  physician  stiting  that 
all  liability  to  contract  disease  by  contact  with  Ihe 
members  of  the  family  of  such  pupil  has  passed  away*" 

Mr.  Slurphy  called  up  the  subject  of  legislation  for  u^^tFidUon  fo?  prti- 
the  protection  of  water  suppdies,  and  on  motion  of  Dr. 
McClelland,  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  was  in- 
structed to  prepare  a  bill  to  be  submilted  to  the  next 
Legislature,  giving  the  State  Board  of  Health  supervision 
over  all  proposed  plans  of  introducing  water  into  cities 
and  towns  for  drinking  purposes.

seat  beside  the  President. 

Report  of  secre-  The  Secretary  then  presented  his  report  embracing 
the  following  items : 

Rei^rt^on  gumdert  1.  Report  on  glanders  in  Monroe  county  by  the  Se- 
cretary and  Charles  Mclntire,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  Medical  In- 
spector of  the  Lehigh  district,  showing  that  six  cases  of 
glanders  (five  horses  and  one  mule)  had  been  discov- 
ered by  the  inspections  of  Dr.  Bridge,  State  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  and  Dr.  Huidekoper,  Consulting  State  Vete- 
rinary Surgeon.  The  correspondence,  which  was  quite 
voluminous,  included  the  reports  of  Drs.  Bridge  and 
Huidekoper  and  letters  from  Secretary  Edge,  his  Ex- 
cellency Governor  Beaver,  the  Honorable  the  Attor- 
ney General  of  the  State,  and  Medical  Inspector  Mcln- 
tire, and  urged  the  importance  of  stamping  out  the 
disease  as  rapidly  as  possible,  consistently  with  justice 
to  the  owners  of  the  animals.  The  report  was  accepted 
and  referred  for  publication  with  such  of  the  corres- 
pondence as  the  Secretary  might  deem  of  interest  and 
importance.  Mr.  Secretary  Edge  being  called  upon  to 
express  his  views  on  the  subject  of  the  suppression  of 
the  contagious  diseases  of  animals,  gave  a  detailed  and 
interesting  account  of  the  prevalence  of  glanders, 
pleuro-pneumonia  and  tuberculosis,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  cited  an  instance  in  which  glanders  had  been 
communicated  to  a  young  girl  in  Delaware  county,  in 
this  State,  within  the  last  two  years  from  a  mule  which 
she  undertook  to  treat  in  defiance  of  the  instructions 
of  the  State  Veterinarian  that  the  animal  should  be 
killed.  The  disease  was  excruciatingly  painful  and  the 
girl  died  in  great  agony.  The  ability  of  his  Board  to  cope 
with  this  disease  was  limited  only  by  the  meager  char- 
acter of  its  appropriation.  The  Attorney  General  had 
no  doubt  that  it  possessed  the  requisite  authority,  but 
his  own  conviction  was  that  the  State  should  not  de- 
stroy property  which  it  was  not  ready  to  compensate 
the  owner  for.  In  the  matter  of  pleuropneumonia  it 
was  now,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  making  a  searching  inspection  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  surrounding  country,  upwards  of 
twenty  thonsand  cattle  having  been  already  tagged. 
Whenever  a  diseased  animal  was  found  the  entire  herd 
was  condemned  and  slaughtered.  Tuberculosis  was 
found  to  be  wide  spread  and  rapidly  on  the  increase, 
especially  among  fancy  cattle.     He  considered  that  it 
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presented  the  most  serious  of  all  problems  for  the  sani- 
tarian. On  loolion  of  Dn  McClelland  the  leport  of 
Dr,  J.  R.  Thompson,  medical  inspector  of  the  Alle- 
gheny district,  on  cases  of  supposed  glanders  in  Pitts- 
burgh was  called  up  out  of  its  turn  that  it  mi^ht  be 
considered  in  connection  with  the  preceding.  This 
showed  that  there  had  probably  been  a  mistake  in 
diagnosis  and  that  ihe  animals  suspected  weresuflTering 
from  influenza^  The  report  was  accepted  and  referred. 
Dr,  McClelland  then  offered  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  for  this  Board  to  take 
separate  action  in  reference  to  the  suppression  of  con- 
tagious diseases  among  cattle,  but  that  it  will,  to  the 
full  extent  of  its  powers,  cooperate  with  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  in  ila  eflbrts  for  this  purpose,  and  also 
in  endeavoring  to  secure  appropriate  legislation  touch- 
ing the  subject.  It  was  adopted.  The  thanks  of  the 
Board  were  tendered  to  Secretary  Edge  for  Ijis  interest- 
ing and  instructive  remarks. 

2,  Report  on  small  pox  in  Philadelphia,  by  the  Sec- 
retary, showing  that  since  the  last  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  in  May,  one  hundred  and  eleven  cases  and 
twenty- eight  deaths  had  occurred,  and  indicating  the 
necessity  for  increased  precanlions,  if  an  epidemic  of 
serious  proportions  is  to  be  warded  off  during  the  com- 
ing winter.     Accepted  and  referred. 

3,  Report  of  an  inspection  of  the  quarantine  stations 
of  the  Middle  Atlantic  coast,  by  Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D* 
Secretary,  indicating  the  necessity  for  increased  provis- 
ion for  quarantine  establishments  at  all  points.  Ac- 
cepted aT»d  reJ'erred, 

4,  Report  of  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  Brecknock 
township,  Lancaster  county,  by  Paul  A.  Hart  man,  M- 
D.,  medical  inspector  of  the  Susquehanna  diatrict,  The 
report  showed  that  absolutely  no  precautions  had  been 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection.  An  ex- 
ceedingly filthy  slaughter  house  staiids  within  fifty  feet 
of  one  of  the  infected  houses  and  within  twenty  five 
feet  of  a  public  school.  The  report  declares  the  said 
slaughter  house  to  be  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  pub- 
lic health.  The  finding  of  the  report  was  sustained 
and  the  report  accepted  and  referred. 

5,  Glanders  in  Pittsburgh  had  been  already  disposed 
of  under  item  nuiTiber  one. 

6,  Pollution  of  wells  at  Chadd^s  Ford,  reported  by 
4  Board  of  Health. 
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Dr.  n.  Hayward.  Typhoid  fever  prevailed  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  was  attributed  to  the  use  of  this  water. 
The  Secretary  had  requesled  Dr.  Charles  M.  Gresson  to 
make  an  analysis  of  the  water  from  two  wells,  for- 
warded by  Dr.  Hayward.  One  proved  to  be  sufficiently 
pure,  the  other  to  contain  nitrates  in  suflicient  quantity 
to  condemn  it.     Accepted  and  referred. 

7.  Instructions  from  the  Secretary  to  James  L.  Lena- 
han,  Esq.,  district  attorney  of  Luzerne  county  in  regard 
to  Schooley  shaft.  Accepted  and  ordered  for  publication. 

8.  Application  of  the  council  of  Brownsville  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  model  ordinance  in  their  borough 
by  the  State  Board  made  through  Medical  Inspector 
Gummert.  The  report  was  accepted  but  the  concession 
asked  for  was  not  granted. 

9.  The  Secretary  reported  the  number  of  circulars 
distributed  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  to  have 
been  17.177,  of  regulations  92,  of  forms  907,  making  a 
total  of  documents  distributed  of  18,176. 

10.  The  Secretary  announced  that  the  second  annual 
report,  constituting  a  volume  of  over  one  thousand 
Images  is  now  printed,  and  will  go  into  the  hands  of  the 
binder  in  the  course  of  the  next  week.  The  third  an- 
nual report  would  be  immediately  handed  to  the  State 
Printer  and  be  urged  through  the  press  with  all  possible 
speed. 

11.  The  Secretary  presented  accounts  audited  and 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  including  vouch- 
ers No.  221  to  No.  228  and  amounting  to  $266.35.  They 
were  ordered  to  be  paid. 

Reports  of  standing  committees  being  in  order,  Dr. 
Pemberton  Dudley,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, reported  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
two  special  meetings  had  been  called,  one  at  the  execu- 
tive office,  June  26,  18S8,  at  which  vouchers  No.  208  to 
No.  220,  were  audited  and  approved  amounting  to 
$869.22,  and  one  at  the  Supreme  Court  room,  Ilairis- 
burg,  July  11,  1888,  at  whic^h  vouchers  No.  221  to  No. 
228  were  audited  and  approved,  amounting  to  $266.35. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  referred. 

The  Committee  on  Registration,  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee, 
chairman,  reported  progress,  lie  called  upon  Dr.  Sib- 
bet,  the  father  of  medical  registration  in  this  State,  to 
give  his  views  on  the  general  question  of  registration. 
Dr.  Sibbet  considered  that  so  far  as  the  registration  of 
practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery  went,  the  objects 
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of  the  act  would  be  assisted  niaterially  by  the  esLab- 
lishmeut  of  a  board  of  medical  examiners  irrespective 
of  Bchools  and  entirely  independent  of  collegeg.  An 
informal  discussion  of  much  interest  followed,  partici- 
pated in  by  all  the  members,  bearing  especially  upon 
the  character  of  legislation  needed  to  enable  the  Board 
to  carry  out  the  objects  of  its  formation  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics. 
The  Board  tlien,  on  motion,  took  a  recess  until  9  P.  m.

Norristown  Hospital  and  the  Altoona  drainage  system 
the  committee  had  been  waiting  until  streams  were  at 
the  lowest  level,  in  order  to  determine  more  accurately 
the  nature  and  causes  of  the  noxious  conditions.  The 
report  was  accepted.  The  remaining  slanding  com- 
mittees reported  progress.  The  Committee  on  Sanitary 
Ijegislation  was  instructed  to  endeavor  to  secure  the 
appointment  in  each  branch  of  the  I^egislature  of  a 
standing  Committee  on  Public  Health,  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  in  the  next  session  of  that  body. 

The  election  of  a  President  for  the  ensuring  year  Eiwtion of  Pr«i. 
being  in  order,  Dr;  David  Engelman,  of  Kaston,  was 
nominated  for  a  second  term,  and  the  nominalions 
were  closed.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  a 
single  ballot  for  Dr.  Engelman  in  the  name  of  che 
Board,  which  was  done  and  Dr.  Engelman  was  declared 
elected.

Minutes  of  the  Eleventh  Recrular  Meeting. 

The  eleventh  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held 
on  Wednesday,  November  14, 1888,  at  the  room  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  at 
Harrisburg,  at  3  p.  3I. 

Present:  Drs.  Edwards,  Dudley,  Groff  and  Lee  and 
Mr.  Murphy.  A  telegram  was  received  from  Dr.  Mc- 
Clelland, announcing  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
him  to  attend.  In  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Pres- 
ident, Dr.  Edwards  was  called  t?o  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  tenth  regular  meeting  held  at 
Harrisburg,  Wednesday,  July  11, 1888,  and  of  a  special 
meeting  held  at  the  executive  office,  Philadelphia, 
Friday,  August  31,  1888,  were  read  and  approved.  Dr. 
Dudley  gave  notice  that  at  the  proper  time  he  would 
move  an  amendment  to  the  by- laws  in  reference  to 
•the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  special  meetings. 

Order  of  business  adopted. 

The  Secretary  then  read  his  fourth  annual  report  to 
the  Board.

Also,  a  reply  to  Dr.  Titman's  request  from  Mr.  Wanger.  district  at- 
torney of  Montgomery  county,  to  the  effect  that  reports  of  contagious 
diseases  are  not  required  in  that  county,  and  that  records  of  mortality 
are  not  kept,  except  by  the  authorities  of  the  various  cemeteries,  and, 
also,  excepting  deaths  from  accidents  or  for  other  reasons  requiring 
legal  investigations.  This  committee  recommends  the  consideration 
of  this  subject  by  the  State  Board.

IL   REPORT  OF  THE  OOMMITTEB  ON  RBQISTRATION  AND  VITAL 

STATISTICS. 


The  Committee  on  Registration  and  Vital  Statistics  beg  leave  re- 
spectfully to  report  that  the  work  of  rei2:istration  in  the  Department 
of  Internal  Atfaira  is  now  fairly  inaugurated  so  far  as  the  registration 
of  marriages  and  of  phyBicians  is  concerned,  these  being  the  only 
classes  for  which  the  Legislature  has,  up  to  the  present  time,  provided 
any  machinery.  Under  the  stimulus  of  the  oiler  of  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation, that  of  physicians  is  now  so  nearly  complet-e  thai  it  is 
hoped  to  present  it  in  the  next  published  report.  That  of  marringes 
is  so  incomplete  that  nothing  more  than  a  few  partial  deductions  can 
be  inade  from  it.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract  from 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  about  15;000 
marriages  have  been  returned  since  the  establishment  of  the  system.

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The  Report  on  Vital  Statistics  for  1887  exhibited  the  registratioii 
of  10,520  marriages.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  num- 
ber has  been  increased  to  15,222. 

The  blanks  sent  to  the  clerks  of  the  courts  require  the  following  in- 
formation to  be  given : 

Full  names  of  contracting  parties,  occupation,  residence,  place  of 
birth,  age,  color,  and  date  of  marriage.  The  returns  have  been  so 
meagre  that  no  information  of  a  very  reliable  character  can  be  given 
regarding  the  number  of  matriages  in  the  State.  However,  some  de- 
ductions of  considerable  interest  have  been  made  from  the  returns. 
Of  the  30,444  persons  included  in  the  marriages  reported  above,  the 
ages  of  29,452  are  given,  leaving  only  992  whose  ages  are  not  known. 

The  following  table  shows  the  ages  of  14,726  males  and  alike  num- 
ber of  females.  It  also  shows  the  number  of  males  married  at  each 
age  from  sixteen  years  to  eighty-six  years,  and  the  number  of  females, 
at  each  age  from  thirteen  to  seventy-one  years,  viz  : 
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It  is  found  that  the  average  age  of  the  males  at  the  time  of  mar- 
riage is  27,04,  and  of  the  females  2SM.  In  the  report  of  1887  in 
which  appears  the  regie tration  of  10,520  marriage^  the  average  age  of 
the  males  was  found  to  be  27.06,  and  of  the  females  23.27.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  stated  with  perfect  certainty  that  the  average  age  of 
males  and  females  at  the  time  of  marriage  is  twenty-seveD  and 
twenty-three  respectively.  The  youngest  female  reported  was  thir- 
teen and  the  oldest  seventy- one.  There  ^were  two  males  married  at 
sixteen  and  one  at  86.  Over  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  females  reported  were  married  at  ages  ranging  between 
twenty  and  twenty-eight  years.  The  following  table  shows  the  per- 
centage of  marriages  between  the  ages  mentioned,  viz  :

Of  14,722  males,  4^3  were  married  before  arriving  at  the  age  of 
twenty,  and  of  the  same  number  of  females,  4^0<>5  were  married  be- 
fore they  reached  that  age*  Four  hundred  and  thirtj-eeven  males  mar- 
ried after  passing  the  fifiieth  birthday  ;  but  only  171  females  married 
after  reaching  that  age.  The  records  show  the  marriage  of  a  female  of 
fifty-nine  years  to  a  male  of  ihirty-ooe,  and  of  a  male  of  seventy-four 
to  a  female  of  twenty  four.  In  the  latter  marriage  the  male  was  more 
than  three  times  the  age  of  the  female  and  the  ditTerence  between 
their  ages  was  half  a  century. 

The  following  table  exliibits  some  rt»markable  disparities  in  ages, 
and  also  shows  the  marriages  between  those  of  immature  years^  viz  :

Seventy-nine  per  cent,  of  the  males  married  females  younger  than 
themselves ;  13  per  cent,  married  females  older,  and  7  per  cent  mar- 
ried those  of  the  same  age.

Of  the  15,222  marriages  solemnized  in  this  State,  there  were  14,213 
in  which  both  parties  were  residents  ot  Pennsylvania,  482  in  which 
the  male  was  a  resident  of  another  State,  115  in  which  the  female  was 
a  resident  of  another  State,  101  in  which  both  parties  were  residents 
of  other  States.  This  last  number  would  no  doubt  exhibit  a  marked 
contrast  lo  the  number  of  marriages  of  the  residents  of  other  States 
solemnized  in  the  Stale  of  New  Jersey,  where  there  is  no  license  law, 
and  where,  according  to  the  best  information  that  can  be  obtained, 
there  are  upwards  of  6.000  marriages  between  Penna^^Ivanians  in 
Camden  alone.  Three  males  residing  in  foreign  countries  have  mar 
ried  residents  of  Pennsylvania,  but  the  records  do  not  show  that  any 
females  of  Pennsylvania  have  inter-married  with  reeidenls  of  other 
countries.  Ninety  American  born  males  are  reported  as  having  mar- 
ried foreign  born  females,  288  American  born  females  as  having  mar- 
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ried  foreign  born  males,  and  557  marriages  are  reported  in  which  both 
parties  were  foreign  born,  and  6.435  in  which  both  parties  where 
American  born.  A  very  large  percentage  of  the  marriages  reported 
fail  to  give  the  birthplace  of  the  parties.  One  hundred  and  six  mar- 
riages are  reported  between  persons  of  color,  and  two  between  colored 
men  and  white  women.  There  were  eighty-three  marriages  in  which 
one  of  the  parties  had  previously  been  divorced.  Of  the  causes  of  di- 
vorce given,  forty-four  were  for  desertion,  eleven  for  adultery,  four 
for  cruel  treatment,  one  non-support,  and  twenty  three  no  cause  given. 

"Work  of  this  Bureau. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  has 
engaged  the  almost  constant  attention  of  two  employes  whose  services 
should  have  been  devoted  to  other  work  in  the  department.  At  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  1887,  the  Hon.  J.  Simpson  Africa,  then 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  appeared  before  a  committee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  advised  the  creation  of  another  clerk- 
ship for  the  department,  which,  in  his  judgment,  was  made  necessary 
on  account  of  the  additional  duties  imposed  upon  the  department  by 
the  creation  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics.  On  his  recommenda- 
tion a  bill  passed  the  House,  but  was  buried  in  the  deluge  of  legisla- 
tion pending  in  the  Senate  at  its  close.  Should  the  Legislature  at  this 
session  determine  to  perfect  the  existing  laws  so  that  a  complete 
record  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  with  the  registration  of  physi- 
cians, will  be  provided  for,  it  will  require  at  least  three  additional 
clerks  to  execute  the  work  properly.  In  considering  the  advisability 
of  amending  the  present  law,  the  question  of  the  clerical  force  for 
doing  the  work  should  also  receive  the  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

The  register  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  so  far  as  completed,  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix.

The  following  opinion  of  Judge  Elwell  is  the  first  case  of  the  kind 
decided  in  the  State : 

In  Common  Pleas  of  Columbia  county. 

In  the  matter  of  the  registration  of  Joseph  L.  Bauer  as  a  physician 
and  surgeon. 

Rule  to  show  cause  why  the  registration  shall  not  be  stricken  from 
the  record. 

Opinion  of  the  Ck>urt. 

This  rule  was  granted  upon  the  petition  of  the  prothonotary  alleg- 
ing that  the  registration  was  erroneously  made  without  the  production 
of  the  evidence  required  by  law  to  entitle  the  respondent  to  be  regis- 
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tered  as  a  physician  and  surgeon.  Whether  the  prothonoiary  had  au- 
thority to  register  the  respondent  is  the  question  which  we  have  to 
decide. 

It  appears  by  the  statement  of  the  respomlent  entered  upon  the 
record,  tliat  he  claimed  to  be  a  graduate  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Missouri,  and  to  have  a  diploma  issued  to  him  by  that  institutjoru  dated 
the  11th  of  March,  1874,  conferring  upon  him  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine,  a  copy  of  which  he  filed  with  the  prothonoiary  at  the  time 
of  his  application  to  be  registered. 

This  copy  has  no  endorsement  upon  il,  nor  does  it  appear  upon  the 
record,  nor  upon  any  paper  filed  in  the  case,  that  either  the  original 
diploma  or  the  copy  was  ever  exhibited  to  the  facnlty  of  any  medical 
college  of  this  Commonwealth.  In  his  answer  io  this  rule  the  re- 
spondent alleges  that  he  did  exhibit  his  diploma  to  the  medical  fac* 
uUy  of  the  UniverBity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  they  were  satisfied 
with  his  qualification  to  practice,  and  that  the  secretary  of  that  fac- 
nlty gave  to  liira  a  certification  which  he  produced  to  the  prothonotary 
at  the  time  of  liis  application  for  registration. 

The  duty  of  that  officer  in  the  business  of  registration  is  merely 
clerical.  His  aothorily  in  this  regard  is  derived  from  or  rather  is  con- 
ferred by  the  statute.  He  can  dispense  with  nothing  that  the  law  re- 
quires. When  an  applicunt  presents  himself  wilh  a  diploma  from  an- 
other State,  but  without  the  endorsements  required  by  the  act,  he  has 
no  anihority  to  inquire  into  the  validity  of  the  reasons  of  any  medical 
institution  for  refusing  Io  endorse  the  diploma.  It  is  enough  for  him 
to  justify  a  refusal  to  register  if  no  endorsement  appears. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  which  provides  particularly  as  to  what 
the  register  shall  contain,  provides  that  the  copy  of  a  diploma  shall 
be  filed,  and  that  it  shall  include  the  endorsements  on  the  diploma. 
The  fourth  section  allows  registration  in  a  proper  case  as  required  by 
the  second  section.  It  iollows  that  the  endorsements  must  appear  on 
the  diploma — according  to  the  usual  meaning  of  the  term,  the  writing 
constituting  the  endorsement  should  appear  on  the  back  of  the  instru- 
ment. 

It  appears  that  the  institution  to  which  Dr.  Bauer  applied  for  ex- 
amination of  his  diploma,  and  by  resolution  expressed  a  doubt  as  to 
the  construction  and  constitution alify  of  the  act  of  June  8,  ISSl.  It  is 
not  my  purpose  to  criticise  the  action  of  that  learned  and  able  body. 
We  are  considering  only  the  action  of  our  officer,  and  conclude  that  if 
the  act  of  Assemhly  is  unconstitutional  it  confers  no  authority  upon 
him  to  register  an  applicant  having  a  foreign  diploma.  And  if  the 
law  is  not  unconstitutional  he  has  no  authority  to  register  one  who 
does  not  bring  himself  within  its  provisions. 

If  any  medical  institution  has  doubts  in  respect  to  the  validity  of 
the  statute  it  should  refuse  to  act  under  it — ^to  comply  with  its  require- 
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ments  in  part,  omitting  (hat  which  is  most  essential,  is  misleading!;  and 
ought  not  to  be  done. 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  secretary  of  a  medical  faculty  may 
be  authorized  to  act  as  dean,  but  when  he  acts  in  that  capacity  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  above  quoted  it  ought 
to  appear  that  the  endorsement  upon  a  diploma  is  the  act  ot  the  fac- 
ulty or  is  done  by  their  direction. 

The  faculty  cannot  delegate  their  authority  under  the  act  to  any 
other  person. 

The  State  in  the  enactment  of  its  laws  may  exercise  its  judgment 
concerning  what  acts  tend  to  corrupt  the  public  morals,  impoverish 
the  community,  disturb  the  public  repose,  affeot  the  public  health,  or 
impair  the  comfort  or  health  of  individual  members,  over  whom  its 
protecting  watch  ana  care  are  required. 

When,  therefore,  the  Legislature  with  this  exclusive  authority  ha 
exercised  its  right  of  judging  concerning  these  matters,  all  other  de- 
partments of  the  government  are  bound  by  their  decisions,  and  no 
court  has  a  right  to  review  it.  It  is  by  virtue  of  this  police  power 
that  every  State  has  the  right  to  pass  laws  in  restraint  of  crime  and 
for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health  and  morals  of  the 
citizens.  A  government  that  did  not  possess  the  power  to  protect  it- 
self against  evils  like  these  would  scarcely  be  worth  preserving. 
Bishop  on  Statutory  (Crimes,  sec.  999 ;  Jones  v.  People,  14  IIF.  196 ; 
Ansline  v.  State,  10  Missouri,  591;  License  Cases,  5  Howard  U.  S. 
Report,  504;  Cooly  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  742. 

It  is  urged  upon  our  consideration  that  the  respondent,  having  a 
regular  diploma  from  a  respectable  institution  of  another  State  and 
being  well  qualified  to  practice,  has  done  all  that  he  could  do  to  com- 
ply with  the  law,  and  it  is  contended  that  therefore  he  was  entitled 
to  be  registered.  The  answer  to  this  contention  is  that  the  law  has 
not  been  complied  with.  If  it  was  the  duty  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  to  examine  the  applicant  and  his  diploma,  and  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  endorsements  as  specified  in  the  act  of  Assembly, 
and  the  faculty  refused  to  perform  that  duty,  the  remedy  was  by 
mandamus  to  proceed  and  discharge  the  duty  implied  or  expressed 
by  law.  If  they  are  under  no  obligation  to  do  so,  and  refuse  for  that 
reason  to  make  endorsements,  neither  the  prothonotary  or  any  med- 
ical institution  has  the  power  to  devise  some  other  matter  or  thing  as 
a  substitute  for  what  the  law  in  positive  terms  requires. 

In  this  case  the  printed  form  of  affidavit  contained  in  the  book  pro- 
vided by  the  prothonotary  for  the  registration  of  doctors  of  medicine, 
states  that  the  endorsements  on  the  diplomas  presented  are  genuine. 
This  goes  for  nothing,  inasmuch  as  it  appears  affirmatively  that  there 
are  no  endorsements  of  any  kind  upon  the  copy  filed,  and  in  the 
answer  of  the  respondent  and  in  the  deposition  taken  by  him  that 
endorsements  were  refused  to  be  made,  not  because  of  his  want  of 
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qualification,  but  because  the  institution  to  which  he  applied  had 
adopted  a  rule  not  to  comply  with  the  law  by  endorsing  diplomas. 

We  have  nothing  to  do  with  ihe  wisdom  of  the  law — nor  have  wo 
power  to  change  it  in  any  respect.  Administering  it  as  we  find  it, 
we  are  constrained  to  hold  that  the  registration  of  the  respondent  is 
erroneous,  having  been  made  without  the  production  and  placing 
upon  the  record  of  the  only  evidence  which  the  law  requires  to  au- 
thorize the  prothonotary  to  make  the  entry  upon  the  record. 

This  certificate  forms  no  part  of  the  record.  It  was  not  filed  with 
the  prothonotary,  but  is  procured  on  the  liearing  of  this  rule,  and  is 
claimed  to  be  equivalent  to  the  endorsement  of  the  diploma  required 
by  the  act  of  8th  June,  1881,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  reg- 
istration of  all  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery." 

This  certificate  signed  by  the  secretary  is  in  the  words  following; 


Univeksity  op  Pe??N8YLVANIA, 

Medical  Department, 

PUILADELPHIA,   Jul\^  11^  I88S, 

Ta  the  Prothonotary  of  county  : 

^'This  is  to  certify  that  I  have  examined  the  diploma  of  Dr.  Joseph 
L,  Bauer,  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  the  Missouri  Medical 
College  to  Dr.  Joseph  L.  Bauer,  believe  it  to  be  genuine  and  legally 
issued  to  Dr.  Bauer  whose  name  it  bears." 

By  the  fourtti  section  of  thc^  act  before  mentioned,  pamphlet  laws, 
1881,  page  72,  it  is  enacted  that,  **any  person  who  may  desire  to  com^ 
mence  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  State  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  having  a  medical  diploma  issued  or  purporting  to 
have  been  issued  by  any  college,  university,  society  or  association  in 
another  State  or  foreign  country,  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  faculty 
of  the  medical  colleges  or  universities  of  the  Commonwealth  for  in- 
spection,and  the  faculty,  being  satisfied  as  to  the  qualilications  of  the 
application  and  the  genuineness  of  the  diploma,  shall  direct  the  dean 
to  endorse  the  same,  after  which  such  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
register  as  required  by  section  two  of  this  act/' 

These  are  plain  words  clearly  conveying  the  meaning  that  the  ap- 
plicant shall  not  be  allowed  to  register  until  he  shall  have  obtained 
the  specified  endorsement.  Under  the  act  of  1875  in  any  controversy 
in  respect  to  the  right  of  a  physician  or  surgeon  to  practice,  resort 
was  necessarily  had  to  parole  evidence  to  show  the  qualifications  of 
the  practitioner.  This  was  found  to  be  insufiicient  to  protect  the 
public  as  well  as  inconvenient  and  vexatious  to  the  qualified  physi- 
cian or  surgeon.  The  act  of  1881  was  intended  to  remedy  the  defects 
of  the  lormer  law  and  to  relieve  the  public  and  the  doctors  from  the 
mischief  arising  under  it,  by  requiring  that  all  physicians  and  sur* 
geons  should  register  in  a  public  office,  and  that  the  record  of  the 
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registry  should  upon  its  face  contain  all  the  law  requires  to  entitle  a 
person  to  practice  medicine. 

In  respect  to  persons  coming  from  other  States  or  countries  claim- 
ing to  be  qualified  to  practice  and  having  a  diploma  from  some  med- 
ical college  outside  of  the  State,  statute  makes  special  provision. 

It  constitutes  the  faculty  of  the  several  medical  colleges  and  the 
universities  of  the  State,  tribunals  with  authority  to  examine  not  only 
the  diplomas  presented  to  them,  but  also  the  person  to  whom  granted, 
to  ascertain  whether  the  former  are  genuine,  and  the  holder  thereof 
is  qualified  to  practice. 

The  judgment  of  these  medical  tribunals  when  rendered  is  conclu- 
sive, and  is  the  only  evidence  upon  which  a  prothonotary  is  author- 
ized to  register  any  applicant. 

The  printed  record  provided  by  the  prothonotary  is  not  appropriate 
to  every  case  that  may  come  up  for  registry — as  entered  in  this  case 
the  record  makes  the  respondent  say  he  has  been  in  continuous  prac- 
in  St.  Louis  and  Pennsylvania  since  1871,  when  in  fact  he  graduated 
in  1874.  The  prothonotary  should  be  careful  to  see  that  the  printed 
form  is  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  and  if  not, 
to  erase  or  make  it  conform  to  the  facts. 

We  have  reluctantly  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  registration 
cannot  be  sustained.  While  we  are  satisfied  that  the  respondent  in- 
tended to  comply  with  the  law  we  have  no  doubt  in  respect  to  the 
conclusion  which  we  have  reached.  The  entry  having  been  made 
without  authority  ought  not  to  stand  as  valid  registry.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  court  to  see  that  the  records  made  by  their  clerks  are  such  as 
the  law  permits.  Being  of  the  opinion  that  this  is  not  such  record, 
we  must  make  such  order  as  will  annul  or  set  it  aside. 

And  now,  July  1, 1884,  rule  made  absolute.

UL  REPORT  OF  THE  OOMMITTEE  ON  PREVENTABLE  DISEASES 
AND  THE  SUPERVISION  OP  TRAVEL  AND  TRAPFIO. 


The  Committee  on  Preventable  Diseases  and  the  Supervision  of 
Travel  and  Traffic  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  during  the 
past  year  it  has,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  pre- 
pared a  manual  of  camp  hygiene  for  the  use  of  the  National  Ouard 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  of  other  bodies  civic,  and  religious, 
desiring  to  form  encampments  during  the  summer  season.  This  man- 
ual has  been  submitted  to  the  criticism  of  officers  of  the  Guard  and 
has  met  their  approval.  It  has  been  extensively  circulated  among 
both  officers  and  men  during  the  encampments  of  the  past  summer 
and  has  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  efficiency  of  the  sanitary  police 
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of  the  camps.  The  report  on  the  sanitary  condition  and  needs  of  the 
mining  towns  and  regions  of  the  State,  is  now  nearly  ready  for  pres- 
entation and  the  committee  request  that  it  may  appear  in  the  Annals 
of  Hygiene  after  having  been  submit  to  the  Secretary  for  approval.

IV.  REPORT  OP  THE  OOMMITTEE  ON  WATER  SUPPLY.  DRAINAGE, 
SEWERAGE,  TOPOGRAPHY  AND  MINES. 


The  Committpe  on  Water  Supply,  Drainage,  Sewerage,  etc.,  re- 
BpectRilly  reports  that  it  has  had  under  consideration  the  questions  of 
the  drainage  of  the  Srhooley  shaft  in  Wyoming  and  Exeter  boroughs, 
Ltizerne  county;  of  the  disposal  of  the  sewerage  of  the  city  of  Al- 
toona  ;  of  the  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  St^ite  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  at  Norristown,  and  of  the  drainage  of  the  military  camp  near 
Norristown*  In  regard  to  the  first  mentioned  matter,  it  has  sug- 
gested that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  to  bring  Nelson  Oowan,  the 
proprietor  of  the  Schooley  shaft,  to  trial  for  refusing  to  comply  with 
ihe  order  of  the  Board  to  carry  the  waters  of  his  mine  to  the  8uB*iae- 
hanna  as  suggested  in  the  committee's  report  The  report  of  Dr*  Dud- 
ley of  Altoona  reviews  the  subject  of  the  drainage  of  that  town  very 
thoroughly  and  is  referred  to  the  Board  with  the  suggestion  that  it 
be  published.  The  drainage  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Norris- 
town  was  found  to  be  working  very  successfully  so  far  as  filtration  of 
the  water  of  the  system  was  concerned  and  could  not  be  held  reerpon- 
aible  for  the  reported  oifensive  condition  of  Stony  creek,  but  there  is 
a  question  in  the  minds  of  the  committee  whether,  in  the  late 
autumn,  when  vegetation  has  ceased  to  appropriate  the  fecal  and 
other  decomposing  organic  matters  deposited  entirely  upon  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground,  the  atmosphere  of  the  immediate  neighborhood 
might  not  become  seriously  contaniiuated.  They  were  inclined, 
however,  to  the  belief  that  the  typhoid  fever  which  had  prevailed  in 
tlie  iuslitution  the  winter  previous  liad  not  been  due  to  that  cause. 

The  drainage  of  Camp  Sieninier,  as  well  as  the  arrangements  for 
its  water  supply,  called  only  for  commendation.  In  v^iew  of  the  con- 
stantly increasing  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  our  towns  and  cities 
and  the  admitted  connection  between  the  occurrence  of  this  disease 
and  the  use  of  impure  drinking  water,  your  committee  consider  it 
expedient  to  call  attention  to  the  careless  manner  in  which  sources  of 
drinking  water  are  selected  for  many  of  our  towns  and  the  entirely 
irresponsible  character  of  the  companies  which  furnish  the  supply. 
The  State  should  certainly  inter'ere  to  protect  its  citizens  in  this  im- 
portant respect,  and  your  eomnaittee  would  suggest  that  a  measure  be 
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introduced  into  the  next  Legislature  to  place  such  enterprises  under 
proper  supervision.

BMPORT  OF  THE  OOMMTTTEB  ON  THB  POLLnnON  OF  "WATER 
SUPPLIES  APPOmTBD  B7  THE  AMERICAN  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
ASSOCIATION. 


[Read  at  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  November  20-23,  188a] 

In  its  report  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association  your  commit- 
tee explained  in  brief  the  ground  of  its  belief  in  the  harmfulness  of 
tf^werage  in  i^aters  used  as  x>otable  supplies,  whether  these  were  de- 
rived from  wells  or  larger  sources ;  whether  the  water  supply  of  an 
isolated  dwelling  or  that  of  a  populous  city.  Cheminal  analysis  was 
shown  to  be  in  most  instances  inadequate  to  the  detection  of  Eew- 
age,  unless  the  sewage  was  present  in  unusual  quantity,  or  the  water 
unusually  free  from  other  organic  matters ;  and  the  conclusion  was 
reached  that  the  inability  of  the  chemical  methods  is  of  no  practical 
importance,  as  the  presence  of  sewage  in  the  water  supply  can  be  de> 
termined  by  the  sanitary  inspector ;  and  further,  that  for  protective 
purposes,  the  knowledge  that  sewage  enters  the  water  is  all  that 
seems  to  be  required,  because  where  there  is  sewage  there  is  danger 
of  typhoid  intection. 

Your  committee  desires  to  give  special  emphasis  to  the  last  stated 
clause,  because  it  believes  that  the  endemicity  of  typhoid  fever  in  our 
cities  is  in  great  part  due  to  the  sewage  in  the  water  supply.  Many 
of  our  public  water  supplies  contain  sewage,  and  its  harmfulness  in  a 
general  way  is  unquestioned  even  by  those  who  have  a  financial  in- 
terest in  them.  Yet  there  appears  to  be  a  hesitancy  to  acknowledge 
the  real,  the  specific,  danger.  Typhoid  fever  is  present  in  all  our 
cities,  giving  annual  death-rates  of  from  15  to  100  and  over  in  every 
100,000  of  the  population ;  but  in  the  enumeration  of  its  causes  its 
prevalence  is  ascribed  to  many  insanitary  conditions  before  mention 
is  made  of  the  public  water  supply.  It  is  allowed  in  certain  local  epi- 
demics to  be  propagated  from  'veils  which  have  become  infected  by 
an  infected  sewage,  but  the  sewage  in  the  public  supply  is  seldom 
considered  other  than  as  a  sentimental  objection  to  the  use  of  the 
water.  It  is  allowed  in  many  instances  to  arise  from  leaks  in  the 
plumbing  of  houses,  by  which  exhalations  from  infected  sewers  reach 
the  interior  of  the  dwelling,  but  the  water  supply  into  which  the 
sewage  of  these  very  sewers  is  poured  is  used  without  a  thought  of  its 
deadly  qualities,  unless,  asin  the  case  of  Plymouth,  Pa.,  the  fact  is  forced 
upon  the  public  mind  that  a  public  water  supply  has  as  little  disinfect- 
ing power  over  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever  as  the    private  water 
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Bopplj  of  an  infected  well.  Health  officers  condemn  the  weU^imd 
generally  it  is  closed  as  soon  as  it  is  found  that  sewage  percolates 
through  its  area  of  drainHge; — they  should  condemn  the  public  sup- 
ply on  the  same  grounds* 

The  large  financial  interests  involved  in  the  establishment  of  a  pub- 
lic water  supply  may  be  assumed  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  this  hesitancy 
to  acknowledge  the  specific  danger  attaching  to  the  presence  of 
Bewap:e.  Jlillions  of  dollars,  perhaps,  have  been  invested  in  that 
water  supply,  and  many  more  millioos  would  be  required  to  replace 
it  by  water  from  a  purer  source.    These  large  sums  are  alone  consid- 

rsred,  and  not  the  vast  and  annually  increasing  totals  of  the  loss  by 
ticknesfi  and  death  that  might  have  been  prevented,  A  public  or 
private  well  involves  but  a  small  sum,  so  small  that  it  does  not  stand 
in  the  way  of  sanitary  progress.  It  is  closed,  and  %vith  its  closure 
one  more  possible  center  ot  typhoid  infection  is  removed  ;  but  the 
decreasing  influence  exercised  by  this  on  the  annual  rate  of  preva- 
lence is  small  indeed  if  the  public  supply  continue  to  disseminate  the 
disease.  The  dollars  and  cents  represented  by  the  existing  water 
works  may  be  regarded  as  a  barricade  to  sanitary  progress,  or  an 
altar  on  which  typhoid  fever  sacrifices  its  victims. 

The  eflorts  that  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  quiet  the 
public  mind  by  demonstrating  the  destruction  of  sewage  and  the  self- 
purification  of  the  water  which  contained  it,  are  in  part  attributable 
to  these  financial  interests;  but  only  in  part,  tor  many  sanitary  in- 
quirers have  been  deceived  by  partial  or  imperfect  observations.  Un- 
fortunately,  however,  those  analysts  who  have  liad  much  practical 
experience  in  following  the  tracts  of  sewage   in   its  passage  down 

KBtreara  recognize  in  this  so  called  self  purification  only  the  results  of 

l^sedimen^ation  and  dilution.  Undoubtedly  the  natural  processes  of 
purification — the  transformation  of  organic  matter  into  ammonia,  and 
the  nitrification  of  the  latter — operate  in  the  current  of  a  running 

ritream  ;  but  these  account  for  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  seeming 

purification,  and  there  is  no  ground  for  supposing  that  the  infectious 

principle  of  typhoid  fever  is  given  up  to  the  action  of  these  purifying 

agencies.     We  acknowledge  that  typhoid  fever  is  propagateLl   by  an 

lj  infected  sewage  in  a  well  water  when  all  organic  trace  of  the  sewage 

rlias  disappeared  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  agencies  referred 
to.  There  are  two  kinds  of  organic  matter  in  the  dangerous  sewage, 
matter  which,  by  the  absence  of  life,  is  given  up  to  decomposilion 
and  reduction  to  harmless  inorganic  forma,  and  matter  which  by  its 
vitality  is  preserved  from  these  inlluences;  and  we  acknowledge  that 
in  the  well  w^ater  the  former  may  be  reduced,  while  the  latter  retains 
the  full  measure  of  its  virulence.  Analogy  shows  conditions  ot  a 
similar  character  aifecting  our  river  supplies,  and  the  seeming  apathy 
with  which  they  are  regarded  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  assuming

that  individually  we  have  fought  against  the  barricade  erected  by  the 
dollars  and  cents,  and  been  defeated  by  its  solidity  and  strength. 

In  this  country  the  relation  between  the  distribution  of  a  water 
which  contains  sewage  and  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  can  be 
readily  observed  by  any  one  who  studies  the  mortality  returns  of  our 
cities  in  connection  with  the  character  of  their  water  supply.  The 
records  in  many  instances  are  complete  and  trustworthy  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  Brooklyn,  New  York  city,  Boston,  Cincinnati,  Phila- 
adelphia,  etc.,  have  a  death-rate  from  typhoid  fever  proportioned  to 
the  quantity  of  sewage  which  enters  their  water  supplies.  Where 
the  water  supply,  as  in  the  first  mentioned  city,  is  free  from  sewage, 
the  death-rate  is  low,  about  15  in  every  lOCOOO  of  the  XK)pulation, 
these  cases  being  due  to  indirect  infection  and  other  local  causes. 
When  care  is  exercised  in  excluding  sewage  from  the  water-shed 
which  furnishes  the  public  supply,  there  is  a  corresponding  freedom 
from  typhoid  fever,  as  in  New  York,  which  has  a  rate  of  25,  and  Bos- 
ton, which  loses  about  40  annually  for  every  100,000  of  her  people. 
In  Philadelphia  and  other  cities,  in  which  less  attention  is  given  to 
the  punty  of  the  public  supply,  the  typhoid  death-rates  are  corres- 
pondingly increased.  Moreover,  the  records  of  some  of  these  cities 
give  interesting  information  when  viewed  in  connection  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  water  supply.  The  city  of  Baltimore  has  had  a  steadily 
diminishing  rate  since  its  water  supply  was  first  introduced,  and  this 
decrease  has  been  more  notable  since  1880,  when  the  supply  was 
largely  extended.  And  this  same  city  of  Baltimore  shows  that  its 
improved  condition  is  not  due  to  the  introduction  of  a  system  of  sew- 
erage, but  to  the  use  of  a  purer  water  than  was  formerly  furnished  by 
its  infected  wells.  Ordinarily  a  sewerage  system  and  public  water 
supply  are  contemporaneous  improvements,  and  heretofore  any  ben- 
efit to  the  health  of  the  community  has  been  credited  to  the  sewerage, 
although  it  seems  as  if  the  inflow  of  a  wholesome  water  has  really 
more  to  do  with  the  lessened  death  rate,  for  the  small  typhoid  rate  of 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  sewers  of  that 
city,  since  it  has  none  ;  but  it  may  be  attributed  to  the  water  supply, 
for  that  consists  of  rain  water,  which  is  free  from  sewage  inasmuch  as 
the  cisterns  in  which  it  is  stored  are  not  sunk  in  the  soil,  but  raised 
considerably  above  the  surface. 

Testimony  of  a  similar  character  has  recently  been  developed  by 
the  experience  of  Vienna.  In  that  city,  from  1851  to  1874,  well  water 
of  an  impure  character  was  used  to  a  large  extent  in  addition  to  a 
systematized  supply  from  the  Danube.  During  this  period  the 
deaths  from  typhoid  fever  ranged  from  100  to  340  annually  in  every 
100,000  of  the  population.  In  the  last  mentioned  year  a  spring  water 
was  introduced,  and  the  death-rate  from  typhoid  fever  fell  immedi- 
ately to  50.  Since  then,  by  the  disuse  of  impure  wells  and  the  exten- 
sion of  the  new  supply,  the  rate  for  the  past  three  years  has  fallen 
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to  It ;  and.  inasmuch  as  the  sewerage  system  was  in  existence  dnrinjc 
the  period  of  high  rates,  the  fall  since  IS74  is  necossMrily  referred  to 
the  U84?  of  a  water  which  is  free  from  sewage.  The  full  in  the  typhoid 
rate  experienced  an  interruption  in  1877,  when,  owing  to  the  freezins: 
of  some  of  the  sources  of  the  spring  supply,  tlie  water  of  !ho  I),imiln^ 
had  to  be  pam|>ed  into  certain  of  the  mains;  and  it  is  of  iin(ini'tarvee 
to  observe  that  the  sections  of  the  city  wiiich  were  chiefly  afl'eiMtMi  by 
this  epidemic  where  those  in  which  the  Danube  water  \vm  lii'^tributcd. 
According  t^  Professor  NolhnageK  typhoid  fevi^r  bus  bi*roiiM*  wncli 
a  rarity  since  the  introduction  of  the  spring  supply  that  whiM*  a  ease 
occasionally  comegi  to  a  hospital  from  outside  the  city  h<^  shown  it  to 
the  students  as  one  of  unusnal  interest. 

In  the  face  of  such  testimony  to  the  influence  of  n  pure  water  on 
the  typhoid  rate,  we  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  the  rebition  that  exiHtn 
between  sewage  in  our  streams  and  typhoid  lever  in  (lie  cilice  (lint 
are  supplied  by  them,  no  matter  how  great  may  be  the  financial  in* 
terestfl  thai  are  invoked  or  snnk  in  the  contaminated  sup[>li(*s.  Now 
comes  the  inquiry:  What  are  the  measures  that  have  i)c>f*n  or  should 
be  adopted  to  lesson  the  evil  f 

As  a  rule  the  only  effort  made  by  our  municipal  authuriticH  anil 
water  companies  to  purify  our  public  supplicB  h  by  t^tHlimentalion* 
They  select  a  pond  which  forma  a  natural  seriimenting  reservoir,  or 
they  throw  a  dam  across  a  stream  to  form  an  artificial  one*  or,  in  the 
case  of  large  water  courses,  they  pump  directly  from  the  stream  into 
tlpecially  prepared  basins.  Primarily  these  basins  or  reservoirs  were 
intended  to  facilitate  distribution  and  guard  against  a  temponirily 
inadequate  flow  in  the  stream  which  furnislieB  the  supply;  but  they 
were  found  to  answer  the  purpose  of  clearing,  and  to  that  extent  of 
purifying,  a  turbid  water,  provided  they  were  large  enough  to  permit 
tlte  water  to  remain  undisturbed  for  the  needful  length  of  time. 
When  it  is  proposed  to  have  additions  made  to  the  water  supply  of  a 
city,  the  construction  of  new  basins  is  usually  implied.  As  an  In 
BtAfice,  there  are  now  at  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  Mif^souri,  four  settling 
basina.  holding  eighteen  million  gallons  each.  The  floors  are  paved 
with  brick  on  edge,  and  slope  towards  the  centre  and  the  river  ^f  1- 
The  sediment  is  floated  off  from  the  floor  of  each  basin  once  in  abjut 
fimr  months,  the  quantity  removed  annaally  Emotiniinic  nearly  to 
100,000  cubic  yards.  The  w*ants  of  the  city  permit  the  water  to  »ettle 
oqIt  fmiD  eight  to  eighteen  hours,  while  a  period  of  thirty  hotiri  if 
reqntred  for  a  aatiifactory  subsidence.  On  this  acc/jont  an  extenrioo 
of  the  work  is  at  present  tn  contemplation.  Sorveyt  hare  been  made^ 
and  land  purehased.  for  l^irger  settling  baiini  and  oonduits  to  carry 
the  water  to  the  present  high  service  of  clear  water  pumpini;  plant. 
Tbe  eMimmteA  eosi  of  the^e  improTements  is  three  and  a  half  niilliofi 
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improve  its  quality.  No  argument  is  required  to  show  that  the  St. 
Louis  water  is  better  with  its  suspended  matters  at  the  bottom  of  the 
reservoirs  than  choking  the  distributing  pipes,  collecting  in  every 
containing  vessel  in  the  city  or  settling  in  the  alimentary  tract  of  the 
water  consumers.  The  subsidence  of  the  inorganic  matters  which 
constitute  the  mass  of  the  turbidity  carries  down  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  the  associated  organic  materials,  and  the  clear  wat«r  gives 
markedly  better  results  as  well  on  chemical  analysis  as  on  bacteriolo- 
gical examination. 

Chemically  considered,  the  tendency  of  the  cleared  water  is  to 
further  purification.  Organic  matter  steadily  diminishes  in  quantity, 
and  18  replaced  by  ammonia  and  nitrates ;  but  as  this  is  effected  by 
bacterial  agencies,  biologically  the  stored  water  progressively  deteri- 
orates after  it  has  become  clear  by  sedimentation.  The  bacteria  in- 
crease at  the  expense  of  the  organic  matters  which  they  destroy.  A 
water  which  every  chemist  and  every  bacteriologist  would  pronounce 
a  fair  sample  of  potable  water  will  be  found,  after  a  week  of  storage, 
to  be  swarming  with  bacteria.  Daily  experience  forbids  the  condem- 
nation of  a  good  water  merely  because  it  has  been  stored  for  a  week ; 
yet  the  bacterial  colonies  that  may  be  developed  from  it  are  infinitely 
more  numerous  than  those  that  are  found  in  a  water  which  is  impure 
even  to  the  senses.  Indeed,  the  bacteria  in  an  ordinarily  pure  water, 
after  storage,  may  be  vastly  more  numerous  than  in  another  portion 
of  the  samo  water  intentionally  contaminated  with  sewage  or  other 
impurity  and  similarly  stored  for  the  same  length  of  time.  This  it  is 
which  deprives  the  bacterial  cultivations  ot  that  value  which  but  a 
short  time  ago  they  were  expected  to  develop  as  indices  of  the  whole- 
someness  or  unwholesomeness  of  a  water.  A  chemical  evidence 
demonstrating  a  tendency  to  purification  by  the  conversion  of  organic 
matter  into  nitrates,  through  the  instrumentality  of  bacterial  organ- 
isms, is  more  consistent  with  every  day  observation  than  the  bacteii- 
oJogical  evidence  which  suggests  unwholesomeness  by  demonstrating 
the  numbers  of  the  bacteria. 

But  although  the  general  tendency  is  to  the  reduction  of  organic 
matter  in  stored  waters,  it  often  happens,  particularly  if  the  water  is 
rich  in  ammonia  or  easily  decomposed  albuminoids,  that  vegetable 
growths  other  than  bacteria  will  be  developed,  giving  a  bad  taste  or 
odor  to  the  water,  and  perhaps  causing  diarrhoea  in  the  consumers. 
These,  which  may  be  considered  the  accidents  of  storage,  have  been 
studied  by  many  health  boards  and  wat-er  companies;  and  the  infla- 
ence  of  heat,  aeration,  exposure  to  sunlight,  etc.,  on  their  develop- 
ment, has  been  determined  with  practical  benefit  in  many  cases. 

Sedimentation  is  sometimes  an  exceedingly  slow  process,  particu- 
larly when  the  mineral  particles  consist  of  finely  divided  clay.  A 
week  or  more  is  required  in  some  instances  to  give  a  clear  water,  and 
this  involves  a  large  expenditure  for  storage  basins.    Hence,  many 
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have  torned  their  thoughts  to  filtration  as  a  prompt  and  efficient 
means  of  piirificatioii.  Filtering  beds  are  in  jj^eneral  use  in  England, 
but  in  this  country  they  have  been  constructed  only  by  a  few  cities, 
and  in  an  experimental  way.  The  results  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  satisfactory.  The  expenses  attending  them  are  large,  and  the 
coldness  of  our  winters  begets  difficulties  w^hich  have  not  to  be  en- 
countered in  the  milder  climate  of  England. 

But  the  failure  of  filtration  on  the  large  scale,  and  the  imperfect  re- 
&ull8  of  sedimentation  as  carried  on  in  the  reservoirs,  have  given  an 
impetus  to  the  construction  of  filters  for  domestic  use;  and  the  suc- 
cess which  has  attended  attempts  to  supply  a  clear  water  to  manufac- 
tories and  other  large  establishments  has  gradually  led  to  more  am- 
bitious eflbrts.  Of  late  some  municipalities  have  investigated  the 
means  by  which  this  filtration  is  effected ;  and  the  ability  of  the 
filters  to  supply  a  clear  water  on  the  large  scale  appears  to  have  been 
demonstrated.  As  the  method  is  patented,  a  certain  hesitancy  has 
been  manifested  by  members  of  the  Association  in  referring  to  ifc ; 
but,  patented  or  not  patented,  if  it  have  a  value  above  others  in  sup- 
plying  a  pure  water,  we  should  have  full  accounts  from  such  of  our 
members  as  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  its  operations  in  all  their 
aspects.  A  member  of  the  American  Water  Works  Association  did 
not  hesitate,  at  its  h^at  meeting,  to  invite  attention  to  the  success 
achieved  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  He  expressed  himself  as  knowing  but 
little  of  the  chemical  improvement  that  took  place  in  the  qtiality  of 
the  w*ater,  but  so  far  as  the  mechanical  results  of  the  filtration  were 
concerned  he  was  perfectly  satisfied.  The  surface  of  (he  water  in  the 
impounding  reservoir  is  nineteen  feet  above  the  layer  of  coke  and 
sand  which  constitutes  the  filter  bed,  through  which  it  is  carried  by 
gravity  into  the  clear  water  basin.  The  reservoir  water  is  generally  bo 
muddy  from  red  clay  and  other  suspended  impurities  that  it  is  rarely 
fit  for  bathing  or  laundry  uses  ;  yet  in  the  clear  water  basin  small  ob- 
jects may  be  plainly  seen  through  it  at  a  distance  of  twenty  (eet.  The 
capacity  is  three  millions  gallons  daily,  although  the  quantity  ac- 
I  tually  filtered  for  distribution  at  the  time  of  the  report  was  only  two 
i  million  gallons.  The  cost  of  the  filters  and  clear  water  basin  was 
$55,000,  and  the  daily  expenses  eight  dollars  for  alum  and  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  labor 

So  much  experience  has  been  gained  in  the  construction  of  these 
filters  that  fiUralion  can  no  doubt  be  effected  more  rapidly  and 
economically  under  the  supervision  of  the  patentees,  than  on  new 
plans  which  must  be  at  first  regarded  as  merely  exp>erimental  But 
if  the  atten  ion  of  boards  of  healths,  water  companies,  and  sanitary 
engineers  were  directed  to  the  development  of  the  best  filtering  plant, 
other  and  better  methods  might  be  suggested  and  carried  into  prac- 
tice ;  or,  if  the  patent  process  were  proved  to  be  superior  to  all  others, 
the  ability  to  express  a  prompt  approval  would  be  substituted  for  our 
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present  hesitency.  The  passage  of  water  through  a  filter  bed,  the 
regular  cleaning  of  the  filtering  material,  and  the  addition  of  alum, 
iron,  lime,  or  other  precipitant,  to  the  water,  are  the  essentials  of  the 
process ;  but  the  patents  necessarily  cover  only  the  specific  mechan- 
ism by  which  these  are  brought  into  operation  in  that  particular  pro- 
cess. The  natural  laws  of  filtration,  and  of  mechanical  and  chemical 
action,  are  open  to  the  ingenuity  of  (he  world. 

Recently  Mr.  L.  H.  Gardner,  of  New  Orleans,  has  been  experiment- 
ing on  the  large  scale  with  solutions  of  iron,  not  as  an  aJjuvant  to 
filtration,  but  to  hasten  sedimentation  in  the  settling  basins.  Iron  as 
a  precipitating  or  filtering  agent  has  been  used  in  various  forms  and 
to  a  considerable  extent,  on  the  large  scale,  as  a  water  purifier  since 
Medlock,  in  1857,  patented  a  process  in  which  water  was  treated  by 
contact  with  metallic  iron.  Spongy  iron  attained  even  a  popular  re- 
pute as  a  filtering  material,  but  at  the  present  time  in  Europe  it  has 
been  displaced  by  the  Anderson  process,  which  is  said  to  be  in  suc- 
ceesful  operation  at  Antwerp,  Ostend,  Paris,  and  Vienna.  The  water 
in  this  process  is  first  partially  sedimented  and  then  forced  through  a 
revolving  purifier  consisting  essentially  of  a  wrought  iron  cylinder 
mounted  on  hollow  trunnions,  which  serve  for  inlet  and  outlet  pipes. 
Curved  ledges,  running  lengthwise  of  the  cylinder  on  its  inner  sur- 
face, scoop  up  and  shower  down  fine  borings  of  cast  iron  through  the 
Current  of  the  waiter.  By  the  combined  action  of  the  cylinder  and 
the  water  current  every  portion  of  the  latter  is  brought  into  contact 
with  the  iron,  the  particles  of  which  are  kept  constantly  bright  by 
friction  against  each  other  and  the  sides  of  the  cylinder.  After  this 
the  water  is  passed  through  sand  filter  beds  to  remove  excess  of  iron. 
The  results  claimed  are  that  the  organic  matter  is  altered  in  its  chem- 
ical nature,  and  the  albuminoid  ammonia  lessened  from  one-fourth  to 
one  half  of  its  original  amount;  that  the  water  is  softened,  the  scale 
in  boilers  becoming  greatly  reduced,  open,  friable  and  loosely  ad- 
herent to  the  plates ;  and  that  the  microscopic  life  of  the  water  is,  to 
a  large  extent,  destroyed  or  removed.  At  Antwerp  the  quantity  of 
water  thus  treated  is  two  million  gallons  daily,  and  the  engineer  in 
charge  of  the  works  and  the  municipal  authorities  have  expressed 
their  satisfaction  with  the  results  attained. 

The  various  methods  of  purification  by  iron  that  have  been  tried  in 
Europe  involve  the  contact  of  the  water  with  natural  or  prepared  ore 
or  cast  iron  borings  or  turnings,  with  a  subsequent  filtration 
through  sand  to  eliminate  any  excess  of  iron;  but  Mr.  Gardner  has 
suggested  the  introduction  of  a  solution  of  iron  in  the  precise  quan- 
tity needful  for  the  desired  purpose.  He  tried  a  solution  of  red 
haematite  ore  in  hydrochloric  acid  on  Mississippi  water  at  the  New 
Orleans  water  works,  and  the  clarified  water  gave  satisfactory  results 
to  Professor  Chandler,  of  New  York,  and  other  chemists.  Later,  he 
treated  a  body  of  thirteen  million  gallons  in  the  St.  Louis  settling 


basins.  The  solution  used,  the  water  in  various  stages  of  precipita- 
tion, and  the  clear  resultant  water,  all  met  with  favorable  reports 
from  the  analysts.  The  action  is  chemical,  not  mechanicaL  The 
combinations  of  lime  and  raai!;nesia  in  the  Mississippi  water  become 
converted  into  chloridea  by  the  chlorine  of  the  iron  Bolution,  and  the 
precipitated  oxide  of  iron  settles  promptly,  carrying  the  suspended 
matters  with  it,  and  leaving  the  water  clean  A  stdution  of  the  spe- 
cific gravity  L6  in  the  proportion  of  one  psirt  to  *20,O0O,  clarifies  the 
muddiest  of  river  wafers  without  hardening  them  or  leaving  in  them 
any  excess  of  the  precijiitant.  The  Mississippi  water  at  New  Orleans 
can  be  thus  clarified  by  a  rest  of  eight  hours  in  the  reservoir  at  an 
expense  of  one  cent  for  every  thousand  gallons.  'Mr  tiardner's  ob- 
ject at  the  present  time  is  to  procure  a  cheaper  iron  solution. 

In  the  etforts  to  attain  to  a  prompt  and  etlicient  method  of  puri- 
fying water  by  sedimentation  or  filtration,  with  or  without  the  use  of 
precipitants,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  object  of  the 
purification  be  kepi  steadily  in  view  lest  we  fall  into  the  error  of 
supposing  that  the  end  lias  been  accomplished  when  a  clear  water 
has  been  obtained.  The  agents  of  a  certain  patent  fitter  place  in  the 
show  windows  of  some  prominent  store  two  companion  glass  jars, 
one  filled  with  an  opaque  and  discolored  turbidity  overlying  a  stra- 
tum of  heavy  sediment|  and  bibelled**  Water  taken  this  morning  from 
the  public  mains;"  the  other,  8i>arklii  g  like  a  consolidation  of  dew- 
drops.  an<l  labelled  **The  puljlic  water  after  passing  through  so  and^ 
8o''b  filter/''  A  glance  at  these  gratifies  the  passer-by,  by  seeming  to 
instil  into  his  mind  so  much  suuUry  knowledge.  They  sow  seeds  of 
retlection  which  develop  an<l  multiply  with  bacterial  fecundity,  so 
that  in  a  few  minutes  they  have  done  the  work  of  an  octavo  pam- 
phlet on  '-Potable  water ;  its  purities  and  the  methods  by  which  they 
are  removed  '"  But  the  sparkle  of  the  liltered  water,  although  honest 
ia  itself,  hides  a  fallacy  which  undermines  the  whole  of  the  sug- 
gested argument.  It  must  be  remembered  that  clear  waters  are  not 
necessarily  wholesome  waters.  Their  sparkle  is  no  proof  of  their 
purity*  From  the  laundresses^  point  of  view,  or  the  paper-makers', 
the  result  is  satisfactory  ;  but  the  object  of  the  filtration  of  a  water 
supply  for  domestic  or  public  service  is  its  wholesoraeness  when  used 
for  drinking,  and  its  transparency  gives  no  testimony  on  this  subject. 

During  the  sedi mentation  the  heavier  and  grosser  particles  of  min- 
eral matter  readily  subside,  and  carry  down  with  them  much  of  the 
floeculent  organic  matter  which  would  otherwise  continue  in  suspen- 
sion for  many  days.  The  eftcct  of  sedimentation  at  St.  Louis,  Mis- 
souri, has  been  mentioned,  but  it  will  perhaps  be  better  appreciated 
when  stated  in  other  words.  The  lake  supply  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
which  is  usually  of  excelknt  quality,  is  occasionally  turbid,  parti- 
cularly during  tlie  spring  months.  When  in  this  condition  of  turbid' 
ity  the  twenty  million  gallons,  which  are  distributed  daily,  contain 
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ten  and  a  half  tons  of  suspended  matters,  and  the  odd  half  ton  con- 
sists of  decomposing  organic  substances.  Who  will  say  that  the  city 
of  Cleveland  would  not  be  benefited  if  it  did  not  have  that  daily  dis- 
tribution of  half  a  ton  of  semi-putrefaction  ?  But  sedimentation  does 
more  than  free  the  water  from  suspended  matters.  During  the  so 
many  hours  or  days  of  its  continuance  the  processes  of  nature  are  at 
work  transforming  the  semi-putrified  matters  into  ammonia  and 
nitric  acid,  both  of  which  are  harmless  in  the  quantities  present.  The 
purifying  influence  of  sedimentation  may  be  easily  determined  by 
chemical  analysis,  and  in  many  cases  it  is  so  marked  as  to  render  the 
process  of  infinite  value  in  the  absence  of  a  better  method. 

Most  surface  waters,  which  are  turbid  from  particles  of  mineral 
matter,  contain  the  germs  of  nitrification,  and  the  process  of  purifica- 
tion takes  place  in  them  during  storage ;  but  if  these  germs  be  absent, 
months  may  pass  with  but  little  improvement  in  the  character  of  the 
stored  water.  Hence,  cisterns  which  do  not  contain  these  bacteria 
have  usually  a  less  pure  water,  as  judged  by  the  ammonia  and  alba- 
minoid  ammonia  which  it  yields,  than  those  which  do  contain  them. 
Where  wooden  tanks,  as  at  New  Orleans  and  other  southern  towns, 
are  used  for  storage,  it  is  a  common  occurrence  for  the  analyst  to  find 
water  of  poor  quality  in  new  or  recently  cleaned  cisterns,  while  water 
of  a  much  better  quality  is  discovered  in  those  that  have  not  been 
cleaned  for  a  year  or  two,  and  have  a  fermenting  sediment  a  foot  or 
more  in  depth  covering  their  floor.  The  nitrifying  agencies  accumu- 
late with  the  sediment,  and,  notwithstanding  the  sediment,  they 
succeed  in  reducipg  the  organic  matter  of  the  water  to  the  inorganic 
condition.  The  sediment  is  thus  an  advantage,  but  the  end  is  better 
accomplished  by  keeping  it  out  of  the  cistern  and  introducing  the 
bacterial  workers  through  the  medium  of  a  layer  of  clean  gravel  or 
sand. 

But  withal,  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  only  organic  matter  in 
a  state  of  decay  that  is  thus  reduced  to  the  inorganic  condition,  and 
only  organic  matter  in  a  tangible  form  that  is  thus  carried  down  by 
the  heavier  particles  of  the  mineral  sediment.  Organic  matters  that 
are  endowed  with  vitality  remain  uninfluenced  by  the  destructive  and 
reconstructive  bacterial  agencies  that  are  operating  in  the  water; 
and  these,  as  has  been  seen,  are  the  matters  from  which  most  is  to  be 
feared  if  sewage  has  unfortunately  had  access  to  the  supply.  The 
infected  water  which  prostrated  1.200  of  the  8,000  inhabitants  of  Ply- 
mouth, Pa.,  and  killed  130  of  those  whom  it  prostrated,  passed 
through  three  storage  reservoirs  on  its  way  to  accomplish  its  deadly 
mission. 

Nor  is  filtration  more  efficient  as  a  purifier  when  viewed  from  the 
stand-point  which  sees  typhoid  fever  disseminated  by  an  infected 
sewage  in  the  water  supply.  A  satisfactory  filtration  removes  the 
haze  or  cloudiness  which  may  pervade  a  sedimented  water  for  days 
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after  the  grosser  parficlea  have  siibaided^  and  in  so  far  its  results  are 
better  than  those  generally  effected  by  aedimentation.  The  finer 
partkdes  of  flay,  some  no  larger  than  bareh^  distinguishable  mole- 
cules under  the  ordinary  working  powers  of  the  microscope,  are  re- 
moved, and  with  them  organic  Blireds  of  siDiibxrly  minute  size,  and 
even. many  of  the  bacterial  germs  which  were  present.  A  water  thus 
freed  from  foreign  matter  in  suspension  seems  to  oil^r  the  lustre  of 
its  transparency  as  a  voucher  or  visible  symbol  of  iis  purity,  and 
chemical  analysis  may  show  in  it  only  the  merest  trace  of  organic 
matter  in  solution,  for  the  processes  of  decomposiiion  and  n  composi- 
tion of  the  organic  elements  take  place  with  much  greater  rapidity 
when  the  water  percolates  through  the  pores  of  the  soil,  as  in  the  na- 
tural process  of  filtration^  thau  when  it  is  merely  stagnant  in  a  reser- 
voir or  flowing  in  the  current  of  a  stream.  It  is  now  well  known 
that  the  bacterial  agencies  which  eifect  these  changes  have  their 
habitat  'n  the  three  or  four  feet  of  soil  which  constitutes  the  surface 
of  the  earth,  and  that  in  soaking  through  I  his  layer  the  organic  mat- 
ters of  a  water  are  transfornied  into  matters  which  the  roots  of  living 
plan* 8  can  absorb  and  assimilate.  Chemical  analysis  may  therefore 
show  in  such  a  water  merely  the  small  fiuanlities  of  ammonia  or  nitric 
acid  wliich  are  Ihe  results  of  this  bacterial  action,  and  the  water  may 
be  claimed  to  be  pure  on  much  stronger  evidence  than  can  be  ad- 
vanced on  behalf  of  any  water  which  is  massed  on  tlie  surface  in  a 
lake,  pond,  river  bed,  or  settling  basin,  these  surface  w^aters  having  at 
work  in  them  only  those  straggling  bacteria  that  have  been  washed 
from  their  habitat  in  the  soil  into  the  current  of  the  stream.  In  fact, 
so  far  as  can  be  demonstrated  by  chemical  tests,  the  naturally  filtered 
water  may  be  free  from  everything  of  an  organic  nature. 

In  view  of  our  knowledge  of  the  conditions  needful  to  a  perfect 
natural  filtration,  it  is  impossible  to  allow  that  artilicial  meansi  ope- 
rating after  nalure's  methods,  will  ever  produce  as  pure  a  supply  as 
can  be  produced  in  suitable  localities  by  digging  a  hole  in  the  ground* 
Comparatively  speaking,  only  a  small  quantity  of  rain  falls  on  a 
stated  area^ — a  depth  of  so  many  inches  during  the  course  of  a 
year — aud  of  this  a  large  proportion  is  turned  aside  for  the  gen- 
eral police  of  the  surface^  and,  having  fulfilled  its  mission,  is  carried 
off  by  surface  channels  to  the  ocean,  while  another  part  of  the  fall 
cools  the  overheated  surface  of  the  soil  by  its  evaporation,  and  gives 
the  air  that  proportion  of  nioislure  which  is  needful  to  the  continu- 
ance  of  life  under  present  conditions.  Only  a  few  inches  of  the 
annual  rainfall  penetrates  the  soil,  and,  escaping  the  roots  of  the 
living  vegetation,  collects  on  the  surface  of  some  impervious  stratum 
as  the  surplus  water  poured  into  a  flower  pot  drains  into  the  saucer 
below.  Artificial  filtration  ha^  neither  the  time  nor  the  surface  to 
effect  percolation  after  nature's  method.  Filtering  beds  of  gravel  are 
prepared  which  permit  more  water  to  pass  through  thera  in  a  day 
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than  nature  percolates  through  the  same  area  in  a  year,  or  special 
filters  are  constructed  which  transmit,  under  pressure,  as  much  water 
in  half  an  hour  as  nature  purifies  on  the  same  area  annually.  The 
bacteria  of  nitrification  cannot  be  harnessed  to  the  work  of  artificial 
filtration,  and  hence  the  results  of  such  methods,  although  manifest- 
ing a  satisfactory  freedom  from  suspended  matters,  can  in  no  instance 
compare  with  the  organic  purity  which  charact«^rizes  the  spring  and 
well  waters  that  are  found  in  the  laboratory  of  nature.  Since  the 
bacteria  of  the  artificial  filtering  beds  are  unable  to  deal  with  the 
organic  matters  dissolved  in  the  percolating  water,  it  is  needless  to 
expect  them  to  reduce  the  masses  of  organic  matter  which  in  progress 
of  time  clog  the  filter  with  their  accumulated  foulness,  and  lessen  its 
efficiency  as  a  filtering  medium.  The  artificial  filter  cannot,  there- 
fore, furnish  a  water  which  will  be  as  pure  as  a  naturally  pure  water. 
In  fact,  artificial  filtration  amounts  to  little  more  than  the  mechanical 
separation  of  a  water  from  its  suspended  particles,  while  the  essential 
of  natural  filtration  is  the  thorough  nitrification  of  the  albuminoids  of 
the  water,  the  removal  of  suspended  matters  being  incidental  and 
merely  secondary. 

The  decay  of  once  living  organisms,  animal  or  vegetable,  gives 
more  or  less  taint  of  a  putrefactive  nature  to  the  surface  waters  of  the 
earth,  and  this  taint,  when  of  sufficient  strength,  is  known  to  induce 
diarrhoeal  tendencies  in  the  human  system.  Moreover,  among  the 
fermentations  which  take  place  during  the  destruction  of  organic 
matter,  is  one  which  gives  origin  to  an  influence — the  malarial — 
which  is  always  disabling,  and  often  deadly,  to  human  life,  pervading 
the  surface  waters  to  a  dangerous  extent,  particularly  in  warm  cli- 
mates and  seasons.  By  the  process  of  filtration  nature  removes  both 
the  putrescent  and  malarial  taints  from  the  water,  yielding  a  supply 
which  is  held  to  be  pure  and  wholesome  by  the  ever-increasing  testi- 
mony of  the  generations  of  the  world.  The  malarial  influence  is  at- 
tributed to  a  micro  organism.  If  this  view  be  correct,  and  the  ten- 
dency of  medical  science  is  to  accept  it  as  the  only  theory  which 
gives  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  malarial  phenomena,  the 
vitality  of  the  germ  should  preserve  it  from  the  putrefactive  and 
nitrifying  agencies,  for  these  operate  only  on  dead  matter.  It  is  there- 
fore probable  that  only  the  mechanical  part  of  the  process  of  natural 
filtration  is  concerned  in  the  removal  of  the  malarial  influence  from 
a  water,  and  that  an  artificial  filtration  which  gives  satisfactory  me- 
chanical results  will  be  of  value  in  the  prevention  of  milarial  disease. 

Although  the  bacteria  of  the  soil  do  their  work  so  thoroughly  that 
no  chemical  trace  of  existing  organic  matter  can  be  found  in  the  per- 
colated water,  it  sometimes  happens  that  this  water  is  unwholesome. 
When  collected  at  a  distance  from  the  haunts  of  man,  it  is  as  pure  ad 
it  looks,  for  nature's  methods  always  suffice  for  her  necessities;  but 
where  the  activities  of  human  life  create  artificial  conditions,  such  as 
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result  from  the  aggregation  of  individuals  in  cities  and  towns,  her 
methods  fail  because  they  cannot  be  carried  out.  The  Boil  becomes 
more  and  more  contaminated  by  animal  excreta,  and  the  wells  reser- 
voirs in  which  are  collected  the  teachings  or  washings  of  this  impurity. 
If  the  impure  soil  be  colonized  by  the  infection  of  typhoid  fever,  it  is 
immedicttely  converted  into  a  breeding  ground  for  the  germs  of  ihat 
disease.  The  vitality  of  these  germa  preserves  them  from  putrefactive 
agencies,  and  their  size  seems  to  offer  no  obstacle  to  their  passage 
through  the  soil  They  therefore  drain  into  the  well,  and  confer  upon 
its  clear  waters  powers  of  a  most  deadly  character-  In  the  records  of 
sanitary  aci'^nce  are  to  be  found  many  epidemics  of  typhoid  fever 
chargeable  to  wells  that  have  become  contaminated  by  sewage.  In- 
deed, the  more  the  transmission  of  typhoid  fever  is  studied,  the  more 
evident  it  is  that  the  water  supply  is  the  main  agency  concerned  in  its 
propagation.  Hence,  sanitary  ollieers  have  not  only  closed  up  wells 
into  which  sewage  has  entered,  hut  those  which,  from  their  situation, 
are  merely  exposed  to  this  danger. 

Since  natural  tiltration  ib  powerless  against  the  infection  of  typhoid, 
it  is  evident  that  artificial  methods  can  give  no  guaranty  of  protection. 

The  purifying  influence  of  precipitation  by  means  of  such  chemicals 
as  alum,  iron,  or  lime  can  readily  l>e  demonstrated  by  chemical 
analysis.  The  hydrated  alumina,  ferric  oxide  and  lime  carbonate,  as 
they  materialize  inio  particulate  existence  from  their  solution  in  the 
water,  entangle  and  carry  down  with  them  organic  j>article8  that  would 
otherwise  be  less  easily  removed;  and  biological  research  shows  that 
bacterial  germs  are  swept  from  the  water  in  like  manner.  That  this 
operation  is  imperfect  is  demonstrated  by  the  number  of  colonies 
which  can  be  developed  from  the  cleared  water;  that  it  is  purely  me- 
chanical and  not  germicidal  is  indicated  by  our  experimental  knowl- 
edge of  the  action  of  such  substances  on  various  bacterial  organisms, 
and  b>'  the  fact  that  their  presence  does  not  exercise  even  an  anti- 
jeptic  influence  on  the  bacteria  of  the  water,  as  the  number  of  these 

cteria  subsequently  increases  in  the  cleared  water  as  lapidly  as  in 
a  stored  water  which  has  had  no  such  chemical  treatment.  The  com- 
mercial interests  concerned  in  artificial  tiltration  invest  these  sub- 
stances  with  the  title  of  coagulants,  as  if  the  albuminoid  constituents 
of  inorganic  life  curdled  into  a  bacterial  rigor  mortis  as  soon  as  the 
water  became  pervaded  with  the  presence  of  the  precipitant;  but 
there  is  no  warrant  for  a  belief  in  any  protective  virtue  other  than 
that  connected  with  a  mechanical  entanglement  and  precipitation. 

The  processes  of  purification  that  have  just  been  reviewed  remove 
suspended  matters  and  more  or  less  oi  the  dissolved  saline  and  organic 
substances  that  are  present  in  the  water,  but  none  of  them  can  lay 
claim  to  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  causative  agencies  of  the 
acute  infectious  diseases  that  are  known  to  be  propagated  by  an  in- 
fected water  supply.    These  processes  have  been  closely  studied  by 
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the  English  sanitary  authorities,  who  long  ago  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  sewage  in  a  water  is  harmful  because  it  may  contain  the  germ  of 
cholera  or  typhoid  fever,  against  which  the  most  eflScient  method  of 
artificial  filtration  constitutes  no  eflFective  safeguard.  Hence,  the  ob- 
ject of  sanitary  legislation  in  England  is  not  to  preserve  the  rivers  as 
a  drinking  supply,  but  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  nuisance  in 
their  character  of  open  sewers.  The  solids  of  sewage  consist  of  a 
highly  nitrogenized  organic  matter,  the  proper  disposition  of  which  in 
the  economy  of  nature  is  as  materials  for  the  growth  of  the  vegetable 
kingdom,  and  if  these  be  separated,  the  water  may  be  purified  by  per- 
colation and  filtration  and  returned  to  the  rivers.  Sewage  has  accord- 
ingly been  treated  in  various  ways  for  the  separation  of  the  solids  and 
the  reclamation  of  its  water.  In  country  houses  and  small  commun- 
ities a  cesspool  can  be  provided  for  the  deposition  of  solids,  the  liquid 
overflow  being  conveyed  by  drain  pipes  into  the  soil.  The  effluent 
water  in  such  cases  may  be  as  pure  to  chemical  tests  as  that  of  the 
stream  into  which  it  is  discharged.  But  as  communities  grow,  the 
difficulties  attending  the  disposition  of  their  sewage  are  proportion- 
ately augmented. 

Various  methods  of  precipitation  have  been  tried  with  the  view  of 
paying  expenses  by  the  sale  of  the  solids  as  a  fertilizing  materials 
while  the  separated  liquids  are  turned  into  the  water  courses,  with  or 
without  an  intermediate  filtration  through  the  soil.  Sewage  irrigation 
has  also  been  tried  on  the  large  scale,  and  in  many  instances  with  sat- 
isfactory results.  The  advocates  of  irrigation  point  with  considerable 
enthusiasm  to  the  purity  of  the  effluent  water,  and  consider  that  this 
system  will  ultimately  settle  the  vexed  question  of  the  disposition  of 
sewage;  and,  indeed,  such  is  the  purifying  influence  of  the  soil,  that 
the  clear  water  of  the  outflow  gives  relatively  good  results  on  analysis. 
But,  as  we  have  seen  in  speaking  of  sewage-polluted  wells,  the  purity 
which  is  evidenced  by  chemical  tests  fails  to  give  an  assurance  of  pro- 
tection from  typhoid  fever,  and  it  is  this  protection,  not  chemical 
purity,  which  is  the  object  in  view.  These  advocates  claim  that 
typhoid  fever  does  not  prevail  in  the  fields  which  receive  the  sewage 
of  an  infected  city,  but  it  is  the  propagation  by  drinking  water,  not 
by  exhalation,  in  which  we  are  interested,  and  typhoid  fever  is  known 
to  have  prevailed  on  fields  where  the  effluent  water  was  used  for 
drinking.  Indeed,  how  could  we  expect  otherwise  when  we  know 
that  typhoid  fever  is  propagated  by  an  infected  sewage  in  a  well-water 
which  has  undergone  a  more  efficient  filtration  through  the  soil  than 
that  to  which  the  sewage  is  subjected  in  the  irrigating  fields,  or  when 
we  remember  that  the  spring  waters  which  occasioned  the  epidemic 
at  Lauzen  were  derived  from  a  sewage  polluted  stream  spread  over 
the  fields  of  an  adjoining  valley  for  purposes  of  irrigation  ? 

In  view  ot  the  considerations  which  we  have  thus  briefly  reviewed 
we  cite  the  opinion  of  the  English  commissioners,  to  give  it  greater

emphasis  as  re-affirmed  after  the  passage  of  years  whioli  liaye  added 
much  to  oar  knowledge  of  the  propagation  of  infectious  diseases  by 
means  of  I  he  water  supply:  '*0t  all  the  processes  which  have  been 
proposed  for  Ihe  purification  of  water  or  of  water  polluted  by  excre- 
mentitioiis  matters,  there  is  not  one  wliich  is  sufficiently  efl'ective  to 
warrant  the  use,  for  dietetic  purposes,  of  water  which  has  been  so  con- 
taminated. In  our  own  opinion,  therefore,  rivers  which  have  received 
sewage,  even  if  that  sewage  has  been  purified  before  its  discharge,are 
not  safe  sources  of  potable  water.-'     A  water  to  whicli  sewage  has  ac- 

rcees  should  from  that  fact  alone  be  excluded  from  all  further  consid- 
eration as  a  possible  water  supply  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  introduction  of  a  water  supply  into  a  growing  city  is  ordinarily 
omly  a  question  of  money.  Engineering  difliciilties  fade  into  insignifi- 
cance when  surveyed  from  a  satisfactory  financial  standpoint.  It  is 
often  said  to  be  beyond  the  power  of  money  to  purchase  health,  but 
the  sanitary  student  can  readily  demonstrate  that  in  many  cases  this 
is  not  so.     Money  expended  in  the  distribution  of  a  wholesome  water 

^Bupply  will  purchase  health  for  the  thousands  who  otherwise  fall 
victims  to  the  fever  which  is  endemic  in  our  cilies  and  towns.  Typhoid 
fever  is  a  disease  to  which  every  one  is  exposed.  The  susceptibility 
to  it  is  inherent  in  our  constitutions,  and,  so  far  as  we  know^  immunity 
can  be  purchased  only  by  submitting  to  attack.  Ordinarily  the  human 
constitution  succumbs  to  its  inlluence  before  maturity  is  reached,  but 
if  up  to  that  period  we   fortunately  escape,  we  have  no  assurance  of 

[  future  immunity,  Uncertainty  overhangs  us  like  a  cloud.  Danger  is 
as  present  with  us  in  tlie  daily  routine  ot  our  peace! nl  lives  as  on  the 
battle-field,  only  that  the  embodiment  of  evil  is  an  invisible  and  in- 
tangible germ  instead  of  a  fast -flying  bullet.  Danger  flows  beside  us 
in  our  streams,  in  our  mains,  from  the  taps  in  our  houses.  The  germ 
of  the  disease  may  not  be  in  this  pitcherful  or  in  that,  in  this  tumbler- 
ful or  in  that,  but  it  will  find  up  some  day  if  w^e  continue  to  use  the 
water  which  contains  it.  In  a  town  of  50,000  inhabitants  one  victim 
is  taken  daily,  and  as  the  average  duration  of  this  disease  is  about  a 
month,  there  are  always  in  that  city  thirty  persons  whose  lives  are  un^ 
necessarily  trembling  in  the  balance. 

What  is  the  local  sutTering  from  yellow  fever  in  Jacksonville,  Pen 
sacola^  or  New  Orleans,  once  in  so  many  years,  compared  with  the 
totality  of  the  destruction  caused  by  the  steady  progress  of  this  general 
and  ever-present  scourge?  Thirty  thousand  people  die  of  typhoid 
fever  annually  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  Vienna  lowered 
her  losses  by  this  fever  from  three  hundred  and  forty  to  eleven  an- 
nually in  every  100,000  of  her  population   by  introducing  a  spring- 

I  water  supply  instead  of  the  sewage-tainted  waters  of  the  Danube. 

^  Calculate  the  h>8B  by  sickness  aBsociated  with  these  30,000  deaths, — 
the  loss  of  work,  the  unprofitable  work  of  nursing,  and  the  actual  out- 
lay  necessitated  by  each  visitation  of  the  disease,  and  you  will  find 
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that  saving  money  by  drinking  sewage  in  the  water  supply  is  a  penny- 
wise  policy,  that  in  the  long  run  will  fail  to  pay  even  for  the  funerals 
and  the  mourning  goods. 

In  many  instances  it  is,  on  this  continent,  an  easy  matter  to  obtain 
a  suitable  supply  for  a  community.  Some  neighboring  lake  offers  it- 
self as  a  natural  reservoir,  requiring  only  the  construction  of  conduits 
for  the  transmission  of  its  waters;  or  an  artificial  reservoir  maybe 
formed  by  damming  certain  of  the  radicles  of  a  neighboring  stream. 
The  drainage  area  of  this  supply  must  be  kept  under  the  closest  super- 
vision by  the  sanitary  authorities  of  the  community,  for  it  is  not 
enough  to  obtain  a  supply  which  is  free  from  sewage :  it  must  be  kept 
so.  Constant  vigilance  is  the  price  of  safety.  The  sanitary  inspector 
should  be  ever  on  guard  and  familiar  with  every  square  yard  of  the 
surface,  and  the  health  authorities  should  be  empowered  to  protect 
the  many  against  the  carelessness  or  wanton  encroachments  of  the 
few.  The  question  of  water  supply  is  here  reduced  to  its  simjilest 
terms;  the  raising  of  sufficient  money  to  bring  in  the  wholesome 
water,  and  the  investment  of  the  health  officer  with  power  to  preserve 
the  wholesome  quality  of  the  public  supply,  and  to  prevent  the  use 
of  water  from  sources  which  are  known  to  be  unwholesome. 

In  othei  instances,  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  a  suitable  water  supply. 
The  whole  face  of  the  country  has  been  more  or  less  settled,  and  the 
natural  drainage  of  every  valley  brings  sewage  and  manufacturing 
waste  into  its  outflowing  stream.  Nevertheless,  now  is  the  time  to 
act,  for  these  unfavorable  conditions  will  increase  and  multiply  in  the 
future,  so. that  what  may  be  done  now  cannot  be  done  then  without  a 
tenfold  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  Fortunately,  when  difficul- 
ties occur  from  the  density  of  the  settlement,  there  is  also  more  wealth 
to  meet  the  increased  expenditure,  but  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  that 
wealth  to  give  life  to  those  who  have  in  the  meantime  fallen  victims, 
or  consolation  to  the  hearts  that  are  mourning.  What  is  to  be  done 
should  in  all  cases  be  done  at  once.  It  is  toe  who  are  interested  in 
this  matter,  now,  in  our  own  time  and  generation :  for  what  does  it 
avail  us  that  the  city  is  supplied  with  pure  water  ten  years  hence,  if 
at  that  time  it  be  remarked  of  us,  Oh,  yes,  1  remember  him  well;  he 
died  of  typhoid  fever  eight  or  nine  years  ago.  And  it  is  an  easy 
matter  to  so  arrange  the  financial  burden  that  part  of  it  shall  fall  on 
those  who  will  hereafter  participate  in  the  benefits. 

In  well  settled  sections  of  the  country  it  may  be  impossible  for  the 
towns  and  villages  to  obtain  a  water  free  from  sewage  in  their  main 
streams  or  their  neighboring  tributaries,  and  equally  impossible  for 
any  one  of  them  to  go  to  the  nearest  sources  of  pure  water  for  a 
supply,  but  those  favorably  situated  for  combined  action  may  easily 
perfect  their  arrangements  for  bringing  in  the  water  from  long  dis- 
tances. Nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  if  water  free  from  sewage  is 
not  to  be  obtained  on  the  neighboring  surface,  it  may  sometimes  be 
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found  I>eneath  the  surrace,  as  at  Brooklyn,  L.  L,  on  more  notably  at 
Memphis,  Tenii.^  where,  alter  a  thorough  iDvesligatioa  of  the  whole 
subject  by  a  romtnittee  of  citizens,  it  was  ultimately  developed  that 
they  had  a  source  of  the  purest  water  within  a  hundred  yards  of  their 
domestic  hearths. 
Many  communities  have  a  water  supply  which  was  pure  enough 
^■rben  originally  introduced,  but  which  has  become  dangerous  by  the 
BVobsequent  growth  and  development  of  which  it  formed  the  nucleus. 
I  A  water  bed  or  basin  cannot  be  used  for  concurrent  purposes  of  water 
'  supply  and  sewage  discharge.  If  the  drainage  area  be  given  up  to 
settlement  and  commercial  enterprit^e,  with  their  consequent  sewage 
and  raanufacturing  waste,  the  city  moat  be  prepared  to  find  another 
source  of  supply  for  its  daily  wants,  or  pay  fhe  penalty  of  an  increased 
death-rate  from  preventable  disease.  In  the  race  for  material  pros 
perity  this  penalty  is  too  often  forgotten,  and  the  endemic  fever  is  re- 
garded as  one  of  those  visitations  of  Provitlence  that  are  inevitably 
consequent  upon  conditions  of  aggregation.  Yet  every  intelligent 
medical  man  knows  (lie  fallacy  of  this  reasoning,  and  that  the  progress 
of  this  ujalady  can  be  checked  by  suitable  measures  as  surely  as  exotic 
disease  can  be  kept  out  of  the  country  by  properly  enforced  restric- 
tions on  commerce.  To  permit  the  citizen  to  enjoy  life,  which^  accord- 
ing to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  is  his  right,  the  most 
stringent  laws  should  be  enforced  to  preserve  the  purity  ot  the  supply 
of  drinking  water;  or,  if  the  settlements  on  the  area  are  too  valuable 
to  be  destroyed,  a  new  source  of  supply  should  be  obtained  and  guarded. 
The  protection  of  the  citizen  requires  that  every  advantage  be  taken 
of  our  knowledge  of  the  natural  history  of  the  typhoid  infection,  that 
it  may  be  destroyed  before  reaching  any  of  our  water  courses.  It  is 
well  enough  to  insist  upon  the  purification  of  sewage  by  processes  of 
precipitation,  iiltration,  oi  irrigation  before  its  water  is  delivered  into 
the  natural  courses,  for  thereby  the  latter  will  be  prevented  Jrom  fall- 
ing into  the  condition  of  open  sewers,  which  is  the  lot  of  so  many 
small  streams  in  well-peopled  districts;  but  these  processes  cannot  be 
depe  n  d  ed  u  p  0  n  t  o  re  m  o  ve  t  h  e  ty  p  h  oid  i  n  fee  t  ion .  Th  is  in  fee  t  io  n  pass  es 
from  the  patient  to  our  surface  waters  directly  by  the  sewers,  or  it 
drains  through  the  soil  with  the  sub-soil  water,  and  reaches  tiie  sur- 
face on  some  lower  level.  Of  course  in  either  case  it  may  be  lost  in 
the  mass  of  water  in  which  it  is  dilTused,  but  it  was  not  so  lost  at 
Plymouth,  nor  at  Lauzen.  To  protect  the  citizen  and  stamp  out  this 
fever,  it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  every  medical  man  who  attends 
a  case  of  fever  to  see  that  the  excreta  are  disinfected  before  being  con- 
signed (o  the  sink,  cesspool, or  sewers,  and  the  utmost  care  in  (his  re- 
gard should  be  taken  in  cases  occurring  on  a  water  shed  which  is 
utilized  for  a  public  supply.  So  far  as  our  knowledge  goes,  sewage 
would  be  deprived  of  that  which,  under  ordinary  conditions,  consti-

lutes  its  only  dangerous  element,  were  this  system  of  bed-room  disin- 
fection efficiently  practiced. 

Local  authorities,  such  as  water  companies  and  boards,  citizens'  com- 
mittees, health  boards  and  commissioners,  should  exercise  a  jealous 
guard  over  the  public  water  supply;  but  in  many  instances  these 
would  be  powerless  without  the  intervention  and  cooperation  of  the 
authorities  of  the  State.  Massachusetts,  Illinois  and  Minnesota  have 
already  taken  steps  in  this  direction.  In  the  first-mentioned  State, 
the  Board  ot  Health  is  invested  with  the  pjeneral  supervision  of  the 
water  supplies.  No  sewage,  drainage,  excrement,  or  other  refuse  or 
polluting  matter  of  such  kind  or  amount  as — either  by  itself  or  in  con- 
nection with  other  matter — will  corrupt  or  impair  the  purity  of  a  water 
used  for  domestic  purposes,  is  permitted  to  be  delivered  into  a  water- 
course or  any  of  its  feeders  within  twenty  miles  above  the  point  where 
a  water  supply  is  taken.  Upon  the  application  of  a  city  or  town  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  alleging  the  pollution  of  its  water  supply  in  viola- 
tion of  law,  an  injunction  may  be  issued,  or  the  polluting  substances 
required  to  be  so  cleaned  or  purified  that  they  shall  no  longer  be  del- 
eterious. The  limit  of  twenty  miles  in  this  law  is  a  defect,  but  sani- 
tary legislation  is  a  thing  of  slow  progress,  and  our  friends  in  Massa- 
chusetts undoubtedly  secured  as  much  as  was  possible  for  them  to  ob- 
tain at  the  time. 

The  board  is  required  to  examine  the  waters  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  they  are  adapted  for  use  as 
domestic  water  supplies,  or  are  likely  to  impair  the  interest*  or  im- 
peril the  health  of  the  public.  It  is  required  to  conduct  experiments 
to  determine  the  best  practicable  methodsof  purification,  of  drainage, 
and  of  the  disposal  of  refuse,  and  to  recommend  measures  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  purity  of  the  waters.  Moreover,  it  is  the  legally  con- 
stituted adviser  of  cities,  towns,  corporations,  firms,  or  individuals,  in 
matters  pertaining  to  the  introduction  of  water  supplies  or  sewerage 
systems,  making  use  of  its  knowledge  and  facilities  on  their  behalf  in 
regard  to  source  and  quality  of  water  and  methods  of  sewage  disposal, 
having  regard  to  the  present  and  prospective  needs  and  interests  of 
other  communities  or  individuals  that  might  be  affected  thereby.  The 
approval  of  the  board  is  a  legal  requirement  to  the  consideration  by 
the  Legislature  of  any  application  for  authority  to  introduce  any  sys- 
tem of  water  supply  or  sewerage. 

The  board  is  also  empowered  to  consult  with  and  advise  those  en- 
gaged, or  intending  to  engage,  in  any  manufacturing  or  other  business 
as  to  the  best  practicable  method  of  intercepting,  purifying,  or  dispos- 
ing of  any  drainage  or  refuse  that  might  result  from  the  business  to 
the  detriment  of  the  waters  of  the  State.  It  is  required  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Attorney  General  all  instances  which  may  come  to 
its  knowledge  of  omission  to  comply  with  existing  laws  respecting  the 
pollution  of  water  supplies  and  inland  waters,  and  to  report  to  the 
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lefri»lature  any  speciec  cases  not  covered  by  the  provision b  of  existing 
laws  whirji,  in  its  opinion,  call  for  further  legislation.  Finally,  and 
very  materially,  the  hoard  is  provided  with  fiinda  to  sustain  the  corps 
of  engineers,  chemists  and  inspectors,  whose  labors  are  needful  to  the 
proper  performance  of  its  duties. 

The  report  of  the  board's  proceedings  under  these  heads,  submitted 
to  the  Legislature  in  January  of  this  year,  shows  the  excellent  work 
that  may  he  accomplished  in  tliis  way.  Eleven  applications  from 
cities  and  towns  for  advice  coneerninjj;  water  supplies  were  received; 
eleven  for  advice  concerning  sewerage;  two  soliciting  acUon  to  pre- 
vent the  contamination  of  particular  water  supplies;  and  one  from  a 
manufacturer  for  advit^e  concerning  the  disposal  of  drainage  from  cer- 
tain works  which  he  purposed  eatablishing.  The  important  question 
of  a  water  supply  for  the  cities  of  Boiston,  Chelsea,  and  Somerville  and 
the  town  of  Everett,  was  one  of  those  that  t^ame  before  the  board. 
There  are  123  sources  of  public  water  supply  in  the  State;  but  over 
200  samples  are  investigated  chemically  and  biologically  every  month, 
the  samples  being  from  rivers,  ponds  and  other  sources  that  may  be 
utilized  in  the  future.  Experiments  are  also  in  progress  on  methods 
of  sewage  disposal,  which  will  add  considerably  to  our  knowledge  of 
the  results  which  may  be  obtained  in  that  direction. 

With  the  aid  of  the  State,  the  local  authorities  in  their  efforts  to  ob- 
tain and  preserve  a  wholesome  water  supply  would  experience  no  dif- 
ficulty that  could  not  be  overcome  by  the  expenditure  of  the  necessary 
funds.  The  twenty-mile  limit  will,  in  progress  of  time,  be  blotted 
out.  and  the  waters  of  the  State  be  sharply  divided  into  those  which 
may  be  used  as  sources  of  domestic  supply  and  those  which  carry  off 
the  waste  water.  The  water  supply  and  sewerage  systems  of  the 
State — of  the  countr^f — should  be  as  distinct  as  those  of  every  house- 
holdi  and  the  sooner  this  is  accomplished  the  sooner  w411  the  rates  of 
sickness  and  death  be  decreased  among  our  people. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  i}r*jX,e  a  livelier  interest  in  this  important 
matter  on  the  part  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  an  interest  w^hich  is  not 
satisfied  with  discussing  and  subscribing  to  sanitary  views  of  the  sub- 
ject, but  which  will  leave  notluTig  undone  that  will  tend  to  invest 
them  with  power  to  act  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  fiealth. 
With  all  our  boards  operating,  each  within  its  domain,  there  would  be 
no  need  of  a  committee  of  this  association  to  investigate  the  subject 
of  water  pollution.  In  concluding,  we  submit  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Eesolmd^  That  it  is  the  well  considered  belief  of  this  association 
that  it  is  an  imperative  necessity,  especially  in  the  more  populous 
States,  that  State  Legislatures  should  give  their  boards  of  health  that 
financial  support  which  would  enable  them  to  act  intelligently  on  all 
questions  pertaining  to  the  public  water  supplies,  investing  them  at 
the  same  time  with  the  supervision  of  the  said  supplies,  and  with 
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power  to  preserve  these  waters  from  contamination  by  sewage  or  other 

injurious  matters.

The  following  are  simple  tests  for  the  purity  of  drinking  water 
which  anyone  can  apply  [B.  L.]  : 

Solution  of  Pot.  Pennang.  for  testing  water. — Dissolve  twelve 
grains  of  caustic  potash  and  three  grains  of  permanganate  of  potash 
in  an  ounce  of  distilled  water.  Add  two  or  three  drops  of  this  solu- 
tion to  a  tumbler  full  of  the  suspected  water.  If  the  color  is  at  once 
destroyed  the  water  is  bad.  The  amount  of  the  solution  necessary  to 
secure  a  permanent  color  is  a  coarse  quantitative  test. 

Hager^B  Water  Test — Pour  one  tablespoonf  ul  of  clear  solution  of 
tannin,  a  heaped  teaspoonful  of  tannin  to  a  gill  of  rain  water,  into 
a  tumbler  full  of  the  suspected  water.  If  turbidity  occurs  within 
five  hours  the  water  is  good,  if  turbidity  occur  within  one  hour,  the 
water  is  decidedly  unwholesome. 


V.  REPORT  OP  THEOOMMITTBB  ON  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTnONS  AND 

SCHOOL  HYGIBNE. 


The  Committee  on  Public  Instructions  and  School  Hygiene  would 
respectfully  report  that  during  the  past  year  a  manual  of  school  hy- 
giene has  been  prepared,  designated  more  particularly  for  the  use 
and  information  of  teachers.  The  subjects  of  heating  and  ventilation, 
light,  habits  of  study,  hours  of  study,  clothing,  contagious  diseases  and 
others,  are  presented  in  clear  and  forcible  language.  They  have 
been  distributed  in  large  quantities  through  the  teachers' institutes,  as 
well  as,  directly  through  the  superintendents,  and  to  teachers  individ- 
ually. The  constantly  increasing  demand  upon  the  Secretary  for 
them  indicates  that  they  are  highly  appreciated.  The  committee  has 
in  contemplation  the  preparation  of  a  second  manual  on  the  same 
subject,  intended  for  superintendents  and  teacners  of  schools  which 
will  deal  also  with  location,  construction,  water  supply  and  drainage 
of  school  buildings.  A  form  for  the  use  of  inspectors  of  schools  has 
been  prepared  and  it  is  hoped  during  the  coming  year  that  work  will 
be  inaugurated  in  this  direction.

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I.  REPORT  ON  THE  IMPROVISD  DRAIN  AGE  STSTEM  OP  THE  EX- 
EOUTIVil  MANSION  AT  HARRISBUBO.

One  year  ago,  in  consequence  of  a  series  of  occurrences  pointing  to 
unhealihful  conditions  existioe:  in  tlie  official  residence  of  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  State,  a  careful  inspection  of  that  building  and  its  appurte- 
nances waa  made  by  the  Secretary,  in  company  with  Captain  Stack- 
pole^  Superintendent  of  Public GronnJs  and  Buildings,  whose  courtesy 
on  the  occasion  it  is  desired  in  this  place  to  acknowledge,  Dn  Hugh 
Hamilton,  of  Harrieburg,  Chidrman  of  the  Sanitary  ConimiUee  of  the 
Dauphin  County  Medical  Society,  and  Messrs.  J.  Wesley  Neil,  of  Har- 
risburg*  and  James  G.  Bryan,  of  Philadelphia,  plumbers.  Serious 
defecls  were  then  noted  in  the  plumbing  and  drainage  system,  defects 
of  design  rather  than  of  construclion  or  material,  which  could  not  but 
have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  occupants  of  the 
mansion.  These  defects  were  indicated  in  a  report  made  to  the  Board 
and  forwarded  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor.  Since  that  time  the 
buildinghas  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  remodeled,  and  it  is  a  matter 
of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  reijort  that  the  objectionable  feat 
ures  referred  to  have  all  been  removed.  The  brick  sewer  which  then 
ran  directly  under  the  main  building  has  been  torn  out,  and  in  place 
of  this  an  eight  inch  ^er/'aco^/a  pipe  has  been  laid  in  the  adjoining 
alley  on  the  right,  starting  at  a  point  somewhat  in  the  rear  of  the 
back  building.  All  tlie  stable  and  yard  cesspool  sewage,  therefore, 
which  formerly  passed  under  the  house,  is  now  carrie*!  off  before 
reaching  it.  The  kitchen  and  laundry  waste  is  discharged  by  means 
of  fourdnch  iron  pipes  directly  through  the  lateral  wall  into  the 
terra  cotta  drain.  The  leaders  of  the  roof  of  t!ie  back  portion 
of  the  main  building,  the  surface  drain  of  the  contiguous  por- 
tion of  the  yard  and  the  water-closets,  all  drain  through  six-inch  iron 
Boil  pipes  to  an  eight-inch  soil  pipe,  which  passes  at  once  through  the 
wall  to  join  the  main  drain  already  described.  This  continues  one 
hundred  feet  to  the  edge  of  the  high  bluff  forming  the  river  bank, 
receiving  ju8t  outsi  ie  the  front  aide  walk,  the  rainwater  from  the  two 
front  leaders.  All  the  leaders  are  trapped  ouli^ide  the  house  wall. 
Reaching  the  river  bank,  the  terra  cotta  pipe  terminates  in  an  eight- 
inch  iron  pipe,  which  descends  the  steep  incline  of  the  bank,  and  is  ex- 
tended out  along  the  htd  of  the  river  to  a  point  below  low-water  mark. 

The  ventilating  pipes  al!  now  pass  up  above  the  level  of  the  ridge 
pole  of  the  roof,  so  that  the  serious  defect  in  that  respect,  noted  in  the 
previous  report,  has  ceased  to  exist.  It  only  now  remains  to  give  the 
cellar  floors  a  good  coating  of  cement,  which  will  be  done  during  the 
summer  vacation,  to  complete  the  sanitary  improvements  which  the 
I  Board  suggested. 


and  manufactories.  There  are  seventy  three  ratliators  in  ihe  cellars- 
These  are  encliKsed  in  double  wooden  chambers,  into  wliieh  fresh  air 
is  introduced  from  out  of  doors.  This  air  becomea  rapidly  heated,  and 
tlien  passes  up  to  he  distributed  throughout  the  house.  No  more  per- 
fect or  heathful  system  of  heating  a  large  house  in  our  severe  climate 
could  be  imagined.

Vance  in  one  of  the  essential 
arts  of  life.  The  lighting  is  done 
by  electricity,  nmler  the  ana* 
pices  of  tlie  Ilarrisburg  Edison 
Incandescent  Electric  Light 
Corapany,  perhaps  the  most 
euccesstnl  company  of  the  kind 
in  the  United  States.  Two  of 
the  threat  prohleme  of  house- 
keeping are  here  thufi  moat  sat 
isfactory  solved. 

So  far  as  the  house  itself  is 
concerned,  therefore,  tliere  is 
every  reason  to  congratulate 
our  worthy  chief  executive  on 
having  a  lionie  void  of  ollence. 
There  still  remains,  however, 
the  condition  of  the  river  bank 
to  constitute  a  menace  to  the 
health  of  all  whose  residences 
face  it  or  are  in  close  proxiinity 
to  it  For,  while  the  drainage 
of  this  particular  house  is  car* 
ried  out  to  a  point  in  Ihe  river, 
whence  the  wa(er  can  always 
be  relied  upon  to  remove  it, 
and  in  a  perfectly  secure  air- 
tight conductor,  the  same  can- 
not be  said  of  that  of  all,  or,  it  is 
feared,  of  most,  of  the  houses 
which  use  the  river  as  a  sewer. 
Many  of  the  drain  pipes  are 
broken  and  leaking.  Others  do 
not  continue  sufficiently  far  into 
the  river.  Hence  the  bank  is 
constantly  kept  soaked  with 
sewage.  One  of  the  first  com- 
plaints received  by  the  Board 
was  of  the  dumping  of  night 
Boil  into  the  river  by  the  cart 
load,  directly  in  front  of  some 
of  the  finest  residences  on  I  his 
beautiful  street.  The  natural 
advantages  of  this  side  are  nn- 
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surpassed.  The  views,  whether  looking  up  to  the  towering  and  rug- 
ged ramparts  of  the  gap,  across  to  the  charming  islands  and  the 
wooded  slopes  of  Cumberland,  or  down  through  the  labyrinth  of 
bridges  to  the  8of^«ned  outlines  of  the  foot-hills,  are  beyond  descrip- 
tion beautiful.  ''Every  prospect  pleases  and  only  man  is  vile."  The 
crying  need  of  the  city  is  a  grand  trunk,  intercepting  sewer  which 
shall  carry  the  filth  which  its  seventeen  public  sewers  and  numerous 
private  drains  are  pouring  out  immediately  in  its  face  to  a  point  far 
below  the  town  and  discharge  it  a  long  distance  out  under  water 
where  it  shall  be  innocuous.  It  is  a  question  whether  the  State  does 
not  owe  it  to  itself  and  to  its  public  servants,  who  are  forced  to  make 
Harrisburg  their  residence,  to  unite  with  the  municipal  authorities  in 
making  this  important  improvement.  This  done,  a  comparatively 
small  outlay  would  convert  the  shores,  which  are  now  simply  an  ash 
and  garbage  dump,  offensive  to  more  than  one  sense,  into  a  public 
garden  of  such  entrancing  beauty  that  lovers  of  the  picturesque  would 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  Union  to  enjoy  it,  and  its  blooms  would 
exhale  health  where  now  rises  the  miasm  of  disease.  Plantations  of 
the  various  members  of  the  sunflower  family,  judiciously  disposed, 
would  add  brilliancy  to  the  scene  while  they  interposed  an  obstacle  to 
the  stealthy  approach  of  the  natural  malarial  vapors  which  still  cling 
to  the  stream  at  certain  seasons.  If  Harrisburg  is  to  continue  to  be 
the  capital  of  the  St»te,  and  there  are  many  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons why  it  should  so  continue,  some  such  step  is  inevitable  in  the 
not  distant  future.

Dear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  on  November  16, 
I  went  to  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Norristown  and  made  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  entire  place,  in  the  endeavor  to  determine  the  cause 
of  the  prevalence  of  fever  in  that  institution. 

I  was  informed  by  the  superintendent  that  there  had  been  but 
two  cases  in  the  male  department,  the  balance,  thirty  in  number, 
having  occurred  in  the  department  for  females.  The  two  males  re- 
covered from  the  disease,  but  have  both  since  died  of  other  diseases. 
Both  were  of  a  very  mild  type.  One  occurred  in  July  and  the  other 
in  October. 

The  first  case  in  the  female  department  occurred  August  3d.  ThiB 
patient  was  removed  to  her  home  and  and  died  on  the  10th.    The

next  was  on  the  6th  and  died  from  certain  complications.  The  cases 
aow  occurred  on  the  Dlh,  20th,  23d,  25ili,  27th,  2Sth,  20rh,  September 
Ut  2d,  4th,  5th,  6ih,  7th,  8th,  11th,  I'Jth,  two  on  Hth.  2lBt,  20th,  Oc- 
tober 4lh,  two,  9th,  14th,  171]^  18th.  20th,  November  14th.  Two  at- 
tendants were  taken  sick  September  3d  and  4th.  One  additional  case 
died  evidently  from  epileptic  couvnlaions.     Almost  every  case  was  of 

fu  mild  form,  and  both  cases  that  died  were  only  recogidzed  as  real 
typhoid  by  the  evidences  in  the  autopsy.  The  epidemic  seemed  to 
have  ceased.  Up  to  this  writing  I  have  learned  of  no  additional  cases, 
Che  authorities  of  the  institution  were  early  on  the  alert  to  learn  the 
cause  of  the  disease.  Of  course,  as  in  the  vast  majority  of  insane 
people,  the  eases  attacked  were  already  in  an  enfeebled  condition,  re- 
quiring but  little  to  induce  the  disease. 

The  water,  ice  and  milk  used  by  those  who  were  subjecfs  of  the 
fever  were  each  examined  by  coujpetent  authorities  and  all  these 
articles  w^ere  pronounced  to  be  tree  from  any  cause  of  disease.  By 
the  most  careful  examination  we  are  reduced  to  two  possible  factors 
for  the  causation  of  the  fever.  First,  the  evil  elFects  of  overcrowding 
acting  upon  people  already  of  enfeebled  system  ;  second,  contamina- 
tion of  the  air  by  the  reservoir  for  the  separation  of  the  solid  from 
fluid  portions  of  the  excreta. 

The  dormitories  contain  14,580  cubic  feet,  and  usually  are  occupied 
by  twenty-tv?o  patients  niglitly ;  deducting  tlie  usual  allowance  for 
space  occupied  by  patient,  bed  and  beddini^,  leaves  about  tj50  cubic 
feet  of  air  for  each.  The  single  rooms  contain  1,188  cubic  feet,  with 
frequently  two  patients  in  a  room.     Added  to  tfds,  the  air  of  the  cor- 

'  ridors  is  vitiated  by  15  to  30  patients  sleeping  in  them  at  ni^ht.  These 
were  only  intended  lo  be  occupied  in  the  daytime. 

When  we  rellect  upon  the  fact  that  the  lowest  amount  ^ivep  by 
any  authority  as  necessary  is  much  in  excess  of  this,  w*e  are  compelled 
to  regard  the  excessive  number  of  patients  in  each  dormitory  a  prom* 

.inent  factor  in  lowering  the  standard  of  health  and  predisposing  these 
already  enfeebled  people  to  attacks  of  disease  from  slighter  causes 
than  usually  are  needed. 

By  the  accompanying  map  will  be  seen  the  location  of  the  above 
mentioned  reservoir*  This  is  at  all  times  open,  and  is  about  two  hun- 
dred  feet  from  the  windows  of  the  wards  of  the  female  department. 
The  excreta  from  all  the  wards,  etc.,  rune  directly  to  this  ^41ush 
tank,"'  as  it  is  called,  to  allow  the  solid  matters  to  settle,  while  the 
fluid  parts  run  off,  and  act  to  fertilize  the  ground  over  whicn  they 
flow  as  occasion  may  demand*  No  other  portion  of  the  sewage  sys* 
tem  could  be  found  in  any  way  objectionable,  and  it  is  regarded  as 
nearly  perfect  as  may  be*  No  way  was  found  by  which  the  drinking 
water  could  have  been  contamiuatt  d  from  leakage* 

That  this  tank  was  most  likely  to  have  been  the  cause  by  direct 
coutaiuination  of  the  air  drank  in  by  the  inmates  is  shown  by  the 
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following  facts :  With  the  exception  of  but  two  cases,  all  those  suffer- 
ing from  fever  were  in  the  wards  (vide  plan)  directly  exposed.  In 
proof  of  this  I  submit  also  brief  report  from  Dr.  Bennett,  showing 
location  of  cases. 

Again  with  a  belief  that  this  ^^flush  tank^'  might  have  been  the 
spark  which  started  the  fire,  the  authorities  opened  the  pipe  by  which 
to  direct  the  flow  of  sewage  away  from  the  tank  and  permit  it  to  flow 
through  the  discharge  pipe  to  the  irrigation  field.  Since  this  time  no 
new  cases  have  occurred. 

In  conclusion,  I  deem  it  wise  for  the  authorities  in  charge  to  be  ex- 
tremely guarded  in  again  usin^  this  ^^flush  tank,^'  and  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  those  empowered  to  order  cases 
into  this  institution,  the  already  crowded  condition  of  their  wards.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 
Dear  Doctor  :  We  have  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  now ;  aili  are  conva- 
lescent and  I  hardly  think  there  will  be  any  new  cases.  It  has  been  a 
rule  strictly  carried  out  that  the  excretions  should  be  disinfected  and 
buried.  All  the  cases  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  one  intelli- 
gent nurse  and  I  have  no  fear  that  the  instructions  were  evaded.  Our 
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caaes  have  been  of  extraordinarily  mild  type.  In  the  case  of  two  of 
the  officers  I  feel  sure  tliat  they  were  sick  several  days  before  they 
made  me  aware  of  their  symptoms.  We  have  used  unusual  vigilance 
in  observing  all  patients  at  all  unwell,  yet  there  is  the  possibility 
that  some  very  mild  cases  may  have  escaped.  I  say  this  becaose 
some  of  the  cases  noted  were  so  light  as  to  be  scarcely  recognizable, 
I  have  hoped  some  member  of  your  board  would  come  oat  to  view 
this  situation,  I  think  we  may  need  your  advice  in  order  to  avoid 
similar  visits  in  future.  I  have  received  the  circulars  and  return 
thanks.

Dear  Sir  :  Upon  September  8,  1887,  a  sample  of  water  was  .sent  to 
ae  at  my  request  for  analysis,  marked   **Frora  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  Norristown,  Fa.,  Female  Department."      A  report  was  ren- 
dered containing  this  comment :    *'Thi8  water  U  extremely  impure. 
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carrying  about  twice  as  much  organic  matter  as  is  allowable,  and  is 
in  condition  to  carry  the  germs  of  disease,  especially  of  enteric 
diseases.''  A  sample  similarly  marked  was  received  from  the 
same  source  October  4, 1887,  the  report  of  analysis  of  which  was  ren- 
dered, with  the  following  comment :  ^'This  water  is  contaminated  by 
cesspool  sewage,  and  although  its  present  condition  is  such  as  will 
permit  of  its  use  as  a  drinking  water  without  harm,  I  consider  it  dan- 
gerous to  use  it  inasmuch  as  a  small  increase  of  oiganic  ingredients 
will  render  it  unwholesome  and  put  it  in  a  condition  to  carry  and 
promote  disease  whenever  the  germs  of  disease  shall  be  put  into  if 

Another  sample  from  the  same  source,  marked  '^From  the  Male 
Department  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Norristown,  Pa ," 
was  examined  and  the  report  contained  the  following  comment : 
^^This  water  is  contaminated  by  sewage  from  cesspools  and  is  unfit 
for  drinking  or  household  purposes.  It  is  in  a  condition  to  carry  and 
promote  disease.  The  use  of  this  water  for  household  purposes  should 
be  prohibited." 

Another  sample  marked  ''Melted  Ice  taken  from  the  Fond  at  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Norristown,  Pa.,"  was  received  upon  October 
5,  1887.  The  report  returned  upon  that  sample  contained  the  follow- 
ing comment :  'This  water  is  contaminated  by  sewage  from  cesspools 
and  is  unfit  for  drinking  or  household  purposes.  It  is  in  a  condition 
to  carry  and  promote  disease." 

In  my  judgment  the  ability  to  carry  and  promote  disease  is  to  be 
included  in  the  ''cause  of  disease,"  as  here  expressed,  as  it  is  evident 
that  the  existence  of  a  single  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  hospital 
furnishes  sufficient  germs  to  make  it  proper  1o  forbid  the  use  of  a 
drinking  water  which  is  in  condition  to  carry  and  promote  disease 
whenever  the  germs  shall  be  put  into  it.

My  Dear  Sir  :    In  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  the  14th 
instant,  accompanied  by  Dr.  J.  R.  Thompson,  I  visited  Bentleysville 
via  the  P.,  C.  &  V.  R.  R.  to  Monongahela  City,  thence  by  conveyance 
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nine  miles  back  of  above  named  city  to  Bentleysvill**,  where  we  con- 
sulted Dr*  Scott,  the  attending:  physician  in  the  citse,  also,  W,  F. 
RitchardsoQ,  burgess  of  the  town.  Ascertained  that  circuhirs  sent  by 
you  had  been  received  and  contents  noted.  By  folio  win  jjc  the  in- 
structions therein  contained  they  had  placed  the  usual  small  pox  sign 
on  house  of  the  patient,  William  Garvin.  Vacciuated  all  members  of 
the  family  and  al!  other  exposed  persons. 

See  Dr.  J,IL  Thompson's  report  as  to  dia;Lj;iioBis  of  case  with  particu- 
lars thereof,  he  having  concurred  with  the  attending  physician  that  it 
was  a  ease  of  small-pox.  The  history,  as  near  as  we  could  get  it  from 
patient  and  the  father  and  mother  is  the  following  : 

William  Garvin,  twenty  years  of  age,  Jiving  about  one  mile  from 
town  of  Bentleysville,  on  farm  of  his  father,  had  been  away  from 
home  for  several  months.  Left  New  York  city  lor  home  March  Ist, 
stopped  in  Philadelphia  some  fifteen  days,  Harrisbnrg  four  days,  at 
Boston  House,  No.  125  Market  Square,  Pittsburgh,  several  days,  went 
home  from  here  and  was  taken  sick. 

I  instructed  the  attendants  of  patient  about  burying  discharges  and 
other  necessary  precautionary  measures  that  should  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent further  spread  of  disease,  which  Dr.  Scott  assured  me  he  would 
see  carried  out  faithfully. 

Received  telegram  on  the  20th  that  patient  was  dead,  wired  in- 
structions to  burn  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  and  thoroughly  disinfect 
premises.  Having  arranged  w^ith  the  burgess  while  there  in  case  of 
death  of  patient  to  follow  instructions.  1  did  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  make  special  trip  for  that  purpose,  it  being  an  out  of  the  way  place, 
ofl*  of  the  liae  of  any  railroad  and  a  very  bad  road  for  any  kind  of  ve- 
hicle to  travel. 

In  conclusion  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  case  is  in  an  isolated 
place,  with  the  precautions  taken,  the  spread  of  the  contagion  will 
be  confined  to  the  one  case,  or  at  least,  to  the  one  family.

IV.  REPORT  OP  INSPECTION  AT  LEBANON. 


Jr.  Benjamin  Lee, 

Secretftf'f/  State  Board  of  Health  : 
Dear  8ir:  Your  telegram  of  the  3d  instant  to  ^4nvesti^ate  small- 
pox at  Lebanon  immediately  and  report,"  found  me  at  tlje  bedside  of 
a  pirlurient  woman.      So  on  the  4th  I  visited  that  city  and  after  dili- 
gent inquiry  found  that  no  case  of  small-pox,  so  far  as  known  to  the 

8  Board  of  Health. 
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mayor  of  the  city,  the  local  board  of  health,  or  any  others  likely  to 
know  of  the  existence  of  such  disease,  was  now  within  the  limits  of 
the  city.  The  rumor  and  fears  arose  it  seems  from  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral cases  of  small-pox  existed  in  a  band  of  gypsies  who  had  encamped 
in  the  woods  some  distance  beyond  the  city  limits,  some  fixing  it  at 
about  five  miles  distant.  A  few  days  ago  one  gypsy  died  and  two 
children  were  convalescent  from  same  disease,  these  were  the  only 
cases  known  of,  the  band  it  seems  had  traveled  westward  and  were 
reported  now  at  or  near  Harrisburg.  In  my  interview  with  Dr.  W. 
M.  Guilford,  president  of  the  local  board  of  health,  with  whom  I  left 
several  copies  of  circular  No.  8,  I  urgently  suggested  for  the  consid- 
eration of  himself  and  board,  that  inasmuch  as  several  of  the  gypsy 
women  had  been  wandering  through  the  streets  visiting  houses  and 
vending  their  wares  or  trinkets,  whether  these  people  might  not  be 
the  medium  of  communicating  the  disease  and  cases  ere  long  might 
be  brought  to  their  noiice  among  citizens,  and  that  it  might  be  well 
to  take  precautionary  measures  without  inducing  panic,  that  vaccina- 
tion be  made  general,  especially  among  the  public  school  children, 
and  such  other  measures  as  to  them  seemed  fitting,  especially  the 
early  report  from  physicians  of  cases  arising  in  their  practice  and  their 
immediate  isolation.  I  also  visited  the  Reverend  Father  Christ,  pas- 
tor of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  who  has  under  his  supervision  a 
parochial  school  and  orphanage  and  made  similar  suggestions,  leaving 
with  him  also  circular  No.  8.  Dr.  Guilford  informed  me  that  he  was 
about  to  communicate  with  you  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  their 
local  board  and  other  matters  appertaining  to  sanitation.  I  took  the 
liberty  to  say  that  1  knew  you  would  be  too  happy  to  grant  him  all 
the  information  in  your  power  on  such  subjects.  I  was  most  kindly 
received  and  I  believe  that  all  with  whom  I  conversed  were  much 
gratified  at  the  careful  oversight  of  the  State  Board  over  the  general 
health  of  their  interesting  inland  city.

Dear  Sir  :  In  respouse  to  your  instnictiona,  on  this  day,  I  made  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  vil!ag;e  oT  Malvern,  in  WilliBtown  town- 
ship, (Jliester  county.  The  village  is  located  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad  between  Green  Tree  and  Frazier.  It  contains 
about  lour  hundred  people  and  has  about  seventy-live  or  eighty  houses. 
These  birikiings  are  all  of  modern  style  and  provided  witli  the  conve- 
niences of  the  present  day.  The  location  has  an  elevation  of  live 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  above  tide  water,  being  the  highest  point  be- 
tween f^hiladelphia  and  Ilarrielnirg.  The  streets  are  mainly  of 
crushed  stone  and  are  exceptionally  clean.  The  drainage  is  largely 
that  of  the  ordinary  village,  over  the  surface,  although  a  number  of 
the  houses,  probably  one  fourth,  have  wells  tilled  with  loose  stones 
and  then  covered  over,  into  which  the  sewage  flows,  and  thence  per- 
colates through  I  he  slaty  soil  below.  The  water  supply  is  mainly 
from  a  reservoir  supplied  from  springs  at  a  distance  from  the  village. 
This  water,  which  is  very  pleasant  to  the  taste  and  cool,  is  fed  directly 
into  the  supply  pipes,  the  surplus  or  overdow  only  going  into  the  res- 
ervoir; thus  I  he  tlow  is  almost  constantly  from  the  springs  directly, 
Tfie  pipes  and  all  the  apparatus  connected  with  this  system  are  not 
in  any  way  susceptible  tu  conramination*  About  sixty  families  are 
supplied,  of  the  remainder  only  two  have  the  old  style  pump,  the 
others  having  the  best  form  of  artesian  welL  These  wells  are  from 
sixty  to  ninety  feet  deep,  cased  with  iron  pipe  from  thirty  to  fifty 
feet  in  leuirth,  driven  tightly  down  and  into  the  solid  rock.  The 
pump  at  the  surface  is  sntliciently  raised.  Irom  two  to  three  feet  above 
the  ground  level,  atjd  thus  no  contamination  from  surface  or  cesspool 
drainage  can  atfect  this  water. 

The  streets,  which  really  required  but  little  grading  or  fillings  are 
bedded  upon  slate  and  red  clay,  no  ashes  or  doubtful  material  was 
used  in  any  way. 

The  cesspools  are  about  six  to  ten  feet  deep,  built  of  dry  stone 
without  mortar  and  were  in  no  way  offensive. 

On  the  occasion  of  my  inspection,  I  found  but  two  persons  sick, 
both  convalescent  from  a  moderately  severe  dysentery*  During  the 
spring  and  up  to  the  date  of  my  visit,  but  two  (2)  deaths  had  oc- 
curred, both  children,  twenty  months  and  two  years,  on©  from  cholera 
infantum,  the  other  i'rom  dysenterjr, 

1  saw  all  the  ra*^dical  men  save  one  who  practice  in  the  village, 
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and  both  of  the  pharmacists  and  obtained  from  them,  in  an  extended 
consultation,  a  history  of  their  work  and  their  views,  of  the  health  of 
the  village.  All  agreed  in  asserting  that  they  had  not  had  an  unu- 
sual amount  of  cases  of  bowel  affections,  nor  of  any  form  of  disease. 
All  agreed  that  there  was  not  the  slightest  evidence  of  or  reason  to 
believe  that  such  illness  was  the  result  of  anything  else  than  errors 
of  diet,  imprudence  in  regard  to  clothing  and  the  sudden  atmospheric 
changes  which  so  frequently  occur  at  this  time. 

Drs.  Evans,  Taylor,  Henderson,  Roberts,  Oarey  and  Mr.  Walton 
most  courteously  met  me  and  aided  me  with  all  the  information  in 
their  power  to  give.  They  assured  me  also  that  there  was  not  and 
had  not  been  any  unusual  illness  in  the  surrounding  country  and  that 
typhoid  fever  was  not  of  frequent  occurrence. 

In  addition  I  may  mention  that  a  number  of  the  people  met  me 
and  gave  me  assurances  that  they  had  not  at  any  time  regarded  any 
form  of  illness  as  unusually  prevalent.

VI.  REPORT  OF  AN  INSPECTION  AT  CHESTER  HEIGHTa

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee, 

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer  State  Board  of  Health : 
Dear  Sir  :  By  your  instructions  on  August  3d,  I  visited  Chester 
Heights,  Delaware  county,  and  inspected  the  site  of  the  religious 
camp  which  had  just  been  held.  There  are  about  fifty  acres  of  ground 
located  on  a  high  knoll  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  Chester  val- 
ley. It  is  well  wooded  and  has  a  marked  descent  toward  the  rail- 
road. The  soil  is  porous  and  readily  absorbs  moisture.  While  it  is 
used  at  stated  times  as  a  location  for  a  religious  camp  for  a  few  weeks, 
yet  a  number,  at  present  five  hundred,  of  people  make  it  a  home  until 
late  in  the  autumn.  There  are  about  ninety  permanent  cottages 
(frame),  and  in  addition,  during  the  services,  a  large  number  of 
tents  were  employed.  The  highest  population  at  any  time  was  8,000 
who  assembled  on  the  previous  Sunday  and  remained  the  entire  day. 
During  the  week  the  number  was  usually  4,000,  wliile  the  average 
would  amount  to  1,000  persons.  Of  course,  no  effort  has  been  made 
at  any  form  of  sewerage,  so  that  the  whole  drainage  is  over  the  sur- 
face and  through  the  porous  soil.

H  The  water  supply  is  abundant  and  of  excellent  quality.  It  comeB 
from  a  number  of  springs  to  one  side  of  the  camp  ground  and  is  be- 
yond the  reach  of  any  contamination*  The  cesspools  were  of  the  or- 
dinary country  form  and  were  in  no  way  objectionable.  While  there 
were  two  large  ones  for  the  public,  each  cottage  had  its  own. 

The  managers,  headed  by  Rev.  J.  B.  McCulIough  most  efBciently 
cantrolled  and  directed  everything  so  that,  although  my  visit  oc- 
curred unexpectedly,  within  a  few  hours  after  the  dispersal  at  night 
of  several  thousands  of  strangers,  yet  the  cleanliness  and  salubrity  of 
every  portion  of  the  grounds  was  remarkable. 

I  feel  called  upon  to  commend  tlie  efficiency  of  these  gentlemen 
and  to  express  my  gratification  at  the  sanitary  condition  in  which 
everything  had  been  maintained.

My  Dbar  Sift :  Following  instructions  received  from  you  Augiiat 
10,  1888,  I  to  nay  visited  Dallas  borough  to  investigate  the  sanitary 
condition  of  an  outhouse  on  the  property  of  Jacob  Rice,  and  a  slaugh- 
ter house  on  the  property  of  Chester  White.  I  find  in  reference  to 
the  former  that  a  new  pit  has  been  dug,  the  outhouse  moved,  and  the 
old  pit  filled  with  earth.  It  constitutea  no  nuisance.  The  slaughter 
house  on  the  property  ol  Chester  Wliite  is  located  near  the  center  of 
the  borough  and  is  in  close  proximity  to  a  numberof  dwelling  houses. 

I  was  informed  by  a  son  of  the  owner  thai  the  killing  of  animals  at 
this  place  had  recently  been  discontinued,  but  the  slaughter  house  is 
still  stored  with  hides,  the  (Iri[jping8  from  which  are  exceedingly  of- 
fensive. The  maintenance  of  the  slaughter  house  within  the  borough 
limits  constitutes  a  nuisauee  prejudicial  to  the  public  health. 

I  w^ould  suggest  that  the  said  Chester  White  be  ordered  to  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  said  building  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  or  de- 
pository of  hides  and  oUal,  to  remove  all  refuse  and  oflensive  matter 
both  from  beneath  and  arountl  said  slaughter  house,  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  premises  and  disinfect  the  same  with  lime*

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Vni.  REPORT  OP  AN  INSPECTION  AT  WEST  MANAYXJNK.

To  Dr.  Benjamin  Le£, 

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer  State  Board  of  Health  : 

Dear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  notice  on  Monday,  July  16, 1 
visited  the  premises  at  West  Manayunk  on  the  river  road  just  below 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  bridge.  There  are  six  houses,  all  occupied 
by  lar^e  families,  and  the  two  at  the  northern  end  are  used  as  board- 
ing houses  lor  Polanders.  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  census  of  the 
row,  but  my  information  led  me  to  believe  that  not  less  than  seventy 
human  beings  sleep  in  the  row.  The  wood  work  of  the  back  sheds, 
water  closets,  the  shed  floors,  and  the  trough  which  carries  off  the 
rain  and  wash  water  was  broken  and  rotten.  This  trough  had  fallen 
in  at  places  and  was  utterly  unfit  to  do  the  work  for  which  it  was  in- 
tended. The  six  privies  were  broken  and  badly  out  of  repair.  At 
least  one  of  them  was  leaking  over  the  yard  so  as  to  run  down  into 
the  trough  mentioned.  These  closets  have  no  connection  with  any 
drain  so  that  the  liquid  contents  must  filter  into  the  loose  soil  below. 
The  privies  were  moderately  full.  The  whole  place  requires  a  most 
thorough  cleansing  and  repairing.  I  was  informed  that  the  cesspools 
had  been  cleaned  about  one  year  ago.  I  could  learn  of  no  sickness 
in  the  neighborhood  other  than  what  might  be  liable  to  occur  at  any 
place.  I  would  recommend  that  all  of  these  wells  be  thoroughly  re- 
paired and  made  tight;  that  the  trough  or  dam  be  torn  out,  the  soil 
cleaned  and  the  wood  work  be  renewed  so  as  to  carry  off  all  the 
water  as  rapidly  as  it  passes  into  it ;  that  the  rotten  flooring  and  shed 
roofs  should  be  removed,  the  soil  beneath  be  replaced  with  fresh 
earth  and  the  wood  work  be  repaired. 

I  am  informed  that  these  six  houses  are  the  property  of  Thomas 
Oaveston.

Secretary  Stats  Boird  of  Health: 

In  accordance  with  your  orders  of  July  23,  I  visited  Oamp  Ord  of 
the  Second  brigade,  Naikuial  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  13th  day 
of  xVugust,  and  carefully  inspected  the  same,  and  report  as  follows : 

The  location  of  the  camp  met  the  requirements  of  military  hygiene 
as  to  tDp(>*j:raphy,  but  the  soil  being  clay  and  recently  cultivated,  wag 
muddy  on  the  surface  after  rains,  which  were  frequent  during  the  en- 
campment. 

The  drainage  was  deficient,  indeed  almost  entirely  overl*»oked. 

The  camp  equipage  was  good  and  sufficient.     The  water  w^as  ex- 
cellent, and,  both  as  to  quantity  and  quality,  entirely  satisfactory.    It 
was  pumped  irom  Conneaut  lake,  and  distributed  through  iron  pipes, 
to  every  part  of  the  camp.     No  improvement  could  have  been  made 
on  this  important  department  (*f  a  military  camp. 

Commissar}/  department, — The  food  supplies  were  all  good, the  coffee, 
Bugar^  bread,  fresh  and  salt  meats  of  the  very  best  quality.  In  the 
entire  commissary  department  there  was  nothing  found  that  would 
justify  an  unfavorable  criticism. 

Sinks. — The  oilicers*  sinks  were  w^ell  constructed  and  in  good  con- 
dition* The  company  sinks  were  generally  badly  constructed  and 
deficient,  except  those  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Sixteenth  regiments. 
That  of  the  Fourteenth  was  exceptionally  well  located  and  constructed, 
and  of  the  Sixteenth  quite  satisfactory. 

The  kitchen  sinks  were  all  in  bad  comlition  and  untit  for  the  purpose 
for  w^hich  intended.  One  difhculty  was  that  they  were  all  ilug  in  clay 
ground,  when  there  was  ^4iard  pan"  but  a  short  distance  below  the 
surface.  Their  walls  were  impervinus.  and  did  not  allow  the  fluids  to 
drain  otf  through  the  soil,  but  remained  to  decompose  with  the  other 
offal  from  the  kitchen.  Barrels  or  other  vessels  should  be  furnished 
each  kitchen  for  the  reception  of  all  garbage,  a!id  then  removed  to 
Bome  remott'  spot  at  least  twice  daily.  The  shortness  of  time  which 
the  encampment  lasted  alone  prevented  sickness  from  this  cause. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  camp  for  a  bo«iy  of  soldiers  as  large  as  that 
of  a  brigade,  should  bp  prepared  in  advance  of  the  encam|>ment  by  a 
cheap  ^'underground'*  drainage,  and  that  the  ground  should  not  be 
tilled  for  a  year  preceding  such  use. 

The  health  of  the  command  was  remarkably  good.  Out  of  three 
thousand  and  twenty  officers  and  men  present,  there  were  but  six  on 
the  ''sick  list,"  and  relieved  from  duty  on  the  day  of  my  visit. 
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I  was  kindly  received  by  General  Wiley,  the  commandant  of  the 
camp,  and  am  under  obligations  to  him  and  the  members  of  his  staff 
for  polite  attention.

X.  REPORT  OF  AN  INSPEOTION  OF  OAMP  PHIL  SHBRIDAN.

Secretary/  and  Executive  OMcer  State  Board  of  [Health: 

Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  instructions,  on  the  26th  inst,  1 
visited  Camp  Phil  Sheridan,  at  Mt.  Gretna,  Lebanon  county.  I  was 
most  courteously  received  by  General  Gobin,  commander.  Surgeon 
General  Reid  and  Brigade  Surgeon  W.  H.  Egle.  The  latter  gave  me 
most  eflicient  aid  in  my  inspection  by  accompanying  me,  and  together 
we  carefully  and  thoroughly  examined  everything  appertaining  to  the 
encampment. 

There  were  2.537  officers  and  men  in  the  camp,  belonging  to  the 
Fourth,  Eighth.  Ninth,  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  regiments,  together 
wi!h  Battery  C  and  the  Governors  Troop. 

The  ground,  as  described  in  my  report  of  last  year,  is  most  admir- 
ably located,  and  is  in  every  respect  an  ideal  site  for  a  camp.  The 
water  supply  is  abundant  and  of  excellent  quality.  The  reservoir 
contains  5,200  gallons,  which  is  distributed  by  pipes  to  hydrants  in 
every  portion  of  the  camp.  In  fact  it  would  appear  that  the  supply 
was  so  abundant  that  m  every  direction  it  was  found  necessary  to  cut 
gutters  in  order  to  drain  olF  the  waste.  The  artificial  lake  on  the  edge 
of  the  camp  is  of  great  value  for  bathing,  etc.,  and  was  freely  used  at 
the  liours  allotted  for  that  purpose.  The  drainage  has  been  most 
carefully  attended  to,  the  brigade  surgeon  having  made  this  a  special 
point  in  the  preparation  of  the  camp. 

The  supply  of  clothing  and  food  was  ample,  appropriate  for  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  weatlier,  and  of  excellent  quality.  In  every  quarter 
where  I  found  the  cooking  going  on.  the  utmost  care  was  shown  in  its 
proper  performance.  Dr.  Egle  and  his  aids  fully  recognizing  its  im- 
portance as  a  hygienic  measure. 

I  was  given  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  hospitals,  and  found 
them  properly  ready  for  any  emergency. 
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Particular  attention  had  been  paid  <o  Ihe  kttineti.  They  were  so 
located  and  prepared  tfiat  privacy  was  secured  in  all  cases,  and  in  not 
one  instance  did  1  liod  any  cause  of  complaint.  Each  regimental 
surgeon  had  seen  to  it  that  this  important  matter  was  not  neglected. 

Although  there  hac]  been  a  constant  routine  of  camp  work  and 
duties^,  it  was  remarkable  how  few  cases  of  illness  had  occurred;  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  I  here  were  but  fourteen  sick  or  unlit  for  duty. 
This  fact  speaks  well  for  tlie  efficiency  of  the  medical  staff,  and  the 
careful  hygienic  precautions  onlere<i  by  Surgeon  Egle.  I  observed 
with  great  satisfaction  the  promptness  with  wfiich  the  Red  Cross  aids 
were  on  hand  on  every  occasion,  and  in  case  of  an  accident  or  a  CHse 
of  heat  exhautiUon,  the  sufferer  was  scarcely  seen  to  falter  before  he 
was  placed  upon  a  stretcher,  tenderly  removed  to  a  shaded  spot,  and 
a  surgeon  was  at  once  examining  him  and  ap|>lying  tlie  needed  aid. 

Surgeon  Egle  received  the  supply  of  pamphlels  on  caoip  hygiene, 
and  assured  me  that  they  should  be  promptly  distributed  to  tlie  sur- 
geons and  hospital  staff. 

The  facts  as  above  reciied  show  such  a  marked  improvement  over 
the  condition  of  the  former  camp,  that  {  cannot  but  feel  that  the 
wisdom  of  the  State  authorities  id  shown  in  thus  providing  for  war  in 
time  of  peace.  If,  as  I  doubt  not^  the  other  points  in  military  disci- 
pline  have  improved  in  equal  proportion,  then  tlie  National  Guard  of 
Pennsylvania  is  rapidly  attaining  a  high  state  of  efficiency.

XI.  REPORT  OP  AN  INSPECTION  AT  MT.  OARMEL. 


By  William  Lbi^ieii,  Ja.,  M.  D.

DSAE  Sir  :  As  directed  by  your  letter  of  the  1  Uli  September,  I  visited 
Mt*  Oarmel,  Northumberland  county,  yef  terday,  to  investigate  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  town  with  special  reference  to  the  prevalence 
of  typhoid  fever,  and  herewith  be^  to  report: 

The  town  has  about  0,(00  of  a  populaiion*  There  are  thirty  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  at  the  present  time,  and  there  Imve  been  about  one 
hundred  other  cases  in  the  town  during  the  past  summer. 

The  inhabitants  get  their  drinkinjr  water  from  two  sources;  the 
greater  number  use  the  wells  in  the  tow*n,  and  the  minority  use  hy- 
drant water  from  their  reservoirs.  Th*^re  are  two  reservoirs,  the  main 
one  having  a  '^apacity  of  about  two  million  gallons,  and  a  second  one 
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used  to  catch  the  overflow  of  the  first,  and  save  it  ior  use  in  extreme 
dry  weather  when  the  streams  filling  the  main  reservoir  cease  to  flow 
and  it  becomes  empty.  These  reservoirs  are  located  about  one-fourth 
of  a  mile  from  the  town  and  above  the  habitations. 

The  sources  of  supply  for  these  reservoirs  are  little  mountain  streams 
that  drain  sections  above  the  inhabited  part  of  the  country,  and  seem 
to  be  a  typical  water  supply  The  reservoirs  in  dry  weather  get  low, 
but  drain  no  inhabited  part  of  the  country.  Heretofore,  however, 
they  have  not  been  protected  from  animals  wandering  into  them;  for 
example,  cows  have  been  known  to  resort  there,  wading  and  swim- 
ming in  them.  They  are  protected  at  present  by  a  wire  fence  that  is 
cattle- proof,  but  is  not  a  sufficient  safeguard  against  malicious  per- 
sons, etc. 

The  drainage  of  (he  town  is  entirely  surface  drainage. 

There  are  a  number  of  abandoned  cellers  through  the  town  that 
have  been  utilized  by  the  people  for  garbage  deposits,  and  stagnant 
water  remains  in  them  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Again,  a 
number  of  those  using  hydrant  water  empty  their  water-closet  and 
other  sewerage  into  their  abandoned  wells. 

The  water  compai.y  have  promised  to  furnish  me  with  a  list  of  the 
names  of  those  who  use  hydrant  water,  and  the  physicians  have 
promised  to  give  me  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  now  having  and  who 
have  had  typhoid  fever  during  the  past  summer,  so  that  we  can  get  at 
the  relative  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  among  those  using  water  from 
the  reservoirs  and  those  using  well  water. 

I  believe  that  the  proper  plan  for  ridding  Mt.  Carmel  of  typhoid 
fever  would  be. 

First,  To  thoroughly  cleanse  and  then  protect  the  reservoirs  from 
all  contamination. 

Second.  To  re<]uire  all  persons  to  abandon  and  fill  up  th^ir  wells 
and  cesspools,  and  to  use  water  from  the  reservoirs. 

Third.  To  construct  a  general  and  complete  system  of  sewers  for 
the  town. 

I  sent  you,  from  Mt.  Carmel,  some  water  from  the  wells  and  also 
some  from  the  reservoirs  for  examination  by  your  chemist,  should  you 
so  desire.

Xn.  REPORT  OF  AN  INSPBOTION  AT  ST.  MARY'S,  ELK  COUNTY.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 
Dear  Sir  :  I  visited  St.  Mary's,  Elk  county,  and  examined  Elk 
creek  which  flows  in  a  rather  crooked  channel  through  the  town.  At 
its  source  is  located  a  saw  mill  of  large  capacity,  some  of  the  saw 
dust  from  which  enters  the  creek.  Half  a  mile  down,  the  stream  runs 
through  a  small  mining  town  receiving  drainage  from  it.  Half  a 
mile  (scarcely  so  far)  further  down  it  receives  all  the  drainage  from 
a  tannery  plant,  as  well  as  all  the  waste  from  the  interior  of  the 
buildings.  The  material  introduced  here  are  the  water  used  in  the 
wash  room,  lining  and  fleshing  rooms,  and  the  liquor  from  the  vats 
after  it  can  no  longer  be  used.  These  fluids  are  run  into  a  small 
pond  and  from  there  through  a  series  of  three  (3)  vats  into  the  creek. 
Some  of  the  injurious  matter  is  thus  left  in  the  pond  and  in  the  vats, 

♦  One  U.  S.  gallon  contains  231  cubic  inches,  or  8.3S2698  pounds. 
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but  much  is  still  introduced  into  the  creek.  A  short  distance  from 
this  point  it  enters  the  town.  Along  its  banks  I  found  numerous  nui- 
sances in  the  form  of  water  closets,  pig  pens,  Btables  and  drains  of 
various  kinds.  It  has  many  obstructions  from  rubbish  of  all  kinds, 
such  as  cans,  barrels,  pieces  of  lumber,  sawdust,  etc. 

The  fall  is  not  great,  the  amount  of  water  anialb  The  current  can- 
not carry  away  these  things.  Scarcely  one -fourth  of  a  mile  below 
the  town  a  mill  dam  has  been  thrown  across  the  creek  which  keeps 
the  w^ater  at  rest  for  some  distance  through  the  villag;e.  The  stench 
[from  the  creek  is  very  offensive  and  on  hot  days  it  is  almost  unbear- 
able. Of  this  I  am  assured  by  many  citizens.  I  shall  await  lurther 
orders  from  you.

Xni.  REPORT  OF  AN  IKSPEOTION  AT  DOYLHSTOWN  CITY.

To  Dr.  BsivjAMiN  Lee, 

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer  State  Board  of  Health  : 
Deak  Sir  :  In  response  to  your  iustruclions,  on  Tuesday,  July  17,  I 
went  to  Dnylestown  and  meet  thoroughly  inspected  tlie  premises  of 
Wallace  Dungan.  As  you  will  remember  I  visited  Ihis  place  on  a 
former  occasion  to  soi^^est  what  it  needed  in  the  way  of  improved 
apparatus  in  order  that  it  might  come  within  the  requirements  of  this 
Board.  I  found  that  the  owner  had  carried  out  these  suggestions. 
At  a  considerable  expense  he  had  the  floors  cemented,  the  proper 
boilers  erected,  and  that  he  was  also  careful  to  carry  out  our  meas- 
ures in  regard  to  cleanlinesi*.  He  was  not  aware  that  I  was  about  to 
inspect  his  place  and  I  therefore  found  no  prepanition  for  me  in  any 
way*  He  has  recently  erected  another  boiling  house  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  aw^ay,  where  he  proposes  in  future  to  boil  all  dead 
animals.  I  went  down  to  the  creek  which  is  about,  by  our  measure- 
ment, at  nearest  live  hundred  and  forty-six  feet  away,  and  J*t  the  point 
where  it  would  be  likely  to  drain  the  tlow  from  the  works,  about  six 
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hundred  and  fifty  feet.  I  was  not  able  at  any  portion  to  find  the 
slightest  evidence  of  drainage  from  these  works.  I  have  been  as- 
sured that  this  water  is  not  used  by  the  people  for  drinking  purposes, 
although  some  such  provision  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 
Should  this  occur,  I  may  here  remark  that  such  a  stream  would  but 
poorly  serve  as  a  feeder,  being  open  in  its  course  and  readily  liable 
to  all  kinds  of  contamination  and  that  it  would  be  safer  to  go  above 
to  the  source  of  the  stream.  I  found  the  entire  works  of  Mr.  Dungan 
in  as  good  a  condition  as  I  believe  it  possible  to  keep  such  a  place. 
There  was  but  one  fresh  portion  of  a  dead  animal  lying  about  and 
that  had  been  taken  by  a  dog  to  eat,  and  I  was  assured  that  this 
would  be  prevented.  The  hide  pit  was  in  proper  condition.  I  found 
a  large  pile  of  dry  whitened  bones,  the  accumulation  of  some  months, 
and  suggested  that  these  be  removed  as  likely  to  cause  a  bad  impres- 
sion upon  any  one  not  knowing  that  they  were  beyond  the  point  of 
doing  harm.  The  pig  pen  was  clean  and  I  was  most  positively  as- 
sured that  no  offal  at  any  time  was  fed  to  the  pigs. 

The  drainage  from  the  boiling  room  was  by  means  of  a  wooden 
trough.  This  was  the  cause  of  the  only  odor  beyond  the  usual  smell 
of  frying  out  grease.  1  suggested  that  this  be  cleaned  away  and  that 
chloride  of  lime  be  freely  used  as  a  deodorizer.  With  this  and  the 
removal  of  the  boiling  to  the  new  works  as  mentioned,  I  believe  that 
the  establishment  will  carry  out  all  the  requirements  as  demanded 
by  this  Board.

XIV.  REPORT  OP  AN  INSPECTION  AT  TOWER  OITY.

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer  iSiate  Board  of  Health  : 
Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  instruct  ions,  on  August  Ist,  I  went 
to  Tower  City,  Schuylkill  county,  and  tlioioufxhly  inspected  its  condi- 
tion. I  was  informed  hy  the  physicians  and  others  of  the  residents 
that  for  some  months  there  had  been  an  unusual  prevalence  of  ty- 
phoid fever  of  a  marked  type.  The  cases  had  mainly  l)een  observed 
in  a  hollow  surroundinjr  two  slaughter  houses.  The  wells  from  which 
the  drinking  water  is  ol)tained  are  usually  from  fifteen  to  thirty  feet 
in  depth,  and  but  few  are  further  from  the  cesspools  than  from  forty 
to  sixty  feet.  In  many  instances  these  pools  when  full  are  covered 
over  with  loose  stones  and  earth  and  a  new  well  is  dug  close  by.  The 
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opportunity  for  the  freest  contamination  in  the  drinking  water  is  thus 
readily  seen.  The  drainage  is  npon  the  surface,  and  in  every  dirertion 
may  be  seen  rills  and  pools  of  filthy  water.  There  is  the  greatest 
carelessness  in  many  instances  as  to  cleanliness.  Dead  animals  are 
thrown  into  the  alleys  in  the  rear  of  the  houses,  or  into  the  bushes, 
and  in  no  case  does  it  seem  to  be  regarded  as  of  importance  that 
they  should  be  buried.  In  every  direction,  even  when  up  out  of  the 
basin  in  which  the  village  is  located,  were  the  olfactories  assailed 
by  the  odor  of  decaying  animals* 

Nearly  all  the  people  keep  pigs,  thougli  Idid  not  observe  that  these 
aided  much  in  polluting  the  air.  In  the  vit^inity  of  the  slaughter 
haiises^  particularly  in  the  hollow,  the  unusual  number  of  cases  ot 
disease  caused  me  to  examine  particularly  as  to  their  contiition.  For 
Borae  reason,  a  few  days  prior  to  my  visit,  there  ha<l  been  an  eJfort  at 
cleaning  up,  though  I  was  assured  that  the  bones,  offal,  etc.,  were 
allow^ed  to  accumulate  and  that  it  was  a  common  sight  to  see  dogs 
and  pigs  running  around  dragging  strings  of  intestines  in  their  moulhs, 
and  that  the  blood  and  drainage  were  permitted  to  run  down  into  a 
swampy  place  below. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  I  cnuld  not  detect  the  presence  of  any  form 
of  disinfectant,  and  saw  that  the  hygienic  i^onditions  in  each  case 
were  very  bad. 

Mr.  Nathan  Bressler  keeps  the  slaughter  house  in  the  center  and 
Mr.  William  Shoop  that  to  the  north  of  the  road,  known  as  Grand 
avenue. 

From  Drs.  Rickert  and  I'hillips  I  learned  that  more  than  sixty 
cases  of  fever  had  occurred  since  early  spring  and  that  the  disease 
showed  no  signs  of  abatement.  These  gentlemen  kindly  furnished 
me  maps  of  the  locality  indicating  where  the  cases  had  occurred. 
These  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  valley  is  shut  iu,  like  a  deep  basin,  by  high  mountain  ridges, 
and  while  nature  has  done  her  best  to  make  this  a  locality  of  great 
beauty,  man  has  neglected  in  every  way  to  provide  for  its  salubrity. 
I  would  earnestly  recommend  thai  the  proprietors  of  these  slaughter 
houses  be  notified  to  put  tiieir  places  in  proper  condition  in  accor- 
dance with  the  regulations  adopted  by  this  Board;  that  the  keeping 
of  pigs  and  their  being  fed  on  the  animal  offal  be  discontinued. 

The  residents  of  the  place  need  instruction  as  to  the  vast  impor- 
tance  of  burying  dead  animals ;  of  making  efforts  to  prevent  the 
drainage  of  filth  of  all  kinds  into  the  alleys  and  main  avenues;  of 
ceasing  to  cover  up  and  thus  conceal  their  filled  up  cesspools  by  which 
the  drinking  water  is  continually  menaced  with  the  most  dangerous 
contamination.  I  would  urge  that  they  be  supplied  with  information  as 
to  the  earth  closet  and  the  necessity  for  its  substitution  in  place  of  the 
ordinary  privy  well.  It  would  be  well  to  instruct  them  to  boil  the 
drinking  water  when  of  a  doubtful  quality,  or  to  ditscontinue  its  use. 
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The  task  before  us  in  ibis  case  is  a  herculean  one,  but  I  earnestly  be- 
lieve that  it  is  the  only  way  to  put  an  end  to  the  continued  prevalence 
of  the  fever  in  this  valley.  The  danger  of  its  spread  beyond  these 
limits  is  nut  very  great,  as  the  valley  is  completely  shut  in  on  all 
sides  by  high  mountains  over  which  one  has  to  climb  to  reach  the 
outer  world.

XV.  REPORT  OF  AN  INSPECTION  AT  TOBYHANNA  MIIiLa

Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D., 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 
Dear  Doctor:  The  railroad  facilities  being  such  that  J  would  not 
have  time  to  make  the  inspection  at  Tobyhanna  Mills  and  return  in  ^ 
a  single  day,  I  went  there  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  November  6,  and  in 
the  evening  had  interviews  with  Dr,  G.  H.  Rhodes,  the  physician  of 
the  place,  and  Mr.  I.  S.  Case,  superintendent  of  the  Tobyhanna  and 
Lehigh  Lumber  Company,  who  is  practically  the  executive  of  the 
place.  On  Wednesday  morning  I  made  a  personal  inspection  or  the 
town  and  surroundings,  returning  on  Wesnesday  afternoon.  Toby- 
hanna Mills  is  an  unincorporated  village  of  some  nine  hundred  inhab- 
itants, the  property  is  almost  exclusively  owned  by  the  lumber  com- 
pany above  mentioned,  and  the  government  is  that  of  the  township— 
Coolbaughs — in  which  it  is  situated.  The  village  lies  in  a  slight  basin 
on  the  top  of  the  Pocono  mountains,  the  surface  drainage  being  to  the 
Tobyhanna  creek  which  runs  througli  the  village.  This  creek  has 
been  dammed  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  railway  enbankment  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  a  receptacle  for  lo^s,  the  water  does  not  seem  to 
be  at  all  stagnant  and  quite  a  stream  was  llowing  over  the  dam.  The 
surface  soil  is  impervious  to  water,  the  rains  causinic  pools  which  re- 
main until  evaporated.  The  lower  parts  of  the  town  are  apt  to  be 
swampy.  Below  this  impervious  surtace,  although  apparently  in  the 
same  material,  there  is  a  water  bearing  I  lyer,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  houses  have  springs  in  the  cellars  and  the  deepest 
wells  in  this  part  of  town  do  not  exceed  eighteen  feet,  one  of  them, 
at  least,  being  as  shallow  as  eight  feet.  A  peculiarity  about  some  of 
the  wells  is  that  at  times  the  water  has  an  unpleasant  odor  and  can- 
not be  used,  this  is  not  true  of  them  all.  especially  is  it  not  in  those 
that  are  used  most  frequently. 
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Geologically  the  forniation  is  drift,  I  did  not  obsenre  any  outcrop 
of  rook.  The  outbreak  of  the  fever  began  on  about  the  l[>th  of  Au- 
gust, and  the  physician  was  called  to  8§e  the  last  case  on  the  28th  of 
October,  but  previoua  to  this  time  there  had  not  been  any  new  cases 
for  some  three  weeks.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  last 
half  of  September,  From  thirty-five  to  forty  cases  in  all  were  at- 
tacked with  the  common  symptoms  of  intense  headache  and  nose 
bleed,  fully  one-half  of  these  recovered  promptly  in  four  or  five  days 
under  the  free  use  of  i|uinine.  The  duration  of  the  other  half  was 
longer;  one  was  convalescent  in  sixteen  days,  another  returned  to  hia 
work  in  four  weeks,  in  not  more  than  a  half  dozen  cases  were  the 
symptoms  at  all  those  of  typhoid  fever;  in  these,  in  addition  to  the 
headache  and  bleeding  at  the  nose,  there  was  diarrhoea,  abdominal 
tenderness,  with  the  range  of  temperature  and  duration  of  typhoid, 
but  the  characteristic  eruption  was  not  present  in  any  case.  In  all 
the  cases  of  any  duration,  whether  they  exhibited  these  more  pro- 
nounced symptoms  or  not,  there  was  great  emaciation.  Among  all 
these  were  four  deaths,  in  two  of  these  death  was  due  to  complica- 
tions hastened  possibly  by  the  disease,  but  the  mortality  cannot  fairly 
be  attributed  to  it. 

We  have  then  the  history  of  an  unusual  number  of  cases  of  fever 
occurring  late  in  the  summer,  most  of  them  of  a  malarial  type,  some 
few  of  them  probably  of  true  typhoid  (these  later  cases  showing  a 
large  mortality),  can  there  be  any  cause  assigned  ?  Most  of  the  cases 
were  young  men  or  boys  working  in  the  saw  mill  or  lumber  yard,  or 
young  people  employed  in  the  silk  mill,  to  whom  water  was  largely 
supplied  from  a  single  well.  With  the  exception  of  some  of  these  work- 
men who  lived  at  some  distance  from  the  mills,  one  whose  work  was  at 
Scranton  and  one  house  whose  well  was  confessedly  foul,  the  cases 
were  to  be  found  in  a  limited  area  whose  drinking  water  came  al- 
most exclusively  from  the  well  supplying  the  workmen  and  the 
other.  Suspicion  seems  to  point  to  these  wells,  one  of  them  is  about 
eighteen  feet  deep  and  a  privy  vault  is  about  twenty  five  feet  away 
with  the  surface  drainage  in  the  direction  of  tlie  well.  The  other  is 
only  eight  feet  deep  and  appears  to  be  free  from  any  iminf^diate 
source  of  contagion  ;  this  latter  well  supplied  the  mill  hands.  The 
season  has  been  a  very  rainy  one,  especially  have  there  been  eome 
very  heavy  showers,  one  of  these  <iccurred  shortly  before  the  outbreak, 
flooding  everything-  The  privies  are  very  carelessly  constructed,  in 
some  cases  only  a  slight  hole  in  the  ground,  and  some  of  these  were 
washed  out  scattering  the  contents  over  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
At  this  time  many  of  the  wells  were  filled  with  surface  water,  some 
of  them  could  not  be  used.  I  think  at  this  time  the  underlying  water 
bearing  layer  became  contaminated  and  included,  of  course,  the  wells 
so  generally  used,  making  them  the  source  of  contagion.  As  there 
9  Board  of  Health. 
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has  been  bat  one  case  in  the  past  five  weeks,  this  water  being  in 
continuous  use,  the  waters  have  now  f>robably  become  purified,  and 
the  immediate  source  of  danger  past. 

The  sanitary  condition  is  far  from  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  while 
there  is  no  present  nuisance  to  be  abated,  I  think  the  lumber  com- 
pany ought  to  be  advised  not  to  put  such  implicit  confidence  in  the 
impervio.usness  of  their  soil  preventing  percolation  of  organic  material 
into  the  wells,  and  to  secure  a  water  supply  free  from  such  sources  or 
contagion  possible  from  surface  drainage.  Occupying,  as  they  do,  the 
mountain  top,  it  might  be  difficult  to  secure  such  a  supply  to  flow  by 
gravity,  pumping  might  be  deemed  too  expensive.  It  might  be  found 
practical  to  sink  deeper  wells  and  pipe  them,  so  as  to  shut  off  the 
surface  water,  and  thus  furnish  a  supply  free  trom  suspicion.  Should 
they  have  to  sink  these  to  a  very  great  depth,  and  thus  involve  a 
larger  expenditure  of  money  than  the  value  of  the  property  would 
justify ;  then  there  remains  the  construction  of  well  cemented  cisterns, 
using  with  them  the  same  excellent  precautions  they  are  now  using 
to  prevent  the  surface  water  overflowing  the  cuib  and  filling  the  well 
directly  from  the  top.  A  recommendation  to  substitute  earth  closets 
for  the  present  imperfect  appliances  could  be  made  with  great  pro- 
priety. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Rhodes,  from  whom  I  obtained  the 
history  of  the  cases,  and  who  spent  considerable  time  with  me  to  give 
every  opportunity  for  a  full  investigation,  and  to  whose  courtesy  and 
kindness  this  report  is  largely  due.

Dear  Sir:  On  August  17, 1  again  inspected  the  premises  owned  by 
Thomas  Oaveston,  on  the  river  road,  below  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
bridge.  I  found  that  the  most  dangerous  portion  of  the  shedding  had 
been  removed,  but  that  little,  if  any  more,  had  been  done  towards 
cleansing  the  yards,  etc.  One  cesspool  had  been  partly  drained  into  a 
well  dug  alongside  of  it,  thus  making  the  danger  of  water  and  air  con- 
tamination even  greater  than  before.  I  was  informed  that  the  owner^ 
Mr.  Thomas  Oaveston.  had  died  suddenly  a  short  time  prior  to  my  visit. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  that  after  a  reasonable  time  had  been 
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allowed  under  the  circumstances,  the  heirs  should  be  required  to  put 
these  premises  in  a  proper  condition. 

In  connection  with  this  inspection,  I  would  remark  that  I  observed 
that  the  houses  aking  the  east  side  of  the  river  road  appeared  to  have 
drains  or  cesspooltJ  emptying  directly  into  the  river.

Dear  Sir  :  In  response  to  your  instnictiiina,  I  visited  Rosemont,  Pa,, 
and  inspected  the  premises  of  William  H.  Molden.  He  keeps  bnt 
three  pi^s  and  is  slop  gatherer  for  the  vicinity*  I  found  that  his  pig- 
pen was  moderately  clean,  and  he  assured  me  that  it  should  at  once 
be  put  in  the  best  condition.  The  chief  trouble  appears  to  be  that  in 
the  pursuit  of  his  employraent  he  collects  so  much  garbage  that  he  is 
unable  to  dispose  of  it,  this  accumulates,  and  under  a  hot  eun  rapidly 
ferments  and  fills  the  air  with  its  noisome  odor.  He  has  no  place  to 
use  it,  because  his  ground  is  fully  occupied  with  his  crops. 

I  would  recommend  that  he  be  required  to  thoroughly  diBiufect  the 
accumulation  and  then  bury  it^and  thai  he  be  prohibited  from  making 
any  further  such  accumulation.  Also,  that  he  be  required  to  keep  his 
pig- pen  in  a  mucli  better  condition  by  more  frequent  and  careful 
cleaning  and  the  free  use  of  disinfectants.

\  XVllL    REPORT  OF  AN  INSPEOTION  AT  OARBOND ALB.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 
My  Dear  8ib:  In  pursuance  to  your  instructions,  dated  July  30, 
B,  to  investigate  the  sanitary  condition  of  Carbondale,  Pa.,  as  to 
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drainage,  sewerage,  condition  of  latrines,  water  supply,  etc.,  I  spent  to- 
day (August  3)  in  Oarbondale,  and,  accompanied  by  Dr.  D.  Leiand 
Bailey,  president  board  of  health,  8.  S.  Jones,  Esq.,  secretary,  Bev.  Piatt 
and  Dr.  H.  C.  Wheeler,  I  visited  nearly  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  ex- 
amined numerous  piivies,  cesspools  and  drains,  as  well  as  the  water 
supply  and  plans  for  projected  sewering. 

Carbondale  is  a  city  of  about  12,000  inhabitants,  situated  npon  the 
Lackawanna  river,  in  Lackawanna  county.  Pa.  The  large  portion 
of  the  city  is  located  upon  adjacent  hills,  which  slope  gradually  down 
from  all  sides  toward  the  river  basin.  In  the  matter  of  water  supply 
the  city  is  peculiarly  fortunate.  It  takes  its  origin  in  Pond  No.  4, 
which  is  fed  by  springs,  about  four  miles  out  of  the  city.  From  this 
X>oint  the  water  passes  through  a  rapidly  descending  ravine  about  two 
miles,  to  a  dam  constructed  for  the  purpose,  whence  it  is  carried  by 
iron  pipes  to  a  reservoir  situated  in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  the 
city,  and  thence  conveyed  by  pipes  to  the  individual  houses.  From 
the  peculiar  situation  of  the  reservoir,  the  isolation  of  the  parent 
dam  and  of  the  stream  supplying  the  same,  there  is  but  little  oppor- 
tunity for  pollution;  in  fact,  none  except  possibly  at  one  point,  and 
even  here  the  chance  is  so  small  as  to  make  the  water  practically 
entirely  safe.  The  inhabitants  are  thus  supplied  with  an  abundance 
of  excellent  water,  but  notwithstanding  this,  we  found  a  few  wells 
scattered  around  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  and  in  nearly  all  cases 
these  were  so  located  in  reference  to  adjacent  privies  as  to  make 
pollution  of  them  from  excreta  almost  unavoidable. 

As  to  the  general  city  sewage,  there  is  none.  The  Lackawanna 
river  skirts  the  western  edge  for  x>o88ibly  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  but 
at  some  distance  above  Lincoln  avenue  this  stream  is  largely  diverted 
from  its  course  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company,  leav- 
ing the  bed  of  the  stream  through  the  chief  part  of  the  city  practically 
without  water  to  carry  oif  the  sewage  which  empties  into  it  from 
numerous  private  houses  along  its  course.  The  stench  arising  from 
the  discharge  of  these  drains  is  extremely  offensive. 

The  general  condition  of  the  city  in  reference  to  its  privies,  cess- 
pools and  drains  is  simply  abominable.  The  msgority  of  these  privies 
are  located  very  near  the  dwelling  houses,  very  many  being  even 
within  ten  feet  of  the  kitchen  door. 

A  large  number  of  the  cesspools  are  full  of  excreta  to  overflowing, 
and  the  discharge  from  them  upon  the  surface  causes  an  exceedingly 
offensive  odor  and  pollution  of  the  air  for  some  distance  around.  It 
might  well  be  said  of  a  very  large  proportion  of  them  that  their  con- 
dition is  such  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  general 
health. 

The  surface  drains  are  also  exceedingly  filthy,  it  being  the  general 
custom  to  discharge  slop- water  into  drains  which  find  their  way  to  the 
streets.    In  Seventh  street  one  of  these  drains  runs  at  the  side  of  the 
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road  for  a  long  diBtaoce,  taking  the  discharge  from  numeroiii  houses 
situated  upon  rising  ground  above.  These  drains  running  into  the 
street  are  found  in  nearly  all  portions  of  the  city. 

Id  Bpite  of  these  unfavorable  conditions,  I  could  learn  of  no  exten- 
sive amount  of  illnesa,  there  being,  so  far  as  I  could  hear,  a  few  scat- 
tered caaea  of  typhoid  fever  and  dysentery.  This  immunity  in  such 
an  atmosphere  I  attribute  wholly  lo  the  excellent  supply  of  pure 
water. 

The  remedy,  and  the  only  efficient  remedy,  for  the  evils  mentioned, 
is  a  general  system  of  sewers  for  the  whole  city.  At  present  they 
have  none.  To  what  extent  the  State  Board  of  Health  should  inter- 
fere in  this  matter  is  a  question  to  be  decided  by  its  executive  officer. 
In  my  judgment,  the  removal  of  all  these  nuisances  should  be  at 
tended  to  by  the  city  authorities  themselves.  The  difficulty,  as  I  un- 
derstand it,  is  the  lethargic  condition  of  the  councils  in  reference  to 
matters  of  he/ilth,  leaving  the  few  people  who  are  anxious  to  secure 
a  better  state  of  alTairs^  powerless  to  accomplish  any  change. 

A  local  board  of  health  was  organized  in  April  last,  with  Dn  D. 
Leland  Bailey,  president,  consisting  of  Drs.  D.  Leland  Bailey  and 
Alex.  Gillis,  and  Messrs.  J.  G.  Bailey,  Thomas  Mooney  and  P.  F.  Mo- 
ran.  S.  S.  Jones,  esq.,  is  secretary  of  the  board.  Owing  to  lack  of 
harmony  in  its  workings,  no  health  officer  has  been  appointed  and  the 
board  is  practically  inoperative,  the  councils  as  yet  having  furnished 
no  funds  for  its  workings. 

It  would  seem  that  an  appeal  should  not  be  made  to  the  State  Board 
of  Health  until  the  local  board  had  exhausterl  its  resources,  but  the 
inability  of  this  board  to  secure  from  councils  the  needed  reforms  has 
induced  a  few  earnest  individuals  to  endeavor  to  secure  the  aid  and 
influence  of  the  State  Board. 

The  councils,  some  months  back,  authorized  a  preliminary  survey 
and  the  preparation  of  a  map  and  plans  of  the  First  sewer  district, 
including  the  chief  part  of  the  city.  This  hag  been  done  by  the  city 
engineer,  Mr.  Blair,  and  a  very  feasible  plan  for  sewering  presented. 
It  would  not  seem  proper  for  the  State  Board  to  attempt  to  remove 
these  nuisancer,  but  by  advice  and  urgent  remonstrance  the  city  coun- 
cils might  be  induced  to  further  t!ie  work  of  sewering  already  partly 
projected.  In  the  meantime  the  local  board  of  health  should  be  urged 
to  appoint  a  health  officer,  whose  duty  should  be  at  once  to  abate  the 
scores  of  nuisances  all  over  the  city  in  the  shape  of  overflowing  privies.

Secretary  Board  of  Health  of  West  Chenter : 
Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  the  report  of  an  inspection 
made  by  Prof.  William  B.  Atkinson,  M.  D.,  of  a  pond  from  which  ice 
is  obtained  for  use  in  your  borough.  Also  the  reports  of  analyse! 
made  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Cresson,  of  water  and  of  melted  ice  procured 
from  this  pond.  Also  the  resolution  of  the  board  in  reference  to  the 
continued  use  of  the  ice  from  this  pond.  In  this  connection  I  would 
say  that  the  danger  of  an  impure  ice  supply  has  been  the  subject  of  a 
very  thorough  investigation  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Health,  which  attributes  many  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  occurring  in 
cities  in  autumn,  to  bad  water  and  the  results  of  bad  drainage  or  none 
at  all,  in  the  summer  resorts.  The  board,  therefore,  urges  upon  people 
who  are  considering  the  question  where  to  spend  the  summer,  the 
importance  of  selecting  places  which  have  proper  drainage  and  pure 
water  supply.  In  places  where  ponds  are  made  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  water  for  a  supply  of  ice,  it  is  almost  certain  to  be  contami- 
nated with  sewage,  as  freezing  does  not  kill  but  only  conceals  bacteria. 
A  most  mysterious  case  of  wholesale  poisoning  at  a  summer  hotel  was 
finally  traced  to  the  impure  ice,  which  had  been  secured  from  neigh- 
boring shallow  ponds.  Upon  analysis,  the  melted  ice  was  found  to 
contain  in  suspension  a  large  quantity  of  decomposed  vegetable  mat- 
ter. The  organic  matter  mostly  settled  at  the  bottom  of  the  vessel, 
but  the  lighter  matter  remained  diffused  through  the  water.  The 
pond,  the  source  of  supply,  was  examined  and  found  stagnant,  and  at 
one  end  a  putrescent  mass  emitted  an  intolerably  offensive  odor.  It 
was  reasonably  supposed  that  the  ice  was  the  cause  of  the  sickness, 
and  upon  its  disuse  the  epidemic  abated.  Prof.  Raphael  Pumpelly, 
who  made  investigations  for  the  National  Board  of  Health,  has  no 
doubt  that  ice  can  carry  any  disease  that  the  water  from  which  it  is 
frozen  can  convey,  and  that  there  is  even  more  danger  from  the  ice 
than  there  is  from  the  water  itself,  since  sewage  is  more  easily  decom- 
posed in  summer  than  in  winter.  While  in  cities  the  greater  part  of 
the  ice  received  is  pure,  in  towns  where,  the  supply  is  taken  from 
shallow  ponds,  both  the  water  and  the  ice  may  be  a  ijurcc  c;l  danger 
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In  view  of  these  well  attested  dangers,  and  in  obedience  to  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board,  I  thereupon  recommend  to  yonr  honorable 
board  : 

First  That  it  cause  this  report,  with  the  accompanying  papers,  to 
be  published  at  stated  intervals  in  the  daily  papers  of  West  Chester. 
Second.  That  it  cause  all  carts  from  which  the  said  ice  is  dispensed 
to  carry  a  conspicuous  placard,  stating  that — 

**  This  ice  is  from pond,  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  come  in 

contact  with  food  or  drink."

(a.)  Report  of  Prof.  Atkinson. 

April  ^S^  IS88.

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer  State  Board  of  Health ; 

Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  your  instructions,  I  visited  West  Chester 
on  Tuesday,  April  17.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Woodward,  I  was 
enabled  to  make  a  very  complete  inspection  of  the  ponds  from  which 
the  supply  of  ive  is  obtained. 

There  are  several  of  these  ponds,  located  to  the  east  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad,  in  the  filthiest  suburb  of  the  town,  the  population 
being  mainly  colored  people. 

These  ponds  are  filled  with  water  flowing  in  broad,  shallow  streams 
like  ordinary  country  ditches  or  drains,  which  really  act  as  drains  for 
a  very  full  colored  buryinir  ground,  one  or  more  slaugliter  houses,  the 
cesspools  for  a  number  of  liouses,  these  being  the  ordinary  privies  of 
old  style  farm  house,  and  in  addition,  a  large  area  of  swampy  ground. 
Hence  this  water  must  be  in  a  condition  far  from  pure,  and  certainly 
cannot  iail  to  contain,  both  in  solution  and  in  a  state  of  suspension, 
all  the  impurities  that  would  naturallj^  drain  from  such  localities, 

Now,  as  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  conversion  of  water  into 
ice  does  not  act  to  expel  or  destroy  the  vitality  of  diseases  (see  history 
of  the  typhoid  epidemic  at  Plymouth,  Pa.,  winter  of  1884-85),  and  as 
animals  of  much  higher  organization  are  often  found  frozen  in  ice 
and  BubBequently  have  been  thawed  out  and  found  to  possess  all  their 
original  powers,  we  can  readily  perceive  the  imminent  danger  from 
the  use  of  such  ice  w^hen  placed  in  water  or  milk,  to  reduce  the  tem- 
perature in  order  that  these  articles  may  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes* 

In  fact,  inasmuch  as  the  sources  of  ice  siipplieB  are,  when  known, 
llften  of  a  doubtful  nature,  it  would  always  be  preferable  that  ice 
should  not  be  brought  into  direct  contact  with  articles  of  food  or  drink  ? 
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and  that  the  temperature  of  such  articles  should  be  moderated  in 
some  safer  way. 

Under  the  circumstances,  as  ice  will  be  constantly  employed  by 
being  placed  in  the  water  or  milk  for  drinking,  it  is  of  great  importance 
that  some  means  be  employed  to  insure  the  purity  of  the  water  before 
freezing.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  under  no  circumstances 
should  such  ice  be  allowed  to  come  in  contact  with  any  articles  to  be 
used  for  food  or  beverage. 

This  is  so  easily  accomplished,  thanks  to  the  inventive  genius  of  our 
people,  that  there  Jieed  be  no  such  dahger  encountered  as  will  be  likely 
to  occur  from  ice  obtained  from  such  foul  sources. 

In  future,  the  ice  producers  should  be  compelled  to  make  sure  of 
the  salubrity  of  their  water  supply  prior  to  its  conversion  into  ice- 
This,  however,  is  a  matter  which  must  be  attended  to  at  a  period 
sufficiently  early  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  present  danger.

this  Board  cooperate  wilh  the  board  of  health  of  West  Chester  in 
taking  measures  to  prevent  the  continued  used  of  said  ice  in  contact 
with  articles  of  food  or  drink.

I        This  subject  is  one  of  so  great  importance,  that  no  apology  is  necea- 
I     sary  for  here  re-producing,  in  full,  the  admirable  report  on  the  dangers 
of  impure  ice,  made  to  the  Sanitary  Protection  Association  of  Newport, 
[     K,  1.,  by  Profs.  Raphael  Pumpelly  of  the  United  Stales  Geological 
Survey,  Chairman,  Wm.  B.  Hill«,  of  Harvard  Dniversity,  and  Dr.  H. 
R.  Storen 

Tlie  committee  appointed  to  examine,  for  the  benefit  of  the  New- 
port Sanitary  Protection  Association,  into  the  quality  of  the  ice  supply 
m  Almy's  pond,  has  to  report  as  follows: 
Your  committee  has  examined  the  pond  and  its  surroundings,  and

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find  that  besides  a  certain  amount  of  agricultural  drainage,  it  also  re- 
ceives the  local  seepage  from  a  number  of  barn-yards  and  privies,  and 
also  the  direct  drainage  of  the  overflow  from  a  number  of  cesspools 
belonging  to  houses  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Bellevue  avenue,  and 
south  of  Wheatland  avenue,  which  finds  its  way  to  the  pond  by  a  drain 
running  through  Wheatland  avenue. 

Samples  of  water  and  of  ice  were  taken  by  the  Secretary  of  the  As- 
social  ion,  Lt.  Com.  Stedman,  when  it  was  being  cut  upon  the  pond. 
These  samples  were  submitted  to  Prof.  W.  B.  Hills,  of  the  Harvard 
Medical  College,  Boston,  analyst  of  the  Association  (Prof.  Hill's  Re- 
port is  attached  hereto  as  Appendix  A.) 

It  is  proper  to  say,  with  regard  to  chemical  analyses  of  water  or  of 
ice,  that  in  the  present  condition  of  our  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
neither  chemical  analyses,  nor,  in  most  cases  at  least,  microscopic  in- 
vestigations, are  able  to  point  out  specifically  the  causes  of  epidemic 
diseases  produced  by  the  use  of  infected  waters. 

The  whole  weight  of  the  evidence  produced  by  modem  investiga- 
tion is  in  lavor  of  the  existence  of  a  close  genetic  relationship  between 
the  presence  of  certain  low  forms  of  vegetable  life  and  the  epidemic 
prevalence  of  many  diseases,  both  of  mild  and  fatal  kinds. 

This  evidence  also  shows  very  conclusively  thai  the  germs  of  these 
forms,  which  have  produced  or  accompanied  the  disease  in  the  human 
body,  retain  their  capacity  for  infection  after  having  been  excreted. 

It  becomes,  then,  important  to  know  whether  the  germs  can  retain 
their  vitality  and  specific  adaptability  for  infection  after  having  passed 
into  the  condition  of  sewage,  and  under  conditions  of  varying  tem- 
perature, moisture  and  dryness. 

Experiments  made  by  Pasteur  and  other  biologists  have  shown  that 
while  the  adult  forms  of  bacteria  are  killed  by  variations  of  a  few  de- 
grees of  temperature,  their  germs  will  often  withstand  a  temperature 
of  boiling  water  on  the  one  hand,  and  many  degrees  below  freezing 
on  the  other.  Under  the  conditions  of  moisture  and  nourishment 
they  develop  rapidly  succeeding  generations ;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  they  may  remain  in  a  dried  condition  for  many  years,  to  be 
brought  again  into  activity  when  subjected  to  moisture. 

There  is,  therefore,  little  doubt  that  when  they  accompany  sewage 
matter  they  go  wherever  this  goes,  excepting  where  the  sewage  frees 
itself  from  its  impurities  by  percolation  through  a  filtering  medium. 

The  experiments  made  by  the  chairman  of  your  committee  and  his 
associate.  Dr.  Smyth,  for  the  National  Board  of  Health,  have  proved 
conclusively  that  even  extremely  fine  sand  possesses  no  filtering  ca- 
pacity for  the  germs  of  these  low  forms  of  life,  and  that  most  soils 
possess  such  filtering  power  only  to  a  slight  extent.  Thus  in  nearly 
all  cases  these  germs  must  accompany  the  water  from  the  beginning 
of  its  journey,  from  the  cesspool,  to  its  end  in  the  stream,  or  pond,  or 
ocean,  excepting  where  taken  up  to  sustain  plant  life. 
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The  value  of  chemical  analysis  is  largely  shown  in  thia^  that  it  de- 
tects the  presence  of  an  abnormal  amount  of  organic  oirilter;  thig 
matrer  may  be  harmless  or  it  may  indicate  the  presence  of  sewage, 
and  in  any  event  should  lead  to  an  examination  to  determine  its 
■ource. 

Prof.  Hilla  has  pronounced  the  water  unfit  for  drinkint:  purposes, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  as  far  as  the  question  of  drinking 
water  is  concerned,  any  pond  of  the  dimeneions  and  depth  of  Almy's 
pond,  which  receives  even  the  present  amount  of  sewage  that  flows 
into  it,  should  be  pronounced  dangerous  for  this  reason  alone,  and  still 
more  so,  from  the  pogsibility  that  at  any  time  this  8ewfig:e  may  con- 
tain contribution  from  sources  contaminated  by  typhoid  fever  or  other 
zymotic  diseases. 

The  next  question  that  your  committee  has  to  consider  is  this : 

Does  water  in  the  act  of  becoming  ice  free  itself  from  impurities? 

Water,  in  freezing,  undoubtedly  frees  itself  tVom  substances,  which, 
in  solution,  will  necessarily  give  a  fluid  of  a  specific  gravity  greater 
than  water  alone,  and  also  from  those  fluid  substaucea  whicli  require 
a  lower  temperature  for  congelation. 

But  even  in  these  cases  the  frozen  water  retains  traces  of  these  sub- 
stances more  or  less  entangled  throughout  its  mass  and  solid  particles 
floating  in  suspension  or  entangled  in  the  ice,  and  these  vary  in  size 
from  a  tloal in g  carcase,  or  frpcal  matter,  down  to  the  extremely  minute 
germs  of  infectious  bacteria. 

Experiments  have  been  made  for  your  committee  to  determine 
whether  pond  ice  contains  living  germs. 

Ice  taken  with  great  care  from  the  centers  of  blocks,  and  introduced 
into  sterilized  infusions  of  beef  produced  rapid  putrefaction,  thus  giv- 
ini;  a  positive  affirmative  answer. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  whatever  objection  attaches  to  the  use 
of  contaminated  drinking  water,  attaches  equally  to  ice  frozen  from  it* 

Indeed  the  objection  would  seem  to  be  greater  to  the  ice. 

For,  dead  organic  matter  entering  water  during  the  w^arm  season, 
is  decomposed  and  more  or  less  used  up  to  nourish  plant  and  animal 
life;  while  in  winter  the  low  temperature  preserves  it,  thus  permitting 
an  accumulation  which,  floating  near  the  surface,  may  supply  a  more 
foul  water  for  the  ice. 

This  supposition  is  confirmed  by  Prof.  Hills'  analyses,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  remarks  by  Dr  Gooch,  Chemica!  Assistant  of 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  to  whom  I  submitted  the 
analyses  for  an  opinion  on  this  point : 

'4t  may  be  inferred  from  a  comparison  of  these  analyses  that  a  con* 
siderable,  though  varying  proportion,  of  the  impurities  of  the  water 
are  included  in  t!ie  ice  which  forms  on  its  surface  It  follows  at  once, 
of  course,  that  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  germs  of  disease  are  not 
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subject  to  inclusion  like  ordinary  forms  of  matter,  the  ice  from  wafe 
contaminated  with  sewage  must  be  unfit  lor  use. 

^'It  is  noteworthy  that  the  amount  of  albuminoid  ammonia  in  the 
ice  from  Almy^s  pond  is  slightly  in  excess  of  that  found  in  the  water. 
The  proportion,  too,  of  the  total  volatile  residue  of  the  ice  to  that  of 
the  water  is  unusually  large." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Almy's  pond  is  already  contaminated  by 
direct  inflow  of  sewage,  your  committee  recommends  very  strongly  to 
all  members  of  the  association  that  they  avoid  the  use  of  ice  from  that 
source  for  all  purposes,  even  for  refrigerators. 

Your  committee  dnds  that  Lily  pond  is  singularly  free  from  all  the 
objections  that  attach  to  Almy's  pond,  and  recommends  the  ice  there- 
from. 

We  would  add  that  a  representative  of  the  Newx)ort  Ice  Company 
(the  lessees  of  Almy's  pond)  has  stated  that  the  company  is  anxious 
to  act  to  any  reasonable  extent  with  the  association  in  insuring  a 
supply  of  pure  ice.

Sir:  I  enclose  to  you  the  results  of  my  analyses  of  samples  No.  10 
(water  from  Almy's  pond),  and  No.  11  (melted  ice  from  Almy's  pond), 
received  from  you  January  18, 1881.    The  analyses  were  made  the 
following  day. 

There  is,  as  I  understand  it,  no  question  in  regard  to  the  suitability 
or  non-suitability  of  the  pond  water  for  direct  domestic  use.  It  is 
well  to  state,  however,  that  it  presents,  in  general,  the  characteristics 
of  the  water  of  most  small  ponds.  It  contains  a  large  amount  of 
organic  matter,  indicated  in  the  report,  first,  by  the  •'  albuminoid '' 
ammonia,  which  is  several  times  larger  in  amount  than  it  should  be 
in  a  drinking  water;  second,  by  the  large  organic  residue  obtained  on 
evaporating  the  water.  The  ^^free'^  ammonia  is  also  excessively 
high,  and  is  doubtless  derived  from  the  decomposition  of  organic 
matter,  for  the  most  part. 
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Most  of  the  organic  matter  contained  in  this  water  is  undoubtedly 
vegetable  matter.  Uafortunately  it  is  not  possible  to  say,  from  the 
analyaia,  whether  any  of  it  is  derived  from  sewage.  We  are  obliged 
to  depend  upon  the  determination  of  the  chlorine  in  water,  to  decide 
whether  organic  matters  are  animal  or  vegetable.  If,  with  the  large 
amount  of  '^free'*  and  *' albuminoid''  ammonia  which  we  find  in  this 
water,  we  also  find  a  Jarge  amount  of  chlorine,  which  cannot  be  due 
to  natural  causes,  we  should  say  at  once  that  the  waler  is  contami- 
nated with  sewage.  But  all  Newport  waters  contain  considerable 
chlorine^  on  account  of  their  proximity  to  the  sea.  The  large  amount 
in  this  water  is  derived  chiefly  from  the  sea,  without  any  doubt,  and 
we  cannot  say  but  that  it  all  is  The  chlorine  then  affords  us  no 
solution  of  the  problem,  in  this  particular  case,  however,  the  question 
of  chlorine  is  of  no  great  importance  perhaps,  for,  if  we  assume  that 
all  the  organic  matter  is  of  vegetable  nature,  the  amount  ig  sufficient 
to  condemn  the  water  for  direct  use. 

We  know  that  a  certain  amount  of  sewage  is  entering  this  pond» 
It  is  possible  that,  if  this  pond  was  outside  the  influence  of  the  sea, 
the  amount  which  has  thus  far  entered  may  not  have  been  sufficient 
to  render  its  presence  known  by  any  excessive  amount  of  organic 
matter,  or  any  marked  increase  of  chlorine.  It  is  diluted  to  a  great 
extent  on  entering  a  large  volume  of  water,  and  may  be  diluted  so 
far  as  to  be  bejond  the  reach  of  chemical  analysis  at  present.  But  it 
would  not  be  safe  to  say  that  it  is  harmless,  simply  because  it  is  diluted 
to  a  certain  extent.  Moreover  this  pond  is  shallow  and  of  limited 
area,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time,  if  sewage  cootinually  enters  it, 
when  the  presence  of  sewage  becomes  evident  to  chemical  analysis, 
f*  e^  on  the  supposition  that  it  is  so  far  from  the  sea  that  the  chlorides 
from  the  sea  cannot  enter  it.  It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
most  dangerous  contamination  of  all  (that  due  to  the  germs  of  dis- 
eases) cannot  be  detected  by  any  means.  Should  typhoid  lever  break 
out  in  the  settlement  which  empties  its  sewage  into  this  pond,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  detect  the  typhoid  germ  in  the  water.  It  would  not, 
I  think,  be  possible  to  find  many  scientific  men  who  would  not  say 
that  the  water  was  unfit,  under  such  circumstancea,  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. The  possibility,  then,  of  such  a  condition  of  things,  should  lead 
us  to  abandon  the  water. 

I  have  spoken  at  some  length  of  the  fitness  of  this  water  for  drink- 
ing purposes,  because  I  do  not  consider  it  proper  to  take  ice  for  con- 
sumption from  a  pond  the  water  of  which  is  unfit  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. Even  if  ice  purified  itaelf  by  freezing,  I  should  still  be  opposed 
to  taking  the  ice  from  such  a  pond  on  principle.  It  is  a  fact,  however, 
known  now  to  all  scientists,  that  ice  does  not  completely  purify  itself 
by  freezing  If  the  ice  is  from  a  shallow  pond,  containing  much 
floating  organic  matter  (vegetable),  it  may  become  mechanically  en- 
closed by  the  ice,  and  when  the  ice  is  melted,  may  be  seen  in  the

form  of  saspended  matter.  Melted  ice  may,  however,  contain  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  substances,  both  organic  and  inorganic,  in  solu- 
tion. In  proof  of  this  it  is  only  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to 
some  analyses  of  ice  which  I  enclose,  and  which  I  have  taken  from 
some  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health  Reports.  You  will 
notice  that  even  the  filtered  waters  contain  in  solution  both  organic 
and  inorganic  matters,  in  some  cases  in  considerable  amount 

As  to  the  ice  from  Almy's  pond,  but  very  little  need  be  said  if  the 
sample  sent  me  is  a  fair  sample.  You  will  notice  from  the  analysifl 
that  it  contains  a  large  amount  of  organic  matter,  shown  by  the  ^^al- 
buminoid ''  ammonia  and  the  organic  residue.  The  ^'  albuminoid " 
ammonia,  even  if  it  was  much  less  than  it  is,  shows  a  degree  of 
organic  contamination  sufScient  to  absolutely  condemn  it  for  drink- 
ing purposes.  The  melted  ice  contains  a  large  amount  of  organic 
matter  in  suspension.  This  does  not  settle  readily,  and  much  of  it 
would  be  drunk  by  persons  using  the  ice  as  it  is  ordinarily  used  for 
dnnking  purposes.  Even  filtering  does  not  remove  it  entirely.  For 
the  filtered  water  has  a  white  opalescent  appearance,  due  to  the 
presence  of  a  portion  of  this  organic  matter  in  a  finely  divided  form. 

Most  of  the  organic  matter  present  in  this  ice  is  undoubtedly  vege- 
table. Whether  any  of  it  is  animal,  it  is  no  more  possible  to  say  than 
it  was  in  the  case  of  the  pond  water,  for  the  chlorine  may  have  been 
entirely  derived  from  the  sea. 

The  organic  matter  in  the  ice  is  in  a  more  or  less  decayed  condi- 
tion. The  odor  perceived  when  the  stopper  was  removed  from  the 
jug  was  very  disagreeable,  and  is  still  evident  after  the  jug  has  re- 
mained unstoppered  for  several  days.  This  fact  makes  the  water  still 
more  unfit  for  use.  I  think  the  citizens  of  Newport  can  do  no  better 
than  to  try  this  simple  experiment,  in  order  to  convince  themselves 
that  the  ice  is  contaminated.  Break  a  cake  into  small  pieces,  put 
them  into  a  demijohn,  and  stopper  it  up  till  the  ice  is  melted.  If  the 
odor  is  as  marked  as  in  the  sample  received  by  me,  they  can  hardly 
fail  to  be  convinced  of  the  impropriety  of  using  the  ice. 

If  the  sample  examined  is  an  average  one,  I  should  not  be  sur- 
prised if  it  not  only  produced  bad  effects  in  many  of  those  using  it  in 
drinking  water,  but  also  had  an  injurious  effect  in  tainting  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  ice  chests  in  which  it  will  be  put  by  those  using  it. 

I  must  emphatically  advise  that  it  be  not  used  for  either  purpose. 

The  analyses  of  ice  which  I  enclose  are  intended  chiefly  to  show 
that  ice  may  contain  considerable  impurity,  and  that  water  is  not 
completely  purified  by  the  process  of  freezing.  In  regard  to  No.  1, 
however,  I  will  say  that  it  is  an  analysis  of  the  ice  used  at  one  of  the 
hotels  at  Rve  Beach  in  1875,  and  that  twenty-gix  out  of  about  500 
persons  using  it  were  rendered  seriously  ill.  The  case  was  investi- 
gated very  thoroughly,  the  proprietors  of  the  hotel  readily  assisting, 
and  the  trouble  was  found  beyond  a  doubt  to  be  due  to  the  ice,  and 
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ceased  when  the  use  of  the  ice  was  discontinued.  It  is  interesting  as 
being  the  first  case  where  sickness  was  distinctly  traced  to  the  use 
of  contaminated  ice. 

Of  the  samples,  Nob,  1-5  inclusive,  and  No.  11  would  be  considered 
Impure  ice.

following  is  all  the  evidence  that  I  have  been  able,  ae  yet,  to  find 
upon  the  sabject,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Rankin,  a  member  of 
the  committee,  Dr.  Bowditch  of  Boston,  late  chairman  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Board  of  Health,  and  Dr.  Mackie  of  New  Bedford, 
Health  Officer  of  that  city.  Dr.  Rankin  was  kind  enough  to  drive  with 
me  to  the  pond. 

In  the  first  place,  and  as  general  statements  : 

^'As  applied  to  sewage,  disinfectants  do  not  disinfect,  and  filter 
beds  do  not  filter." — Report  of  the  First  Rivers  Follution  Commieeion^ 
England. 

^^No  sewage  of  any  kind,  whether  purified  or  not,  should  be  allowed 
to  enter  any  pond  or  stream  used  for  domestic  purposes.  There 
should  be  absolute  prohibition  in  all  cases  against  casting  sewage  or 
filth  of  any  kind  into  any  stream  or  pond  used  as  a  source  of  water 
supply.  Where  such  conditions  now  exist,  the  sewage  or  filth  should 
be  diverted  to  some  other  channel.  For,  until  our  knowledge  has  so 
far  advanced  as  to  enable  us  to  recognize  ^germs^  of  disease,  and  to 
destroy  them  effectually  by  some  simple  and  easy  process,  even  puri- 
fied sewage  must  always  be  looked  upon  as  a  dangerous  addition  to 
drinking  water." — Oeneral  Report  of  Maes.  Board  of  Healthy  lS76^p,lM.

1.  The  .ice  supply  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  from  "Silvef  Lake,"  one  of 
the  sources  of  the  Housatonic  River,  came  under  suspicion  in  1875.

The  sources  of  pollution  were  several  dwellings  and  two  factories, 
one  of  which  emptied  the  overflow  of  a  cesspool  used  by  the  em- 
ployes.   The  pond  covers  about  twenty  acres. 

Dr.  Frederick  Winsor,  in  charge  of  the  ''Water  Supply,  Drainage 
and  Sewerage  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  Sanitary  Point  of  View," 
thus  sums  up  his  report  concerning  this  ice :  ''From  the  results  of 
analysis,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ice  is  considerably  purer  than  the  water

Dr.  Nichols  concludes  his  report  thus: 

^^The  notion  that  ice  purities  itself  by  the  process  of  freezing  is  not 
based  upon  trustworthy  scientific  observations.  On  the  contrary,  it 
is  utterly  wrong  in  principle  to  take  ice  for  consumption  from  any 
pond  the  water  of  which  is  so  fouled  as  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  pur- 
poses."— Seventh  Mass.  State  Report^  p.  472. 

To  aid  you  in  forming  an  opinion  concerning  the  ice  from  Almy^s 
pond,  after  an  analysis  of  the  water  and  ice  therefrom  shall  have  been 
made,  I  append  tables  (the  ''mean  of  a  number  of  determinations^') 
showing  the  constituents  of  Gochituate  water  and  ice  (the  Boston 
supply),  usually  noted  for  its  purity,  viz  :

\  My  Dear  Sir:  Having  heard  from  other  correspondenta,  permit 
I  me  to  render  to  you  a  supplementary  report  upon  the  question  of  the 
'       Almy's  pond  ice* 

L  Mv  brother,  who,  as  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  Harvard  Univer- 
I  sity,  has  to  keep  himself  familiar  with  everything  Ihat  is  done  in  these 
I  matters  throughout  the  world,  writes  me ;  "'1  do  not  remember  to 
have  seen  any  queslioning  of  ice,  as  to  impurity,  excepting  the  work 
(analyses)  of  Professor  Nichols,  to  which  you  refer,  I  doubt  if  the 
subject  has  been  much  studied^'' 

II,  Col,  Waring,  Consulting  Engineer  of  our  Sanitary  Association, 
says:  **So  far  as  ray  examination  of  the  subject  is  concerned,  the  fol- 
lowingseera  to  be  the  facts  regarding  the  questions  you  submit  to  me, 
viz: 

"(1).  Wafer  containing  the  germs  of  typhoid  fever  does  not  free 

itsell  from  such  germs  by  congelation*  This,  I  think,  is  well  established, 

^''(2).  Ordinary  organic  impurities,  if  uniformly  dilTused  through 

water,  are  involved  among  the  crystals  of  ice  and  appear  in  the  water 

L after  the  ice  melts,  in  all  respects  unchanged.      This  also,  I  think^  is 
clearly  established." 
II L  Professor  Kai>hael  Pumpelly,  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  Bureau  now  established  in  Newport,  and  a  member  of  our 
tssociation,  expreisses  himself  as  follows  : 
"In  answer  to  your  questions  I  beg  to  say — 

^*l8t.  Water  in  freezing  frees  itself  from  substances  which  in  solu- 
tion with  it  give  a  fluid  of  greater  specific  gravity  than  water  alone; 
but  it  still  retains,  even  of  these,  more  or  less,  entangled  in  the  ice. 

^'Substances  floating  in  suspension  are  entaugled  in  the  ice,  and  to 
this  the  microscopic  low  forms  of  life, among  whieli  are  the  infectious 
germs,  form  no  exceptions. 

'^2d*  Ordinary  organic  impurities  are  merely  preserved  from  putre- 
faction during  the  period  of  their  existence  in  a  Jrozen  condition. 
Freezing  is  only  a  temporary  arresting  of  the  processes  of  decorapo- 
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sition,  and  these  are  resumed  when  the  requisite  temperature  is  again 
attained. 

"With  regard  to  the  effect  of  freezing  on  the  specific  characters  of 
these  low  forms  of  life  (the  germs  of  infectious  disease),  we  know  that 
as  germs  they  withstand  a  pretty  good  baking  and  freezing ;  but  I 
think  it  is  not  yet  settled  whether  they  lose  their  infectious  charac- 
ters in  these  processes. 

"In  regard  to  the  main  question,  it  certainly  seems  to  me  that  no 
less  care  is  necessary  in  maintaining  the  purity  of  ice  than  of  ordinary 
drinking  water ;  indeed,  one  should  suppose  that  greater  care  would 
be  necessary,  for  the  following  reason,  viz  : 

"While,  during  the  warmer  season,  the  dead  organic  matter  car- 
ried into  streams  and  ponds  is  rapidly  decomposed,  or  used  up  in 
nourishing  plant  and  animal  life,  during  the  cold  weather  it  tends  to 
accumulate,  and,  owing  to  its  lightness,  it  may  well  happen  that  the 
ice  in  forming  may  entangle  so  much  of  it  and  of  bacteria  germs 
(those  of  infectious  disease),  as  to  render  the  ice  much  more  contam- 
inated than  a  corresponding  amount  of  drinking  water  (from  the 
same  source).-' 

In  addition,  important  evidence  has  been  given  by  these  several 
gentlemen  as  to  the  third  and  fourth  of  my  inquiries,  which  were,  re- 
garding the  danger  of  contamination  of  a  pond  from  the  overflow  of 
cesspools  and  the  leakage  of  privies  at  a  distance  corresponding  with 
that  of  the  buildings  of  Messrs.  Keene  and  D'Hauteville;  but  as  there 
are  sources  of  danger,  similar  and  equal  to  these,  upon  the  immediate 
bank,  in  the  case  of  Almy's  pond,  I  withhold  the  testimony  referred 
to,  as  unnecessary  for  the  present  inquiry — reserving  it,  however,  for 
the  use  of  the  association,  in  case  a  similar  question  of  the  tainting 
of  water,  less  easy  in  its  decision  than  this,  should  hereafter  occur. 

The  following  may,  however,  in  this  connection,  be  quoted  from 
Prof.  Pumpelly's  letter,  viz  : 

"The  experiments  that  we  are  now  making,  for  the  National  Board 
of  Health,  prove  that  sand,  in  columns  one  hundred  feet  long,  pos- 
sesses absolutely  no  power  to  retain  germs.  And  I  think  there  is  no 
doubt  that  what  is  true  of  one  hundred  feet  U  true  of  ten  thousand 
feet." 

The  conclusions,  therefore,  as  it  seems  to  me,  that  may  legitimately 
be  drawn  from  the  evidence  we  have  now  obtained,  as  to  the  safety 
of  ice  from  Almy's  pond,  are  the  following,  viz : 

1.  That  while  the  inorganic  impurities  in  water  (mineral  salts  and 
the  like),  which  are  those  ordinarily  detected  by  chemical  analysis, 
may  be  partially  eliminated,  through  their  specific  gravity,  during 
the  process  of  freezing,  the  purification  remains  at  the  best  but  par- 
tial and  imperfect.  This  was  proved  in  the  course  of  the  investiga- 
tions both  at  Pittsfield  and  at  Rye  Beach. 

2.  That  the  even  more  dangerous  organic  impurities  resulting  from 
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human  and  other  animal  waste,  are  retained  in  ice  unchanp;ed  as  re- 
gards both  quality  and  (luantity,  the  latter  indeed  being  likely  to  be 
increased.  Tae  privies  and  cesspools  and  large  barn-yard  of  the 
setllement  along  the  margin  of  Almy's  pond  are  covered  by  this 
statement. 

3.  That  the  germs  of  infectious  disease,  wheu  this  appears  in  such 
a  locality,  are  retained  in  ice  unaffected,  and  from  their  comparative 
lightness  are  so  concentrated  thereia  as  to  number,  that  they  exist  in 
even  greater  quantity  than  in  the  same  amount  of  water^  under  simi- 
lar circumstances,  at  other  seasons  of  the  year.  The  privies  and  cess- 
pools of  the  Almy's  pond  haoilet  come  nnder  this  head  also. 

4.  That  ordinary  organic  impurities  thus  retained  in  ice  are  likely, 
thoo;i;h  there  be  no  technically  infectious dise^ise  in  theneighbortiood, 
to  produce  seiiiju^,  and  even  dangerotia  illness  in  those  peraons  who 
may  use  the  ice  in  question  for  domestic  purposes*  This  was  posi- 
tively proved  at  Rye  Beacli. 

5.  That  though  there  may  not  occur  a  case  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  vicinity  of  Almy's  Fond  for  a  considerable  lime  to  come,  yet 
sooner  or  later  it  is  quite  certain  to  exist,  and  then  lo  endanger  the 
lives  of  all  throughout  the  city,  should  there  be  such  who  should  use 
the  ice,  more  surely,  indeed,  than  were  they  to  drink  the  water  alone. 

The  last  are  conclusions  that  can  but  imperlectly  be  affected  by 
chemical  analysis;  the  latter  not  at  all*  and  hardly  even  by  the  micro- 
scope as  ordinarily  employed.  It  seems,  however,  the  inevitable  re- 
sult of  a  reasonable,  and  indeed  necessary  induction,  and  to  be,  with 
that  preceding  it^  the  decisive  points  of  our  whole  inquiry. 

To  the  remarkable  fact  that  the  important  subject  that  has  been 
submitted  to  us  proves  a  comparatively  new  question  in  science  as 
well  as  in  sanitary  protection,  it  is  unnecessary  to  more  than  allude. 

I  trust,  however,  that  in  view  of  this,  and  of  the  character  of  the 
expert  evidence  that  we  have  received,  you  will  be  able  to  make  at 
least  a  partial  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  counsel. 

Though  the  ice  company  might  intend  to  use  the  ice  of  Almy's 
pond  only  for  the  coarser  purposes  of  their  trade,  yet  in  a  season  of 
scarcity  like  the  last,  which  may  at  any  time  again  occur,  there  would 
be  great  temptations  to  sell  it  for  household  purposes,  and  no  reliable 
guarantee  that  such  would  not  be  done.

^'Be  it  resolved^  That  this  association  recommend  to  its  members 
that  they  for  the  present  avoid  the  use  of  ice  from  Alms's  pond  for 
any  purpose;  and 

"J56  it  further  resolved^  That  the  Newport  Ice  Company  be  re- 
quested to  have  painted  legibly  on  their  ice  carts,  *Almy's  pond'  and 
'Lily  Pond'  respectively,  and  that  the  company  be  requested  to  agree 
to  load  each  cart  only  with  ice  from  the  pond  whose  name  it  bears : 
and  that  the  use  of  a  Lily  pond  cart  to  carry  ice  from  Almy's  pond 
shall  be  considered  a  violation  of  the  agreement  between  the  com- 
pany and  the  Sanitary  Protection  Association.'' 

The  result  has  been  that  during  the  season  of  1881  the  residents  of 
Newport  received  only  Lily  pond  ice,  and  that  the  Newport  Ice  Com- 
pany (April,  1882),  have  surrounded  a  large  portion  of  Almy's  pond 
by  an  intercepting  sewer,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  hereafter  afford 
sufficient  protection.

Os5TL£MK5:  The  third  annual  report  oJ  the  board  of  heallh  of  the 
city  of  Altoona,  for  the  year  ending  Deceniber  31,  1887^  with  sugges- 
tionB  relative  to  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  is  re- 
Bpectfully  submitted  herewith* 

Pursuant  to  the  election  held  by  the  city  councils  April  4, 1887,  the 
following  members  of  the  bo.ird  of  health  met  at  the  mayor's  office 
on  the  morning  of  April  6^  1887,  namely:  Dr.  J.  Wesley  Allen,  Mr, 
Frederick  S,  Ball,  Dr  M.  J.  Buck  and  Dr.  Charles  B.  Dudley,  and 
Hon,  Samuel  J.  Breth,  who  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  by  Hon.  Samuel  J,  Breth. 

The  members  then  proceeded  to  organize  by  the  unanimous  election 
of  Hon.  Samuel  J.  Breth  as  permanent  president. 

The  election  of  a  secretary  was  next  in  order,  and  Mr,  Charles  W. 
Kephart  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the  position* 

On  May  4,  1887,  the  election  of  a  health  officer  having  been  an- 
nounced,  it  was  resolved  that  the  election  be  by  ballot.  The  organi- 
zation was  then  completed  by  the  election  of  Mr.  William  McGough 
as  health  officer. 

By  reBohition  duly  enacted,  the  health  officer's  salary  was  fixed  at 
150  per  month,  and  also,  it  was  resolved  that  the  mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  the  health  officer  as  a  sanitary  policeman,  which  was  sub- 
sequently done. 
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Considerable  time  and  study  was  given  to  the  preparation  of  a  code 
of  rules  for  the  government  of  the  board  and  its  officers,  as  well  as  for 
preserving  the  health  of  the  city  and  for  maintaining  the  records  of 
marriages,  births  and  deaths  and  interments.  After  being  adopted,  a 
copy  of  these  rules,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved May  30,  1887,  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  board  of 
health,  a  copy  of  city  ordinance  No.  173,  passed  September  8, 1887, 
relating  to  the  government  of  the  board  of  health  and  districting  the 
city,  and  a  copy  of  the  city  solicitor's  opinion,  dated  September  26, 
1887,  upon  the  rules,  were  published  in  the  Altoona  city  daily  papers 
and  printed  in  circular  form  and  distributed  throughout  the  city,  a 
copy  of  all  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed. 

It  vfill  be  observed  that  the  rules  on  privy  cleaning  compel  persons 
cleaning  privies  to  take  out  a  license  therefor  and  to  obtain  a  permit 
for  each  privy  cleaned,  the  amount  charged  for  each  license  being  $25 
and  the  amount  charged  for  each  permit  being  twenty-five  cents, 
creating  an  income  to  the  city,  which  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  ap 
proximated  at  $200,  as  noted  in  a  letter  to  your  honorable  bodies  dated 
November  22, 1887.  This  amount  may  be  increased  considerably  by 
fines  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  ot  the  rules  of  this  board,  but 
to  what  extent  we  are,  of  course,  unable  to  say. 

During  the  year  there  were  401  nuisances  abated  upon  verbal  orders 
of  the  health  officer  and  there  were  11  which  required  the  action  of 
the  board,  all  of  which  were  abated  with  the  exception  of  one,  which 
was  finally  canceled;  making  a  total  of  411  nuisances  abated.  This 
nnmber,  compared  with  that  of  1886,  shows  an  increase  of  144 
nuisances  abated,  the  total  number  of  nuisances  abated  in  the  year 
1886  being  267.

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Of  the  above  total  number,  763  were  white  and  11  colored;  418 
males,  352  females  and  4  premature. 

Owing  to  the  failure  of  Borae  of  those,  from  whom  information  is 

quired,  to  make  returns  of  deaths  and  burials  at  which  they  were  in 
attendance,  the  mortuary  record  is  believed  to  be  incomplete,  the 
total  number  of  deaths  and  burials  being  but  3r*6,  which  we  think  falls 
about  80  short  of  the  actual  total  number;  but  from  the  informal  ion 
at  hand,  the  death  rate  is  eslimated  at  17  per  1,000  for  the  year  1SS7, 
assumin*^  Ihat  the  total  number  is  476  and  the  populalioo  28,000. 

Owing  to  the  change  in  the  law  governing  cities  like  Altoona,  the 
board  was  practically  without  any  means  of  compelling  obedience  to 
its  desires  unlil  the  new  rules  were  established  in  October.  We  take 
this  opportunity  of  explaining  that  the  board  of  health  is  now  investi- 
gating this  matter  of  non  compliance  with  its  wishes,  and  as  fast  as  the 
necessary  information  can  be  obtained,  to  convict  the  persons  not 
complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  reporting  deaths 
and  burials,  suits  will  be  instituted  against  them  and  the  persons 
brought  to  justice. 

The  records  show  that  during  the  year  1887,  there  were  116  cases  of 
contagions  diseases  reported  in  the  city.  The  number  of  cases  of  each 
disease  which  occurred  per  month  is  given  below :

It  should  be  stated  that  the  premises  on  which  a  portion  of  these 
cases  occurred  required  sanitary  inspection,  which  inspection  was 
performed  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  report,  and  all  pre- 
cautions taken  against  the  spread  of  any  disease. 

A  member  of  this  board  made  chemical  analyses  of  samples  of  the 
various  waters  supplying  Altoona.  which  samples  were  taken  about 
the  middle  of  November,  before  the  rains  had  any  perceptible  influence 
on  the  streams,  so  that  the  samples  may  be  fairly  supposed  to  repre- 
sent the  condition  of  these  sources  of  supply  in  dry  weather. 

The  water  from  Canan  Station  is  fairly  good,  the  amount  of  objec- 
tionable matter  not  being  sufficient  to  cause  serious  anxiety;  it  isi 
however,  poorer  than  any  of  the  other  samples  mentioned  below. 

The  water  from  Kittanning  Point  can  fairly  be  regarded  as  a 
moderately  heclthy  drinking  water. 

The  water  from  Burgoon's  Run  is  good  in  every  respect  This  is  the 
station  where  some  pumping  was  done  by  the  Vigilant  engine  into 
the  main  pipe  supplying  the  city  from  Kittanning  Point. 

In  the  water  from  Pottsgrove  reservoir,  the  organic  impurity  is  larger 
than  was  expected,  although  the  danger  limit  is  not  passed. 

SufiTGrestions  Relative  to  Improving  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  tlie  Oity. 

Open  Sewers, — We  desire  to  again  bring  before  you,  for  early  con- 
sideration and  action,  the  matter  of  the  open  sewers  running  from  the 
outlets  of  the  covered  sewers  in  the  city,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  board,  are  dangerous  to  the  lives  and  health  of  the  citizens;  this 
is  especially  so  where  the  course  of  the  open  sewers  is  close  to  the 
public  school  house  in  the  Fifth  ward. 

These  open  sewers  have  been  inspected  by  members  of  this  board 
at  different  times  during  the  summer  season  and  found  to  be  in  a  very 
filthy  condition,  liable  at  any  time  to  breed  sickness  and  disease. 
There  is  a  very  urgent  necessity  that  these  open  receptacles  for  a  vast 
amount  of  filth,  be  so  covered  that  no  gases  or  offensive  smells  arise 
from  them,  and  we  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  honorable 
bodies,  that  you  take  such  speedy  action  as  will  remove  the  danger 
mentioned  before  the  heated  term  of  the  year  1888  comes  upon  us. 

The  best  remedy  to  overcome  the  whole  trouble,  that  we  can  recom- 
mend at  this  writing,  is  to  have  covered  sewers  put  down  as  shown 
on  the  plan  of  the  city  seweracje  system  prepared  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company^s  officials  and  adopted  by  city  councils  some  time 
since. 
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I  Seicer  Traps. — In  regard  to  sewer  traps,  we  would  say  that  there  is 
plenty  of  room  for  improvement,  the  traps  being  defective  in  maoy^ 
if  not  all,  I  he  sewer  inlets  in  I  he  city.  It  is  very  important  that  these 
defects  should  be  corrected,  and  your  board  would  recommend  that 
all  the  sewer  inlet  traps  be  put  in  proper  shape  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Cittf^s  Sewage. — With  res!:ard  to  the  disposal  of  the  city's  sewage* 
your  board  of  health  is  unable  as  yet  to  recommend  any  definite 
method.  The  matter  has  been  studied  somewhat  during  the  year, 
and  correspondence  had  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  over  the 
matter,  but  the  difficulties  connected  with  disposing  of  large  amounts 
of  sewage  per  day  and  rendering  it  practically  unobjectionable  are 
80  great,  as  well  as  the  knowledge  on  the  subject  available  so  small, 
that  at  present  it  is  impossible  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies 
any  scheme. 

It  should  be  stated  that  experiments  are  being  made  on  a  large 
scale  by  the  city  of  London,  England,  by  the  city  of  Worcester,  Mass., 
and  by  the  city  of  Providence*  R.  I.,  to  demonstrate  whether  it  is 
feasible  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  of  large  cities  by  means  of  predpita 
lion,  and  the  precipitation  scheme  seems  to  be  the  the  moat  feasible 
one  now  known.  Your  board  hope  to  be  able  to  recommend  a  definite 
scheme  by  the  time  the  Fifth  ward  sewer  is  tinished. 

Material  Removed  from  Sewer  Inleis, — The  material  taken  from  the 
sewer  inlets  is  not  hauled  away  as  promptly  as  it  should  be  The 
filth  and  dirt  which  accumiilates  in  the  gutters  are  washed  into  the 
inlets  during  the  rains,  and  taken  out  and  piled  up  at  the  side  of  the 
inlets  and  allowed  to  remain  there  f<>r  a  long  time;  in  some  instances 
for  weeks.  The  gases  arising  from  this  material  is  offensive  and  un- 
healthy, especially  so  in  the  hot  season  of  the  year.  Yonr  board 
would  re'Timmend  that  strict  orders  be  given  to  those  in  charge  of 
this  work,  that  when  an  inlet  is  cleaned  out  the  contents  must  be 
hauled  away  at  the  time  the  work  is  being  done,  or  immediately  after- 
wards on  the  same  day. 

Low  Places  in  Alhys. — There  are  a  number  of  alleys  in  the  city 
which  are  not  properly  graded,  being  high  at  both  ends  and  low 
towards  the  middle;  after  rains,  the^e  low  places  become  pools  of 
stagnant  water  and  are  receptacles  for  a  vast  amount  of  drainage  from 
stables  and  adjoining  properties.  This  board  would  suggest  that  the 
subject  of  grading  alt  the  alleys  in  the  city  be  taken  up,  and  the  work 
on  the  grading  be  commenced  as  soon  as  possible. 

Gutttrs^ — The  earnest  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  is  respect- 
fully called  to  the  condition  of  the  gutters. 

This  subject  has  received  careful  consideration,  and  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  board  that  the  gutters,  especially  of  the  unsewered  portion  of 
the  city,  and  the  open  sewers,  are  things  which  most  seriously  threaten 
the  public  health.     As  is  well  known,  the  gutters  in  many  portions  o^ 
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the  city  are  gutters  in  name  only,  in  many  places  want  of  grade 
rendering  what  should  be  a  gutter  a  pool ;  in  other  places,  the  gutt^t^ 
are  so  obstructed  by  stones,  weeds  and  by  the  accumulation  of  filth 
that  it  is  simply  impossible  for  them  to  perform  their  proper  work. 

Owing  to  these  different  causes,  the  gutters  in  many  portions  of  the 
city  are  little  better  than  open  cesspools,  and  instead  of  being  a  means 
of  disposing  what  may  become  detrimental  to  health  if  allowed  to 
remain  and  decay,  they  are,  by  reason  of  the  obstructions  mentioned, 
converted  into  a  means  of  retaining  the  very  material  they  are  designed 
to  remove. 

Your  board  of  health  would  recommend  that  positive  instruction  be 
issued  to  those  in  charge,  to  keep  the  gutters  clean  throughout  the 
city,  and  that  they  be  paved  as  rapiily  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

Also,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  board,  that  the  trunks  for  conveying 
gutter  drainage  at  crossings  and  alleys  are  unnecessary,  and  could  be 
dispensed  with  by  substituting  opep  paved  gutters,  the  first  cost  of 
which  would  be  less  than  the  cost  for  the  wooden  trunks,  and  the 
expense  for  repairs  and  renewals  would  be  much  less,  while  the 
advantage  in  the  interest  of  cleanliness  is  obvious.  The  present  sys- 
tem is  both  expensive  and  filthy,  and  inadequate  for  the  purpose 
intended,  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  frost  throwing  the  trunks  out 
of  place  and  permitting  the  drainage  to  flow  underneath  instead  of 
through  the  box. 

Paved  gutters  are  recommended  to  take  the  place  of  trunking 
wherever  it  is  practicable. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  of  water,  as  you  are  well  aware,  is  quite 
inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  city;  and  your  board  is  also 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  matter  of  procuring  a  more  plentiful  supply 
is  receiving  attention.  At  the  same  time  we  cannot  but  feel  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  this  board  to  urge  upon  your  honorable  bodies  the 
necessity  of  doing  everything  possible  in  your  power  to  provide  the 
city  with  enough  water  to  meet  the  demands.  Much  of  the  difficulty 
with  filthy  gutters  would  disappear  if  they  could  be  frequently  flushed 
out;  to  get  a  supply  sufficient  to  do  this,  of  course,  seems  to  be  almost 
out  of  the  question  at  the  present  time,  but  the  board  of  health  do 
earnestly  request  councils  to  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  secure  such 
a  supply  of  water  as  will  enable  it  to  be  used  freely  for  sanitary  pur- 
poses. To  this  end  the  protection  of  the  drainage  area  of  the  present 
water  supply  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  an  important  element.  As 
you  are  doubtless  aware,  the  removal  of  the  timber  from  the  sides  of 
the  streams  up  Glen  White  and  Baker's  Glen  is  constantly  going  on, 
and  the  clearing  of  the  land  is  already  beginning  to  manifest  itself  in 
the  permanence  of  the  water  supply.  Your  board  of  health  are  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  ihe  drainage  area  and  sources  of  the  present  supply 
should  be  owned  by  the  city,  and  that  if  some  immediate  action  is  not 
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taken  to  protect  the  present  draina<i;e  area,  the  supply  obtained  from 
Kittanning  Point  will  each  year  become  more  and  more  scanty  duiins; 
the  dry  seaaon.

House  Bill  No.  16— Article  XV* 

[Approved  May  30,  18.?7.] 

Board  of  Health, 

Section  1,  The  councils  of  any  city  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  or 
seventh  class  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  create  a  board 
of  health  as  herein  provided,  with  the  powers  and  duties  herein 
enuinerated. 

Sectiopi  :2.  The  said  board  shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall 
serve  wiihout  compeneation,  and  none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of 
councils.  At  least  two  of  their  number  shall  be  reputable  physicians 
of  not  less  than  fi'^e  years^  experience  in  the  practice  of  their  pro- 
fession. The  board  shall  be  appointed  by  districts*  to  be  tixed  by 
councils,  representing^  as  equally  as  may  be  all  portions  of  the  city, 
and  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  Monday  of 
April  succeeding:  their  appointment.  The  mayor  shall  nominate,  and 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  select  council,  appoint  the  members  of 
said  board,  and  shall  in  like  manner  remove  any  or  all  of  tliem  for 
official  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  and  fill  all  vacancies  for  the  un- 
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expired  term.  At  the  first  appointment,  the  mayor  shall  designate 
one  of  the  members  to  serve  lor  one  year,  one  to  serve  for  two  yearsi 
one  to  serve  for  three  years,  one  to  serve  for  four  years  and  one  to 
serve  for  five  years,  and  thereafter  one  member  of  said  board  shall  be 
appointed  annually  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  severally  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  herein  prescribed  for  the  city  officers  and  shall  annually 
organize  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number  as  president.  They 
shall  elect  a  secretary,  not  out  of  their  body,  who  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  board,  and  a  health  officer,  who  shall  execute  the  orders 
of  the  board,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  health  officer  shall  have  find 
exercise  the  powers  and  authority  of  a  policeman  of  the  city.  The  secre- 
tary and  health  officer  shall  each  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  board  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board, 
and  shall  severally  give  bond  to  the  city  in  such  sum  as  may  be  fixed 
by  ordinance  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  take  and 
subscribe  the  oath  required  of  the  members  of  the  board.  All  fees 
which  shall  be  collected  or  received  by  the  board,  or  any  officer  thereof 
in  his  official  capacity,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  monthly, 
together  with  all  penalties  which  shall  be  recovered  for  the  violation 
of  any  regulation  of  the  board.  The  president  and  secretary  shall 
have  lull  power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations  in  any  proceeding 
or  investigation  touching  the  regulations  of  the  board,  but  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  receive  any  fee  therefor. 

Secii<»n  4.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have  power  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  make  and  enforce  all  needful  rules  and  regulations 
to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases  by  the  regulation  of  intercourse  with  infected  places,  by  the 
arrest,  separation  and  treatment  of  infected  persons  and  persons  who 
shall  have  been  exposed  to  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  and  by 
abating  and  removing  all  nuisances  which  they  shall  deem  prejudicial 
to  the  public  health,  to  enforce  vaccination,  to  mark  infected  houses 
or  prescribe  rules  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  house 
drains,  waste  and  soil  pipes  and  cesspools  and  to  make  all  such  other 
regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the 
public  healih.  They  shall  also  have  power,  with  the  consent  of. 
councils,  in  case  of  the  prevalence  or  apprehended  prevalence  of  any 
contagious  or  infectious  disease  within  the  city,  to  establish  one  or 
more  hospitals  and  to  make  provision  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment for  the  same.  The  board  may  in  such  cases  appoint  as  many 
ward  or  district  physicians  and  other  sanitary  agents  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  before  their 
appointment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  physicians  practicing  within 
the  city  to  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  said  board  of  health  the  names 
and  residences  of  all  persons,  coming  under  their  professional  oare, 
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alTlicled  with  sucli  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  said  board. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have  power,  as  a  body  or 
by  committee,  as  well  as  the  healtli  officer,  together  with  his  subordi- 
nates^ assistants  and  workmen,  under  and  by  order  of  the  said  board, 
to  enter  at  any  time  upon  any  premises  in  the  city  upon  which  there 
|i8  suspected  to  be  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  or  nuisance 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,  for  ihe  purpose  of  examining  and 
abating  the  same,  and  all  written  orders  for  the  removal  of  nuisances, 
issued  to  the  said  health  ollicer  by  order  of  said  board,  attested  by  the 
secretary,  shall  be  executed  by  him  and  his  subordinates  and  workmen 
and  the  coats  and  expenses  thereof  shal!  be  recoverable  from  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  premises  from  which  the  nuisance  shall  be 
removed,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  eanaing  or  maintaining  the 
same  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Section  6.  The  said  board  of  health  shall  have  power  to  create  and 
maintain  a  complete  and  accurate  system  for  the  registration  ol  all 
marriages,  births  and  deaths  which  may  occur  within  the  city,  and  to 
compel  obedience  to  the  same  upon  the  part  of  all  physicians  and 
other  jjractiuoners,  clergymen,  magistrates,  undertakers,  sextons  and 
all  other  persons  from  whom  information  for  such  purposes  may 
properly  be  required.  The  board  shall  make  and  cause  to  be  publislied 
all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  eflect  the  powers 
and  fund  ions  with  which  they  are  hereby  invested,  which  rules  and 
regulations  shall  have  the  force  of  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  all 
penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  as  well  as  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred in  carrying  the  same  into  effect,  shall  be  recoverable  for  the 
use  of  the  city  in  the  same  manner  as  penalties  for  the  violation 
of  city  ordinances,  subject  to  Ihe  like  limitation  as  to  the  amount 
thereof. 

Section  7.  It  ghall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  submit 
annually  to  councils,  before  the  commencement  of  tlio  fiscal  year,  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  board  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  councils  sfiall  then  proceed  to  make  such  ap- 
propriation therefor  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and  the  said  board 
shalKin  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  submit  a  report  in  writing 
to  councils  of  its  operations  lor  the  preceding  year,  with  the  necessary 
statistics  thereof,  together  wit  h  such  information  or  suggestions  relative 
to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  refinirements  of  the  city  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  and  councils  shall  publish  the  same  in  their  olFirial  journal. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  communicate  to  the  State 
^Soard  of  Health  copies  of  all  its  reports  and  publications,  together 
with  such  sanitary  information  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required 
by  said  State  Board. 
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Ordinance  No.  173. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  governmefit  of  the  hoard  of  health,  dis- 
tricting the  city  of  Altoona  and  bringing  it  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  Assembly  of  Pemisylvania  of  May  SO,  A.  D.  1887. 
[Passed  September  8,  1887.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  city  of  Altoona,  in 
select  and  common  councils  assembled,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  and 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  city  of  Altoona,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Pennsylvania,  passed  and  approved  the  30th  day  of  May^  A.  D.  1887, 
be,  and  it  is  hereby  divided  into  five  districts,  as  required  by  Article 
XV,  section  two,  of  said  act,  governing  the  organization  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  board  of  health  for  said  city,  viz :  The  First  district  to  be 
composed  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  wards  of  said  city.  The  Second 
district  to  comprise  the  whole  of  First  ward  and  the  Second  precinct 
of  the  Third  ward.  The  Third  district  to  comprise  the  First  preciact 
of  the  Third  ward  and  the  whole  of  the  Fifth  ward.  The  Fourth  dis- 
trict to  include  the  whole  of  the  Sixth  ward  and  the  Second  precinct 
of  the  Fourth  ward.  The  Fifth  district  to  include  the  First  precinct 
of  the  Fourth  ward  and  the  whole  of  the  Second  ward. 

Section  2.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore 
passed  and  enacted  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  a  board  of 
health  in  the  said  city  of  Altoona  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re-en- 
acted and  ratified,  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  in  conflict  with  present 
legislation. 

Section  3.  That  any  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance  conflicting  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed, 
so  far  as  the  same  afi'ects  this  ordinance. 


Opinion  of  City  Solicitor. 

Altoona,  Pa.,  September  26, 1887. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Altoona  city: 

Gentlemen  :  I  presume  that  the  members  of  your  honorable  board, 
or  at  least  some  of  them,  know  why  I  deterred  answering  your  com- 
munication to  so  late  a  day;  but  as  the  reason,  happily,  no  longer 
exists,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  hasten  to  answer  your  request. 

I  have  carefully  gone  over  your  proposed  rules  and  regulations,  sec- 
tion by  section,  and  paragraph  by  paragraph,  and  under  our  present 
legislation  and  ordinance,  1  find  nothing  that  you  may  not  enforce. 
That  is,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  courts  would  sustain  any  and  all 
rules  having  a  penalty  attacked,  and  I  am  very  glad  that  you  have 
seen  fit  to  allow  the  magistrate  trying  or  hearing  the  case  considerable 
latitude.  This  often  prevents  appeals  and  consequent  delay,  which  is 
always  prejudicial  to  summary  convictions. 
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There  is  one  saggestion  which  hy  your  permission  I  will  make,  viz : 
In  concluding  a  role  having  a  penalty  annexed,  you  say,  ^*penalty  to 
be  enforced  the  same  as  for  violation  of  a  city  ordinance/'  I  think  I 
would  change  that,  as  your  rules  become  ordinances  under  existing 
legislation,  or  they  have,  at  least,  the  same  force  and  effect  of  ordi- 
nances, and  hence  say, ''that  to  eufoice  said  ordinance  conjplaint  may 
be  made  for  a  violation  thereof  before  the  mayor, city  recorder  or  any 
alderman  of  said  city,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue  his  precept  and 
apprehend  the  person  or  persons  violaling  the  same,  and  after  hear- 
ing, fine,  imprison  or  discharge,  as  tbe  case  may  be." 

It  is  always  necessary  to  make  complaint  in  writing  and  bring  the 
offender  before  a  magistrate  having  jorisdiction,  in  case  of  violalion^ 
and  if  the  otfeuder  claims  a  heiring,  award  him  a  hearing  and  set  out 
the  facts  as  much  as  possible  oa  the  record,  so  that  if  an  appeal  of 
eertiorari  be  taken  the  record  will  clearly  show  the  nature  and  char^ 
acterof  the  olfense.  The  Constitution  guarantees  every  man  a  hearing 
in  every  case,  no  matter  how  trivial  The  same  rule  applies  here  as 
in  the  department  of  water.  The  board  of  water  commissioners  may 
make  rules  and  regulations,  but  if  a  violation  of  the  rules  occurs,  a 
complaint  must  be  lodged  and  a  hearing  awarded  if  demanded. 

I  think  your  rules  and  regulations  admirably  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  our  city,  and  any  time  that  the  department  of  law  can  assist  you  in 
enforcing  tlie  same,  this  branch  of  the  city  government  will  always 
be  at  your  service;  at  least  while  your  humble  servant  forms  part  of 
said  gov^ernment.

Organization — ^Election  of  Offioers— Meetinos. 

Rule  I.  The  board  shall  organize  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  in 
each  and  every  year  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  secretary  to 
i-erve  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Rule  1L  At  the  first  stated  meeting  in  April  of  each  year  a  health 
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officer  ehall  be  elected  who  shall  enter  upon  his  duties  at  once  and 
continue  in  office  until  discharged  by  action  of  the  Board  or  another 
is  elected  in  his  stead. 

Hole  III.  If  from  any  cause  no  election  is  held  at  the  appointed 
time,  new  officers  may  be  elected  at  any  subsequent  regular  meeting. 
All  officers  shall  hold  their  positions  until  their  successors  are  elected, 
and  the  salaries  of  the  secretary  and  health  officer  shall  be  fixed  be- 
fore their  election. 

Rule  IV.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  on  Tuesday  of 
each  week  at  ten  o'clock  a*  3I.,  and  it  shall  hold  special  meetings 
when  convened  by  order  of  the  president  or  at  the  call  of  any  two  of 
its  members.  At  all  meetings  the  rules  of  order  and  despatch  ot  busi- 
ness shall  be  those  customary  in  public  deliberative  bodies. 

Rule  Y.  At  any  meeting  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  If  a  quorum  is  not  present  twenty 
minutes  after  the  appointed  time  two  members  may  adjourn  to  any 
subsequent  date  previous  to  the  next  regular  meeting,  in  which  case 
notice  of  the  adjourned  meeting  must  be  sent  to  all  the  members. 

Rule  VI.  At  regular  meetings  the  following  order  of  business  shall 
be  observed : 

1.  Calling  to  order. 

2.  Reading,  correction  and  approval  of  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  committees  and  health  officer. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 
6.  New  business. 

6.  Adjournment. 

Rule  VII.  At  special  meetings,  after  the  call  to  order,  the  business 
for  which  the  meeting  was  called  shall  be  proceeded  with  and  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  that  was  not  specified  in  the  call  for  the 
special  meeting. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

President. 

Rule  VIII.  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  appoint  the  members  of 
committees.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  a  chairman  for  the 
meeting  shall  be  chosen.  The  president  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  and  report  the  same 
to  the  Board.  He  shall  receive  all  complaints  of  nuisances  and  place 
them  in  the  hands  of  the  health  officer  for  examination.  He  shall 
turn  over  to  the  secretary  all  communications  coming  into  his  hands 
of  which  any  record  should  properly  be  kept.  He  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  health  matters  of  the  city,  shall  instruct  both  the  health 
officer  and  the  secretary  in  regard  to  their  duties,  and  shall  hold  them 
both  responsible  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  same.  He  shall 
also,  at  his  own  discretion,  take  action   in  emergencies  without  wait-

ing  to  consult  the  hoard,  bnt  in  such  cases  he  shall  report  \m  action 
in  writing  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  He  shall  issue  permilB  for 
the  disinterment  and  removal  of  dead  bodies  from  one  cemetery  to 
another,  or  from  one  grave  or  vault  to  another  in  the  same  cemetery  ; 
but  no  permit  for  disinterment  or  removal  shall  be  issued  tor  the  body 
of  a  person  who  died  of  a  contagious  disease. 

Secretary. 
Rule  IX,  The  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  records  of  the 
board*  He  shall  keep  and  transcribe  into  a  book  provided  for  the 
purpose  the  minutes  of  all  regular  and  special  meetings.  He  shall 
keep  copies  of  all  agreements  and  letters  made  or  written  by  order  of 
the  board  and  of  such  other  documents  as  the  board  may  direct.  He 
shall  notify  the  chairman  of  all  committees  of  the  business  referred  to 
them  by  the  board  and  shall  notify  elected  officers  of  their  election. 
He  shall  publish  monthly  over  his  own  signature  the  returns  of 
deaths  in  such  form  and  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  board, 
and  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  marriages,  births^  deaths 
and  interments  recorded  in  the  ofBce  during  the  yean  He  shall  furnish 
the  health  olUcer  a  true  copy  of  all  resolutions  and  all  action  taken 
by  the  board  concerning  the  duties  of  said  officer.  He  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  names  of  licensed  privy  cleaners  or  scavengers,  with  the 
number  of  their  licenses,  and  shall  report  to  the  board  at  any  tinie 
all  information  given  by  him  or  any  knowledge  he  may  have  obtained 
respecting  breaches  of  faith  or  violation  of  the  law  or  rules  on  the 
part  of  licensed  cleaners  or  scavengers  or  the  men  in  tlieir  employ. 
He  shall  keep  on  file  all  cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
after  having  submitted  them  to  the  board.  He  sha/l  have  the  general 
superintendence  of  and  must  keep  in  eHicient  condition  the  records  of 
raarriages,  births,  deaths  and  interments.  He  shall  examine  carelully 
the  returns  of  marriages,  births,  deaths  and  interments  and  contagious 
diseases  and  should  any  omissions  or  errors  occur  therein  it  shall 
be  bis  duty  to  notify  the  parties  making  said  returns  to  make  neces- 
sary corrections,  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  on  their  part  shall  le  re- 
ported to  the  board.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  issue  permits  to  clean 
privy  wells  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  board  relating  thereto; 
but  he  shall  refuse  permits  to  cleaners  whose  licenses  have  been  sus- 
pended, or  uiKiu  whom  fines  have  been  imposed  for  violation  of  the 
regulations  of  the  board,  until  said  suspension  is  revoked  or  lines 
paid.  He  dhall  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose  a  record  of 
the  names  and  residences  of  physicians,  practitioners  of  midwil*ery, 
clergymen,  aldermen,  justices  of  the  peace,  sextons,  nndertakers,  and 
others  required  by  law  to  make  returns  to  the  health  oOice;  and 
should  any  person  or  persons  so  required,  when  noli  tied,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  call  at  the  office  and  record  their  names  and  residetjces  he 
shall  report  the  fact  to  the  board  in  wr'*'"«^      He  shall  have  charge 
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of  all  blanks,  and  furnish  them  when  applied  for  to  such  persons  as 
are  required  by  law  to  make  returns,  keeping  a  record  of  same.  He 
shall  fill  up  all  permits  for  the  removal  of  dead  bodies  from  the  city 
for  interment,  but  no  permit  for  such  removal  shall  be  granted  unless 
the  applicant  furnishes  a  certificate  from  a  reputable  physician  that 
the  party  did  not  die  of  a  contagious  disease.  He  shall  make  out  and 
deliver,  under  the  approval  of  the  president,  all  transcripts  of  births, 
marriages,  deaths,  or  contagious  diseases,  applied  for  from  the  regis- 
tration records,  with  the  name  of  the  president  appended. 

Health  Officer, 

Rule  X.  The  health  officer  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  board.  He 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  health  of  the  city,  and  shall  do 
everything  in  his  power  to  preserve  and  protect  it.  It  shall  be  bis 
duty  to  personally  inspect  every  portion  of  every  avenue,  street  and 
alley  within  the  city  limits  as  often  as  possible.  It  is  also  his  duty  to 
personally  inspect  the  drains,  cesspools,  privies,  sewer  connections, 
cellars,  grounds,  and  if  need  be,  rooms  of  every  house  in  the  city 
limits,  as  often  as  time  will  permit.  Whenever  in  any  of  these  in- 
spections anything  is  found  in  any  avenue,  street  or  alley,  or  on  any 
premises,  which  is  in  anyway  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  or  is  a 
public  nuisance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer,  in  a  respect- 
ful manner,  to  direct  the  parties  from  whose  house  or  property,  owned 
or  occupied,  the  said  nuisance  or  thing  arises  or  comes  from,  to  re- 
move or  abate  the  same  at  once,  and  if  such  nuisance  or  thing  is  not 
removed  or  abated  by  the  parties  so  notified  within  reasonable  time 
after  said  notification,  to  report  the  whole  affair  in  writing  to  the 
board  of  health  at  its  next  meeting.  In  directing  what  shall  be  done 
to  abate  or  remove  a  nuisance  or  thing  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health  as  before  mentioned,  the  health  officer  may  allow  such  articles 
as  are  fit  for  the  purpose  to  be  fed  to  animals,  but  in  no  case  shall 
such  material  be  allowed  to  become  more  than  two  days  old.  Gar- 
bage may  be  removed  by  proper  persons,  but  the  cans  and  vessels 
containing  the  garbage  must  be  emptied  every  day  and  the  vessels 
washed  at  least  every  other  day.  Material  suitable  for  fertilizers  may 
be  80  uBed,  but  must  be  mixed  with  the  soil  before  it  begins  to  give  off 
odor.  All  other  material  prejudicial  to  the  public  health  and  all  of 
those  just  mentioned  which  cannot  be  disposed  of  as  described  must 
be  burned,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  know  uf  his  own 
knowledge  that  the  proper  disposition  of  these  materials  is  made. 
Filthy  drains  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected.  It  is  also  the  duty  of 
the  health  officer  to  abate  nuisances  whenever  the  board  of  health  so 
directs.  He  shall  also  investigate  complaints  and  report  his  observa- 
tions in  writing.  Ue  shall  serve  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances whenever  so  ordered  to  do  by  the  board  of  health.  He  shall, 
at  the  expiration  of  notice,  re  examine  said  nuisance  and  reiK>rt  what 
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action  has  been  taken,  and  with  all  returns  of  ncm  compliance  with 
notice,  present  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  or  expense  or"  remov- 
ing said  nuisance.  In  serving  the  notices  for  removing^  noisances 
upon  the  owners  or  agents  of  the  premises  on  which  such  nuisances 
are  situated,  if  the  owners,  tenants  or  agents,  are  not  found  a  Her 
careful  inquiry,  he  shall  leave  the  notices  upon  the  premises.  He 
shall  whenever  complaints  are  made  and  verified,  of  dead  animals 
lying  on  private  property  or  in  the  public  streets,  avenues  or  alleys 
have  them  removed  by  burial  or  otherwise  by  an  authorized  scaven- 
ger. He  shall  note  all  cases  in  which  ashes,  garbage  and  waste  mate- 
rial of  any  kind  is  thrown  into  the  streets  and  notify  the  parties  com- 
mitting the  otfense  to  remove  the  same*  He  shall  superintend  the 
application  of  disinfectants  to  the  streets  when  directed  by  the 
board,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  connecteil  with  the  in- 
spection of  streets  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  He 
shall  carefully  abstain  from  giving  or  caudng  to  be  given  to  any  privy 
cleaner  or  cleauers,  their  agents  or  others,  any  information  respeciing 
nuisances  reported  to  the  board*  or  any  comphiint  whatever,  or  re* 
spec  ting  the  action  of  the  board  relative  to  a  nuisiince  or  nuisances. 
The  health  officer  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  his  of- 
ficial acts  and  shall  make  report  in  writing  of  said  official  action  at 
each  meeting  of  the  board  of  heallh-  It  ia  also  the  duty  of  the  health 
officer  to  arrest  and  bring  before  the  proper  magistrate  any  persons 
found  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board 
whenever  directed  so  to  do  by  the  board,  or  whenever  in  liis  judgment 
the  best  interests  of  the  health  of  the  city  will  be  promoted  by  so  doing. 

Abatbmbxt  of  Nuisances* 

rhenever  any  nuisance  or  anything  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board  or  of  the  the  health  of- 
ficer, the  following  method  shall  be  used  in  obtaining  the  abatement 
or  removal  of  the  same,  viz  : 

Rule  XI.  The  health  officer  shall  give  to  the  parties  responsible 
for  the  nuisance  a  verbal  order  to  abate  the  same  or  shall  leave  on 
the  premises  a  written  order  to  the  same  effect  eigued  with  his  own 
name.  These  verbal  or  written  orderii  of  the  health  oOlcer  shall  in 
no  case  allow  more  than  five  days  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
and  usually  forty- eijrht  hours  glial  I  be  the  limit* 

RnLE  XIL  If  at  the  end  of  the  specified  time,  work  has  been  begun, 
the  health  officer  may,  at  his  discretion,  allow  a  longer  time,  but  not 
exceeding  five  days  more,  for  the  completion  of  the  work.  If  at  the 
end  of  the  specified  time  no  action  has  been  taken,  or  at  the  expira- 
jtion  of  the  extended  time  the  work  is  not  completed,  the  health  offi- 
cer shall  report  the  case  in  ful^  to  the  board  at  its  next  meeting*  The 
board  shiill  then  at  its  discretion  cause  to  be  served  on  the  proper 
parties  the  regular  official  notice  of  the  board  for  the  abatement  of 
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the  nuisance,  specifying  the  time  within  which  the  nuisance  must  be 
abated.  In  serving  the  official  notice,  the  health  officer  shall  read 
the  same  to  the  party,  in  person  if  possible,  leaving  a  copy  if  the  party 
desires  it.  If  the  party  is  not  to  be  found,  a  copy  shall  be  left  on 
the  premises  or  sent  by  mail.  The  original  copy  must  be  endorsed 
by  the  health  officer  with  the  action  taken  and  returned  to  the  se- 
cretary. 

RuLe  XIII.  If  within  the  specified  time  work  is  begun,  the  board 
may  extend  the  time  at  its  discretion.  If  at  the  end  of  the  specified 
time  nothing  has  been  done,  the  board  shall  direct  the  health  officer 
to  abate  the  nuisance,  stating  in  the  order  to  the  health  officer  ex- 
plicitly and  in  writing  what  shall  be  done.  Copies  of  the  official  order 
directing  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance,  and  of  the  order  to  the 
health  officer,  together  with  the  bills  for  the  work  done,  shall  be  at 
once  turned  over  to  the  city  solicitor  for  collection  of  the  bills  from 
the  party  respDusible  for  the  nuisance. 

Rule  XIV.  In  cases  of  emergency  every  member  of  the  board  is  en- 
titled to  take  such  action  as  will  result  in  the  speediest  possible  re- 
moval or  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  He  must  report  his  action  in 
writing  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board.  Such  individual 
action,  however,  shall  not  be  taken  where  the  cost^  of  the  abatement 
in  each  case  exceeds  two  dollars,  and  if  the  action  taken  is  not  subse- 
quently confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  board,  the  individual  member 
shall  be  personally  responsible  for  the  expenditure. 

£nforce3ient  op  Penalties. 
Rule  XV.  The  law  of  the  State  gives  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  board  of  health  all  the  force  and  efi'ect  of  ordinances  of  the  city 
and  gives  the  board  the  power  to  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
these  rules  and  regulations.  In  the  sections  which  follow  of  the  reg- 
ulations for  preserving  the  public  health  and  for  maintaining  the 
record  of  births,  marriages,  deaths  and  interments,  the  penalties  are 
stated  at  the  end  of  each  section.  It  is  within  the  power  and  cer- 
tainly is  the  duty  of  all  good  citizens  who  know  of  the  violation  of 
any  reasonable  regulation  of  the  board  to  make  complaint  in  writing 
against  the  offender  before  the  mayor,  the  city  recorder,  or  any  alder- 
man, and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officer  before  whom  the  complaint  is 
made  to  issue  his  precept  and  apprehend  the  person  or  persons  violat- 
ing the  regulations,  and,  after  hearing,  to  fine,  imprison,  or  discharge, 
as  the  case  may  be.  Furthermore,  under  the  present  law  of  the  State 
the  health  officer,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  a  policeman  of  the  city  and 
has  full  power  to  arrest  on  sight  and  brin^  before  the  mayor  for  pun- 
ishment any  person  found  violating  any  of  the  regulations  of  the  board. 

Amendments  and  Additions. 
Rule  XVI.  These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  or  addi- 
tional rules  and  regulations  may  be  adopted  at  any  regular  meeting^ 
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but  the  proposed  amendments  or  additions  mnnt  be  presented  in 
wrilinj:  at  least  one  week  before  they  are  acted  npon,  and  every 
member  of  I  lie  board  muet  eitlier  have  a  copy  of  the  proposed  change 
or  addition  or  must  have  seen  the  game  before  final  action  is  taken, 

Part  IL 

Regulations  for  Prkskrving  thk  Health  of  the  City  and  for  Main- 
taining THK  Rbcords  of  Marriage3,  Births,  Deaths  and  Intkr- 
ments 

Nuisances  and  Penalfi/  therefo:*. 
The  following  things  are  hereby  declared  to  be  nuigaoces  prejudi- 
cial to  the  public  heabh,  viz  : 

RiXE  XXX,  First  The  throwing,  placing  or  deposiling  in  any  of 
the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  lanes  of  the  city,  of  any  animal  or  veg 
etable  matter  which  is  subject  to  decay,  especially  any  of  the  follow- 
ing, viz :  Dead  animals,  old  bones,  waste  from  the  tables,  kitchen 
elops,  wash  water,  egg  shells,  sweepings  of  houses  and  etorea,  the 
podi,  husks,  rinds,  parings,  or  offal  of  any  kind  from  vegetables,  tea 
and  coflee  grounds,  everything  that  can  be  elasaed  under  the  term 
garbage,  tin  cans  that  have  not  been  thoronghly  rinsed  with  water, 
and  the  refuse  from  any  kind  of  business,  including  butchering  estab- 
lishments, meat  markets,  breweries,  tanneries  and  stores  dealing  in 
articles  of  food. 

Second.  The  allowing  or  maintaining  or  keeping  on  any  premises 
any  decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  especially  any  of  the 
things  above  mentioned,  until  they  begin  to  give  off  offensive  odors. 

Third.  The  drainage  from  privies,  cesspools,  water  closets,  pig 
pens  and  stables,  into  any  of  the  avenues,  streets,  lanes  or  alleyB  of 
the  city. 

Fourth,  The  drainage  of  hydrants,  kitchen  slops,  wash  w^ater,  or 
cellars,  into  the  gutter  in  any  place  where  a  sewer  is  at  all  accessible. 
Fifth,  Piles  of  ashes  containing  more  decaying  matter  than  they 
can  deodorize,  and  manure  heaps,  or  deposits  either  from  stables  or 
pig  pens,  which  have  begun  to  give  off  offensive  odors,  whether  occur- 
ring in  any  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  or  lanes  of  the  city,  or  on 
any  premises,  are  regarded  as  nuisances  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health. 

Sis^th.  Stagnant  water  on  any  premises,  including  cellars.  * 
Seventh.  Privies  in  which  the  surface  of  the  material  contained 
therein  is  less  than  three  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  lot 

Eighth,  The  placing  or  depositing  of  dead  animals,  garbage  or  filth 
of  any  kind,  coal  ashes  containing  any  kind  of  material  subject  to  de- 
cay, or  any  decomposing  or  decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter  of 
any  kind,  on  any  vacant  lot  or  lots  or  vacant  lands  within  the  city 
limits,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  dangerous  to  the  public 
health  and  is  strictly  forbidden* 
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RuLS  XXXI.  It  is  for  the  interest  of  all  that  none  of  the  above- 
described  nuisances  should  be  allowed  to  exist  in  the  city,  and  every 
person  who  shall  commit  any  of  the  above -described  nuisances  is 
hereby  declared  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  or  more 
than  five  dollars,  or  an  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  or 
more  than  seventy- two  hours,  or  both,  for  each  and  every  offeLse; 
and  every  person  who  is  responsible  for  the  existence  of  any  of  the 
above- described  nuisances  or  who  allows  any  of  them  to  exist  on  his 
premises,  owned  or  occupied,  is  hereby  declared  liable  to  a  fine  of 
of  not  less  than  one  dollar  or  more  than  five  dollars,  or  an  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  or  more  than  seventy-two 
hours,  or  both,  for  each  and  every  day  of  such  existence. 

Privy  Cleaning. 

Rule  XXXII.  On  and  after  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  these  rules 
no  owner,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  property  in  the  city  of  Altoona 
will  be  allowed  to  remove  from  any  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or  sink, 
situated  on  the  property,  owned  or  occupied,  any  part  of  the  contents 
of  said  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or  sink,  unless  said  removal  is  done  in 
such  a  way  that  no  odors  escape  to  the  adjoining  properties.  The 
filling  of  old  privies,  vaults,  cesspools  or  sinks  without  first  having 
removed  the  contents  thereof  is  regarded  as  exceedingly  prejudicial 
to  the  public  health  and  is  hereby  strictly  forbidden  under  pain  of 
the  penalty  mentioned  below. 

Rule  XXXIII.  On  and  after  the  above  date,  no  person  will  be  al- 
lowed to  engage  in  the  business  of  cleaning  privies,  vaults,  cesspools, 
or  sinks  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Altoona  without  first  having 
obtained  from  the  board  of  health  a  license  to  engage  in  such  work, 
and  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  transport  through  any  of  the  public 
streets,  avenues  or  alleys  of  the  city,  any  of  the  material  removed 
from  any  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or  sink,  unless  the  same  is  transported 
in  an  air-tight  apparatus,  or  in  such  a  way  that  none  of  the  contents 
of  the  transporting  vessel,  including  gases  and  odors,  escape  from  it, 
or  are  exposed  to  the  open  air  during  said  transportation. 

Rule  XXXIV.  In  order  to  obtain  a  license  to  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness of  cleaning  privies,  vaults,  cesspools  or  sinks  in  the  city  of  Al- 
toona, it  will  be  necessary  for  the  applicant  to  demonstrate  to  the 
board  of  health,  that  he  owns  or  is  in  possession  of  such  appliances  as 
will  enable  him  to  remove  and  transport  through  the  streets  of  the 
city,  the  objectionable  material  from  said  privies,  vaults,  cesspools  or 
sinks,  in  such  a  way  that  during  the  removal  the  odors  and  gases  which 
emanate  from  the  material,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  escape  to  the  sur- 
rounding air  or  shall  be  completely  deodorized  by  burning  or  other 
efficient  manner  near  the  place  of  removal,  and  during  the  transporta- 
tion no  odors  or  gases  of  any  of  the  material  shall  escape  from  the 
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veBsel  or  vessels  in  which  said  material  is  i^ontained.  It  will  also  be 
necessary  for  the  applicant  to  satisfy  the  hoard  of  health,  that  he  has 
aD  unobjectionable  place  and  method  of  disposing  of  the  material  re- 
move<l  from  x>rivies,  vaults,  cesspools  or  sinks. 

Rule  XXXV.  The  license  shall,  by  order  of  tlie  board,  be  issued 
under  the  president's  signature,  attested  I)}"  the  secretary,  and  the  fee 
therefor  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  per  year,  and  no  license 
shall  be  granted  for  less  than  one  year. 

Rule  XXXVI*  On  and  after  the  date  above  specified,  no  privy, 
vault,  cesspool  or  sink  shall  be  cleaned  by  any  licensed  cleaner  until 
a  permit  for  the  same  shall  have  been  obtained.  The  permit  will  be 
issued  by  ihe  secretary  of  the  board  of  heaUh  with  the  name  of  the 
licensed  cleaner,  and  must  specify  the  location  of  tlie  premises  and 
the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant.  It  must  also  state  the  day  for 
removing  the  contents,  but  may  be  extended  two  days,  provided  the 
eecre,tary  is  satisfied  that  the  delay  was  unavoidable.  Kvery  permit 
must  be  returned  to  the  secretary  on  or  betbre  the  day  followiog  its 
termination,  and  if  not  so  returned,  the  secretary  shall  refuse  all 
further  permits  to  the  delinquent  cleaner  until  the  rule  is  complied 
with.     The  fee  for  penuits  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  each* 

Rule  XXXVI  L  When  the  cleaning  of  privies,  vaults,  cesspools  or 
sinks  is  commenced  it  must  be  prosecuted  continuously  to  completion, 
and  when  any  of  these  are  ordered  to  be  cleaned  by  tlie  board  of 
health,  they  must  be  emptied  to  the  bottom.  The  failure  of  the 
cleaners  to  obey  this  rule  will  be  sufficient  to  cause  the  suspension  of 
their  licenses. 

Rule  XXXVIII,  No  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or  sink  shall  be  cleaned 
and  the  contents  thereof  removed  or  transported  after  sunset  or  before 
sunrise  in  any  day. 

Role  XXXIX.  No  licensed  cleaner  shall  make  a  contract  or  en- 
gagement for  the  cleaning  of  any  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or  sink  with 
any  person,  except  the  owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  the  premises  upon 
or  at  which  the  work  is  to  be  done,  and  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  as- 
certained that  a  cleaner  is  violating  this  rule,  the  secretary  shall  refuse 
him  a  permit  and  the  board  may  revoke  his  license. 

Rule  XL.  Every  person  licensed  shall  receive  with  his  license  a 
printed  copy  of  the  rules. 

RuLK  XLL  Permits  must  be  shown  at  the  place  where  the  work  is 
being  done  whenever  rei^uired  by  the  regular  police,  health  officer  or 
any  member  of  the  board  of  health. 

Rule  XLII.  Whenever  the  cleaning  of  a  privy,  vault,  cesspool  or 
sink  is  ordered  by  the  board  of  health,  the  health  officer  and  a  licensed 
cleaner  shall  agree  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  before  work  is  begun. 

Rule  XLIII.  Any  person  violating  any  ol  the  provisions  of  the 
above  regulations  in  regard  to  privy  cleaning  is  hereby  declared  liable 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  or  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or 
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imprisonment  not  less  than  twenty  four  hours,  or  more  than  seventy- 
two  hours,  or  both. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Slaughter  houses  within  the  city  limits  are  regarded  as  prejudicial 
to  the  public  health,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  those  now  within 
the  city  limits  will  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible.  All  persons  en- 
gaged in  slaughtering  animals  within  the  city  limits  must  observe  the 
following  regulations,  except  such  as  may  be  exempted  from  one  or 
more  of  them  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  board  of  health : 

Rule  XLIV.  The  floors  of  all  places  where  animals  are  slaughtered 
must  be  paved  with  asphalt,  cement  or  other  impervious  material,  or 
the  arrangements  must  be  such  that  none  of  the  blood  or  filth  or  waste 
water  shall  tind  its  way  through  the  floor  to  the  ground  underneath. 

Rule  XL  V.  The  drainage  from  all  places  where  animals  are  slaugh- 
tered, including  places  where  animals  are  kept  previous  to  slaughter- 
ing, must  be  into  a  sewer,  or  this  drainage  must  be  disposed  of  other- 
wise in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  board  of  health.  In  no  case  will 
it  be  allowed  to  go  into  a  pit  or  privy  well,  or  cesspool,  or  on  the 
ground. 

Rule  XLVI.  The  connection  of  the  drainage  with  the  sewer  must 
be  through  a  suitable  trap,  and  in  every  case  the  inlets  must  be  of  such 
a  kind  that  they  will  not  allow  any  of  the  offal  or  solid  refuse  matter 
to  pass  into  (he  sewer. 

Rule  XLVII.  No  pit  or  cesspool  to  be  used  as  a  depository  for  blood, 
dung  or  ofi'al  of  any  description,  will  be  allowed  in  connection  with 
any  slaughtering  f  sliblishment  in  the  city  of  Altoona. 

Rule  XLVIII.  Ev«^ry  slaughtering  establishment  must  be  furnished 
with  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  and  an  arrangement  of  pipes,  hose, 
buckets  and  other  appliances  sufiicient  for  keeping  everything  scru- 
pulously clean. 

Rule  XLIX.  Elvery  slaughtering  establishment  must  be  furnished 
with  movable  receptacles  with  good  covers  for  receiving  and  convey- 
ing away  all  the  ofl^al,  filth,  blood  and  other  ofl'ensive  matter,  and  this 
material  must  be  placed  in  these  receptacles  immediately  after  slaugh- 
tering, and  from  May  1  to  November  1  must  be  removed  within 
twenty-four  hours,  and  as  often  as  twice  a  week  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

Rule  L.  All  unrendered  fat,  cracklings,  hides,  skins,  tripe,  bones 
and  all  solid  refuse  matter  of  every  kind  must  be  removed  or  so  cared 
for  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  killing  of  the  animal  or  animals 
from  which  they  came,  that  no  ofl'ensive  odors  will  arise  from  them. 

Rule  LI.  Every  slaughtering  establishment  must  at  all  times  be 
kept  free  from  ofl'ensive  odors  by  proper  cleanliness  and  by  the  use  of 
chloride  of  lime  and  other  proper  disinfectant. 

Rule  LII.  Every  person  engaged  in  slaughtering  animals  who  fails 
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to  comply  with  the  above  regulations,  and  who  has  not  been  exempted 
therefrom  hy  vote  of  t]»e  board  of  health  as  iibove  stated  is  hereby 
deehired  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  lees  than  five  or  more  than  twenty  dol- 
lars, ur  imprisonment  not  less  than  twenty-four  or  more  than  seventy- 
two  hours,  or  both,  for  each  day^e  non  compliance. 

Piff  Pens, 

The  keeping  of  pi^s,  hog:9  or  swine  within  the  limits  of  llie  city  is 
regarded  as  prejudicial  to  the  public  health  even  at  begt,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  practice  will  be  discontinued.  The  following 
simple  re;:u!:Uion8  must  be  observed: 

Rule  Llli.  The  pens  or  siys  must  be  soconstrucled  tbat  no  portion 
of  the  food  or  excrement  will  get  through  the  floor  of  the  pen,  and  no 
drainage  from  (he  yard  will  accumulate  underneath  the  iloor. 

RirLK  LIV.  Absorbent  material  must  be  constantly  usea  in  such 
quantity  that  no  liquid,  excrement  or  filth  can  at  any  time  be  seen  in 
any  portion  of  the  sty  or  yard. 

Rule  LW  The  excrement  and  absorbent  material  must  be  removed 
from  the  pen  and  yard  as  often  as  the  accumulation  begins  to  give  off 
offensive  odors, 

KrLK  LVI.  Any  person  no*^  observine  or  complying  with  the  above 
rejiulalions  in  regard  to  pig  pens  is  hereby  declared  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  lees  than  one  dollar  or  more  than  five  dollars,  or  imprisonment  of 
not  less  than  twenty  fouror  more  than  seventy-two  hours^or  both,for 
each  day  of  non-observance. 

Scavetiffers  and  Oarhage  Collectors^ 

From  and  after  the  adoption  of  these  regulations  no  person  will  be 
allowed  to  engage  in  the  bodness  of  scavengering  or  removal  of  fiUh 
and  garbage  from  the  city  until  they  have  conformed  to  the  following 
requirements : 

Rt'LK  LVIL  They  must  register  their  names  and  residences  with 
the  secretary  of  the  board. 

Rule  LVIII.  They  mtist  have  displayed  upon  their  carts  or  wagons 
in  some  conspicuous  place  the  word  '■^Registered/'  and  the  number 
given  them  by  the  secretary. 

RfTLE  LIX.  They  must  exhibit  to  the  board  o(  health  their  various 
hoises,  carts,  wagons  and  other  appliances,  which  they  propose  to  use, 
and  have  tbr  approval  of  the  board  that  the  same  are  unobjectionable. 

Rule  LX.  They  must  satisfy  the  board  that  they  have  an  unobjec- 
tionable place  for  atid  manner  of  disposing  of  the  various  forms  of 
filth  and  garbage  whi*-'h  they  remove  trom  the  city. 

RuLB  LXI.  Tliey  must  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board 
in  regard  to  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  filth  of  all  kinds. 
These  regulations  in  regard  to  scavengers  do  not  apply  to  privy  cleaners, 
to  the  hauling  of  stable  manure  when  the  same  is  done  in  a  cleanly 
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way,  nor  to  the  removal  of  offal  from  slaughtering  establishmentB  as 
previously  provided  for. 

RuleLXII.  Any  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  scavengering 
without  complying  with  the  above  requirements,  or  any  scavenger  or 
garba«:e  collector  violating  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
board,  is  hereby  declared  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  or  more 
than  fifteen  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  twenty-four  or  more 
than  seventy-two  hours,  or  both,  for  each  offense. 

Disposal  of  Garbage  and  Refuse  Material. 

The  various  pods,  husks,  rinds,  parings,  etc.,  from  vegetables,  the 
crumbs,  bones  and  rejected  portions  of  the  food  from  the  tables  and 
from  the  kitchen,  together  with  kitchen  slops,  dish  water,  etc.,  all  of 
which  are  daily  occurrences  in  every  family,  constitute  what  may 
fairly  be  called  garbage.  In  addition  to  these,  every  family  has  like- 
wise the  ashes  from  the  fire,  sweepings  from  every  portion  of  the  house, 
egg  shells,  tea  and  coffee  grounds  and  often  broken  dishes  and  tin 
cans  from  canned  food;  every  store  and  every  place  of  business  has 
likewise  sweepings,  ashes  and  more  or  less  waste  material  which  is 
subject  to  decay.  These  together  constitute  a  daily  accumulation  of 
refuse  matter,  which,  when  allowed  to  remain  and  decompose  on  the 
premises,  are  fruitful  causes  of  disease,  and  which  must  necessarily  be 
disposed  of  in  some  satisfactory  manner  before  they  begin  to  decay. 
How  best  to  dispose  of  this  refuse  material  in  cities  is  a  question  that 
has  been  much  discussed,  and  many  methods  have  been  suggested. 
The  following  methods  are  recommended  by  the  board  of  health  and 
the  material  must  be  disposed  of  in  one  or  more  of  the  ways  suggested : 

Rule  LXIII.  The  best  possible  disposition  of  all  the  animal  and 
vegetable  refuse  matter  cibove  described,  including  everything  but 
the  ashes,  is  simply  to  burn  it  in  the  kitchen  stove  or  elsewhere  on  the 
pretnisea.  The  ashes  can  be  properly  cared  for  on  the  premises  until 
a  reasonable  accumulation  of  them  makes  it  desirable  to  have  them 
removed. 

Rule  LXIV.  There  is  no  objection  to  feeding  fresh  garbage  to 
animals,  provided  the  animal  eats  the  same  from  a  trough  or  bucket 
supplied  for  the  purpose,  but  where  this  disposition  of  the  garbage  is 
chosen;  no  accumulation  of  the  same  must  be  allowed  to  become  old 
enough  to  give  off  odor,  and  the  vessels  used  in  handling  the  garbage 
must  be  thoroughly  washed  at  least  twice  a  week.  Nothing  in  this 
section  must  be  construed  as  permitting  the  throwing  of  garbage  into 
the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  lanes  of  the  city,  to  be  eaten  up  by 
vagrant  cows  or  swine. 

Rule  LXV.  Such  refuse  material  as  is  fit  lor  fertilizers  may  be  used, 
but  this  material  must  be  mixed  with  the  soil  before  it  begins  to  give 
off  odor. 

Rule  LXVI.  Arrangements  may  be  made  with  regularly  registered 
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scavengers  or  garbage  collectors  to  remove  both  tlie  garbage  and  refuse 
material  above  dt^scribed,  but  in  these  cases  vessels  must  be  provided 
or  such  arrangements  made  use  of  as  will  prevent  any  liquid  or  refuse 
material  getting  on  the  ground,  and  these  vessels  must  be  emptied 
ollen  enough  and  must  be  cleansed  ofien  enough  to  prevent  any  odor 
arising  from  lliem. 

Rule  LXVIL  Any  person  failing  to  dispose  of  the  garbage  and  re- 
fuse material  above  described  in  one  or  more  of  the  four  ways  sug- 
gested, or  in  some  other  manner  satistactory  to  the  board  oi  healthy  is 
hereby  declared  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  five 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  twenty-four  or  more  than 
seventy -two  hours,  or  both,  for  eacli  and  every  offense. 


Regulatiojjs  for  Maintaining  the  Records  of  Birtus,  Marriages, 
Deaths  and  Interments,  for  iSkcurino  Rei'orts  of  OoNTAGioui  Dis- 
eases, AND  IN  Regard  to  Rk-interments  and  Bi^rials  Elsewuere. 

The  law^  of  the  State  makes  it  one  of  the  duties  uf  the  board  of 
health  to  create  and  maintain  a  record  of  births,  marriages,  deaths 
and  interments,  and  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  physicifins  to  report  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  health,  all  contagious  diseiises 
coming  under  their  care.     In  accordance  with  these  provisions  of  the 
law,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  physicians,  miJvvives,  njedical 
practitioners  and  other  persons  from  whom  information  may  properly 
be  demanded  in  regard  to  births,  of  all  clergymen,  magistrates  and 
^^pthers  performing  marriage  ceremonies,  of  all  phyBicians  attending  a 
^Vcase  in  which  death  results^  antl  all  sextons,  undertakers  and  superin- 
I       tendenis  or  other  oUicers  of  cemeteries  who  may  have  anything  to  do 
with  funerals,  burials,  transportation  of  corpses  and  interments,  to 
report,  either  in  person  or  in  writing,  to  the  secretary  of  the  board, 
their  names,  residence  and  occupations.     These  reports  must  be  re- 
ceived before  the  first  day  of  November,  1SB7.    The  following  regula- 
I       tions  must  also  be  observed  : 

B  Births. 

I  Rule  LXVIII.  All  physicians,  midwives  and  other  medical  prac- 

titioners  and  all  other  persons  from  whom  information  may  properly 
be  demanded  of  the  city  of  Altoona,are  hereby  recjuired  by  the  board 
lof  health  to  make  a  report  of  all  the  childbirths  at  which  they  may  be 
in  attendance,  or  which  come  to  their  knowledge  and  will  not  probably 
be  otherwise  reported,  by  accurately  filling  in  tlie  blank  forms  fur- 
nished hy  the  board  of  health  for  that  purpose  and  forwarding  the 
same  to  the  secretary  at  the  end  of  each  month.  It  is  also  the  duty 
of  said  physicians,  midwives  or  other  persons  to  make  requisiljon  on 
the  secretary  of  the  board  for  blank  forms  when  their  supply  is 
exhausted  or  when  not  supplied. 
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Marriages. 

Rule  LXIX.  All  clergymen,  magistrates  and  others  performing 
marriage  ceremonies  in  the  city  of  Altoona,  are  hereby  required  by 
the  board  of  health  to  report  to  said  board  any  msirriages  performed 
by  them  by  accurately  filling  in  the  blank  forms  furnished  by  the 
board  for  that  purpose,  and  forwarding  the  same  quarterly  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  all  persons  performing 
marriage  ceremonies  to  make  requisition  to  the  secretary  of  the  board 
for  blank  forms  when  their  supply  is  exhausted  or  when  not  supplied. 

Deaths  and  Interments, 

Rule  LXX.  Whenever  a  death  occurs,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  attend- 
ing physician  to  fill  in  the  portion  of  the  blank  form  provided  for  the 
purpose,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  undertaker  in  charge  of  the  funeral 
to  get  the  whole  blank  form  and  fill  in  the  remainder  and  deliver  it 
to  the  sexton,  or  superintendent,  or  other  officer  in  charge  of  the 
cemetery  where  interment  takes  place ;  said  sexton,  or  superintendent, 
or  other  officer  in  charge,  is  also  hereby  required  to  promptly  deliver 
all  such  reports  received  during  the  week,  to  the  president  of  the 
board  of  health  every  Saturday. 

Rule  LXXI.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  undertakers,  within  the  city  of 
Altoona,  to  make  report  of  all  burials  and  return  of  all  blank  forms 
properly  filled  in  to  the  president  of  the  board  of  health,  where  deaths 
occur  within  the  city  of  Altoona  and  interment  takes  place  elsewhere. 

Rule  LXXII.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  undertakers,  within  the  city  of 
Altoona,  to  make  report  to  the  board  of  health  of  each  and  every 
burial  which  they  may  have  to  make  where  no  physician  is  employed. 

Rule  LXXI  1 1.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  physicians,  within  the  city  of 
Altoona,  to  report  to  the  board  of  health  the  death  of  any  person, 
occurring  under  their  charge,  where  there  is  no  regular  undertaker 
attending  the  funeral. 

Rule  LXXIV.  It  is  the  duty  of  physicians  and  undertakers  of  the 
city  of  Altoona,  to  make  requisition  on  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
health  for  a  supply  of  blank  forms,  for  reporting  deaths  and  interments, 
when  their  supply  is  exhausted  or  when  not  supplied. 

Removal  from  One  Cemetry  to  Another, 

Rule  LXXV.  Every  undertaker  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the 
removal  of  any  dead  person  from  one  cemetery  to  another,  within  the 
city  of  Altoona,  is  hereby  required  to  obtain  a  permit  for  so  doing, 
from  the  president  of  the  board  of  health;  and  it  is  hereby  required 
that  all  disinterments  shall  be  done  during  the  day,  and  the  sextons 
and  superintendents,  or  other  officers  in  charge  of  burial  grounds,  are 
prohibited  from  allowing  any  dead  body  to  be  removed  from  their 
respective  grounds  between  sunset  and  sunrise;  and  said  sextons  and 
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Buperinlendents,  or  other  otEcers,  are  prohibited  from  allowing  the 
removal  of  any  dead  body  at  any  time,  luiiess  tiirniahed  with  the 
proper  permit,  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  health. 

Interments  ElBewkere. 

RdLE  LXXVI,  Every  undertaker  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the 
removal  of  any  dead  person  from  the  city  of  Allooria  for  burial  else- 
where, is  hereby  required  to  obtain  a  permit  therefor  from  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board  of  health,  and  to  obtain  such  permit,  said  under- 
taker or  other  person  in  charge  is  hereby  required  to  produce  and 
surrender  a  properly  tilled  in  certificate  from  the  attending  physician, 
stating  Hie  name  of  the  person,  age,  date  of  death,  cause  of  death, 
occupation,  place  of  birth,  residence  and  where  to  be  interred. 

Reporting  Contagious  or  Infectious  Diseases. 

Rule  LXXVIL  The  practicing  physicians  of  ttie  city  of  Altoona 
are  hereby  required,  by  the  board  of  health,  to  report  to  said  board, 
the  names  and  residences  of  all  persons  coming  under  their  profes^ 
sional  care  afHicted  with  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  by  accurately 
filling  in  the  bhink  forms  furnished  by  the  board  for  the  purpose  of 
reporting  such  diseases  and  forwarding  the  same  to  the  secretary  of 
the  board  within  two  days  from  the  time  they  are  satisfied  as  to  ihe 
nature  of  ihe  disease.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  pliysician,  when  their 
supply  ia  exhausted  or  when  not  supplied,  to  make  requisition  on  the 
secretary  of  the  board  cd'  health  for  the  necessary  supply  of  blank 
forms. 

Rtle  LXXVIIL  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
above  regulations  for  maintaining  the  record  of  birlhs,  nianiages, 
deaths  and  interments,  for  securing  reports  of  contagious  diseases,  and 
in  regard  to  interments  and  burials  elsewhere,  is  hereby  declared 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  for  not  lees  than  twenty-four  or  more  than  sevenly- two 
hours,  or  both,  for  each  and  every  offense.

I       JL  ANNUAL  STATEMENTS  OP  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER  AND  SEORE- 
I  TART  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH.  OITY  OP  SORAJJTTON,  PA., 

I  FOB  THE  YEAR  1887. 

To  the  Board  of  Ilealth^  iSeranton^  Pa  : 

Gentlembn  ;  In  making  a  yearly  report  it  would  be  quite  impossi- 
ble  for  me  this  year  to  give  a  complete  or  accurate  statement  of  all 
that  has  been  done    under  the  supervision  of  the  health  officer,  as  I 
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have  served  only  a  part  of  the  year,  nor  would  it  be  necessary,  as  the 
secretary's  report  covers  the  entire  ground,  giving  a  tabulated  list  of 
all  diseases,  also  of  all  nuisances  reported,  as  well  as  all  detail  of  the 
business  of  the  health  department.  The  summer  and  autumn  of  1887 
were,  throughout  the  whole  State,  remarkable  for  the  usual  preva- 
lence of  dysenteric  diseases  during  th^  summer  and  fevers  during  the 
fall ;  but,  notwithstanding  that  fact,  the  death  rate  for  the  year  was 
far  from  high,  being  21^  per  thousand.  While  there  are  many  things 
that  can  and  will  be  done  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city,  the  truth  is,  Scranton  suffers  less  from  epidemics,  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  than  almost  any  other  city  in  the  State,  and  the 
number  of  deaths  is  small  when  we  take  into  account  the  fact  that  so 
many  are  caused  by  accident.  The  natural  surroundings  of  the  city 
are  particularly  healthful.  Malaria  is  almost  an  unknown  quantity, 
and  we  are  remarkably  exempt  from  lung  diseases.  It  is  a  fact  that 
it  is  a  rare  thing  that  a  case  of  consumption  is  developed  in  this  val- 
ley. The  water  supply,  though  it  would  sometimes  bear  filtering,  is 
free  from  disease  breeding  germs,  and  has  at  all  times  been  plentiful. 
I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  reputable  physicians  of  the 
city  have  been  prompt  and  conscientious  in  their  reports  and  have 
shown  a  disposition  to  assist  the  board  of  health  whenever  XK)ssible. 
There  has  been  but  little  difficulty  in  regard  to  nuisances  reported. 
Sanitary  Policeman  Burke  has  proved  a  most  efficient  officer,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  much-complained-of  burning  culm  at  Mifflin 
avenue,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  councils,  all  nuisances  have 
been  promptly  abated.  There  is  great  need  of  sewers  in  several  parts 
of  the  city  that  now  have  none  whatever,  especially  in  Green  Ridge, 
Providence,  and  all  that  district  between  Lackawanna  avenue  and 
the  river.  It  is  simply  impossible  to  keep  some  parts  of  these  sec- 
tions in  a  decent  sanitary  condition  during  hot  weather  without  sew- 
ers. I  congratulate  the  board  upon  the  adoption  of  the  new  rules 
and  regulations,  which  seem  to  be  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible,  and 
which,  if  enforced,  cannot  fail  to  benefit  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city.

The  greatest  number,  sixty- 
seven  (67),  occurred  in  the  week  ending  July  23. 

Tumor.  Mortality  seventy  five  (75);  thirty-six  (36)  males  and 
thirty-nine  (30)  females.  Twenty-three  (23)  were  of  the  brain  and 
fourteen  (14)  abdominal.

Note.— The  record  of  births,  marriages  and  contagious  diseases  were  never  kept 
by  the  health  oflicer  of  this  city  until  the  present  incumbent  began  the  said  records 
on  May  1,  1888.  Hence  tlio  returns  in  first  two  or  three  months  were  not  always 
made  by  physicians,  as  it  was  a  new  duty.  It  is  believed  these  returns  are  now  fully 
and  promptly  made.

REPORT  OP  VAOOINATIONS  IN  LOT^TBR  MBRION  TO'^^TNSHIP. 
MONTGOMERY  COUNTY. 


Directly  opposite  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Schuylkill  river,  connected  with  the  city  by  bridges,  over  which  large 
numl)ers  are  constantly  passing,  lies  a  narrow  strip  of  densely  populated 
territory,  known  as  West  Manayunk,  River  Road  and  Pencoyd. 
This  territory  is  entirely  destitute  of  municipal  regulations.  Its 
population  is  of  a  very  low  order,  with  a  large  proportion  of  foreign 
birth,  living  in  filth  and  regardless  of  all  hygienic  law.  Vaccination 
had  been  almost  entirely  disregarded  among  them.  With  the  pre- 
valence of  small-pox  in  all  quarters  of  the  globe  and  the  constant 
accessions  to  this  population  by  immigration,  it  was  felt  that  such  a 
condition  of  things  constituted  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  entire 
city. 

The  Secretary,  therefore,  commissioned  Dr.  Sibbald,  of  Wissahickon, 
one  of  the  vaccine  physicians  to  the  Philadelphia  board  of  health,  to 
visit  the  schools  of  the  district,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  parents, 
vaccinate  all  the  children  who  would  not  give  evidence  of  having  been 
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satisfactorily  vaccinated.  The  following:  is  a  condensed  staiement  of 
the  number  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations.  The  number  of 
primary  vaccinations  performed  is  suflicient  evidence  of  the  necessity 
for  the  step,  and  the  fact  that  no  case  of  small- pox  occurred  in  this 
region  during  the  epidemic  which  existed  in  Philadelphia  a  few  months 
later,  may  not  unfairly  be  considered  to  demonstrate  that  the  pre- 
cautions taken  were  successful.

(a. )  Notifloation  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  New  York, 

Albany,  October  P,  1888. 
BENJA3trN  Lke,  M.  D., 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health.  Pennsylvania  : 
DbakSir;  Smallpox  haa  broken  out  amoiiK  the  Indians  on  the 
Allegany  Reservniion  in  Cattaraugus  county*  This  reservation  goeB 
over  the  line  into  your  State.  It  has  become  infected  from  the  In- 
dians on  the  Cattaraagua  Reservation,  who  developed  the  digease 
last  week. 
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The  arrangements  made  by  this  board  are  as  follows,  viz:  Dr.  J. 
D.  Davis,  of  Versailles,  Cattaraugus  county,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Indian  council,  has  been  appointed  by  us  acting  health  officer  for  the 
Cattaraugus  Reservation.  He  is  vaccinating  and  quarantining,  and 
boards  of  health  surrounding  the  reservation  have  been  notified  to 
give  him  aid  and  to  immediately  begin  vaccinating  in  their  districts. 
The  disease  being  just  reported  this  morning  from  the  Allegany 
Reservation,  I  have  by  telegraph  asked  for  the  name  of  some  good 
doctor  who  can  be  appointed  acting  health  officer,  with  further  direc- 
tions for  him  to  see  the  Indian  council  and  get  their  authorization. 

As  these  reservations  are  not  subject  to  our  health  laws,  not  being 
cities,  towns  or  villages,  I  have  assumed  control  for  the  better  protec- 
tion of  the  public  health.  If  compatible  with  your  rules  of  service,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  acting  health  officer  to  be  appointed  for  the 
Allegany  Reservation,  be  by  you  authorized  to  represent  your  Board 
on  that  portion  ot  the  reservation  which  enters  into  your  State. 
Please  let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  possible.  I  will  visit  the  res* 
ervations  this  week  and  let  you  know  the  result.

/Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

Dear  Doctor:  On  receipt  of  your  telegram  I  visited  Warren 
county.  The  only ''Indian  Reservation"  in  that  county  is  that  of 
the  "Cornplanter."  The  '"Allegany  Reservation"  is  entirely  in  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  cases  of  small- pox  in  that  reservation  are  at 
Red  House  and  Vanclulin,  from  forty  to  fifty  miles  from  the  Pennsyl- 
vania line.  Not  being  able  to  learn  where  the  representative  of  the 
New  York  board  could  be  found  I  was  not  able  to  confer  with  him. 

Concluding  that  it  was  the  Cornplant^r  Reservation  that  you  re- 
ferred to,  I  visited  them  and  found  no  small -pox  or  any  other  sickness 
there,  but  learned  that  numbers  of  them  had  recently  been  visiting 
the  reservations  where  smallpox  exists,  and  that  none  of  the  younger 
members  had  ever  been  vaccinated.  It  seemed  to  be  an  imi>erative 
necessity  to  have  the  entire  tribe  vaccinated  at  once.  I  employed 
Dr.  A.  A.  Woods  to  attend  to  the  matters.  I  hope  that  this  will  meet 
your  approval. 
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The  chief  of  the  tribe  promised  me  Ihat  he  would  not  allow  any  of 
his  people  to  visit  either  of  the  other  reservations,  but  1  have  little 
con  licence  in  his  doing  so. 

The  New  York  people  shonld  effectuilly  qoarantino  both  their  res- 
ervatioiis  and  should  have  a  central  place  in  eacli  wbere  all  cases 
should  be  sent.  Will  you  make  this  suggestion  to  them  ?  I  should 
be  very  glad  to  meet  their  representative  for  coni^rence,  and  will  do 
so  at  any  time  without  any  charge  to  yon  except  for  expenses  of 
travel  if  you  will  arrange  for  a  meeting.  I  would  prefer  to  meet  him 
at  Dunkirk,  as  that  is  a  very  available  point.  Tliere  is  a  great  neces- 
sity for  action  and  etBcient  action  on  the  part  of  the  New  York  people, 
as  small-pox  now  is  in  four  or  five  of  their  northwestern  counties — 
our  State  is  in  danger  from  two  points.  Dunkirk  on  the  Lake  Shore 
railroad  and  Salamanca  on  the  N.  Y.,  F,  &  0.  railroad. 

My  trip  to  the  Cornplanter  Reservation  was  made  under  uou&ual 
diiBcnlties  and  attended  with  several  mishaps,  occupied  most  of 
two  days,  and  was  generally  unpletusant,  which  please  recollect  in 
connection  with  my  bill  for  services  and  expenses.  It  was  one  of  the 
moat  unpleasani  and  uncomfortable  trips  that  1  have  ever  made.  I 
jWill  forward  Dr.  Woods'  report  as  soon  as  he  makes  it  out. 

I  again  refer  to  the  importance  of  guarding  our  State  line  from  the 
ake  to  Salamanca  and  hope  that  you  can  arrange  for  a  conference 
with  the  New  York  people.    If  I  meet  them  I   would  like  to  make 
Dunkirk,  New  York,  Corry,  Pennsylvania^  or  Salamanca,  New  York, 
the  point  of  meeting.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  report  of  a  visit  of  inspection  to  the  reservation  of 
the  tribe  of  Oornplanter  Indians  in  Warren  county,  is  received. 
Allow  me  to  compliment  you  on  the  promptness,  energy  and  discre- 
tion displayed  in  the  discharge  of  this  important  duty,  which  I  have 
no  doubt  will  be  appreciated  by  the  board.  I  notice  your  suggestions 
in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  protection  against  the  introduction  of 
small- pox  at  Dunkirk  and  Salamanca.  Dr.  Balch  writes  that  he  has 
taken  the  following  precautions,  viz  :  Dr.  J.  D.  Davis,  of  Versailles, 
Cattaraugus  county,  with  the  consent  of  the  Indian  council,  has  been 
appointed  acting  health  officer  for  the  Cattaraugus  Reservation.  He 
is  vaccinating  and  quarantining,  and  boards  of  health  surrounding  the 
reservation  have  been  notified  to  give  him  all  aid  and  to  immediately 
begin  vaccinating  in  their  districts.  The  same  course  is  to  be  pur- 
sued for  the  Allegany  Reservation.  1  approve  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  A.  A.  Woods  as  vaccinator.  Would  it  be  wise  to  give  him  any 
authority  as  to  quarantine  ?

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  the  16th  was  duly  received.  In  the 
absence  of  the  secretary  on  official  business  in  New  York,  I  beg  t^ 
say  that  the  small  pox  on  both  the  Cattaraugus  and  Allegany  Indian 
Reservations  seems  to  be  pretty  well  under  control.  The  last  advices 
from  our  health  officers  report  but  one  case  on  the  Cattaraugus  Reser- 
vation, convalescing,  and  two  cases  on  the  Allegany  Reservation, 
one  of  which  will  probably  die. 
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In  regard  to  your  medical  inspector  for  the  Lake  District,  Dr.  J.  L. 
Stewart,  of  Erie,  meeting  the  acting  healtli  officer  of  the  Al!e*^aDy 
Reservation  [or  purposes  of  conference  that  can  be  very  easily  ar* 
ranged  by  Dr.  Stewart  communicating  with  Dr.  F.  C,  Beals,  of  Sala- 
maaca.  They  can  settle  between  them  the  time  and  place  for 
meeting. 

We  do  not  apprehend  any  great  extension  of  the  contagion  spread- 
ing from  the  Indian  reservations.  Happily  it  was  taken  hold  of  in 
time  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Indian  council,  thorough  meas- 
ures  for  vaccination  have  been  inaugurated.  Of  course,  6ome  more 
cases  may  occur  in  persons  already  exposed,  but  we  leel  that  the  dan- 
ger is  past  or  measurably  so.  We  will  keep  you  informed  of  any  new 
developments.  ♦

(f).  Report  of  Dr.  A.  A.  ^Wooda,  Health  Officer  of  Erie,  of  Vacclnationa 

Performed. 


To  Dr.  J.  L  Stewart, 

Inspector  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania: 
Sir:  In  conlormity  with  your  request,  1  visited  the  Corn  planter 
Iveservation  of  Indiyna,  Warren  county,  Pennsyivajiia,on  Friday,  Oc- 
tober 12, 1888,  and  there  learned  details  of  the  arrangements  made 
by  you  witli  tlie  Indian,  Jlarsh  Pierce,  to  have  the  tribe  or  sub-tribe 
vaccinated.  On  Saturday.  <Jctol>er  IH,  at  8  v.  M  ,  again  visited  reser- 
I  vation.  I  went  by  arrangement  to  the  simdl  mission  church  on  the 
reservation.  The  Indians  gathered  slowly,  and  very  reluctantly  suh- 
I  mitted  to  vaccination.  I  was  provided  with  fifty  points  from  Martin^:* 
j  farm  and  tilty  from  Alexander's.  Points  were  all  fresh  having  just 
I  been  received  I  vaccinated  Indians  presenting  as  follows :  Children, 
^23;  women,  17;  men,  15. 

^^H  I  then  visited  two  houses  at  extremity  of  reservation,  where  I  found 
^^wo  sick  people,  a  man  and  women ;  they  gave  no  symptom i  of  smail- 
pox,  but  seemed  sick  with  intermittent  fever.  1  here  vaccinated 
twelve  persons,  total,  sixty  six.  I  also  left  twenty  points  with  an 
Indian,  named  Jacobs,  with  i  net  ructions  to  vaccinate  any  Indians  who 
might  return  to  the  reservation.  Of  the  number  inoculated,  seven 
were  old  inoculations.  Five  others  had  been  quite  recently  vaccinated, 
four  babies  nursing  were  not  taken,  and  three  ab^lutely  refused. 
Therefore,  the  only  uninoculated  Indians  left  l>y  me  or  seen  on  the 
grounds,  were  three  men  and  four  bibiea. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  information  of  the  state  of  aflairs 
among  these  Cornplanler  Indians  can  be  secured  from  cilizens  with 
whom  we  are  in  communication.    The  '*Cliief,"  Mar^h  Pierce,  ex

tended  the  siDcere  thanks  of  himself  and  people  to  the  State  Board 
for  their  action  in  their  behalf.  All  railroads  should  continue  tbeir 
prohibition  against  Indians  on  their  trains,  and  the  government  agent 
should  keep  a  rigid  rule  against  the  Oornplanters  visiting  the  New 
Vork  reservations,  and  vice  versa,  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ExECCTiVB  Office, 
Philadelphia,  October  2S^  1888, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Stewart, 

Medical  Inspector : 

Dear  Sir  :  Accept  my  thanks  for  your  favor  enclosing  the  report 
of  Dr.  S.  L  Woods  of  vaccination  done  at  the  Oornplanter  Reserva- 
tion. You  say  that  you  are  not  yet  satisfied  with  the  condition  of 
things  on  the  reservation.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  of  my  desire  to 
be  certified  as  to  the  success  of  the  vaccinations  performed,  I  author 
ize  you  to  send  Dr.  Woods  again  to  satisfy  himself  on  this  point  and 
get  as  full  details  as  possible  in  regard  to  names,  ages,  previous  vacci- 
nation, and  any  other  point  that  may  occur  to  either  of  you,  provided, 
the  expense  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars  ($10),  in  addition  to  the  fee 
already  agreed  upon.  In  reference  to  enforcing  vaccination  on  the 
recalcitrant  braves,  I  would  say  that  as  there  is  no  law  in  this  State 
making  vaccination  compulsory,  our  board  can  only  employ  force  to 
effect  it,  when  it  considers  it  absolutely  necessary  to  "'check  the  pro- 
gress of  an  epidemic.'^  Such  a  condition  cannot  be  said  to  exist  at 
present  on  the  reservation.  Should  the  disease  make  its  appearance 
there  I  feel  that  in  view  of  the  well  known  fatality  of  small-pox 
among  people  of  that  race  and  their  extreme  liability  to  infection,  we 
should  be  justified  in  making  a  show  of  force  at  least.  It  is,  of  course, 
desirable,  however,  to  effect  our  purpose  by  persuasion  if  possible. 

The  assistant  secretary  of  the  New  York  board  writes  me,  in  the 
absence  of  Dr.  Balch,  that  Dr.  F.  C.  Beals,  of  Salamanca,  acting 
health  oflBcer  of  the  Allegany  Reservation,  will  be  glad  to  confer 
with  you  as  to  steps  necessary  to  be  taken  in  concert  for  the  protec- 
tion of  our  border.  You  can  communicate  directly  with  him  and  ar 
range  for  a  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  mutually  con- 
venient, if,  in  your  judgment,  public  safety  requires  it.  I  do  not 
know  whether  Dr.  Beals  is  empowered  to  act  for  any  larger  territory 
than  the  reservation  or  not.  You  can  inquire  of  him.  The  assistant 
secretary  says,  ''we  do  not  apprehend  any  great  extension  of  the  con- 
tagion spreading  from  the  Indian  reservation.  Happily  it  was  taken 
hold  of  in  time  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Indian  council  thor- 
ough measures  for  vaccination  have  been  inaugurated.  We  will  keep 
you  informed  of  any  new  developments." 
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One  case  existed  on  the  ISlh  at  the  Cattaraugus  and  two  at  the 
Alle|2:any  Reservation.  Yoo  inquire  aa  to  your  power  and  duties 
should  the  contagion  reach  the  State  line,  I  would  say,  first,  should 
the  disease  prevail  to  an  alarming  extent  near  tlje  border  or  in  large 
towns  on  lines  of  direct  conimunicaiion,  it  would  be  well  to  confer 
with  the  railroad  authorities  as  to  the  expedieitcy  of  establishing  an 
inspection  service  at  the  station  nearest  within  the  line.  Should  the 
Emergency  warrant  it  I  have  no  doubt  Surgeon  General  Hamilton,  ol 
the  Marine  Hospital  service,  would  cooperate  with  me  and  place  phy- 
sicians on  duty  for  that  purpose^  and  would  probably  allow  me  to 
name  those  at  your  suggestion.  No  one  who  was  recently  convales- 
cent from  either  small  pox  or  varioloid  should  then  be  permitted  to 
enter  the  State,  and  no  one  who  could  not  produce  a  cert  i  lie  ale  or 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  comparatively  recent  vaccination.  Ilav 
ing  been  inoculated  in  io fancy  or  having  had  the  disease  many  years 
previously  should  not  be  a  cause  for  dispensing  with  the  requiremeot 
for  vaccination.  The  inspector  should  be  provided  with  pure,  fresh 
bovine  virus,  and  should  be  at  all  times  prepared  to  vaccinate  in 
transit. 

Second ^  In  quarantining  a  house  or  a  village,  first*  a  yellow  flag 
Bhould  be  displayed  from  every  inspected  house  ;  secondly, all  unnec 
essary  visiting  should  be  absolutely  forbidden  ;  thirdly,  where  it  is 
necessary  to  enforce  this,  as  will  not  often  be  the  case,  a  constable  is 
the  proper  oflicer  to  employ,  but,  fourthly^  he  should  be  employed 
by  the  director  or  overseers  of  the  poor  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
county.  My  experience  has  been  that  in  such  emergencies  both 
odicerstuid  people  are  only  too  glad  to  be  instructed  as  to  what  steps 
to  take  for  their  self-protection  \  fifthly,  a  vaccine  physician  should 
be  appointed  if  one  does  not  alread^^  exist;  if  the  county  absolutely 
jefuses  through  the  imot  officers  to  defray  the  expense  for  all  who  are 
Uijable  to  pay  for  it  themselves,  the  board  will  otTer  free  vaccination, 
but  it  is  a  legitimate  expense  for  the  local  authorities.  In  case  of  ac- 
tual epidemic  prevalence,  the  board  will  insist  on  vaccination. 
Wherever  a  local  health  organization  of  any  kind  exists,  it  is  the  poliry 
of  the  board  to  give  it  all  the  aid  in  its  power,  and  give  it  credit  for 
all  that  it  accomplishes. 

If  there  is  any  point  on  which  I  have  not  been  sufficiently  explicit 
please  let  me  know.

Dear  Doctor  :  I  enclose  you  report  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Woods  in  regard 
to  vaccinations  of  the  Cornplanter  Indians  on  reservations  in  Warren 
county,  Pennsylvania.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  to  you  tba( 
there  is  not  now  a  known  case  of  small-pox  anywhere  within  forty 
miles  of  our  State  line.  The  last  cases  were  near  Vandalin«  ^ew 
York,  are  now  recovered,  and,  I  believe,  all  the  infectious  places  have 
been  properly  disinfected.  What  might  have  resulted  in  a  general 
spread  of  the  dread  disease  was  happily  averted.  The  result  certainly 
justifies  the  small  expense  involved.

Report  to  Board  of  Health  of  State  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  Mat- 
ter OF  Quarantine  and  Vaccination  of  Cornplanter  Indians, 
Warren  county,  Pa. 

Second    Visits  November  Ist^  1888. 

Since  I  accompanied  Dr.  J.  L.  Stewart  on  his  visit  to  Cornplanter 
Reservation,  October  12  and  13,  he  requested  me  to  again  visit  said 
reservation  and  investigate  the  effect  of  the  vaccinations  there  made 
at  that  time. 

I,  therefore,  visited  Cornplanter,  November  1st,  1888,  by  same 
route  as  before,  and  being  kindly  given  a  pass  from  Erie  to  Warren^ 
and  return  by  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  officials,  I  found  that  the 
Indian  with  whom  points  had  been  left,  with  instructions  how  to  use 
them,  on  our  first  visit,  had  vaccinated  four  Indians  nol  present  on 
October  13,  three  others  refusing  to  submit.  1  found  the  reservation 
clear  and  free  of  any  variola  and  that  the  two  cases,  four  miles  above, 
over  the  New  York  State  line,  were  dead.  Out  of  fifty-six  Indians 
vaccinated  on  October  13,  the  failures  were :  children,  5 ;  adults  3  ; 
totals.  I  re-vaccinated  of  these,  children,  4;  adults,  2;  total  6. 
The  roll  of  Indians  vaccinated  on  this  reservation  stands  as  follows  : 
children,  23  ;  women,  17;  men,  16 ;  total  50.  Less  the  two  in  whom 
it  failed  to  work  and  who  could  not  be  seen  to  re  vaccinate  them, 
makes  54,  to  which  add  vaccinated  by  Indian  after  October  13,  4 — 
gives,  total  58.  In  addition  to  which,  as  will  be  seen  by  report  of 
visit  of  October  12  and  13,  there  were  seven  Indians  having  recent 
inoculations,  giving  in  all  of  protected  Indians  on  Cornplanter  Res- 
ervation, 65  of  all  ages. 
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In  addition  to  above  it  was  reported  to  me  that  at  least  two  of  their 
people  had  had  variola  in  previous  years.  The  number  unprotected, 
3.  It  is  utterly  impossible  to  transcribe  the  names  of  these  people 
without  giving  an  extra  day  to  learning  names,  etc.  Officials  and 
men  of  the  N.  N.  Y.  and  P.  R.  R.,  and  also  of  the  P.  R.  R.,  were  ad- 
vised to  keep  Indians  away  from  their  lines  and  stations  for  two 
weeks  longer  and  the  chief,  Marsh  Pierce,  was  given  the  same  instruc- 
tions. Arrangements  are  made  with  a  reliable  white  man  living  near 
the  reservation  for  prompt  intelligence  of  any  change  in  the  situation.

Dear  Sir:    I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  proceedings  of 
the  National  Pure  Food  Convention  held  last  winter  in  Washington, 
and  the  call  for  another  one  to  be  held  in  Washington,  January  19 
next,  to  which  your  organization  is  invited  to  send  delegates. 

The  movement  for  a  national  adulteration  act  began  several  yean 
ago  when  Prof.  Charles  F.  Chandler,  of  New  York;    Dr.  John  S. 
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Billings,  of  Washinfjton  ;  Chancellor  B.  Wifliiimson,  of  New  Jer&ey ; 
A.  H.  Hardy,  of  Boston,  and  John  A.  Gano,  of  Cincinnati,  were  ap- 
pointed a  connmittee  by  the  National  Board  of  Trade  to  study  this 
snbject  and  offer  an  award  of  prizes  for  the  best  adulteration  act 
suitable  to  our  form  of  government. 

After  a  year's  careful  study  of  the  various  acts  and  essays  submit- 
ted to  the  committee,  a  national  act  was  drawn  and  introduced  in 
Congress,  but  departmental  jealousies  prevented  action,  and  nothing 
was  done  until  last  year,  when  the  public  demand  for  such  a  measure 
found  expression  in  a  convention,  proceedings  of  which  are  enclosed; 
and  it  is  thought  that  enough  popular  support  can  now  be  obtained 
to  insure  the  pas8a|j;e  of  a  judicious  law. 

We  desire  to  secure  a  cooperaiion  of  public  authorities  and  the 
onest  element  in  the  food,  drink  and  druj:  interests,  to  procure  the 
enactment  of  such  a  law,  the  necessity  of  which  for  interstate  and 
foreign  commerce  to  supplement  the  various  local  laws  upon  this  sub- 
ject is  now  {rene rally  admitted.

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(b.)  Prooeedinffs. 

The  convention  met  at  noon  on  Wednesday,  January  19, 1888,  in 
Willard's  Hall,  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Bond,  of  Boston,  called  con- 
vention to  order.  Mr.  Elisha  Winter,  of  New  York,  was  made  tem- 
porary secretary. 

The  committee  on  credentials  was  composed  of  the  following  gentle- 
men :  Mr.  Finley  Acker,  of  Philadelphia ;  Mr.  Charles  Hermann,  of 
Cleveland ;  Mr.  Michael  Hahn,  of  New  York ;  Mr.  W.  H.  Sharpley, 
of  Denver,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Grannis,  of  Chicago. 

The  credentials  of  the  delegates  to  the  convention  were  referred  to 
this  committee,  and  the  convention  then  took  a  recess. 

On  re  assembling,  Mr.  U.  Wharton  Amerling  took  the  chair  and 
delivered  the  following  address  : 

Gbntlbmen  of  the  Convention  :  I  am  grateful  to  a  kind  Providence 
that  has  enabled  so  many  of  you,  at  no  little  sacrifice  of  time  and 
money,  to  come  from  the  distant  parts  of  our  country  to  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  urging  legislation  to  regulate  the  sale  of  adulterated  articles 
of  commerce.  As  to  the  charge  of  burdens  being  placed  upon  any 
character  of  trade,  I  would  say  that  we  are  here  to  see  that  the  ways 
of  honest  trade  be  advanced,  rather  than  obstructed.  We  who  have 
labored  early  and  late  for  the  suppression  of  fraudulent  and  injurious 
adulterations,  and  who  are  actuated  by  principles  of  justice  and 
humanity,  still  observing  those  principles,  do  not  desire  to  injure 
honest  trade.  The  interests  of  honest  trade  are  as  justly  entitled  to 
protection  as  the  welfare  of  the  consumer.  But  justice  to  all  demands 
the  prescribing  of  penalties  and  the  infliction  of  punishments  upon 
those  guilty  of  doing  injustice  or  injury  to  others.  We  do  not  believe 
in  complimenting  evildoers,  no  matter  what  their  business  or  pro- 
fession may  be. 

As  to  the  question  of  ownership  of  goods  transported,  we  would 
state  that  to  constitute  a  sale  in  law  there  must  be  a  delivery.  It  is 
a  common  occurrence  for  the  wholesaler  to  exercise  his  right  of 
ownership  in  stopping  the  goods  while  in  transit,  if  he  considers  the 
purchaser  desires  to  obtain  the  goods  by  misrepresentation,  etc.  It  is 
hardly  worth  while  to  discuss  this  matter  further  than  to  say  that  if 
the  goods  are  detained  while  en  route  because  they  are  adulterated, 
the  retailec  would  not  need  to  trouble  himself  about  them.  If  they 
never  were  delivered  to  him,  he  would  not  be  liable  for  them.  It  is 
apparent  that  under  the  enforcement  of  such  legislation  the  retailer 
would  receive  his  goods  without  deception,  and  to  the  injury  of  neither 
himself  nor  his  patrons.  The  moral  tone  of  trade  would  be  advanced 
and  his  financial  condition  improved,  because  in  those  sections  where 
laws  against  fraudulent  and  injurious  adulteration  are  enforced,  mis- 
representation has  decreased,  while  the  value  of  trade  has  been  in- 
creased and  rendered  more  secure,  and  business  failures  annually 
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lessoned.  Under  the  proposed  law,  the  retailer  will  be  as  fairly  dealt 
with  as  the  wholesaler  or  the  consunier.  It  there  be  any  goods  sold 
the  retailer  in  violation  of  this  law,  then  the  retailer  can  have  the 
same  redress  against  the  wholesaler  as  the  consumer  coold  aj^ainst  the 
retailer  for  a  like  viol al ion. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  public  has  not  taken  an  active  part  in  opposing 
adulteration,  Adraitling  ihe  same  to  be  true,  that  is  no  prooi  that  the 
public  is  not  opposed  to  adulteration.  The  public  desires  the  sup- 
pression of  adulteration  the  same  as  the  suppression  of  vice  and  cor- 
ruption in  politics,  and  the  reason  that  such  exists  is  because  the 
public  is  not  organized^  and  an  iramenee  mass  of  unorganized  power, 
though  ever  so  great, can  never  succeed  in  accomplishing  its  purposes 
easily  and  in  a  limited  time.  That  would  be  unnatural.  The  public 
desires  pure,  wholesome  goods,  as  well  as  pure,  wholesome  govern- 
ment, and  the  fact  that  the  public  bears  with  and  tolerates  either  cor- 
ruption, is  no  proof  that  it  endorses  and  approves  the  same.  It  may 
take  some  extraordinary  incident  to  arouse  the  public  to  any  degree 
of  action,  but  a  gross  evil,  demanding  iis  action  for  a  remedy,  will  be 
remedied,  and  gross  wrongs  will  be  redressed  with  certainty  sooner  or 
later.  Those  who  have  used  time  and  means  to  thwart  this  law  are 
the  boodlers,  the  Sharps  and  Jah neys  of  trade^  who  have  so  long 
opposed  the  public  demand  lor  pure  fond  legislation.  Recognizing 
the  fact  that  it  is  a  lack  of  organizalion  of  the  public  that  such  evils 
exist,  it  remains  for  such  elements  of  the  public  as  are  already  organ- 
ized to  take  an  active  part  iu  opposing  the  evils  and  providing  a 
remedy,  which  the  public  cannot  practically  do* 

Certain  species  of  adulteration  have  existed  for  ages,  until  they 
have  become  fixtures  of  trade.  As  an  instance,  a  convict  in  States 
prison,  making  shoes  with  paper  soles,  once  referred  to  this  species  of 
dishonesty  by  stating  that  he  thought  men  were  sent  to  prison  to  be 
reformed.  However,  in  his  case,  he  was  being  taught  dishonesty. 
Metallic  poisons  are  incorporjited  in  food  in  like  customary  manner. 
Soda  water,  beer,  ale,  wine  and  spirituous  liquors,  in  accordance  with 
custom,  are  subjected  to  fraudulent  and  not  infrequently  injurious 
adulterations  to  increase  the  profits  of  trade. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  work  of  the  American  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Adulteration  of  Food,  etc*,  its  chemist  made  examina- 
tions of  food,  and  c(*mpared  his  results  with  similar  work  of  a  number 
of  other  chemists.  From  such  examinations  he  made  the  following 
average  of  the  per  cent,  of  adulteration  of  the  more  common  articles 
of  food  and  drugs:  Olive  oil,  CO  per  cent.;  castor  oil,  2D  per  cent. ; 
blue  ointment*  61  per  cent.;  tincture  opium,  58  per  cent. ;  spices  and 
condiments,  <>♦>  per  cent;  candies,  38  per  cent,;  syrups,  50  per  cent,; 
cream  tartar,  40  per  cent.;  baking  powder,  44  per  cent,;  butter,  40 
percent.;  bread  and  pastry,  15  per  cent.;  milk,  40  per  cent.;  lower 
grades  sugar,  20  per  cent. ;  lard,  70  per  cent, ;  tea,  40  per  cent ;  ground 
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coffee,  49  per  cent. ;  cider  vinegar,  80  per  cent. ;  ice  cream,  55  per 
cent. ;  chocolate,  38  per  cent. ;  honey,  24  per  cent. ;  wine,  40  per  cent. ; 
beer,  45  per  cent. ;  spiriluous  liquors,  33  per  cent. 

Since  the  concert  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  various  organized 
bodies  and  the  press  for  legislation  to  suppress  fraudulent  and  injurious 
adulteration,  the  quality  of  goods  has  very  materially  advanced,  and 
the  per  cent,  of  adulteration  is  less  in  many  of  the  above  mentioned, 
articles  than  formerly;  but  let  this  effort  cease,  and  the  per  cent,  of 
adulteration  will  immediately  increase.  As  to  bread  and  pastry 
adulteraiion,  the  public  would  not  give  credence  to  its  harmful  char- 
acter until  Drs.  David  D.  Stewart  and  Henry  Leffmann,  members  of 
the  American  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Adulteration  of  Food, 
prevailed  upon  the  coroner  of  Philadelphia  for  permits  to  disinter 
several  dead  bodies,  when,  upon  practical  analysis,  they  showed  that 
the  persons  were  taken  out  of  the  world  by  means  of  poisonous  adul- 
teration. Up  to  the  present  time  sixty-four  cases  of  such  poisoning 
have  been  treated  by  Dr.  Stewart.  In  the  many  years  this  poison 
was  used  by  bakers  to  adulterate,  the  coroner  estimates  that  several 
thousand  deaths  were  caused  in  this  manner.  This  one  form  of 
adulteration  speaks  louder  than  words  of  our  duty  and  the  necessity 
of  ant  {adulteration  legislation. 

In  oui  daily  observance  of  the  methods  of  trade,  we  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  ascertain  that  many  abuses  still  continue,  and  call  for  still 
more  vifi;orous  measures  than  have  heretofore  been  extended  for  their 
suppression.  A  practical  law  only  will  meet  this  end.  An  instance 
of  one  of  the  prevailing  and  common  customs  is  the  use  of  coeoanut 
sliells  for  adulteration  of  spices.  A  member  of  our  society,  in  conver- 
sation on  this  sul»ject,  recently  informed  us  that  he  ha'^  been  frequently 
applied  to  for  the  sale  of  these  shells,  turned  out  by  his  candy  factory, 
by  partii'H  engaged  in  preparing  spices,  for  adulteration  of  the  same; 
but  on  learning  of  the  use  they  were  intended  to  be  put  to,  preferred 
linrnlng  them  to  having  them  enter  the  human  stomach  under  decep- 
tion us  food. 

TIm^  opponents  of  the  proposed  law  assert,  as  one  of  the  grounds  of 
tlMiJr  opponition,  an  increase  of  taxation  to  enforce  the  same.  In  an 
•'rohoiniral  sense,  the  enforcement  of  such  will  be  a  decrease  ot  tax- 
iitloM.  Take  for  proof  the  result  of  the  law  as  enforced  in  Massa- 
rJMirii'ttd.  T\wTo  fivepercent.ofthp  gross  sum  of  $15,000,000, annually 
•up(MMt(*(|  tor  the  common  aiticles  of  food  and  medicine,  were  saved 
\\\\\  proplr;  l|i7r>0,000  is  five  per  cent,  of  this  gross  sum,  and  this 
MnHiiiiit  HOHtvrcl  to  the  ])eople  in  the  purchase  of  such  articles  was 
«i»\t»ut.v  ilvii  tiiiK^s  greater  than  the  amount  expended  to  enforce  the 
l^w. 

.\imtlu»r  iibjtiction  raised  by  our  opponents  is  the  danger  of  political 
4iul  \»lUi  I  roriupt  c-ontrol  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  I  therefore 
iviH»mmuuU  llmt  tiuc'h  part  of  section  one  as  refers  to  appointments, in 
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the  jiToposed  law,  be  changed  lo  read  :  *^That  Ihe  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  a  competent  chief  officer 
of  said  bureau,  who  ehall  receive  a  salary  of  $5,OU0  annua  I  (3%  and  hold 
office  dating  his  good  behavior/' and  that  to  the  seciion  be  added: 
**That  the  chemists  shall  be  graduates  of  a  reputable  colle^ce  or  uni^ 
versity,  and  ihat  the  inspectors  shall  be  graduates  of  a  reputable  school 
of  medicine,  and  that  said  chemists  and  inspectors  shall  hold  otfice 
during  iheir  good  behavior,"  and  ihat  seciion  two  be  enlarged  to  read: 
*^Tliat  if  any  person  is  apprehended  for  violation  of  this  law,  and  he 
efaow  that  such  vinlalion  wns  due  lo  the  wholesale  dealer,  then  upon 
such  showing  the  defendant  shall  be  discharged/^  To  seciion  eight,  I 
fiuggest  be  added:  -'That  the  riglit  of  appeal  shall  be  allowed  in  all 
prosecu'ions  under  this  law,  upon  the  defendants  giving  the  necessary 
bond  lo  secure  the  payment  of  the  costs.-' 

In  the  treatment  of  this  subject  we  have  endeavored  to  briefly  state 
the  facts  making  the  law  necessary.  We  ask  nothing  but  what  is 
justly  due  the  reputable  dealer.  If  the  law  is  to  be  etlective,  it  must 
provide  penalties.  li  it  is  to  protect  honest  trade  and  the  consumer 
from  injury,  I  hose  who  wiliully  violate  the  law  must  suffer  these 
-  penaliies.  We  are  a  nation  of  respectability  and  power  as  to  com- 
I  mercial  wealth  and  political  and  social  greatness,  and  in  our  govern- 
I  ment  we  believe  it  is  right  to  allow  the  exercise  of  the  greatest  liberty 
I  possible,  but  Ihe  toleration  of  crime  in  any  fuim  of  government  ia  not 
L  liberty.  In  France,  Germany  and  England,  where  the  physical  wel* 
^^Bfare  of  the  subject  receives  consideraiitjn ;  there  in  thos^  countries, 
^"^Where  music,  art  and  science  are  encouraged,  and  where  the  great 
[  universities  have  long  since  been  established  and  now  llourish — I  here 
^Hilaws  have  been  prescribed,  and  are  now  enforced,  for  the  suppression 
^^€>f  all  fraudulent  and  injurious  adulteration  of  the  supply  intended  for 
the  sustenance  of  the  people. 

.  When  these  governments,  the  centres  or  great  learning,  have  seen 
fit  to  provide  such  legislation  as  we  now  propose,  there  is  certainly  no 
exercise  of  great  wisdom  on  the  part  of  our  opponents  in  denouncing 
those  as  ignorant  who  favor  the  propijsed  law.  Surely  they  have 
never  been  called  ignorant  by  any  intelligent  men  before.  8urgeon 
Billings,  of  the  United  Slates  Army;  Prof.  Chandler,  of  Columbia 
College,  N.  Y.;  Chancellor  Williamson,  of  New  Jersey,  and  Messrs. 
Hardy  cV  Uano,  prominent  business  men,  framed  the  proposed  bill, 
with  some  lew  exceptions;  yet  we  who  favor  the  same  are  denounced 
for  having  done  tlie  work  of  these  gentlemen,  who  are  eminent  in 
each  of  their  respective  callings.  No  matter  what  the  opponents  of 
the  proposed  bill  resort  to  to  prevent  its  enactment  we  are  determined 
thai  a  systemalic  regulation  of  the  sale  of  harndessly  adulterated  goods 
be  provided,  and  that  a  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  injuriously  adulter- 
ated goods  be  enacted. 
The  haphazard  way  of  selling  food  in  this  country  should  be  at  an 
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end.  No  just  man  should  uphold  it.  An  eminent  jurist  said  that  ^^no 
man  can  be  indifferent  to  the  fate  of  his  children  or  the  honor  of  his 
country.''  As  a  matter  of  fact,  nothing  can  advance  the  welfare  of 
our  children  and  the  prosperity  of  our  country  more  than  the  practical 
suppression  of  fraudulent  and  injurious  adulteration  of  the  supply  in- 
tended lor  the  sustenance  of  the  people.  In  the  enactment  of  such 
legislation,  let  no  man  say  it  is  interfering  with  his  liberty,  for  that 
which  serves  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  welfare  of  humanity  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  State,  is  no  interference  with  any  man's  liberty. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thurber,  the  presiding  oflScer's  address  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  for  their  information. 

Mr.  TuuRBER.  I  understand  that  Secretary  Winter  has  some  very 
interesting  letters.  I  move  that  they  be  read  while  we  are  waiting 
for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  The  motion  was 
agreed  to,  and  Secretary  Winter  read  a  number  of  letters  and  tele- 
grams from  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  various  Slates,  from 
chambers  of  commerce,  boards  of  health  and  other '  organizations, 
cordially  endorsing  the  pure  food  movement. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  then  presented  their  report,  which, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Thurber,  was  accepted ;  and  the  permanent  secretary 
of  the  convention  was. directed  to  prepare  a  suitable  roll  of  member- 
ship. 

The  roll  comprised  about  one  hundred  names,  including  representa- 
tives of  the  following  States :  Massachusetts,  New  York, Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  Colorado  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  the  large  migority 
representing  retail  grocers'  associations. 

Appointing  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Smith,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  be  appointed  a  committee  on  permanent  organization  ; 
and  Mr.  Tnurber,  of  New  York,  moved  to  amend  by  providing  that 
the  committee  shall  nominate  a  permanent  presi  lent  and  secretary 
for  this  convention.    The  motion  as  amended  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Berry,  of  New  York,  the  commit :ee  was  given 
leave  to  retire,  with  instructions  to  report  within  ten  minutes. 

RtPORT  ON  Permanent  Organization. 

The  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  presented  the  follow- 
ing report,  viz : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  select  the  names  of  president  and 
secretary  of  the  convention,  respectfully  submit  the  following  as 
their  report:  In  order  to  interest  the  boards  of  health  throughout 
the  United  States  they  respectfully  recommend  the  election  of  Dr. 
William  K  Newton,  representing  the  State  Sanitary  Association  of

New  Jersey,  as  president;  and  they  recommend  the  election  of  Mr. 
H.  W.  Grannis,  of  ihe  Chicago  Grocer^  as  secretary. 

The  convention  decided  to  take  the  vote  by  ballot,  and  Secretary 
Winter  and  Mr.  Finley  Acker  were  appointed  as  tellers.  The  result 
of  the  vote  was  as  follows :  For  presitlent,  Dr.  Newton  45,  Mr.  Calla- 
han 36.  Mr.  Grannis  received  58  votes  for  secretary,  and  there  were 
18  scattering. 

The  convention  thereupon, on  motion,  voted  to  declare  the  election 
of  Dr.  Newton  as  president  and  Mr.  Grannis  as  secretary  unanimous, 
and  selected  Mr.  James  H.  Seymour,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Percy  F. 
Smith,  of  Pennsylvania,  to  escort  the  newly  elected  officers  to  the 
platform,  which  they  did  amid  applause. 

President  Newton^b  Address. 

Gkntlemkn  op  the  Convention:  I  thank  you  very  much  for  the 
honor  you  have  conferrec  upon  me.  This  honor  was  unsought,  and 
had  I  been  connilted  beforehand,  I  should  have  declined  ;  but  as  it  is 
a  question  involving  the  pure  food  interests  of  the  country,  1  am  com- 
p*^lled  to  serve.  I  have  been  for  years  interested  in  the  food  supply 
of  the  land,  and  have  always  been  against  adulteration,  sophislication 
and  substitulion  in  every  form  ;  and  if  this  convention  is  pledged  to 
endorse  those  views,  I  accept  the  position  with  pleasure  and  will  en- 
deavor  to  serve  the  convention  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  convention  is  pledged  to  interfere  in  any  way  with 
the  purity  of  the  food  supply  of  this  country,  then  I  shall  not  feel 
called  upon  to  etdorse  the  position  of  the  convention,  nor  to  remain 
its  president.  I  make  this  statement  in  order  that  there  shall  be  no 
misunderstanding.  I  Adl  to  see  why  there  should  be  any  opposition 
from  the  retail  grocen  or  any  dispensers  of  food  products,  because 
the  law  as  proposed  and  the  laws  ns  enforced  protect  the  grocer  and 
all  those  dealing  in  food  products;  but  i>t  the  same  time,  and  as 
much  more  important,  |hey  protect  the  consumer. 

There  is  one  thing  we  should  not  forget.  We  do  not  meet  here  in 
private  conference.  We  meet  in  public  at  the  capital  of  the  nation. 
The  newspapers  are  represented  and  our  views  as  uttered  here  will 
he  fcattered  to  every  quarter  (  f  the  country.  It'  this  association  tells 
the  country  that  we  are  in  favor  ot  pure  food  and  shall  do  everything 
in  our  power  to  insure  that  purity,  our  work  will  be  well  receivetl.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  iactional  disttirbances,  or  any  attemjjt  to  interfere 
with  tlie  purposes  of  the  association  shall  prevail,  the  labors  of  the 

Bociation  will  come  to  nauixht. 

I  will  say  lurther  that  this  association  was  founded  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  food  supply  of  the  country,  and  preventing  sophisti 
cation,  adulteration  and  substitution  ;    and  no  man  has  a  right  to  be- 
come  a  member  unless  he  believes  with  us  and  favors  our  objects. 
Those  who  are  opposed  to  the  objects  of  this  association  should  not  sit 
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on  this  floor,  nor  take  part  in  the  discussion.  Again,  we  are  not  here 
to  decide  parliamentary  points — Gushing  has  already  done  that.  We 
are  heie  to  settle  on  a  national  food  adulteration  bill«  and  to  take 
such  action  as  will  preserve  and  protect  the  food  supplies  of  the 
country.     [Applause.] 

At  this  point,  5:45  p.  m.,  the  convention  took  a  recess  until  7:30 
p.  M.  Upon  re  assembling,  the  president  introduced  Mr.  H.  W. 
Grannis,  of  Chicago,  the  secretary-elect,  who,  in  a  brief  speech, 
thanked  the  members  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him  and  pledged 
himself  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the  organi- 
zation. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hahn,  ot  New  York,  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith,  of 
Pittsburgh,  a  hearty  and  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the 
retiring  president,  Mr.  Amerling,  and  secretary,  Mr.  Winter.  Mr. 
Hahn  and  Mr.  Smith  both  paid  earnest  tributes  to  the  officers  named, 
and  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Winter  referred  to  the  large  amount  of  good 
work  he  had  done  for  the  cause. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  in  debate  no  member  should  speak 
more  than  ten  minutes,  nor  more  than  OLce  without  unanimous 
consent. 

Rbport  of  Committee  on  Lkgislation. 

Mr.  Tlnirber,  from  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  presented  the 
following  report,  viz : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  We  have  arrived  thus  far  through 
much  tribulation.  I  will  recite  lor  the  information  of  the  convention 
a  few  of  the  sieps  that  have  led  up  to  our  present  position.  Some 
time  ago  the  Mational  Board  of  Trade  appointed  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Professor  Charles  F.  Chandler,  the  president  of  our  New 
York  Board  of  Health;  Dr.  John  S.  Billings,  who  was  then  vice  pres- 
ident of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  and  everywhere  recognized  as 
very  eminent  in  his  profession;  Chancellor  Williamson,  of  New 
Jersey  ;  Mr.  A.  11  Hardy,  of  Boston,  and  Mr  John  A.  Oano,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, to  study  this  question  and  endeavor  to  arrive  at  a  measure 
which  would  apply  and  be  suificient  to  protect  the  consumer  without 
unnecessaiily  embarrassing  trade.  The  National  Board  of  Trade, 
through  this  committee,  offered  prizes  for  the  best  draft  of  a  law.  ac 
companied  by  essays  on  the  subject.  There  was  a  competition  from 
all  over  the  world.  Professor  Wagner,  president  of  the  English  So- 
ciety of  Analysts,  took  the  first  prize  ;  and  more  of  his  suggestions 
were  adopted  by  that  committee  in  formulating  a  bill  than  of  any 
others.  The  bill  was  introduced  in  Congress,  but  failed  through  cer- 
tain departmental  jealousies.  Nothing  more  was  done  until  last 
year,  when  an  agitation  took  place,  in  which  Mr.  Amerling,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  the  Central  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of  New  York 
and  vicinity,  of  which  Mr.  Winter  is  secretary,  took  part,  with  others  > 
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and  a  convention  was  called  to  meet  in  Washington  to  adopt  a  pure 
food  bill.  The  National  Board  of  Trade  was  in  session  that  time  and 
they  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  pure  food  coiivenliun, 
and  presented  this  hill  which  had  been  drafted  by  the  Committee  of 
the  National  Board  of  Trade  ;  and  the  bill,  with  some  changes,  was 
taken  as  the  basis  of  action.     It  was  discussed  section  by  section,  and 

committee  on  legislation  was  appointed,  with  instrtictions  to  com- 
municate with  dilTerent  interests  and  obtain  suggestions,  embody  the 
suggestions  in  the  bill  so  far  as  they  might  be  wise,  and  have  the  bill 
introduced  in  Congress,  That  conventioo  also  directed  its  otficera  to 
call  another  convention  this  winter,  which  convention  we  are  holding 
today. 

The  committee  on  legislation  have  worked  long  and  earnestly,  and 
have  endeavored  to  avail  themselves  of  the  suggestions  which  have 
been  offered,  with  the  double  purpose  of  endeavoring  lo  prohibit  in* 
jariouB  adulterations,  and  of  compelling  non-injurious  adulterations 
to  be  sold  for  what  they  are, so  that  thereshall  not  be  any  crimes  com- 
mitted either  against  the  stomach  or  the  pocket.  The  committee  has 
tried  not  to  overlook  the  interest  of  the  consumers,  while  guarding  at 
the  same  time  the  interests  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  merchant, 

I  may  say  for  the  information  of  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  have 
been  opposed  to  an  anti-adulteration  bill,  that  they  perhaps  have 
been  under  a  slight  misapprehension,  and  I  believe  when  they  come 
to  analyze  this  bill  their  chief  objections  will  be  removed.  I  do  think 
that  the  grocers  owe  it  to  themselves  to  remember  that  their  associa- 
tions have  passed  resolutions  favoring  a  higher  standard  of  food  pro- 
ducts, and  that  the  consumers  should  be  protected ;  and  I  hope  a  uar- 
row  view  of  this  matter  will  not  be  taken  from  a  trade  standpoint. 
-Already  the  enemies  of  any  law  on  this  subject  have  set  on  foot  in 

ashinglon,  and  it  has  been  telegraphed  through  the  land,  the  report 
that  this  is  a  dealers*  bill,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  consumer  have 
not  been  consulted.  Therefore,  it  is  but  right  that  we  should  take  a 
liberal  view  of  this  question  throughout.  Of  course,  a  national  act 
can  only  apply  to  imported  products  and  to  the  territories  that  are 
gyhject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  The  law  cannot 
apply  Within  the  limits  of  the  States,  and,  therefore,  some  of  the  ap 
prehensions  which  have  been  felt  by  retail  grocers  that  they  would 
be  exposed  to  undue  espionage  and  restrictions,  have  no  foundation. 

I)r.  Ames  moved  that  the  convention  proceed  to  consider  the  bill 
by  sections.  The  motion  was  agreed  to.  Considerable  discussion 
followed  as  to  the  precise  effect  of  the  motion,  and  at  9:30  i\  sl,  the 
convention  adjourned  until  to  morrow  morning  at  2  o'clock. 
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Second  Day's  Session. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  9.49  a.  m. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Ames,  the  vote  whereby  it  was  determined  to 
consider  the  pure  food  bill  by  sections  was  re-considered.  Dr.  Ames 
then  moved  that  the  bill  be  taken  up  by  sections,  read,  discussed, 
amended  if  desired,  and  definitely  acted  upon;  also,  that  the  vote 
upon  the  adoption  of  each  section  be  in  this  form:  ^^That  this  con- 
vention hereby  approves  and  recommends  the  section  as  completed.^' 

Mr.  P.  F.  Smith  offered  the  following  roFolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 

.  Resolved.  That  in  all  debates,  except  the  discussion  on  the  bill,  no 
delegates  be  allowed  to  speak  longer  than  five  minutes,  nor  more  than 
once  on  a  subject,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Thurber,  Mr.  Callahan,  of  New  York,  was 
selected  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Committee  of  Permanent  Organiza- 
tion. 

Mr.  Wallace,  of  New  Jersey,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  agreed  to : 

Resolved^  That  this  convention  put  itself  on  record  as  being  in  favor 
of  all  proper  means  for  the  prevention  of  adulteration  in  food,  drink 
or  drugs. 

Resolved^  That  this  convention,  recognizing  the  importance  of  pre- 
serving the  purity  of  the  food  supply  of  this  country,  and  of  devising 
means  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  and  interests  of  the  com- 
munity, from  adulterated  ioods,  drinks  and  drugs,  hereby  recommends 
and  urges  the  necessity  for  the  immediate  enactment  of  laws  to  pre- 
vent this  evil. 

Adopting  tbe  Bill. 

The  bill  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Legislation  was  then  taken 
up  for  consideration  and  action,  and  Mr.  Thurber  read  section  one, 
which  was  approved  and  recommended  as  reported  by  the  committee. 

Mr.  Thurber  then  read  section  two,  to  which  the  following  amend- 
ment was  proposed:  After  the  words  ''written  or  printed  warranty," 
in  the  middle  of  the  section,  insert  *'  which  warranty  may  be  printed 
on  a  label  or  marked  upon  the  package  containing  the  same, and  may 
be  for  one  or  a  series  of  deliveries." 

Dr.  Ames  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  section  two  contained  a 
promise  of  immunity,  under  certain  circumstances,  to  violators  of  the 
law,  and  that  such  promise  in  advance  was  illegal. 

Mr.  Ward  submitted  an  amendment  to  the  proposed  amendment 
to  strike  out  the  words  *'  with  a  written  or  printed  warranty  that  it 
was  pure  and  unadulterated  according  to  the  definitions  herein,"  and 
insert  '^  providing  he  shall  produce  the  invoice  or  bill  for  the  goods, 
showing  from  whom  they  were  purchased."  The  amendment  to  the 
amendment  was  not  agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Rohre,  of  New  York,  proposed  to  add  a  proviBioii  that  all  goods 
now  sold  in  packages  shall  bear  a  guaranty  of  purity  on  the  labeL 
Mr.  Sleinkanipj  sliorlly  afterwards,  subinitled  the  following,  embrac- 
ing Mr.  Rohr's  proposition  :  *'  Which  shall  be  printed  on  the  label,  or 
written  or  printed  on  the  invoice  or  bill/'  It  was  finally  modified  so 
as  to  read  as  follows:  *' Which  guarantee  may  be  printed  on  a  label 
or  marked  on  the  package  containing  the  same,  or  printed  on  a  bill 
or  invoice,  and  m^y  be  for  one  or  a  seriea  of  deli^^eriea," 

The  latter  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  section  two  as  thus 
amended  was  approved  and  recommended. 

Mr;  Thurber  then  read  section  three,  wliich  was  approved  and 
recommended  as  printed  without  amendment. 

Mr,  Thurber  then  read  section  four. 

Mr,  Callahan,  of  New  York,  moved  to  insert  after  the  words  *' owner 
or  conFiernee,''  the  words  ^'  wit  hout  expense  to  such  owner  or  consignee." 
Mr.  Callahairs  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Heclion  five  as  amended  was  then  approved  and  recommended. 

The  eecretary  read  a  communication  trom  the  Executive  Mansion, 
stating  that  the  President  would  be  glad  to  see  the  members  of  the 
convention  at  half-past  one  today. 

Mr.  Thurber  read  section  five  of  the  bill 

Mr,  Berry,  of  New  York,  proposed  as  an  addition  to  the  section,  the 
words:  ^* But  no  such  publication  shall  be  made  until  a  linal  deter- 
mination of  the  question  on  appeal,  or  until  the  right  of  appeal  shall 
have  been  barred  by  limitation,"  This  amendment  called  out  a  good 
deal  of  discuesion,  and  a  number  of  expreasiona  were  given  to  the 
etiect  that  there  shtiuld  be  a  board  of  final  appeals  outside  of  the 
bureau  of  adulteration.  Mr,  Berry's  amendment  was  afterwards  re- 
formulated as  follows  :  '^  But  no  such  publication  shall  be  made  until 
a  finid  determination  of  the  queetion  on  re  examination,  as  provided 
in  section  four  of  this  act,  or  until  the  right  of  re-examination  shall  be 
barred  by  limitation." 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to, 

Mr.  F,  B.  Curtis,  of  New  York,  offered  an  amendment  to  the  effect 
that  the  final  appeal  shall  be  made  to  a  bDard  outside  of  the  bureau. 

Mr.  Steinkamp  suggested  that  the  board  consist  of  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army,  the  t^urgeon  General  of  the  Navy  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture.  Finally,  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Ames,  a 
board  of  final  appeal,  to  consist  of  the  chemist  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, the  chemist  of  the  Agricultural  Department  and  the  chemist 
of  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  was  agreed  to ;  and  section  five 
'us  thus  amended  was  approved  and  recommended. 

Mr.  Thurber  then  read  section  six,  with  the  following  amendment, 
proi^osed  by  Mr.  Abbott,  after  t  he  words  '^  various  parts  of  the  country  :'* 
**■  Upon  any  article  being  obtained  for  examination,  it  shall  be  divided 
into  three  parts,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  from  whom  it 
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was  purchased,  who  shall  be  informed  that  an  analysis  is  intended, 
and  one  part  shall  be  retained  by  the  bareau  for  reference."  ^ 

Mr.  Barry  proposed  the  same  amendment  to  this  section,  after  the 
word  **'  adulteration,"  in  the  seventh  line,  as  had  been  made  at  his 
instance  in  the  previous  section. 

Mr.  Hahn,  of  New  York,  suggested  the  striking  out  of  the  words 
^'in  various  parts  of  the  country,"  and  inserting  instead  the  words 
*'  in  the  various  ports  of  entry." 

Mr.  Rohrs  proposed  to  add,  also,  '^  and  places  of  manufacture."  The 
committee  finally  accepted  the  following  as  a  consolidation  of  the 
propositions:  "In  such  parts  of  the  country  as  are  subject  to  national 
jurisdiction."    The  amendments  thus  far  proposed  were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Berry,  of  New  York,  moved  to  amend  so  that  the  latter  part  of 
the  section  should  read  :  ^'  If  it  shall  appear  from  such  final  examina- 
tion and  adjudication  on  appeal  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
have  been  violated,  said  bureau  shall  then,  or  when  the  right  of  appeal 
shall  have  been  barred  by  limitation,  report  the  facts  to  the  proper 
United  States  Attorney."    The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Berry.  If  the  convention  is  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility 
of  having  this  law  declared  inoperative,  I  will  move  that  the  api>eal 
shall  be  taken  within  twenty  days  and  shall  be  determined  within 
sixty  days. 

Mr.  Berry's  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  section  six  as  amended  was 
approved  and  recommended. 

Mr.  Thurber  then  read  section  seven,  and  on  his  suggestion  the 
words  "  United  States,"  were  inserted  before  •'  district  attorney,"  in 
the  first  line  of  the  bill.     Section  seven,  as  thus  amended,  was  then 
approved  and  recommended. 
Mr.  Thurber  then  read  section  eight. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Ames,  subdivision  four,  under  the  head  ft,  was 
amended  to  read,  -'if  it  be  sold  under  the  name  of  another  article," 
and  sub  division  six,  under  the  same  head,  was  amended  by  striking 
out  the  last  two  lines  and  substituting  the  words  "in  a  manner  inju- 
rious to  health. 

Mr.  Thurber  stated  that  he  had  an  amendment  proposed  by  the 
National  Association  of  Confectioners,  to  come  under  the  head  c,  pro- 
hibiting, in  the  case  of  candies  of  domestic  manufacture,  any  pois.mous 
ingredients  or  ingredients  detrimental  to  health ;  and  that  the  com- 
mittee accepted  such  amendment 

Mr.  Berry  proposed  an  amendment  to  paragraph  one  of  the  second 
subdivi8ion,  so  that  the  paragraph  should  read,  ^*if  any  substance  has 
been  mixed  with  it  so  as  to  injure  it  as  a  food." 

Mr.  Temple,  of  New  York,  moved  to  insert  atthe  end  of  the  same 
section   the  words,  "or  to  fraudulently  increase  its  weight."    Mr. 
Temple's  amendment  i^as  agreed  to. 
Dr.  Newton,  of  New  Jersey,  moved  to  strike  out,  from  sub-Bection 
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Bsn,  under  the  head  a,  the  words  *"  or  other  standard  works  on  materia 
^■cf)^^/^    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

0Mr.  Berry  moved  to  strike  out  from  sub  section  two,  under  the  head 
J,  the  words  "or  cheaper,'^    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  McCready,  of  Boston,  the  conTenli:>n  then  ad- 
journed to  prepare  for  the  visit  to  the  President,  and  to  reassemble 
at  3  p.  M, 

The  convention  w^as  called  to  order  at  3.20  p,  m.,  and  section  eight 
as  amended  was  approved  and  recommended. 

Mr.  ThurV)er  read  section  nine. 

Mr.  Aldiott,  of  New  Jersey,  proposed  the  insertion  of  the  word 
*' manufactured,'^  before  the  word  *' article/' in  the  last  line  of  the 
section.  This  proposed  amendment  ^ave  rise  to  a  long  discussion  on 
the  subject  of  the  purity  of  milk, 

Mr.  Curtis,  of  New  York,  offered  the  following  as  an  amendment, 
to  take  the  place  of  the  latter  part  of  the  section:  *'The  National 
Bureau  of  Adulteration  shall  aho,  frora  time  to  time,  fix  the  limits  of 
variability  permissable  in  any  manufactured  article  or  compound,  ex- 
eepting  milk  which  has  been  diluted  with  water,  or  adulterated  other- 
wise." 

Mr.  Abbott  accepted  this  proposition  in  lieu  of  his. 

Mr.  Temple,  of  New  York,  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  words 
**  preceding  action.*' 

The  question  was  put  on  Mr.  Templets  motion,  and  it  was  not  agreed 
m^  The  section  as  reported  by  the  committee  was  then  approved  and 
^commended. 

Mr.  Thorber  read  section  ten  and  section  eleven,  both  of  which  were 
approved  and  recommended  as  printed. 

Mr,  Thurber  then  read  section  twelve,  which  was  finally  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  six  months  after  its  passage; 
providing  that  all  articles  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
that  are  manufactured  previous^  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
exempted  for  one  year  from  its  provisions,  providing  the  same  are  not 
ii^Turious  to  health. 

The  section  ai  amended  was  then  approved  and  recommended. 

Mr,  Ward  moved  a  re  consideration  of  the  vote  whereby  section 
eight  was  approved  and  recommended.  The  motion  was  agreed  to, 
and  Mr.  Ward  submitted  an  amendment,  which  he  withdrew  l>efore 
action.  Mr.  Wiley  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  same 
section:  *'Or  sold  under  a  proprietary  name  or  registered  trade  mark.^' 
The  amendment  was  not  agreed  to,  and  the  section  as  originally 
approved  and  recommended  was  again  approved  and  recommended. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  SeyuKmr,  the  entire  bill,  as  amended  was  approved 
and  recommended  with  but  one  dissenting  voice,  and  amid  great 
applause. 
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Mr.  Smith,  of  Pennsylvania,  offered  the  following  resolation : 

Heaolvedj  That  the  resolution  relating  to  a  permanent  Pure  Food 
Association  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization, 
with  instructions  to  report  to  the  convention  called  to  hear  the  report 
of  the  legislative  committee. 

Mr.  Thurber  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  convention  now 
proceed  to  the  formation  of  a  National  Pure  Food  Association*  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Permanent  Organization  be  given  leave  to 
retire,  with  instructions  to  report  the  name  of  a  president  and  other 
officers. 

Mr.  Smith  accepted  Mr.  Thurber^s  amendment,  and  the  motion  as 
amended  was  agreed  to.    The  committee  then  retired. 

Mr.  Seymour  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  directed  to  submit 
the  bill  as  now  amended  and  adopted  by  this  convention  to  the  com- 
mittees in  both  Houses,  now  in  session. 

The  point  of  order  was  made  that  there  was  no  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, and  the  president  decided  the  point  well  taken. 

Mr.  McCready,  of  Boston,  moved  that  Mr.  Seymour's  resolution  lie 
on  the  table  until  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Permanent 
Organization.    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Thurber  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to: 

Whereas,  Disease  among  food  animals  endangers  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  food  supply ; 

And  whereas^  The  presence  of  contagious  pleuro-pneumonia  in 
several  States  of  the  Union  seriously  interferes  with  the  interstate 
commerce  in  cattle  and  with  the  transportation  business  of  the  country ; 

And  whereas^  The  existence  of  this  disease  occasions  maintenance 
of  quarantine  in  the  States,  one  against  another,  seriously  crippling 
the  traffic  in  this  important  part  of  the  food  supply  and  severely 
damaging  our  export  trade;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  National  Pure  Food  Convention  of  the  United 
States,  assembled  at  Washington,  January  20. 1888,  respectfully  urges 
upon  Congress  the  early  and  favorable  consideration  of  the  measures 
now  pending  for  the  suppression  of  the  above-named  disease,  known 
as  Senate  bill  No.  945,  and  introduced  by  Senator  Palmer,  of  Michigan. 

Mr.  Temple,  of  New  York,  moved  that  the  bill  as  approved  and 
recommended  be  printed  and  that  each  delegate  be  furnished  with  a 
copy.    The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Election  of  Permanent  Officers.

The  committee  stated  that  there  had  not  been  time  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  suggested  that  that  matter  be 
acted  upon  hereafter. 

kOn   motion  of  Mr,  Seymour,  the  report  of  ihe  committee  was 
ceived. 
A  number  of  motions  were  here  made  and  declared  out  of  order, 
and  then,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Seymour,  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
laid  on  the  table  pending  consideration  of  the  question  of  permanent 
organizition. 
I         Mr.  McUready,  of  Boston,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  a  permanent 
organization  be  at  once  ibrmed,the  same  to  he  known  and  designated 
as  Ihe  National  Pure  Food  Association,  and  that  this  body  at  once 
proceed  to  elect  officers  for  the  same, 

Mr,  Seymour  and  Mr.  Winter,  of  New  York,  opposed  the  formation 
of  a  permanent  organization.  Mr.  Winter  stated  that  the  experience 
of  the  last  two  da\s  had  shown  the  lack  of  harmony  in  the  present 
body.  He  also  said  that  the  bill  under  conBideration  might  be  passed 
by  Congress  within  the  next  thirty  daj^s  and  a  permanent  organization 
would  then  be  unnecessary. 

The  proposition  of  Mr,  A.  C,  Dowse  that  three  t?ecretaries  be  pro- 
vided for  was  agreed  to  by  Mr*  McOready,  The  question  was  then 
put  on  Mr,  McCready^s  resolution,  and  the  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Mr,  Thurber  moved  that  the  report  of  theCommitteeon  Permanent 
Organizalion  he  taken  from  the  table.     The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

IMr,  Thurher  moved  the  adoption  of   the  report  of  the  committee. 
with  the  addition  of  the  names  of  Mr  H,  W.  Grannis,  of  Chicago,  and 
Lewis  W,  Buckley,  of  Pliiladelphia,  as  secretaries;  and  that  it  be  de- 
clared (he  sense  of   the  convention  that  the  adoption  of    the  report 
I      carries  with  it  the  election  of  the  gentlemen  named  as  officers. 
I         The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  presiding  officer  declared  the 
gentlemen  named  duly  elected  as  the  officers  of  the  permanent  orga- 
nization. 

Continuing  the  Committer  on  Lkoislation. 

Mr,  Seymour  ottered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to,  viz  : 
Itesolvedy  That  the  present  Committee  on  Legislation  be  continued. 
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and  that  the  president,  treasurer  and  secretaries  of  the  permanent 
organization  be  added  to  that  committee,  and  that  they  be  directed  to 
sabmii  the  bill  as  now  amended  and  endorsed  by  this  convention  to 
the  committee  of  both  Houses  of  Congress  now  in  session. 

Mr.  Ilenry,  of  New  York,  moved  that  a  quorum  of  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  should  be  five  members  for  the  purpose  of  business. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Dr.  Ames  moved  that  the  thanks  of  this  convention  be  tendered  to 
its  presiding  officer.  Dr.  Newton,  for  the  courtesy  and  ability  with 
which  he  has  performed  his  duties.  The  motion  was  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Dr.  Ames  moved  that  the  thanks  of  this  convention  be  tendered  to 
its  secretary,  Mr.  H.  W.  Grannis,  for  his  capable  service.  The  motion 
was  heartily  passed. 

Mr.  Henry,  of  New  York,  moved  that  the  convention  adjourn  sub- 
ject to  the  call  of  the  president. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  at  7  p.  m.,  the  convention  ac^ourned 
sine  die. 

The  following  is  ihe  act  as  amended  and  adopted,  viz  : 
An  act  to  establish  in  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  a  bureau  on 
adulteration  and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  thereof^  and  to  reg- 
ulate or  prohibit  the  importation^  manufacture  and  sale  of  adulte- 
rated articles  of  food  and  drugs. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  c&c.  That  there  shall  be  established  in 
the  Department  of  the  Treasury  at  Washington  a  bureau,  with  a 
chemical  laboratory,  to  be  known  as  the  bureau  of  adulteration.  The 
president  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  a  competent  chief  officer  of  said  bureau,  who  shall  receive  a 

salary  of per  year,  and  hold  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his 

successor  is  appointed.  The  secretary  of  the  treasury  shall  appoint 
such  chemists,  inspectors  and  clerks  in  said  bureau,  not  exceeding 
ten  in  number,  of  such  grade  and  class  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  proper  enforcement  of  this  act :  Provided^  that  the  total  expense 
of  said  bureau,  including  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  inspectors 
and  employes,  but  exclusive  of  offices,  laboratory,  stationery  and  sup- 
plies, which  shall  be  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall 
not  exceed  $50,000  per  annum. 

Section  2.  That  no  person  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  in 
any  of  the  territories,  or  in  any  fort,  arsenal,  dockyard,  or  reservation 
or  other  place  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  shall  man- 
ufacture, sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  shall  cause  any  one  in  his  employ  to 
manufacture,  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  article  of  food  or  drugs  which 
is  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  provided  that  any  per- 
son accused  of  selling  or  offering  for  sale,  any  article  adulterated 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  any  manufacturer  accused  of 
manufacturing  or  selling  or  offering  for  sale  any  article  found  to  have 
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been  adulterated  by  reason  of  there  having  been  used  in  it^  manufac- 
ture an  adulterated  ini^redient,  respectively,  who  shall  prove  that 
he  procured  such  article  under  a  written  or  primed  warrant,  which 
warranty  may  be  printed  on  a  label  or  marked  upon  the  package,  or 
printed  upon  the  bill  or  invoice,  and  may  be  for  one  or  a  series  of 
deliverieb,  that  it  was  pure  and  unadulterated  package  according  to 
the  definition  herein,  and  any  person  so  accused  who  shall  prove  that 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  boginess  he  was  employed  on  behalf  of 
other  persons  to  make  or  sell  such  goods,  and  was  without  knowledge 
of  their  adulterated  character,  and  that  he  gave  to  the  prosecuting 
office  or  attorney  all  the  information  in  his  power  with  respect  to  the 
quality  of  the  article  and  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  said  articles 
had  been  manufactured  or  sold, shall  be  discharged  from  prosecution  : 
PrnmJed^  ho}joeiwi\  That  such  proof  in  defense  shall  be  filed  in  cotirt 
ar  with  the  prosecating  officer  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  case  in 
court.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or 
making  or  giving  a  false  or  fraudulent  warranty,  or  swearing  falsely 
in  relation  to  any  of  the  proof  or  things  required  herein,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall, 
for  a  first  offense,  be  fined  not  more  than  $100  and  for  each  subse- 
quent ollense  not  more  than  $500,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  collectors  of  customs, 
through  the  appraisers  or  other  proper  officers,  to  cause  examinations 
Bte  be  made  of  articles  of  food  or  drugs  offered  for  importation  which 
may  appear  to  be  or  which  such  collector,  appraiser  or  other  officer 
may  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  are  adulterated,  and  it\  on 
examination  of  any  article,  food  or  drugs,  imported  from  any  foreign 
country,  it  is  fjund  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
a  return  to  that  effect  shall  be  made  upon  the  invoice,  and  the  article 
or  articles  so  noted  shall  not  be  permitted  to  pass  the  Custom  House, 
or  be  delivered  to  ttie  consignees,  unless,  on  re-examination,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  said  article  or  ar* 
tides  are  not  adulterated.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  author- 
ized to  appoint  at  each  of  such  ports  of  entry  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
*ry,  an  expert  chemist,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  aid  in  the  inspections 
)d  examinations  required  by  this  section. 
Section  4.  That  in  case  of  a  return  by  an  inspector,  appraiser  or 
other  proper  officer,  that  any  imported  articles  of  food  or  drugs  is 
adulterated,  the  owner  thereof  or  person  to  whom  said  article  is  con- 
signed, shall  be  entitled  at  his  ovn  expense  to  have  it  re-examined, 
and  upon  receiving  a  request  therefor  and  a  deposit  of  such  sum  of 
^Bney  as  he  may  deem  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  thereof,  the 
^ol  lee  for  of  customs  shall  forward  to  the  bureau  on  adulteration  at 
Washington  a  sam^jle  of  said  article  drawn  under  the  direction  of  said 
collector,  and  the  chief  officer  of  said  bureau  shall  cause  a  careful 
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analysis  of  the  article  in  question  to  be  made  by  the  analyst  of  said 
bureau,  and  a  certificate  of  the  result  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to 
said  collector  duly  verified  by  said  analyst  under  oath ;  and  in  case 
the  report  by  certificate  of  said  analyst  shall  declare  the  previous  re- 
turn of  adulteration  to  be  erroneous,  and  the  said  article  or  articles  to 
be  unadulterated  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  the  deposit  shall  be 
returned,  and  the  said  articles  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  con- 
signee, and  any  expense  incurred  by  such  owner  or  consignee  shall 
be  refunded  to  him,  and  pass  the  Custom  House  upon  complying 
with  the  usual  regulations  and  on  payment  of  the  duties^  if  any.  But 
in  case  the  officer^s  return  shall  be  sustained  by  the  analyst  of  the 
bureau  on  adulteration,  the  said  articles  shall  be  destroyed  in  such 
manner  as  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  may  direct :  Provided^  That 
the  owner  or  consignee,  on  payment  of  charges  of  storage  and 
other  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  the  United  States,  and  on  giv- 
ing bonds  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  collector,  agreeing  to  re- 
move said  articles  from  the  United  States,  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  exporting  them  at  any  time  within  the  period  of  six  months  after 
the  date  of  the  report  of  the  inspector  or  public  analyst. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  national  bureau  on  adulteration 
to  prepare  instructions  governing  the  work  of  oflBcers  and  chemists 
charged  with  the  examination  of  food  and  drugs  at  the  various  ports 
which,  when  approve^!  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  shall  control 
their  action  and  that  of  collectors  of  customs  in  preventing  importa- 
tion from  foreign  countries  of  food  or  drugs  adulterated  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  collector  of  cus- 
toms to  report  monthly  to  the  National  Bureau  on  Adulteration  the 
number,  kind  and  name  of  articles  in  which  adulteration  was  de 
tected,  with  the  names  of  the  shippers  and  importers  or  consignee, 
which  shall  be  published  in  the  monthly  bulletin  provided  for  in 
section  6  of  this  act.  But  no  such  publication  shall  be  made  until 
after  a  final  determination  of  the  question  on  appeal,  or  until  the 
right  of  appeal  shall  have  been  barred  by  limitation.  The  said  board 
of  appeal  shall  consist  of  the  chemist  of  the  treasury  department,  the 
chemist  of  the  Agricultural  Commission,  and  the  Surgeon  General  of 
the  army. 

Section  6.  That  the  National  Bureau  on  Adulteration  shall  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  examination  of  specimens  of  food  or  drugs  col- 
lected under  its  direction  in  such  parts  of  the  country  as  are  subject 
to  national  jurisdiction,  and  shall  publish  in  a  monthly  bulletin  the 
names  of  all  such  articles  found  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning 
of  this  act,  and  the  nature  of  such  adulteration,  but  no  such  publica- 
tion shall  be  made  until  after  a  final  determination  of  the  question 
on  appeal  or  until  the  right  of  appeal  shall  have  been  barred  by  limi- 
tation, but  no  publication  shall  be  made  revealing  the  ingredients  or 
process  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  proprietary  articles  made  by 
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Beeret  formula,  provided  said  articlea  are  not  adulterated  within  the 
meaning  at  this  act.  Upon  any  article  being  obtained  for  examination, 
it  shall  be  divided  into  three  parts,  whi^h  shall  be  duly  sealed,  and 
one  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  from  wliom  it  was  pur- 
chased, who  shall  be  iuformed  that  an  analysis  is  intended,  and  one 
part  shall  be  retained  by  the  bureau  for  reference*  If  it  shall  appear 
from  such  final  examination  and  adjudication  on  appeal  or  wlien  the 
right  of  appeal  shall  have  been  barred  liy  examination,  thut  any  of 
the  pnjvisirins  of  this  act  have  been  violated,  saitl  bureau  shall  then 
report  the  facts  to  the  proper  United  States  district  attorney,  with  a 
copy  of  the  analysis  duly  authenticated  by  theanalyst  under  oath;  all 
re  examinations  provided  for  in  section  4  shall  be  made  within  twenty 
days  alter  the  return  therein  provided  for  shall  have  been  made,  and  all 
appeals  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  within  twenty  days  after 
such  re  examinations  shall  have  been  made  and  the  questions  pre- 
sented by  such  appeals  shall  be  determined  wii  hin  sixty  days  thereafter* 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Ihiited  States  district 
attorney,  to  whom  the  National  Bureau  on  Adulteration  or  any  collec- 
mkt  of  customs  shall  report  any  violation  of  this  act,  to  cause  proper 
pWceedings  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  without  delay  for  the 
fines  and  penalties  in  such  case  provided,  unless,  upon  inquiry  and 
examination,  he  shall  decide  that- such  proceedings  cannot  probably 
be  sustained,  or  voided  by  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  act,  in 
which  case  he  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  National  Bureau  on  Adul- 
teration. 

Section  8.  That  an  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act — 

(a.)  In  the  case  of  drugs  : 

1.  If,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  recognized  in  the  United 
States  Fharmacoptpia,  last  edition,  it  differs  from  the  standard  of 
strength,  quality  or  purity  laid  down  therein. 

2.  If,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  the  United 
States  Pharmat!opa>ia,  last  edition,  or  the  United  States  Dispensatory, 
or  the  National  Dispensatory,  it  differs  materially  from  the  standard 
of  strength,  quality  or  purity  laid  down  in  such  work. 

3.  If  its  strength,  quality  or  purity  tall  below  the  professional 
standard  under  which  it  is  sold. 

f  J.)  In  the  case  of  food  or  drink  : 

1,  If  any  substance  has  been  mixed  with  it  so  as  to  reduce  or  lower 
or  injuriously  afl'ect  its  quality  or  strength,  or  fraudulently  increase 
the  weistht 

2.  If  any  inferior  substance  has  been  subjtituted  wholly  or  in  part 
for  the  article. 

3,  If  any  valuable  constituent  c»f  the  article  has  been  wholly  or  in 
part  subtracted, 

4.  If  it  be  sold  under  the  name  of  another  article* 
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5.  It  it  consists  wholly  or  in  part  of  a  diseased  or  decomposed,  or 
putrid  or  rotten  animal  or  vegetable  or  substance,  whether  manufac- 
tured or  not,  or,  in  the  case  of  milk,  if  it  is  the  product  of  a  diseased 
animal. 

6.  If  it  be  colored  or  coated,  or  polished  or  powdered,  in  a  manner 
injurious  to  health. 

7.  If  it  contains  any  added  poisonous  ingredient,  or  any  ingredient 
which  may  render  such  article  injurious  to  the  health  of  a  person 
consuming  it :  Provided^  That  the  National  Bureau  on  Adulteration 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  time 
to  time  declare  certain  articles  or  preparations  to  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  act :  And  provided  further^  That  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  mixtures  or  compounds  recognized  as  ordi- 
nary articles  of  food, -when  the  same  are  not  injurious  to  health,  and 
that  the  article  s  are  distinctly  labelled  as  a  blend  or  mixture. 

{c)  In  the  case  of  candies  of  domestic  manufacture  and  chocolate 
of  domestic  manufacture : 

If  they  contain  terra  alba,  barytvji,  talc,  chrome  yellow,  or  other 
mineral  substance,  or  poisonous  colors  or  flavors,  or  other  ingredients 
deleterious  or  detrimental  to  health. 

SEcriON  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  National  Bureau  on 
Adulteration  to  prepare  and  publish  from  time  to  time  lists  of  the 
articles,  blends,  mixtures  or  compounds  declared  to  be  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  this  act  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  section. 
The  National  Bureau  on  Adulteration  shall  also  from  time  to  time  fix 
the  limits  of  variability  permissible  in  any  article  or  compound. 

Srction  10.  The  term  ''food,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  every 
article  used  for  food  or  drink  by  man.  The  term  "drug,"  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  include  all  medicines  for  internal  or  external  use. 

Section  11.  All  of  the  regulations  and  declarations  of  the  National 
Bureau  on  Adulteration  made  under  this  act  from  time  to  time  and 
promulgated  shall  be  printed  in  the  statutes  at  large. 

Section  12.  The  act  shall  take  effect  six  months  after  its  passage  : 
And  he  it  further'  provided^  That  in  the  case  of  articles  manufactured 
or  produced  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  such  articles  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  the  provisions  of  said  act  for  a  period  of  one  year. 


n.  REPORT  OP  DBLBa-ATB3  TO  THB  FIFTH  NATIONAL  OONPHR- 
BNOB  OF  STATE  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 


This  important  body  of  sanitary  oflBcers  met  in  the  Grand  Hotels 
Cincinnati,  on  Friday,  May  4,  1888. 

The  conference  is  composed  of  one  or  more  delegates  from  each  of 
the  State  Boards  of  Health  in  the  United  States. 

Dr.  J.  N.  McCormackjOf  Bowling  Green,  Ky..  presided,  and  Dr.  0.  O. 
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Probst  of  Ohio,  acted  as  secretary  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Lindsley  of 
Connecticut. 

The  following  phTsieians  were  present  during  the  conference;  Drs, 
John  D.  Jones,  of  Cincinnati;  IL  S.  Orme,  California;  J.  H.  Ranch, 
Illinois;  R,  E.  Starkweather,  Illinois;  8.  R.  Seawright,  W.  A.  Frilech, 
8;  S,  Boots,  J.  N.  Taylor,  Indiana;  Pinckney  Thompson,  Kentucky; 
J,  N-  McOormack,  Kentncky;  P,  W.  Llewelyn,  Iowa;  W.  S.  Scheiik, 
Kansas;  J.  M.  Welch,  Kansas;  H.  B.  Baker,  Michit;an ;  C.  N.  Hewiit, 
Minnesota;  C.  0.  Probst,  Ohio;  Benjamin  Lee,  Philadelphia;  David 
Englempn,  Pennsylvania  ;  James  Evans,  South  Carolina;  J.T.  Reeve, 
Wisconsin ;  B,  O.  Reynolds,  Wisconsin ;  P.  H.  Bryce,  Province  of 
Ontario,  Canada;  Dr.  C.  N.  Allen  of  Vermont;  J.  F.Kennedy,  Iowa; 
J.  Berrien  Lindsley  of  Tennessee. 

Dr.  ili'Cormack,  the  president  ol  the  association,  read  his  brief  an- 
nual address,  the  particular  point  of  which  lay  in  the  stress  witli  which 
he  mentioned  the  fact,  so  well  known  East,  that  tlie  quarantine  facil- 
ities of  Xew^  York  are  totally  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the  ser- 
vice. The  topic  for  the  evening's  discussion  was  then  read.  It  was : 
*' Duties  of  the  conference  in  urging  the  erection  of  isolated  hospitals 
for  infectious  diseases,  and  economical  and  eflective  methods  ol  pla- 
carding diseased  houses,  and  quarantining  diseased  families.'' 

Dr.  Bryce,  of  Ontario,  read  a  brief  paper  upon  the  subject.  He 
urged  the  importance  of  the  isolation  of  all  cases  of  diphtheria,  scar- 
latina, and  other  infectious  diseases  of  that  type,  and  stated  that  the 
only  means  by  which  the  necessary  isolation  could  be  obtained  was 
by  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  hospitals  of  that  nature  by 
townships  and  municipalities.  He  admitted  that  when  isolation  could 
be  obtained  in  private  residences  a  removal  to  the  hot;pital  was  un- 
necessary,  but  contended  that  as  a  general  thing  such  isolation  was 
not  to  be  had,  especially  among  the  poor  people  of  the  large  cities. 

Dr.  Probst  agreed  that  isolation  hospilals  for  the  treatment  of  infec- 
tious diseases  would  be  a  good  ttiiug,  but  he  doubted  its  practicability. 
Dr.  Taylor,  of  Indiana,  coincided  with  Dr.  Bryce  as  to  the  results  to 
be  obtained  by  his  plan,  but  doubted  it  could  be  carried  out.  It  might 
jto  practicable  in  very  large  cities  where  superb  hospital  conveniences 
Ipare  abundant,  but  in  small  towns  and  sparsely  settled  districts  it 
would  be  impracticable,  ihe  effect  of  removal  to  long  distances  being 
dangerous.  Dr.  Thompson  of  Kentucky  supported  Dr.  Taylor.  Dr. 
Lee  of  Philadelphia  considered  that  the  establishment  of  such  hospitals 
was  only  a  question  of  time.  The  people  would  soon  regard  them  as 
a  refuge  and  relief  rather  than  a  means  of  tyrannical  and  cruel  inva- 
sion of  their  rights.  He  entirely  agreed  with  Dr.  Bryce  as  to  the 
practicability  of  the  plan  proposed,  and  so  did  Dr.  Hewitt  of  Minne- 
sota. Dr.  II.  S.  Orme,  of  California,  also  advocated  the  plan.  The 
chair  appointed  Dr.  Orme,  Dr.  Hewitt  and  Dr.  Brvce  as  a  committee 
to  investigate  the  subject  and  report  further. 
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The  question  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana  was 
then  called  up :  '^  Is  it  advisable  to  attempt  to  unify  the  methods  of 
procedure  ot  the  various  State  Boards  of  Health  If"  After  brief  dis- 
cussion, Dr.  Taylor  of  Indiana  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
examine  the  laws  and  methods  of  procedure  governing  the  various 
State  Boards  of  Health  and  those  of  the  Provinces,  and  from  them  to 
construct  a  system  of  laws  and  procedure  such  as  shall  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  this  body. 

Be  it  further  resolved^  That,  when  such  system  or  code  is  accepted 
by  this  body,  every  legitimate  means  be  used  to  cause  such  to  be  en- 
acted by  the  Legislattkres  ot  the  several  States. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  special  committee  already  exist- 
ing on  that  subject  for  consideration. 

Drs.  Thompson,  Baker  and  Jones  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
consider  that  portion  of  the  president's  address  which  referred  to  the 
inefficient  administration  of  the  quarantine  system  of  the  port  of  New 
York,  and  report  during  the  present  session.  The  conference  then 
adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  the  foKowing  morning. 

The  conference  re-assembled  at  9  a.  m.,  Saturday,  May  5. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  the  chair  announced  that  the  two 
first  questions  on  the  order  of  business,  which  had  been  postponed  the 
evening  before  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Dr.  John  H.  Ranch, 
who  was  to  take  part  in  the  opening  discussion,  would  be  the  first 
business. 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Pennsylvania :  ''  Should  the  National 
Government  assume  the  control  of  quarantine  at  all  ports  of  entry?" 

Proposed  by  Provincial  Board  of  Quebec:  '*  Under  which  control 
should  quarantine  be,  both  in  Canada  and  in  the  Union;  under  Fed- 
eral Government  (National),  or  under  Provincial  or  State  Govern- 
ments (local)?" 

Dr.  Lee  took  the  ground,  based  upon  previous  history  and  the  in- 
vestigations of  Dr.  Ranch,  and  of  a  committee  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians of  Philadelphia,  that  quarantines  maintained  by  municipal 
governments  must  of  necessity  be  inefficient,  owing,  first,  to  want  of 
means,  and  secondly,  to  the  interference  of  commercial  interests;  and 
therefore  advocated  the  strict  regulation  and  control  by  the  govern- 
ment of  all  ports  on  the  coasts  where  it  was  at  all  possible  that  infec- 
tious diseases  could  be  imported. 

Dr.  Lee  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred  to  the 
regular  standing  committee : 

Resolved^  That  this  conference,  recognizing  the  failure  of  local  au- 
thorities to  administer  quarantine  effectually  in  a  large  number  of 
cases,  respectfully  urges  upon  the  National  Government  the  duty  of 
assuming  the  control  of  quarantine  at  all  ports  of  entry. 

Ur.  Hewitt  said,  in  reference  to  the  resolution,  that  it  was  imposaible 
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to  look  (o  Congrees  for  action  in  the  premises ;  that  no  appropriation 
was  flvailabte  for  adequate  quarantine  protection,  and  that  it"  any- 
thing was  to  be  done  it  mnst  be  done  separately  by  the  State  Boards 
of  Health, 

Dr.  Ranch  agreed  with  Dr  Hewitt  as  lo  the  inability  of  obtaining 
Ihe  necessary  national  legislation  for  qnarantining  the  coasts. 

Dr  Baker  said  he  had  no  confidence  in  the  efficiency  ov  praclicabilily 
of  a  national  gystem  of  coast  quarantine.  lie  favored  the  contrnnance 
of  action  on  the  part  of  the  State  governments,  and  obtaining  of 
national  aid  in  eraergencies  therefor  if  it  were  possible. 

In  support  of  hia  statement  he  quoted  the  well  known — to  physicians 
— effi.'iencj'  of  the  New  Orleans  quarantine  station,  which  is  under 
the  control  of  the  local  authorities,  an  elFiciency  which,  he  said,  would 
be  weakened  were  the  National  authorities  to  be  placed  in  control. 

The  New  York  quarantine  service  was  notably  inefficient,  but  if  the 
proper  edbrts  were  made  the  service  could  be  brought  up  to  the  degree 
of  efHciency  of  the  New  Orleans  stations. 

hv.  Hewitt  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  (subsequently  changed 
to  nine)  be  elected  by  ballot,  to  visit  or  correspond  with  I  he  8tate, 
Provincial  and  other  authorities  having  charge  of  the  sea  board  qiiar* 
anline  against,  dangerous  infectious  diseases,  for  the  purpose  of  know- 
ing the  methods  in  use,  and  amount  of  cooperation  such  auJhoritiee 
can  and  will  give  for  the  protection  of  the  people  of  this  continent 
agunst  said  diseases,  and  that  said  committee  be  authorized  to  act  for 
this  conference  for  this  purpose  and  be  instructed  to  report  the  results 
oi  their  investigation  to  this  conference  and  to  the  State  Boards  of 
Health,  and  to  arrange  for  proper  cooperation  should  any  sucli  diseases 
threaten  to  invade  or  actually  get  a  foothold  on  this  continent.  It 
was  carried. 

At  a  subsequent  period  the  ballot  for  this  committee  was  taken  and 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  following  named  members  :  Dr.  J,  U, 
Rauch,  Illinois,  chairman;  Dr.  H,  B.  Baker,  Michigan;  Dr.  C.  N. 
Hewitt,  Minnesota;  Dr.  J.  N.  McCormack,  Kentucky;  Dn  T.  G.  Sim- 
mons, South  Carolina  ;  Dn  James  Simpson,  California ;  Dr,  John  D* 
Jones,  Ohio;  Dr.  P.  H.  Bryce,  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  and  Dr. 
Benjamin  Lee,  of  Pennsylvania.  Sub-cumniiltees  were  subsequently 
appointed  to  visit  personally  all  the  quarantine  stations  on  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  coasts,  from  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Kio  Grande,  and  from 
Oregon  to  Lower  Oalifornia,  these  fiub  couimiltees  to  secure  the  coop- 
eration of  the  States,  should  cholera  or  any  other  epidemic  disease 
obtain  a  foothold  on  the  continent.     They  are  composed  as  follows: 

From  the  St.  Lawrence  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  Drs.  Lee,  Baker,  Bryce, 
Hewitt  and  Jones. 

From  Norfolk  to  Galveston,  Drs.  Simmons  and  McCormack. 

Pacific  coast,  Drs.  Simpson,  Ranch  and  McCormick.  Dr.  Orme  to 
cooperate. 
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On  inter  state  cooperation,  Drs.  Baker,  Hewitt  and  Simmons. 

Dr.  Ranch  is  a  member  ex  officio  of  each  of  the  sub-committees.  The 
sub- committee's  task  was  divided  as  follows:  Drs.  Lee  and  Jones  will 
visit  the  quarantine  stations  on  the  Atlantic  coast  from  Baltimore  to 
North  Carolina;  Drs.  Simmons  and  McCormack  will  inspect  the 
stations  from  North  Carolina  to  the  Rio  Grande,  and  Drs.  Orme  and 
Ranch  will  inspect  the  stations  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

Drs.  Baker,  Hewitt  and  Simmons  constitute  the  committee  to  secure 
cooperation  between  States  in  case  of  a  visitation  of  cholera  this  year. 

The  following  questions,  although  separated  in  the  published  order, 
were  then  taken  up  for  discussion  together : 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan — 

(a.)  What  can  each  State  Board  oi  Health  do,  and  what  are  the 
best  procedures,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  dangerous  communi- 
cable diseases  (small-pox,  cholera,  yellow  fever)  into  States  and 
localities  free  from  such  diseases  ? 

(J.)  How  can  these  diseases  be  kept  out  of  this  country  ? 

(o.)  What  should  be  done  to  prevent  the  continued  introduction 
of  those  dangerous  communicable  diseases  (diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever)  which  are  common  in  this  country,  and  which  therefore  cause 
the  most  deaths  ? 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Kentucky — 

(a.)  What  is  the  value  of  inland  quarantines  as  against  cholera  and 
yellow  fever  ? 

(i.)  In  a  country  like  ours,  where  should  such  quarantine  stations 
be  located  and  how  should  they  be  equipped  and  managed  ? 

(c.)  How  can  State  Boards  of  Health  of  adjoining  States  profitably 
cooperate  with  each  other  in  such  quarantine  work  ? 

Dr.  Kennedy  opened  the  discussion  in  a  paper  founded  on  standard 
authorities,  taking  adverse  ground  against  the  value  of  quarantine 
against  cholera. 

Dr.  Bryce  gave  an  instructive  account  of  the  methods  pursued  in 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  both  as  regards  maritime  and  inland  quaran- 
tine, showing  the  entire  efficiency  of  quarantine  when  thorough. 

Dr.  Hewitt,  of  Minnesota,  stated  the  vigorous  measures  used  in  that 
State  to  suppress  and  stamp  out  infectious  diseases.  He  said  that  in 
Minneapolis  there  occurred  a  small  outbreak  of  two  cases  of  small 
pox.  The  board  took  immediate  and  vigorous  action,  and  before  even 
the  reporters  ascertained  the  fact  that  small-pox  was  in  the  city,  the 
houses  had  been  thoroughly  disinfected,  the  patients  removed  and 
every  one  who  had  been  in  the  house  for  a  week  was  traced  and  quar- 
antined and  disinfected  before  the  disease  had  an  opportunity  to  dis- 
seminate. 
The  conference  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m. 
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Aftkknoon  Session,  2  p.  m* 

The  chair  announced  a  contiauance  of  the  discussion  on  I  he  qyestion 
proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Michigan  to  be  in  order. 

Dr.  H.  B,  Baker,  of  Michigan,  thought  that  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever,  diseases  which  we  have  every  year,  should  be  treated  by  the 
same  sanitary  precautions  as  cholera  and  yellow  fever.  The  northern 
hall'  of  this  counlry  snlTere  more  from  Ihese  than  from  either  small-pox 
or  cholera.  They  cause  us  in  our  State  a  thousand  deaths  a  year. 
They  are  dangerous  communicable  diseases,  and  eiforls  should  be 
made  to  exclude  them.     They  are  to  a  great  extent  imported. 

Dr.  Hh  WITT,  of  Minnesota,  disagreed.  These  diseases  are  always 
with  us.  The  question  is  how  to  treat,  the  infection  after  ihe  disease 
is  past.  The  question  is  often  sent  to  our  office,  what  shall  we  do  to 
prevent  any  further  outbreak  of  these  diseases?  In  our  State  the 
Stale  Board  has  the  power  of  local  boards.  We  have  had  instances 
of  the  tenacious  character  of  the  diphtheria  inlection.  We  have  had 
cases  where  houses  were  thoroughly  cleaned,  I  hat  families  returned 
lo  lose  their  last  child.  I  think  the  main  thing  is  to  secure  the  thorough 
destruction  of  the  infected  surroundings.  Either  remove  the  sick 
child,  or  at  least  separate  the  healthy  children. 

The  disease  has  frequently  been  concentrated  in  a  single  family. 
Oor  rules  are  to  isolate  the  infected  ehiUl,  wdth  a  nurse,  if  possible; 
keep  the  heahhy  children  from  the  public  schools  of  the  same  family. 
Alter  death,  destroy  all  the  clothes,  thoroughly  disinfect  the  room  and 
do  not  let  it  again  be  occupied  by  a  child.  In  ecarlalina  there  is 
difficulty  in  getting  at  (he  mild  cases  in  the  schools,  which  are  liable 
lo  cummunicate  the  poison.  How  long  the  poison  remains  lurking, 
what  relit  ion  it  has  to  nationality,  age  and  fex ;  how  to  isolate  families  • 
how  to  divide  schools,  etc.— theee  are  all  questions  as  yet  unsettled. 

Dr.  Baker  offered  a  resolution  that  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  be 
classed  as  pestilential  diseases  and  treated  by  quarantine. 

Dr.  RAicif,  of  Illinois.  The  question  is  who  is  to  pay  for  this 
quarantine  of  foreign  ships,  that  bring  in  all  sorts  of  diseases 'J  I  am 
opposed  to  emigration  coming  in  without  more  stringent  limitations 
than  now  exist.  It  was  only  a  miracle  that  we  escaped  cholera  last 
year.  Dr.  Ranch  called  attention  to  Dr.  Holt,  of  New  Orleans,  last 
year,  only  detaining  the  El^^siaten  days,  with  six  hundred  and  fourteen 
passengers  from  Palermo,  a  city  in  the  cholera-inl'ected  district.  The 
more  eanitary  restrictions  we  throw  upon  emigrants  the  better  for  this 
country.  He  cited  casea  where  the  cholera  had  broken  out  after  the 
emigrants  had  unpacked  their  baggage. 

Dr.  Lke,  of  l^ennsylvania.  One  of  the  most  important  factors  in 
diphtheria  is  the  length  of  lime  which  the  poison  clings  to  clothing. 
There  was  a  time  when  diphtheria  and  scarlatina  were  not  known  in 
tills  country.    They  were  introduced  from  abroad* 
15  Board  of  Uealtu. 
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Dr.  Hewitt  had  rather  have  the  small-pox  in  his  home  than  diph- 
theria. We  all  know  that  these  diseases  are  as  virnlent  and  com- 
municable as  small-:>ox.  I  am  in  favor  of  quarantine  against  these 
diseases,  if  it  is  practicable.  I  see  no  object  in  the  resolution  unless 
it  is  to  affect  the  public.  I  should  suppose,  of  course,  that  ships  with 
these  diseases  on  board  should  be  quarantined  against. 

Dr.  McCoRMACK.  This  is  the  most  important  matter  before  the  board. 
More  people  have  died  in  Kentucky  in  any  one  year  from  these 
diseases  than  have  ever  died  from  yellow  fever  and  cholera. 

Dr.  Baker.  The  resolution  aims  at  something  new.  Nowhere  in 
the  United  States  are  those  diseases  quarantined  against.  These  two 
diseases  kill  more  people  than  any  other. 

Dr.  Thompson  wanted  to  know  if  the  quarantine  was  to  be  kept  up 
at  all  times? 

Dr.  Baker.  Yes,  sir;  at  New  York  and  all  maritime  points.  Diph- 
theria first  got  its  hold  in  New  York  in  1857.  It  came  among  the 
Germans.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  disease  is  imported. 
They  do  not  quarantine  against  it. 

Dr.  Reeve  offered  the  following  substitute  for  Dr.  Baker's  motion, 
which  prevailed : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  conference  the  interests  of 
the  public  health  will  be  conserved  by  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  are  diseases  of  such  highly  contagious 
and  infectious  character  that  they  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  most 
complete  isolation  of  all  cases,  the  most  thorough  disinfection  of  all 
infected  articles  and  places,  and  by  quarantining  at  the  sea-board,  and 
at  all  other  places  with  the  same  care  that  is  taken  with  reference  to 
small-pox  and  cholera. 

Dr.  Lee's  resolution,  offered  at  the  morning  session,  was  then 
called  up.  Dr.  Lee  requested  permission  4^0  offer  the  following  sub- 
stitute : 

Resolved^  That  this  conference  heartily  endorses  the  bill  now  before 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to  establish  seven  thoroughly 
equipped  quarantine  stations  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and 
respectfully  urges  ihe  importance  of  early  action  upon  the  same. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

(At  a  subsequent  session.  Dr.  Lee  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  by  which  this  resolution  was  passed,  which  being  carried,  he 
offered  the  following  amendment,  which  together  with  the  motion  as 
amended  was  passed,  viz,  to  add  to  the  resolution  the  following :  *'And 
that  this  conference  also  urges  upon  Congress  the  importance  of 
establishing  a  distinct  National  Bureau  of  Health.") 

The  discussion  on  the  question  proposed  by  the  State  of  Michigan 
was  then  resumed. 

Dr.  Baker,  aft^r  referring  to  the  dangers  to  be  apprehended  from 
the  existence  of  yellow  fever  in  Florida  at  the  present  time,  offered 
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the   following  resolution  which,  afler  considerable  discussion,  was 
adopted  : 

WaKHEAS,  It  is  alleged  that  yellow  fever  is  now  present  in  Florida*  a 
State  not  represenled  here  hecanse  it  has  no  Slate  Board  of  Ileallh,  and 
which  is  in  daily  cotnniuoication  with  other  States  and  ihiie  threatens 
ali  those  of  our  States  in  which  that  disease  can  prevail ;  therefore, 

liesolvedn  That  all  Ijoards  of  health  in  States  adjoining  Floiida  are 
urged  to  immediately  and  continually  exercise  extreme  care  to  keep 
the  fever  from  entering  their  States. 

lieHolved^  That  in  ease  it  is  proved  that  yellow  fever  is  present  in 
Florida,  boards  of  health  of  adjoining  States  shoidd  establieh  and 
mainlain  a  thorough  system  of  so-called  inland  quarantine,  which 
ineane  the  inspection  of  travelers,  the  isolation  of  all  infected  persons 
and  articles  and  thorough  disinfection;  these  methods  to  be  enforced 
with  the  least  possible  interference  with  travel  and  commerce  con- 
sistent with  the  protection  of  the  public  health. 

Tlie  questions  proposed  by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Quebec  and  by 
the  Stale  Board  of  Vermont  were  then  taken  up. 

'vFowers  which  Provincial  and  Slate  Boards  should  have  over  local 
boards.'^     Discussion  opened  by  Dfs,  Allen  and  L?i  chape  lie. 

^'What  legal  authority  ought  State  Boards  of  Ilenlth  to  possess  in 
the  absence  of  local  boards'^-'     Discus^sion  opened  by  Dr.  Allen. 

On  motion,  division  a  of  the  questions  proposed  by  the  State  of 
California  was  included  for  discussion. 

'•Cannot  a  plan  be  devised  tf>  in.sure  uniformity  and  increase  of 
power  in  State  Boards  of  Health  by  formulating  in  conference,  a  draft 
of  the  extent  of  the  increased  powers  desired  in  matters  of  quarantine, 
compulsory  notificalion  of  contagious  diseases  and  other  sanitar}^ 
matteri^  within  each  State,  neglected  or  refu.-ed  by  local  boards,  which 
formula  may  be  expressed  in  a  bill  and  laid  before  each  State  Legis 
lature  fur  passage?" 

i}T,  Baker  was  of  opinion  that  State  Boards  should  possess  no 
mandatory  power  over  local  boards.  The  State  Boards  should  gather 
and  di^lribute  the  facts,  but  the  local  autlioriiies  should  have  full 
authority  in  their  localilies.  The  State  Board  was  the  general  to  direct 
and  the  local  boards  ishould  carry  the  muskets. 

Dr.  OiiME,  from  California,  wanted  to  kr.ow  what  would  be  done  in 
the  case  where  the  local  boards  refused  to  carry  out  orders.  The  local 
board  of  our  State  refused  to  isolate  small  pox  cases.  The  State  Board 
had  to  interfere  and  compel  isolation. 

Dr.  Uewiit.  In  Minnesota  the  orders  of  the  State  Board  shall  be 
obeyed  by  the  local  boards.  Tlie  control  of  the  infectious  diseases  of 
animals  is  in  tlie  hands  of  tlie  State  Board.  Both  State  and  local 
boards  work  together,  and  last  year  we  suppressed  an  epidemic  of 
small-pox  in  one  ot  the  logging  camps  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
public  press. 
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Dr.  Jones,  of  Ohio,  wished  to  know  the  details  of  the  law.  Can  yon 
force  the  local  boards  to  be  formed? 

Dr.  Hewitt.  No,  sir.     We  can't  do  that. 

Drs.  McCormack  and  Evans  also  took  part  in  this  discussion. 

The  conference  then  adjourned  until  7.30  p.  h.,  at  which  time  it  was 
again  called  to  order,  and  the  president  announced  the  questions  from 
the  State  of  Michigan  as  the  first  business. 

*'Whatiseach  State  Board  of  Health  doing  to  advance  sanitary 
science  ? " 

*'  By  the  collection  of  statistics  of  deaths  and  their  causes.'' 

''  By  the  coHection  of  statistics  of  sickness." 

"  By  the  collection  of  statistics  of  meteorological  conditions  coinci- 
dent with  sickness  and  deaths." 

The  roll  being  called,  the  members  in  turn  stated  the  system  and 
eflBciency  of  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  in  the  different  States 
represented  in  the  conference. 

Pennsylvania  being  compelled  to  return  a  negative  to  all  of  the 
questions  in  consequence  of  the  entire  absence  of  any  State  system  of 
registration  in  that  old  and  highly  civilized  Commonwealth. 

The  discussion  of  Dr.  Hewitt's  resolution  and  election  of  members 
of  the  committee  which  had  been  made  the  special  order  for  eight 
o'clock  was  then  taken  up,  with  the  result  previously  recorded.  During 
the  retirement  of  a  nominating  committee  appointed  in  this  connec- 
tion, the  question  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Pennsylvania : 
••What  should  be  the  attitude  of  State  Boards  of  Health  towards 
leprosy?"  was  called  up  and  the  discussion  opened  by  Dr.  Lee,  who 
maintained,  notwithstanding  the  fashionable  opinion  of  the  day,  that 
this  disease  is  actively  contagious  and  infectious  and  should  be  sub- 
jected to  the  strictest  quarantine.  Dr.  Orme  gave  the  history  of 
cases  in  California,  and  stated  that  his  Board  adopted  the  most  care- 
ful precautions  with  regard  to  the  admission  of  lepers.  Dr.  Lee  offered 
the  following  resolution,  adapted  from  that  of  a  committee  of  the 
State  Medical  Society  of  California : 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  conference — 

First.  That  a  strict  quarantine  should  be  established  against  leprosy, 
and  that  all  lepers  attempting  to  enter  this  country  should  be  returned 
to  whence  they  came. 

Secondly.  That  those  already  here  or  who  develop  the  disease  here 
should  be  rigidly  segregated. 

Thirdly.  That  it  is  eminently  desirable  that  entirely  distinct  hospitals 
should  be  provided  for  such  cases;  and 

Fourthly.  That  the  bodies  ot  deceased  lepers  should  be  cremated  or 
buried  in  lime,  and  their  personal  effects  be  destroyed  by  fire,  after 
being  treated  with  powerful  disinfectants. 

The  subject,  being  an  entirely  new  one  to  the  conference,  was  on 
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rontion  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of  Drs.  Lee,  Bryce 
and  IJL*witl,  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  conference. 

The  conference  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  10  a.  m.  on  Monday, 
May  7. 

On  re-assembling  at  that  time,  Dr,  Lee  askeii  for  a  reconeideration 
of  his  reeolntion  in  rf  gard  to  qiiardntiue,  and  proposed  (he  amendment 
already  recorded  as  passed. 

Di^cusstofi. — The  qiieBtion  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Vermont : 

'*What  sanitary  regulations  are  necessary  in  and  about  country 
residences ?''  was  then  discussed  in  a  carefullj^  prepared  paper  by  Dr. 
Allen,  of  Vermont. 

Uniinished  business  being  in  order,  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  draft  a  conslitution  and  set  of  bylaws  for  the  conference, 
Dr.  L.  F.  Salomon,  of  Louisiana;  Dr-  IL  B.  Baker,  of  Michigan,  and 
Dr.  J.  D.  Plunkett,  of  Tennessee,  committee,  was  then  called  for. 

Dr.  Baker  reported  the  following  plan,  which,  on  motion,  wae 
unanimously  adopted. 

C'>N8TrTUTI0N   OF   COJTPERKSTCE   OF   StATE    BoARDS    OF    HkaLTH, 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  *^The  National  Conference  of 
the  Stale  Boards  of  Health,'' 

Memherahip. — ^The  members  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  or  other  delegated  representatives  ot  the  State  Boards  of 
Health  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Dutifi, — Each  Board  represented  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
conference  five  dollars  per  year. 

Vates^ — Whenever  demanded  by  two  delegates,  any  question  shall 
be  determined  by  a  vote,  each  State  being  entitled  to  one  vote, 

(Wcers. — The  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  president,  secre- 
tary and  treasurer. 

The  duties  of  each  ofTicer  shall  be  those  which  are  usually  performed 
by  such  officers,  and  collectively  the  otlicers  shall  be  an  executive 
committee  to  make  suitable  provisions  for  meetings  of  the  conference, 
for  programme,  etc. 

Parliamentari/  Rule^, — ^Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  the  guide  to 
parliamentary  action,  in  cases  of  question* 

Amendment  of  thiH  Constitution. — ^Notice  of  the  nature  of  any  pro- 
posed amendment  of  this  constitution  shall  lie  upon  the  table  from 
one  annual  meeting  to  another  before  coming  to  a  vote.  Such  notice 
having  been  given,  thii  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  conference  if  the  majorit}^  of  states  and  provinces  rep- 
resented vot-e  in  favor  of  such  amendment. 

The  following  reports  were  then  received  and  the  committees  con- 
tinued. The  next  meeting  was  left  to  tl.e  decision  of  the  executive 
committee* 
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Report  of  committee  to  make  a  codification  of  the  health  laws  of 
the  different  states  and  provinces:  Dr  A.  G.  Young,  of  Maine;  Dr. 
H.  B.  Baker,  of  Michigan  ;  Dr.  Wm.  Oldright,  of  Ontario,  committee. 

Report  of  committee  on  collective  investigation  of  diseases  :  Dr.  C. 
H.  Fisher,  of  Rhode  Island ;  Dr.  S.  W.  Abbott,  of  Massachusetts ;  Dr. 
Benjamin  Lee,  of  Penns.vlvania,  committee. 

Report  of  committee  on  vital  statistics :  Dr.  E.  B.  Baker,  of  Mich- 
igan, committee. 

The  election  of  oflBcers  for  the  next  year  resulted  in  the  reelection 
of  President  McCormack,  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky.  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst, 
Secretary  of  the  Ohio  State  Board  of  Health,  was  elected  secretary^ 
and  Dr.  H.  B.  Baker,  of  Michigan,  treasurer. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee  offered  on  behalf  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Pennsylvania  to  undertake  the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
present  conference,  and  to  furnish  copies  to  each  board,  as  required, 
at  moderate  expense.    The  offer  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  Dr.  Byron 
Stanton,  health  ofBcer'of  Cincinnati,  and  Dr.  John  D.  Jones,  President 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Ohio,  for  the  satisfactory  manner  in 
which  they  discharged  their  duty,  and  for  the  many  courteous  atten- 
tions received,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  the  conference  then  adjourned  sine  die.

The  president,  Dr.  J,  N.  McCormack,  then  read  an  annual  address 
,B  follows,  viz  : 

Gentlemen  of  tuk  Conference  :  As  ours  is  a  semi-olfieial  organi 
zation,  met  to  discuss  questions  previously  sobuiitted  by  a  stale  board 
of  health  in  regard  to  problems  whi-di  have  arisen  or  are  likely  to 
arise  in  oJDcial  work,  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  during  the 
three  years  you  have  lumored  me  by  making  me  your  presiding  of- 
ficer, to  consume  your  time  in  listening  to  an  annual  address.  I  shall 
not  now  deviale  from  this  custom,  but  there  is  one  question  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  us  as  executive  ollicers,  and  of  interest  indeed 
to  every  citizen  of  the  country,  to  which  I  desire  to  ask  your  earnest 
attention  at  the  outset  of  your  labors. 

In  the  face  of  the  danger  of  an  invasion  of  Asiatic  cholera  during 
the  present  year  the  ineJliciency  of  the  quarantine  appointments  at  the 
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port  of  N^  w  York  is  a  menace  to  the  whole  nation.  After  four  years 
of  warning  the  health  officials  of  that  great  port  were  unprepared  to 
deal  with  cholera  infected  ships  last  year,  and  although  the  danger 
still  continues  no  adequate  efforts  have  been  made  to  conform  the 
quarantine  defenses  to  the  present  advanced  state  of  sanitary  science, 
although  the  defects  have  been  fully  recognized  and  admitted  by  the 
hightest  professional  and  official  authority,  and  a  quarantine  bill 
without  sufficient  available  means  has  recently  passed  as  a  sort  of 
compromise  measure.  The  information  comes  to  us  from  apparently 
reliable  sources  that  the  whole  difficulty  in  secuiing  such  legislation, 
appropriations  and  administration  as  will  give  adequate  protection  at 
this  port  are  of  a  political  nature  and  that  this  difficulty  is  likely  to 
continue. 

Whatever  may  be  the  cause  of  the  neglect  there  can  be  little  ques- 
tion but  that  its  existence  imposes  grave  responsibilities  upon  each  of 
us  who  are  made  by  law  the  health  guardians  of  the  people  of  our 
respective  states.  While  the  political  leaders  of  New  York  are,  as  we 
think,  in  their  greed  for  power  and  spoils  shamefully  abusing  a  great 
public  trust  in  this  regard,  we  should  consider  the  means  at  our  com- 
mand to  limit  the  disease  to  this  one  state  if  it  be  possible  to  do  so. 
The  majority  of  our  boards  are  entrusted  with  large  quarantine  pow- 
ers as  against  diseases  of  this  class,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  before  this  conference  is  to  arrange  for 
that  concert  of  action  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  these  laws, 
should  the  occasion  arise,  as  will  give  the  least  interference  with 
commerce  consistent  with  the  proper  protection  of  our  people.  Any 
plan  of  action  agreed  upon  by  you  will,  of  course,  be  well  considered 
and  conservative,  but  it  is  more  likely  to  be  so  if  arranged  for  now 
than  if  separate  action  be  taken  by  the  respective  boards  during  the 
panic  and  popular  clamor  attending  the  actual  presence  of  an  epi- 
demic. 

I  make  no  reference  to  the  threatened  danger  from  yellow  fever 
and  small -pox  because  action  relating  to  the  prevention  of  these  dis- 
eases is  contemplated  in  the  questions  formally  submitted  in  the  pro- 
gramme. 

Dr.  Thompson  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
take  into  consideration  the  suggestions  made  by  the  chair  and  report 
on  the  same. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Brice,  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  read  a  paper  on  "The  duties  of  the  conference  in  urging  the 
erection  of  isolation  hospitals  for  treatment  of  infections  diseases  (as 
scarlatina,  diphtheria,  etc.,  as  well  as  small  pox),  as  a  more  economi- 
cal and  effective  method  than  placarding  houses  and  quarantining 
families  where  these  diseases  are  present."  Proposed  by  the  Provin- 
cial Board  of  Ontario.

Isolation  Hospitals. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Interstate  Conferenee  : 

Gkxtlbmen:  While  doubtlegg  the  8j)ecial  province  of  this  confer- 
ence is  the  discussion  of  those  matters  which  relate  more  especially 
to  the  cooperation  of  state  boarrlfi  and  port  and  federal  anthorities 
with  regard  to  the  nolificaJion  of  infectious  diseases  rather  than  to 
internal   slate  measures   which  may  be   in    operaiion  for    limiting 

[  any   kind  of  diseases,  yet  as  the  question  of   notification  of  diseases 

'iroald  be  largely  wanting  in  practical  good  if  not  followed  by  effec- 
tive measures  for  dealing  wiih  outbreaks  when  they  do  occur,  I 
have  not  deemed  it  foreign  to  the  work  of  the  conference  to  introduce 
for  discussion  the  subject  which  has  been  assigned  me  in  the  pro- 

[gramme. 

Hospitals  for  infectious  diaeasen  date  from  a  century  ago  when 
they  were  instituted  to  supercede  in  England  the  so  called  pest  houses 
of  a  former  lime,  redolent  of  memories  of  the  plague  both  there  and 
in  continental  countries. 

Their  utmost  design  was  to  assist  in  the  better  treatment  of  cases 
of  diseases,  in  those  cases  where  the  conditions  of  houses  and  fami- 
lies made  either  isolation  or  salisfactory  treatment  of  diseases  im- 
possible,   hence   being   called   sometimes  l>y    the    euphemistic  term 

^Ikouses  of  recovery,  which  title  may  be  perhaps,  with  advantage,  be 
still  applied  to  them.  Kxcept  in  a  few  instances,  as  at  New  York, 
Grosse  Isle,  etc.,  the  idea  of  existing  isolation  hospitals  for  diseases 
other  than  small  pox  is  for  this  generation  a  new  one.  In  these 
places  cholera  sheds  and  typhus  or  fever  hospitals  have  been  known, 
but  with  the  rapid  ocean  transit  of  the  ocean  steamships,  which  carry 
almost  all  immigrants,  and  with  increaaed  knowledge  of  disease^ 
cholera  and  typhus  hospitals  have  almost  pussed  into  the  limits  of 
forgetfulness,  and  it  is  only  recenily,  with  I  he  endemic  prevalence 
of  diphtheria  and  of  localized  epidemics  of  scarlatina  and  measles, 
that  municipal  authorities  have,  through  the  failure  of  notifica- 
tion with  the  ordinary  placarding  methods  in  effectual  limiting 
outbreaks  of  these  diseases,  bethought  themselves  of  the  principal 
so  rapidly  extending  in  Britain  of  having  municipal  isolation  hoepi 
tals  for  these  diieasea,  which  are  becoming  aa  scourges  in  the  sum 
total  of  their  effects  upon  the  population  of  this  continent. 

Since  fever  hospitals  of  London  begun  in  1862,  and  Gairdner's 
of  Glasgow  at  the  same  time,  which  proved  such  signal  successes 
in  stamping  out  epidemics  of  typhus,  the  idea  of  isolation  hospitals 
has  there  greatly  grown :  since  in  London  it  was  then  shown  thai 
wdiile  of  the  inmates  only  one  in  three  hundri'd  and  forty  six  con 
traded  typhus  in  those  hospitals  when  typhus  was  treated  separately, 
there  were  when  treated  within  same  wards  as  other  fevers  one  in 
every  forty  patients  who  had  been  admitted  to  be  treated  for  other 
fevers  who  thereafter  took  typhus. 
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The  idea  of  separate  hospitals  was  extended  when  cholera  broke 
out  in  1866.  Since  then  the  principle  has  grown  'till  now  over  300 
sanitary  districts  out  of  some  1,500  have  provided  hospitals  ofsome  kind 
or  other.  In  New  York  we  find  that  the  principle  has  been  largely 
adopted,  there  being  in  the  East  river  a  small -pox  and  a  typhus  hospital ; 
also,  on  East  Sixteenth  street  a  hospital  for  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 
and  measles,  and  a  reception  hospital.  All  diseases,  except  cholera 
and  yellow  fever  under  the  charge  of  the  port  authorities,  are  under 
the  charge  of  the  city  board  of  health.  The  hospitals  are  connected 
with  headquarters  by  telephone,  and  a  steam  launch  is,  I  understand, 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  board. 

At  Grosse  Isle  in  the  St.  Lawrence  separate  hospital  provision  is 
made  for  cholera  and  typhus,  at  one  end  of  the  island  separate  from 
the  hospital  which  is  available  for  other  diseases  at  the  other  end  of 
the  island.  If  under  the  circumstances  of  the  cities  referred  to  such 
isolation  hospitals  have  been  proved  both  a  necessity  and  benefit  it  is 
fair  for  us  to  enquire  whether  the  principal  is  not  and  ought  not  to  be 
more  widely  applicable.  In  Canada  and  I  take  in  the  United  States, 
the  laws  provide  for  the  erection  wherever  municipal  health  author- 
ities deem  it  necessary  isolation  hospitals,  and  in  Ontario  the  provin- 
cial board  ha^  power  to  make  the  erection  of  such  compulsory  when 
contagious  diseases  prevail  in  municipalities.  Hitherto,  however,  the 
isolation  hospital  has  existed  so  specifically  for  small-pox  that  gener- 
ally it  has  been  known  as  the  small  pox  hospital  or  even  pest  house, 
while  in  any  cases  as  in  our  larger  centers  where  infectious  diseases 
have  been  treated  outside  of  these  houses,  it  has  been  in  the  wards  of 
our  general  hospitals.  While  under  exceptional  circumstances  isolation 
in  the  case  of  private  houses  may  be  possible  yet  as  a  measure  intended 
to  deal  with  the  whole  question  before  us  it  is  manifestly  inapplicable. 
What  in  my  experience  has  become  an  absolute  necessity,  if  we 
propose  to  deal  with  the  constantly  recurring  outbreaks  of  diphtheria, 
etc.,  is  to  have  hospitals  either  on  the  pavilion  principle,  or  separate 
cottages  erected  and  maintained  in  every  larger  municipality  and 
conveniently  for  several  contiguous  township  municipalities,  where 
all  cases  which  the  medical  health  officer  deems  necessary  can  be  re- 
moved to  immediately  after  notification,  if  a  child  with  its  mother  or 
sister  as  nurse,  there  to  be  treated  until  well.  In  the  smaller  muni- 
cipalities by  the  family  pliysician  if  no  regular  town  physician  exists, 
until  well.  At  the  time  of  removal  the  house  can  be  inspected  and 
disinfected,  the  family  while  not  quarantined  kept  under  observa- 
tion till  the  period  of  incubation  be  past  and  the  wage  earners  after  a 
thorough  first  disinfection  be  allowed  to  attend  to  their  daily  duties. 
Many  details,  various  in  their  character,  according  to  circumstances 
would  have  to  be  introduced  but  what  we  have  enunciated  is  the 
general  principle.  I  shall  conclude  this  portion  of  my  report  by  a 
statement  of  the  advantages  incident  to  such  a  system. 
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1.  IL  makes  the  raison  d^eire  for  notification  evident,  and  throws 
theomis  of  responsibility  on  the  family  physician  and  householder, 
should  disease  spread  from  the  house  as  a  center. 

2.  It  throws  an  equally  great  responsibility  on  the  health  depart- 
ment, if  after  notitication  other  eases  occur  in  a  house  either  through 
neglect  of  immediate  inspection  of  premises  and  providing  local 
conveniences  for  isolation  of  first  cases. 

3.  It  supplies  an  argument  for  Letter  house  isolation  since  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  house  isolation,  proved  by  no  other  cases  ot-*eurring, 
is  upon  the  householder,  for  should  other  cases  occur  he  cannot  fairly 
object  either  to  a  quarantine  of  the  household  or  to  a  removal  of  all 

'  existing  cases  and  a  thorough  disinfection. 

4.  Should  house  isolation  prove  a  failure  then  the  health  authorities 
have  public  sentiment  in  their  favor  in  enforcing  the  general  provis- 
ion for  removal  of  all  first  cases. 

6,  It  doesaway  entirely  with  the  opprobrious,  vexatious  and  useless 
methods  of  placarding,  since  the  method  is  unnecessary  where  after  a 
statement  of  the  requirements  of  the  law,  householders  willingly  re- 
main quarantined-oruseless,  forif  a  patrol  be  required  by  his  presence 
to  enforce  quaraniine,  then  the  placard  is  su peril uous. 

6.  It  is  in  the  higliest  sense  humanitarian  and  economieah  It  is  in 
many  instances  absolutely  impossible  for  the  motherof  a  large  family 
to  nurse,  «.  ^.,  a  case  of  diphtheria,  and  attend  to  the  many  other 
household  duties. 

7,  It  is  cruel  to  permit  a  poor  family  to  be  with  an  almost  cer* 
tainty  afflicted  in  all  its  ausceptible  members  with  a  disease  so  fatal, 
and  it  is  unjust  and  absurd  to  expect  a  wage-earner  to  be  prevented 
from  earning  the  necessaries  of  life,  while  with  almost  absolute  cer- 
tainty house  quarantine  will  extend  the  area  and  period  of  sickness, 
inflicting  as  well  unnecessary  doctor^s  bill  and  a  tolerably  certain  un- 
dertaker's levy. 

Allow  me  to  quote  but  one  remark  taken  from  numerous  others  in 
the  local  government's  report  1S80  1,  8.  B,,  on  this  subject.  Says 
Dr.  T,  Wright,  then  health  officer,  Ohiltenham,  in  his  annual  report 
1880:  "During  the  last  six  jears  small-pox  has  been  introduced  into 
the  town  on  twelve  separate  occasions  by  cases  which  were  imported 
from  infected  districts,  all  these  patients  I  received  into  the  Delancey 
Hospital  as  soon  as  they  were  discovered,  and  in  each  case  the  disease 
never  extended  beyond  the  house  in  which  it  occurred.  Similar  tes- 
timony is  also  borne  as  regards  ihe  isolation  of  scarlet  fever  patients." 

The  bearing  of  this  subject  on  the  question  of  interstate  notifica- 
tion iaobvi'iuj,  for  I  take  it  as  an  axiom-itic  fict  that  interstate  notifi- 
cation becomes  easy  in  proportion  as  it  becomes  unnecessary.  In 
other  words  my  friend  Dr  Rauch,  from  Illinois,  will  have  no  qualms 
uf  conscience  in  filing  my  notification  of  a  case  of  small  pox  in  Onta- 
rio, and  simply  acknowledge  it  when  he  knows  that  the  case  has 
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been  promptly  and  eflFectually  corralled.  But  if  I  have  doubts  as  to 
the  efficiency  of  internal  measures,  in  other  words  of  municipal 
promptness  in  dealing  with  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  I  naturally 
would  hide  it  from  my  neighbor.  Dr.  Baker,  for  fear  he  might  apply 
the  retaliatory  clauses  of  the  Fisheries'  Bills  and  obstruct  interstate 
communication.  What  I  want  to  feel  and  what  I  take  it  every 
state  officer  wishes  to  feel  is  that  internal  municipal  as  external  or 
port  notification  and  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  is  thor- 
ough in  neighboring  states  as  also  in  his  own  and  then  interstate 
notification  becomes  a  broad  national  pleasure  as  well  as  a  duty,  at  the 
same  time  that  it  has  become  from  the  practical  standpoint,  propor- 
tionally unnecessary. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Brice's  paper  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst,  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Ohio,  said  : 

Mr.  Pkesident  :  I  fully  agree  in  the  opinion  that  isolation  hospitals 
for  infectious  diseases  would  afford  a  more  effective  method  for  limit- 
ing their  spread  than  by  placarding  and  quarantining  houses  as  it  is 
usually  done.  In  so  far,  also,  as  it  would  lessen  the  number  affected 
by  these  diseases  it  would  prove  a  more  economical  method.  But  I 
am  not  prepared  to  say  what  should  be  the  duties  of  this  conference 
in  urging  the  erection  of  such  hospitals.  If  the  conference  simply 
desires  to  put  itself  on  record  as  having  advocated  an  advanced  sani- 
tary measure  for  the  restriction  of  infectious  diseases  I  would  favor  a 
resolution  to  that  effect.  It  might  even  be  well  for  state  boards  to 
agree  to  recommend  in  their  respective  states  the  erection  of  such 
hospitals,  I  feel  sure,  however,  that  the  matter  coull  go  no  further 
at  this  time  in  Ohio.  We  have  in  our  state  a  law  covering  this  ques- 
tion, boards  of  health  may  erect  hospitals  for  infectious  diseases  and 
may  remove  thereto  patients  so  atlected  and  use  all  necessary  means 
to  retain  them  there,  but  no  one  has  thought  of  adopting  such  meas- 
ures in  any  but  the  pestilential  diseases.  In  the  majority  of  instances 
it  would  be  impossible,  in  my  opinion,  to  carry  out  this  law  in  regard 
to  scarlatina,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  etc. 

In  our  largest  cities  it  would  perhaps  be  different.  Here,  among 
the  poorer  classes,  where  such  diseases  usually  rage  most  severely, 
and  with  whom  quarantine  measures  are  with  such  difSculty  en- 
forced, they  would  undoubtedly  be  of  the  greatest  value.  And  it  is 
perhaps  true  that  under  such  circumstances  the  parents  of  children 
affected  with  infectious  diseases  would  not  only  willingly,  but  often 
gladly  see  them  removed  to  hospitals  for  treatment.  We  do  not 
doubt  that  these  diseases  could  be  greatly  lessened  and  the  recoveries 
greatly  increased  by  so  doing.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  in  the 
families  of  the  higher  classes  and  in  our  small  towns  and  villages,  I 
do  not  consider  it  likely  that  parents  will  surrender  their  sick  chil- 
dren to  public  authorities  or  that  such  hospitals  will  be  erected.  Nor 
do  I  consider  it  essential  that  this  should  be  done  where  home  facili- 
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ties  for  isolation  and  disinfection  can  be  had.  When  we  consider  that 
such  diseases  are  probably  conimuTjicable  before  a  diagnosis  can  be 
made:  that  in  many  cases  the  disease  is  bo  mild  that  a  medical  atten- 
dant is  not  called,  or,  ui  least,  only  at  a  stage  ot  the  disease,  it  would 
eeem  that  even  should  isolation  hospitals  be  erected,  ihey  would  only 
lessen  to  a  certain  extent  the  spread  of  infections  diseases.  To  this 
extent  they  are  certainly  de&irable,  and  if  intended  to  be  used  only 
for  those  who  would  voluntarily  make  use  of  thera,  the  plan  is  per- 
hapa  practicable.  In  the  meantime  I  think  we  should  urii^e  the  use  of 
placards  and  of  quarantine  so  far  as  possible,  in  all  casetj  of  infectious 
diseases, 

Dn  J-  N.  Taylor,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana,  said  :  In 
our  state  they  have  not  the  facilitieR  at  their  command  for  carrying 
out  the  ideas  proposed.  We  understand  that  in  the  old  countries  and 
in  the  great  State  of  New  York,  with  hospitals  amply  supplied  and 
with  good  nurses,  many  persons  deliberately  chose  to  go  to  tlios©  hos- 
pilals  fo  be  treated  rather  than  to  remain  at  home;  they  are  modelled 
on  a  practical  plan,  are  clean  and  nice,  nurses  are  furnished  for  the 
purpose  and  the  very  best  talent  in  the  State  in  the  way  of  medical 
attendance  is  secured.  The  plan  proposed  would  be  hif^hly  practica- 
ble here,  and  there  would  be  but  little  objection  where  such  were  the 
facts,  but  in  small  municipalities  where  hospitals  are  considered  as 
public  charities  and  wdiere  only  certain  patients  are  inmates  there 
wo»ild  be  such  a  strong  antipathy  against  being  treated  at  a  hospital 
that  it  could  not  be  carried  out* 

Dr<  Thompson,  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Kentucky, 
said :  It  is  very  easy  to  talk  about  how  to  do  things,  but  doing  it  is  a 
ditTerent  thing.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  government  ever  did  exist 
and  I  know  it  does  not  exist  in  the  United  States,  that  would  attempt 
to  execute  such  regulations  as  have  been  outlined  in  this  paper. 
With  ufl  such  a  system  would  not  be  practicable,  nor  do  I  believe  it 
necessary.  Most  of  our  people  can  take  care  of  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  and  w^ hooping  cough,  and  they  would  not  consent  for  their  chit- 
dren  to  be  sent  to  these  isolation  hospitals.  The  system  would  be  ^o 
horrifying  to  the  masses  of  the  people  that  few  attempts  would  be 
made  to  enlbrce  it. 

It  may  be  useless  to  placard  so  far  as  the  individual  family  is  con- 
cerned, but  it  may  cerlinuly  be  made  a  useful  warning  lo  the  public. 
With  us  few  people  would  enter  a  house  wliieh  had  on  it  a  placard 
announcing  the  presence  of  diphLheria  or  scarlet  lever  within,  and 
non^  if  it  announced  small  pox.  In  all  these  cases  w^e  elnmld  isolate 
the  sick  as  far  as  w^e  can.  use  thorough  disinfection,  and  in  my  expe- 
rience the  results  have  been  perfectly  satisfactory*  Such  a  system 
would  be  too  expensive  to  be  practical  in  my  country,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  exposure  of  the  sick  incident  to  removal  to  such  hospitals*  and 
the  violence  that  may  be  done  to  the  feelings  of  fathers  and  mothers, 
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which  could  not  fail  to  arouse  such  a  strong  public  sentiment  against 
such  a  system  as  would  sweep  any  set  of  officials  out  of  existence  who 
Would  attempt  to  establish  and  enforce  it. 

Dr.  W.  L.  IScHENCK,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Kansas,  said : 
Whatever  they  may  be  able  to  do  in  the  British  possessions  in  this 
matter,  we  could  not  carry  out  the  proposition  on  this  side  of  the  line. 
Were  we  to  ai  tempt  to  put  in  isolated  hospitals  these  various  diseases, 
except  perhaps  small-pox,  we  would  find  the  State  Boards  of  Health 
promptly  abolished.  We  are  seeking  in  many  municipalities  to  edu- 
cate the  people  up  to  the  point  of  isolation.  In  Kansas,  were  we  to 
attempt  to  move  the  patient  in  cases  of  scarlatina  or  diphtheria  we 
would  have  trouble.  If  we  can  teach  them  the  importance  of  isolation 
and  thorough  disinfection,  to  exercise  that  care  over  a  case  that  they 
have  not  yet  learned,  then  will  they  be  ready  for  a  further  step.  We 
must  bring  them  up,  step  by  step,  to  feel  the  importance  of  exercising 
carjB,  in  preventing  dissemination,  and  in  destroying  the  poisons  of 
the  various  diseases  referred  to  in  the  paper,  and  we  shall  have  done 
a  great  work. 

Dr.  II.  B.  Baker,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan,  said : 
I  had  not  expected  to  say  anything  upon  this  subject,  but  I  should 
like  to  say  a  few  words  in  reference  to  it.  First,  I  wish  to  endorse 
very  strongly  the  proposition  put  forth  by  Dr.  Bryce  for  having  isola 
tion  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  those  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases,  which  are  of  the  most  consequence  to  us  in  the  North.  In 
our  State,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  of  far  greater  consequence 
than  small  pox,  and  I  suppose  that  is  so  in  Ontario.  And  the  propo- 
sition put  forth  by  Dr.  Bryce  is  what  we  are  aiming  at.  We  have  a 
law  which  requires  the  local  board  of  health  to  take  such  action  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  local  board  is  thought  best ;  to  remove  the  patient 
or  the  people  near,  or  treat  the  infected  house  as  a  hospital;  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  both  methods  are  better  than  one;  that  is,  the  plan 
of  having  a  hospital  lor  such  cases  as  can  be  removed  and  of  having 
the  house  isolated  and  used  as  a  hospital  where  they  cannot  be 
removed. 

In  our  State  we  have  had  two  or  three  outbreaks  of  scarlet  fever 
where  the  persons  interested  would  have  been  glad  if  removal  to 
hospital  could  have  been  enforced.  One  was  in  a  business  block  on 
a  main  street  in  Lansing,  where  a  placard  was  put  upon  the  front 
entrance  to  all  above  the  first  floor,  which  shut  out  a  large  number  of 
people  from  several  kinds  of  business.  If  there  had  been  a  hospital 
to  which  that  one  case  could  have  been  taken  and  the  room  thoroughly 
disinfected,  the  whole  block  might  have  been  relieved  from  trouble 
and  allowed  to  continue  business. 

If  isolation  hospitals  were  established,  we  would  generally  get  help 
from  the  hotels  and  business  people  when  they  come  to  understand  it 
Just  before  I  came  here  the  State  Agricultural  College  stopped  because 
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of  scarlet  fever,  when  if  the  first  cases  coiiki  have  been  removed  to 
an  isolatio!!  hoBpital,  anil  the  room  properly  disinfected,  the  prol>al)iUty 
is  the  school  could  have  continued. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Lue,  of  (he  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania, 
said  :  There  is  one  thing  supposed  hy  the  gen(lenian  on  the  right,  in 
regard  to  this  question,  which  I  think  all  officers  of  State  Boards  of 
Health  should  make  themselves  thoroughly  certain  about;  that  is. 
What  is  the  actual  power  of  the  health  ollicer  in  the  matter  of  remov- 
ing  persons  infected  with  contagious  diseases.  I  found  during  a  slight 
outbreak  of  small-pox  which  we  were  having,  that  the  board  of  health 
was  much  hampered  in  its  work  fiom  the  fact  that  persons  whom  it 
considered  ought  to  be  removed,  refused  to  be  removed.  I  communi- 
cated with  a  law  officer  as  to  wheiher  the  person  could  be  removed 
without  his  consent,  and  he  replied  that  the  law  was  understood  to  be 
that  he  could  not.  The  Attorney  General  of  the  State  sent  me  the 
law  under  which  the  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia  acts,  and  which 
applies  only  to  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  he  gave  it  as  his  unqualified 
opinion  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class  the  board  of  health  could  remove 
a  person  affected  with  small-pox,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  it  was 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health.  A  similar  case  to 
that  occurred  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  a  city  of  the  second  class,  also 
having  a  law  of  its  own.  In  this  case  suit  was  brought  against  the 
health  officer  for  removing  a  child  to  the  municipal  hospital  against 
the  wishes  of  its  parents.  In  this  case,  an  amount  of  force  had  to  be 
resorted  to,  and  in  this  case  the  judge  unqualifiedly  sustoined  the 
action  of  the  health  officer,  and  his  charge  was  so  completely  satis- 
factory that  no  further  action  has  been  taken.  So,  it  has  been  deter- 
mined in  our  Slate  that  a  iiealth  officer  has  the  absolute  power  to 
remove  cases,  which  he  deems  necessary  to  bo  removed,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health.  In  both  of  these  cases  smalLpox  was 
the  disease  in  question.  My  own  belief  is  that  such  hospitals,  as  indi- 
cated in  the  paper  here  this  evening,  is  only  a  question  of  time*  In 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  the  practice  is  to  isolate  the  family,  the  child 
that  has  it  remaitjs  in  the  house  and  tire  other  children  are  sent  away 
and  you  have  left  an  infected  house,  which  may  be  infected  for  months. 
Why  is  it  not  better  to  remove  the  source  of  the  infection  than  the 
entire  fnniily  ?  Moreover  how  are  we  to  know  that  those  we  sen! 
away  are  not  going  to  provide  for  the  spreading  of  the  infection  where 
I  hey  go. 

I>r  8.  S.  Boots,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana,  snid  :  This 
subject  has  almost  been  exhausted.  And  while  I  do  nut  wish  to  be 
understood  as  disapproving  it,  I  believe  it  is  impracticable  today; 
certainly,  we  cannot  expect,  in  whooinng  cough  and  measles,  to  have 
children  taken  away  two  or  three  miles  to  a  hospital,  away  from  the 
care  of  parents  and  place  them  in  the  charge  of  strange  attendants, 
or,  as  is  indicated  in  the  paper,  with  the  mother  or  elder  sister,  if 
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they  have  any  to  take  charge  of  them.  Perhaps  the  mother  may  have 
four  or  five  little  ones,  there  may  be  no  elder  sister,  and  to  take  her 
little  one  from  the  mother's  care  to  a  hospital  to  be  treated  by  strangers? 
I  say,  gentlemen,  it  would  be  cruel.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a 
gentleman  in  this  room  that  would  take  his  little  one  from  its  mother's 
care  to  a  hospital  to  be  treated  by  some  one  else.  You  have  seen 
scarlatina  arise  in  families,  you  could  not  tell  from  whence  it  came  9 
how  do  you  know  that  every  one  of  that  family  has  not  been  exposed 
to  that  identical  cause;  within  twenty  four  hours  you  have  four  or 
five  cases.  Now,  do  you  propose  to  eliminate  that  family,  (ake  first 
one  and  then  another  until  you  have  them  entirely  removed?  I  think 
it  is  impracticable.  It  may  work  in  some  places,  but  in  Indiana  it 
would  not  work.  Were  we  to  attempt  such  isolation  by  force  in 
Indiana,  the  next  winter  that  our  Legislature  met  there  would  be  no 
Board  of  Health  in  Indiana. 

Dr.  C.  N.  Uewiit,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Minnesota,  said : 
It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  two  sides  to  this  question,  one  of  business 
and  the  other  of  theory.  In  my  work  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  years 
as  health  officer,  I  have  learned  to  appreciate  certain  facts.  Minnesota 
has  a  good  deal  of  good  theory;  we  had  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  deaths  of  diphtheria  last  year,  and  I  have  traced  the  spread  of  it 
over  and  over  again  from  one  family  to  another,  clear  across  a  town- 
ship into  the  next  one,  and  we  consider  isolation  as  one  of  the  most 
important  duties  to  be  looked  after.  We  are  moving  on,  because  we 
are  driven  on ;  we  are  subject  to  the  rules  of  society  the  same  as 
others,  but  we  are  endeavoring  to  educate  our  people  in  isolation  in 
infectious  diseases.  First,  there  should  be  protection  to  the  rest  of 
the  family;  next,  safety  to  the  population.  If  these  two  things  are 
accomplished,  you  have  an  isolation  hospital.  It  does  not  make  any 
difference  what  people  call  it.  The  dread  is  of  that  horrible  name, 
''the  pest  house."  Ordinarily  they  have  no  hesitation  in  taking  a 
small-pox  case  out  of  the  family,  but  with  other  diseases  you  have 
more  trouble.  It  will  always  be  a  serious  question  whether  isolation 
should  always  be  enforced  in  the  way  proposed;  I  do  not  think  any- 
body could  do  it. 

Dr.  Ormk,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  California,  said: 
Mr.  PRtsiDENT :  In  California,  in  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases, 
such  as  scarlatina,  diphtheria  and  small  pox,  we  urge  the  necessity  of 
isolation.  But,  as  Dr.  Hunt  says,  we  have  to  use  a  great  deal  of  per- 
suasion. We  are  able  in  our  State  to  have  parties  removed  who  have 
no  regular  or  permanent  home;  for  instance,  in  boarding  houses, 
hotels,  etc.  And  while  we  should  have  the  power,  as  Dr.  Lee  says 
they  have  in  his  State,  to  go  in  and  remove  any  and  every  body,  yet^ 
owing  to  the  lack  of  legal  authoiity,  we  cannot  do  it ;  and  moreover, 
public  sentiment  will  not  permit  it.  When  we  have  a  case  of  small- 
pox, if  we  could  go  into  the  house  and  remove  it  to  an  isolation  hospital, 
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we  coiilt]  then  stamp  it  out  What  we  need^  if  seems  to  me,  is  for 
health  olBcers  to  have  greater  authority,  aod  it  should  be  almost 
irbitrary  power*  Whenever  we  have  had  smallpox  we  have  been 
able  to  stamp  it  out,  right  then  and  there,  l>y  sending  the  patient  to 
an  isolation  or  smallpox  liospital;  hot  where  we  have  a  case  and  it  is 
permitted  to  stay  in  the  house,  even  lor  a  day  or  two,  we  have  almost 
always  had  another  case. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  benefils  to  be  derived  from  isolaliou 
hospitals,  and  it  is  far  more  economical  to  have  them.  In  our  Stale 
we  have  to  placard  and  guard  all  infected  houses,  allowing  no  one  to 
go  in  or  out;  especially  because  a  great  many  of  the  native  population 
are  no  more  afraid  of  smallpox  than  you  are  of  a  slight  cold. 

I  think  if  this  conference  should  place  itself  upon  record  that  they 
are  in  favor  of  isolation  hospitals  for  all  contagious  diseases,  such  as 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  smallpox  (not  whooping  cough  nor 
measles),  that  it  would  be  a  great  help  in  educating  the  people  to  the 
fact  that  isolation  is  the  most  efficient  means  for  eradicating  these 
diseases  from  the  community. 

i>r.  P,  11.  Bryce,  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
eaid :  From  the  remarks  of  those  who  have  been  engaged  for  the 
longest  time  as  8tate  officers  in  handling  epidemic  diseases,  the  arjcn- 
ment  is  so  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  proposition  in  the  paper,  I  need 
hardly  discuss  it.  My  friend.  Dr.  Orme,  has  stated  in  his  opinion, 
i  that  even  with  the  present  advance  in  sanitation,  the  kind  of  hospi- 
tals  referred  to  in  the  paper  would  be  impracticable.  He  has  likewise 
stated  that  in  every  case  where  he  has  found  it  possible,  he  has  iso- 
lated the  case  and  that  the  disease  has  been  eliminated.  I  have 
noticed  that  in  every  case  it  has  been  assumed  that  it  would  be  com- 
pulsory* I  feel  that  these  gentlemen  by  their  testimony  have  es- 
lished  the  fact  that  it  h  absolutely  desirable.  Now,  as  to  practicability. 
Last  winter  I  had  a  telegram  from  one  of  our  far  back  settlements 
stating  that  a  case  of  diphtheria  had  come  down  on  the  Manitoba 
railway  from  a  lumber  camp.  I  learned  that  the  patient  had  been 
taken  sick  in  a  lumber  camp  and  placed  in  a  lumber  shed,  there  beiug 
no  hospital  available,  and  from  that  he  was  taken  to  a  hotel  and  was 
there  two  or  three  days.  On  learning  what  was  the  matter  with  him, 
he  was  ordered  away  and  he  came  down  on  the  railway,  exposing  the 
whole  crowd  in  the  cars  and  the  people  along  the  way.  Finally,  on 
reaching  his  destination,  the  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Health  found 
him  in  the  hospital  under  these  unfortunate  circumstances.  I  had  todeal 
with  the  matter  along  the  whole  line  of  railway  ;  I  went  up  and  brought 
down  officers  for  nearly  a  hundred  miles  to  operate  with  me,  I  said 
to  them,  your  people  are  poor  and  yon  live  in  one  or  two  rooms  and 
you  will  have  a  serious  outbreak  here.  What  do  you  recommend?  As 
a  practical  measure  of  eliminating  diphtheria  in  your  district,  I  said,

you  will  have  to  erect  at  the  junction  of  four  townships  a  house 
where  you  can  place  every  case  of  diphtheria ;  the  physician  can  then 
go  out  at  least  every  other  day.  If  they  are  left  in  the  families  the 
whole  household  is  affected  and  they  will  carry  it  from  one  house  to 
another.  I  said,  you  recall  the  last  occasion  it  was  brought  in,  every 
house,  with  the  exception  of  two,  had  diphtheria,  as  it  was  carried 
from  one  house  to  another.  Build  your  little  house,  it  will  only  cost 
two  or  three  hundred  dollars,  and  you  can  send  cases  to  it.  On 
another  occasion  I  was  called  to  a  town  which  had  sixty  children  in 
the  school,  twenty-nine  of  whom  had  diphtheria,  resulting  in  fourteen 
deaths.  I  recommended  again  that  a  room  be  fitted  up  for  a  hospital 
and  that  the  first  child  that  took  diphtheria  should  be  taken  there  and 
that  the  family  physician  should  have  charge  oi  the  case  and  that  the 
house  should  be  disenfected;  this  would  permit  of  the  father  "going 
to  work  without  fear,  and  of  the  girls  going  to  their  sewing  rooms  and 
would  result  in  stamping  out  the  disease.  Oentlemen,  this  paper  is 
offered  for  your  encouragement ;  it  is  for  the  elimination  of  suffering, 
economizing  in  methods. 

Dr.  Schenck  moved  that  the  paper  of  Dr.  Bryce  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Dr.  Bryce,  Dr.  Orme  and  Dr.  Hewitt 
to  report. 

The  motion  wa3  adopted. 

The  question  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Indiana 
was  then  called  up :  ^'Is  it  advisable  to  attempt  to  unify  the  methods 
of  procedure  of  the  various  state  boards  of  health  ?'' 

After  brief  discussion  Dr.  Taylor,  of  Indiana,  offered  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
examine  the  laws  and  methods  of  procedure  governing  the  various 
state  boards  of  health  and  those  of  the  provinces,  and  from  such  to 
construct  a  system  of  laws  and  methods  of  procedure  such  as  shall 
meet  the  approval  of  this  body. 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  when  such  system  or  code  is  adopted 
by  this  body,  every  legitimate  means  be  used  to  cause  such  to  be  en- 
acted by  the  legislature  of  the  several  states. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Drb.  Thompson,  Baker  and  Jones  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
consider  that  portion  of  the  president's  address  which  referred  to  the 
ineflScient  administration  of  the  quarantine  system  of  the  port  of  New 
York,  and  report  during  the  present  session.  Thereupon  the  confer- 
ence adjourned  until  9  o'clock  of  the  following  day.

The  conference  re-assembled  at  9  a,  m.,  Satiirdiiy,  May  5.  After 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  the  chair  announced  that  the  two  first 
questions  on  the  order  of  business,  whicli  had  been  i>ostponed  the 
evening^  before  in  consequence  of  the  absetice  of  Dr.  John  IL  Ratieh, 
who  was  to  take  part  in  the  opening  discussion,  would  be  I  he  first 
business. 

Proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Pennsylvania:  '^Should  the  na- 
tional government  assume  the  control  of  quarantine  at  all  ports  of 
entry  f 

Proposed  by  Provincial  Board  of  Quebec  :  **Under  which  control 
should  quarantine  be,  both  in  Canada  and  in  the  Union  ;  under  fed- 
eral  government  (national)  or  under  provincial  or  state  governments 
( local  )r' 

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Board  of  Health 
then  read  the  following  paper: 

Shoiild  the  National  Government  assume  the  control  of  Quarantine  at 

all  Ports  of  Entry? 


By  Benjamin  Lek^  of  Pennsylvania. 


The  question  sup:ge6ted  for  the  consideration  of  (he  conference  by 
the  board  which  1  have  the  honor  to  represent,  must  have  been  nuich 
in  the  mind  of  every  sanitarian  upon  whom  rests  a  responsildlity 
.since  i^ur  last  meetin*;.  All  that  I  propose  to  do  is  to  introduce  it.  It 
h28  alreidy  been  ably  discussed  by  leaders  in  sanitary  reform,  and 
there  are  those  present  who  can  do  it  much  fuller  justice  than  L  Two 
of  the  three  most  dreaded  oontagrions  have  been  brought  to  our  north- 
ern ports  from  across  (he  Atlantic  during  the  past  season.  If  one  of 
them  was  successfully  excluded,  which  the  test  of  a  heated  term  is 
needed  yet  to  decide,  it  would  almost  seem  to  have  been  more  by 
good  luck  than  good  management,  so  many  were  the  defects  discov- 
ered  in  the  means  adopted  to  bar  its  entrance;  while  the  other  has 
efleeted  a  lodgement  and  already  created  much  uneasiness.  Both  of 
these  diseases  a  perfected  system  of  tpjarantine  should,  in  the  opinion 
of  our  foremost  sanitarians,  entirely  debar.  At  the  present  moment 
one  of  our  southern  states  has  already  several  centers  of  infection  of 
the  third  of  tlua  detestable  triad,  and  wilh  months  of  lint  weather  to 
look  forward  to,  the  outlook  there  is  not  reassuring*  All  of  these 
diseases  are  exotics.  Tliey  do  not  belong  here.  They  are  born  of  the 
filth  of  old  and  decaying  civilizations  or  of  other  climes.  There  was 
a  time  when  our  unpolluted  soil  was  virgin  to  them  all.  They  can  and 
must  be  excluded,  But  they  never  will  be  excluded  so  long  as  the 
present  irregular  insullicient,  disconnected  inode  of  defensive  warfare 
is  relied  upon  to  accomplish  this  object. 
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There  must  be  from  the  northeast  to  the  southwest,  from  the  St. 
Lawrence  to  the  liio  Orande  but  one  quarantine  system,  one  set  of 
quarantine  regulations,  one  organization  and  one  controlling  head. 
Of  course,  in  saying  this  I  do  not  forget  that  one  of  the  great  Ameri- 
can ports  belongs  to  another  government  than  ours.  But  the  author- 
ities of  the  Dominion  have,  of  late  years,  shown  such  zeal  in  their 
efforts  to  unite  with  us  in  all  that  concerns  the  sanitary  welfare  of  the 
continent  that  I  conceive  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  establishing 
a  reciprocal  relationship  which  would  make  the  two  systems  one  in 
their  practical  workings.  As  Dr.  Ranch,  in  his  admirable  report,  en- 
titled ''Coast  defences  against  Asiatic  cholera,"  well  says :  *'The  fact 
that  in  the  absence  of  national  health  authority  and  legislation,  mar- 
itime quarantines  are  controlled  and  administered  by  State  and  local 
authorities,  results  in  diverse  and  frequently  conflicting  regulations 
and  requirements,  and  of  necessity  in  a  tendency  to  limit  precautions 
to  their  own  individual  interests,  commercial,  as  well  as  sanitary.  He 
might,  however,  have  made  his  assertion  stronger  and  said  ^commer- 
cial rather  than  sanitary,'  for  I  believe  it  will  be  found  in  every  in- 
stance where  the  authorities  of  a  city  are  made  the  repositories  of  this 
trust,  the  interests  of  trade  are  allowed  to  be  paramount  to  those  of 
public  health.  So  keenly  has  this  been  felt  that  during  the  time  that 
cholera  infected  ships  were  lying  in  New  York  harbor  last  autumn, 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  conservative  medical  societies  of  the  coun- 
try, the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  appointed  a  committee, 
as  it  U  probably  known  to  all  of  you,  the  principal  object  of  which 
was  to  obtain  concerted  action  on  the  part  of  all  medical  societies  in 
urging  upon  the  state  and  national  authorities  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
and  efficient  system  of  quarantine  for  all  exposed  ports.  Of  the  la- 
mentable deficiencies  which  this  committee,  in  the  course  of  its  in- 
vestigations, found  in  the  preparations  of  the  sanitary  authorities  of 
the  three  great  ports  of  entry  of  the  Middle  States  for  the  reception 
of  vessels  infected  with  Asiatic  cholera,  I  have  neither  heart  nor  de- 
sire here  to  speak.  But  certain  of  their  deductiors  are  entirely  ger- 
mane to  the  question  and  must  not  be  slighted.  There  is  one 
cause,  they  say,  of  the  defects  of  our  present  quarantine  stations 
which  is  so  prominent  that  we  may  dwell  on  that  alone.  It  is  the 
great  expense.  Were  it  not  for  the  question  of  money,  there  would 
have  been  physicians  constantly  in  attendance  at  the  New  York  sta- 
tion, and,  consequently,  better  management  and  discipline  would 
have  been  maintained,  while  at  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  there 
would  have  been  adequate  establishments  provided  for  the  isolation 
and  observation  of  large  bodies  of  immigrants. 

Municipalities  and  states  are  wont  to  scrutinize  every  dollar  of  their 
money  appropriations,  bringing  their  expenses  down  to  the  closest 
living  limit.  Quarantine  in  this  country  being  as  a  rule  enforced  mainly 
against  yellow  fever  and  small-pox,  a  mistaken  economy  has  caused 
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no  provision  to  be  made  for  the  more  perfect  eBtabli^hmenta  abso- 
lutely required  for  protection  against  cholera. 

Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  other  porls  of  a  m.re  limited  com 
merce,  are  unable  to  spend  as  much  on  their  stations  as  is  New  York 
with  its  large  revenues  from  that  source,  yet  an  inefficient  quarantine 
at  any  station  exposes  the  whole  country  to  the  dangers  of  the  impor- 
tation  of  disease.  But  it  is  manifestly  unfair  that  a  eitigle  municipal- 
ity  or  state  should  defray  the  expense  of  proteetini4  the  whole  public. 

How  then  can   we  have  equally  complete  stations   all   alon^  the 

»ast?  We  believe  that  this  can  he  effected  by  putting  quaranline 
into  the  hands  of  the  national  government.  We  know  that  there  are 
legishilive  difliculties  in  the  way;  that  quarantine  partaking  ol'  the 
nature  of  police  refiulation,  its  exercise,  it  may  be  claimed, belongs  to 
the  local  authorities.  Yet,  even  if  it  be  conceded  to  be  a  police  regu- 
lation,  its  scope  is  not  local,  but  extends  over  the  whole  country,  and 
it  w^otild  seem  in  justice  that  it  should  be  exercised  and  paid  for  by 
the  whole  country. 

In  thus  ur^iing  that  the  outer  line  of  fortifications  should  be  con- 
structed at  the  expense  of  the  general  government  and  manned  by 
federal  troops,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  suggesting  that  any 
of  the  precautions, excellent  as  far  as  they  go,  now  taken  by  local  au- 
fhorities  for  iheir  self- protect  ion  should  be  abandoned.  There  still 
will  be  ample  room  for  a  secondary  cordon  of  inspection  williin  the 
lines  w^here  much  useful  work  in  detail  may  be  accomplished.  But 
the  great  burden  of  protecting  the  nation  should  be  borne  by  the  na* 
tion,  I  am  well  aware  that  there  is  one  briUiant  and  conspicu- 
ous exception  to  the  general  rule  of  inadequate  provision  tor,  and 
inefficient  administration  of,  local  quarantine,  that  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  of  Louisiana,  but  even  there  the  resources  of  the  entire 
state,  and  thai  a  rich  state,  are  at  its  back,  and  the  result,  moreover. 
baa  been  attained  only  by  the  persistent  energy  and  magnetic  powers 
of  a  single  individuab  and  may  not  long  survive  him.  In  order  to 
elicit  a  general  expression  of  opinion  on  this  most  urgent  question  I 
would  offer  the  following  resolution,  viz  ; 

Resolved  That  this  conference,  recognizing  the  failure  of  local  au- 
thorities to  administer  quarantjne  effectually  in  a  large  majority  ol 
cases,  respectfully  urges  upon  the  national  government,  the  duty  of 
assuming  the  control  of  quarantine  at  all  ports  of  entry. 

Dr.  JoiiN  H,  Raucu,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Illinoia,  said: 
My  views  on  this  subject  have  been  so  often  expressed  that  I  do  not 
feel  like  occupying  the  time  of  the  conference.  I  prefer  to  wait  until 
others  have  discussed  the  subject,  as  I  see  no  ojie  here  who  thinks 
the  State  should  control  it,  it  seems  to  me  a  one-sided  question, 

Dn  0.  N.  Hewitt,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Wisconsin,  said: 
I  do  not  desire  to  discuss  the  question.  I  think  those  who  are  familiar 
with  I  he  American  Public  Health  Association,  and  the  efforts  made 
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by  honest  workers  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question 
— including  the  eflForts  made  for  legislation  in  Washington  from  the 
beginning  until  to  day — are  satisfied  that  there  is  but  one  side  to  the 
question.  I  think  we  should  get  down  to  business;  and  that  is,  What 
are  we  to  do  during  the  coming  summer ;  what  ought  we  to  do  as  a 
body  representing  the  State  Boards  of  the  country?  This  is  the  only 
side  of  the  question  I  desire  to  discuss.  As  it  is  mentioned  in  the 
resolution  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Board,  that  does  not 
come  in  the  question  except  in  a  general  way.  I  do  not  desire  to  dis 
cuss  the  subject  in  a  general  way,  as  I  think  it  has  been  discussed  to 
death. 
Dr.  Orme,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  California,  said : 
Mr.  PaBSiDBNr:  I  would  repeat,  as  has  already  been  stated,  that 
this  is  a  question  that  affects  us  vitally  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  where 
we  have  been  trying  for  years  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  diseases 
from  foreign  ports,  which,  landed  one  day  on  our  coast,  can  be  within 
a  week  scattered  over  half  a  dozen  different  States  and  Territories. 
I  hope,  and  I  know,  that  this  conference,  before  it  gets  through,  will 
adopt  some  definite  measures  which  they  will  endeavor,  through  the 
National  Government,  to  enforce.  As  we  all  know,  the  States  cover 
such  a  vast  extent  of  territory  that  it  is  impossible,  many  think,  to 
effectually  guard  our  borders  without  National  control,  or  at  least 
cooperation.  We  have  come  together  to  learn  from  the  different 
States  what  is  being  done,  and  what  should  be  done,  in  the  way  of 
improving  the  methods  whereby  we  can  keep  out  epidemic  diseases, 
or  stamp  Ihem  out,  when  they  appear  in  our  midst.  I  do  not  desire 
at  this  time  to  enter  into  particulars  as  to  the  necessities  and  require- 
ments of  the  Pacific  coast  in  the  matter  of  quarantine.  You  know  our 
wants.  We  have  decided  views  upon  this  subject;  and  I  hope  that 
I  shall  be  able  to  go  home  and  tell  our  people  that  something  definite 
has  been  accomplished  by  this  conference.  As  Dr.  Hewitt  says, 
"This  is  the  question  of  the  hour."  The  National  Government  must 
give  financial  aid  to  our  coast.  Our  people  have  petitioned  for  proper 
quarantine  facilities.  Not  only  our  State  Board  of  Health,  but  the 
San  Francisco  Health  and  other  boards,  have  for  years  urged  the 
necessity  of  Congress  making  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $100,000  for 
a  quarantine  station  at  San  Francisco.  We  also  want  one  at  San 
Diego.  The  importance  of  this  subject  of  quarantine  to  our  coast 
cannot  be  overestimated.  I  came  here  for  the  special  purpose  of  try- 
ing to  get  this  conference  to  take  some  action,  so  that,  when  the  mat- 
ter does  come  before  Congress,  we  shall  be  united  on  this  subject. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Bryce,  ot  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
said :  I  would  suggest,  if  it  be  in  order,  that  the  discussions  introduced 
by  the  second  and  third  questions  be  made  a  part  and  parcel  of  this 
discussion.  If  it  should  be  found  that  a  National  quarantine  is 
desirable,  why  not  discuss  the  two  next  propositions. 
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Dr.  H.  B.  Bakkr, of  (he  State  Board  of  Heallh  of  Jlichi^an.  said:  I 
hope  that  will  not  be  done.  I  think  we  had  better  fini&h  the  diseussioii 
of  this  sabject.  For  myself,  I  have  no  confidence  in  National  quaran- 
tine, as  an  exchtsive  system,  if  i*  could  be  done.  The  (iiiestion  involves 
the  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  o(  the  Uniteil  ^States,  vvlnuh 
might  have  to  be  amended  before  it  could  be  accomplished  in  full; 
but  if  it  could  be  done,  I  should  have  no  coofident'e  in  if,  I  certainly 
hope  we  shall  do  nothing  here  to  show  thai  we  lavor  dieptaciu^  the 
control  of  local  affairs  by  the  States,  or  by  local  boards;  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  mr>3t  the  United  States  Government  could  be  expected 
to  do  would  be  to  supplement  (he  work  of  or  to  aid  the  State  and 
local  boards  Some  of  the  reasons  why  I  have  no  contidence  have 
been  expres6e<l  by  Dr.  Ranch.  lie  lias  no  confidence  in  the  Marine 
Hospital  service,  und  claims  that  it  should  be  done  away  witlh  I 
a^ree  with  him  that  the  employes  of  railroads  are  just  as  much  entitled 
to  hospitals  as  are  those  in  the  mercantile  marine  service.  One  of 
the  reasons  why  1  should  not  favor  asking  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  have  the  absolute  control  of  all  quarantine  is  the  same  as  Dr. 
Ranch  has  stated,  the  Marine  Hospital  service  would  have  control  of 
the  (juarantine,  and  we  know  what  it  would  probably  be.  Under 
present  circumstances  we  are  making  progress.  The  local  quarantine 
at  Xew  Orleans  is  very  satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  great  local 
issues  are  concerned.  When  yellow  fever  comes  in  at  New^  Orleans, 
they  suffer  terribly,  and  they  put  their  hands  in  their  pockets  to 
maintain  an  active  sanitary  association,  and  they  have  i*ound  men 
who  were  able  and  did  establish  a  good  quarantine  system  there.  We 
could  not  hope  to  elevate  the  whole  quarantine  system  of  the  country 
up  to  that  level  if  we  jdaced  it  under  the  National  care;  but,  under 
the  stimulus  of  local  suffering,  especially  mercantile  losses,  the  quar- 
antine service  has  been  made  quite  effective  in  one  place. 

Dr.  TuoMFSON.  The  power  exercised  by  tlie  Sanitary  Council  of  the 
Misjjissippi  Valley  is  what  compelled  New  Orleans  to  quarantine. 

Dr.  Baker.  Well,  that  is  to  say,  sanitarians  can  and  did  bring  the 
pressure  tu  bear  ;  and  we  can  on  New  York.  But  if  we  undertake  to 
raise  the  whole  of  the  United  States  upon  our  shoulders  at  one  time, 
upon  a  level,  we  shall  fail.  It  is  easier  to  lift  one  end  of  a  heavy 
stick  than  to  raise  the  whole  of  it  together,  and  thia  last  is  what  we 
are  undertaking  to  do  when  we  rely  exclusively  on  a  National  c[uar- 
antine.  The  sanitarians  of  this  country  can  do  for  New  York  what 
the3"  have  done  for  New  Orleans^^help  them  to  establish  a  quarantine 
for  their  own  interest  and  the  general  welfare.  We  can  do  so  for 
Baltimore,  for  Pliiladelphia  and  for  any  other  port  that  is  threatened. 
Where  the  greatest  danger  is,  from  time  to  time,  we  can  concentrate 
our  etlorts  and  raise  the  service  up  to  a  higher  plane.  If  it  is  under 
control  of  the  National  (iovernment,  there  are  too  many  political 
dilficulties  in  the  way,  and  I  am  strongly  opposed  to  relying  upon 
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the  National  Government,  to  the  neglect  of  local  effort  I  think  it  is 
proper  to  ask  the  National  Government  to  help  the  South  to  keep 
out  yellow  fever,  and  tho  North  to  keep  out  small-pox,  and  the  whole 
country  to  keep  out  cholera.  I  think  there  is  a  bill  before  Congress 
to  make  an  appropriation  for  quarantine  stations ;  and,  although  it 
will  go  into  the  hands  of  the  Marine  Hospital  service  (and  Dr.  Rauch 
says  there  is  not  a  sanitarian  in  the  service),  yet  I  Rhall  be  glad  if  the 
bill  becomes  a  law,  and  glad  to  have  the  general  government  do  what 
it  can  to  keep  dangerous  diseases  out  of  this  country;  but  I  hope  we 
shall  not  yet  rely  upon  it  exclusively,  nor  do  anything  at  present 
which  will  lessen  the  activities  of  local  quartintine  authorities. 

Dr.  Lewllyn.  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Iowa,  said  :  I  would 
like  to  ask  Dr.  Ranch  something  about  his  inspection.  Suppose  that 
cholera  arrives  at  New  York.  I  want  to  know  what  his  method  would 
be  to  prevent  its  arrival  in  Illinois ;  for,  if  Dr.  Rauch  was  saccessfal 
in  preventing  its  arrival  there,  we  in  Iowa  would  feel  pretty  safe. 

Dr.  Bryce.  We  have  here  three  questions,  and  if  we  can  only  get 
them  together,  we  shall  get  out  of  this  business  much  quicker. 

Dr.  Thompson,  President  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Kentucky,  said: 
The  advisability  of  a  National  system  of  quarantine  has  been  so  often 
and  60  thoroughly  discussed  in  the  American  Health  Association  and 
the  medical  journals  of  the  country,  that  the  respective  powers  of  the 
general  government  and  the  States  are  now  pretty  well  understood. 
It  has  been  decided  again  and  again  that  the  government  officials 
cannot  establish  a  quarantine  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State 
unless  invited  to  do  6o  by  the  State  authorities.  Thus  confining  the 
powers  and  duties  of  any  National  service  which  may  be  established 
for  the  protection  of  our  sea  coast.  Practically,  National  quarantine 
should  be  confined  to  protection  against  cholera  and  yellow  fever. 
In  the  absence  of  such  general  system,  this  conference  may  do  much 
by  arousing  our  seaboard  States  and  cities  to  prompt  action  as  against 
.these  diseases.  1  ag:ree  with  Dr.  Baker,  that  this  conference  can  bring 
a  strong  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  authorities  of  the  port  of  New  York, 
as  was  done  by  the  Sanitary  Council  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  in  regard 
to  New  Orleans  in  years  past.  I  think  it  is  our  duty  to  do  this,  and 
to  say  distinctly  that  railroads  coming  out  from  New  York,  or  any 
other  badly  equipped  port,  will  be  quarantined,  if  necessary,  to  pro- 
tect our  respective  States. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee.  "  How  can  those  diseases  be  kept  out  of  this 
country?"  is  presented  by  Michigan,  and  I  move  that  the  further  dis- 
cussion of  this  be  postponed  until  we  take  up  these  other  questions 
and  have  it  all  at  once,  and  when  it  gets  fully  before  us,  we  can  dis- 
cuss it  better  than  now;  we  can  at  least  confine  ourselves  to  the  main 
question.  Therefore,  I  move  that  the  discussion  of  the  resolution  be 
postponed  until  the  third  and  eleventh  propositions  are  before  the 
conference. 
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The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.

What  can  each  state  board  of  health  do,  and  what  are  the 
best  procedures  to  prevent  the  inlrodyction  of  dangerous  commnnica- 
ble  diseaaes  (Bniallpox,  cholera,  yellow  fever),  into  states  and  locali- 
lie«  free  from  such  diseases  If 

A.  How  can  these  diseases  be  kept  out  of  this  country  ? 

c.  What  should  be  done  to  prevent  the  continued  iniioduction  of 
those  dangerous  communicable  diseases  (diphtheria  and  scarlet  iever), 
whicli  are  common  in  this  country,  and  which,  therefore,  cause  the 
most  deaths? 

Dr.  J.  F.  Kenneby,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Iowa,  said  :  I 
was  not  consulted  a  I  all  on  the  discossion  of  this  subject.  I  have 
learned  since  1  have  been  liere  that  yon  read  last  night  and  brought 
up  a  discussion  on  a  paper  that  referred  largely  to  inland  quaraofin- 
ing,  and  as  the  paper  I  prepared  is  so  much  at  variance  with  so  many 
ideas  that  have  been  expressed  here,  I  feel  reluctant  to  read  it.  I 
shall  make  some  allusion  to  the  Marine  Hospital  service,  and  I  under- 
stand that  has  been  put  to  bed  long  ago ;  of  course,  I  only  speak  of  it 
from  the  standpoint  in  Iowa,  where  we  do  not  expect  to  have  any- 
thing like  cholera  or  yellow  fever. 

Thereupon  the  following  paper  was  read  : 

Inland  Quarantine  as  agrainst  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fever. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Kennedy,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  of  Iowa,  said  : 

Mr.  pRESiDfciNr;  The  selectitm  of  myself  to  reply  to  the  questions 
propounded  by  the  State  Board  of  Kentucky,  was  an  arbitr.try  one, 
and  was,  1  fear,  most  unwise,  representing  as  I  do  a  State,  that,  in  a 
special  way,  has  given  very  little  attention  to  the  subject  of  *4nland 
quarantine  as  against  cholera  and  yellow  fever."  I  am  glad,  how- 
ever, to  know  that  associated  with  me  is  Dr.  Bryce,  of  Toronto,  whose 
excellent  judgment^  extensive  research  and  observation  respecting 
sanitary  fiubjecl.'?,  and  whose  location  are  such  as  to  supply  any  defi- 
ciency on  my  part. 

While  volumes  have  been  written  on  quarantine  in  general,  and  on 
quarantine  as  against  cholera  and  yellow  fever  as  applied  to  our  sea- 
ports, yet  I  have  been  able  to  find  but  little  on  inland  quarantine  as 
applied  against  these  diseases. 
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The  questions  proposed  are  as  follows  : 

a.  ^*  What  is  the  value  of  inland  quarantines  as  against  cholera  and 
yellow  fever  ?" 

b.  '^In  a  country  like  ours  where  should  such  quarantine  stations  be 
located,  and  how  should  they  be  equipped  and  managed  V^ 

c.  '-How  can  state  boardsof  health  of  adjoining  states  profitably  co- 
operate with  each  other  in  such  quarantine  work  V^ 

I  confess  that  I  am  somewhat  skeptical  in  regard  to  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  even  maritime  quarantine,  as  heretofore  conducted, 
as  against  these  diseases,  judging  from  the  literature  upon  the  sub- 
ject and  trom  past  observation. 

Prof.  E  Imund  A..  Parke3  in  his  excellent  treatise  upon  ^^Practical 
Hygiene^'  says  regarding  cholera :  '4t  is  usually  impossible  to  have 
rigid  quarantines,  for  nothing  short  of  absolute  noncommunication 
would  be  useful,  and  this  is  impossible  except  in  exceptional  cases  for 
perdons  very  slightly  ill,  or  who  have  the  disease  in  them  but  are  not 
yet  apparently  ill,  or  possibly  who  are  not  and  will  not  be  ill  at  all, 
can  give  the  disease,  and,  therefore,  a  selection  of  persons  cannot  be 
made.  Then  as  the  incubative  stage  can  last  for  ten  or  twelve  days, 
and  there  are  some  good  cases  on  record  where  it  has  lasted  for  more 
than  twenty,  it  is  clear  that  quarantine,  unless  enforced  for  at  least 
the  last  period  of  time,  may  be  useless.  The  constant  evasions  also 
of  the  most  strict  cordon  render  such  plans  always  useless.  An  island 
or  an  inland  village  far  removed  from  commerce,  and  capable  for  a 
time  of  doing  without  it,  may  practice  quarantine  and  preserve  itself, 
but  in  other  circumstances,  both  theory  and  actual  practice,  show 
that  quarantine  fails." 

The  late  Prof.  A.  B.  Palmer,  in  his  recent  work  on  epidemic  chol- 
era, writing  from  an  extensive  personal  experience  with  the  disease, 
as  well  as  from  a  critical  observation  of  the  writing  of  others  upon 
this  subject,  says  :  ''The  usual,  or  at  least  the  frequent,  inefliciency 
of  quarantine  regulations  has  caused  many  in  the  past  to  regard  them 
as  comparatively,  if  not  absolutely,  useless  That  on  land  a  strict  and 
efiicient  quarantine  is  impracticable  is  conceded  by  most  observers. 
*  *  *  Hereafter,  as  heretofore,  I  fear  that  marine  quarantine  will 
not  exclude  the  disease.  *  *  *  Failure  of  quarantine  regulations 
has  occurred  during  the  whole  authentic  history  of  cholera.  Doubt- 
less there  have  been  particular  instances  where  quarantine  restric- 
tions, even  imperfectly  enforced,  have  prevented  the  occurrence  of 
the  disease  in  situations  where  it  otherwise  would  have  come ;  but, 
as  M.  Colin  says,  this  is  not  known,  and  the  failures  have  been  so  nu- 
merous that  the  system  as  practiced,  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  suc- 
cess. As  an  illustration  of  what  he  states,  he  cites  the  case  of  Italy 
and  Spain  after  the  epidemic  character  of  cholera  in  southern  France 
was  realized.  He  says  not  only  was  quarantine  proclaimed  in  these 
countries,  but  it  was  enforced  with  all  the  vexatious  and  minute  re- 
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etrictions  of  a  niedireval  itifaluation,  and  that  not  merely  against 
ships  or  travelers  from  infected  pluceSi  but  against  all  comere  from 
whatever  quarter*  Notwilhstanding;  all  this  the  very  first  countries 
after  France  to  develop  cholera  were  Italy  and  Spain ;  because,  he 
says,  no  doubt,  the  quarantine  was  not  conducted  in  a  proper  and 
efficient  manner.  He  say*^  further  Ihat  the  French  Journal  of  Hy- 
giene of  a  recent  date  takes  the  ground  that  land  quarantine  is  en- 
tirely useless  and  deceptive  and  murine  quaraoiine  is  uncertain  and 
not  tu  be  relied  on. 

The  Vienna  conference  of  1874  condemned  qiiarantiue  on  land. 

On  th9  other  hand  IVofA'haumont,  editor  of  Parke's  work  above 
referred  to,  says  in  a  foot  note, ''when  circumstances  are  favorable 
however,  irood  quarantine  may  besuceessfol  even  on  the  main  land,'" 
and  cites  the  very  satisfactory  and  successful  results  obtaiued  in 
Algeria  in  ls61» 

The  late  Dr  J,  J.  Woodward,  Surgeon  U.  S.  A.,  in  an  oOtcial  circu- 
lar from  the  Surgeon  General's  office  (1876),state8'^  the  general  tenor 
of  army  experience  is  strongly  in  favor  of  qoarantine.^^ 

In  regard  to  the  prevention  of  yellow  fever,  the  yellow  fever  com- 
mission, under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Wood  worth,  of  the  U.  S, 
Marine  Hospital  service,  after  a  very  painstaking  and  apparently 
impartial  investigation  of  the  epidemic  of  1878,  arrived  at  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  was  little,  if  any,  protection  in  loose  or  inefficient 
quarantine,  but  absolote  safety  in  rigid  non  intercourse.  The  com- 
mission bases  its  conclusions  upon  observations  made  at  points  in 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Tennessee  and  Kentucky. 

At  points  where  absolute  non-intercourse  was  observed  no  case  oc- 
curred. At  places  where  no  quarantine  at  all  was  observed  the 
greatest  mortality  occurred,  and  those  places  adopting  and  practicing 
lax  quarantine  measures  were  visited  by  the  disease  and  ils  extent 
and  prevalence  were  practically  proportionate  to  the  stringency  of 
the  quarantine  and  the  completeness  of  fhe  isolation. 

Dr.  S,  S,  Uerrick,  late  Secretary  of  the  Louisiana  Slate  Board  of 
Health,  in  contemplating  upon  this  report  says  ;  "'The  lessons  of  the 
recent  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  must  bring  the  unprejudiced  mind  to 
the  belief  that  there  was  a  clear  relation  between  enforcement  of 
qaaranline  regulations  and  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  in  all  threat- 
ened comraunilies,  that  is  to  say,  that  there  was  no  security  in  a  loose 
system,  and  complete  safety  in  absolute  non  intercourse.'* 

He  said  furlher  that  the  most  obvious  and  reasonable  deduction 
from  these  numerous  experiments  at  international  quarantine  is  to 
the  effect  that  there  was  an  almost  total  lack  of  system  and  suitable 
laptation  of  means  to  the  end  aimed  at,  and  that  the  proper  course 
would  be  to  subject  all  local  health  authorities  to  a  central  super  vis 
ion,  either  state  or  national. 

Sinoe  I  never  saw  a  ease  of  either  cholera  or  yellow  fever,  I  must 
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rely  largely  upon  the  opinions  of  those  who  have  had  practical  expe- 
rience, and  I  find  the  opinion  of  such  to  be  practically  unanimous 
that  quarantine  to  be  effective  must  be  complete.  Now,  quarantine 
to  be  complete,  that  shall  enforce  absolute  non-intercourse  and  per 
feet  disinfection,  must  be  most  despotic  and  must  require  for  its  en- 
forcement measures  the  most  extreme. 

Such  measures,  unless  in  the  greatest  emergency  and  only  in  the 
face  of  the  most  appalling  danger,  will  in  this  country,  indeed  in  any 
country,  only  be  tolerated  under  emphatic  protest  and  only  even  then 
but  for  a  short  time. 

So  I  might  say  in  reply  to  the  first  question  that  the  value  of  inter- 
nal quarantine  as  against  cholera  and  yellow  fever  is  practically  nil 
owing  to  the  numerous  and  gigantic  difficulties  in  the  way  of  its 
proper  enforcement,  and  yet  under  seemingly  impracticable,  if  not 
impossible  conditions,  quarantine  has  been  successful. 

The  second  question.  ^'In  a  country  like  ours,  where  should  such 
quarantine  stations  be  located,  and  how  should  they  be  equipped  and 
managed,^'  evidently  implies  that  in  certain  inland  localities  quaran- 
tine stations  should  be  established.  I  confess  my  inability  to  answer 
the  question. 

In  a  general  way  I  may  say  that  alU  at  least  all  important  ports  of 
entry,  should  be  as  they  are  supposed  to  be  quarantine  stations.  All 
large  cities  on  the  coast  and  inland  should  be  prepared  to  promptly 
recognize  and  as  promptly  isolate  and  take  care  of  any  case  of  cholera 
or  yellow  fever  occurring  within  their  respective  limits.  Should  either 
disease  break  out  in  the  largest  or  the  smallest  hamlet  the  strictest 
measures  should  be  instituted  at  once  to  isolate  all  infected  and  ex- 
posed persons  so  far  as  known  ;  to  quarantine  the  places  of  infection ; 
to  disinfect  thoroughly,  or  destroy  everything,  including  excreta,  in, 
and  especially  everything  liable  to  go  out  from  such  foci  of  infection. 
All  persons  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  either  disease  should  be 
quarantined  from  ten  to  twenty  days.  With  such  prompt  isolation, 
quarantine  and  disinfection  I  can  see  no  practical  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived from  local  quarantine  stations,  inland. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  we  must  look  largely  and  justly  too  to  such 
stations  and  quarantine  regulations  as  exist  in  the  Mississippi  river 
below  New  Orleans,  as  so  graphically  described  by  our  able  colleague 
Dr.  Joseph  Holt.  Such  stations  located,  managed  and  equipped  as 
this  has  been,  under  the  efficient  directions  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  if  located  at  all  our  ports  of  entry  would  afford  the 
greatest,  if  not  the  only  reliable  safe  guard  to  our  homes. 

Under  the  late  efficient  laws  in  force  in  several  states,  including 
my  own  (Iowa),  every  township,  town  and  city  is  supposed  to  be  a 
quarantine  station,  having  its  health  officer  and  rules  and  regulations 
and  penalties  provided  by  statute  in  case  of  violation,  for  the  prompt 
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report  artd  isolation  of  the  first,  and  every  case  of  infect  bus  disease 
that  should  occur  in  any  part  of  the  State. 

While  all  agree  that  cholera  and  yellow  fever  are  exotic^  and, 
therefore,  must  be  imported  from  abroad,  yet,  like  typhoid  fever,  with 
which  we  are  unfortunately  loo  well  acquainted,  their  spread  and  ex- 
tension are  largely  dependent  upon  the  pollution  of  the  air,  Hoil  and 
water  by  filth  accumulations  and  in  yellow  fever  by  thermonietric 
conditions  super-added. 

1  have  noticed  with  pleasure  that  the  United  States  Senate  commit- 
tee on  epidemic  diseases  has  lately  reported  a  bill  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  seven  additional  quarantine  stations  and  that  there 
18  a  strong  probability  that  the  bill  will  become  a  law.  Upon  tlie  rec- 
ommendation of  Dr,  Hanailton,  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States 
Marine  Hospital  service,  the  stations  selected  or  rather  named  in  the 
bill  are  at  Delaware  Breakwater;  Cape  C'harlea,  Virginia;  Sapelo 
Sound;  Key  Wetst*  Florida;  San  Diego,  California;  San  Fiancisco, 
Oalifuniia.  and  Port  Townsend,  Oregon,  These  are  in  addiiion  to  the 
one  recently  established  at  the  mouth  oJ  the  Misisissippi. 

It  is  to  be  greatly  hoped  that  before  the  hot  season  is  fully  on^  tem- 
porary stations  will  be  established  at  each  of  the  above  named  points 
and  that  so  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  permanent  stations,  fully  and 
judiciously  equipped  w  ill  be  in  successful  operation. 

It  would  seem  that  yellow  fever  must  have  hibernated  in  Florida, 
since  thus  early  it  is  officially  reported  at  Nicanopy,  Plant  City,  Bar 
low  Flag  and  Tampa.  It  would  seem  f'^rther  that  if  there  is  a  State  in 
the  Union  that  is  in  need  of  a  live,  vigorous  health  board  and  of  a 
good  health  law  back  of  it,  it  is  Florida, 

Reports  from  Chili  are  far  from  encouraging  and  at  this  early  date 
in  the  season  it  may  be  safely  asserted  that  a  visitation  to  this  country 
by  yellow  fever  and  cholera  is  among  t!je  strong  probabilities.  Hence 
arises  the  necessity  for  the  thorough  and  prompt  removal,  disinfection 
or  destruction  of  all  filth,  garbage  and  everything  that  can  in  any 
way  vitiate  the  air  we  breathe  or  the  water  we  drink. 

In  reply  to  the  third  question  I  have  to  say  that  I  know  of  no  more 
efficient  method  for  state  and  provincial  boards  of  health  to  cooperate 
with  each  other  in  such  quaranline  work  than  by  that  lately  adopted, 
interstate  notification ;  and  by  each  state  and  provincial  board 
through  its  local  boards  using  promptly  and  faithfully  the  means 
placed  within  its  hands  by  legal  enactment  to  prevent  the  importa- 
tion and  restrict  the  spread  of  these  diseases. 

In  Iowa,  should  such  a  case  occur,  the  local  and  health  officer 
would  at  once  telegraph  and  write  tx)  the  state  board  giving  name  of 
person,  locality,  exposures,  and,  if  possible,  source  of  infection,  to* 
gether  with  ttie  means  used  for  restricting  its  spread.  This  intelli* 
gence  would  at  once  be  communicated  to  every  state  board  in  the 
eountry* 
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The  local  board  having  jurisdiction  where  the  case  occurred  would 
at  once,  without  awaiting  any  specific  instruction,  institute  such  means 
of  isolation,  quarantine  and  disinfection,  together  with  vaccination  in 
case  of  small  pox ;  and  such  thorough  renovation  and  destruction  of 
all  agencies  contributory  to  the  spread  of  the  disease,  as  would  most 
likely  prevent  its  spread. 

I  cannot  think  of  any  more  efficient  nor  practical  method  of  stamp- 
ing out  or  restricting  the  spread  of  such  diseases  inland;  anl  a  prompt 
and  hearty  cooperation  on  this  line  to  my  mind  promises  the  safest,  if 
not  the  only  safe  method  of  procedure. 

Dr.  C.  N.  Hewitt,  of  the  Stat«  Board  of  Minnesota,  sail :  To  bring 
the  matter  to  a  conclusion,  I  propose  that  we  elect  a  representative 
committee  (a  formal  election  would  give  more  weight  to  the  commit- 
tee), to  enter  into  correspondence  with' the  seacoast  sanitary  authori- 
ties, and  see  what  cooperation  they  can  give  us.  In  this  way  a  large 
amount  of  information  could  be  obtained  and  i>erhap8  a  practical 
arrangement  made.  So  far  as  interstate  control  of  infectious  diseases 
is  concerned,  I  mean  of  infected  persons  traveling  by  rail,  we  can  (if 
we  have  notification  by  the  maritime  authorities)  arrange  such  in- 
spection service  as  we  wish,  and  provide,  also,  for  the  oversight  of 
emigrants  going  from  one  State  to  another,  often  a  very  important 
matter.  Bui,  sir,  while  I  think  we  should  deal  here  with  the  maritime 
and  interstate  management  of  imported  infectious  diseases  in  some 
such  practical  way  as  I  have  suggested,  I  think  our  discussions  are 
too  general  and  indefinite ;  include  too  many  side  issues,  and  that  we 
are  not  getting  down  to  business  as  ^e  ought  to  do,  and  the  business 
which  most  directly  concerns  us  here. 

In  my  own  State,  for  example,  I  find  777  children  dead  in  1887 
by  diphtheria;  over  700,  of  all  ages,  dead  by  typhoid  fever.  Croup 
and  scarlatina  take  many  more,  and  in  summer  comes  the  scourge  of 
infancy,  cholera  infantum.  These,  sir,  are  the  diseases,  with  phthisis, 
which  are  sapping  the  vital  forces  of  the  Nation,  and  not  the  so-called 
infectious  diseases. 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  are  giving  these  last  too  much  attention, 
when  we  should  concentrate  our  forces  on  the  others,  which  are  of 
every  day  concern.  I  came  here  in  pursuit  of  suggestions  and  counsel 
how  to  deal  with  these  cases  of  sickness  and  death  most  seriously  and 
constantly  afl'ecting  our  population,  as  they  do  every  other  population 
on  the  continent.  I  believe  we  should  study  cooperation  in  this 
direction.  To  do  it  most  eifectually,  we  must  come  to  an  agreement 
as  to  nomenclature  and  classification  in  vital  statistics,  so  that  we  may 
be  able  to  compare  records. 

To  dispose  of  the  imported  infectious  disease  question,  I  repeat  my 
proposition  that  a  committee  be  elected  to  represent  this  conference, 
and  to  correspond,  or  personally  visit,  the  maritime  quarantinea.  to 
come  into  actual  relation  with  and  knowledge  oi  them.    The  object 
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being  to  discover  just  what  they  can  and  will  do.  or  what  they  cannot 
or  will  not  do,  and  to  form  an  intelligent  judgment  of  their  eiiicienry 
for  the  information  of  this  conference  and  the  State  Boards,  It  seems 
to  me  that  such  a  plan  is  feasible. 

The  PRKSIDENT.  Will  you  reduce  your  proposition  (o  writing? 

Dr  Hewitt.  I  will  read  a  form  of  resolution  which  covers  it ; 

Resolved,^  That  a  committee  of  five  be  elected  by  this  conference 
by  ballot,  to  visit  or  correspond  with  the  State,  Provincial  and  otlier 
authoiiaes  having  charge  of  the  seabo^ird  qnarant'ne  of  dangerous 
infectious  diseases,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  methods  there  in 
use,  and  the  character  and  amount  of  cooperation  such  authorities 
can  and  will  j^ive  for  the  best  protection  of  the  people  of  this  continent 
against  said  diseases.  That  said  committee  be  authorized  to  act  tor 
this  conference  for  this  purpose,  and  be  instructed  to  report  the  results 
of  their  investigation  to  this  conference  and  to  the  State  Boards  of 
Health,  and  to  arrange  for  such  cooperation,  should  any  such  disease 
threaten  to  invade  or  actually  get  a  foothold  on  this  continent. 

The  Chairman  (Dr.  McCorniack).  Before  this  resolution  is  put  to 
vote,  I  desire  to  say  a  few  words.  It  seems  to  me  that  Dr*  HewitTs 
resolution  is  exactly  to  the  point,  and  lliat  by  faithfully  carrying  out 
the  idea  contained  in  it,  a  fair  degree  of  protection  may  be  secured  for 
this  country  against  pestilential  diseases  from  abroad, more  especially 
as  we  can  hardly  hope  for  National  legislation  in  time  to  protect  us 
during  the  coming  warm  season*  I  would  like,  myself,  to  see  the 
committee  made  smaller  and  reijuest  it,in  the  name  of  the  conlerence, 
Xjo  visit  anil  carefully  inspect  every  quarantine  station  upon  our  sea- 
board, ascertain  the  condi'iou  of  such  station  and  the  manner  of  carry- 
ing out  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  enforced,  to  the  end  that 
we  may  he  informed  reliably  as  to  the  protection  we  now  have 
against  exotic  plagues.  In  addition  to  that,  I  would  like  to  see  dele- 
gated to  this  committee  authority  to  formulate  a  comprehensive  system 
or  plan  for  cooperation  between  I  lie  various  State  Boards  of  Health 
should  one  of  these  diseases  gain  a  fnothold  on  our  shores  and  threaten 
us  inland.  For  instance,  it  cholera  should  enter  at  the  port,  say  of 
New  York,  Kentucky  would  be  much  interested  to  know  what  was 
being  done  liy  the  State  Boards  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  West 
Virginia  and  Indiana  to  protect  their  own  people  and  would  gladly 
cooperate  with  them  in  such  work,  because  in  such  way,  if  efficient 
methods  were  adopted,  would  the  greatest  protection  be  secured  for 
our  own  people. 

Dr.  Orme.  Mr.  President,  had  it  not  been  for  the  Marine  Hospital 
service  I  think  we  would  have  had  more  smallpox  introduced  in  our 
State  last  spring. 

At  our  request,  they  placed  inspectors  in  ihe  Territory  of  Arizona, 
at  Nogales  and  Yuma,  to  protect  us  from  Mexico,  We  sliould  be 
friendly  and  try  to  act  in  concert,  if  possible,  with  the  Marine  Hospital 
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service;  but  II  Iheir  work  is  not  adequate  and  etiicient  from  any  cause, 
let  it  be  known  to  this  conference,  and  let  us  show  to  them  that  the 
health  authorities  of  the  di^Verent  States  are  closely  watching  and 
anxious  to  know  the  true  condition  of  the  quarantine  service  of  the 
whole  country. 

1  am  in  doubt  whether  the  absolute  control  of  quarantine  should,  at 
all  times,  be  under  the  exclusive  management  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment; but  I  am  sure  that  Congress  ou^ht  to  assist  the  various 
Slates  by  making  large  appropriations  Irora  the  surplus  for  the  ereciion 
and  maintenance  of  quarantine  stations  wherever  needed.  You  well 
know  we  must  have  a  station  at  San  Francisco,  also  one  at  San  Diego, 

In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the 
resolution,  and  hope  that  it  will  be  unanimously  adopted. 

Dr,  Lbwellyn,  of  Iowa.  We  in  Iowa  afe  very  glad  to  make  use  of  any 
aid;  but  it  does  seem  to  me  that  a  great  part  of  the  work  of  the  marine 
service  is  not  affectation;  it  has  certainly  done  something,  though  I 
admit  if  it  ever  becomes  really  effective  it  must  be  improved  a  great 
deal. 

The  chair  stated  that  the  resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Hewitt  was  in 
order. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania, 
said:  The  discuseion,  I  think,  has  taken  a  pretty  definite  shape  and 
it  Beems  to  be  directed  to  the  difficulties  before  us,  I  would  like  to 
reply  to  two  or  three  arguments  of  my  friend  from  Michigan,  who 
seems  to  be  very  wide  of  the  track.  He  instances  the  city  of  New 
Orleans  as  one  which  has  an  established  and  finished  quarantine.  I 
think  his  argument  has  been  sufficiently  answered  by  the  gentleman 
from  Illinois,  who  said  it  was  not  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  but  the  entire 
council  of  the  MissiBSippi  Valley,  but  for  that,  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
would  not  have  used  the  present  admirable  system,  but  allow  me  to 
state  one  single  instance;  we  have  thorough  good  protection  and 
quarantine;  what  has  been  the  actual  experience  in  Lcmisiana?  Has 
not  a  liUle  door  been  opened  a  few  miles  out,  Biloxi,  Miss,,  through 
which  this  entire  system  of  New  Orleans  was  rendered  inefleetive?  It 
witi  not  do  to  say,  because  you  have  an  admirable  system  of  quarantine 
at  one  place,  you  are  safe,  and,  therelore,  the  Federal  Government 
should  keep  ils  hands  off;  we  have  fifty  places  where  it  might  creep  io^ 
while  New  Orleans  keeps  it  off.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Delaware  river, 
there  is  only  one  place  where  effective  (luarantine  can  be  had.  That 
river  receives  the  emigrants  of  the  world.  Now,  the  only  place  you 
can  establish  a  quarantine  for  that  river  is  in  the  little  city  of  Delaware. 
Now,  no  one  can  establish  it  there  in  that  little  State  with  three 
counties, scarcely  larger  than  Philadelphia, or  can  Philadelphia  do  so; 
Philadelphia  is  powerless;  to  establish  quarantine  within  fifteen  miles 
of  Philadelphia  would  be  to  establish  it  in  the  agricultural  district, 
which  is  almost  unlimited  on  each  side  and  the  city  of  Chester  all  the 
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way  down  from  Philadelphia  to  Ihe  State  line  is  one  continuous  aet- 
tletnent,  and  there  is  no  possibility  for  establishing  a  iiuaranlint^ 
along  there,  and  the  bands  of  Pennsylvania  are  tied  ;  even  were  they 
not,  the  city  itself  will  not  establish  it.  I  am  ashamed  to  say,  that 
there  is  not  sufficient  interest  taken  in  it,  or  have  they  means  to  pay 
for  it.  New  York,  as  h  well  said,  can  pay  for  its  quarantine  out  of 
Its  quarantine  receipts;  her  commerce  is  much  greater,  and  they  can 
keep  a  station  up;  Pennsylvania  can  do  no  such  thing ;  Philadelphia 
can  do  nothing. 

We  are  told  by  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  that  we  cannot  expect 
raise  the  whole  country,  the  most  we  can  do  ia  to  raise  part  of  it 
by  bringing  to  it  our  personal  action;  but  1  say  to  you  the  strength  of 
the  whole  chain  is  the  weakest  link,  and  if  we  leave  any  <Tack  for  it 
to  creep  in  it  i^  the  work  of  futility.  We  make  an  etlective  quaran- 
tine  at  New  York,  Boston,  Nlw  Orleans  and  Baltimore  and  we  leave 
these  inferior  ports  for  it  to  creep  in  at.  It  has  been  the  experience 
of  committees  who  have  been  applying  to  Senate  committees  for 
effective  quarantine  stations  at  dillerent  places,  one  of  those  Fortress 
Monroe,  and  1  think  there  is  an  applicution  from  the  board  of  Charles- 
ton; what  has  been  the  response  of  the  Senate,  has  it  staled  any,  they 
cannot  alTord  to  pay  so  much ;  on  the  contrary,  it  has  accepted  the  re- 
quest of  these  gentlemen  and  has  at  once  proceeded  (o  enact  laws  and 
a  bill  of  this  nature*  which  bill,  with  proper  support,  will  undoubtedly 
go  through  the  Congress  to  establish  seven,  instead  of  two  stations,  the 
cost  of  which  is  estimiited  at  over  $480,0U0,  Now,  with  such  a  readi- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  it  lias  the  control  of  the  committee  in 
Congress,  with  such  readiness  on  their  part  to  propose  an  expenditure 
of  money,  it  is  idle  for  us  to  say  that  the  States  will  manage  this  mat 
ter  and  make  appropriations  on  the  supposition  that  it  will  be  more 
effectual  than  the  National  Government  wilL  The  gentleman  from 
Michigan,  it  seems  to  me,  has  strongly  contradicted  himself,  that  the 
Xatioual  Government  would  get  them  to  do  it  and  then  audit  the  bills. 
I  would  like  to  inquire  from  the  gentleman  from  Michigan  what  hia 
experience  ia  as  regards  local  politics  and  their  interference  with  Stale 
administrations,  <iuarantine  and  sanitary  alFairs.  My  impression  is 
^  that  he  bus  not  been  very  fortunate  in  his  experience.  My  belief  is 
^^Ifaatif  National  politics  are  detrimental  to  sanitation, that  local  politics 
^Hare  unfortunately  more  so;  that  the  pot-house  politician  is  unfortu- 
^Huately  more  detrimental  than  the  Washington  statesman.  It  in  sup 
^Bposed  that  with  political  men,  who  have  a  certain  amount  of  private 
^Wttatesmenship  to  represent  us  in  Washington,  whereas,  we  all  know, 
f  I  know  to  my  cost,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  that  municipal  poJi- 
ticiana  belong  to  an  extremely  low  grade  and  cannot  be  depended 
upon  to  discuss  any  such  question  in  a  proper  scieotiiic  way. 

I  am  extremely  glad  that  the  geuileman  from  Minnesota  has  brought 
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this  question  down  to  a  practical  basis,  which  I  hoped  would  be 
reached  in  good  time.  I  do  want  to  know  in  Philadelphia,  what  we 
are  to  do  next  summer,  as  he  says,  that  is  a  pressing  question.  We 
do  know  that  our  city  quarantine  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  Phila- 
delphia, IS  badly  placed,  I  have  already  adverted  to  that  point  as  un- 
known, and  as  almost  entirely  without  an  attention.  With  such  facil- 
ities, and  cholera  arriving  there,  the  conclusion  is  inevitable,  that 
cholera  would  reach  the  interior;  I,  myself,  can  see  no  other  result; 
we  must  h^ve  quarantine  on  the  Delaware.  Now,  we  have  been  of- 
fered quarantine  further  down  the  Delaware.  We  have  a  bill  at  present 
before  the  United  Slate  Senate,  which  has  a  fair  show  of  lecoming  a 
law  which  will  give  us  quarantine  at  the  Delaware  breakwater,  and 
with  a  quarantine  at  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  fifteen  miles  below 
Philadelphia,  we  may  feel  safe  that  Philadelphia  and  the  interior  will 
have  a  certain  amount  of  protection ;  but,  without  this  protection,  we 
feel  that  we  cannot  do  justice  to  the  interior.  Now,  the  Senate  pro- 
poses to  establish  a  quarantine  station  at  the  mouth  of  the  Delaware, 
which  shall  be  in  no  respect  inferior  to  the  quarantine  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi,  and  it  proposes  an  appropriation  which  will  be 
adequate  to  accomplish  this.  Unfortunately  this  station  will  be  under 
the  control  of  the  body  which  has  placed  itself  in  antagonism  to  the 
National  Board  of  Health  and  to  many  individual  sanitarims.  Now, 
practically,  the  question  is  this:  Shall  we  allow  our  prejudices  upon 
this  subject  to  interfere  with  practical  protection,  although  the  body 
which  is  to  undertake  the  management  of  this  quarantine,  is  not  pre- 
cisely the  body  which  we  would  entrust  it  to,  and  which  we  know 
under  the  present  regime  it  will  be  entrusted  to?  shall  we  allow  our 
well-founded  influence  to  interfere  with  our  acceptance  of  this  sub- 
stantial aid  from  the  National  Government?  shall  we  not  be  biting  off 
our  nose  to  spite  our  face,  if  we  do  so  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  we  should 
be  doing  wrong  if  we  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
because  of  our  opposition  to  the  marine  hospital  service. 

It  has  been  said  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  too  much  time 
has  been  taken  up  in  discussion  of  maritime  quarantine,  and  that  we 
devote  too  little  time  to  those  epidemics  springing  up  sporadically  as 
we  think  in  our  midst.  I  think  the  only  thing  to  be  said  in  regard  to 
that,  is,  that  these  things  ought  to  be  done,  not  leaving;  the  others  un- 
done ;  because  one  subject  is  important  does  not  lessen  the  importance 
of  the  other.  Much  importance,  I  think,  should  be  attached  to  mari- 
time quarantine,  as  we  have  arrived  at  conclusions  and  are  able  to 
formulate  these  conclusions  and  to  ask  a  defined  action  upon  them; 
we  have  educated  National  and  State  Governments  up  to  the  point 
upon  which  we  stand  on  these  matters  very  considerably,  and  where 
we  are  able  to  get  concessions  from  them.  Upon  this  subject  of  epi- 
demics springing  up  here  in  our  midst,  we  have  not  arrived  at  such 
conclusion.     It  does  require  immense  research,  more  research  than 
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has  been  p;ivea,  which  will  eriable  us  to  arrive  at  definite  resihilione 
and  to  eniiile  us  to  ask  for  le*?iBhi(irni;  I  take  it,  that  the  meeting  of 
the  S»at€  Boards  will  bring  these  que^tionB  up  and  present  them  in 
the  nioBt  ready  form*  in  order  that  they  may  reach  golulion.  Certainly, 
1  am  ill  accord  with  ihe  gentleman  from  Minnesota,  in  saying  that  we 
should  do  all  in  our  power  to  control  ^ocal  epidemics  as  they  arise  in 
our  midst;  but,  as  I  say.  the  argument  for  one  is  not  an  argument  for 
the  other. 

The  resolution  by  Dr  Hewitt  was  put  to  vote  and  carried, 

iJr.  P,  U.  Lk\vi:llen  of  Iowa :  I  move  I  hat  the  election  of  the  corn- 
mittee  provided  for  in  the  resolution  just  pnssed,  be  made  subject 
matter  to  be  taken  up  at  e]g:ht  oVIock  this  evening. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Thereupon,  a  reces:*  was  taken  until  2  o'clock  i'.  m. 


Afternoon  Session, 

The  president  announced  that   the  further  discussion  of  ihe  ques* 
iiona  profmsed  by  the  Michigan  Board  was  in  order 

Dr.  H,  B*  Bakbr,  of  llie  State  Hoard  of  Michigan,  said  :  In  my  opin 
ion  too  lilile  attention  is  paid  to  scarlet  feverand  diphtheria,  inBoronch 
as  they  cause  ten  hmes  as  many  deaths  as  does  6mall'po.\.  Now,  it 
sterns  to  me  ihiit  iJ  these  diseases  were  understood  to  be  important 
diseases  to  be  kept  out  of  this  country  it  would  attract  attention  to 
ihem  and  Uius  aid  in  restricting  ihem  in  the  states.  In  our  State  we 
do  what  we  can  to  restrict  those  diseases  They  are  being  continually 
brought  in  there  from  without  the  State,  and  from  across  the  ocean. 
The  talk  we  have  whenever  we  come  together  is  largely  upon  those 
diseases  that  are  dealt  with  in  quarantines.  I  think  we  would  greatly 
aid  sanitary  progress  if  fheso  otlier  diseases  could  be  put  on  the  lists 
and  talked  about  as  we  talk  about  cholera  and  yellow  feven  Cholera 
and  yellow  fever  are  of  very  email  conse^iuence  in  our  State,  and  1 
ihink  it  is  generally  so  in  the  northern  half  of  our  country.  Diph- 
theria and  scarlet  lever  we  have  every  year  and  each  one  of  these 
diseases  causes  in  our  State  about  one  thousand  deaths  a  year.  1  had 
hoped  that  we  wouhl  in  every  possible  w^ay  call  attention  to  them 
and  have  them  put  upon  the  list  of  diseases  that  are  to  be  excluded 
from  the  country.  I  acknowledge  that  it  looks  absurd  to  keep  out 
diseases  which  we  have  all  the  time  with  us,  but  if  we  can  prevent 
their  continued  introduction  it  may  be  that  we  shall  not  long  have 
ihem  wiih  ua.  tJf  course,  we  nearly  always  have  small  pox  in  this 
couulry.  if  not  in  New  York,  tlien  in  New  Orleans  or  some  other 
place,  yet  we  endeavor  to  exclude  it  by  quarantine,  and  in  so  doing 
attract  attention  to  it  so  that  it  is  easier  to  restrict  it. 

I  did  not  expect  to  say  much  on  this  subject,  but  1  hope  that  others 
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will.  I  hope  that  these  two  diBeaees.  scariet  fever  aod  diphtikeiia. 
will  )>e  classed  among  difseaseg  to  be  excluded  bj  quaraBtiiie.  ss  modi 
as  small  pox  or  cholera,  because  they  are  of  to  verr  much  more  oom- 
8e<|uence- 

Dr.  Hkwjtt,  of  Mirjrif  sola,  said  :  A  very  small  proponion  of  cmr 
scariet  fever  or  diphtheria  comes  to  us  throush  immigrantfi.  but  iLe 
infection  U  kept  goiii^  by  carelessne&s  in  dealing  with  iufact«d  boniee 
and  thiij^4.  It  h  in  dealing  with  individual  cases  that  we  can  accom 
plish  the  most  g^XKl  dealing  with  details  through  efBcieot  lo^  boards 
of  health.  In  our  State,  popular  interest  is  enlisted*  and  no  mare  fre- 
quent inquiry  comes  to  our  office  than.  *'What  shall  we  do  to  prevent 
any  more  attacks  of  this  character  T*  Our  St&te  Biard  may  instrDCt 
twoo:*  more  local  boards  to  act  together  in  dealing  with  infectious  dis- 
ea^e^,  and  it  is  not  at  all  uncommon  for  local  health  officers  or  boards 
to  call  lor  the  vieit  and  advice  of  the  secretary  which  are  promptly 
given.  The  evidence  of  the  tenacious  character  of  the  virus  of  diph- 
theria IK  only  too  abundant  with  us.  In  some  instances  good  honae- 
keepf*rs,  with  the  liest  sanitary  environment,  have  cleaned  their  honses 
by  all  known  methods  (except  washing  with  corrosive  sublimate), 
removing  windows  for  better  ventilation,  scraping  walls  and  floors, 
only  to  see  the  disease  re-appear  and  in  one  or  two  instances  every 
child  has  been  taken  by  it.  We  had  over  seven  hundred  cases  in  oar 
State  last  year  but  no  epidemic.  There  would  be  three,  four,  five, 
rarely  ten  or  fifteen  in  a  whole  county  and  mostly  in  a  single  neigh- 
borhood. We  have  seventy-six  organized  counties  and  reports  from 
all.  The  compulsory  notification  of  infectious  disease  is  the  only  re- 
liable way  to  get  at  these  facts,  and  it  is  working  very  well  with  us, 
having  the  support  of  medical  men  as  a  whole,  and  of  the  best  of  all 
classes  of  our  people.  Sanitary  retreats,  isolation  hospitals,  are  a  ne- 
cessity, but  how  to  i)rovide  them  is  a  problem  for  discussion  here.  In 
the  country  we  can  sometimes  obtain  the  removal  of  the  sick,  some- 
times of  the  well,  this  last  by  the  kindness  of  families  who  have  no 
children.  It  was  my  own  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  save  one  of  my 
children  from  diphtheria  in  this  way.  Isolation  and  removal  of  the 
well  children  of  a  family,  immediately  on  the  occurrence  of  the  first 
case,  with  very  careful  disinfection  of  persons,  clothing,  dwellings 
and  their  contents,  make  up  the  means  at  the  common  disposal  for 
controlling  these  diseases. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Baker,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan,  offered 
a  resolution  as  follows,  viz  : 

lieHolvcd^  That  the  interests  of  the  public  health  can  be  promoted 
by  classing  scarlet  lever  and  diphtheria  as  pestilential  diseases,  to  be 
treated  by  quarantine. 

Dr.  Rkkvk,  of  Wisconsin.  This  resolution  seems  to  me  axiomatic.  We 
are  no  t  in  doubt  concerning  the  contagious,  or  if  you  prefer  that  word,  the 
pestilential  character  of  these  diseases.    In  all  the  northern  states  both 
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scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  almost  constantly  with  us.  None  of 
us  question  hnl  what  thej  should  be  isolated  atid  quarantined  ;  most 
of  iH  have  s^id  s>  over  and  over  again  in  the  (;ircular8  and  other  pnb- 
liealions  of  our  several  boards,  and  it  would  seem  to  rae  unnecessary 
and  unwise  to  reaflirni  that  i'act  here  as  tliough  we  had  just  reached  a 
conckLshm  or  raade  a  new  discovery.  Our  opinion  or*  it  is  in  reality 
a  thoroughly  established  one  already  sufficiently  on  record. 

Dr,  Benjamin  Lee,  of  the  Stale  Board  of  Ilejillh  of  rennsyivania, 
said:  I  would  like  to  say  one  word.  Our  distiugtiished  friend  fiom 
MinneBota,  in  speaking  somewhat  in  opposition  of  tlie  resolution,  de- 
veloped a  fact  which  seems  to  support  it  in  the  strongest  mtinner, 
that  was,  the  great  length  of  lime  diirin*;;  which  the  poison  of  diphthe- 
ria retains  its  vitality  ;  that  certainly  is  one  of  the  moat  important 
factors  that  we  have  t^  guard  against  so  far  as  transportation  is  con* 
cerned.  Diphtheiia  not  only  clings  about  the  honst;  and  the  room  in 
which  the  case  occurred,  but  clings  to  articles  of  clothing  and  furni- 
ture, especially  of  clothing  which  has  been  exposed,  1  believe  the 
fame  is  true  to  a  very  large  extent  of  scarlatina  as  of  diplitheria,  both 
are  eminently  portable  diseases.  Some  one  has  recently  called  it 
portagiouB.  I  do  not  know  whether  to  dispute  it,  but  it  is  transpor 
table.  Now,  there  was  a  time  within  my  memory  when  diphtlieria 
was  not  known  in  this  country.  There  was  a  time  within  the  memory 
of  many  persons  wlien  scarlatina  was  not  known  in  this  country,  both 
of  tliese  diseases  are  foreign  importations.  As  stated,  we  have  them 
always  wilh  us.  but  that  does  not  interfere  with  the  fact  that  they 
are  frequently  redntrodnced,  I  have  no  doubt  that  every  ship  load 
that  arrives  brings  more  or  less  scarlatina  and  diphtheria.  I  coobider 
it  would  be  good  work  if  they  were  placed  upon  the  list  for  quarantine 
inspection,  and  as  suggested,  that  the  elTect  upon  tlie  mindi^  of  the 
people  would  be  extremely  wholesome.  It  would  be  a  step  in  educat- 
ing people  in  sanitation, 

Dr,  Hewitt,  of  Minnesota,  said  :  I  object  to  the  term  pestilential  as 
applied  to  scarlatina  or  diphtheria  in  the  resolution.  The  term  be- 
longs, by  common  usage,  to  a  class  of  diseases  of  long  ago,  distin- 
guislied  by  fearful  malignancy,  mortality  and  wide  diUVjHion.of  which 
we  have  no  parallel  in  our  day.  I  prefer  the  term  infectious,  the 
customary  and  descriptive  title  of  the  class  to  which  these  diseases 
belong*  That  they  are  infectious  as  snuill  pox  I  am  persuaded,  and 
that  they  would  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  way  if  found  on  a  ship  at 
any  quarantine  on  the  continent  is,  I  hope,  a  fact ;  1  know  it  to  be  a 
fact  at  one,  anyway.  I  believe  they  would  be  so  treated  at  New  York 
or  Boston.  If  this  is  the  object  of  the  resolution,  to  secure  this  rule 
at  all  quarantines,  all  right, 

Dr  Thompson,  of  the  Slate  Board  of  Health  of  Kentucky,  said  :  I 
am  opposed  to  the  resolution  on  the  same  ground  that  my  dislio* 
guished  friend  is.      If  it  was  adopted  we  could  not  allow  anything  to 
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come  into  Kentucky ;  we  should  never  allow  a  man  or  a  thing  to 
come  from  Minnesota  or  from  Michigan  into  Kentucky,  and  Dr.  Ranch 
ought  not  to  allow  them  to  pass  Illinois,  unless  thoroughly  disin- 
fected. 1  have  heard  some  of  the  most  marvelous  tales  relating  lo 
the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  Michigan  and  Minnesota  1  believe  I 
have  ever  heard.  Hence  as  I  am  not  on  that  field  I  can  only  speak 
of  it  from  Kentucky.  We  have  nothing  like  such  prevalence  ;  I  don^t 
know  where  we  get  what  little  we  do  have.  1  believe  that  diphtheria 
can  originate  independent  of  a  previous  case.  I  have  seen  children 
die  with  it  and  there  had  not  been  a  case  within  miles  of  them 

Dr.  Ra»  CH.  I  will  &ay  to  you  that  we  have  repeatedly  known  of 
cases  by  importation  into  Illinois. 

Dr.  Thompson.  Now,  this  resolution,  as  I  understand,  proposes  to 
put  these  two  diseases  alongside  of  cholera,  small-pox  and  yellow 
fever.  I  don't  believe  that  3"ellosv  fever  is  indigenous  to  the  United 
States.  I  do  not  believe  I  hat  cholera  is ;  I  do  believe  that  diphtheria 
is.  You  never  saw  cholera  or  yellow  fever  prevail  the  whole  year 
round.  They  may  have  missed  two  or  three  years  and  then  sprung 
up  without  any  importation,  for  they  may  hibernate,  but  diphtheria 
and  scarlatina  never  leave  the  United  States.  I  do  not  think  that 
these  two  diseases  should  be  put  in  the  ship  quarantine  boundary. 

Dr.  Rauch.  In  reply  to  Dr.  Thompson  I  will  say  that  if  we  treat  these 
cases  by  isolation  it  is  a  practical  quarantine,  j  ust  in  the  proportion  that 
we  isolate  does  it  diminish  the  same  disease,  often  in  the  same  hou»>e. 

I  had  a  letter  a  few  days  ago  from  one  of  our  correspondents,  lie 
says,  ^'scarlet  fever  made  its  appearance  here  and  our  people  had  just 
sense  enough  to  follow  out  the  instructions  of  the  board  and  it  is  sub 
siding."  If  we  exercise  this  care  we  can  practically  stop  it.  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  any  necessity  for  having  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  in 
the  same  category  as  small  pox.  Small-pox  is  much  more  easily  man- 
aged than  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria. 

Dr.  McOoRM\CK,  chairman,  said:  I  believe  this  to  be  the  most  im- 
portant matter  that  has  come  before  this  meeting.  To  the  sanitarian, 
the  importance  of  a  communicable  disease  should  be  in  exact  propor- 
tion to  the  mortality  it  occasions  in  the  territory  under  his  jurisdic- 
tion. Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  do  not  prevail  in  Kentucky  to  the 
extent  that  they  do  in  northern  countries,  but  they  probably  occasion 
more  deaths  \^ith  us  in  one  year  than  have  ever  died  in  the  State 
from  either  cholera  or  yellow  fever.  Our  people  should  be  taught 
that  diseases  to  be  really  feared  are  such  domestic  plagues  as  typhoid 
fever,  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  and  that  restrictive  measures  against 
these  are  more  important  because  they  will  save  more  lives  and  pre- 
vent more  sickness  than  any  which  may  be  adopted  against  cholera 
or  yellow  fever.  Facts  and  statistics  bearing  upon  thii  practical  point 
cannot  be  too  persistently  placed  before  the  people.  I  heartily  en- 
dorse the  resolution. 
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Dr  Lke.  I  would  like  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out  the 
word  *'pe6til€uliu],''  It  is  not  in  any  way  a  word  which  sanilarians 
woukl  defloilely  agree  upon,  and  1  think  the  force  of  the  resolution 
would  be  the  same  with  that  expression  omitted. 

Dr.  Reeves.  I  olTer  a  substitute  resolution  ; 

/Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  ccmference  the  intere&ts  of 
the  public  health  will  be  conserved  by  emphasizing;  the  fact  that  diph 
theria  au'^  scarlet  fever  are  diseases  of  such  hiiilily  cnnta^^ious  and  in- 
fecti<»us  character  that  they  should  be  deah  with  by  the  most  thorough 
isolaUon  of  all  cases,  the  most  thorough  disinfection  of  all  infected 
articles  and  places  and  by  quarantining  ihem  at  the  seaboard  and  at 
all  other  places,  with  the  same  care  that  is  taken  with  reference  to 
small-pox  or  cholera. 

On  niotiou  the  teubstitute  was  adopted. 

Tha  resolution  was  then  voted  on  and  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Lee^g  resolution,  oflered  at  the  morning  session,  was  then  called 
up.     Dr.  Lee  requested  permisdon  to  offer  the  following  substitute: 

Renolved^  That  this  conference  heartily  endorses  the  bill  now  befoie 
Ihe  Congress  of  the  United  States,  to  establish  seven  thoroughly 
equipped  quarantine  stations  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and 
reapectUilly  urges  the  importance  of  early  action  upon  the  same. 

The  resolution  was  adopted, 

Dr,  Baker,  of  Michigan,  spoke  of  the  continued  presence  of  yellow 
fe^erin  Florida,  and  the  danglers  to  be  apprehended  therefrom,  and 
offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas,  It  is  alleged  tluit  yellow  fever  is  now  present  in  Florida, 
a  State  not  represented  here,  because  it  has  no  State  Board  of  Health » 
and  which  is  in  daily  comtnunication  with  other  States,  and  thus  may 
threaten  all  of  our  States  in  which  that  disease  can  prevail ;  therefore, 

liesolvedy  That  all  boards  of  health  in  Slates  adjoining  Florida  are 
urged  to  immediately  and  continuously  exercise  extreme  care  to  keep 
Ihe  fever  Irom  entering  their  States. 

ResolreiL  That,  in  case  it  shall  prove  that  yellow  fever  is  preFent  in 
Florida,  bnnrds  of  health  of  adjoining  Slates  should  establish  and 
maintain  a  thorough  system  of  so  called  '^inland  quarantine/'  which 
means  the  inspection  of  travelers,  the  isolation  of  all  infected  persons 
and  articles,  and  complete  ditrinfeclion,  these  methods  to  be  enforced 
with  the  least  possible  interference  with  travel  and  commerce  con- 
sistent with  the  protection  of  the  public  health. 

Dr.  Thompson.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  wording  of  that  resolu- 
tion. 1  don't  suppose  there  is  a  board  of  health  anywhere  that  would 
not  be  on  the  alert. 

The  resolution  wag  adopted. 

Dr.  Reynolds.  I  want  to  offer  a  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  future  sessions  and  meetings  of  this  confer- 
ence Jefferson's  Manual  shall  govern  the  rule  of  debate. 
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On  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  questions  proposed  by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Quebec  and  by 
the  State  Board  of  Vermont  were  then  taken  up: 

'*  Powers  which  Provincial  and  State  Boards  should  have  over  local 
boards  " 

''  What  legal  authority  ought  State  Boards  of  Health  to  XHissess  in 
the  absence  of  local  boards?" 

Ol  motion  division  (a)  of  the  questions  proposed  by  the  Slate  of  Cal- 
ifornii  was  included  for  discussion  : 

'^Cannot  a  plan  be  devised  to  insure  uniformity  and  increase  of 
power  in  State  Boards  of  Health  by  formulating  in  conference,  a  draft 
of  the  extent  of  the  increased  powers  desired*  in  matters  of  quaran- 
tine, compulsory  notification  of  contagious  diseases,  and  other  sanitary 
matters  within  each  Stite,  neglected  or  refused  by  local  boards,  which 
formula  may  be  expressed  in  a  bill  and  laid  before  each  Stute  Legis- 
lature for  passage?" 

Dr.  C.  L  Allan,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Vermont.  On  the 
proposition  by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Quebec,  ''Powers  which  Pro- 
vincial and  State  Boards  should  have  over  local  boards,"  I  would 
say,  Vermont  is  young  in  sanitary  affairs,  although  its  representatives 
may  be  old  in  years.  I  came  here  to  learn,  because  I  want  to  know 
what  should  be  known  and  what  to  recommend  as  amendments  to 
our  laws  in  regard  to  this  matter.  We  havo  no  local  boards  in  counties, 
and  I  am  desirous  to  hear  discussed  this  proposition  propojed  by 
Quebec  and  also  that  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Vermont.  I 
have  scarcely  any  ideas  on  the  subject  and  1  want  to  know  what  the 
conference  would  advise  as  to  the  authority  of  the  State  Board  over 
local  boards.  In  our  State  we  have  no  authority  whatever  over  local 
boards.  I  would  like  to  know  respecting  the  duties  of  local  boards 
and  State  Boards. 

Dr.  Ormk.  This  is  a  vital  question  with  us.  For  a  good  many  years 
we  have  tried  very  hard  to  get  a  complete  organization  of  local  boards 
in  every  municipality  and  township,  and  particularly  during  the  late 
prevalence  of  small  pox.  However,  before  discussing  this  milter 
further,  I  should  like  to  hear  the  opinions  of  others  on  the  subject; 
because  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  questions  in  our  sanitary 
work. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  years  several  instances  have  occurred 
in  my  State,  sliowing  the  need  of  legal  authority  under  which  the  State 
Board  of  Health  could  exercise  control  over  local  organizations  or,  in 
their  absence,  could  go  ahead  and  do  the  work  itself.  On  one  occasion, 
in  one  of  our  counties,  there  were  several  deaths  from  small-pox 
before  anything  was  done,  and  then,  upon  a  telegram  being  received 
by  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board,  he  went  to  the  county  and  com- 
pelled the  organization  of  local  boards  of  health.  Our  State  Boards 
cannot  accDmplish  this  work  satisfactorily  without  the  organization 
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of  these  local  boarde  of  health  in  ever>^  community.  We  want  a  law 
pftseed  by  our  legislators  to  eomijel  them  to  make  regular  reports  to 
the  Slate  Board,  and  especially  to  report  promptly  every  case  of  con- 
tagious disease. 

If  any  State  has  a  system  of  lawi  which  have  been  shown  by 
practical  working  to  be  thoroughly  elfieient,  we  should  like  fo  atlopt 
them  in  California,  and  it  would  be  well  for  them  to  be  adopted  by  all 
the  States. 

Dr.  H,  B,  Baker,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan,  made 
remarkfl  somewhat  as  follows*  1  have  very  pronounced  views  upon 
that  point,  I  think  our  State  Bourd  was  the  fiist  one  oiganized  on 
the  plan  which  I  recommend,  tSeveral  liave  been  constituted  on  tliis 
plan  since.  The  idea  upon  which  it  is  based  is  that  of  local  self-gov- 
ernment.  The  local  boards  of  health  should  be  made  strong,  and  in 
the  highest  degree  capable  of  performiog  the  duUes  which  local  iMuirds 
should  perform.  To  have  the  State  Board  of  Health  perform  a  duty 
of  a  local  board,  seems  to  me  very  much  like  having  a  general  oihcer 
in  the  army  carry  a  musket.  I  believe  that  the  State  Board  should 
collect  from  every  local  board  all  the  important  facts  which  are 
developed  in  their  experience,  and  supply  to  each  local  board  the 
results  of  the  combined  experience.  As  an  instance  of  such  w^ork, 
we  have  in  our  State  aliont  fifteen  hundred  local  boards,  and  in  1886 
their  reported  experience  with  diphtheria  was  compiled  by  the  State 
IJoard  of  Health,  and  the  results  were  exhibited  in  a  diagram  on  a 
^■igle  page^  showing  at  a  glance  the  importance  of  restriction  and 
oisinfection  in  that  disease.  We  Buf>ply  these  diagrams,  together  with 
circulars  of  inrormalion  as  to  the  best  methods  for  the  restriction  of 
the  disease,  to  every  locality  from  which  diphtheria  is  reported;  and 
we  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  local  boards  are  thereby  greatly  aided 
in  their  work. 

In  our  State,  the  townehip  officers  are  a  local  health  board,  and 

they  elect  a  medical  healtli  otlicer  whenever  that  is  possible.     In  that 

way  we  have  a  board  in  each  township,  and  generally  a  physician  as 

health  officer. 

^  It  seems  to  me  that  in  a  State  where  the  laws  do  not  yet   provide 

pftr  efficient  local  board^^  of  health,  the  first  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 

Health  is  to  enlisrhten  the  people  and  get  them  to  organize  a  board  of 

health  in  each  township.     By  having  a  local  board  in  each  township, 

and  making  the  local  government  the  board  of  health,  it  can   be 

appealed  to  at  once  by  any  resident  and  informed  directly  by  the 

State  Board  whenever  occasion  requires,  and  these  local  officers  become 

,  Hclive  agents  in  sanitary  work   in   each   township   and   they  do  it 

^ftoroughly  aad  well;  but  if  the  local  work  were  left  to  the  State 

Board,  the  calls  would  be  so  numerous  and  the  territory  so  large  that 

could  not  be  properly  done.     By  having  township  boards  the  people 
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are  e«luca'ed  in  sanitary  affairs  more  generally  than  if  there  were 
cnly  State  and  county  boaids. 

iJr.  Hewitt,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Minnesota. 
?ai'I :  Our  Board  is  the  head  of  the  sanitary  or^ramzations  of  the  State. 
We  have  a  sanitary  code  under  which  the  local  boards  and  the  Stat« 
Board  work  in  thorough  cooperation  and  with  a  well  arranged  system 
of  interdependence.  We  have  over  1,600  local  boards  of  health  in 
direct  and  constant  communication  with  the  State  Board.  About  300 
are  for  cities  and  villages  having  a  common  organization,  so  arranged 
that  the  members  serve  three  years  each,  but  go  out  so  that  there  are 
always  a  majority  of  old  members  in  the  board.  The  chairman  and 
executive  otiicer  roust  be  a  physician.  The  township  boards  (we  have 
over  1.300)  are  the  township  supervisors  and  the  chairman  is  usually 
the  executive  oflBcer.  Health  otiicers  of  villages  and  cities,  and  town 
ship  clerks,  collect  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths,  sending  them 
monthly  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  B^ard,  who  publishes  a  resum6 
of  them  the  next  month  after  their  receipt,  for  general  information. 
All  local  boards  have  the  same  powers,  and  in  emergency,  two  or 
more,  as  need  be,  are  re<iuired  to  aot  together  with  the  Slate  Board. 
Our  boards  are  responsible  for  infectious  diseases  of  men  and  animals, 
and  enforce  notification  of  infectious  diseases,  which  they  in  turn 
report  immediately  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board.  They  control 
otTensive  trades,  and  have  the  oversight  of  water  supply  and  the  cor- 
rection of  anything  which  they  find  to  be  a  nuisance  or  cause  of  sick- 
ness. The  distribution  of  work  and  responsibility  is  so  fairly  divided 
that  there  never  has  been  any  conllict  between  the  local  boards  and 
State  Board,  but  a  mutual  progress  which  has  made  sanitary  progress 
steady  and  satisfactor>\ 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Orme,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  California, 
the  resolution  oHered  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Taylor,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Indiana,  was  referred  to  the  standing  Committee  on  Laws. 

Adjourned  until  7.30  r.  m.,  standard  time. 


Evening  Skssion,  7.30. 

At  the  opening  of  the  session  the  chairman  stated  that  the  matter 
before  the  board  was  the  questions  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Michigan:  '*What  is  each  State  Board  of  Health  doing  to  advance 
sanitary  science  T' 

((7.)  By  the  collection  of  statistics  of  deaths  and  their  causes. 

(b.)  By  the  collection  of  statistics  of  sickness. 

(c.)  By  the  collection  of  statistics  of  meteorological  conditions  coin- 
cident with  sickness  and  deaths. 

Discussion  of  the  subject  was  limited  to  fifteen  minutes  for  each 
State. 
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A  roll  of  the  States  was  called,  and  Califonua  answered  b\^  Dr, 
Oniie  as  follows: 

1  shotild  have  preferred  it  if  yoo  had  first  called  on  one  of  Ihe  eastern 
Stales*  which  perhaps  have  had  more  satisfactory  experience  than  we 
ol'  the  far  west 

In  regard  to  the  collection  of  statistics  of  deaths  and  their  canoes, 
our  Slate  Board  of  Health  is  greatly  in  need  ol  a  more  elfi^uent  sys!e»n ; 
our  State  being  so  large,  and  in  many  sections  thinly  populated,  h  iv- 
injr  an  area  of  territory  larger  ttian  tlie  New  England  States  and  New 
York  combined,  it  is  ditficult  to  get  full  returns  from  all  the  counties, 
owini^  to  the  absence  of  local  boards*  Bnt  we  make  a  colleclion  of 
vital  statistics  as  roniidete  as  can  be  obtained. 

We  endeavored,  at  the  last  session  of  our  Legislature^  to  have  a  hiw 
passed  not  to  permit  the  burial  of  any  person  withont  a  certificate  of 
death,  giving  the  canse,  signed  l\v  a  properly  authorized  officer  If 
such  g  bill  had  been  passed,  we  could  make  our  returns  more  comptete- 
At  present  only  the  larger  cities  require  certificates  of  death;  in  other 
places  a  person  can  die  and  be  huried  without  the  health  authoriiies 
hearing  of  the  death,  much  less  the  cause.  1  hope  that  our  next  Leg- 
islature will  pass  the  law  we  desire,  making  it  compulsory  all  over 
the  State  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  death  before  the  burial  of  any 
hum  a  II  body* 

In  regard  to  the  ^'collection  of  statistics  of  sickness,"  I  will  state 
that  postal  cards  are  sent  out  to  our  correspondents,  who  make 
monthly  reports;  so  that  at  any  time,  when  any  contagious  disease 
makes  its  appearance,  we  are  promptly  notified*  * 

In  regard  to  the  *'  collection  of  stalistics  t»f  meteorological  conditions 
Hpncident  with  sickness  and  death,''  I  would  say  that  within  the  past 
year  we  have  published  monthly  reports  of  the  meteorological  con- 

«Uon  of  the  whole  Pacific  coast,  and  we  hope,  in  the  conrse  of  time, 
I  make  these  reports  more  complete.  Then  from  a  comparison  of 
ese  reports  it  can  be  ascertained  what  connection*  if  any^  exists 
between  the  meteorological  conditions  and  any  particular  disease. 

In  the  monthly  circulars  issued  by  our  State  Board,  we  endeavor  to 
give  all  the  information  possible.  California  wants  to  l>e  in  the  advance, 
in  the  front  rank, in  the  matter  of  sanitation;  and  we  are  here  fur  the 
purpose  of  learning  what  has  been  done  and  seeing  what  can  be  done. 

At  the  next  sessiiin  of  our  State  Legislature  we  will  have  several 
bills  introduced  which,  if  they  become  laws,  wnll  be  of  great  benefit 
to  us  and  place  us  far  in  advance.  We  are  trying  to  educate  our 
people  on  sanitary  matters^  so  that  they  will  see  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  these  laws  and  force  our  legislators  to  do  their  duty, 

Illinois,  Dr.  Ranch.  I  do  not  know  that  I  have  anything  special  to 
say;  my  quarterly  report  is  here  and  you  can  see  it.  We  have  just 
commenced  seweragf  from  East  St,  Liuis,  and  that  is  one  of  the  most 
important  matters  we  are  doing,  but  wearegoingto  push  the  local  san- 
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italion  of  the  city.     In  fact,  I  have  nothing  to  say  oatside  of  the  last 
quarterly  report. 

Iowa,  responded  through  Dr.  Lewellyn.  I  arranged  to  bring  the 
secretary  of  our  board  for  the  purpose  of  answering  just  such  ques- 
tions, 80  1  did  not  take  any  special  pains  to  prepare  myself.  Unfor- 
tunately for  us  he  seems  to  be  absent  just  at  this  time.  We  have 
ever  since  the  organization  of  our  board  made  it  a  special  point  to 
make  collections  of  the  statistics  ot  deaths  and  their  causes,  and  we 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  organizing  our  board,  but  we  are 
getting  in  very  much  better  shape  and  our  reports  are  very  nearly 
correct  and  we  can  rely  upon  them.  We  have  a  very  thorough  orga- 
nization throughout  the  State  of  local  boards  of  health.  The  health 
officer  who  usually  mikes  the  report,  and  quite  promptly,  is  a  physi 
cian  and  can  be  relied  upon ;  we  get  reports  of  deaths  and  births  and 
special  mention  is  made  in  the  reports  as  to  the  health.  We  also  dis- 
tribute what  sanitary  knowledge  we  can  in  that  way;  it  is,  of  course, 
comparatively  new  work  but  we  feel  that  we  are  doing  something. 

We  are  collecting  meteorological  statistics  in  the  same  way,  and 
though  our  orjranization  is  not  perfect  we  are  doing  something.  By 
our  law  the  births  and  deaths  are  reported  to  the  county  clerk  and 
then  reported  to  the  board.  The  condition  of  health  is  reported  di- 
rectly to  the  secretary  (  f  the  State  Board  and  these  reports  are  em- 
bodied in  the  bulletin  that  is  ihtended  to  be  sent  to  all  local  boards  of 
health  officers. 

The  President  said  that  the  order  of  business  would  have  to  be  sus- 
pended, as  the  time  had  arrived  for  the  special  business  to  be  trans- 
acted, to  wit :  The  election  of  the  commit  tee  proposed  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  Dr.  Hewitt. 

On  motion  the  special  order  of  business  was  postponed  until  the 
subject  under  discussion  should  be  disposed  of. 

Kansas,  Dr.  Welch.  Mr.  President,  as  to  what  Kansas  is  doing 
to  advance  sanitary  science  i  will  say  that  three  years  ago  the  Legis- 
lature passed  a  law  creating  a  health  board  in  the  State  ;  that  board 
organized  and  promulgated  rules  for  the  government  of  local  health 
boards.  The  law  itself  created  county  health  boards  and  made  the 
county  commissioners  the  local  health  officers  and  they  appoint  whom 
they  please  from  the  medical  men  in  the  county  to  be  the  local  health 
officers,  ex  officio^  The  board  has  been  holding  for  two  years  health 
sanitary  conventions  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  educate  the  people 
to  an  appreciation  of  the  health  laws  of  the  State  and  to  educate  them 
so  that  they  will  give  us  more  etfective  laws  and  thus  enable  the 
board  to  do  better  work. 

As  to  the  collecting  of  statistics  of  death  the  law  itself  requires 
physicians,  under  penalty,  to  report  deaths  and  their  causes.  These 
reports  go  to  the  local  health  officer  and  he  makes  his  report  to  iho 
secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
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Relative  to  the  collection  of  the  statistics  of  sickness,  that  is  very 
uncertain,  A  physician  may  report  or  nmy  not,  there  is  no  law  re- 
quiring  them  to  report  to  the  Stat©  Board  of  IleHllh. 

As  to  the  raeteorolopical  con^lition  coincident  with  dckness  and 
death.  I  do  not  know  as  we  are  doing  anything  special  in  regard 
to  that* 

Dr.  Schenck  being;  present  can  probably  srive  fuller  information. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  has  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  a  law 
to  enable  the  board  of  health  in  our  State  to  execute  its  rules  and 
regulations,  and  that  law  has  been  submilted  to  the  dilFerent  organi- 
zatioas  or  socit-ties  in  tlie  State  for  them  to  adopt  or  make  sugges- 
tions^  and  1  ihink  within  the  last  ten  days  every  one  of  them  has  en- 
dorsed that  bill. 

Dr.  Schenck,  As  Dr.  Welch  has  said,  we  are  making  progress,  I 
remember  when  we  first  commenced  our  work  in  Kansas,  I  wrote  to 
Dr.  Borlidge  that  in  the  conr&e  of  twenty  years  we  expected  to  do 
something,  but  we  are  getting  along  fiister  than  that  State  sanitary 
conventions  are  doing  a  good  work  and  we  are  edneating  the  people 
pand  we  have  great  hopes  that  the  coming  Legislature  will  give  us  a 
law  whereby  we  can  compel  the  reports  of  deaths  and  births  and  the 
difterent  kinds  of  sickness  in  a  more  certain  and  rapid  manner. 

In  regard  to  the  registration  of  physicians  we  have  not  suceee ded 
in  having  the  law  enforced,  but  the  most  of  the  physicians  in  the 
state  are  in  perfect  accord  with  us  on  this  subject  and  we  shall  prob- 
ably have  that  law  remedied  shortly. 

Kentucky,  Dr.  McCoRMAtK.  Our  law  relating  to  vital  statistics  is  so 
defective  that  it  is  practically  a  dead  letter.  All  jjhysiciansand  mid- 
wives  are  required  by  the  law,  to  which  proper  penalties  are  attached, 
to  report  all  births  and  deaths  to  the  county  clerk,  Imt  as  we  have  had 
no  eilicient  law  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine,  satisfactory  re- 
turns have  rarely  been  made.  A  recently  enacted  medical  registra- 
tion law  will  go  into  effect  at  an  early  day  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
make  a  better  report  in  this  regard  in  the  future, 

Michigan.  Dr.  Baicek.  The  collection  of  statistics  of  deaths  and  the 
causes  thereof  was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  That  supervision  has  been  done  away  with  under 
the  directions  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the  deaths  are  collected 
under  a  very  imperfect  law.  The  supervisors  go  about  and  ask  for 
the  deaths  that  have  occurred  during  the  preceding  calendar  yeai*; 
they  go  around  in  April,  consequent  ly  a  little  over  a  year  has  elapsed 
since  the  occurrence  of  the  deaths  in  the  first  part  of  the  year  tor 
which  the  return  is  made,  and  on  accotmt  of  the  lapse  of  time  about 
one-half  of  the  deaths  are  omitted.  We  have  reason  to  believe  from 
the  statistics  obtained  in  that  manner,  compared  with  the  statistics 
collected  by  the  United  States  Marshall  for  the  United  States  census, 
that  about  one  half  of  the  deaths  are  not  reported.     The  half  which

are  repDrtei  enable  us  to  give  a  fair  estimate  of  the  relativ^e  proper 
tions  of  the  sexes  at  the  various  ages,  and,  perhaps,  the  proportion  of 
deaths  from  each  specified  cause ;  and  for  those  purposes  are  perhaps 
nearly  as  useful  as  if  we  had  them  all.  But  of  this  we  cannot  be 
certain. 

The  state  board  of  health  tries  to  advance  sanitary  science  by  be- 
ginning where  the  state  department  leaves  off,  utilizing  not  only  the 
statistics  collected  by  the  State  of  Michigan,  but  also  those  collected 
in  other  states  and  counties  in  the  studies  relative  to  the  causation  of 
pneumonia  and  of  other  diseases. 

With  reference  to  the  statistics  of  sickness,  we  get  very  satisfactory 
reports  on  postal  cards,  which  we  have  prepared  and  send  to  (he 
leading  physicians  in  every  part  of  the  State. 

For  the  collection  of  statistics  of  meteorological  conditions  we  have 
in  Michigan  about  thirty  points  of  obvervation,  and  the  observers 
have  been  in  service  for  a  number  of  years.  Generally  the  observa- 
tions are  taken  three  times  a  day,  at  seven  a.  m.,  two  p.  m.  and  nine 
p.  M.,  and  in  many  places  the  observers  have  registering  instruments 
so  that  they  get  quite  an  accurate,  continuous  record,  and  a  record  of 
highest  and  lowest  temperatures. 

Ohio.  Dr.  Jones.  The  State  Board  of  Ohio  has  been  in  existence 
about  two  years  and  I  can  speak  of  about  the  same  condition 
you  have  in  Kentucky.  The  collection  of  vital  statistics  is  made 
through  the  Secretary  of  State.  We  have  just  got  a  bill  through  the  Leg- 
islature creating  local  boards  which  makes  about  five  hundred  points 
to  keep  track  of.  We  have  now  about  four  hundred  correspondents 
who  Deport  diseases ;  we  have  probably  an  average  of  from  eighty  to 
ninety  reports  a  week. 

In  regard  to  the  collection  of  statistics  Dr.  Probst  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  is  here  and  can  tell  you  more  about  it  than  I  can. 

Dr.  PaoBsr.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  add  very  much  to  Dr.  Jones' 
report.  The  State  Board  is  given  supervision  of  the  collection  of  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  State.  The  laws  regulatmg  this  collection  were 
made  prior  to  the  board's  organization,  and  have  not  been  changed, 
consequently  the  work  remains  where  it  was — in  the  hands  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State.  We  receive  reports  from  local  boards  of  health 
(where  these  collections  are  made)  of  deaths  and  their  causes ;  we  get 
them  from  the  laiger  cities  and  most  of  the  larger  villages,  represent- 
ing in  all  something  over  a  million  inhabitants.  These  reports  are 
published  in  tabular  form  and  distributed. 

The  collection  of  statistics  of  sickness,  as  Dr.  Jones  has  stated,  is  by 
means  of  physicians  who  act  voluntarily  as  correspondents.  This  is 
very  unsatisfactory,  as  we  do  not  get  as  many  as  we  want,  and  they 
are  not  regular;  out  of  four  hundred  correspondents,  not  over  seventy 
report  each  week.  We  combine  these  statistics  in  the  shape  of  a  health 
bulletin  and  send  this  to  correspondents,  health  officers  and  others. 
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In  the  colIecHf>ii  of  meteorological  conflitions  we  are  doing  some- 
thing and  work  has  been  f^ommenced  which  promises  to  l>ear  £jood 
resui's.  We  have  forty  one  observers  who  send  us  regular  reports, 
which  are  published  in  connection  with  the  statistics  of  deaths  as  col- 
lected frora  the  hjcal  boards  of  health. 

I  have  here  some  charts  relating  to  this  that  w©  have  had  prepared 
and  will  pass  them  around  for  your  inspection. 

Pennsylvania,  Dr.  Lee.  The  great  State  of  Pennsylvania,  b'ke  the 
comparatively  new  State  of  California,  as  we  have  been  told,  is  in  such 
a  condition  that  a  man  may  die  and  be  put  under  ground, and  no  more 
official  note  taken  of  it  in  the  rural  districts  than  if  he  was  a  dog,  and 
not  as  much  as  if  he  was  an  Alderney  bull,  for  in  the  rural  districts 
considerable  pride  is  taken  if  a  choice  bull  dies;  there  is  a  note  made 
of  it. 

There  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Legislature  since  the  last  report, 
consequenlly  I  am  not  able  to  report  anything  additional  The  only 
registration  wfiich  is  made  in  the  State  oi"  Pennsylvania,  is  that  of  the 
medical  practitiouers,  and  those  are  made  to  the  county  authorilies 
who  are  not  compelled  to  report  to  any  State  authority,  consequently 
there  is  no  State  registration  whatever. 

South  Carolina,  Dr.  Evans.  We  have  a  registration  law  which  has 
been  in  operation  for  several  years,  which  requires  every  practitioner 
t.0  register  with  the  county  clerk  and  show  his  diploma,  and  makes  it 
a  penalty  to  practice  without  it.  For  the  last  seven  years  every  prac- 
titioner hat*  been  obliged  to  get  a  license  before  he  can  practice,  but 
there  was  a  little  omission  made  in  the  law  which  has  been  remedied 
within  a  few  weeks,  in  reference  to  statisticB. 

We  have  in  the  city  of  Charleston  statistics  gathered  up  with  a  great 
deal  of  care,  covering  sickness,  meteorological  conditions  and  so  on. 

Vermont,  Dr*  Allan.  I  would  say  in  answer  to  the  first  question,  it 
has  been  now  thirty  years  since  we  have  had  the  registration  of  births, 
deaths  and  marriages;  ( he  statistics  are  collected  once  a  year, — in 
February,  and  reported  to  the  town  clerk  who  makes  a  note  of  them  ; 
then  the  report  if^  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  wlio  makes  a  report 
of  the  registration  of  the  lurths  and  deaths  and  marriages  that  occur 
in  the  State. 

There  has  been  no  collection  of  statistics  of  sickness  and  no  statis- 
tics of  meteorological  conditions. 

Wisconsin,  Dr.  Reeves.  I  wish  I  could  tell  a  good  story  in  regard  to 
the  collection  of  statistics.  Wisconsin  has  a  law  whii^h  requires  all 
physicians  to  report  births  and  deaths,  but  it  is  a  law  which  has  stood 
upon  the  statute  books  for  a  gool  many  years.  Pliysicians  have  been 
required  to  make  these  reports  and  have  been  doing  so  to  a  limited 
^^itent,  but  within  the  last  two  or  three  years  there  has  been  more  or 
&88  activity  and   the  number  of  reports  has  increased  very  largely. 

^'e  do  not  regard  these  reports  as  of  any  great  sanitary  value.     I  do 
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not  believe  that  any  statistics  of  births  and  deaths  are  of  any  value 
unless  collected  regularly  under  authority  of  law.  These  statistics  are 
published  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

As  to  meteorological  observations  we  have  reports  from  the  Gov- 
ernment observers  and  from  a  number  of  private  observers.  The  sta- 
tistics of  sickness  aie  very  indefinite,  except  in  cases  of  small-pox  and 
scarlet  fever,  and  the  diseases  which  are  considered  contagious;  we  do 
not  consider  them  of  much  value.  In  cases  of  contagious  diseases  the 
reports  are  of  considerable  accuracy,  both  as  to  the  kind  of  diseases 
and  the  number  of  cases  and  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  those 
diseases. 

Ontario,  Dr.  Bryce.  I  have  not  very  much  to  say  in  connection  with 
these  questions,  as  the  most  of  you  are  aware  we  have  had  a  registra- 
tion of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  while  they  are  not  directly 
under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  health,  that  department  has 
charge,  and  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  care  in  comparing  them.  1  think 
our  statistics  regarding  deaths,  births  and  marriages  are  as  complete 
and  as  accurate  as  any. 

In  reference  to  the  collection  of  statistics  as  to  sickness,  as  reported 
to  us  by  the  medical  practitioners,  there  is  not  such  a  regular  report  as 
I  could  desire.  I  endeavored  last  year  to  reduce  the  work  to  a  mini- 
mum by  asking  that  a  report  only  of  contagious  diseases  be  made 
and  for  practical  purposes ;  it  seemed  to  me  that  was  all  that  we 
wished  certainly  to  know.  The  medical  men  have  been  reasonably 
prompt  in  responding. 

With  reijard  to  meteorological  conditions  in  the  Province  we  have 
everything  tliat  is  desirable  ;  this  has  been  in  thorough  operation  for 
some  thirty  years  and  enables  us  to  compare  the  statistics  of  meteor- 
ology with  the  dates  coincident  with  sickness  and  death.  We  have 
been  trying  to  get  our  organization  in  perfect  order  and  are  pushing 
the  work  as  far  as  possible. 

The  President.  The  subject  having  been  disposed  of,  the  special 
order  of  business,  namely,  the  election  of  the  committee  provided  for 
in  Dr.  Hewitt's  resolution  is  now  in  order. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Ranch  the  committee  was  increased  to  seven. 

On  motion,  the  chair  was  authorized  to  appnnt  a  committee  of 
three  to  place  in  nomination  members  for  this  committee. 

The  chair  appointed  Drs.  Baker,  Reeves  and  Lewellyn. 

The  committee  having  retired  the  convention  then  took  up  the 
proposition  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania,  viz: 
"What  should  be  the  attitude  of  state  boards  of  health  towards  lep- 
rosy," upon  which  Dr.  Lee  read  the  following  paper: 
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What  should  be  the  Attitude  of  State  Boards  of  Health  towards 

Leprosy  ? 


Dr.  Benjamin  Lek,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Can  Ihe  leper  change  his  spotg  ^  No  more  than  the  leopard  can> 
Can  any  one  else  change  or  remove  hh  spots  lor  him  ?  All  history 
from  the  times  of  the  ^reat  author  of  Leviticus  down  returns  a  sad 
and  solemn  negative  to  this  question  also.  The  knife  may  cut  out  the 
jerminating  cancer.  A  wisely  directed  regimen  may  induce  the 
'^encyst meet  of  the  tubercle.  Appropriate  medication  may  stay  the 
devourinjr  ravages  of  the  disease  which  it  is  a  shame  to  mention.  But 
for  leprosy  no  method  of  healing  exists.  Medical  science  and  the  Vis 
Medicatrix  Natunv  stand  side  by  side  mule,  with  folded  hands  in  its 
horrid  presence,  while  the  wretched,  hopeless  victim  slowly  falls  to 
pieces  like  a  crumbling  ruin  under  the  devouring  tooth  of  time  a 
loathed  and  desolate  outcast.  Loathed,  becniiae  he  becomes  an  object 
so  abhorrent  that  pity's  self  turns  from  tlie  sight  in  unwillingdisgust ; 
desolate*  because  the  unfailing,  unwavering  testimony  of  the  ages  is 
that  he  who  abides  with  him  will  himself  become  a  like  object  of 
dread  and  dire  decay.  More  than  this  his  habitual  abiding  place  soon 
becomes  infected  with  the  contagion  of  his  disease  whose  germs  Hour- 
ish  and  propagate  even  upon  walls  of  stone.  The  liorrid  doom  of 
Tirzah  and  her  mother  in  the  romance  of  Ben  Uur  is  no  mere  fancy 
sketch 

Leprosy  always  has  been  incurable*  Leprosy  always  has  been  con- 
tagious. Leprosy  always  has  been  infectious.  Now,  is  it  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  a  disease  germ  which  for  four  thouFand  years  has  an 
unbroken  history,  which  for  four  thousand  years  has  had  an  unchang* 
ing  character,  will  suddenly  lose  its  essential  characteristics?  That 
transportation  across  a  few  thousand  miles  of  ocean  into  a  climate 
whose  therm- norm  is  somewhat  lower  is  going  to  deprive  it  of  its 
contagious  and  infectious  qualities^  Have  we  any  analogy  in  nature 
for  so  astonishing  a  transformation?  I  certainly  know  of  none.  What 
then  has  led  to  the  w^ide-spread  incredulity  in  the  medical  profession 
as  to  its  contagiousness  in  this  country  and  in  other  temperate 
climes  ?    Three  reasons,  viz  : 

firsL  The  well-known  fact  that  wtiile  its  contagion  is  sure  it  is  ex- 
tremely slow. 

Secatid.  The  fact  that  the  germ  does  develop  more  slowly  and  slng- 
ll^shly  in  low  teraperalunes  than  in  high.  Hot  give  it  time  and  depend 
ipon  it,  it  will  develop  as  surely  and  as  relentlessly  as  under  a  trop- 
Dal  sun. 

Third.  The  fact,  not  so  generally  recognized,  that  there  are  cycles 
in  diitase.  That  for  a  period  of  years  greater  or  less,  owing  Uy  occult 
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conditions  not  as  yet  understood,  certain  vegetable  germB.  seeds  or 
spores  may  become  less  active  and  fruitful  and  then  for  a  series  of 
years  or  ages  regain  their  pristine  fertility.  We  are  now  in  a  cycle 
it  may  be  of  diminished  activity  of  the  germ  of  leprosy.  Let  us  sup- 
pose that  a  case  here  and  a  case  there  is  allowed  to  wander  at  will 
over  the  country  scattering  the  seeds  broadcast  wherever  it  goes,  when 
the  favorable  period  for  the  germination  of  these  spores  arrives  what 
a  frightful  harvest  will  death  the  reaper  have  to  glean. 

A  recent  number  of  a  well  known  medical  journal  says  in  its  edito- 
rial column  :  ^'Until  a  single  authentic  instance  of  its  communication 
by  contagion  in  this  country  can  be  adduced  it  is  the  height  of  folly 
to  demand  their  separation  Irom  their  fellows,^'  while  in  the  very 
same  issue  it  records  the  following  thoroughly  authenticated  case 
reported  by  Mr.  Hillis.  the  superintendent  of  the  largest  leper  asylum 
in  the  West  Indies:  ^*A  shopkeeper  at  Demerara,  whose  business  as 
contractor  for  provisions  took  him  frequently  to  the  asylum,  became 
leprous.  For  at  least  ten  years  his  wife  remained  free  from  any  sign 
of  leprosy.  The  case  was  well-known  and  Mr.  Hillis  had  been  fre- 
quently called  on  to  explain  with  reference  to  this  very  person,  how, 
if  leprosy  wag  in  any  way  contagious,  this  man*s  wife  escaped  so  long. 
In  May,  1886,  this  woman  came  to  him  with  well-marked  symptoms 
of  leprosy  and  was  under  treatment  when  he  left  the  West  Indies.^' 
Other  cases  are  on  record  in  which  the  period  of  incubation  was  nine- 
teen and  twenty  years.  It  will  not  do  to  say  that  because  cases  of 
leprosy  have  existed  for  a  few  years  in  a  certain  community  and  no 
instance  of  contagion  has  been  discovered,  (I  say  discovered  because 
the  tendency  of  the  leper  is  to  conceal  his  malady,  and  he  may  suc- 
ceed for  a  considerable  length  of  time),  that,  ergo^  leprosy  is  not  con- 
tagious in  that  locality.  This  is  an  experiment  which  demands  time, 
a  lone;  series  of  years,  and,  while  it  is  being  made,  such  precautions 
should  be  observed  that  should  the  result  be  in  favor  of  the  theory  of 
contagion,  numbers  of  lives  will  not  have  been  sacrificed  to  it,  noi 
centers  of  infection  have  been  established  in  every  center  of  i>opula- 
tion. 

It  is  only  theorizers  and  those  who  take  cursory  and  distant  glances 
at  it  who  pronounce  it  harmless.  All  who  have  been  in  a  position  to 
study  it  practically  for  a  lifetime  unite  in  raising  a  warning  voice 
against  this  dangerous  delusion. 

Daniellson  and  Bock  who  observed  the  disease  in  a  climate  even 
colder  than  our  own  gave  the  following  as  the  mature  result  of  their 
experience  :  ''Our  whole  theory  of  lepra  rests  incontestably  upon  the 
sad  fact  that  within  the  bounds  where  it  commits  its  ravages  it  can 
be  made  harmless  to  the  rest  of  the  people  only  by  isolation." 

In  the  short  space  of  forty  years  one  tenth  of  the  entire  population 
of  the  Sandwich  Islands  has  become  infected  from  two  individuals. 

Mr.  Hillis,  after  twenty  years' experience,  thus  formulates  his  concln- 
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Hon  :  **Wherever  lepers  are  allowed  to  congregate  and  no  attempt  is 
made  at  isolation,  other  cases  will  in  due  coiiTBe  assuredly  arise  iire- 
bpective  of  hereditary  tendency,  peculiarity  of  diet  or  locality/' 

Acc^orJing  to  M.  Beenier,  a  member  of  the  French  Academy  of 
Medicine^  leprosy,  far  from  disappearing  by  degrees,  is  spreading  rap- 
idly. Since  ihe  extension  ot  t!ie  French  colonial  posBessions,  soldiers, 
6aiIor8,  traders  and  missionaries  have  fallen  victims  to  it  in  large 
numbers.  He  therefore,  exhorts  physicians  in  all  countries  to  study 
the  fell  disease  in  order  to  find  a  means  of  counteracting  its  ravages, 
for  it  has  active  focuses  of  infection  in  every  part  of  the  globe. 

Thoroughly  substantiated  cases  of  its  transference  by  vaceinnlion 
have  been  placed  on  record  by  Tilbury  Fox  and  Erasmus  Wilson. 
There  is  a  curious  tendency  in  minds  which  have  not  had  a  strictly 
losrical  training  to  give  equal  weight  to  posiiive  and  negative  testi- 
mony. But  as  M.  Besnier  well  says^  ^4n  a  question  of  tiii:^  kind  a  few 
positive  instances  of  contagion  count  for  more  than  an  innumerable 
Dumber  of  negative  inslances/"  From  among  a  large  number  of  pos- 
itive instances  which  lie  cites  I  quote  only  such  as  have  a  direct  bear- 
ing on  the  question  as  it  concerns  our  duty  from  the  fact  that  they 
have  occurred  in  climates  csimilar  to  our  own.  They  are  collated  in 
the  British  iledical  Journal,  November  12  and  11*. 

In  1872  Dr*  Hawtrey  Benson  showed  to  the  Dublin  Medical  Society 
an  Irish  leper  who  had  contracted  the  disease  in  the  Indies  where  he 
had  lived  twenty-two  years.  For  a  year  and  a  half  this  man's  brother, 
who  had  only  left  Ireland  for  a  visit  to  England  forty  six  years  before, 
slept  in  the  same  bed  and  wore  his  clothing.  He  became  a  leper  and 
was  presented  to  the  pame  medical  society.     There  was  im  le(>er  in 

«  family  and  there  had  been  no  leprosy  in  the  British  Isles  for  sev- 
1  centuries. 

An  inhabitant  of  Sagra  established  himself  at  Parcent  about  1850. 

Leprosy  was  quite  unknown  there  and  the  Indian  who  had  the  first 

symptoms  of  it  did  not  know  the  gravity  of  big  illness.      He  went  to 

live  with  a  friend  and  a  little  while  at*ter  two  cases  of  leprosy  were 

^borted.     The  friends  of  the  first  victims  were  the  only  ones  at- 

Bked. 

Hi.  Betty  MacCarthy,  of  Prince  Edward^a  Island,  was  married,  1S36, 
became  ill  in  1863,  and  died  in  18G4  of  leprosy.      Had  five  children. 

K;.  Kichard  died  of  lepnsy  after  twenty  years  illness.    /;.  John  died 
leprosy  after  twelve  years  illness,     c.  Mike  died  of  leprosy  alter 
years  illness,     rf.  William  died  of  leprosy  at  twenty-one  years  of 
.     e,  Mary  died  of  leprosy  after  twenly  years  illness.     3.  John 
^>jjyle,  Mary's  husband,  died  of  leprosy  after  six  years  i  Iness.    2.  Two 
^kghters  of  John  and  Mary  Doyle  died  of  leprosy.     1.  John  Brown, 
RWio  nursed  W,  MacOarthy  during  his  illness  and  washed  iuid  buried 
him  after  death,  became  leprous  shortl}"  after  and  died  of  this  disease. 
4.  James  Cameron,  wdio  married  Betty    MacCarthy 's  daughter  Su- 
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zanna,  had  two  children  by  her  who  were  healthy.  He  was  accas- 
tomtd  to  sleep  with  Mike  MacCarthy.  In  ISiO  he  presented  true 
leprous  symptoms  and  is  now  very  ill. 

Formerly,  Dr.  White  relates,  there  were  lepers  in  Louisiana.  A 
hospital  was  founded  lor  them  after  which  the  disease  almost  com- 
pletely disappeared.  No  trace  of  it  was  found  up  to  1866,  at  which 
lime  it  appeared  in  a  woman.  Madame  Ourblanc,  whose  father  origi- 
nally came  from  the  south  of  France.  She  died  in  1870  leaving  six 
children.  Leprosy  appeared  in  the  second  son  in  1871,  in  the  eldest 
and  fourth  sons  in  1872.  The  eldest  daughter  died  of  an  acute  dis- 
ease, the  second  became  a  leper.  All  of  them  lived  in  their  mother^s 
house.  In  1875  a  nephew  of  the  woman  living  eight  mil<^s  away  be- 
came leprous.  In  1873  leprosy  appeared  in  a  young  woman  not 
related  to  this  fanuly,  but  who  had  nursed  Madame  Ourblanc  in  the 
last  period  of  her  illness,  Finally  it  was  developed  in  a  young  man 
who  had  lived  some  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  Ourblancs,  but 
who  had  often  slept  with  the  fourth  son  of  the  family  in  1875.  Other 
cases  of  leprosy  afterwards  developed  in  the  vicinity. 

The  latest  authoritative  utterance  on  this  subject  is  that  of  Prof. 
von  Wahl,  of  Dorpat,  in  a  little  brochure  on  '^Leprosy  in  the  Baltic 
Provinces."  prepared  for  the  information  of  health  officers  in  Russia. 
The  result  of  his  study  of  the  disease  in  that  cold  climate  is  that  it  is 
undoubtedly  both  contagious  and  infectious,  although  he  inclines  to 
the  belief  that  an  ulcerative  process  is  necessary  to  set  free  the  lepra 
bacillus. 

I  cannot  overlook  one  argument  which  has  been  advanced  by  those 
who  are  disposed  to  dally  with  this  serious  danger.  It  has  been  said 
that  we  do  not  isolate  persons  infected  with  syphilis  and  therefore  we 
should  not  deal  more  harshly  with  those  suffering  from  leprosy.  This 
is  equivalent  to  urging  that  as  we  have  one  foul,  contagious  disease, 
which  is  in  the  main  curable,  and  the  mode  of  propagation  of  which 
is  accurately  known,  firmly  fastened  upon  us  and  as  owing  to  the  pe- 
culiar method  of  its  propagation  we  have  not  yet  arrived  at  a  suffi- 
ciently high  state  of  civilization  to  enable  us  to  isolate  those  infected 
with  it,  therefore,  we  should  make  no  attempt  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  another  infinitely  more  loathsome,  contagious  disease  which  is  in- 
curable, the  exact  mode  of  propagation  of  which  is  as  yet  unknown 
and  to  the  isolation  of  which  there  exists  no  such  obstable.  The  ar- 
gument I  conceive  needs  no  other  answer  than  its  clear  statement. 

To  our  brethren  of  the  Pacific  coast  this  subject  comes  home  more 
pressingly  than  to  us  of  the  east.  Mongolian  immigration  cannot  fail 
to  bring  along  with  its  thousands  of  healthy,  hardy,  willing  workers 
many  an  individual  in  whose  blood  lurks  this  lethal  taint. 

I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  sentiment  which  is  taking  possession 
of  the  minds  of  the  profession  in  California  will  rapidly  become  the 
dominant  sentiment  with  us.    And  I  therefore  offer  for  the  considera- 
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tion  of  lite  conference  the  following  resolutions  based  upon  the  recom- 
m^nilations  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Ciiliforiiia  State  Meilica! 
Society,  of  wliich  Dr.  W.  F,  McNutt,  of  Snn  Frandseo,  wa?  chairman, 
tiriit  premii>ing  that  the  fourth  reBoIntion  or  clause  wIul^i  miglit  oiher- 
wieeseem  forced  and  unnecessary  is  founded  upon  tlie  discovery  of  Dr 
Arninc;  that  the  bacillus  of  leprosy  seems  lo  multiply  in  the  bodies  of 
dead  lepers  months  after  they  have  been  buried. 

Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  conference. 

First.  That  a  strict  qnaraniine  should  be  establishad  ajxainst  lep- 
rosy, and  that  all  lepers  attemplinp:  to  enter  this  country  should  be 
returned  to  whence  they  came. 

Secondly.  Tlial  those  already  here  or  who  develop  the  disease  here 
shrijild  be  ri^dly  segregated. 

Thirdly,  That  it  is  eminently  desirable  that  entirely  distinct  hospi- 
tals should  he  provided  for  such  cases  ;  and, 

Fourthly,  That  the  bodies  of  deceased  lepers  be  cremated  ^r  buried 
in  lime,  and  their  personal  etTecis  be  destroyed  by  tire  after  being 
treated  with  powerful  disinfectants. 

Dr  Lewellyn  moved  that  the  discussion  be  laid  over  for  another 
year  and  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  special  committee. 

Dn  Orme,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  California,  said  :  I  rise 
to  second  the  motion,  I  was  on  the  Oommittee  of  the  California 
Slate  Medical  Society  which  made  the  report  referred  to  by  Dr*  Lee, 
and  the  conclusions  that  the  committee  arrived  at  have  been  cor^ 
rectly  stated.  We  have  had  leprosy  in  San  Francieco;  we  have  also 
had  a  few  cases  throughout  the  State,  but  it  is  generally  confined  to 
Chinese  immigrants.  1  know  of  several  cases.  It  has  been  ttie  polit*y 
of  the  State  to  send  these  Chinamen  back,  not  allowing  them  to  land. 
Several  years  ago  there  were  ten  or  a  dozen  sent  back  to  China  by 
the  municipal  authorities  at  San  Francisco.  This  is  one  of  the  evils 
of  Chinese  immigration. 

As  to  the  question  as  to  whether  leprosy  is  hereditary  as  well  as 
contagious,  I  would  say  that  the  weight  of  evidence  reems  to  be  that 
it  is  both  contagious  and  hereditary. 

The  case  of  the  priest  who  lived  for  many  years  among  the  lepers 
on  the  Island  of  Moloki  without  contracting  the  disease  has  been 
cited  as  the  principal  argument  against  the  view  that  leprosy  is  con- 
tagious, yet  within  the  past  twelve  months  it  is  positively  known  that 
he  has  contracted  leprosy  in  its  worst  form. 

On  a  call  of  the  motion,  the  paper  was  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three,  consisting  of  Drs.  Lee.  Bryce  and  Hoeg,  of  Wisconsin,  to  report 
their  conclusions  at  the  next  meeliog. 

Tne  nominating  committee  reported  as  follows  i  Dr.  J  IL  Ranch, 
[IliooiB,  chairman;  Dr.  H.  B.  Baker,  Michigan:  Dr.  C.  N.  Hewitt, 
Minnesota;   Dr*  J.  N*  McCormack,  Kentucky;  Dr.  J.  G.  Simmons, 
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South  Carolina;  Dr.  James  Simpson,  California;  Dr.  P.  U.  Bryce, 
Province  of  Ontario.  Canada,  and  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  Pennsylvania. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Lewellyn,  the  secretary  ^'as  instructed  to  cast  the 
vote  of  the  conference  for  the  names  nominated  by  the  committee. 

Un  motion  of  Dr.  Baker,  the  PreMdent  of  the  Ohio  State  Board  of 
Health,  Dr.  John  D.  Jones,  was  added  to  the  committee. 

The  secretary  reported  the  duty  of  casting  the  ballot  of  the  con- 
ference for  the  names,  and  the  same  were  declared  elected. 

On  motion,  the  conference  adjourned  until  ten  o'clock  Monday 
morning,  May  7, 1888. 


M  RNiiNG  Session. 

Monday,  May  7,  1S88. 

Dr.  Lee,  of  the  Stite  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania,  said :  I  ask 
permission  of  the  Conference  to  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  reso- 
lution which  1  offered  in  regard  to  quarantine  stations. 

Dr.  Bauch  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  resolution  was  reconsidered. 

Dr.  Lee.  1  move  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding  Philadelphia, 
and  we  also  urge  upon  Congress  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  establish  a 
National  Bureau  of  Health. 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  placed  before  the  couference 
and  was  carried. 

The  committee  on  the  subject  of  isolation  hospitals  and  other  dis- 
cussions, reported  as  follows: 
To  the  President  and  Memhera  of  the  Conference  : 

Gentle3Ien:  Your  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  subject  of 
isolation  hospitals  and  other  discussions  thereon,  begs  leave  to  report 
as  follows : 

1.  That  the  principle  of  the  establishment  of  isolation  hospitals,  as 
a  preferable  method  to  placarding  houses  and  quarantining  families, 
has  been  fully  confirmed,  both  by  general  experience  and  the  exper- 
ience of  membeis  of  the  conference. 

2  That  the  practical  difficulties — First.  Of  expense  of  establishment. 
Second.  Of  the  removal  of  persons  suffering  from  dangerous  infectious 
diseases  thereto  are  not  so  serious  in  practice  as  at  first  sight  would 
appear,  since  the  simple  character  of  the  isolated  buildings  required  in 
many  cases,  for  handling  first  cases  and  the  discrimination  which  ought 
to  be  exendsed  by  medical  health  officers  in  the  removal  of  persons, 
will  be  found  to  largely  remove  what  in  many  cases  appeared  insuper- 
able difficulties. 

8.  That  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  position  which  all  our  State 
and  Provincial  Hoards  should  take  is  that  of  urging,  from  the  stand 
points  of  duty  aiii  economy,  tlieir  local  boards  to  establish  placds  of 
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.isolation  for  those  ea&ee  ol^diphtheria,  etc,»  which  in  their  opinion  will 
be  dangerous  (o  Ihe  household  and  the  eomnmnity, 

4.  That  coteraporaneously  with  education  along  the  above  lines* 
State  and  Provincual  BcmnU  ought  to  press  ibr  sticli  legislation  as  will 
place  them  and  Uieir  It-cal  boards  in  a  position  to  enforce  such  isola 
lion  as  the  circumstances  may  demand.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Tliompson,  discussion  of  I  he  report  was  postponed. 

The  chairman  stated  that  the  (|i]eslion  proposed  by  tlie  State  Board 
of  Missouri, '* The  subject  of  railroad  travel  by  persons  knowingly 
ailed ed  w*ilh  dnngerous  communicable  diseases  and  the  proper  means 
of  restriction  of  such  travel,  hegiilalive  or  otherwise;  what  penalty 
and  how  imposed  for  such  grave  offenses  against  public  health  and 
flafety,''  w^as  before  the  conference. 

On  motion  of  Dr  Ranch,  the  discussion  upon  the  question  was  post- 
poned. 

The  chair  stated  that  the  propot^ition  of  the  8late  Hoard  of  Kansas, 
^*The  intluence  of  medical  education  upon  public  liealth,""  w^as  the 
next  subject  for  discussion. 

On  motion,  the  subject  w\is  postponed. 

The  chair  announced  that  the  proposition  of  ihe  State  Board  of  Ver 
mont,  *^  What  sanitary  regulations  are  necessary  in  and  about  country 
residences?"  was  open  for  discussion. 

Dr.  Allan,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Vermont,  addressed  the 
conference  brietly  on  the  subject,  alter  which  IVirlher  discussion  was 
postponed. 

The  chair  stated  that  the  proposition  of  the  Slate  Board  of  Health 
of  California,  'Mn  the  event  of  cholera  reaching  America,  can  it  be 
prevented  from  becoming  an  epidemic?  If  eo^  how?'-  was  before  the 
conference. 

Dr.  LiWDSLEY,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Heallh  of  Tennessee, 
eaid  :  I  consider  this  an  important  matter  for  Ihe  American  people  to 
look  after,  I  remember  the  epidemic  of  1833  with  perfect  distinct- 
ness;  servants  in  my  father's  family  took  the  cholera  in  the  moriung 
and  died  that  night,  I  remenjber  the  epidemic  of  1849.  being  then  a 
medical  man,  with  more  distinctness,  and  also  that  of  1854  and  again 
in  1806.  1  most  emphatically  agree  with  the  statement  of  Dr.  Ranch; 
that  it  is  an  epidemic  that  can  be  readily  stopped  and  by  the  same 
means  that  we  would  resort  to  in  diphtheria  or  small  pox;  there  is  no 
mystery  or  trouble  about  it,  it  is  simply  isolation  and  dibinfection.  It 
is  very  easy  to  say  that  cholera  is  a  National  pestilence  and  that  it 
can  be  prevented,  but  it  takes  money  to  do  this,  and  if  the  Congress 
at  Washington  would  pay  one-tenth  of  the  interest  to  the  subject 
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which  it  pays  to  the  animal  industry,  cholera  would  be  forever  shut 
out  of  this  continent.

Name. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  "The  National  Conference  of 
State  Boards  of  Health." 

Member  ships. 

The  members  of  this  conference  shall  be  the  executive  officers  or 
other  delegated  representatives  of  the  State  Boards  of  Health  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

Dues^ 

Each  Board  represented  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  conference 
five  dollars  per  year. 

Votes. 

Whenever  demanded  by  two  delegates,  any  question  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  vote  by  States,  each  State  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  a  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer. 

The  duties  of  each  officer  shall  be  those  which  are  usually  performed 
by  such  an  officer;  and  collectively  the  officers  shall  be  an  executive 
committee  to  make  suitable  provisions  for  meetings  of  the  conference, 
for  programme,  etc. 

Parliamentary  Rules. 

Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  the  guide  to  parliamentary  action,  in  case 
of  question. 

Amendment  of  this  Constitution. 

Notice  of  the  nature  of  any  proposed  amendment  of  this  constitu' 
tion  shall  lie  upon  the  table  from  one  annual  meeting  to  another 
before  coming  to  a  vote.  Such  notice  having  been  given,  this  con- 
stitution may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  conference, 
if  a  majority  of  the  States  and  Provinces  represented  vote  in  favor  of 
such  amendment. 

Dr.  Ranch  moved  that  the  report  be  received. 

Motion  carried. 

Dr.  Thompson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Motion  carried.

Proceedings. 

The  State  Sanitary  Convention,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  assembled  in  Music  Hall,  Lewisburg,  at  2  o'clock 
p.  M.,  Thursday,  May  17.  Every  member  of  the  Board  was  present. 
There  was  a  large  representation  of  medical  men  from  a  distance. 
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The  convention  organized  with  Hon*  Samuel  T.  DaTie,  of  Lant^uster, 
as  president,     h\  O.  Whitman  was  appointed  assistant  secretary. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  E.  H,  Leisenring,  of  Lewisburg, 

It  was  expected  that  Governor  Beavor  would  make  the  introductory 
remarks;  but  he  was  unable  to  be  present,  and  Lieutenant  Governor 
Stone  came  in  his  slead.  After  relerring  to  the  inability  of  the  Gov- 
ernor  to  be  at  hand  on  account  of  his  attending  a  religious  assemblage, 
Lieutenant  Governor  Stone  spolie  of  the  objects  of  this  meeting  He 
said  that  the  Legislature  had  provided  for  the  protection  of  the  people 
from  dynamite  and  nilro-glycerine  explosions,  and  that  the  Board  of 
Health  were  laboring  to  protect  tlie  people  from  other  dangers,  from 
sickness,  from  contagions.  That  there  was  a  necessity  to  provide 
against  impure  food  and  impure  water*  The  State  Board  went  upon 
the  prin€i[>le  that  '*an  ounce  of  prevention  was  worth  a  pound  of 
cure.''  They  were  trying  to  arouse  an  interest  in  the  people  upon 
sanitary  matters.  He  closed  by  thanking  all  for  their  attention, 
and  hoped  the  work  of  the  convention  might  be  fruitful  of  great 
good. 

President  D,  J,  Hill  then  delivered  an  address  of  welcome.  He 
commenced  by  referring  to  the  temperature  of  the  room  (which  was 
exceedingly  chilly)  as  not  being  calculated  ibr  sanitary  purposes,  and 
he  hoped  the  coolness  of  the  atmosphere  would  not  be  taken  as  an 
evidence  of  the  warmth  of  the  welcome  he  was  endeavoring  to  extend. 
He  pleasantly  alluded  to  the  several  objects  the  Board  of  Health  had 
in  view.  He  referred  to  the  struggles  of  the  several  ages — of  the 
progress  in  the  manner  of  weapons,  in  warfare,  in  medicine,  and  said 
this  was  the  age  of  peaceful  struggles.  Disease  originated  from  germs 
— that  a  sound  mind  could  not  be  expected  to  live  in  a  diseased  body 
— that  disease  was  born  of  Satan,  lie  closed  by  extending  a  warm,  a 
most  hearty,  weiconie  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  and  on  the  part  of 
the  educational  institution  he  represented,  to  the  members  of  the 
sanitary  convention. 

Dr,  J.  H,  McCltVlland,  of  Pittsburgh,  in  reply,  returned  the  thanks 
of  the  Board  for  the  generous  welcome  extended.  He  said  the  kind 
hospitality  of  this  community  was  known  throughout  the  State,  It 
seemed  to  have  been  inherited  by  the  people  from  past  generations 
— ^in  fact,  even  from  the  days  of  the  Indians,  that  noble  red  man, 
Logan,  whose  home  was  in  this  vicinity,  had  left  a  record  that  he 
would  allow  no  white  man  to  go  away  hungry.  He  spoke  of  the  work 
of  the  Board;  that  notwithstanding  the  great  task  before  them,  the 
Board  was  limited  to  an  appropriation  of  but  $5,000  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred;  that,  therefore,  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  people  was 
the  more  necessary.  He  closed  by  again  returning  the  thanks  of  the 
Board, 

Dr,  J.  F.  Edwards,  of  Philadelphia,  offered  the  following  resolutioos, 
which  were  unanimously  adopted: 
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Resolved^  That  the  proceedings  of  this  convention  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  parliamentary  rules  observed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Resolved^  That  the  time  allotted  to  the  reading  of  each  paper  be 
twenty-five  minutes  and  the  time  allotted  to  the  discussion  of  each 
paper  be  limited  to  fifteen  minutes. 

Resolved^  That  the  papers  read  before  this  convention  shall  be  con 
sidered  the  property  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  publication,  eitbef 
wholly  or  in  part,  in  its  annual  report. 

Dr.  P.  N.  K.  Schwenk,  of  Philadelphia,  then  read  an  interesting 
paper  on  ''  The  Prevention  of  Contagious  Ophthalmia.  The  lecture 
abounded  in  valuable  thoughts  and  suggestions.  He  stated  that 
many  of  the  eye  diseases  originated  in  infancy — that  they  were  the 
result  of  the  negligence  and  ignorance  ofmidwives.  He  noted  the  cases 
of  physicians  at  large  hospitals,  who  treated  the  eyes  of  infants 
directly  alter  birth  with  silver  nitrate  for  ophthalmia,  with  wonderful 
beneficial  results.  That  the  spread  of  eye  diseases  was  caused  by 
carelessness  in  washing  in  basins  and  using  the  same  towels.  The 
endless  towels,  so  commonly  in  use,  were  prolific  means  in  spreading 
ophthalmia.  Board*  of  health  should  place  eye  diseases  with  the  con- 
tagions, ior  which  there  should  be  special  restrictions. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Furey,  of  Sunbury,  followed  with  an  able  paper  on 
'^Trichinosis  and  its  Prevention."  He  gave  several  cases  of  his  expe- 
rience with  the  disease  at  Sunbury  and  elsewhere.  The  disease  has 
different  symptoms  with  different  constitutions.  His  first  case,  De- 
cember 9, 1880,  was  that  of  a  young  man  who  thought  he  had  a  bad 
cold.  Subsequently  four  others  of  the  same  family  were  attacked 
with  the  disease,  and  coming  across  their  pork  barrel  he  examined 
the  meat  under  the  microscope  and  found  the  trichina  worm.  It  was 
so  small  that  it  was  invisible  to  the  naked  eye.  He  tried  a  remedy 
of  his  own.  He  used  an  active  purgative  at  first,  gave  liberally  of 
quinine  and  other  medicines,  and  had  great  success  in  curing  the  dis- 
ease. He  believed  the  germs  of  the  disease  often  came  from  the 
swill  barrel  and  the  garbage  of  the  kitchen.  Pork  should  be  thor- 
oughly steamed  and  cooked — never  eaten  in  a  raw  state.  He  thougb't 
there  should  be  a  general  law  to  require  the  thorough  inspection  of 
every  piece  of  pork — that  the  large  manufactories  should  be  required 
to  have  their  meat  inspected  under  a  microscope  and  it  should  be 
properly  branded  as  so  examined.  He  showed  a  clinch  pin  that 
would  make  a  good  brand  for  such  purpose,  and  also  exhibited  photo- 
graphs taken  of  meat  containing  trichina. 

The  subject  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Groff,  Hyatt,  Dudley,  Lee,  Ed- 
wards and  others,  the  opinion  being  generally  expressed  that  pork 
thoroughly  cooked  could  not  hurt  anybody. 

"The  Water  Supply  of  Lewisburg,"  was  the  subject  of  an  interest- 
ing address  by  Prof.  W.  G.  Owens,  of  Lewisburg.      He  said  that  im- 
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purities  were  often  found  in  the  clearest  water.  He  alluded  to  the 
tact  that  sewerage  M'  towns  above  ii!*,  WiMiamsport,  Watson  town, 
Milton, etc.,  passed  into  the  river,  and  that  iL  was  a  ciuestion  whether 
this  affected  the  water  of  the  river  at  this  point.  Also,  to  there  being 
a  small  sewer  from  our  town  emptyinfc  into  the  river  several  hundred 
feet  bel(>w  tlie  water  works.  The  impurities  of  the  common  well 
were  referred  to,  a3  to  how  they  were  injured  by  ceispools,  and  by 
some  who  had  abandoned  their  wells  and  introducing  the  river  water 
had  used  their  old  wells  as  receptaelea  tor  foul  matter.  He  stated 
that  an  analysis  had  been  made  at  the  university  laboratory  of  well 
water  and  f'lUnd  to  contain  a  great  deal  ol  injurious  matter  The 
river  water  had  al&o  been  examined,  and  it  was  found  to  be  soft 
water,  comparatively  pure,  far  more  so  than  that  of  the  wells.  The 
wells  of  the  boroui!:h,  he  thouj^ht,  were  undoubtedly  contaminated. 

Dr.  P.  F.  Hyatt  stated  that  his  experience  as  a  physician  was  that 
the  use  of  river  water  was,  as  a  matter  oi  health,  tar  superior  to 
well  water, 

U  was  urged  by  many  representatives  that  all  water  for  drinking 
purposes  should  be  boiled,  and  it  would  be  much  healthier* 

Mr.  J.  A.  Gundy  inquired  whether  artesian  well  water  was  pure, 
and  was  replied  to,  that  such  was  the  case  in  wells  from  1,000 to  1,200 
feet  in  depJh. 

The  matter  was  discussed  until  adjournment  at  5 JO  o'clock. 


EvENisc4  Session, 

'•Sanitary  Short  Comings  of  Lewisburg,"  was  the  subject  of  an  in- 
teresting lecture  by  Dr.  W.  B,  Atkinson,  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Slate  S«jciety,  medical  inspector  to  the  board  Jbr  the  Delaware 
district.  It  was  a  valuable  paper.  The  main  points  made  were 
I  hat  our  street  sewerage  was  very  deficient,  that  cesspools  were  not 
pnperly  attended  to,  and  tliat  the  well  water  was  impure. 

Hon.  S.  T.  Davis,  M.  D.,  of  Lancaster,  the  president  of  the  meeting, 
then  delivered  the  annual  address,  which  was  a  masterly  production 
as  a  composition,  and  abounded  in  points  showing  the  work  accom- 
plished by  medical  men  in  the  past  and  the  task  before  them. 

**The  Heating  and  Ventilating  of  School  and  Assembly  Kooms,^'  by 
'Dn  Pembertou  Dudley,  was  an  instructive  paper,  which  deserves 
wide  circulation. 
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Friday — Morning  Session. 

The  business  was  commenced  by  an  able  lecture  by  Dr.  P.  F. 
Hyatt,  of  Lewisburg,  on  the  subject  of  ''Disposal  of  the  Dead."  He 
said  that  if  the  people  of  the  early  days  lived  longer  than  we  do  it 
was  not  because  they  had  a  more  pleasant  earth  than  we  have.  They 
did  not  know,  however,  how  to  keep  the  earth  pure.  He  spoke  of 
the  different  forms  of  burial  in  the  world  and  asserted  that  earth 
burial  was  the  worst,  that  but  a  few  feet  of  earth  covered  decompos- 
ing bodies,  and  rains  soon  carried  this  decomposition  into  the  waters 
we  drink.  Cremation  had  been  adopted  thousands  of  years  ago,  it 
was  spoken  of  in  the  sciiptures.  In  ancient  Greece  the  better  class  of 
the  people  were  cremated — Alexander  of  Macedonia  was  cremated. 
There  were  now  four  crematories  in  Pennsylvania.  If  cremation  was 
established,  there  would  be  better  health  for  the  living,  and  the  fear 
of  being  buried  alive  would  be  overcome,  the  work  of  the  grave  rob- 
bers would  be  ended,  and  there  would  be  no  spirits  who  would  return 
to  rattle  their  bones. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Walker,  professor  of  the  principles  and  practice  of  medi- 
cine in  the  Women's  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  then  delivered 
a  carefully  prepared  lecture  on  ^'Typhoid  Fever  and  its  Prevention." 
In  opening  up  a  new  country,  he  said,  the  first  disease  to  visit  the 
people  was  malaria.  Typhoid  fever,  if  there  was  not  proper  drainage, 
was  apt  to  follow  in  its  track.  Typhoid  could  come  from  improper 
food,  irregular  meals,  bad  ventilation  or  sewer  gas,  but  impure  drinR- 
ing  water  was  the  main  source  of  the  disease.  Wells  should  not  be 
located  near  cesspools,  cemeteries,  hog  pens,  chicken  coops  or  barn- 
yards. Eleven  hundred  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  with  over  one  hun- 
dred deaths  at  Plymouth,  Pa.,  was  the  resultof  the  careless  treatment 
of  the  first  case.  Boiling  water  will  destroy  the  germs  in  cesspools. 
To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  do  not  eat  or  sleep  in  the  sick 
room,  keep  food,  especially  milk,  out  of  the  room,  bury  all  filth,  thor- 
oughly disinfect  and  destroy  the  clothing  of  the  patient  used  during 
sickness. 

A  letter  was  here  read  from  Andrew  A.  Leiser,  Esq.,  of  Lewisburg, 
making  the  following  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  purity  of  the  water 
provided  by  the  Lewisburg  Water  Company,  viz : 

I.  What  is  the  sanitary  character  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Lew- 
isburg water  works  ?    Considering  among  other  things, 

1.  The  sewage  emptied  into  the  Susquehanna  river  from  Milton 
and  towns  above. 

2.  The  sewage  emptied  into  the  Buflfalo  creek ;  and,  especially, 

3.  The  sewage  emptied  into  the  river  at  the  foot  of  Market  streeti 
Lewisburg,  almost,  if  not  directly,  opposite  the  point  in  the  river 
where  the  water  is  taken  up  by  the  pipes  of  the  water  works. 

4.  The  location  of  the  dam. 
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a,  lo  ordinary  stages  of  water;  ani 

b.  In  raidsuramer  and  at  o*her  stapeg  of  low  water,  e.g,  io  the  sum- 
mar  of  18ST,  whsn  the  water  did  not  run  over  the  dam. 

II.  What  is  the  sanitary  effect  of  the  conversion  of  wells  into  recep- 
tacles of  sewage  as  advocated  by  at  least  some  of  the  local  plumbers 
and  adopted  by  a  number  of  the  cilizensl 

L  Apart  from  any  moral  considerations,  is  it  proper  as  a  question 
of  health? 

2,  Can  it  be  prevented  by  the  board  of  health  ? 

in.  What  is  the  elTect  of  the  above  as  well  aaof  the  common  privy- 
vault  system  upon  the  water  supplied  by  wells? 

IV*  What  is  the  comparative  heahhfulness  or  unhealthfulneFs  of 
the  water  supplied  by  the  local  water  company  and  that  taken  from 
the  wells  in  the  town  ? 

V,  Is  the  dry  earth  system  of  closets  feasible  as  a  general  system  in 
towns  of  this  size  ?     II  not,  why  not  ? 

Tlie  question  having  been  thorouglily  diacusaed  yesterday,  it  was 
not  reopened, 

'^Sanitary  Protective  Asaocial ions''  was  the  subject  of  an  able  and 
instructive  lecture  by  Dr.  Benj  tmin  Lee,  secretary  of  the  State  Board. 
He  urged  the  organization  of  such  associations  in  every  town  in  the 
country  and  showed  their  importance  in  protecting  the  citizens  from 
diseases — that  there  should  be  regular  inspectors  to  examine  resi 
denees,  yards,  streets,  etc.,  to  see  that  they  are  kept  free  from  impu 
riiies.  He  closed  by  proposing  that  there  lie  instituted  such  au  asso- 
ciation in  Lewisburg,  and  read  the  form  of  a  constitution  he  had  pre- 
pared. The  matter  has  been  talked  about  among  our  people  and 
such  an  association  may  yet  be  established. 

The  president  said  that  letters  had  been  received  from  the  follow- 
ing, regretting  their  inability  to  attend  the  convenlioii  and  expressing 
their  interests  in  its  objects:  Governor  Beaver  ;  Trof.  Alfred  8tille, 
of  XMiiladelphia;  Dr.  W^  IL  Seibert,  of  8teelton;  Dn  J*.  W.  Williams, 
of  Shenandoah;  Hon.  D.  H.  Hastings;  Rev.  Edward  D.  Irvine,  of 
Krie;  Prof,  V.  C.  Yaughan.  of  Michigan;  Dr.  J,  C'heston  Morrid,  of 
Philadelphia;  Dr.  L.  II.  Taylon  of  Wilkes  Barre;  Hon.  H.  G,  Chritz 
niiu,  M.  D.,  of  WeUh  Ran  ;    Mr.  0.  A.  Allen,  of  Warren,  and  others. 

Dr  Henry  Gerhart,  of  Lewisburg,  Ihen  took  up  the  subject  of  *'Hy 
giene  of  Ihe  Teeth,^'  and  made  a  very  interesting  lecture.  He  showed 
that  the  teelh  if  properly  cared  for  in  early  life  were  the  most  perma- 
nent of  all  the  members  of  the  body.  Teeth  had  been  found  in  the 
ground  that  were  evidently  buried  for  from  1,200  to  2,000  years.  He 
claimed  that  teeth  required  exercise,  that  certain  foods  injured  Ihem, 
that  teeth  could  be  cleaned  too  much  and  the  proper  time  was  to 
brush  them  before  retiring  at  night.      The  teeth  of  savages^  as  a  rule, 
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were  superior  to  those  of  the  civilized  races.    Care  of  the  teeth  could 
not  be  commenced  too  early. 

An  interesting  discussion  followed  this  subject,  and  the  Doctor  was 
plied  with  questions  that  he  answered  satisfactorily  to  the  learned  in- 
terrogators. 


Afternoon  Session. 

Dr.  Spencer  M.  Free,  of  Beechtree,  Jefferson  county,  medical  in- 
spector to  the  state  board  for  the  Western  Slope  district,  opened  the 
exercises  with  a  carefully  prepared  lecture  on  '^Sanitation  in  Mining 
Towns."  He  described  the  condition  of  the  miners  as  a  rule  as  not 
the  best  for  sanitary  rules.  Their  homes  are  poorly  and  cheaply 
built.  Their  water  supply  is  likely  to  be  of  an  impure  charac- 
ter. The  English  speaking  miners  were  generally  more  careful  in 
their  homes  than  the  Italians,  Hungarians  and  other  nationalities. 
Their  cooking  is  poor  and  not  on  the  most  approved  sanitary  princi- 
ples. There  were  abundant  opportunities  for  hygiene  experiments. 
He  referred  to  several  instances  where  the  mining  operators  had  en- 
deavored to  take  proper  care  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  habi- 
tations of  the  miners. 

"The  Drainage  of  Lewisburg,"  by  Mr.  S.  D.  Bates,  of  Lewisburg, 
was  to  the  people  of  the  town  especially,  a  very  interesting  paper. 
He  said  the  drainage  of  Lewisburg  was  on  the  surface  and  the  water 
Hows  off  by  gravity  in  channels.  He  urged  the  necessity  of  a  system 
of  sewers  for  the  borough;  and  that  one  of  four  systems  could  be 
adopted :  First,  the  dry  earth  closet ;  second,  large  sewers  to  carry  off 
all  surface  water  and  house  drainage  ;  third,  leave  surface  drainage 
as  it  is,  and  put  in  terra  cotta  drains  to  carry  off  house  refuse  only; 
and  fourth,  leave  surface  drainage  as  it  is,  put  in  intercepting  sewer 
down  from  St.  Anthony  street,  through  Water  street,  to  a  point  be- 
low the  dam,  run  into  this  terra  cotta  pipes  from  the  summit  between 
the  river  and  Spring  run;  cover  Spring  run  over,  make  it  the  inter- 
cepting sewer  for  all  of  the  town  west  aforesaid  summit.  He  was 
rather  in  favor  of  the  last  plan  because  it  seemed  at  present  to  be  the 
most  practicable.    This  letter  was  replete  with  valuable  points. 

'•Dangers  to  Health  during  Student  Life,"  was  the  subject  of  an 
able  lecture  by  Dr.  J.  K.  Weaver,  of  Norristown.  His  idea  of  a  school 
was  that  it  should  be  located  on  hij2;h  ground,  with  good  ventilation, 
and  on  the  latest  improved  plans  as  to  hygiene.  A  student's  first 
danger  was  from  confinement,  lack  of  exercise,  inherited  weakness. 
His  eyesight  would  probably  soon  suffer.  He  thought  a  school 
should  have  a  medical  inspector  to  see  that  the  school  was  kept  in  a 
healthy  state.  He  favored  a  gymnasium,  plenty  of  exercise.  Cricket, 
base  ball  and  other  field  sports  were  recommended  for  the  younger  stu- 
dents. Rowing,  walking,  jumping,  and  such  exercise  for  the  older  ones. 
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A  letter  was  here  read  from  Rev,  Dr.  John  S*  Mcintosh,  of  Phila- 
delphia, stating  his  regret  at  being  uriahlc  to  be  present  and  take 
part  in  the  exercises,  on  account  of  enga<:emeiits  at  the  centennary 
meeting  of  Ihe  t'reshylerian  General  Asaepihly  at  Philadelphia. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  Rev,  Charles  Iv  Edwards,  pastor  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  at  Jlitllinburg:,  in  which  he  urged  that  the 
convention  should  pass  a  resolution  condemning  public  funerals  in 
cases  of  contagious  diseases^  stigmatizing  it  as  a  barbarons  and  crim- 
inal practice. 

Dr.  Atkinson,  thereupon,  offered  (he  following  resolution  which  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

A^esolvefK  Thrit  this  convention  endorses  emphatically  the  regula- 
tion contained  in  the  model  ordinance  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  forbids  the  public  burial  of  those  who  have  died  of  conlagious 
diseises.  viz  :  small-pox,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

Dr.  S.  S,  Schultz.  of  Danville,  then  took  op  the  subject,  "Oaiises  of 
Insanity/'  When  a  person  becomes  insane  the  first  question  with 
the  physicians  is  to  seek  the  cause  of  that  insanity.  Diseases  of  which 
the  parents  suffered,  such  as  consumption,  may  produce  insanity  in 
the  children.  Alcoliolism  may  also  lend  to  insanity.  Giving  w'ay  to 
temper  has  also  a  tendency  to  alfect  the  brain.  The  disease  is  hered 
itary.  People  should  study  the  laws  (*f  health  and  follow  their 
teachings,  then  there  would  be  far  less  insanity.  A  large  portion  of 
the  cases  of  insanity  were  curable. 

Prof.  Frances  Emily  White,  M*  D.,  of  the  Women^'s  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Philadelphia,  was  then  introduced,  and  she  delivered  an 
ably  written  lecture  on  '*  The  Relations  beiween  Muscular  and 
Mental  Activity/'  She  said  that  muscular  exercise  was  also  nervous 
exercise*  that  the  exercise  of  the  muscles  required  the  exercise  of  the 
brain.  She  gave  a  number  of  instances  where  this  was  exhibited. 
She  also  referred  to  an  improved  method  of  instructing  the  mind  in 
connection  with  muscular  labor  in  vogue  in  certain  New"  York  prisons. 

A  reBoiution  was  passed  thit  a  committee  be  appointed   to  prepare 

resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the  convention  in   regard  to 

•  the  suggestions  contained  in  Ihe  address  of  the  chairman,  Hon.  S.  T. 

■Davis,  last  evening.     Tiie  ftjllowing  were  appointed  Ihe  committee  : 

Dr.  Walker,  lion.  M.  C  Watson  and  Hon.  Horace  P.  Glover. 

Hon.  M.  C?.  Watsruu  State  Senator  from  Sehuylkill  county,  then 
arose  and  expressed  his  hearty  symf>:ithy  in  thesanitary  w^ork,  sayini: 
that  he  would  do  all  in  his  power  to  help  the  cause.  He  urged  the 
convention  to  hold  their  next  meeting  at  Shenandoah  City,  showing 
Ihe  importance  of  the  place  and  its  railroad  facilities. 

Dr.  Lee  said  that  this  was  out  of  the  power  of  the  convention  to  de- 
cide, as  it  wai  a  matter  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  act  upon; 
but  that  i^  would  be  brought  l>efore  the  board  and  he  believed  it 
would  receive  favorable  consideration. 
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Evening  Session. 

*'The  Use  aaJ  Sanitary  Significance  of  Food  Preservatives  and 
Food  Substitules/'  was  thj  subject  of  an  interesting  lecture  by  Dr. 
Henry  Leifmann,  analyst  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  lec- 
ture contained  many  points  that  were  new  to  most  people.  He  spoke 
of  butterine,  oleomargarine,  glucose,  etc ,  as  being  excellent  substi 
tutes,  that  they  were  often  purer  than  the  article  they  were  calculated 
to  replace.    He  exhibited  a  specimen  of  saccharine. 

^^Home  Sanitation"  was  treated  of  in  an  illustrated  lecture  by  Dr. 
Edwards,  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  He  exhibited  a  number  of 
photographs  thrown  upon  a  canvas,  which  showed  the  mistakes  of 
the  plumber,  the  architect,  the  fouling  of  wells,  etc.,  which  were 
practical  lessons  in  hygiene. 

Prof.  White  also  showed  and  explained  a  number  of  photographs 
thrown  upon  canvas,  exhibiting  points  of  her  afternoon  lecture. 

The  committee  appointed  in  the  afternoon  then  presented  the  fol> 
lowing  report  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  tiie  suggestions  contained  in 
the  valuable  address  oi  the  president,  with  reference  to  the  impor- 
tance of  additional  legislation  on  sanitary  matters,  beg  leave  respect- 
fully to  report  the  following  resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  the 
convention  : 

Resolved.  That  the  State  Sanitary  Convention  now  in  session  at 
Lewisburg  desires  to  express  its  conviction  that  in  order  that  the 
State  Board  of  Health  may  be  able  to  discharge  satisfactorily  the 
important  duties  assigned  to  it  in  the  protection  of  the  public  health 
and  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  it  is  essential. 

First  That  every  township  in  the  State  should  have  some  form  of 
sanitary  organization  prescribed  by  law. 

Second.  That  all  county  registration  officers  should  be  required  to 
report  to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Third,  That  the  appropriation  for  the  work  of  the  board  should  be 
very  materially  increased. 

Resolved^  That  the  officers  of  this  convention  be  instructed  to 
transmit  these  resolutions  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth,  with  the  request  that  he  call  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  these  subjects  in  his  next  message  to  that  body. 

Committee — J.  B.  Walker,  M.  D.,  M.  C.  Watson,  Horace  P.  Glover. 

Several  prepared  lectures  that  were  received  but  not  delivered 
were  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  future  action. 

Resolutions  of  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Lewisburg  for  their  hospi 
tality  were  then  adopted,  and  the  convention  adjourned.

We  are  under  many  obligations  for  this  tender  of  hospitality  upon 
the  part  of  the  people  of  Lewisbiirgc,  who  evideDtly  know  how  to  make 
people  welr.orae.  But  if  I  mietake  not,  hospitality  is  not  of  recent 
birth  to  this  people  or  place,  it  is  indeed  rather  *^  native  and  to  the 
manner  born,-*  and  was  charactenstic  of  the  original  ownf  rs  of  this 
lovely  valley.  For  is  it  not  here,  over  these  beantiful  hills  and  val- 
leys, comprising  a  landscape  of  almost  unparalleled  beauty,  lived  thnt 
'*  worthy  eon  of  a  worthy  sire"* — Logan — of  whom  it  was  said  that  no 
white  man  ever  went  from  his  cabin  door  hungry.  Hospitality  is, 
therefore,  not  only  characteristic  of  this  people,  but  indeed  historic  as 
well.  We  might,  how^ever, be  sure  that  eflbrts  such  as  this  would  find 
hearty  approval  in  a  community  where  religion  and  education  have 
joined  hands  from  the  time  of  old  Ludwig  Deor,  who  laying  out  the 
town,  iirst  set  a^ide  ground  for  the  church ;  and  so,  from  the  early  time 
that  Templeton  and  Paget  fir?«t  taught  school  to  the  present,  the  church 
and  the  school  house  have  been  prominent  features  of  the  landscape* 
It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  objects  of  thia 
Board  or  this  convention,  suffice  it  to  say  the  unmixed  purpose  is  to 
conserve  the  health  and  save  the  lives  of  the  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth* 

The  Secretary  of  theCommonwealth,ex  Lieutenant  Governor  Stone, 
who  represents  upon  this  occasion  the  Chief  Executive,  has  most  power- 
fully and  intelligently  set  forth  the  work  to  be  accomplished  by  this 
I  Board  for  the  people  of  the  State.  We  must  sive  thousands  of  lives 
(not  to  speak  of  sickness),  which  have  a  money  value  estimated  at 
|U,0O0,00O,  and  yet  the  legislative  department  of  this  government 
(has  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Board  to  accomplish  this  great  work 
the  ridiculous  pittance  of  $5,000  a  year!  Think  of  it,  less  than  is  ap- 
propriated to  look  after  the  cattle  rf  the  State.  Why,  some  of  the 
Southern  Statf  s  give  forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  a  year  to  their 
State  boards,  and  if  $100,000  were  appropriated  it  would  be  none  too 
much  for  the  great  work  to  be  done,  and  that  could  be  done!  it 
means  life  and  health  to  the  people  of  this  great  Commonwealth  1

L  ANNUAL  ADDRBSS. 


By  Hon.  S.  T.  Davih,  M.  D.,  of  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  Importance  of  a  Thoroufirh  Oreranization  of  tbo  State  in  the  Interest 
of  the  Public  Health,  under  the  Authority  of  Law. 

When  requested  to  read  the  annual  address  before  this  convention, 
it  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  say  something  on 
a  subject  of  such  vital  interest  to  all  our  people. 

But,  when  I  came  to  face  my  subject  and  crystallize  my  thought 
and  give  the  impressions  left  upon  my  mind  during  a  running  fight 
against  disease  and  death  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  I  began  to 
feel  the  weight  o^  the  responsibility  resting  upon  me,  and  my  inability 
to  do  justice  to  a  subject  upon  which  so  many  able  men  have  spent 
(heir  lives.  However,  Intake  comfort  in  the  thought  that  a  good  story 
may  be  told  again  and  truth  will  bear  repeating.  Until  lately,  sani- 
tary conventions  in  Pennsylvania  were  almost  unknown  except  in 
large  cities,  or  where  some  local  epidemic  bearing  pestilence  and  death 
stared  our  people  in  the  face  and  they  were  compelled  to  assemble 
for  eelf- protect  ion. 

Our  forefathers  declared  that  '*  all  nations  or  people  are  entitled  to 
certain  inalienable  rights ;  among  these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness  ''  Life  was  the  first  and  most  important  right,  and 
it  is  to  be  supposed  that  their  idea  was  that  the  first  great  duty  of  gov- 
ernment was  to  protect  and  prolong  the  lives  of  its  subjects. 

No  doubt,  the  protection  mentioned  was  against  foreign  foes.  But 
who  will  deny  that  impure  air,  water,  food  and  raiment  are  not  more 
deadly  enemies  and  the  prime  factors  in  shortening  and  rendering 
miserable  the  life  of  man. 

The  human  form  by  the  hand  divine  was  wound  up  for  one  hundred 
years,  and,  with  proper  attention  to  hygienic  laws,  the  average  age 
may  be  prolonged  ftir  bey^on^^  its  present  length. 

To  realize  the  necessity  and  importance  of  more  rigid  sanitary  re- 
gulations throughout  our  country,  we  need  but  glance  at  a  few  of  the 
most  prominent  defects  in  our  mode  of  life.  It  is  but  a  few  hundred 
years  since  civilized  man  brought  to  this  country  his  virtues  and  his 
vices  to  blend  them  with  the  customs  of  the  untamed  savage.  Let 
us  look  at  that  untutored  savage,  the  sole  occupant  of  this  beauti- 
ful country.  He  was  a  specimen  of  physical  manhood  such  as 
our  own  times  scarce  can  furnish.  His  form  erect,  his  body  per- 
fect, his  bosom  ever  heaving  with  healthful  joy,  every  nerve  that 
thrilled,  every  muscle   that  twitched  gave  pleasure,  so  perfect  was 
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his  health,  he  never  knew  that  he  had  a  stornaeh,  except  when 
harigo',  his  teeth  were  as  pearl  and  never  knew  decay. 

We  naturally  a^k  what  was  the  clothing  for  such  a  body?  and  we 
see  a  light  covering  on  the  head,  sandals  or  moccasins,  whose  broad 
soles  formed  ample  coverinjs;  for  his  feet,  left  corns  unknown.  His 
limbs  and  body  to  the  waist  were  clad  in  loose  breeches,  while  agow^n 
or  blanket  of  skins  hung  from  his  shoulders. 

He  lived  in  tents  or  wigwams  in  winter  and  in  summer  slept  under 
the  silent  Iieavens  wiih  the  forest  leaves  rustling  above  him  and  God^d 
pure  air  filling  his  healthy  lungs. 

He  subsisted  on  fish  and  game;  fowi  of  e^'ery  \sing  and  beast  of 
every  kind  were  his,  and  he  sought  no  greater  happiness  than  the 
fascinaliug  exercise  of  capturing  tliem.  His  heaven  was  a  happy 
hunting  ground.  He  was  not  confined  in  a  furnaceheatedroora  eight 
months  in  the  year,  nor  perplexed  with  a  note  in  bank  or  a  mortgage 
on  his  homestead,  nor  did  he  sit  cramped  over  a  desk  till  finders  and 
brain  were  paralyzed  with  mental  toil. 

The  foregoing  picture  of  an  Indian  I  have  seen  painted  in  histoiy. 
What  I  Bliall  say  of  the  young  man  of  our  own  day  I  have  from  obser- 
vation. He  may  be  seen  on  every  street  corner  imni  11  a.  m.  to 
S  A.  M.  the  next  morning,  smoking  cigarettesanddecoraling  sidewalks 
with  li(|uid  tobacco.  His  shoulders  are  stooped,  tace  pale  and  care- 
worn, eye  expressionless,  his  step  is  uncertain,  either  from  soft  and 
flabby  muscles  or  intoxication,  or  both — yet  he  would  be  graceful.  A 
fashionable  hat  adorns  his  head  and,  although  his  feet  are  large,  they 
are  crowded  into  shoes  two  sizes  too  small.  The  toes  are  piled  one  on 
tap  of  the  other  and  adorned  wilh  painful  corns.  Tightly  fitting 
trowsers  cover  his  limbs  and  abdomen.  They  are  almost  met  at  the 
waist  by  a  vest  so  tight  that  it  interferes  with  the  expansion  of  his  im- 
perfectly developed  lungs.  His  collar  fits  so  closely  around  the  neck 
that,  when  he  assumes  the  stooping  posture,  the  face  becomeB  livid 
from  the  compression  of  the  jugular  veins  whicfi  stand  out  protected 
by  neither  fat  nor  muscles.  His  cadaverous  hands  are  encased  in 
fashionable  colored  kids,  and  between  his  thumb  and  finger  he  swings 
a  cane.  This  specimen  of  humanity,  which  is  typical  of  a  large  class 
of  the  young  men  of  our  day,  has  been  reared  in  the  lap  of  luxury. 
His  dear  mamma's  society  engagements  were  so  pressing  and  import- 
ant when  he  was  a  babe  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  her  to  give  her 
oftapring  a  mother's  care  and  a  mother's  nourishment,  consequently 
the  services  of  a  nurse,  the  bottle  of  cow's  milk,  all  kinds  of  artificial 
foods,  cordials,  sootliing  syrups  and  antispasmodics  were  brought  into 
requisition.  Thus,  with  seldom  a  mother's  care,  he  lived  through  indi* 
geslion  and  dianhu^a  from  overfeeding  and  survived  the  effects  of  the 
vile  compounds  used  for  their  relief.  Later  on  he  ran  the  gauntlet  of 
the  common  school  and  received  the  baneful  effects  and  deleterious 
infiuenceB  incident  to  breathing  vitiated  air  poisoned  by  exhalations 
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from  the  lungs  in  over- crowded  rooms.  When  out  of  Echool,  if  in  a 
city,  the  opportunities  for  exercise  in  the  open  air  were  limited  to  one 
or  two  alternatives — kick  the  dog  in  the  back  yard  or  run  the  risk  of 
arrest  by  playing  in  the  dusty  streets.  By  the  time  our  courtie-  has 
completed  his  education  and  is  supposed  to  be  ready  to  assume  the 
duties  and  share  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  is  it  any  wonder 
that  nine-tenths  of  such  persons  never  become  even  atoms  for  good  in 
the  great  struggle  for  the  "  survival  of  the  fittest," 

What  can  be  said  of  our  female  children  in  the  same  affluent  cir- 
cumstances? By  the  time  they  have  barely  arrived  at  the  age  of 
puberty  their  education  has  been  finished  and  they  ar6  ushered  into 
society,  frail,  nervous  and  undeveloped,  utterly  unfit  to  fill  that  noble 
sphere  for  ^hich  their  Creator  intended  them — the  future  mothers  of 
our  race. 

Most  of  the  same  violations  of  the  laws  of  health  apply  as  well  to 
the  laboring  classes  who  earn  their  daily  bread  by  the  sweat  of  their 
brow,  and  in  youth,  at  the  expense  of  their  health,  sad  to  say,  the  only 
bank  account  they  possess — their  stock  in  trade.  True,  they  have 
sufficient  physical  exercise,  but  too  often  in  over-crowded,  ill-venti- 
lated factories  and  mines  from  ten  to  twelve  hours  each  day,  and  of 
necessity  compelled  to  sleep  in  over-crowded  tenement  houses  at 
night;  and  light  here  let  me  observe  that  while  I  rejoice  in  my  great 
country,  its  broa'l  acres,  rich  mines  and  noble  institutions,  I  am  sati 
and  discouraged  when  confronted  with  the  startling  fact  that  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  poor  children  in  these  United  States  are  not  only  de- 
prived of  a  common  school  education,  but  of  their  health,  and  find 
early  graves  from  overwork,  improper  food  and  breathing  vitiated  air. 
The  importance  of  pure  air  and  plenty  of  it  cannot  be  estimated  too 
highly.  Oxygen  is  the  great  purifier  of  the  blood  in  the  animal  economy 
and  it  finds  its  way  into  the  system  through  the  lungs.  The  exhalations 
from  the  same  organs  contain  effete  poisonous  elements  detrimental 
to  health.  Heretofore  carbonic  acid  was  considered  the  poisonous  con- 
stituent of  the  human  breath.  But  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  of  Paris  the  celebrated  scientist,  Prof.  Brown-S^quard, 
reported  some  experiments  he  had  but  recently  conducted  with  a  view 
to  ascertain  whether  carbonic  acid  was  the  only  poisonous  agent  con- 
tained in  the  breath.  By  condensing  the  watery  vapor  coming  from 
the  lungs  he  obtained  a  poisonous  liquid  capable  of  producing  almost 
immediate  death.  This  poison  he  found  to  be  an  organic  alkaloid  and 
not  a  microbe.  By  irgecting  the  liquid  under  the  skin  of  a  rabbit  im- 
mediate death  ensued. 

While  impure  air  has  much  to  do  with  the  public  health  of  a  people, 
it  cannot  be  doubted  that  impure  water,  as  a  means  of  communicating 
disease,  is  far  more  deleterious  and  thorough  in  conveying  disease 
germs.  The  air  we  breath  is  inspired  and  in  a  few  seconds  it  is  ex- 
pired.    Diflerent  with  water,  which  is  taken  into  the  system,  passes 
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through  the  miiltitadinous processes  of  absorption,  digestion  and  eecre- 
tion,  requiring  several  hours  before  elimination  takes  place.  One  or 
two  of  ihemany  thousand  authenticated  instances  in  which  the  germs 
of  typhoid  fever  were  com  run  nicated  through  drinking  water  will  illus- 
trate  the  possibilities  of  such  infeclion.  I  have  selected  two  cases, 
one  of  the  village  of  Lausanne,  near  Basle,  Switzerland,  the  other 
nearer  home,  that  of  I^lymoulh,  Pa.  In  the  first  of  these  outbreaks, 
the  poison  of  typhoid  fever  mixed  with  drinkini?  w.iter  was  trans- 
mitted through  nearly  a  mile  of  porous  earth.  The  investigation  was 
exhaustively  made  throufih  Dr.  A.  Hagler,  of  Basle,  who  traced  the 
source  of  the  poison  to  an  isolated  farm  house  on  the  mouutain  ridge, 
where  an  imported  case  of  lyphoid  fever,  followed  by  two  others,  otv 
curred  shortly  before  the  outbreak.  A  brook  which  ran  past  this 
house  received  the  dejections  of  the  patients  and  their  linen  was 
washed  in  it.  This  brook  was  employed  lor  the  irjigatian  of  some 
meadows  near  the  farm  house, and  the  effluent  waler  filtered  through 
the  inlervening  mountain  to  a  spring,  the  water  of  which  was  used  by 
all  the  houses  in  Lausanne  except  six,  which  were  supplied  with  water 
from  private  wells.  In  these  six  houses  no  case  of  fever  occurred,  but 
scarcely  otie  of  the  others  escaped.  No  less  than  one  hundred  and 
thirty  people,  or  seventeen  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population  were 
attacked,  besidts  fourteen  children,  who  received  the  infection  wdiilst 
at  home  for  the  holidays  and  afterwards  sickened  on  their  return  to 
school.  The  passage  of  water  from  the  irrigated  meadows  to  the 
sprinij:  at  Liusanne  was  proven  by  dissolving  in  it  at  the  meadows 
eighteen  hundred  weight  of  common  salt  and  then  observing  the  rapid 
increase  of  chlorine  in  the  spring  m^ater.  But  the  most  important  and 
interesting  experiment  consisted  in  mixing  uniformly  wilh  the  water 
lifty  hundred  weight  of  Hour,  not  a  trace  of  wliich  made  its  way  to  the 
spring,  thus  showing  ifiat  the  water  was  filtered  through  the  inter^ 
vening  earth  and  did  not  pass  by  an  undergrouud  channel  The  sad 
story  of  the  Plymouth  epidemic,  familiar  lo  most  of  us,  is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  in  the  hislory  o\'  typhoid  fever,  and  should  teach  us 
some  important  lessons,  if  iheir  importance  slmll  he  judged  by  their 
cost  in  human  life,  distress  and  sulfering.  Imagine  a  swift,  rippling 
mountain  stream,  one  of  the  sourees  of  water  supply  of  that  ill  fated 
town,  A  lonely  house  on  one  of  its  banks  between  the  third  ami 
fourth  reservoirs.  In  his  valuable  report  upon  the  epidemic  Dr  Lewis 
II,  Taylor,  of  Wilkes- Barre. says:  "A  man  returned  to  his  home  from 
Philadelphia  and  for  many  weeks  was  seriously  ill  with  typhoid  fever. 
Early  in  March  he  was  convalescent  ami  out  of  bed.  A  relapse  oc- 
curred about  the  middle  of  March  and  he  was  very  sick.  On  March 
lf>  and  17  lie  had  hemorrhage  from  the  bowels  of  so  severe  a  type  that 
on  the  18th  his  life  was  despaired  of  even  by  his  physician.  He  how* 
ever  rallied,  convalesced  in  April  so  that  his  physician  discontinued 
his  visits  on  April  12th.     During  the  course  of  hia  illness  the  dejecta 
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passed  at  night,  without  any  attempt  at  disinfection,  were  thrown  out 
upon  the  snow  and  frozen  ground,  toward  and  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  edge  of  the  high  bank  which  slopes  precipitously  down  to  the 
stream  supplying  the  town  with  water.  The  nurse  in  charge  states 
explicitly  that  in  emptying  the  chambers  at  night  she  did  not  stand 
on  the  porch  to  throw  out  the  contents,  but  stepped  down  some  dis- 
tance and  threw  them  towards  the  creek.  If  she  stepped  but  a  few  feet 
away  from  the  porch  she  would  empty  the  excreta  within  twenty -five 
or  thirty  feet  of  the  edge  of  the  stream.  The  dejecta  that  passed 
during  the  day  were  emptied  int>  a  privy  a  little  further  back,  the 
contents  of  which  lie  almost  on  the  surface  of  the  ground.  These 
dejecta  were  thrown  out  from  time  to  time  until  the  accumulation  no 
doubt  equalled  the  daily  dejecta  from  many  such  patients.  "They  re- 
mained innocuous  upon  the  snow  and  frozen  ground  until  some  time 
between  March  25th  and  April  1st,  when  they  were  washed  into  the 
stream  and  the  third  reservoir. 

Marcli  26th  was  the  first  day  upon  which  any  considerable  thaw  oc- 
curred. Upon  the  evening  of  this  day  the  superintendent  of  the 
water  company  visited  the  reservoirs  to  ascertain  whether  it  would  be 
allowable  to  discontinue  the  pumping  of  river  water.  He  found  the 
first  and  second  reservoirs  almost  empty,  while  the  third  was  filling 
rapidly.  This  water  with  the  accumulated  typhoid  fever  poison  was 
discharged  from  the  bottom  of  the  third  reservoir,  ran  down  to  the 
second,  on  to  the  first  and  was  thence  distributed  to  the  town  between 
the  26lh  of  March  and  the  5th  of  April."  It  is  scarcely  necessary  for 
me  to  state  that  in  a  short  time,  during  the  latter  part  of  April,  many 
hundreds  were  stricken  down  with  the  dread  disease.  In  one  partic- 
ular day  it  is  said  two  hundred  new  cases  were  reported  of  a  popula- 
tion of  6,000.  Over  one  thousand  people  were  afi^ected,  of  whom  over 
one  hundred  died.  From  the  same  report  I  glean  the  following  proof, 
positive  that  it  was  the  reservoir  water  and  not  the  spring  or  well 
water  that  poisoned  these  people :  "  Near  the  extreme  southern  end 
of  Plymouth,  upon  the  banks  of  Coal  Street  Creek,  a  house  was  found 
in  which  hydrant  water  was  used,  and  in  this  house  two  persons  were 
sick  with  the  disease,  while  in  another,  in  which  well  water  was  used, 
situated  about  sixty  feet  away,  all  the  inmates  were  free  from  the 
disease.  A  little  farther  to  the  north  of  these  two  houses  there  was 
found  on  Temperance  Hill  eleven  families  using  well  water,  and  no 
case  of  typhoid  fever.  On  the  upper  side  of  Lee  street  almost  every 
family  using  hydrant  water  was  affected,  whilst  those  living  on  the 
lower  side  of  the  same  street  were  all  supplied  with  well  water  and 
none  of  them  were  sick.  Upon  Welch  Hill  a  community  of  several 
hundred  persons  was  found  supplied  exclusively  with  well  water. 
There  were  but  six  persons  sick  on  this  hill  and  these  were  all  persons 
who  had  been  working:  in  Plymouth  in  the  daytime  and  drank  water 
from  the  hydrant."     Thus  I  might  cite  hundreds  ot  iristanc3s  in  which 
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the  ^ernis  of  lyphoid  fever  were  conveyed  into  llie  system  through 
drinking  water,  but  the  illustrations  given  should  be  euliieieiit  lo 
amply  sausly  those  wfm  make  diseaBes  and  their  causes  a  study,  and 
induce  laynieu  to  take  more  interest  in  the  public  health.  We  now 
come  to  the  consideralion  of  a  eubject  which  is,  io  my  upiuini,  more 
detrimental  to  the  public  health  than  all  other  intlueuces  combined, 
not  even  excepting  the  use  and  abuse  of  narcotics  and  stimulnnts.  I 
refer  lo  hereditary  diseases.  More  people  die  ol  consumption  annu- 
ally in  tlie  United  States  than  from  all  the  epidemic  diseuscB  com- 
bined. This  may  be  a  startlinji;  assertion  to  sonie^  Imt  it  i'^  neverthe* 
less  true,  and  statistics  will  bear  me  out  in  niakint^  the  slalement. 

Modern  science,  which  lias  cast  illumination  into  so  many  dark,  dis- 
mal and  unknown  corners  of  Nature's  laboratory*  has  shed  new  and 
still  more  lurid  li^ht  on  the  words  (d'  the  Hebrew  Scriptures:  '*  The 
iniquities  of  the  fathers  shall  be  visited  on  the  children  unto  tlie  third 
and  fourth  generation/'  On  this  subject  Sir  Henry  Hulhuid  Kiivfttbat 
**no  or*:anor  texture  of  the  body  is  exempt  from  the  chance  of  being 
subject  to  hereditary  disease.--  In  the  consideration  of  this  albimpor- 
tant  factor  in  its  relations  to  the  public  health  and  weli'are  of  our 
people,  my  only  regret  is  that  time  wdll  not  permit  me  to  do  more 
than  call  attention  to  more  than  one  or  two  points  which  may  be  of 
interest.  There  is  scarcely  a  county  in  any  Slate  in  the  United  States 
in  which  there  is  not  an  organization  known  as  an  Agricultural  So- 
ciety. Every  State  publishes  an  annual  report.  The  Stale  of  Penn- 
sylvania publishes  for  free  distribution  twenty  five  thousand  six  hun- 
dred copies  annually.  The  National  Government  publishes  three 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  copies,  at  an  annual  expense  oJ  over  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Some  of  these  reports  are  marvels  of 
beauty  and  thorou.i»;hness  and  show  the  imprint  of  master  nnnds  and 
the  expenditure  of  lar^e  sums  of  money  in  tlie  proseeuliott  of  experi 
ments  and  illustrations  of  scientific  conclusions,  in  order  that,  no  mat- 
ter how  humble  and  unpretentious  the  farmer,  if  he  can  but  read  the 
Knt:;lish  language,  he  can  become  the  possessor  of  valuable  ijiforma- 
tion  only  obtained  by  large  expenditures  of  money  and  diligent  re- 
search, aided  by  tabuh\ted  repr»rts  from  all  sections  of  the  country* 
Why  (his  well-organized,  systematic  effort  on  the  part  of  States  and 
the  National  Government  lo  disseminate  information  t  What  do  these 
voluminous  reports  contain  t  Let  us  see.  The  best  methods  of  tilling 
and  fertilizing  the  soil.  The  most  productive,  healthy  and  least  liable 
lo  the  ravages  of  insects  and  climatric  changes  of  all  cereals,  i'ruita 
and  vegetables.  But  the  most  important  and  expensive  of  these  re- 
ports is  that  taken  up  by  methods  to  prevent  diseases  in  domestic 
animals  and  fowls,  and  preserving  witli  jealous  care  the  pure  bload  of 
the  respective  strains.  And  yet  a  surprisingly  large  percentage  of 
those  most  deeply  interested  and  financially  benefited  by  this  most 
praiseworthy  dissemination  of  invaluable  inlormation  for  the  people 
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do  not  hesitate  to  give  the  hand  of  a  son  or  daughter  in  marriage 
without  a  moment^s  investigation  of  the  family  history  as  regards  the 
tendency  to  the  existence  or  non  existence  of  hereditary  diseases. 

Social  standing  (which  is  a  jewel)  the  amount  of  real  and  personal 
property  and  bank  accounts  usually  settle  the  matter  in  favor  of  the 
plaintifl'.  Andonly  recently  the  bill  before  Congress  to  establish  a 
nationn!  bureau  of  public  health  was  opposed  by  no  less  a  personage 
than  the  Uon,  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  on  the 
ground  '*  that  things  are  well  enough  as  they  are  and  that  sanitary 
work  can  best  be  done  by  ihe  Treasury  Department."' 

"  CouBistency,  thou  art  a  jewel,''  but  in  this  case,  when  the  most 
important  interests  of  a  great  people  are  concerned,  inconsistency 
wears  the  diadem  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  false  light  may  at  some 
future  time  aid  true  philanthropists  in  causing  at  least  as  much  inter- 
est to  be  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  American  people  as  is  now  taken 
in  domestic  animals.  Scientific  investigation  has  long  since  established 
the  undeniable  tact  that  all  matter  organic  or  inorganic^  animate  or 
inanimate,  is  governed  by  certain  unerring  laws,  which  under  like 
circumstances,  produce  like  results. 

That  the  disease  germ  of  cholera  will  produce  cholera  in  persons 
exposed  to  and  susceptible  to  its  influence;  likewise  the  germ  of  yel- 
low fever,  small- pox,  measles,  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever  or  diph- 
theria will  produce  their  like  and  assume  the  characteristics  belonging 
to  their  special  genera  as  faithfully  as  the  laws  of  civilization  produce 
their  uniform  results, 

For  over  thirty  years  the  principal  object  of  my  life  has  been  tn 
learn  how  to  recognize,  cure  and  prevent  disease  and  at  the  same  time 
earn  an  honest  living  at  the  *'  Doctor  trade.''' 

During  these  long  yearsuf  almost  constant  toil  by  day  and  night  I 
have  had  my  eyes  and  ears  open  and  possessed  myself  of  any  informa- 
tion, remedy  or  device  that  gave  the  least  evidt-nce  of  merit  for  th^ 
relief  of  human  sutlering.  In  this  conflict  between  the  elements  of 
disease  and  health,  I  have  been  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight  and  tooK 
notes  from  which  I  deduce  the  following  axioms  : 

First.  An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  more  than  ten  times  ten 
pounds  of  cure.  That  when  I  left  college  I  was  under  the  impresiiou 
that  there  was  no  excuf^e  for  any  person  being  sick  long  where  the 
proper  remedy  was  at  hand  for  the  particular  disease  under  treatment 
Now  if  I  can  place  my  patients  under  the  very  best  hygienic  concli- 
tions,  they  seldom  need  any  remedies  more  potent  than  placebos  in 
the  great  majority  of  acute  diseases.  That,  if  when  1  began  theprac^ 
tice  of  medicine,  I  had  invested  the  same  amount  of  capital  and  era^ 
ployed  the  same  amount  of  energy  during  all  these  years  in  the  pre- 
vention of  disease  and  the  instruction  of  the  masses  on  the  importance 
of  observing  the  laws  of  health,  I  would  have  accomplished  more 
good  and  been  the  means,  indirectly,  of  preventing  more  human  snf- 
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fering  than  all  my  hundreds  of  thousands  of  individual  elTartB  at  the 
bedisUe.  That  upon  the  health  of  a  people  depends  their  happiness, 
power  and  usefulness.  That  cleanliness  is  truly  next  to  Godliness, 
and  that  the  true  degree  to  which  a  people  have  advanced  in  strictly 
meritorious  civilization  may  generally  bearrived  at  by  ascertaining  the 
attention  they  give  to  the  protection  of  the  health  and  the  prolonga- 
tion of  the  lives  of  their  citizens. 

The  history  of  the  dark  ages  defines  and  points  out,  in  a  manner  too 
clearly  to  admit  the  possibility  of  mi'junderatanding  it,  the  duties  of  the 
present.  We  are  told  they  lived  in  hlth,  were  poisoned  by  their  own 
excretions  and  perished  by  the  thousands. 

Between  March  and  July,  1348,  there  perished  in  Florence  alone 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  persona  from  the  '*  black  death.'' 
Geneva  lost  forty  thousand,  Naples  sixty  thousand,  and  Venice  seventy 
thousand  in  the  short  space  of  four  years,  and  there  peris^hed  in  the 
whole  of  Europe  not  less  than  forty  millions  of  people  poisoned  by 
the  liUli  which  they  allowed  te  accumulate  about  themselves.  By 
forced  attention  to  cleanliness  the  '*  black  deatlf  has  been  quite  ban- 
ished from  Europe,  but  other  tilth  diseases  still  prevail  in  both  hemis- 
pheres. From  1852  to  1S59  the  annual  death  rate  from  typhoid  fever 
in  Munich,  for  every  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  was  24.3-  After  the 
establishment  of  that  world  renowed  hygienic  laboratory  at  Munich, 
and  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  pursued  ani  the  dissemination  of 
sanitary  laws,  the  death  rate  from  typhoid  fever  lias  decreased  until, 
in  18S4,  it  was  only  1.4  per  ten  thousand  inhabitants.  Nearly 
every  civilized  country  is  now  manifesting  unusual  interest  in  the 
bives  of  their  subjects.  But,  that  all  may  be  Satisfied  ihat  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done  in  sanitary  work,  I  need  only  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  statistics  of  New  York  city  show  that  one  half  of 
the  population  furniih  three-fourths  of  the  deaths,  and  an  inquiry  into 
the  conditions  under  which  the  sickly  half  live  shows  thai  filth  is  un- 
questionaljly  the  prime  factor  in  the  operation* 

In  some  of  the  crowded  tenements  of  the  city,  says  one  observer, 
'*  the  mortality  reaches  to  fifty  five  in  a  thousand  annually,  or  more 
than  forty  more  than  would  be  the  case  if  the  conditions  of  life  would 
be  healthful.-'  This  doe 3  not  preset! t  the  whole  casp,  since  there  are 
fourteen  cases  of  sickness  for  every  death,  making  five  hundred  cases 
of  unnecessary  illness,  or  half  the  entire  population  sick  in  consequence 
of  filth ;  and  let  me  here  remark  that  our  own  city  of  brotherly  love 
very  little  better  The  average  of  life  in  the  United  States  is  but  a 
dctiDn  les^  ihun  forty  years;  but  the  filth  of  our  two  largest  cities* 
Philadelphia  and  New  York,  reduces  the  longevity  of  their  citizens  to 
,wenty-five  years.  Under  the  intluence  of  measures,  taken  with  a 
lew  to  public  health  in  various  countries,  the  general  mortality  has 
been  reduced  during  the  years  from  1S75  to  18S2,  for  every  one  thou- 
and  inhabitants, as  follows;     In  England  from  22.8  to  19;  Belgium 
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from  22  7  to  20  8;  Bavaria  from  31.4  to  28.5;  Switzerland  from  24  to 
20.3  ;  Italy  from  30.7  to  27.4 ;  France  from  23.7  to  22.2. 

I  mnst  beg  pardon  for  devoting  so  much  time  to  this  cursory  review 
of  the  subject  of  public  health  in  general  and  come  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  as  it  pertains  to  our  own  State.  The  special  object 
of  this  convention  is  not  only  to  consider  the  subject  as  affecting  man- 
kind at  large,  but  to  endeavor  to  impress  upon  the  needs  of  our  own 
people  that,  with  an  area  of  46,000  square  miles  and  a  population  ap- 
proaching 5,000,000  souls  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  there  is,  with 
our  large  cities,  towns,  mines  and  manufacturing  establishments,  a 
great  field  for  sanitary  work  and  a  crying  demand  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  enactment  of  more 
stringent  sanitary  legislation. 

Regulations  established  by  legislative  enactment  which  through  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  will  be  felt  and  respected  in  every  city,  town, 
village  and  hamlet  in  the  State.  Before  entering  into  the  discussion 
of  additional  legislation  in  order  to  render  effective  the  laws  of  1885, 
establishing  the  State  Board  of  Health,  it  may  be  well  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  note  what  other  States  and  even 
Territories  have  done  in  the  same  direction.  The  act  approved  June  3, 
1885  was  the  first  step  taken  by  the  State  Government  toward  protect- 
ing the  lives  and  health  of  her  subjects  against  filth  diseases.  True, 
the  larger  cities  and  towns  were  long  since  compelled  from  dire  neces- 
sity to  organize  and  maintain  local  boards  of  health  and  a  registry  of 
vital  statistics  ;  but  prior  to  1885  it  was  only  a  struggling,  desultory 
warfare  against  preventable  diseases  within  the  confines  of  our  State. 
Isolated  health  boards  and  solitary  sanitarians  (who  were  oft  times 
styled  ''cranks")  here  and  there  have  carried  on  a  gallant  fight,  but 
agaiiist  great  odds,  simply  because  they  lacked  the  element  of  intelli- 
gently combined  action,  which,  in  all  the  affairs  of  man,  are  essential 
to  success.  The  law  of  '85  can  well  be  compared  to  an  engine  with- 
out a  boiler,  a  skeleton  without  muscles,  nerves  or  vital  organs  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  perfect  working  machine. 

Not  only  is  the  Board  required  to  perform  the*  duty  of  abating  nuis- 
ances on  behalf  of  the  entire  Oommonweillh,  such  as  is  assigned  to 
each  local  board  where  such  boards  exist,  but  it  must  have  a  general 
supervision  of  the  lives  and  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  study 
its  vital  statistics,  make  sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respect- 
ing the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemic  diseases,  includ- 
ing those  of  domestic  animals,  and  respecting  the  sources  of  mortality 
and  the  effects  of  localities,  employments,  conditions,  habits,  foods, 
beverages  and  medicines  on  the  health  of  the  people.  It  must  insti- 
tute sanitary  inspections  of  public  institutions  or  places  throughout  the 
State.  It  must  •"  codify  and  suggest  amendments  to  the  sanitary  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  enforce  such  regulations  as  will  tend  to 
limit  the  progress  of  epidemic  diseases.     It  is  its  duty  also  "  to  have 
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tlic  general  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  and  of  prevalent  diseases.     To  prepare  the  Jiec- 
efsary  methods,  bhmks  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such 
rt*cords,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  and  in  the  central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  at  the  Capi- 
tal of  the  State  and  to  suggest  such  laws  and  amendments  to  laws '^ 
as  shall  Increase  ihe  efficiency  of  such  registration.     And  finally,  it  is 
required  to  make  an  animal  report  of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  con- 
tain other  uselul  information  relative  to  the  objects  for  which  it  was 
I     created.    Tliis  same  act  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal 
^^^ffairs  to  furnish  clerical  force,  stationery  and  suitable  apartments  for 
Hfhe  safe  keepingof  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics.     And  all  this  work 
the  Board  of  Health  is  supposed  to  accomplish  with  an  appropriation 
of  if5,000  a  year  out  of  which  is  to  be  paid  a  secretary's  salary  ot 
$2,000.     In  no  oiher  State  in  the  Union  has  sich  varied  and  compre- 
hensive  duties  been  assigned  to  their  Boards  of  Uealtfu     I  am  credit- 
L^bly  informed  tfiat  the  calls  have  been  so  numerous  for  the  duty  of 
^^nspecting  and  corretiing  local  insanitary  conditions  and  the  otjlbreaks 
[     of  disease  consequent  upon  them,  that  no  means  have  been  left  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  prosecution  of  scientific  investigations*  one  of  the 
special  duties  imposed  and  expected  by  ihe  provisions  of  the  i)ill. 

Certainly  the  great  Stale  of  Pennsylvania  does  not  intend,  through 
its  Legislature,  to  compel  any  of  its  unpaid  officers  to  accomplish 
I  twelve  or  til  teen  thousand  dollars  worth  of  work  with  an  appropria 
^bon  of  ^5,000.  To  one  wdio  has  a  correct  idea  of  the  amount  of  work 
^Rontemplated  and  al>soliJtely  necessarj'  under  the  act,  I  submit  the 
^Bituativm  must  a[>pear  lidiculoiis.  Not  so  to  me.  I  have  had  ex  peri- 
^ftnce  with  ganitary  legislation  and  I  can  assure  tliis  convention  that 
^^he  average  legij*lalor  is  excusable  for  his  actions  in  relati  m  to  a  snb- 
ject  of  which  he  is  entirely  ignorant.  To  illuetrate  more  fully,  I  need 
only  to  relate  the  experience  of  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  National 
Lrfonference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  in  Washington  last  September. 
^K)ne  of  the  subjects  was  1  he  consideration  of  the  best  methods  oi  ac* 
^ftomplishing  sanitary  legislation. 

^^    One  alteranother  had  something  new  to  suggest.     Finally  one  of 
the  speakers  gave  liis  experience  in  impressing  the  importance  of 
initary  legibUdion  upon  a  Statesman.     He  thus  describes  an  inter- 
iew  with  the  Hon.  Mr.  F.,  of  his  State.     Upon  his  mere  mention  of 
be  enbject,  the  Ilunarjible  Gentleman  quickly  replied,  **  Oh  my,  don't 
Jte  me  about  th^it      When  I  was  in  the  Senate  a  set  of  cranks  bored 
ae  to  death.''     Let  us  see  what  other  States  are  doing  in  the  way  of 
Sanitary  legislation.     New  York,  with  an  area  of  47,000  square  miles 
and  a  popuhition  of  less  than  5.500,000,  has  for  several  years  appro 
mated  $20,000  annually  to  her  Board  ;  Massachusetts,  with  an  area  of 
inly  8,040  square  miles  and  a  populatinn  of  less  than  2,000,000,  last 
rear  gave  the  State  Board  of  Health  the  aura  of  $22,500;  Illinois  ap- 
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propriates  $12,000  annually  and  places  a  contingent  fund  of  $40,000 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  for  use  in  case  of  great  emergencies ;  New 
Jersey,  with  an  area  of  7,576  square  miles  and  a  population  of  less 
than  1,500,000  gives  her  Board  an  annual  appropriation  of  $8,500  with 
an  additional  thousand  for  food  analysis. 

We  come  now  to  consider  the  important  question  of  the  hour ;  what 
legislation  is  necessary  in  order  to  render  effective  the  present  State 
Board  of  Health  organization  ?    If  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  school 
board  in  every  township  in  the  Commonwealth  in  order  to  render  ef- 
fective the  great  beneficient  common  school  system,  it  is  also  neces- 
sary to  have  township  boards  of  health.    If  it  is  necessary  to  have  a 
tax  gatherer  in  every  township  in  the  State  to  collect  the  revenue,  it 
is  also  necessary  to  have  a  local  authority  whose  business  it  is  to 
abate  nusiances  and  disease-breeding  filth  piles  which  exist  in  every 
township  in  the  State.     If  it  is  necessary  to  have  an  assessor  in  every 
township  that  no  man  may  escape  his  mite  towards  the  common  fund 
for  the  education  of  his  children  and  the  projection  of  his  rights,  is  it 
not  as  well  necessary  to  establish  for  him  some  protection  in  case  his 
neighbor  pollutes  his  drinking  water  or  contaminates  the  air  he 
breathes  ?   If  it  is  necessary  for  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire. 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
South  Carolina,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas  and  Min- 
nesota to  have  township  health  organizations  under  legislative  enact- 
ment, it  is  likewise  necessary  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  insure 
that  protection  to  the  health  and  sanitary  comfort  of  her  people.  And, 
in  view  of  the  coming  meeting  of  the  Legislature  and  the  fact  that  it 
is  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  suggest  from  time  to 
time  additional  sanitary  legislation,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  import- 
ant duty  on  their  part  will  not  be  delayed.    Did  time  permit,  it  would 
afford  me  pleasure  to  suggest  some  points  in  relation  to  the  formation 
and  organization  of  these  local  township  boards.    In  order  that  they 
may  be  effective  and  productive  of  the  good  results  which  cannot  fail 
(o  accrue,  the  health  officer  of  every  township  should  have  police 
])Ower  under  the  direction  of  the  local  boards.    The  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  State  Board  should  be  increased  to  an  amount  at  least  ap- 
proaching the  amount  of  duty  imposed  upon  it.    And  as  the  people 
require  and  are  sadly  in  need  of  sanitary  education,  a  sufficient  part 
of  the  annual  appropriation  should  be  specifically  set  apart  for  the 
publication  of  plans,  rules  and  hints  pertaining  to  the  preservation  of 
health  and  prevention  ot  preventable  diseases.    These  publications 
should  find  their  way  through  the  local  boards  of  health  to  every  fire- 
side, and  as  often  as  it  would  seem  necessary. 

The  establishment  of  an  additional  clerkship  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  whose  duty  it  will  be  under  the  law  to 
record  and  preserve  the  vital  statistics,  is  a  dire  necessity  and  would 
have  been  established  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  had  three 
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lorahle  Senators  known  half  as  much  of  (he  neceesilieB  of  sanitary 
legihliUon  as  they  rlid  of  political  intrigae.  This  hill  passerl  the  House 
ot  Kepresentatives  by  a  unanimous  vote  and  was  soiotheretl  in  the 
Senate  committee.  'Jlie  only  absurd  reason  ^iven  was  that  they  **vvere 
now  so  numerous  in  the  ulliee  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Ailairs  that 
Ihey  were  falling  over  each  other."  The  true  reason  was  that  one  of 
the  digtinguished  Senators  had  a  good  worker  for  tlie  place  and,  find- 
ing out  thai  it  could  not  be  secured  for  him,  gallantly  made  up  his 
mind  that  no  one  else  should  have  it. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  before  this  convention  adjourns,  resolutions 
will  be  Ibiind  upon  its  minutes,  calling  the  attention  of  Hii  Excellency 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  the  neee^gity  of  a  more  liberal 
appropriaiion  for  sanitary  work,  the  importance  of  local  boards*  of 
health  in  every  lowns^hip  established  by  law  ami  urging  the  necessity 
uf  a  compliance  with  ihe  existing  law  of  1885,  that  the  Secretary  of 
Internal  Aifairs  may  be  enabled  to  preserve  the  records  of  vital  stati- 
siics.  It  is  further  hoped  that  His  Excellency,  after  a  caretul  exam- 
ination of  the  subject  in  all  its  bearings  may,  in  his  wisdom,  deem  it 
of  Bullicient  imi»ort  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  same 
in  his  message  to  that  body  at  its  next  regular  session  in  January, 
188t),  with  such  reeonrmendaiions  as  may,  in  his  juilgment,  seem  pro- 
per and  consistent  wilh  the  duties  of  his  high  official  positiofh 

There  are  other  matters  requiring  legislative  interference,  all  of 
which  we  do  not  expect  the  present  executive  to  embody  in  his  ines- 
eage.  But  the  day  will  come  when  the  wise  counsellors  ol  ourcountry 
will  find  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  prevent  by  law,  as  sanitary  mea- 
Bures — 

1,  The  intermarriage  of  blood  relations,  consumptives  and  others 
Bufl'ering  from  distinct  hereditary  diseases. 

%  The  prevention  of  intramural  inhnmation  and  provide  a  safer 
method  of  disposing  of  the  dead. 

i3.  Requiring  the  formula  of  all  so  called  patent  medicines  to  be 
lainly  written  or  printed  on  each  package  or  bottle  before  being  ex- 
cised for  sale. 
4.  iCequiring  all  persons  to  have  a  thorough  classical  education  pre- 
aratory  to  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine  or  surgery,  and  compelling 
ihera  to  attend,  for  at  least  live  years,  an  accredited  medical  or  sur- 
gical college  before  entering  into  the  practiceof  the  healing  art  in  any 
manner  or  form  whatever. 

In  conclusion,  I  i>eg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest  to  the  State  Board 

I     of  Health,  in  view  of  the  manifest  interest  excited  by  this  convention 

I     and  the  valuable  results  which  must  flow  frtjm  it  to  the  citi/.ens  of

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2.  THE  PREVENTION  OP  CONTAGIOUS  OPHTHAIjMIA.

Through  the  eye  we  get  our  most  specialized  and  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  world.  It  is  the  highest  and  most  valuable  perceptive 
sense,  stimulating  both  mind  and  body  to  their  fullest  development. 
The  prevention  of  any  disease  that  endangers  so  valuable  an  organ 
as  the  eye  should  be  regarded  as  a  matter  of  general  importance. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to 
the  preventible  causes  of  increased  blindness,  to  the  number  of  per- 
sons suffering  from  the  effects  of  contagious  eye  diseases,  to  the  way 
and  manner  by  which  those  affected  convey  the  disease  to  those  that 
are  unaffected  and  to  the  necessity  for  improved  hygiene  in  prevent- 
ing the  spread  of  contagious  ophthalmia.  By  the  term  ophthalmia 
we  mean  any  contagious  eye  disease  which  primarily  affects  the  con- 
junction, whether  its  tendencies  are  to  spontaneous  recovery  or  to 
total  destruction. 

The  province  of  hygiene  is  to  investigate  the  causes  of  diseases  and 
to  determine  the  best  means  of  counteracting  them.  In  proportion 
as  the  infectiousness  of  any  disease  is  definitely  ascertained  by  the 
discovery  of  its  bpecific  germ  will  the  prophylaxis  become  practicable, 
or,  in  plainer  words,  the  possibility  of  exterminating  any  disease  is 
directly  dependent  upon  the  accuracy  of  our  knowledge  oi  its  causes. 

The  last  census  has  shown  that  while  the  population  from  1870  to 
1880  had  increased  at  the  rate  of  30.09  per  cent,  during  the  same  time 
blindness  had  increased  140.08  per  cent.  This  enormous  increase  has 
been  justly  attributed  to  contagion. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  State  Medical  Society  of  New  York,  in  1887, 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  increase 
of  blindness  in  this  country.  The  American  Ophthalmological  Society 
has  also  appointed  a  committee  for  the  same  purpose. 

'^  Dr.  Ilowe,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  was  made  chairman  of  both  commit- 
tees. In  order  to  study  the  more  dangerous  forms  of  conjunctival 
troubles,  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  committee  to  pursue  their 
investigations  in  the  countries  where  they  were  most  prevalent,  espe- 
cially in  certain  portions  of  Asia  and  Kgypt,  the  latter  country  above 
all  others  offering  an  excellent  field  for  study.-' 

It  is  very  likely  that  the  disease  which  attacked  the  British  and 
French  armies  in  Egypt  was  a  catarrhal  conjunctivitis,  excited  by 
atmospheric  causes  or  miasma,  which  afterwards  degenerated  into  a 
more  contagious  disease;  that  it  was  disseminated  later  by  actual 
contact  of  the  discharge. 

If  we  admit  such  a  thing  as  contagion  or  infection  at  all,  we  must 
also  admit  that  diseases  primarily  excited  by  external  influences  may 
be  propagated  later  by  their  contagious  and  infectious  nature. 
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There  are  two  diseases  of  the  eye  primarily  affecting  the  conjunctiva 
whicli  will  demand  our  special  attention,  as  their  results  are  very  de- 
structive to  I  he  organ  of  vision,  besides  being  the  mnal  contagious  and 
prevalent;  they  are  purulent  ophthalmia  and  granular  ophthalnnia 
or  trachoma. 

^H  Purulent  Ophthalmia  or  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum* 

pStn  1S79  Neiser  claimed  to  have  discovered  the  palhogenic  organism 

J — gono-coccns — which  he    asserts    is   the   active  agent*  in    goaor- 

I  rhu-al  liffectinnB  and  that  it  is  a  speciOc  kind  of  micro-coccus,  which  is 

morphologically  and  physio! ogicall}^  characteristic.     But  this  is  still 

a  disputed!  question,  a^  it  is  not  universally  admitted.     Most  writers 

of  to  day  seem  to  think  that  ophthalmia  is  the  result  of  an  in  feet  ion 

at  the  time  of  birth  from  the  genitals  of  the  mother;  that  at  some  time 

previous  the  parts  had  been  infected  by  the  coccus — specific  germ. 

But  I  fie  most  reasonable  theory  i^,  that  the  infection  takes  place  after 

birth  and  is  conveyed  from  the  maternal  parts  or  from  some  infectious 

I  source  by  means  of  soiled  towels,   fingers,  sponges,  wash  rags  and 

^  contaminated  water. 

Crede  maintaioes  that  pure  catarrhal  secretion  of  genitals  does  not 
produce  blenorrha*a(  while  Hautisman  says  the  vaginal  secretions  may 
be  infectious,) 

Zweifel*  and  others  inoculated  normal  lochial  Becretions  upon  the 
conjunction  of  new-born  babies  with  negative  results.  Exjierienc© 
seems  to  fail  to  prove  one  case  of  blenorrho-^i  from  inoculation  of 
normal  lochia.  Therefore,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  there  are  more 
cases  caused  by  infection  after  birth  by  mothers,  nurses  or  attendants 
conveying  the  contagious  elements,  than  by  the  mother  in  the  act  of 
biith. 

During  six  years  at  the  Foundling  Hospital  in  St.  Petersburgh,  2,918 
cases  of  ophthaluiia  neonatorum  were  observed  and  simultaneously 
345  nurses  of  the  children  were  attacked  with  the  same  disease,! 

Von  Grafe  maintains  that  every  abnormal  discharge  from  conjunc- 
tival inflammations  is  contagious.  The  more  active  this  inflammatory 
condition,  the  more  intense  will  lie  the  infection. 

If  the  public  could  be  made  to  believe  this  assertion  of  Von  Grafe 
it  would  establish  a  vigilance  in  patients,  especially  in  that  class  on 
i»i?hom  the  great  liurden  of  blindness  from  these  generally  preventible 
causes  falls  and  bring  them  to  seek  medical  aid  in  the  incipiency  of 
their  eye  troubles,  bet^aiise  this  is  a  class  that  postpones  seeking  med- 
ical advice  until  the  disease  has  produced  its  destructive  elFects  ou  the 
eyes,  and  often  but  little  can  be  done  to  restore  them  to  their  former 
condition* 
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Purulent  ophthalmia  is  seldom  seen  among  the  educated  or  better 
class  of  people,  but  is  quite  common  among  the  i)oor  and  ignorant, 
and  the  homes  of  such  persons  are  constantly  menaced  by  the  danger 
of  a  child  at  the  breast,  already  a  victim  of  the  disease  in  quesiion, 
infecting  the  whole  family.  Haussman  thinks  the  purulent  secretion 
from  a  sore  nipple  may  become  a  source  of  infection.  In  the  clinic 
at  Leipsic,  Crede  found  that  10  per  cent,  of  the  children  born  there 
had  eye  trouble.  This  suggested  the  idea  of  removing  the  cause,  and 
on  (he  supposition  that  the  infection  of  this  disease  is  derived  in  the 
first  instance  from  the  pathological  vaginal  secretion  from  the  mother, 
a  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  maternal  parts  was  sys- 
tematically carried  out  for  some  time  before  expected  delivery,  at  fixed 
intervals.  By  this  means  the  number  of  cases  of  eye  trouble  was  re 
duced,  but  yet  there  were  some  few  cases.  This  was  followed  by  dis- 
infecting the  eyes  of  the  children  by  using  a  two  per  cent  solution  of 
silver  nitrate  with  the  astonishing  result  of  not  one  case  out  of  1,600 
births. 

Abegg  washed  the  eyes  with  pure  water  immediately  after  birth. 
The  result  was  among  2,2t)G  births  there  were  6ti  cases  of  ophthalmia, 
or  about  3  per  cent.  Olshausen  used  a  one  per  cent,  solution  of 
silver  nitrate  without  previously  washing  the  eyes  and  reduced  the 
percentage  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  from  12.6  per  cent,  to  6  per 
cent.,  but  observes  that  the  percentage  would  have  been  smaller  had 
the  measures  been  more  thoroughly  practiced  from  beginning. 

Hecker  (Miinchen)  used  a  one  per  cent,  solution  of  silver  nitrate  as 
a  prophyalactic,  but  had  about  as  many  cases  as  before ;  and  CredS^s 
criticism  upon  these  is  that  the  one  per  cent,  solution  is  not  sufficiently 
strong. 

In  the  Maternity  Hospital.*  BlackwelPs  Island,  N.  Y.,Dr.  Oangnes 
applieil  a  two  percent,  solution  of  silver  nitrate  to  the  eyes  of  the 
children  born  during  his  service  in  twelve  months,  during  which  lime 
351  children  were  born,  but  not  a  single  case  of  eye  trouble  occurred 
among  them.  In  the  same  hospital  under  Dr.  Blunders  services  83 
children  were  born  in  one  and  one-half  months.  A  two-per  cent,  aolu- 
lii>n  of  silver  nitrate  was  applied  to  their  eyes,  and  not  a  single  case 
of  ophthalmia.  Whereas  in  the  services  of  Dr.  Muny,  fix  weeks  pre- 
vious to  Dr.  Mnnde's  services,  there  were  5S  children  born.  In  this 
instance  a  one  per  cent,  solution  of  silver  nitrate  was  used  and  there 
were  twelve  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  but  none  led  to  loss  of 
sight.  Thus  we  see  there  is  little  doubt  that  if  Credo's  method  were 
carefully  carried  into  practice  it  would  greatly  reduce,  if  not  entirely, 
destroy  the  percentaire  eases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

Hornerf  has  shown  that  amons  one  hundred  blind  asylums  of  Ger- 
many and  Austria  between  33 per  cent.,  or,  to  be  more  exact,  between 
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20  and  79  per  cent  of  the  blind  children  had  lost  their  eight  from 
ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

In  a  stati3iit!al  report  submitfed  to  ihe  BHqcI  Congress  in  Paris  in 
187t^,  F.  Dumas tleLilared  that  of  5^3  391  eye  patients  treated  by  himself 
1,178  had  become  incnral)ly  blind,  108  cases  of  blindness  due  1u  in 
curable  diseases  and  1,070  to  cnrable  diseases.  In  the  United  Siales 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  causes  blindness  in  numbers  exc9eding  32  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  of  preveniible  diseases  of  the  eye, 

Tv^'ent y-four  per  cent,  of  the  inmates  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind 
in  Philadelphia  are  there  because  of  this  disease. 

From  the  above  we  see  that  many  an  unfortunate  child  is  deprived 
of  a  seeing  existence  because  of  neglect  and  ienorance  on  the  part  of 
the  physician  or  other  attendants.  If  purulent  conjunctivitis  were 
treated  as  promptly  and  carefully  aa  other  infantile  diseases  are,  we 
would  have  fewer  blind  and  much  less  suileriug  and  distress  in  the 
irorbl  from  loss  of  vision.  It  were  welt  it  the  public,  besides  medical 
men,  could  look  behind  the  curtain  to  see  the  causes  of  this  trouble. 
Many  of  these  cases  fall  into  the  hands  of  midwives.  They  are  ^en^ 
erally  as  ignorant  as  they  are  conceited  and  undertake  to  treat  the 
eye.  unwilling  to  acknowledge  that  anyone  knows  more  than  they. 

Obstetrics  is  both  a  Sfneiice  and  an  art,  and  tho^e  only  who  have 
acquired  the  former  should  be  permitted  to  practice  this  branch  of 
medicine.  Midwifery,  as  practiced  by  the  illiterate  women  in  our 
cities  is  a  crime,  an<i  the  boards  of  health  should  be  held  responsible 
for  any  case  of  blindness  resulting  from  such  attendance.  While  it  is 
an  apparent  pecuniary  economy  to  the  poor  patient  it  is  a  loss  and 
expense  to  the  community  should  any  eye  disease  resulting  in  blind- 
ness occur  among  the  children  thus  delivered. 

Granular  Ophthalmia  or  Trachoma. 

Von  Arlt  considers  granular  cofijunctivitis  and  trachoma  the  same 
di8e<%se  differing  only  in  degrees  of  intensity.  Both  are  equally  con- 
tagious, each  producing  its  analogous  disease. 

Sattler*  claims  to  have  discovered  a  micrococcus  peculiar  to  this 
disease.  But  Da  Garao  Pinio.f  Andrews  and  others  failed  to  demon- 
atrate  these  micro-organisms  in  the  tissue  of  trachoma,  and  Knause* 
failed  in  his  attempts  to  cultivate  them.  But  there  can  not  be  any 
doubt  about  the  contagious  nature  of  this  disease  and  the  secretion  is 
the  carrier  of  the  contagion,  the  nearer  the  secretions  approach  a  pur 
tilent  character,  the  more  active  will  it  be  and  the  quicker  will  i'  show 
its  effects,  when  brought  in  contact  with  healthy  eyes.  The  way  in 
which  the  disease  is  spread  is  through  the  secretions  on  the  fingers, 
towels,  exchanging  of  handkerchiefs,  etc.    There  is  a  possibility  of  the 
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infection  taking  place  through  the  air,  but  it  is  unusual ;  it  generally 
takes  place  indirectly  through  actual  contact  of  person,  towels,  wash 
water,  etc.  The  secretion  has  been  observed  to  retain  its  powers 
thirty  six  hours  when  dried  in  linen.     (Peringer.) 

The  contagious  ophthalmia  of  Egyptian  ori^n,  having  passed  along 
with  the  British  troops  to  almost  every  foreign  country  in  1800, 1801 
and  lb02  from  Egypt,  where,  for  aces,  it  has  been  endemic,  is  com- 
monly known  by  the  name  of  Egyptian  ophthalmia  or  trachoma  It 
was  more  frequent  among  the  natives  than  among  strangers  among 
the  lower  than  the  higher  class  of  society,  more  in  ciiies  than  in  the 
countries,  and  in  armies,  schools,  etc. 

While  granular  conjunctivitis  or  trachoma  existed  in  Europe  at  a 
very  early  period  in  its  history,  yet  its  most  destructive  invasion  took 
place  in  the  time  of  Napoleon  I.,  when  troops  had  acquired  it  while 
in  Egypt.  It  is  estimated  that  32.000  of  Napoleon^s  soldiers  were 
seized  with  this  disease.  The  English  troops  then  in  Egypt  were  also 
attacked  with  it;  and  in  the  succeeding  twenty  years  the  disease  spread 
among  nearly  all  European  armies  and  becoming  epidemic.  (Larrey). 
The  records  of  this  epidemic  are  very  extensive  and  extremely  instruc- 
tive. A  few  data  deducted  from  these  records  will  show  the  ravages 
the  disease  is  capable  of  making. 

In  the  English  army  in  1818  there  were  5,000  invalid  blind  from 
this  affection.  In  the  Prussian  army,  in  1813 — 1817  from  20,000  to 
25,000  men  were  attacked  with  trachoma,  of  whom  150  became  totally 
blind  and  250  blind  in  one  eye.  In  the  Russian  army,  between  1816 
and  18*^9,  7<),811  men  contracted  the  disease,  of  whom  654  became 
totally  blind  and  878  in  one  eye  only.  In  Italy  15,000  men  with  this 
disorder,  97  lost  one  eye  and  49  both  eyes.  In  the  Belgian  army  in 
1840  every  fifth  man  had  trachoma,  over  4,000  lost  the  sij2:ht  of  both 
eyes  and  1,000  men  lost  the  vision  of  one  eye.     (Junker.) 

In  1818  the  disease  reached  Denmark,  where  in  Copenhagen  alone 
of  6,171  men,  1,156  fell  victims  to  this  disease.     (Fuchs.) 

Although  granular  conjunctivitis  has  not  recently  appeared  as  an 
epidemic  in  the  armies  of  Europe,  it  still  exists  among  the  soldiers, 
numbers  of  whom  leave  the  army  with  the  disease  uncured,  emigrate 
to  America  and  thus  become  the  means  of  spreading  the  disease  in 
civil  life. 

According  to  the  statistics  of  Reich,*  among  40,000  soldiers  (Cau- 
casian army),  2,909  had  granular  ophthalmia,  therefore  7.2  per  cent, 
and  of  3,401  recruits,  3  per  cent,  had  the  disease,  the  inference  being 
that  the  4.2  per  cent,  were  infected  in  the  army.     (Fuchs.) 

Previous  to  1874  trachoma  was  unknown  at  St.  Hubert,  Belgium, 
but  soon  after  the  soldiers  had  been  quartered  there,  an  epidemic

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broke  out  so  that  there  were  hardly  any  healthy  eye  lidis  to  be  found 
excepting  amon*::  the  children  jiiid  a^ed.     (Dastot,*  > 

These  fig  ires  show  us  tlie  extent  of  eye-injury  that  this  disease  has 
produced  when  people  are  collected  together  under  unfavorable  hy- 
genie  Burroundingti.  America  never  had  an  extensive  epidemic  of 
granular  opiithalmia,  and  tlierefore  statistics  are  wanting  with  us. 
Yet  we  cannot  be  any  too  wise  and  well  prepared  on  the  subject  to 
avoid  the  rise  of  this  destructive  disorder  in  our  crowded  institutions, 
^Iiospitals,  schools,  etc. 

^V  Vhen  the  disease  breaks  out  in  a  family  or  in  a  large  community 
^Bf  people  or  individuals,  those  first  attacked,  ignorant  of  the  previous 
^Rjcistence  of  the  disease  in  others  frura  whom  they  might  have  re- 
ceived it,  and  ignorant  of  its  nature,  will  seldom  demand  advice  until 
urged  by  the  violence  of  ihe  symptoms. 

When  once  the  plan  is  adopted,  as  it  should  be,  of  daily  inspecting 
the  healthy  eyes  of  the  inmates  of  an  institution  or  community  in 
which  the  disease  is  likely  to  appear,  it  will  be  the  fault  of  the  sur- 
ireon  if  he  ever  meets  with  a  new  case  in  which  the  alTeclion  is  so  far 
advanced  as  to  be  attended  wilb  any  other  symptom  than  an  increased 
vascularity  of  the  conjunctiva. 

Cohen f  examined  111  children  resident  in  an  institution  for  deaf 
mutes  in  Brislow, of  whom  84  had  trachoma;  among  the  external  peo- 
ple on  the  other  hand,  there  was  not  a  single  case  of  the  disease.  This 
shows  that  the  princip>al  <]anger  in  granular  conjunctivitis  is  when 
children  use  the  same  towel  and  other  washing  utensils. 

In  European  boarding  schools  trachoma  is  very  common.  In  Eng- 
lish schools  Bowman  found  59  per  cent.  Nettlesby  found  50  to  <jO 
per  cent,  of  tho  invalids  had  trachoma. 

In  the  workhouse  in  Dublin,  according  to  Kirkpatrick,  during  five 
years,  134,838  individuals  were  attacked  with  this  disease.  M^ickenzie 
speaks  of  an  attack  of  this  disorder  in  the  slave  ship  Rodeur^  which 
had  23  sailors  and  1^0  slaves  on  board.  Under  way  trachoma  broke 
out  among  the  people,  only  a  single  sailor  escaped  the  diticase.  When 
the  ship  reached  port, 3;^  negroes  and  12  sailors  had  each  lost  one  eye* 

Of  2,137  children  examined  by  Dn  Mittendorf  at  the  Cath<dic  Pro- 

fctory  in  New  York  city,  871  were  found  affected  with  tliis  malady. 

In  St.  Patrick's  Orphans''  Asylum  of  New  York  city,  Dr.  Agnew 
'ound  203  cases  of  communicable  eye  diseases  among  409  children. 

In  St,  Joseph's  Asylum  of  New  York,  Ur  Roosa  found  among  5*21 
ihildren,  301  cases  of  communicable  eye  affections. 

In  Ihe  Hebrew  Sheternig  Guardian  Society  in  New  York  city,  Dr. 

ndrews  discovered  35  cases  of  contagious  bleuorrhya  among  52 
children.     In  this  institution  the  means  of  spreading  the  eye-troubles 

•  Do  ophthalinie  psnititUeiiao  dans  lea  ecole,"  Mons.  IS7A 
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is  the  use,  by  the  children  with  healthy  eyes,  of  the  same  towel  that 
has  been  employed  by  those  who  have  sore  eyes. 

In  one  of  our  largest  public  institutions  in  Philadelphia  there  were 
13  rases  out  of  40  in  one  of  the  girls'  wards,  of  muco  purulent  conjunc 
tivitis  caused  by  washing  in  the  same  room  and  accidently  ex(*.hanging 
towels. 

Thus  we  see  the  effect  of  our  over-crowded  institutions  and  allowing 
the  general  use  of  basins,  towels,  etc.,  on  the  eyes  of  those  confined 
within  these  homes.  The  endless  towel  so  common  in  general  wash 
rooms,  in  the  hotels,  homes,  institutions,  schools,  etc.,  is  one  of  the 
greatest  means  of  spreading  eye  affections. 

Dr.  Derby*  of  Mew  York,  in  referring  to  twenty  four  institutions  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  containing  7,440  inmates,  states  thitl9.9  per 
cent,  had  contagious  ophthalmia.  While  these  figures  seem  to  show 
an  unusual  average,  yet,  when  we  consider  how  readily  a  disease  can 
be  communicated  from  one  patient  to  another,  where  towels,  wash 
rags,  etc.,  are  common  to  all  and  where  many  poorly  fed  children 
coming  from  probably  unhygienic  surroundings  are  crowded 
together  into  small  apartments,  it  is  not  unlikely  a  true  ratio.  Dr. 
Agnewf  of  New  York,  mentioned  a  school  where  contagious  ophthal- 
mia was  communicated  to  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  students  largely  by 
the  habit  of  washing  in  the  same  trough  (and  probably  by  being  in- 
sufficiently fed,  improved  by  being  placed  in  open  air  tents  and  better 
fed). 

In  the  Wills  Kye  Hospital,  and  most  other  public  hospitals  in  Phil- 
adelphia, they  refuse  to  admit  any  case  of  purulent  ophthalmia  as  a 
house  patient,  for  fear  of  inoculation  of  the  inmates;  and  thus  ren- 
deiing  probable  the  further  spread  of  the  disease  among  the  family 
who  may  be  thus  affected.  There  are  few  parents  of  hospital  patients 
properly  suited  to  carry  out  effectual  home  treatment.  Thus  it  is 
evident  the  largest  number  of  cases  of  contagious  blennorrhea  exist 
when  the  inmates  use  towels  indiscriminately,  wash  in  the  same  basin, 
sleep  in  the  same  apartments  and  have  a  home  in  common. 

The  large  majority  of  children  in  our  public  institutions  having 
chronic  conjunctivitis  never  recover  and  they  goto  make  up  that  large 
percentage  of  drifting  despairing  creatures  that  depend  upon  the  pub- 
lic for  their  support.  Therefore  we  see  the  enormous  destruction  of 
vision  occasioned  either  by  ophthalmia  neonatorum  or  granular  oph- 
thalmia, both  equally  effective  in  their  results. 

From  what  has  been  stated,  it  is  evident  that  there  exists  a  great 
necessity  for  improved  hygiejie  in  preventing  the  further  spread  of 
contagious  ophthalmia  among  the  inmates  of  our  various  public  insti- 
tutions, schools  and  public  in  general. 

Boards  of  health  should  add  contagioin  eye  diseases  to  its  list  of

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contagious  diseases  and  make  it  obligatory  on  the  part  of  all  pliysi- 
ciansto  notify  of  every  ease  of  eootaf^iious  eye  disease  occurring  either 
in  xjublicinstitutionaor  elsewhere  and  suitable  accommodations  should 
be  provided  lor  thorou^jjlily  isolating  the  patient,  until  he  or  she  h  no 
longer  liable  to  communicate  the  disease.  There  should  be  a  special 
hospital  or  ward  of  a  hospital  where  patients  sufiering  from  contagi- 
ous eye  diseases  could  be  sent  and  retained  until  cured.  The  erection  of 
such  a  hospital  should  be  urged  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Many  of 
our  public  infirmaries  are  governed  by  persons  of  financial  and  polit- 
ical influence  who  have  no  knowledge  of  medicine;  and  some  insti 
tutionedonot  even  have  a  medical  attendant;  and  thus  we  see  how 
easy  it  is  for  a  disease  to  come  on  insidiously,  underminiujx  the  health 
of  the  eyes  until  finally  an  acute  attack  of  blennorrhea  takes  place  and 
gives  rise  to  an  epidemic  ot  contagious  ophthalmia. 

Hoi  until  our  public  institutions  are  governed  bylaws  that  will  pro- 
vide suitable  apartoients,  good  nourishing  food,  and  medical  attend 
ance  for  a  limited  number  of  inmates  and  make  it  impossible  lo  re- 
ceive more  persons  than  the  number  for  which  they  have  lawful  ac- 
commodations, will  they  be  able  to  prevent  an  occasional  occurrence 
of  contngious  ophthalmia. 

There  is  needed  a  law  prohibiting  any  one  having  a  contagii  us  eye 
disease  to  go  forth  trom  any  of  ihe  public  institutions  without  first 
having  secured  the  certificate  of"  the  surgeon,  that  he  or  she  is  no 
longer  liable  to  convey  the  disease  toothers;  because  such  are  the 
patients  tliat  endanger  the  other  meral^ers  of  his  family- 
It  should  be  a  requirement  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  the 
schools,  public  infirmaries  to  conform  to  the  letter  of  a  law  which 
should  stale  in  definite  terms  what  the  cubic  air  space  must  he;  that 
each  inmate  wash  in  running  water  and  use  his  own  towel  and  basin; 
that  the  eyes  of  every  applicant  for  admission  to  these  institutions  be 
subjected  to  inspection  by  a  competent  surgeon.  If  contagious  eye 
diseases  are  received  they  be  thoroughly  isolated  and  that  inspection 
of  all  the  eyes  be  made  at  fixed  intervals.  Until  such  laws  shall  have 
a  enacted  we  shall  struggle  hopelessly  against  the  spread  of  this 
disease  in  our  public  institutions,  and  many  of  which,  because  of  the  over- 
crowding, insufficient  food  and  general  insanitation  which  prevails  in 
them,  are  recognized  active  agents  in  recruiting  the  ranks  of  helpless 
human  beings,  by  impairing  their  usefulness  and  lowering  their  indi- 
vidual capacity,  liy  preventing  those  preventible  diseases  to  go  on 
rauitipbing  which  to  such  an  alarming  extent  lead  to  total  blindness. 
The  public  should  be  more  generally  informed  of  the  serious  nature 
of  a  purulent  discharge  from  the  eyes,  and  our  various  general  dis- 
pensaries, school  rooms,  could  greatly  aid  in  disseminating  this  in- 
formation, describing  the  danger  of  neglecting  to  seek  medical  advice 
when  an  eye  has  a  discharge  of  pus  by  having  conspicuously  printed 
cards  bearing  the  following :    InUructions  regarding  sore  et/ea :    It 
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the  eyes  become  watery^  red  and  mfitter  begins  to  run  from  them  apply 
at  once  for  medical  advice.  The  disease  is  very  dangerous^  and  if  not 
treated  at  once  may  destroy  the  sight  of  both  eyes. 

Roth,  in  London,  circulated  tracts  through  the  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Blindness  which  treated  of  blennorrhea  in  infants.     Bier6, 
in  Havre,  caused  a  popular  form  of  instructions  for  the  cure  of  oph 
thaiinia  in  the  new-born  to  be  prescribed  to  every  person  who  regis- 
tered the  birth  of  a  child. 

How  shall,  we  treat  such  cases?  To  return  such  a  child  to  its  own 
home  would  be  to  expose  the  rest  of  the  family  to  the  disease ;  and, 
a<rain  such  patients  are  brought  to  us  every  day  at  the  clinics.  They 
then  return  daily  to  their  homes,  where  the  ignorance  of  the  simplest 
rudiments  of  personal  and  domestic  hygiene  which  invariably  pre- 
vails there  must  necessarily  neutralize  whatever  good  they  may  have 
received  at  the  hospital ;  indeed,  patients  with  this  disease  require  to 
be  under  skilled  and  constant  surveillance ;  and,  if  our  eye  dispensa- 
ries will  not  receive  these  cases  because  of  the  danger  of  infecting 
their  other  patients,  the  exigencies  of  the  case  are  best  met  by  the 
establishing  of  a  separate  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  contagious 
ophthalmia. 

Mr.  President,  I  know  I  have  already  trespassed  beyond  my  allotted 
time,  but  trust  I  have  succeeded  in  awakening  your  interest  sufficiently 
to  induce  this  honorable  Board  to  interest  itself  in  investigating  cer- 
tainly one  of  the  most  important  questions  in  ophthalmology,  namely, 
the  prevention  of  contagious  ophthalmia. 


3.  TRIOHINIA.SIS  AND  ITS  PREVENTION.

In  attempting  to  prepare  a  paper  upon  the  subject  I  have  been  cour- 
teously invited  to  present  to  you  upon  the  occasion  of  your  meeting 
here  together  for  the  commendable  purpose  of  increasing  your  knowl- 
edge of  hygienic  attainments,  I  cannot  help  feeling  deeply  a  sense  of 
the  diflSculry  and  responsibility  as  well  as  the  honor  and  distinction 
attending  the  undertaking.  Aside  from  the  inherent  wonders  of  the 
disease  to  all,  it  appeals  to  those  specially  interested  in  the  health  of 
their  fellow  beings,  in  a  peculiarly  sensible  manner. 

I  shall  never  forget  a  time  when  I  was  myself  one  of  the  most  earn- 
est and  enthusiastic  students  who  ever  searched  the  authors  for  infor- 
mation and  help  to  combat  that  terrible  disease,  known  as  trichinosis, 
or  trichiniasis. 

If  the  few  remarks  I  shall  offer  to  day  will  happily  prevent  some 
one  present  from  ever  suffering  the  same  agony  of  doubt,  perplexity. 
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iin«l  resp  >nsibility  I  exparienced  Ihen ;  if,  m  >re  happily  still,  th'f^y  shall 
CO u tribute  to  the  ob via! ion  oT  the  untold  and  indescribable  misery^ 
torLiire,  and  horror  attending  an  actual  case  of  the  dread  affliction,  I 
shall  feel  that  I  have  performed  a  professioncil  duty,  whifdi  in  turn,  I 
truit  will  plead  with  you  I  ho  cause  of  the  many  imperfections  in  which 
you  will  find  them  presented. 

Copyinjc  the  comprehensive  synopsis  given  in  Ziemssen's  Cyclope- 
dia, I  shall  then  proceed  to  give  you  my  personal  experience  with 
three  groups  of  Trichiniasis,  w*ith  wliich  1  have  had  to  do,  as  a  phyri- 
cian,  within  the  last  eight  years. 

1.  Man  becomes  infected  with  trichina^  by  eating  tricliinous  pork. 

2.  The  muscle  trichina*  in  the  stomachs  of  mice  and  rats,  become 
freed  from  their  capsules,  and  develop  in  the  intestines  of  dop;8  and 
cat^^as  also  in  man^into  the  mature  sexual  worms,  intestinal  trichintie, 
which 

S.  Attain  their  full  growth  at  the  end  of  about  seven  days  and  give 
birth  to  living  young;  these  young  migrate  directly  from  the  intestines 
into  the  muscles  of  the  same  person  or  animal. 

4.  During  their  migration  they  are  found  in  the  mesenteric  glands, 
abdominal  cavity  and  pericardium. 

5.  They  penetrate  into  the  interior  of  the  muscle  fibres,  and  destroy 
the  contractile  substance. 

tj.  Within  the  muscles  they  grow  to  perfect  muscle  trichinie, 

7.  These  migratory  processes  bring  about  in  man  a  severe  febrile 
diflease,  trichitiosis,  which, 

8.  May  result  in  death,  both  in  man  and  animals. 

9.  Cases  of  capsulated  trichina-  are  to  be  considered  as  healed  cases 
of  trichinosis, 

Our  hiatory  of  the  disease  dates  back  to  I860,  in  which  year  the  re- 
Bults  of  scientiiie  investigation  first  ^apprised  mankind  of  the  startling 
intelligence  that  the  innocent  appearing,  and  supposed  innocuous  coils 
ol  dormant  animation,  which  Paget  discovered,  and  which  in  1835, 
Owen  definitely  described  and  named  trichina?  spiralis,  w^ere,  in  reality, 
the  actual  source,  as  well  as  the  se<|uela^  of  that  terrible  disease  which 
had  hitherto  been  known  as  English  Sweit  and  the  Black  Death. 

A  knowledge  of  this  fact  elucidated  at  once,  in  the  minds  of  many 
physicians,  the  inexplicable  course  and  termination  of  the  peculiar 
epidemics  of  rheumatism,  in  their  past  practice.  What  a  com  tort  it 
would  have  been  to  their  honest  hearts,  if  the  discovery  had  been  ac- 
companied by  a  happy  means  of  cure  for  the  many  inevitable  cases 
that  were  to  follow  until  the  time  that  sanitary  efforts  shall  have 
WTOught  its  extirpation,  by  the  only  possible  method  of  prevention. 

In  glancing  at  the  natural  hi-itory  of  the  parasite,  1  w^ill  omit  a  de- 
scription of  its  structui^al  arrangement,  sufficing  with  telling  you  that 
it  is  a  round  worm»  only  the  thineenth  of  an  inch  in  length  in  the  ease 
of  the  female,  and  two-thirds  of  that  length  in  the  male  worm.    The 
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preponderance  of  evidence  goes  to  indicate  that  their  original  habitat 
is  the  body  of  the  domestic  hog;  and  that  where  rats  and  other  animals 
have  been  found  infected  by  them,  the  animals  have  been  caught  in 
the  vicinity  o'  butcher  shops,  or  where  they  could  have  had  access  to 
discarded  pork.  It  is  alsoquite  probable  that  isolated  communities  of 
trichinoiis  rats  do  not  exist,  as  such,  for  any  considerable  time.  If  rats 
were  the  means  of  propagating  and  communicating  the  disease  to  hogs, 
their  well-known  roving  propensities  would  render  the  infection  much 
more  general  than  it  is.  However,  outside  of  China  and  France,  I  be- 
lieve humanity  can.  for  all  sanitary  purposes,  safely  considered  the  real 
source  of  the  disease  to  be  the  pork  we  find  so  essential  to  our  wants. 

We  will  now  follow  some  muscle  trichinae,  from  their  encysted  state 
in  a  ham,  or  other  piece  of  pork,  on  their  wonderful  mission  ot  mis- 
chief. The  insufficiently  cooked,  or  raw,  meat  is  eaten  by  a  man.  By 
the  act  of  digestion  the  cell  walls  or  capsules  containing  the  worms 
are  dissolved,  and  they  are  liberated  within  the  alimentary  canal  of 
the  person  who  has  eaten  them.  This  liberation  seems  to  permit  them 
to  undergo  further  development,  and  to  become  real  intestinal  trichi- 
n«3;  for,  in  about  a  week,  the  natural  processes  pertaining  to  gestation 
have  taken  place,  and  the  female  trichinae  has  given  birth  to  hundreds 
of  living  young.  These  youn?  are  very  independent  and  ambitious 
creatures,  for,  as  soon  as  they  become  really  constituted  and  endowed 
individualities,  they  petietrate  the  walls  of  the  intestines,  and,  via  the 
lymphatics,  blood- vessels,  and  probably  the  contiguous  tissues,  soon 
arrive  at  their  destination — the  fibres  of  the  voluntary  muscles,  every- 
where throughout  the  body.  There  is  a  marked  preference  for  the 
flexor  muscles  of  the  upper  part  of  the  body;  but  they  wield  the  most 
pernicious  influence  in  the  diaphragm,  intercostal  muscles,  and  the 
muscles  of  the  throat,  rendering  breathing  difficult  and  particularly 
painful.  Having  attained  their  destination,  be  it  accidental  or  selec- 
tive, as  to  locality,  their  personal  activities  seem  to  cease  as  soon  as 
they  have  folded  their  tired  forms,  individually  as  a  rule,  into  the 
shape  very  nearly  simulating  that  other  commodity  of  Bismarckian 
culinary  succulency,  and  of  which  the}'^  may  be  a  sort  of  poetic  proto- 
type— the  common  pretzel;  for  the  adjacent  tissues,  probably  as  a 
precaution  against  further  aggression  on  the  part  of  the  unwelcome 
neighbors,  immediately  set  about  encompassing  them  with  a  chiton 
of  soft  cushion-cells,  which  are  suspiciously  hurried  to  the  form  of  a 
prison-cyst,  and  then  leisurely  plastered  up  with  lime.  In  this  capsu- 
lated  condition  they  remain  in  a  dormant  state  during  the  life  of  the 
person  or  animal  in  whose  body  they  are,  and  for  a  long  time  after- 
wards, only  requiring  to  be  set  tree  in  the  stomach  of  some  other  ani- 
mal to  begin  again  the  same  routine  we  have  been  considering. 

The  first  group  of  cases  that  came  under  my  care,  consisted  of  five 
persons — four  adults,  and  one  five  year  old  child.  On  Thursday  morn- 
ing, December  9, 1880,  a  young  man,  aet.  twenty-six,  called  on  me

for  treatment  for  a  severe  cold  he  supposed  himself  to  be  suffering 
with,  Hi^  symptoms  were  first  manilesled  on  tfie  previous  Sunday, 
as  a  languid,  dis'.ressed  feelin?,  but  he  had  resumed  work  on  iMouday, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  Ilia  case  presented  some  peculiar  features 
— swelling  ol  the  face  and  hands,  and  a  etrange  muscular  lameness — 
which  he  had  tirst  noticed  on  Monday,  but,  ascribinjtr  these  lo  tfieculd, 
damp  weather  to  whieli  his  occupation  had  exposed  him,  I  prescribed 
for  his  ''cold,''  and  he  returned  to  his  home.  The  next  day  he  sent 
for  me  to  visit  himself  and  a  brother  who  boarded  at  the  same  place, 
and  who  had  he^cun  to  develop  the  same  description  of  a  cold.  When 
I  arrived  at  the  house  it  was  lOon  apparent  that  everybody  but  the 
baby,  residing?  there,  had  to  a  more  or  less  de.irree,  the  same  kind  of  a 
cold.  Of  course,  it  immediately  occurred  to  me  that  there  was  some 
Ferious  and  uncommon  disorder  present,  but  what  iU  nature  was,  I 
had  not  the  remotest  idea.  A  carelul  search  of  the  whole  premises, 
for  some  probable  specitic  source,  was  barren  of  results,  until,  in  a 
back  shanty*  I  came  upon  the  family  meat  barrel,  and  was  attracted 
by  the  un-porkdike  appearance  of  some  pieces  of  pork  I  examined. 
Trichiniasis?  Was  the  awful  suggestion  that  forced  itself  upon  my 
startled  mind. 

Serious  as  the  realization  of  it  would  be,  I  felt  a  sense  of  relief  in 
the  fact  that  a  demoristration  would  give  me  somelhing  tangible  to 
treat  my  patients  tV>r,  which  I  had  about  given  up  all  hope  of  ever 
being  possessed  of.  Unobserved,  I  cut  several  small  pieces  Jrom  the 
pork.  Then  in  a  casual,  guarded  manner,  I  elicited  the  information 
that  the  hog,  of  which  the  family  had  only  been  eating  a  few  days, 
had  been  purchased  ol  a  butch^.T,  dressed,  ibat  it  had  frame  enough 
for  450  pounds,  but  that  it  only  weighed  317  pounds.  Arranging  as 
well  as  I  could  for  the  comfort  of  ray  patienis,  all  peacehilly  ignorant 
of  wliat  I  suspected,  I  came  to  Lewisburg,  to  obtain  the  assistance  of 
my  friend,  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff*  We  were  not  long,  with  the  use  of  his 
powerful  microscopes,  in  discovering  the  specimens  I  had  brought,  to 
be  protusely  infected  with  trichinae  Unable  to  obtain  any  encourag- 
ing method  from  the  books  in  regard  to  treatment,  I  determined  to 
rely  on  a  course  of  my  own,  which  1  will  mention  further  on.  The 
young  man  who  had  first  complained,  and  who,  while  mixing  the 
sausage  meat,  had  in  tasting  it,  swallowed  a  portion  raw,  was  very 
much  the  worst  of  the  five  cases. 

He  had  a  dull  indescribable  pain  or  lameness  of  the  muscles  of  the 
back,  arms,  and  lintbs.  The  pain  upon  taking  a  full  breath  was  very 
acute,  retarding  his  respiration  to  such  an  extent  as  to  occasion  llie 
troublesome  broncliorrha-a  with  which  he  was  afflicted.  He  prelerred 
to  lie  quietly  on  his  back ;  but  there  was  no  disposition  to  flex  the  ex- 
tremilies.  The  fever  began  on  Wednesday,  the  8th,  and  continued 
till  Sunday. 

The  swelling  of  the  body  and  extremities,  as  also  the  face,  and 
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which  I  do  not  think  was  a  true  oedema,  had  attained  its  maximum 
by  the  12th,  wholly  closing  both  eyes.  It  was  entirely  gone  in  less 
than  a  week.  On  the  twelllh,  I  noticed  tJiat  the  sputa  from  the  lungs 
and  throat  was  considerably  tinged  with  blood.  The  discharges  from 
the  nostrils  were  also  considerably  colored.  This  peculiarity  also  af- 
fected in  the  same  manner  his  brother.  During  the  time  it  remained, 
which  was  for  about  six  days,  he  complained  of  a  dryness  and  a  prick- 
ling sensation  in  the  throat.  Profuse  diarrhoea  began  on  the  16th 
and  lasted  till  the  21st.  Exhausting  and  profuse  perspiration  lasted 
from  the  17th  to  the  24th.  It  was  much  worse  at  night.  In  the  morn- 
ing there  was  a  marked  intermission  of  the  fever,  with  corresponding 
amelioration  of  other  symptoms.  There  was  no  appetite;  but  there 
was  intolerable  thirst;  at  no  time  was  there  any  sign  of  coma,  but 
after  a  week,  there  was  an  inordinate  desire  to  sleep.  The  pain  on 
moving  or  being  touched  was  referred  to  the  parts  beneath  the  tkin 
The  case  of  one  patient  suggested  to  me  the  belief  that  the  disease,  in 
intensity,  depends  upon  the  amount  of  the  parasites  ingested,  he  being 
under  dietetic  restrictions  for  indigestion,  had  eaten  sparingly  of  the 
infected  pork.  Another  reason  that  three  of  the  eases  were  so  mild, 
according  to  this  idea,  is  that  the  family  had  been  eating  of  a  quarter 
of  beef,  and  had  indulged  in  only  a  few  dinners  of  the  boiling  pieces 
of  pork.  That  they  had  eaten  of  the  large  pieces  will  account  for  the 
non  destructi<  n  of  the  trichiniv  lying  deep  down  within  the  meat. 
The  brother,  mentioned  before,  who  was  also  very  sick,  had  also  tasted 
of  the  raw  sausage  meat.  I  have  copied  some  comments,  as  they  ap- 
pear in  my  report  of  these  cases  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Re- 
porter. When  we  consider  that  a  man  may  have  tiichiniasis  and  not 
be  confined  to  bed;  not  sweat  profusely;  not  cough  extensively;  nor 
even  suft'er  from  nausea  and  diarrhoea,  the  ineflBcacy  of  book  descrip- 
tions, in  one's  first  experience  at  least,  is  very  apparent.  I  mean  that 
all  the  works  I  have  read  on  the  subject  have  considered  only  ex- 
treme cases,  while  here  in  one  group,  three  of  whom  were  of  the  same 
family,  habits  and  natural  condition,  I  found  only  one  classical  case, 
while  the  other  four  were  so  ill  marked  and  moderiate  that  I  should 
not  have  suspected  any  one  of  them,  alone,  of  having  trichinosis. 

For  further  assurance  that  we  ought  to  be  on  our  guard,  and  alert 
for  such  contingencies,  it  is  only  necessary  to  say,  that  while  I  was  at- 
tending my  five  patients,  I  read  in  the  pai  ers  of  seven  cases  in  one 
family,  and  four  in  another,  in  Franklin,  Venango  county,  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  were  treated  for  typhoid  fever  until  six  of  the  first  seven 
died,  before  it  was  ascertained  that  the  disease  was  trichinosis;  and 
also  of  a  butcher  in  New  York,  who  underwent  an  illness  with  the 
same  disease  at  the  same  time  with  the  most  approved  treatment  for 
rheumatism 

It  is  with  the  hope  that  I  may  persuade  you  that  this  is  not  one  of 
the  phenomenal  ailliclions  that  always  happen  over  in  ''the  next 
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county/'  that  I  briefly  mention  the  next  group  of  cases  which  it  has 
been  my  iortiine  to  attend.  It  is  with  the  purpose  to  impress  upon 
you  the  fact  that  within  a  period  of  fi^e  years,  ten  miles  from  I  his 
place,  there  have  been  ei^ht  ctises  of  trichiniasiB.  For  the  purpose  of 
brevity,  I  shall  apun  copy  from  the  same  report.  *'  lo  the  fall  of 
1S85,  a  German,  named^  or  coincidently  named  Flesch,  a  brewer, 
having  supplied  hia  larder,  with  plenty  of  **city'Cured'' hams,  pro- 
ceeded, as  a  matter  of  course,  to  slice  one  of  them  ofl",  and  to  use  ot  it 
raw  in  his  family.  In  a  few  days  his  family  physician  was  called  in 
to  attend  his  little  eight  year  old  daughter.  In  the  course  of  treat* 
ment  consulatlon  was  had,  and  the  remedies  for  rheumatism  continued. 
Alter  fiuifering  terribly  for  a  week,  she  died.  A  few  days  previous 
to  the  little  girFa  death,  the  father  and  a  little  five  year  old  son  began 
to  manliest  symptoms  similar  to  those  the  girl  comidaiaed  of  at  first. 
I  was  not  called  in  until  after  the  funeral  of  the  girL  After  getting 
as  good  a  description  of  her  symptoms  as  possible,  togetJier  with  all 
the  attendirtg  circumstances,  I  pronounced  the  trouble,  with  my  pat- 
ients at  least  to  be  trichinosis.  This  diagnosis  1  verified  by  discover- 
ing intestinal  trichina?  in  the  excreta^  the  ham  having  all  been  dis* 
posed  of, 

A  thought,  for  which  I  will  assume  the  responsibility,  and  ask  for 
no  endorsement,  has  just  occurred  to  me;  perhaps  in  these  cases  I 
Lave  fortuitously  discovered  a  commendable  ulility  for  beer!  The 
father  who  was  foreman  in  a  brewery,  having  unlimited  access  to  the 
beverage,  and  it  was  said,  capacity  and  appetite,  as  well,  although 
having  eaten  Ireely  of  the  ham,  was  not  confined  to  bed,  nor  did  he 
give  me  much  trouble.  With  the  little  boy,  however,  it  was  far  dif- 
ferent, lie  rapidly  developed  all  the  classit^al  phenomena  of  the  dis- 
ease. I  had  no  hope,  for  several  days,  of  his  recovery,  but  he  ulti 
mately  did  get  well,  and  as  hearty  as  before  Ins  attack.  The  mother  in 
this  family  was  dyspeptic,  and  eating  no  ham,  had  escaped  the  dis 
ease. 

I  was  called,  two  years  and  a  half  ago,  d  wn  to  Bethlehem,  to  see 
the  two  surviving  patients  of  that  sad  group  of  trichinosis. 

The  mother  and  her  thirteen  year  old  daughter  had  recently  died 
of  the  disease  I  found  the  father  though  not  confined  to  bt^K  sulTer- 
ing  very  much  indeed.  He  was  a  dyspeptic,  and  had  that  fact  to 
thank  for  his  life.  This  made  the  third  time,  too,  in  xny  experience 
when  I  could  fervently  bless  a  patient's  indigestion*  I  have  never 
been  able  to  say  this  in  any  other  instance.  The  little  girl,  five  years 
of  age,  was  lying  very  low,  with  few  hopes  of  recovery.  Her  case 
presents  no  peculiarities,  however,  They  were  both  placed  upon  the 
treitment  I  will  mention  8!jQ!i,and  b^th  recovered  their  u^ual  health 
the  child  with  her  rosy  cheeks,  and  her  father  with  his  friendly  dys- 
pepsia. They  visited  me  a  year  after,  and  showed  no  signs  of  the  dis- 
ease.   The  circumstances  attending  the  sickness  and  death  of  the 
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bright,  handsome,  intelligent  girl  who  died,  are  the  most  pathetic  I 
have  ever  heard  of  in  practice!  A  joyous,  happy,  hungry  little  girl, 
home  from  school  on  butchering  day,  couldn^t  wait  till  supper-time, 
made  for  herself  two  sausage  cakes,  put  on  the  frying  pan  and  cooked 
them,  hurriedly  I  presume.  She  then  ate  them  with  the  exquisite 
relish  known  alone  to  healthy  growing  childhood.  Within  a  few 
hours  she  was  taken  sick  with  the  most  torturing  and  loathesome  of 
diseases,  and,  in  a  few  days  died  a  terrible  death  by  the  side  of  her 
dying  mother.  I  was  informed  that  the  mother  and  daughter  were 
treated  during  the  greater  part  of  their  sickness  for  rheumatism.  I 
ieel  that  I  ought  to  say  here  that  to  one  who  has  seen  both  diseases, 
there  is  very  little  in  common  between  them,  and  small  chance  of  a 
mistake.  To  Mr.  Eugene  A.  Reau,  the  accomplished  microscopist,  of 
Bethlehem,  is  due  the  credit  of  first  suspecting,  and  demonstrating  the 
true  nature  of  the  disease  with  which  the  family  was  afflicted. 

It  is  with  considerable  hesitancy  I  approach  the  matter  of  treatment 
I  have  before  alluded  to;  but  I  have  postponed  it  as  long  as  any  ap- 
propriate place  of  appearance  for  it  in  this  paper  remains.  I  do  not 
presume  that,  in  the  few  cases  it  has  stood  my  need,  it  has  met  with 
sufficient  test  to  commend  it,  unchallenged,  to  my  profession;  and 
yet  I  cannot  believe  that  it  was  not  an  actual  factor  in  the  recovery 
of  the  nine  patients  who  were  restored  to  health  while  subjected  to  it. 
Associated  with  these  nine  cases  were  three  other  patients,  with  equal 
chances,  who  were  not  treated,  who  did  not  recover. 

The  first  evident  indication,  when  the  patient  is  seen  early,  is  to 
clear  the  alimentary  canal  of  all  trichina3«  both  intestinal  and  their 
young.  For  this  purpose  active  purgation  was  adopted.  Santonine 
is  the  most  reliable  and  thorough  vermifuge  we  have.  With  the  hope 
of  destroying  the  worms  remaining  in  the  intestines,  I  administered 
freely  of  that  drug.  You  may  attribute  it  to  a  sort  of  venomous  hope 
to  embitter  the  vibritile  journey  of  the  muscle-ward  worms,  that  I 
gave  liberally  of  our  staunch  old  sheet  anchor — quinine.  But  1  con- 
fess to  only  this ;  it  was  given  with  the  thought  of  leucocythaemia  in 
my  mind.  Sulpho  carbolate  of  sodium  had  proved,  with  me,  a  satis- 
factory prophylactic  in  a  recent  epidemic  of  scarlatina. 

At  the  risk  of  being  empirical,  I  gave  large  doses  of  it,  properly 
diluted.  There  are  always  plenty  of  indications  to  sustain  the  strength, 
and  of  course  this  was  attended  to. 

This  constitutes  the  plan  of  treatment  I  have  followed  in  three 
separate  groups  of  trichinosis,  all  the  patients,  nine  in  number,  making 
good  recoveries. 

Upon  careful  reflection,  and  a  review  of  the  best  suggestions  writ- 
ten, I  am  forced  to  admit  that  the  prevention  of  trichinobis is  not  easy 
of  accomplishment.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  some  nniversal 
method  of  procedure  be  adopted,  and  acted  upon  by  the  people.  There 
is  no  use  of  entertaining  the  thought  of  reaching  the  ultimate  object 
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by  exterminating  the  more  proximate,  the  hog,  for  tiie  fact  is  Settled 
that  the  hog,  as  pork*  is  iruiispensuble  to  the  culinary  wants  of  the 
best  part  of  mankincL  The  absolute  futility  of  exterminating  the  rat 
creation*  even  though  they  were  the  source,  is  assured  by  ages  of  per 
eistent  effort  and  failure  on  the  part  of  man.  That  the  domestic  hog 
18  60  proverbially  filthy,  is  because  of  his  enforced  relations  with 
filthy,  or  ignorant  ownerB,  nit  her  than  from  any  other  cause.  If  its 
pen  be  kept  in  a  cleauly  conditio*!,  or  it  be  allowed  tiie  freedom  of 
the  fields,  and  the  possibililies  of  its  real  nature,  its  food  will  be  of 
the  vegetable  kingdom,  and  its  tleah  the  most  wholesome,  nutrilions, 
and  palatable  in  the  whole  menu  of  meats.  It  is  not  a  carniverous 
animal.  It  has  no  appetite  or  demand  for  promiscuous  gfirbage,  and 
the  abominal»le  slops  of  the  poisonous  kitclien  swill  barrel.  Yan  can 
only  succeed  in  the  ultimate  prevention  of  trichiniasis,  when  common 
sense  and  decency  are  exercised  in  behalf  of  the  sanitary  contlition  of 
the  hogs  we  use  as  food;  if  we  never  furnish  them  wiLhinlection  they 
will  not  become  infected,  Supply  them  with  sallicieut  of  the  food 
nature  adapted  them  for,  and  they  gladly  relegate  to  your  cats  the 
rat  catching  department,  and  to  your  chickens  unhampered  liberty  to 
revel  in  carrion. 

One  good  authority  says:  'Mt  is  imperalive  that  the  remaining 
hogs  should  not  be  given  the  waste  material  on  butchering  day." 
Zenker's  rule  is  the  most  comprehensive  on  thissubjecl:  '^When  slaugh* 
tering  hogs,  nathing.  not  even  of  the  cuttings,  and  none  of  the  kitchen 
garbage  at  the  time,  or  for  some  time  afterwards,  should  be  thrown 
into  the  hog^s  feeding  trough.  Therefore  on  butchering  day,  even 
dish-water  shouM  be  kept  away  from  tliem."  Under  all  circum- 
stances, pig'Stys  should  be  so  eanstnicted,  that  rats  cannot  get  into 
them.  A  united  systematic  eflort  on  the  part  of  the  whole  people,  is 
the  only  means  of  prevention.  Measures  must  be  taken  to  ifjsurelhe 
use  of  only  such  pork  as  is  known  to  be  positively  tree  of  trichim^. 
Tliis,  I  think,  can  best  be  accomplished  by  the  enactment  of  stichlaws 
as  shall  enforce  the  mis^roscopic  examination  of  all  pork,  in  whatever 
form.  This  implies  the  examination  of  every  dead  hog,  from  any 
cause,  for  it  i^  very  ^essential  that  any  tlesh  infected  with  trichinae,  be 
promptly  destroyed.  That  remaining  in  the  barrel  I  first  told  you  of, 
beautifully  lighted  u]>  the  canopy  above  Purdytown  Hill  the  same 
evening  the  discovery  was  made.  Burn  it!  born  it!  that  is  the 
only  safe  way!  Then  no  other  animal  will  become  infected,  and  con- 
set  [uently  human  beings  will  escape.  The  microscope  is  the  only 
means  that  will  tell  us  of  the  presence,  or  absence  of  the  parasite, 
and  great  care  and  considerable  familiarity  with  its  use,  and  skill  in 
tihepreparatioti  of  objects  are  required  on  the  part  of  the  examiner. 
As  the  responsibility  devolving  upon  him  is  often  great,  and  the  issue 
involved  no  less  than  human  life,  the  raicroscopist  must  be  eminently 
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reliaBle,  as  well  as  capable.  Heat  is  the  one  certain  destroyer  of 
trichinae.  Some  investigators  assure  us  that  a  temperature  of  155°  F. 
is  sufficient  to  kill  them.     Water  boild  at  212°  F. 

I  would  insist  that  my  pork  be  subjected  to  that  amount  of  heat 
through  and  through.  Another  thought  is  here  apparent,  the  meat 
ought  to  be  of  such  size  or  thinness  that  it  will  be  readily  permeated 
by  steam,  as  flesh  is  an  exceedingly  poor  conductor  of  heat,  and  must 
be  heated  by  the  process  of  convexion.  This  is  why  it  should  be 
steamed  rather  than  broiled.  Pickling  or  smoking  will  have  no  de- 
stroying effect.  The  only  safety  depends  upon  the  meat  being 
thoroughly  cooked.  Instead  of  burdening  this  paper  with  statistics, 
I  will  simply  assert  that  trichiaous  hogs  are  more  common  than  i^ 
usually  supposed.  Only  a  few  years  ago  a  prosperous  and  contented 
farmer,  living  on  this  side  of  the  river,  in  Snyder  county,  I  believe, 
prompted,  probably  by  glowing  and  tender  anticipations  of  the  ap- 
proaching Christmas  time,  in  the  eff*ulgency  of  his  magnanimity,  gave  a 
sickly  pig  to  a  poor  tenant.  The  humble  and  grateful  man,  imbued 
with  an  altered  and  better  opinion  of  "  the  rich,"  removed  his  bristly 
pre^sent  to  his  lonely  sty,  where  he  industriously  proceded  to  *'  fatten 
it  for  the  space  of  about  a  week."  Not  observing  an  adequate  ratio  of 
obesity  accumulating,  the  porker  was  then  butchered.  In  a  few  days 
the  whole  family  was  writhing  in  the  torments  of  trichinosis.  One  or 
two  members  ot  the  family  died ;  but  I  have  no  definite  record  of  the 
case.  If  my  memory  is  correct,  since  18>0,  there  have  been  at  least 
seven  groups  of  trichinosis  in  this  State.  In  one  set  of  examinations 
made  in  Sweden  some  years  ago,  the  proportion  of  hogs  infected  was 
found  to  be  2(>  percent.  This  is  considerably  higher  than  any  other 
examination  has  given,  so  far  as  I  can  learn. 

A  great  sensation  was  made  a  few  years  ago  about  Bismarck^s  dis- 
crimination against  American  pork.  It  was  a  commendable  act  of 
the  wise  old  man.  In  it  he  display  ed  his  good  sense,  his  intelligence 
and  his  patriotism.  The  word  which  is  law  in  this  country  comes 
from  the  people.  When  their  fiat  goes  out  against  the  ignorant  and 
careless,  or  the  criminal  use  of  "  American  pork  •'  the  disease  will  be 
stamped  out. 

The  tobacco  you  and  I  indulge  in,  and  the  malt  and  spirituous 
liquors  the  balance  of  Americans  partake  of,  ah  bear  the  assurance  of 
legalized  permission  in  the  form  of  a  code  of  vouchers. 

You  cannot  purchase  a  pound  of  tobacco,  a  keg  of  beer,  or  a  bottle 
of  whisky  in  Pennsylvania  that  has  not  been  thus  stamped. 

This  is  the  outcome  of  the  united  voice  of  the  people,  who  were 
first  convinced  of  the  necessity.  Convince  the  people  of  to-day  of 
the  great  need  of  more  stringent  laws  tor  the  insurance  of  pure  and 
wholesome  foods ;  poin^  out  to  their  careless  and  lack  a  day  observa- 
tion the  vital  and  personal  interests  they  sustain  in  the  matter,  and 
the  day  is  already  hero  when  "  Chicago  killed  "  and  "  city  cured*' 
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pork,  which  most  of  us  are  obliged  to  use*  will  come  to  our  markets 
bearinsr  the  conrlusivo  allirmation  of  the  searching:  microscope. 

Whatever  is  accomplished  in  the  measure  must  orij^inalein  the  east 
amoDg  Ihose  who  constitnte  the  market.  Just  so  long  as  we  consent 
to  eat,  unquestioned,  the  hnms  shipped  us  from  Ohicagro,  just  that  same 
len;s:th  of  time  will  the  shippers  l>eas  unconcerned  about  the  sanitary 
status  of  Iheir  shipments. 

The  State  Leg;i9latyre,  in  IS81,  was  invited  to  consider  the  welfare 

of  the  public  in  a  certain  important  matter  involving  the  registration 

of  medical  diplomas,  and  immedialely  the  requisite  law  was  in  earnest 

►  force  that  tore   the  contemptible  scales  of  arrogance,  and  charla- 

^tanism  and  imposiiion  from  the  blancfied  and  craven  faces  of  a  host 

of  dangerous  pretenders,  placed  open  evidence  of  the  real  slandiiiii:  of 

Bome  of  them  upon  the  accessible  tablets  of  our  county  records,  and 

■«ent  the  unhallowed  hands  of  others   back  to  their  pristine  sphere  of 

usefulness — the  honest  g:ruhhinghoe. 

Acknowledging  ray  own  untitness  to  compass  the  question  by  any 
very  practical  sujrgestions,  I,  however  have  incidentally  thought  of  a 
method  by  which  a  modest  beg;inning;  could  be  attempted  with  the 
prospecliveidea  of  ridtlins:;  Pennsylvania  of  tiichinosis.  It  is  Fonielhing 
like  this  :  FiT*st.  We  will  have  the  passage  of  the  necessary  law^  with 
its  attending  penally  for  non-observance,  to  compel  the  microscopic 
examination  of  all  pork  butchered  in  Ihe  State,  by  whom-so  ever,  (*)T 
whatever  purpose.  Second.  Indisputable  microscopic  evidence  of 
the  freedom  of  every  piece  of  pork  from  infection  that  is  brought  into 
the  State  from  any  other  locality,  Third.  The  appointment  of  a  sulli^ 
eient  corps  of  elilcient  examiners  throughout  the  State  to  rejider  the 
operation  of  the  law  practicable;  these  examiners  to  be  furnished 
with  some  recognized  form  of  attesting  their  approval  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  each  examination. 

I  cannot  conceive  of  a  more  a[>propriate  contrivance  than  a  clinch- 
ring,  such  as  ourfrientls  the  grangers  delight  to  rely  upon  in  their  suc- 
cessful attempts  (o  undo  Ihe  rooting  proclivities  of  the  animal  in 
question  during  the  days  of  its  natural  lifetime.  These  clinch  rings, 
I  will  call  them,  bearing  some  proper  impress  as  a  designating  mark* 
could  be  quickly  fastened  to  the  rird  of  the  pork  as  soon  as  examined. 
Every  single  piece  of  ''  foreign  pork  should  be  thus  stamped,  and 
every  native  porker  should  be  known  to  have  had  one  of  them  affixed 
before  being  oiVcred  as  food. 

It  may  require  a  few  more  Fuch  appalling  visitations  as  the  Ply- 
mouth horror,  or  the  sad,  sad  epidemic  which  devastated  this  beauti- 
ful town  in  1SS2,  in  the  manner  alone  possible  to  diphtheria,  Jo  suffi 
ciei  tly  emphasize  the  bouuden  necessity  of  a  more  general  interest 
in  our  State  Board  of  Health;  but  it  is  my  belief  that,  as  in  other 
States  where  the  measure  has  long  been  in  vogue,  that  ot  our  more 
conservative  old  Commonwealth  will  be  crowned  with  emini^nt  sue 
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cess,  that  in  the  near  future  its  Board  of  Health  will  take  its  place 
among  the  many  other  liberal  institutions,  the  pride  as  well  as  pro- 
tection of  her  people. 


4.  THE  'WATER  SUPPLY  OP  LBWISBURa.

The  importance  of  having  a  pure  water  supply  is  seldom  realized, 
even  by  those  who  profess  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  sanitary 
matters.  Water  furnishes  one  of  the  readiest  channels  for  the  intro- 
duction of  both  organic  and  inorganic  poison  into  the  human  system. 
Impurities  are  sometimes  found  in  the  cleanest  water,  so  ihat  appear- 
ance is  no  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  its  purity.  Neither  can  the 
absence  of  taste  and  odor  be  relied  upon  as  indications,  since  these  are 
frequently  wanting  when  chemical  analysis  shows  unmistakable  signs 
of  filthy  contamination.  While  chemical  analysis  cannot  detect  germs 
of  disease  in  chemically  pure  water,  yet  in  an  impure  water  it  can 
show  the  presence  of  filth  in  which  the  germs  live.  If  water  has  been 
contaminated  by  a  cesspool  or  drain,  analysis  will  show  the  presence 
of  organic  matter,  nitrites,  nitrates,  ammoniacal  salts,  and  chlorides  in 
excess,  all  but  the  last  of  which  should  not  be  found  in  pure,  potable 
water.    A  small  amount  of  salt  U  found  in  almost  all  natural  waters. 

The  inhabitants  of  Lewisburg  are  supplied  with  water  from  two 
sources — the  Susquehanna  river  and  wells. 

The  amount  of  water  used  last  year  from  the  river  was  33.734,864 
gallons,  or  almost  100.000  per  day.  Last  week  (May  6-12,  1888)  the 
average  per  day  was  143,000  gallons.  In  no  instance,  as  far  as  the 
speaker  could  learn,  has  (he  river  water  been  proven  to  be  the  cause 
of  eickness,  though  some  persons  do  not  use  it  during  the  latter  part 
of  summer  and  autumn  for  fear  of  its  containing  organic  poison. 

The  water  is  obtained  at  a  point  opposite  the  foot  of  Market  street, 
502  feet  from  the  river  bank.  The  water  is  drawn  into  a  crib,  5x15 
feet  in  the  clear,  which  is  covered  with  stones  and  this  with  a  sieve 
of  one-fourth  inch  mesh,  is  the  only  filter  which  is  used.  As  there  is 
no  reservoir  in  which  the  sediment  can  settle,  a  standpipe  being  used 
to  give  pressure,  muddy  water  is  sometimes  delivered  to  the  consumers, 
especially  has  this  been  true  lately,  the  crib  being  out  of  repair. 

The  sources  of  contamination  are  the  impurities  which  are  dissolved 
out  of  the  soil  and  washed  into  the  river  by  the  numerous  streams 
which  feed  it,  the  sewage  of  Willianisport,  Watsontown,  Milton  and 
all  (owns  above,  and  in  low  water  when  the  river  has  stopped  flowing 
over  the  breast  of  the  dam,  perhaps  the  sewer  which  empties  into  the 
river  at  the  foot  of  Market  street. 

The  contamination  from  the  fields  while  not  very  pleasant  to  drink, 
is  not  generally  harmful. 
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Of  the  sewage  of  towns  above  uis  on  the  river  a  more  serious  opinion 
must  be  entertained.  For  though  it  used  to  be  said  that  water  was 
purified  *^  by  running  over  (ive  stones,?'  and  air  and  sunshine  ave  un- 
doubtedlysreat  ptirifyinj]^  agents, yet  the  English  River  rfilbilion  Cnm- 
mittee  say  in  their  report :  **  It  is  safe  to  infer  that  there  is  no  river  in 
the  United  Kingdom  long  enough  lo  elTect  the  destruction  of  sewage 
by  oxidatiin.''  That  which  is  not  oxidized  in  its  transit  to  this  point 
18  greatly  diluted  and  as  yet  no  serious  results  seem  to  have  followed 
its  use. 

Whether  or  not  the  fillh  wliich  is  emptied  into  the  river  at  the  foot 
of  Market  street  during  low  water,  when  the  water  is  not  running  over 
the  dam,  can  be  carried  by  eddies  to  the  crib  and  thus  retnrned 
through  the  water  pipes  I  will  not  say,  though  as  the  chute  is  on  this 
Bide,  it  would  seem  improbable.  It  niight  easily  be  returned,  how- 
ever, through  a  break  in  the  supply  pipe. 

The  wells  which  are  the  otiier  sources  of  supply  are,  many  of  thera, 
in  the  most  thifkly  settled  part  of  the  town.  The  town  is  over  a  cen^ 
tury  old  and  the  ground  must  of  necessity  be  saturated  with  filthy  part 
of  which  is  constantly  being  leached  out  of  the  ground  into  the  wells. 
In  many  cases  cesspools  and  privy  vaults  are  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
well.  The  soil  is  generally  gravel  at  a  greater  or  less  depth  and 
through  this  the  tilth  can  pass  into  the  wells.  Although  a  few  ieet  of 
gravel  might  protect  a  well  for  a  short  time,  yet  long  ere  this, in  most 
parts  of  the  town,  the  soil  has  become  saturated  and  unable  to  take 
up  any  more  filth.  If  the  wells  had  been  dug  down  to  the  solid  rock 
and  the  walls  built  up  water  tight  so  that  nothing  could  get  into  the 
well  except  what  came  from  a  distant  source,  the  case  wouhl  have 
been  different,  but  in  mot t  instances  the  walls  are  laid  up  loose  and 
water  can  enter  Iheru  at  any  point. 

A  more  direct  means  of  contamination  is  atlbrded  by  those  who  use 
their  discarded  wells  for  cesspools,  emptying  into  them  the  contents 
of  the  water  closet  as  well  as  all  other  tilth.     In  these  cases  the  filth 
II     is  carried  directly  to  the  water- bearing  stratum  and  there  allowed  to 
^kingle  with  the  water  supply  of  their  less  fortunate  neighbors.  While 
^^he  wells  may  not  all  be  from  the  same  bed  rock,  in  all  HnieBtone  re- 
gions there  is  sure  to  be  more  or  less  communicj*lion.     This  fact  was 
shown  a  short  time  since  when  a  man  emptied  salt  water  into  his  welt 
I     and  his  neighbor  toward  the  river  touird  his  well  so  salty  that  he  could 
I     not  use  it.     If  other  wells  which  are  used  for  a  like  purpose  could  be 
;     treated  in  the  same  manner  many  wells  would  undoubtedly  be  aban- 
doned. 

A  number  of  analyses  have  been  made  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
University  (Bucknell)  of  some  of  the  well  waters  from  the  central 
part  of  the  town,  and,  without  an  exception,  they  showed  a  large  pro- 
portion of  chlorides  and  organic  matter.  In  one  instance  the  chlorides 
ran  up  as  high  as  37  grains  to  the  gallon,  .7  to  1.2  grains  per  gallon 
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bein^  the  amount  which  should  exist  in  a  fi^ood  water.  Orgaoic  mat 
ter  showed  it&eli'  very  abundant.  Nitrates  and  oitrites  were  almost 
always  preeent.  These  facta  all  go  to  prove  that  the  water  is  largely 
contaminated,  soraetimes  with  sewers,  sometiraes  with  privy  vaults 

The  analysis  raide  of  the  river  water  by  Dr.  GrolT,  of  the  Boanl  of 
Health,  at  the  time  when  the  water  works  were  being  constructed* in 
dkated  that  it  was  a  soCt  water,  with  but  a  small  percent,  of  chlorides, 
very  little  organic  matter  and  in  all  respects  lit  for  drinking  and  cook- 
ing  purposes.  Other  analyses  of  it  have  been  made  in  the  laboratory 
since,  and  in  every  case  has  it  showed  great  purity.  All  these  analyses, 
however,  were  made  in  the  spring  and  they  have  the  disadvantage  of 
not  extending  throughout  the  year*  If  the  water  had  been  analysed 
during  the  heat  of  summer  and  when  the  river  was  lowest^  it  is  pos- 
sible that  the  results  would  have  to  be  modified. 

From  what  has  been  said, it  will  appear:  First, that  the  river  w^ater 
shows  itself  to  be,  under  the  tests  of  chemical  analysis,  a  very  good 
source  of  potable  water!  These  tests,  however,  having  been  made  in 
the  first  part  of  the  year  only,  with  the  objection  that  the  sewage  of  1 
ihe  towns  further  up  the  river  cannot  become  perfectly  destroyed  by 
the  time  it  reaches  Lewisburg,  but  is,  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  almost  lost  from  dilution.  Second.  That  the  wells  of  the  town 
Inrnish  water  which  is  undoubtedly  contaminated.  That  during  the 
dry  season  of  the  year  when  the  water  in  the  wells  becomes  low,  the 
water  which  runs  into  them  from  the  surrounding  soil,  carries  with  it 
large  amounts  of  foreign  matter  which  tend  to  endanger  the  health  ot 
those  using  it.  And  that  ready  means  of  ei>mmunication  is  furnished 
t^  disease  germs  by  which  to  enter  the  human  system. 


SUaGESTIONS  OONOERNING  THE  VENTmATION  OP  SCHOOL 
AND  ASSEMBLY  ROOMS.

Assuming  the  utter  impossibility  of  properly  warming  and  ventilat- 
ing an  occupied  room  by  any  method  which  does  not  include  the  in- 
troduction ot  pure  air  previously  warmed^  this  paper  will  treat  only 
of  til  is  method. 

Perfect  ventilation,  while  it  does  not  insist  that  air  within  doors 
shall  be  as  pure  as  the  external  atmosphere,  does  seek  to  prevent  air, 
once  vitiated  by  respiration,  from  entering  the  lungs  a  second  time^ 
Is  it  possible,  that  by  our  present  modes,  or  by  any  improvement  in 
the  application  of  our  generally  accepted  principles,  such  a  resnlt  can 
never  be  secured?  Nobody  dreams  ot  such  a  thing;  yet  we  still  goon 
in  our  hopeless  endeavor  to  reach  the  unattainable. 

Tfiere  are  two  principles,  and  but  two,  under  which  the  processes  of 
ventilation  are  carried  on.     The  first  of  these  may  be  designated 
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Ventilation  by  Dilution. 
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This  is  the  method  in  well-nigh  universal  use  at  the  present  day. 
Just  as  a  polluted  etreani  of  water  is  saitl  to  be  '*  puriJied  '*  Ijy  iU  un- 
polluted  tributaries,  so  we  purify  the  ibul  atmosphere  of  a  school- 
room, a  church,  or  a  theatre,  by  pouring  into  it  fresh  portions  of  purer 
air,  mingling  two  porlions  more  or  less  thoroughly  and  unifjrmly,  and 
allowing  the  excess  to  How  out  By  varying  I  he  mode  of  applying 
this  principle,  we  vary  the  results  somewhat.  For  instance,  we  may 
prevent  the  thorough  couimingling  of  the  foul  and  freeh  atmospheres, 
or  we  may  so  place  our  ventilating  outlets  as  to  tap  the  admixture  in 
Its  purest  or  in  its  foulest  portion.  We  may  thus  obtain  a  result  rela- 
tively i^ood,  or  relatively  bad,  but  we  never  do  obtain  thus  eitlier  the 
worst  possible  or  the  best  possible  results.  We  strike  a  sort  of  medinui 
— usually,  however,  not  a  happy  one. 

In  my  opinion,  the  mechanical  efiect  produced  by  a  current  of 
heated  air  entering  a  cool  apartment  either  vertically  or  oblifiuely  up- 
ward, is  not  very  thoroughly  understood,  even  by  some  of  those  who 
make  a  study  of  the  art  of  ventilation.  It  seems  necessary,  therefore. 
to  consider  it  brielly  here. 

The  air  rising  from  the  air  chamber  ot  an  ordinary  furnace-heater 
frerjuently  has  a  temperature  of  UOO^'  Fahr,  and  upwards.  A  vessel 
of  water  placed  upon  the  register  on  the  first  Jloor  may  be  quickly 
raised  to  the  boilint£  point,  showing  the  temperature  to  be  not  lower 
than  212^  Fahr,  In  such  a  house  it  is  not  difRculi  to  make  the  follow- 
ing oijservalion.  Take  the  general  temperature  of  one  of  the  lower 
rooms,  let  us  say  the  dining  room.  Atone  or  two  feet  above  the  tloor 
we  shall  probably  find  it  about  ^Ib^  Fahr,  Then  test  the  air  iti  theifue^ 
just  below  the  regiater.  We  shall  probably,  if  the  weather  be  cold, 
find  it  somewhat  between  If^O^  and  250^  Fahr.  Let  us  suppose,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  only  135° — a  very  moderate  estitnate.  Now  [dace  the 
thermometer  as  nearlv  as  posiiible  in  the  middle  of  the  ascending 
column  of  warm  air,  and  three  feet  above  the  register.  It  will  nearly 
always  read  below  lOD^.  What  does  tliis  mean  ^  Simply  that  the  warm, 
fresh  air  from  the  heater  has  been  mingled  with  an  etpial  volume  of 
the  cool — perhaps  foul — air  of  the  room*  This  mixture  has  been 
effected  in  a  period  of  less  than  two  seconds,  iinA  before  the  fresh  air 
can  reach  the  respiratory  apparatus  of  an  adult  person  sitting  directly 
in  v%  pathway. 

This  rapid  admixture  is  brought  about  in  lliree  ways.  First  and 
least,  it  is  partly  determined  by  the  natural  diU'usibiHty  of  gases,  air 
included.  Secondlt/  and  chielly,  it  is  known  that  a  current  of  air  has 
the  properly  of  attracting  lateral  currents  toward  ilseU  from  all  direc- 
tions. Thus  when  a  current  of  warm  air  rises  through  a  massol  cooler 
air,  the  surrounding  atmosphere  Hows  in  toward  it  from  all  direclions 
and  rises  with  the  ascending  column.    This  ascent  of  the  cooler  iir 
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is  caused  partly  by  its 


ised  temiierature,  and  partly  by  I  he 


increai 
cJianical  energy  of  the  rolumn  with  winch  it  is  mingled*  iiie  third 
cause  of  the  admixture  of  the  fresh  with  the  stale  air  is  incidental 
only,  and  consists  in  the  4j rated  farm  of  the  hot-air  registers  in  com 
mon  use.  The  elfect  of  these  gratings  is  to  split  the  ascending  column 
into  a  score  or  more  of  small,  irre^iularly  shaped  streamlets,  between 
which  the  cooler  nit  of  llie  depart  tnent  insinuates  itself  and  reaches 
even  the  middle  of  the  rising  current. 

From  these  observations  it  is  easy  to  understand  that  an  incoming 
current  of  even  moderate  force,  will  ^aduallyset  in  motion  the  whole 
mass  of  air  in  a  lart^je  room,  and  that  sooner  or  later  there  will  result  a 
quite  complete  admixture  of  the  incoming  air  with  the  atmosphere 
with  which  the  apartment  was  previouBly  filled.  But  to  undtrstand 
the  force  with  which  a  current  from  a  cellar  heater  in  full  blast  enters 
a  room  above,  we  have  but  to  observe  and  remember  that  if  the  reg- 
ister be  located  in  the  side  wall  uear  the  floor,  the  current  rises  in 
&ufh  an  oblique  direction  as  to  a£:itate  the  gas  tlanies  in  the  globes  of 
a  chandelier,  six  or  eight  feet  distant. 

Consider,  now,  the  effects  of  a  current  of  warm  air,  injected,  in  the 
form  of  twenty  or  thirty  streamlets,  into  a  school  room,  with  a  force 
which,  if  exerted  in  a  horizontal  direction,  would  carry  it  half-way 
across  the  apartment,  and  make  it  even  there,  perceptible  to  the 
utiaided  senses.  Otmsider  that  I  his  current,  if  directed  vertically,  rises 
rapidly  and  dashes  itself  against  the  ceiling.  Consider  that  the 
moment  it  leaves  the  register  it  begins  to  draw  into  itself  the  neigh- 
bouring air,  with  its  accumulated  dust,  and  its  gathered  products  of 
respiration,  and  snitching  them  away  from  the  vicinity  of  a  ventilat- 
ing outlet,  whirls  them  into  the  center  of  the  room  to  be  respired 
agairj.  Consider  that  this  turbulence  is  kept  up  incessantly  until  the 
whole  mass  of  air  in  the  apart ment  is  drawn  into  the  whirling  tumult, 
and  then  ask,  how  much  dilference  it  makes  wftere  the  ventilators  are 
located,  or  /tow  many  there  are,  or  hoit}  efficiently/  tliey  operate. 

Let  us  take  such  a  school  room,  containing  fifty  pupils, — boys  of 
say,  sixteen  years  old.  Let  tUe  room  be  supplied  with  fresh  air  through 
two  tlues,  each  having  a  sectional  area  of  one  square  foot.  If  the 
warm  air  reaches  through  these  pipes  with  a  velocity  of  seven  feet 
per  second,  each  nf  these  tjoys  will  get  1,000  culdc  feet  of  fresh 
air  per  hour.  And  fortunate  Bchool-boyg  they'll  be.  If  they  are  like 
other  sixteen-year-old  boys  are  supposed  to  be,  they  will  add  to  their 
50,000  cubic  feet  of  air,  abr>ut  twt-nty-tive  cubic  feet  of  '^carbonic 
acid  ■*  (COa )  to  the  twenty  cubic  feet  which  it  normally  contains,  and 
the  resulting  mixture  will  contain  carbonic  acid  to  the  amount  of  nine 
parts  per  10.000.  Now  we  may  try  all  we  please  to  improve  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  atmosphere  of  this  room,  but  so  long  as  we  con* 
linue  to  mingle  twenty-five  parts  of  CO2  with  50,000  parts  of  air  we 
shall  get  the  same  result  in  spite  of  any  ventilating  apparatus  we  can 
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devise.  The  only  means  by  whirh  the  results  can  be  improved,  is  by 
increasing  the  <|uanHty  of  inconnn^  air,  or  by  sending  some  of  the 
pupils  out  of  the  room*  If  we  can  find  in  snch  a  room,  a  point  at 
which  a  ventilator  will  remove  air  of  more  thun  average  foulness,  it 
is  because  we  have  not  succeeded  in  mingling  the  fresh  air  wilh  tlie 
foul,  BO  thoroupfhly  and  uniformly  as  we  tried  to  do.  So  mocli  for 
ventilation  by  ihe  'Hiilution  method/' 

The  other  mode  of  ventilation  of    which  I  s^hall  speak,  mighl,  I 
think,  be  pi operly  termed  the  '*  displacement  method,"  since  it  in 
volves  the  introduction  of  fresh,  warm  air  in  such  a   manner  as  to 
crowd  out  or  displace  the  cooler,  fouler  air,  and  without  mingling  with, 
excei)t  to  a  comparatively  sliiirht  dejrree. 

No  matter  at  what  point  we  introduce  warm  air  into  a  cool  apart* 
ment,  it  immediately  responds  to  the  force  of  j^ravity  and  seeks  ttie 
highest  leveL  And  seeing  that  the  warm  air  goes,  and  will  go, 
vdirectly  to  the  ceiling,  why  sliould  we  not  direct  it  to  lliat  part  of  the 
room  ?  If  this  current'  were  kept  within  the  fltte  and  allowed  to  escape 
at  or  near  the  ceiling,  it  would  be  possibleto  extract  the  fouler  atmos- 
phere thrnujih  ventilators  in  tlie  lloor,  without  wasting  so  much  of  the 
tinnged,  fresh  air.  The  air  passing  out  would  be  much  fouler,  than 
under  the  present  method,  and  the  air  remaining  in  the  room  would 
be  njuch  cleaner. 

The  idea  of  introducing  the  warm  air  at  or  near  the  ceiling  is  nof 
a  new  suggestion.  The  method  Inis  been  tried^  and,  I  may  as  well 
confess,  hsjs  proved  a  failure.  But  the  failure  furnishes  no  argument 
against  the  displacement  method,  since  it  was  not  this  method  that 
was  tried.  The  air  was  introduced  in  a  swift  current,and  thus  formed 
an  imperfect  admixture  with  the  cooler  air,  or  else,  as  illustrated  in 
Prr» lessor  Leed's  work,  it  darted  across  the  apartment  and  escaped 
through  a  ventilator  in  the  opposite  walL  It  was  not  a  trial  of  the 
displacement  metliod  by  any  means. 

The  warm,  pure  air  should  be  in! rodaced  through  openings  either 
in  the  ceiling  or  in  the  cornice.  These  openhic/s  a/tould  be  large  in 
nize  and  large  in  number.  If  they  were  etjuubly  dispf>sed  over  the 
entire  ceiling,  so  much  the  better.  The  air  would  thus  ''  well  into  the 
room  ifistead  of  jetting  or  spurting  into  it,  and  turbuk'nt  motion 
would  be  avoided.  Meanwhile  the  ventilators,  exhausting  the  air 
from  near  the  lloor,  would  make  room  for  the  gentle  descent  of  the 
pure  air  from  above.  This  descent  would  be  favored  by  the  cooling 
effect  of  the  walls,  and  would  be  forced  by  the  succeeding  portions  of 
incoming  air.  In  this  way  the  upper  portions  of  the  apartment  could 
be  filled  with  air  nearly  as  pure  as  the  out-door  atmosphere. 

It  is  not  likely  that  this  method  could  he  made  always  available  in 
the  ventilation  of  assembly  rooms;  but  in  our  churches,  concert  halls, 
lecture  rooms,  and  especially  in  our  school  rooms,  it  could  be  so  com 
bined  wilh  the  present  method  as  to  render  it  vastly  more  efficient, 
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without  adding  to  the  cost  of  its  maintainance.  For  instance,  the 
diluti)n  meihod  could  be  kept  in  operation  during  most  of  the  time, 
but  at  certain  intervals,  and  particularly  during  the  ''recess"  the 
lower  registers  could  be  closed,  the  upper  ones  opened,  and  the  room 
be  quite  ihorou;^hly  "  aired"  without  lowering  its  temperaturo.  The 
same  method  could  be  applied  to  the  church  auditorium,  with  the  re- 
sult of  securing  as  pure  an  atmosphere  for  the  evening  as  for  the  morn- 
ing service,  a  condition  not  possible  under  the  plans  in  present  use. 

A  word  as  to  the  location  of  the  ventilating  outlets.  A  little  con 
sideration  will  convince  anyone  that  when  the  respired  air  has  es- 
caped from  the  lungs,  the  more  quickly  it  can  be  caught  and  expelled 
from  the  room  the  better.  The  more  it  diffufes  itself  in  the  surround- 
ing atmosphere,  the  greater  will  be  the  difliculty  of  removing  it,  the 
greater  the  amount  of  labor  thrown  upon  the  ventilating  apparatus, 
and  the  greater  the  likelihood  that  it  will  be  again  respired.  Where 
shall  we  locate  the  ventilator3?  Did  we  never  observe  that  the  All- 
wise  Author  of  animated  nature  has  directed  the  breath  of  nearly  all 
warm-blooded  animals  obliquely  downwards?  Did  we  never  observe 
that  the  animal — man — when  sitting  or  standing  at  ease  directs  his 
breath  not  upward  toward  the  clouds,  not  forward  into  his  neighbor's 
face,  but  almost  vertically  downward,  over  his  own  breast  and  into  his 
own  lap?  The  air  of  the  room  contains  from  4  to  perhaps  20  parts  of 
CO2  to  each  10,000  by  volume,  but  this  expired  breath  contains  400 
parts.  This  is  the  air  that  we  need  to  get  rid  of;  and  at  the  earliest 
instant  we  need  to  capture  it,  literally  burdened  as  it  is  with  its  de- 
structive agents  and  lead  it  out  of  the  room. 

Where  shall  we  locate  the  ventilator?  In  our  school  room  we 
should  place  it  in  the  top  of  each  desk,  as  nearly  under  the  pupiPs 
nose  as  possible.  In  our  church  or  lecture  hall  we  should  place  it  in 
the  back  of  each  pew,  not  too  low  down.  These  should  communicate 
with  a  sufliciently  powerful  exhaust  apparatus  to  enable  each  one  to 
carry  off  1,000  cubic  feet  per  hour,  and  the  question  of  the  purity  of 
our  school  room  and  church  atmosphere  would  be  practically  settled. 

Not  so  the  question  of  its  temperature !  Under  such  an  arrange- 
ment the  lowest  stratum  of  air  would  become  uncomfortably  cool,  a 
difficulty  which  could  be  easily  remedied  by  suitable  outlets  placed  in 
or  near  the  floor,  thus  permitting  the  constant  descent  of  the  warmer 
air  from  above. 

As  I  have  never  erected  a  church  or  school  house,  I  have  no  experi- 
mental results  with  which  to  demonstrate  the  correctness  of  my  views 
on  this  matter.  But  after  years  of  study  and  of  such  observations  as 
I  have  been  able  to  make,  there  exists  in  my  own  mind  but  small 
doubt  that  the  method  1  have  herein  described  would  be  a  vast  im- 
provement over  the  method  which  during  all  this  century  has  been 
tried  in  so  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  instances,  and  which  has 
never  been,  at  its  best,  more  than  a  partial  and  indifferent  success. 
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SANITATION  IN  LBWISBURG.

I  presume  that  my  audieuce  is  mainly  composed  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Lewisburg  and  those  who  dwell  in  lis  immediate  vicinity.  Now, 
with  the  knowledge  that  the  health  of  tfiis  community  has  for  many 
\ears  been  exceptionally  good,  that  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  to 
decimate  its  population,  that  even  the  ordinary  diseases  incident  to 
childhood  have  been  unusual ly  rare,  it  may  seem  to  many  to  be  a 
work  of  supererogation  to  lecture  such  an  audience  on  the  sanitary 
sburtcomings  of  Iheir  borough*  You  may  be  tempted  to  quote  the 
story  of  the  Spaniard  on  ii^hnse  tombstone  was  cut  the  words  *'  I  was 
well;  I  wished  to  be  better;  I  am  herel" 

But  I  must  remind  you  that  we  must  when  at  peace,  be  ready  for 
war*  The  battle  for  health  i^  ever  with  us.  Constant,  unceasing  vig 
i lance  alone  can  save  us  trom  those  fearful  attacks  of  disease  which 
in  the  past  have  so  frequently  and  unexpectedly  prevailed  in  a  com- 
munity, apfjearing  like  the  visitation  of  some  mysterious  spirit  olTemled 
by  neglect  to  worbhip  at  its  shrine,  only  to  be  appealed  by  the  sacri- 
fice of  a  certain  number  of  victims,  and  many  gifts  and  burnt  offerings. 
Even  with  our  present  knowledge  as  to  the  causation  of  disease  we 
yet  cannot  wonder  at  such  beliefs  having  pervaded  the  minds  of  the 
community,  and  their  efforts  to  a|>pease  the  offended  deity.  Tlie  sud- 
den unheralded  approach  of  the  pestilence,  speedy  death  with  myste- 
rious symptoms,  victim  following  victim,  the  gloom,  the  doubt,  the 
fear,  the  desperation  of  those  not  yet  attacked,  who  look  on,  helpless 
to  aid  their  loved  ones,  and  agonized  to  see  them  torn  one  by  one 
from  their  embrace ;  anon,  they  tly  to  the  shrines  of  their  gods,  they 
oifer  sacrilices,  large  tires  are  made  on  which  the  precious  gifts  are 
placed  and  burned  that  they  may  make  a  sweet  savor;  then,  the  vic- 
tims cease  to  fall,  the  scourge  disappears,  the  people  return  to  their 
homes,  firmly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  at  last  they  have  atoned 
for  their  remissness,  and  the  gods  are  once  more  pleased  and  ready  to 
aid  them. 

It  was  with  the  knowledge  then  that  every  community  has  its  short- 
comings, which  will  sooner  or  later  be  followed  by  their  punishment 
in  the  form  of  disease,  that  I  have  ventured  to  appear  before  you  on 
this  occasion  to  tell  you  what  I  have  found  during  my  inspection  of 
Lewisburg.  Nor  would  I  have  you  regard  your  town  as  an  exception 
as  a  bad  example,  but  rather  ai^  a  type  of  what  I  find  everywhere  in 
my  sanitary  visits.  I  may  be  forgiven  the  digression  if  I  say  here  that 
I  rarely  am  called  to  investigate  a  case,  a  supposed  insanitation,  but 
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what  I  am  confronted  with  others  equally  bad,  perhaps  much  worse, 
which  were  entirely  unsuspected. 

Of  course,  the  first  place  which  would  most  naturally  attract  the 
attention  in  Lewisburg  is  your  grand  institution  on  the  top  of  the  hill. 
I  found  the  college  most  excellently  provided  with  professors  and  in- 
structors, with  class  rooms,  museum,  etc.,  in  short  all  that  could  be 
demanded  to  pave  a  royal  road  to  learning.  In  my  necessarily  brief 
contact  with  the  faculty,  and  my  cursory  survey  of  the  aids  in  instruc- 
tion, I  was  struck  with  the  benefit  to  be  obtained  by  those  who  would 
seek  here  a  higher  education. 

But  I  find  myself  compelled  to  urge  a  careful  attention  to  the  urgent 
need  of  light  and  ventilation  in  the  halls.  While  the  dormitories  open- 
ing into  these  halls  ate  apparently  all  that  could  be  desired,  there  is  a 
gloom,  especially  at  the  end  farthest  from  the  outer  door  which  is  dis- 
tressing, forbidding.  As  there  is  no  means  for  the  circulation  of  the  air, 
the  ventilation,  the  supply  of  fresh  air  depends  solely  upon  the  occa- 
sional opening  of  the  doors  by  those  who  are  compelled  to  pass  through 
these  halls.  This  is  so  wholly  inadequate  that  there  is  constantly  the 
presence  of  a  large  amount  of  toul  air  in  the  halls,  and  particularly  as 
we  recede  from  the  outer  door.  Of  course,  this  becomes  more  positive 
during  inclement  weather,  when  the  doors  must  necessarily  be  kept 
closed. 

The  slops  are  thrown  into  buckets  and  removed  each  day.  1  did 
not  learn  that  any  disinfectant  is  employed,  and  believe  it  to  be  abso- 
lutely imperative. 

Considering  this  state  of  affairs,  I  am  not  surprised  to  learn  that  from 
time  to  time  there  have  been  more  or  less  cases  of  so-called  malaria 
prevailing  among  the  students,  some  of  which  were  supposed  to  have 
assumed  the  form  of  a  mild  typhoid. 

I  would  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  urge  upon  the  authorities  of 
the  college  an  early  attention  to  this  subject  and  a  provision  for  most 
complete  ventilation  in  all  cases. 

From  the  college  I  passed  to  the  home  of  Prof.  G.  G.  Groff,  just  be- 
ing completed  upon  a  beautiful  knoll  overlooking  the  Susquehanna 
river.  After  a  most  thorough  examination  of  this  house  from  cellar 
to  attic,  I  am  delighted  to  commend  it  to  all  sanitarians  as  a  model; 
its  southern  exposure  with  abundance  of  light  and  air  particularly  for 
the  living  rooms,  its  position  so  as  to  be  free  from  dampness,  in  short* 
everything  has  been  so  arranged  a3  to  avoid  the  possibility,  so  far  as 
human  knowledge  can  go,  for  the  lodgement  or  germination  of  disease. 

While  going  throufich  the  streets  of  the  borough  I  was  much  sur- 
prised to  find  that  the  whole  drainage  was  upon  the  surface,  that  no 
provision  had  been  made  for  any  form  of  sewer,  and  hence  there 
was  every  opportunity  for  the  contamination  of  the  air  from  the 
sewage  which  must  necessarily  flow  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  over 
the  surface.     There  being  no  other  provision,  this  must  percolate 
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into  the  soil,  and  thus  greatly  add  to  the  contamination  of  the 
(ii inking  water  obtained  from  the  wella.  As  this  coiitiniies,  there 
must  come  a  time  when  the  Boil  will  be  fully  saturated,  can  dispose 
of  no  more,  and  then  I  he  decaying  mass  must  begin  to  throw  olV  its 
noxious  gases  into  the  atmosphere.  We  may  ihen  have  one  of  those 
dread  and  mysterious  vidtations  wiiich  the  ancient  heathen  regarded 
as  a  punishment  from  his  offended  god,  and  which  we  know  to  be  a 
punishment  for  our  neglect  o!  the  goddess  Hygeia,  and  our  foolish 
blindness  in  failing  to  obey  her  admonitionB,  Permit  me  here  to  al 
lude  to  the  tribulations  of  all  our  large  cities.  When  occupying  a 
a  small  amount  of  territory,  they  (ailed  to  prosride  for  the  future.  Ah 
time  rolled  on,  and  accretion  of  territory  followed  it  was  found  too 
expensive  to  undo  the  past,  and  they  lived  in  the  present,  const^nily 
postponing  the  evil  day.  Now  they  are  confronted  with  a  gigantic 
task;  nothing  leFs  than  the  remodeling  of  the  greater  part  of  their 
sewer  systems  at  an  enormous  expense,  constantly  threatened  with  an 
explosion  of  disease  from  their  inability  to  cope  with  the  task,  ,  A 
Rfand,  a  useful  lesson  may  be  learned  by  the  experience  of  Memphis, 
once  almost  depopulated  by  disease,  now  the  ideal  city  of  ilygeia. 
The  death  rate  reduced  to  a  minimum;  the  streets  and  houses  elean  ; 
I  he  people  healihy,  happy  and  prosperous.  But  it  roust  be  remem- 
bered al  what  a  ^ost  this  wns  done.  First,  a  mortality  which  well  nigh 
destroyed  the  city,  then  an  outlay  of  treasure  which  almost  ruined  it 
financially.  It  were  well  if  places  like  Lewisburg  would  accept  the 
inevitable,  and  now,  while  the  task  rs  not  too  great,  nor  beyond  tlieir 
financial  ability;  they  would  employ  the  best  engineering  skill  and  by 
a  proper  system  of  drainage,  provide  for  all  further  contingencies,  and 
thus  provide  for  that  increase  of  population  which  alt  live  American 
towns  must  expect.  In  addition,  we  find  numerous  wells  formerly 
employed  for  drinking  purposes  now  abandoned  because  those  who 
used  them  obtain  their  supply  from  the  town  reservoir.  In  al!  such 
nstances  these  cavities  more  or  less  tilled  with  water  become  the  re^ 
ptacles  into  whicli  a  large  amount  of  surface  filth  must  drain, 
and  thus  they  form  an  additional  menace  against  the  health  of  the 
ommunity.  It  goes  without  saying  that  all  such  places  should  be 
lied  with  fresh  earth,  and  thus  be  eliminated  from  all  possibility  of 
doing  harm. 

I  A  still  greater  evil  is  the  number  of  abandoned  cesspools,  not  cleaned, 
but  when  filled  to  the  point  at  which  they  cease  to  be  useful  are  boarded 
pver,  while  a  new  one  is  being  made  near  by.  These  masses  of  decay- 
mg  filth  must  continue  to  pass  their  contents  into  the  adjacent  soiK 
pel  ping  to  saturate  it  with  noxious  gases,  either  to  come  again  to  the 
surface,  or  to  pass  directly  into  the  drinking  water  of  contiguous  wells. 
Sanitarians  everywhere  have  agreed  that  no  well  of  drinking  water 
should  be  located  nearer  to  a  cesspool  than  200  feet,  1  venture  the 
ggestion  that  a  measurement  in  very  many  instances  would  show  a 
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great  number  to  be  made  inside  that  distance,  and  hence  specially 
objectiouable.  Now,  while  the  absence  of  the  specific  germs  of 
typhoid  and  similar  zymotic  diseases  may  prevent  the  prevalence  of 
these  attacks,  yet  the  constant  imbibition  of  such  contaminated  water 
must  slowly  but  surely  cause  that  breaking  down  of  the  system  which 
will  eventually  result  in  prostration  of  the  vital  powers  or  the  more 
sudden  and  mysterious  attacks  of  enteric  diseases.  Who  shall  say 
when  the  specific  germ  may  be  supplied  to  generate  typhoid  or  its 
congeners? 

Although  a  good  article  of  drinking  water  is  supplied  to  Lewisburg, 
still  many  of  the  people  continue  to  rely  upon  the  wells  for  this  pur- 
pose. This  is  most  positively  wrong.  It  cannot  fail  in  the  midst  of 
all  built  up  and  well-populated  places  that  such  wells  must  be  con- 
taminated to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  and  for  the  reasons  just  men- 
tioned great  damage  must  exist  to  those  who  use  this  water  without 
previously  boiling  it.  It  would  appear  as  though  by  tolerance,  the 
human  system  is  enabled  to  partake  of  food  or  drink  of  a  positively 
hurtful  character.  Long  usage,  or  the  slow  accretion  of  hurtful  mat- 
ters accustoms  the  human  economy  to  stand  up  against  its  injurious 
eflfect,  yet  as  may  be  ^een  in  the  use  of  arsenic,  of  opium,  or  other 
drugs,  there  comes  a  time  when  the  system  is  saturated  as  it  weie,  and 
the  inevitable  explosion  follows,  whether  in  the  shape  of  acute  disease, 
or  the  slow  decay  of  the  vital  powers  predisposes  to  an  attack  of  a 
prevailing  epidemic  which  the  strong,  vigorous  system  would  have 
thrown  off  without  injury. 

My  attention  was  directed  to  the  fact  that  a  quantity  of  sewage  was 
poured  into  the  run  at  a  point  rather  close  to  that  from  which  the 
drinking  water  is  obtained  at  present.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  is  a 
source  of  danger,  yet  in  order  that  no  possibility  may  exist  for  such 
contamination,  it  would  be  safer  to  build  an  intercepting  sewer  which 
should  carry  off  all  such  matter  to  a  point  beyond  the  possibility  of 
draining  back  to  the  source  of  the  water  supply.  Attention  to  this 
matter  at  an  early  day  may  save  a  vast  deal  of  expense  in  the  future. 

In  my  visit  to  the  jail  located  in  the  cellar  beneath  the  court  house.  I 
found  a  condition  of  things  which  was  a  disgrace  to  an  intelligent  and 
wealthy  community.  A  double  row  of  cells,  with  no  access  for  light 
or  air,  no  means  of  ventilation,  save  the  door  of  entrance:  a  water 
closet  in  the  corner,  and  here  human  beings  were  confined  for  an  in- 
definite period ;  perhaps  innocent  of  the  crime  with  which  they  were 
charged.  On  the  occasion  of  my  visit,  I  found  two  small  boys  among 
the  prisoners.  I  was  informed  that  women  also  were  detained  here 
pending  trial ;  with  the  saving  clause  that  each  sex  was  allowed  sep- 
arately to  cccupy  the  locked  up  corridor  for  a  time  each  day.  I  would 
most  earnestly  urge  that  steps  be  imm'jdiately  taken  if  not  by  the 
legal  authorities,  at  least  by  the  humanitarians  of  the  town  for  the 
erection  of  a  proper  house  of  detention  in  which  to  imprison  those  un- 
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fortunates  and  that  these  cave  likecells  should  at  once  be  abandonrd. 
The  odoriferous  pi^  sty  is  found  to  rnise  its  bumble  i hough  ex* 
Iremely  objectionable  forms  in  niiiny  quarters.  Always  unpleasant, 
even  when  most  earefully  allended,  the  pig,  his  home  and  his  sur- 
roundinfci?  ghotild  Vie  relegated  without  the  bounds  of  even  the  buiallest 
villages.  Ko  animal  demands  greater  watchfulness  to  prevent  it  be- 
coming a  most  unmitigated  nuisance;  its  peculiar,  olFensive  and  pene- 
tratiuix  odor;  its  filthy  habits;  its  usual  food»  coiisistinjif  of  slop,  olTal 
ind  the  like,  which  in  many  instances  is  permitted  to  ferment  and 
decay  before  it  is  collected  from  the  houses  of  the  town,  all  combine  to 
make  Ihe  pig  an  abomination,  an  evil  of  modern  civilization,  and 
where  his  existence  is  not  presentable*  he  should  l>e  compelled  to  take 
up  bis  quarters  in  the  open  country,  where  at  least,  the  pure  air  in 
ri  'h  abundance  can  dilute  the  odor  emanating  iroin  him  and  his  sur- 
roundings, and  reduce  to  minimum  his  objectionable  leatures* 

In  many  parts  of  the  town  the  level  of  the  streets  had  been  raised, 
ft  very  ju«Hcious  proceeding,  but  this  had  been  done  in  a  most  injudi 
cious  manner,  the   material    used  being  ashes  and  garbage.     While 
as^hes  as  a  material  for  tilling  cavities  may  not  be  specially  objection 
able,  yet  its  combination  with  garbage  is  the  worst  possible  mixture 
that  can  be  found  for  the  purpose.     Decomposition  is  constantly  going 
an,  with  the  evolution  of  gases  of  a  noxious  character,  adding  ma 
terially   to   the   pollution   of  the  atmosphere   which  is   necessarily 
breathed  by  tlie  inhabitants. 

The  watersupply  cominsT  from  the  Susquehanna  river  is  in  abund 
ance,  and  nnnlyses  show  it  lobe  soft  and  pure.  TLii  is  a  matter  of 
congratulation*  but  is  mingled  with  apprehension  when  we  rellect  that 
there  are  numerous  large  towns  above  Lewisburg  situated  directly  upon 
the  river.  Here  we  have  a  constant  menance  to  (lie  salubrity  of  the 
water  supply,  urdess  we  can  make  sure  that  measures  are  taken  (o 
prevent  its  pollution  by  the  sewage  above.  It  would  be  wise  to  take 
the  proper  steps  to  this  end  without  delay.  Every  day  makes  tlie 
damage  greater,  and  its  relief  more  difhcult.  Hence  delays  are  dan- 
gerous. 

While  passing  through  some  of  the  alleys,  I  found  great  careless 
ness  as  to  the  disposal  of  ashes,  dirt,  and  garbnge,     A  proper  sanitary 
policy  would  prevent  this,  which  not  only  detracts  Irom  the  general 
tidiness  nf  the  town,  !iut  adds  to  its  insalubrity. 

Finally,  I  visited  the  high  sdiooL  While  I  found  much  here  to 
commend.  I  regretted  to  find  that  some  of  the  class  rooms  were  ridic- 
uloitsly  small,  atid  very  improperly  lighted.  The  needs  of  the  pres- 
ent day  demand  that  educational  institutions  shall  be  furnished  with 
every  appliance  for  comfort,  and  health,  and  made  as  attractive  as 
may  be. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  urge  a  due  attention  to  all  these  matters 
upon  the  part  of  the  authorities  and  the  inhabitants,  assuring  U\^V£v 
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that  proper  hygienic  surroundings  are  the  necessity  of  the  hour ;  that 
what  they  expend  in  this  way  will  be  more  than  returned  in  the  health 
of  the  people,  and  their  ability  to  do  their  whole  duty  as  material  pro- 
ducers, and  in  the  saving  of  losses  by  sickness  and  by  death,  which 
can  be  always  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents,  besides  those  losses 
which  can  never  be  estimated,  the  sundering  of  family  ties,  the  bear, 
ing  away  of  loved  ones,  and  which,  when  preventible,  should  be  re- 
garded as  a  crime  no  less  than  that  where  life  is  sacrificed  by  the 
neglect  of  a  railroad  operator  or  a  food  adulterator. 

And  now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  while  thanking  you  for  the  patience 
with  which  you  have  borne  my  tirade  as  to  your  shortcomings,  1  trust 
that  you  will  regard  me  as  one  actuated  solely  by  a  desire  for  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 


THB  DISPOSAL  OP  THB  DEAD.

Mr.  President^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention :  The  dis- 
position of  the  dead  has  in  all  ages  and  in  all  lands  awakened  a  deep 
interest  among  the  living;  not  so  much  because  they  realized  its  im- 
portance irom  a  sanitary  standpoint,  as  their  veneration  for  the  mem- 
ory of  the  departed. 

It  has  been  our  life  work  to  feed,  clothe  and  protect  these  bodies  of 
ours,  and  we  do  not  take  kindly  to  anything  that  savors  of  ill  treat- 
ment after  death.  But  as  we  proceed,  let  us  inquire  if  we  have  not 
been  deluded  by  false  notions. 

I  am  aware  that  public  sentiment  is  strongly  averse  to  inroads  on 
the  customs  of  the  times,  and  we  therefore  accept  the  task  of  rowing 
against  the  tide  and  take  the  risk  of  being  misunderstood. 

The  primogenitors  of  our  race  with  little  or  no  knowledge  of  the 
lawB  of  health,  lived  as  many  centuries  as  we  do  decades,  and  as  there 
can  be  no  effect  without  a  cause,  it  behooves  us  to  ask  why  we  have 
grown  weaker,  while  we  claim  to  have  grown  wiser. 

If  the  people  upon  the  new  earth  lived  longer  than  we,  it  must  have 
been  because  they  inherited  constitutions  more  nearly  perfect  than 
ours;  and  lived  in  a  world  where  the  earth,  air  and  water  had  not  be- 
come contaminated  with  disease  germs. 

They  did  not  realize,  however,  the  necessity  of  keeping  pure  the 
virgin  Foil  committed  to  their  care,  and  we,  their  short-lived  descend- 
ants, reap  the  fruits  of  their  sowing. 

But  I  am  glad  that  we  live  in  a  day  and  age  that  is  waking  op  to 
the  importance  of  sanitary  science ;  a  subject  second  only  to  a  prepara- 
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lion  for  eternal  life,  if  length  of  days  and  robust  health  are  worthy 
objects  of  consideration- 
People  exercise  commendable  zeal  in  avoiding  things  which  pro- 
duce sudden  death,  but  bear  patiently  anything  which  undermines 
their  lives  and  health  by  slow  degrees;  giving  themselves  no  iineasi- 
nrss  about  results  which  follow  a  few  years  hence. 

Life  (which  precedes  death)  has  been  denied  *' as  that  state  of  the 
animal  or  plant,  in  which  its  organs  are  capable  of  performing  its 
functions/'  When  that  capability  ceases,  dealli  is  the  result,  and  an 
organization  fodows  in  the  pathway  of  dealli  to  destroy,  or  rather  to 
separate  into  its  elemental  parts,  and  ihat  a(om  of  carbonic  acid  gas 
which  IS  set  free  by  decomposition  and  combustion,  to  perform  its 
allotted  fnnclions  in  the  world,  will  on  I  be  morrow  feed  the  grass  that 
feeds  the  ox  that  feeds  the  man,  and  so  on  ad  infinitum. 

In  order  to  build  up  this  body  of  mine  untold  numbers  of  animal 
and  vegetable  lives  liave  been  destroyed,  and  when  I  am  through  wiih 
it,  it  must  go  back  tu  its  elementary  parts — carbon,  hydrogen,  nitrogen 
and  oxygen — to  pay  the  debt  of  nature,  whenever  the  power  of  vital- 
ity  ceases  to  hohi  it  in  combination,  whether  it  goes  by  the  slow  and 
disgusting  process  of  decomposition,  or  the  more  rapid  and  cleanly 
way  of  combustion. 

^^Let  the  dead  bury  the  dead  *'  may  have  seemed  an  unkind  reply 
from  our  Saviour  to  the  young  man  who  asked  permission  to  go  and 
bury  his  father,  and  not  in  keeping  wifh  his  former  coiomand  to 
'"Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother,^'  hut  it  teaches  us  the  more  im- 
portant lesson  that  kindness  t^  the  living  is  better  than  kindness  to 
the  dead. 

The  Parsees  and  some  of  the  early  South  Americans  caring  only  for 
the  bones,  placed  the  bodies  where  carniverous  birds  would  carry  away 
the  llesh.  In  South  Africa  the  bodies  of  women  are  thrown  into  the 
jungles  to  be  devoured  by  wild  beasts.  The  Chin  nooks  bedeck  their 
dead,  place  them  in  canoes,  and  let  them  (loatdowu  the  river  in  search 
of  the  happy  bunting  ground. 

The  early  Indian  tribes  of  North  and  South  Carolinas,  previous  to 
burningtheir  dead  pasted  them  over  with  soft  clay,  which  when  burned 
formed  a  stone  coffin.  Others  put  them  in  hollow  trees,  and  still  others 
raised  up  rocks  which  were  allowed  to  fall  back  upon  the  bodies. 

The  ancient  Egyptians  and  a  portion  of  tfie  Komans  believed  that 
anything  short  of  embalming  the  dead  was  inhuman. 

In  civilized  countries  five  methods  are  more  or  less  in  vogue.  In- 
humation, immuralion,  incineration*  calcination  and  circumcementa- 
lion,  and  from  a  sanitary  or  humane  standpoint  we  think  earth  burial 
the  worst  of  alh 

But  a  few  feel  of  earth  filter  intervenes  between  an  interred  corpse 
and  the  water  which  is  likely  to  find  its  way  into  our  wells  and  springs, 
for  like  the  veins  that  course  just  beneath  our  skins,  so  do  water  veins 
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or  little  underground  streams  course  but  a  few  feet  below  the  earth's 
surface,  lorming  a  complete  plexus  or  net  work,  and  when  the  water 
strikes  one  of  these  little  veins,  the  process  of  filtenng  ceases,  and 
water  conveyed  in  this  way  from  a  corpse  which  died  of  an  infectious 
disease,  would  carry  desolation  wherever  that  water  was  used ;  and 
numerous  epidemics  have  been  traced  to  such  causes.  By'  the 
process  of  earth  burials  the  surface  of  the  earth  is  becoming  saturated 
with  morbific  matter  indigenous  to  the  human  family,  which  by  being 
planted  and  nurtured  has  sprung  up  and  bore  fruit  an  hundred  fold, 
and  it  is  generally  admitted  that  diseases  transmitted  from  the  cadaver 
are  more  fatal  than  if  taken  from  the  living  subject. 

Sir  Henry  Thompson  gave  it  as  his  opinion  '^  that  no  dead  body  was 
ever  placed  in  the  ground  without  contaminating  the  earth,  air  and 
water,^'  and  a  practice  so  loathsome  would  not  be  tolerated  for  one 
moment,  save  for  the  fact  that  it  is  hidden  from  view. 

A  careful  study  of  the  subject  leads  me  to  believe  that  not  one  en- 
tombed  body  in  a  hundred  remains  undisturbed.  Want  of  room  and 
love  of  gold  has  caused  "  God's  acres"  to  be  planted  over  and  over 
again  in  the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  world,  until  confusion  worse 
confounded  makes  up  the  mighty  jargon. 

Some  cemetery  associations  after  five  years  of  continuous  neglect 
on  the  part  of  friends  to  look  after  their  burial  plots  smooth  them  ofi* 
and  sell  them  over  a^ain  ;  nor  is  this  practice  without  the  sanction  of 
law,  for  Lord  Stowell  many  years  ago  gave  an  opinion  which  has  since 
stood  for  good  law,  that  '4f  the  living  forget  or  neglect  to  care  for 
their  dead,  they  cannot  expect  the  government  to  allow  such  neglected 
spots  to  stand  in  the  way  of  progress." 

Laws  have  never  been  made  strong  enough  to  hold  a  tombstone  in 
place  when  living  men  want  the  room.  The  truth  is  there  are  but  a 
few  outside  of  our  own  near  kin,  that  will  raise  their  hand  or  voice  to 
uphold  the  sanctity  of  the  tomb. 

One  hundred  and  one  years  ago  there  was  a  complete  wiping  out  of 
the  old  graveyards  of  Paris,  and  the  remains  were  shoveled  indiscrim- 
inately into  carts  and  carried  away. 

The  London  Quarterly  Review^  Vol.  42,  page  380,  says,  '*  Many  tons 
of  human  bones  from  the  depopulated  cemeteries  of  that  metropolis 
are  annually  converted  into  fertilizers.  Within  fifty  years  ship  loads 
of  mummies  have  been  brought  from  Egypt  to  Boston,  ground  up  and 
converted  into  paper." 

A  considerable  portion  of  northwestern  Philadelphia  is  built  on  the 
sites  of  former  cemeteries,  and  everywhere  even  in  this  new  country 
of  ours,  there  is  not  a  city  or  town  of  any  considerable  size  that  has 
not  already  had  to  brush  back  the  dead  to  make  way  for  the  living. 

The  reports  of  the  Philadelphia  board  of  health  show  that  for  the 
last  fifty  years,  they  have  been  waging  a  continuous  Warfare  against 
burials  in  the  cit  v  limits. 
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Wben  we  attempt  to  decide  wb^it  u  the  most  respectfnl  and  sanitary 
disposition  of  the  dead,  we  should  decide  not  lor  a  day,  bat  for  all 
time. 

We  should  remember  that  what  has  occurred  else  where  will  under 
similar  conditions,  occur  ai^ain,  especially  in  tfiis  rapidly  populating 
country  of  oura,  where  corporations  and  individuals  are  constantly 
stretching  out  their  hands  for  more  room  and  valuable  space  ;  and  that 
against  such  claims  a  dead  nmn*8  title  to  his  two  by  six  is  not  worth  a 
fig.  Pbiladelphiaiis  understand  this  and  are  moving  back  their  dead 
at  the  rate  of  about  2,000  a  year;  nnd  the  city  authorities  are  moving 
many  more  of  such  as  have  no  friends  left  who  care  for  their  mold- 
ering  clay. 

The ''Germ  Theory 'M hat  all  conta^^ious  diseases  are  produced  by 
positive  definite  microbes,  without  which  thecontapou  could  not  ex- 
ist, and  would  disappear  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  i(  the  germs  which 
produce  them  could  be  obliterated,  we  think  is  correct  siround,  and 
calls  loudly  on  us  for  a  mierobite  war  of  extermination. 

For  the  accomplishment  of  so  desirable  an  end  two  methods  present 
themselves  The  first  is  to  destroy  them  in  the  living  subject,  as  is 
done  by  vaccination  atEtiinsl  small  pox,  and  the  second  is  to  destroy 
them  ill  the  dead  instead  of  planting  them  for  reproduction  and  mul- 
tiplication. The  former  may  not  be  fully  accomplished  in  this  gen 
eration,  but  I  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  medical  men  will 
vaccinate  as  effectually  against  cholera,  consumption,  diphtheria, 
scarlet,  typhoid,  and  yellow  fevers,  as  they  now  do  against  small  pox 
(and  I  hope  hydrophobia). 

As  to  destroying  tlie  infection  in  the  dead,  the  method  is  here  and 
only  waits  public  sentiment  to  put  it  into  use. 

Tbe  microscope  hah  brought  to  light  these  innumerable  infinitesi- 
inal  enemies  of  our  race,  that  prey  upon  us  as  the  weevil  does  the 
wheat,  and  no  grander  work  awaits  the  sanitary  scientist,  than  the 
obliteration  ot  these  pests  of  humanity. 

As  a  beginning  to  this  go'^d  work,  I  would  stop  the  process  of  earth 
burials  as  now  practiced,  which  subjects  our  bodies  to  putrefaction,  ren- 
dering them  abhorrent  to  every  sense  of  humanity,  an<l  makes  tbe 
departed  loved  ones  send  back  the  darts  of  anguish  to  the  living. 

Why  contaminate  earth,  air  and  water  with  germs  of  pestilence, 
when  science  points  out  a  way  that  is  pure^  quick  and  cleanly. 

Cremation — What  is  it?  And  wherein  does  it  differ  from  inhuma- 
tion as  commonly  practiced?  Both  accomplished  the  decree  of  the 
Creator,  who  s^id :  ^'  Dust  thou  art  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return,'* 
One  is  by  a  slow  lingering  process  tliat  requires  many  years  for  com* 
pletion,  while  by  the  other  the  same  result  is  reached  in  about  one 
hour. 

By  cremation  the  liquid  and  gaseous  portions  of  the  body  (98  per 
cent.)  are  purified  and  set  {ree  at  once,  while  the  remaining  two  per

cent,  which  is  also  rendered  innocuous,  is  neatly  urned  in  a  glass  or 
earthen  vessel,  and  kept  compactly  together  as  long  as  there  is  any- 
body to  care  for  our  sleeping  dust. 

Cremation  is  not  a  latter  day  invention,  for  when  history  sprang 
into  being  it  was  there  ;  and  none  of  the  early  historians  spoke  of  it 
as  being  new  or  novel. 

The  first  case  recorded  in  sacred  liistory,  is  found  in  first  Samuel, 
xxxi  chapter  and  12th  verse,  which  reads :  ''  All  the  valiant  men  arose 
and  went  out  all  night,  and  took  the  body  of  Saul  and  the  bodies  of 
his  Bonn  from  the  wall  of  Beth-Shan,  and  came  to  Tabesh  and  burned 
them  there ;  and  they  took  the  ashes  and  buried  them  under  a  tree  at 
Tabesh,  and  fasted  seven  days." 

History  records  that  Hercules  cremated  the  body  of  Argius,  a  iel- 
low  soldier  slain  in  the  Trojan  war,  1184  B.  C.  and  sent  the  ashes  to  the 
young  man's  father,  to  whom  he  had  promised  to  return  his  son  either 
dead  or  alive. 

When  first  known  the  Scythians,  Celts,  Scandinavians  and  Germans 
practiced  it  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  better  class  of  ancient  Greece  were  cremated,  and  throughout 
Asia  to  the  present  time,  it  has  been  a  common  method  of  disposing 
of  the  dead. 

Among  the  ancient  notables  who  were  cremated,  we  may  mention 
the  names  of  Alexander  of  Macedonia,  Hinnibal,  Capt.  Williams  and 
Shelley  the  poet. 

The  first  white  man  incinerated  in  America,  was  Henry  Lawrence, 
of  Charleston,  S.  C,  an  intimate  friend  of  George  Washington;  his 
body  was,  by  his  own  request,  burned  in  his  garden,  in  17/2. 

Dr.  LeMoyne,  an  intelligent  physician  of  Washington,  Pennsylvania, 
was  the  first  to  build  a  regular  crematorium  in  this  country,  and  he 
made  it  imperative  on  his  heirs  to  have  his  body  burned  after  death, 
a  command  which  was  complied  with  some  eight  years  since,  and  so 
favorably  are  the  people  of  that  section  impressed  with  it,  that  the 
furnace  has  since  been  kept  hot  most  of  the  time. 

The  incineration  of  America's  greatest  surgeon.  Professor  Gross 

some  four  years  ago,  gave  a  new  impetus  to  the  practice  in  the  United 

States. 

**  Di  marjoruin  unibris  tcniiciii  et  sine  i>ondcre  teram 
Sperantcsque  crocos  et  in  urna  por|>etuum  vor, 
(Jui  prweoptonim  sjincti  voluore  parentis 
Esse  loco!'' 

Various  modes  of  cremation  have  been  practiced  from  the  rode 
funeral  pile  down  to  the  neatly  constructed  furnace  of  Siemes,  which 
will  incinerate  a  body  in  from  fifty  to  eighty  minutes,  by  a  pure  white 
heat  of  about  2,000  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  furnace  is  constructed 
on  the  reverberatory  plan,  and  the  body  does  not  come  in  contact 
with  the  fuel. 

A  society  was  formed  in  London  in  1884,  of  Britain's  most  learned 
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eons,  with  Sir  Henry  Thompson  as  president,  for  the  purpose  of  dis* 
eeminfttin^  kiiowlediE:e  upon  the  siihjert  of  disposing  of  the  dead,  with 
the  followitio;  declaratiorj  of  principles  : 

We  disapprove  of  the  present  custom  of  biiryinp;  the  deiul,  and  de- 
sifd  to  suhstitiite  soma  m>ie  which  ah  ill  r.ipidly  resoWe  a  br^dy 
into  lis  component  elements,  by  a  process  which  cannot  offend  the 
livin^^  and  shall  render  the  remains  abaoUUely  innocuous.  Until 
some  better  method  is  discovered  we  desire  to  adopt  lliat  usually 
known  as  cremation. 

In  nearly  all  of  the  cities  of  our  own  land,  socielieg  have  been 
organized  composed  mostly  of  scientific  men,  with  the  same  object 
and  aim  in  view,  as  ihat  of  the  London  society,  and  every  year  wit- 
nesses the  erection  of  several  new  furnaces  within  our  br»rderi.  Penn- 
sylvania now  has  four,  where  five  years  ago  there  was  but  one. 

Three  years  ago  a  crematorium  was  erected  near  New  York,  and 
when  completed  over  forty  bodies  were  awaiting:  incineration.  Phihi- 
delphia  has  a  new  one  just  completed  after  I  he  most  approved  plan. 

Tha  reforniiition  is  taking  root  everyA-here,  and  thrji]a:hout  Europe 
and  Australia  the  leaven  is  working. 

All  who  die  of  zymotic  or  contagrions  diseases  which  would  be  about 
fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  should  be  incinerated 
by  the  command  of  law. 

When  properly  performed  there  is  no  unpleasant  smoke  or  smell 
arising  from  the  operation,  and  nothinfz:  save  the  presence  of  death  to 
oft  end  the  sensibilities  of  the  most  delicate. 

In  preparing  the  body  for  cremation  it  is  draped  in  a  neat  cotton  or 
linen  shroud,  free  from  all  metallic  substances,  or  wrapped  in  a  sheet 
saturated  in  alum  water.  Some  prefer  that  the  corpse  be  encased  in 
a  sheet  zinc  coffin,  which  burns  as  readily  as  a  shroud. 

Several  hours  are  required  for  the  furnace  to  cool  otFso  that  the  ashes 
can  be  removed  ;  they  are  of  a  greyish  white  color,  pure  as  the  driven 
snow,  and  weigh  about  three  pounds. 

With  the  return  of  cremation  will  come  the  Columbarium  for  receiv- 
ing the  urned  ashes  of  the  dead.  They  will  probably  be  built  above 
ground  as  their  contents  will  in  nowise  be  detrimental  to  the  living. 
These  structures  would  be  built  of  brick  or  stone,  fireproof,  and  ar- 
ranged so  as  to  suit  families  or  single  urns. 

A  properly  constructed  Columbarium  one  hundred  feet  square 
would  be  equal  in  receivin*^  capacity  to  a  fifty  acre  cemetery,  thus 
saving  ninety-nine  hundredths  of  the  ground  now  given  to  the  burial 
of  the  dead  ;  and  this  is  no  mean  item  when  the  cost  of  a  burial  lot  in 
our  cities  is  equal  to  the  cost  of  a  small  farm  in  the  country. 

Another  method  suggested  is  to  take  blocks  of  granite  one  foot 
square,  make  excavations  in  each  to  hold  the  ashes  of  one  body, 
cement  them  tightly  together  and  build  them  into  a  monument  or 
pyramid.     In  this  way  a  shaft  one  hundred  feet  square  and  one  hun* 
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dred  feet  hi^h,  would  rontain  a  million  blockfl,  or  in  pyramidal  form 
a  little  less  than  half  the  number 

With  crematories  established  within  reasonable  distances  of  each 
other,  mortuary  expenses  wou!d  be  reduced  to  one-half  the  present 
cost,  thua  checking  the  tendency  of  the  day  for  extravagant  funerals. 

There  are  two  Ihinp  that  those  who  are  incinerated  need  not  fear. 
First,  tliey  will  never  be  buried  alive,  and  second,  the  body  snatcher 
will  not  disturb  their  rest,  neitlier  will  their skeletors  walk  the  grave- 
yard fences  at  midnight  alone,  to  frighten  nervous  people  with  their 
rattling  bones. 

A  young  lady  whose  name  and  location  I  have  forgotten,  when  npon 
her  deathbed  requested  that  her  body  be  bnrned  and  her  ashes  scat- 
tered  over  her  favorite  [lower  f^arden  :  believing  it  to  be  better  taste 
to  feed  llowers  than  worms;  and  said  to  her  friends;  '' When  you 
look  upon  ih^  flowers  of  my  planting,  think  of  me  as  in  them,  gather 
them  and  as  you  press  them  to  your  lips,  we  shall  kiss  again/' 

A  lady  of  much  bodily  eutlering  said  to  me  not  long  since,  '^Doctor, 
when  I  take  up  my  residence  in  the  Celestial  city,  I  want  an  entire  new 
body,  or  it  will  be  no  heaven  to  me :  for  this  rickety  old  frame  would 
give  out  before  I  coold  reach  the  tirst  landing  on  the  golden  stairway/' 

Then  if  our  bodies  must  dissolve  away,  a  decree  from  which  there 
is  no  escape,  why  dr:ig  them  through  the  tedious  shims  of  putrefaction, 
a  condition  which,  if  brought  to  light,  mankind  would  tlee  from  with 
fleetest  feet. 

There  are  Ihr^e  objectiona  to  this  method  of  disposing  of  the  form 
divine.  The  first  is  the  only  one  worthy  of  consideration, j'et  the  sec* 
ond  and  third  are  put  forward  most  frequently.  The  first  is  the  op- 
portunity whid^  it  affordH  of  destroying  evidence  of  crime  in  cases  of 
death  by  poisoning,  but  it  is  unfair  to  defend  earth  burials  with  its 
manifold  dangers  to  the  living,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  occasionally 
exhuming  a  body  to  repair  a  lack  of  adequate  observation  at  a  more 
titling  time. 

But  with  cremation  will  come  more  stringent  rules  for  detecting 
crime;  and  a  body  tainted  with  suspicion  should  be  kept  until  the 
oOicers  of  the  law  are  satisfied. 

Again  we  should  remember  that  every  trace  of  all  active  poisoos, 
save  three—mercury,  arsenic  and  antimony— are  soon  eliminated  from 
the  cadaver,  and  pos^  mortem  exam  in  aliens  in  such  cases,  would 
prove  abortive  evidence. 

The  second  objection,  that  it  is  disrespectful  to  the  memory  of  the 
dead,  was  well  answered  by  the  young  lady  who  said :  ''  that  she  pre- 
ferred being  food  for  flowers  rather  than  worms."  And  you  who  think 
it  is  horrible  and  inhuman,  place  the  two  methods  side  by  side,  follow 
them  in  their  results,  not  for  a  day,  but  tor  weeks,  months  and  years. 
and  if,  after  a  careful  and  deliberate  consideration,  you  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  you  prefer  buriaU  then  so  be  it. 
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The  third  objection,  and  one  frequently  ur^tj,  strangle  as  it  may 
seem  is,  **  That  burning  the  body  in  some  way  disturbs  the  relation  of 
the  soul  to  its  Creator,  and  interferes  with  the  repose  of  the  gpirit." 

This  would  hardly  seem  worlliy  of  an  answer,  but  as  ours  is  a  battle 
against  prejudice,  we  give  it  a  i>asBing  notice. 

Lord  Shaftsbury  though  not  a  Yankee,  we  tliiuk.  answered  the 
qoestion  by  askinj:  another. 

He  inquired  *'  What  has  become  of  all  of  the  blessed  naartyrs  burned 
at  the  stake,  if  the  burning  of  their  bodies  interfered  with  their  resur* 
rection  V 

To  which  we  may  add  another  question,  to  make  his  more  distinc- 
tive and  pointed.  Does  any  one  in  this  intelligent  audience  be- 
lieve that  Polycarp,  Ilusg,  Latimer  or  Ridley,  who  were  burned  at  the 
stake,  at  Smyrna,  Constance  and  Oxford,  because  of  their  faith  in  the 
Christian  religion,  are  any  less  likely  to  occupy  seats  at  the  right  hand 
of  God,  than  had  their  bodies  nioldered  away  in  earthly  graves? 

The  body  is  but  a  cage  in  which  ihe  bird  of  Paradise  is  imprisoned, 
and  when  the  bird  has  escaped  there  is  no  more  use  for  it  than  there  is 
for  the  cast  off  shell  of  a  hickory  nut ;  for  each  new  soul  that  wings 
ilg  way  into  the  world,  brings  its  own  cage  with  it- 
Theologians  bold  to  the  doctrine  '-That  the  soul  is  complettly 
emancipated  from  the  body  at  death ;  and  that  the  resurrection  to  each 
soul  is  when  freed  from  its  tenement  of  clay,  it  rises  lo  the  realms  of 
glory;  or  in  the  language  of  Scripture  :  ^*Then  shall  the  dust  return 
to  the  earth  as  it  w^as,  and  the  spirit  unto  the  (lod  w^bo  gave  it/' 

You  will  need  no  doctor  after  you  cross  the  dark  river;  and  I  do 
not  expect  to  frame  my  diploma  nor  hang  out  my  sign  when  I  reach 
the  other  shore;  for  then  and  there  this  corruptable  body  will  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  will  have  put  on  immortality. 


TYPHOED  PBVER-A  DISEASE  OF  THE  VII*LAQB  AND  FARM.

Typhoid  fever  in  medical  literature  is  a  matter  of  modern  introduc- 
tion. Its  essential  symptomatic  peculiarities.  diBtiuguishing  it  from 
other  continued  fevers,  w^ere  lirst  truly  and  clearly  traced  by  Dm.  Ger- 
hard and  Pennock,of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  staf!,  who  liad  studied 
the  various  endemics  and  epidemics  of  the  continued  fevers  in  Paris 
under  Louis  and  in  Great  Britain,  and  w^ho,  by  a  series  of  sludiesof  the 
case?entering  "'Old  Blockley,''  were  enabled, in  1837, clearly  to  define 
its  especial  and  peculiar  symptoms*  firmly  establishing  its  individu* 
ality  and  its  entire  and  complete  non-identity  with  typhus  of  which 
it  had  hitherto  been  considered  a  mere  moditication  and  congener. 
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But  though  80  recently  fully  identified  it  has  \onge^ted  as  an  enemy 
to  the  human  family. 

One  of  its  most  characteristic  differences  from  typhus  and  the  one 
which  concerns  my  subject  for  to-day  is  its  manner  of  existence  and 
means  of  dissemination.  Typhus  spreads  through  the  air  from  patient 
to  victim  traversing  the  routes  of  commerce  from  city  to  city,  gener- 
ated in  over-crowding  and  filth  and  existing  chiefly  in  epidemics,  with 
longer  or  shorter  intervals  of  rest  between  its  visitations.  Typhoid 
fever,  on  the  other  hand,  in  temperate  latitudes  at  least,  is  like  the 
poor '"always  with  us"  in  isolated  or  sporadic  cases,  and  although  it 
sometimes  assumes  an  epidemic  character  such  an  epidemic  is  limited 
to  an  area  in  which  the  conditions  for  its  life  are  existent.  In  re- 
claiming a  new  bit  of  territory  in  our  large  country  from  its  primitive 
wildness  the  6r3t  disease-foe  to  be  encountered  is  malaria  in  the  tech- 
nical sense  of  that  term  as  applied  to  intermittent  and  remittent 
fevers.  As  the  population  becomes  more  dense  typhoid  appears, 
although  it  may  exist  in  the  most  sparsely  populated  district,  and  it 
remains  to  constitute  the  chief  febrile  disorder  of  civilization.  With 
us  it  is  the  most  frequent  of  all  fevers  and  being  always  existent  to  a 
greater  or  less  *legree  throughout  the  entire  year  it  has  become  at 
once  one  of  the  best  UDderstood  and  most  interesting  of  the  acute 
diseases. 

The  conditions  favorable  for  its  development,  in  other  words  its  life 
history  without  the  body,  while  not  fully  understood  as  yet  in  all  their 
minutias  are  still  sufTiciently  well  known  to  supply  the  sanitarian  with 
positive  data  and  to  enable  him  to  enumerate  many  of  the  principles 
of  its  origin  and  diffusion  and  to  legislate  for  its  limitation  or  even 
perhaps  for  its  complete  suppression.  Much  more  limited  in  its  means 
of  diffusion  than  typhus,  relapsing  fever,  yellow  fever,  small  pox  or 
cholera  its  dissemination  is  in  mo&t,  if  not  in  all  cases,  preventable; 
and  even  a  severe  epidemic,  spreading  its  virulence  upon  a  careless 
community  may  be  promptly  throttled  by  strict  enforcement  of  well- 
established  rules  which  are  simple  and  within  the  reach  of  even  the 
poorest  community  in  our  country. 

The  negro  melodist  tells  that, 

"When  tlie  yellow  fdver  comes  and  Bettles  aU  aroun ; 
'Tis  better  than  the  quarantine  to  shuffle  out  of  town." 

But  even  this  simple,  though  often  impossible,  plan  of  escape  from 
the  ravages  of  an  epidemic  is  not  necessary  in  case  of  typhoid  fever. 
No  necessity  "to  show  the  white  feather"  at  all,  but  simply  to  meet  it 
bravely  with  a  wise  use  of  the  knowledge  of  the  few  and  narrow  lines 
of  its  transmission  and  it  is  conquered. 

The  causation  of  this  disease  lies  essentially  in  a  specific  something. 
About  this,  at  the  present  time  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt. 
Whether  this  something  is  the  special  microbe  found  in  so  many  care- 
fully conducted  investigations  by  different  bacteriologists  and  labeled 
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Bacillus  Tffphoidea  or  some  other  organism  it  ie  perhaps  too  early  to 
make  ^>o^i^H*(i  assertion.  It  is  reasonu'Dle  to  suppose  this  to  be  true 
but  as  it  has  not  been  incoiUestably  proven  by  that  crucial  test  which 
science  demanils,  viz:  llie  induction  of  typhoid  fever  by  pure  inocu* 
lalions  with  stich  microbe,  we  must  be  cont4?nt  to  await  furtlier  inves- 
tigatitms.  Forlunately  for  llje  cause  of  saiiiiary  science  and  human 
welfare  it  is  not  esgeutlal  that  we  have  absolute  knowledge  of  the 
entity  itselt.  Its  habitat  is  known  and  most  if  not  all  the  condilions 
for  its  development  or  generation  and  dissemination ;  with  such  knowl- 
edge we  are  well  armed  against  even  60  secret  a  I'oe. 
,  Murchison  in  his  classica!  and  monumental  work  on  ''The  Con- 
I  tinned  Fevers''  concludes  Ihat  this  disease  is  chiefly  transmissible 
from  the  sick  to  the  well  through  ihe  (tecal  discharges,  and  further- 
more, that  these  discharges  are  not  in  at  least  the  hent  condi- 
tion for  such  transmission  immediately  on  their  discharge  from  tlie 
body  of  the  patient;  but  chiefly  on  tlioir  undergoing  fermentation  or 
putrescence.  80  far  as  jt>r>.y/f//v?  data  go,  abundance  of  whicli  is  col- 
leeting,  this  stattmentol  Murchison  is  being  confirmed,  and  we  now 
have  reason  to  believe  tfiat  typhoid  fever,  like  cholera  and  epidemic 
dysentery,  is  transmissable  from  the  sick  to  the  well  chit^llyaf  m»t  ex- 
clusively, by  means  of  the  bowel  disi-harges.  There  is  a  certain 
amount  of  what  might  be  called  negative  data  indicating  possible 
transmission  of  the  contagious  piinciple  with  the  exhalalionsfrom  the 
fkin  or  lungs;  but  these  methods  are  certainly  much  less  active  if 
ihey  exist  at  alb  To  the  alvine  discharges  we  attribute  the  means  of 
contagion  and  in  these  must  exist  the  specific  entity  endowed  with 
such  wondrous  power.  And,  we  must  insist  on  this  speciJic  entity^ 
Typhoid  iever  is  a  specific  disease  running  a  specific  course  ant]  ia  no 
more  capable  of  arising  de  novo^  than  is  an  individual  of  the  human 
family  or  a  tape  worm  in  his  intestinal  canal.  Putrefactive  organic 
matter  and  putrefactive  fecal  matter  par  excellence  furnish  the  con- 
ditions favorable  for  its  multipHcatitm  sufficiently  to  give  it  power  by 
numbers  and  virulence  to  invade  the  human  system. 

The  experimentalist  in  bacteriology  has  shown  that  the  most  viru- 
lent microbes  may  become  so  enervated  by  a  series  of  pure  cultures  a$ 
to  become  at  last  totally  unpossessed  of  noxious  power;  whereas  if  per- 
mitted undisturbed  to  multiply  themselves  under  favorable  conditions 
for  their  development  their  virulence  gatliers  force  as  it  goes  urdil  it 
has  increased  many  fold.  Uuritig  the  occurrence  of  any  epidemic 
disease  we  see  the  same  thing  occur.  The  first  to  contract  epidemic 
diseases  provided  they  are  exposed  to  Ihe  poison  are  those  who  are 
most  susceptible.  These  cases  should  hence  be  the  most  severe, 
whereas  the  fact  is  the  first  cases  are  comparatively  mild  and  with  the 
progress  of  the  epidemic  the  cases  become  more  and  more  severe  unli' 
the  height  is  reached.  This  period  represents  the  highest  degree  of 
virulence  of  the  poison  grown  so   by  its    rapid  multiplication  and 
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spread.  Then  itsfal.ility  i^  at  its  maximum.  Many  w^ho  had  been 
exposed  in  its  earlier  period  with  impunity  are  now  attacked  and  this 
independently  of  any  cause  for  individual  depression  guch  as  fear, 
faiigue  from  waiting  upon  the  eick.  grief  fcr  the  dead  or  sorrow  for 
the  stricken.  Then  as  the  condilions  for  its  growth  ha%^e  been  in  great 
njeasure  exhausted  it  grows  more  and  more  mild  in  its  decline. 

This  fact,  illustrated  in  all  epidemics,  most  marked  in  cases  where 
no  attempts  at  arrest  are  made  by  wise  sanitation,  illustrates  the  vary- 
ing malijJtnity  of  the  virus  or  contagion  ot  all  diseases  c-ipable  of  pro* 
diicing  epidemics.  Dilution  of  the  specific  entity  emasculates  it.  The 
peculiar  poison  of  the  disease  under  consideration  furnishes  no  excep- 
tion and  in  this  condition  of  attenuation  may  exist  wide-spread  with- 
out exciting  disease.  Finding  its  way  into  cesspools  and  other  de- 
composing organic  material  and  under  natural  culture  it  is  raised  to 
a  condition  of  concentration  and  virulence  capable  of  attacking  a 
human  system  into  which  it  obtains  ingress.  In  some  such  manner 
muat  we  explain  eases  of  typhoid  fever  arising  in  by  ways  where  do 
previous  cases  were  known  to  exist  but  where  contamination  of  drink- 
ing water  or  food  with  night  soil  is  traceable,  iSuch  cases  cannot 
prove  the  spontaneous  generation  of  typhoid  fever  or  that  sewage  in- 
dependent of  its  inoculation  with  the  specific  poison  of  typhoid  fever 
is  capable  of  pro<hic'ing  the  disease. 

The  predisposing  causes  tur  the  spread  of  this  disease  are  chiefly 
personal. 

Given  the  specific  virulent  contagion  all  exposed  to  it  do  not  suffer . 
'*  One  is  taken,  the  other  left/'  In  some  there  is  a  peculiar  lack  of 
resistance  to  its  encroachments.  Such  may  suffer  from  repeated  at- 
tacks, To  most,  however,  one  attack  secures  future  immunity.  In 
most  individuals  of  average  vigor  the  predisposition  is  not  inherent 
but  acquired,  induced  by  all  causes  of  depression^  whether  mental^ 
moral  or  physical.  Fatigue  in  all  ils  grades,  fear,  worry,  improper 
food  or  irregularity  of  meals,  itisullicient  sleep,  pre-existent  disease^ 
intemperance  are  some  of  the  causes  of  depression  of  our  normal 
forces  of  resistance  to  disease  in  general  and  epidemic  disease  in  par* 
ticular,  including  typhoid  fever. 

Age  has  also  a  predisposing  or  preventive  influence.  The  disease 
is  one  attacking  the  growing  youth  or  the  citizen  in  the  vigor  of  younjr 
manhood.  From  10  to  30  years  of  age  is  the  period  of  its  greatest 
predisposition,  while  infancy  and  early  childhood  and  age  beyond  50 
years,  while  not  absolutely  protective  in  their  influence,  are  neverthe- 
less in  a  measure  so.  This  gives  to  typhoid  fever  its  worst  aspect  as  a 
destroyer  of  life,  viz  :  that  it  cute  off'  those  who  are  already  or  soon 
will  become  active  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  objects  of  intensest 
interest  to  parents  and  friends,  or  heads  of  young  families  whose  un- 
timt'ly  loss  is  an  unmitigated  sorrow. 

With  these  facts  before  us  the  propagation  and  spread  of  typhoid 
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fever,  is  certainly  not  a  dilTiciilt  problem.     Unhygienic  living  is  Ihe 
rule.     IriB:initali  .'n  is  rife  in  city  and  country. 

And  now  a  word  or  two  as  to  the  manner  in  which  this  specific 
poison  iiuils  entrance  into  the  economy  of  its  new  victim.  The  first 
evidence  of  its  invasion  and  the  essential  lesion  of  the  disease  is  found 
in  the  intestinal  tract,  and  it  is  rational  to  inter  that  it  finds  entrance 
into  the  hody  by  this  channel.  The  food  and  drink  must  therefore  be 
looked  npon  as  the  chief  vehicles  for  its  transit,  inasmnch  as  it  is 
directly  introduced  by  this  means.  But  the  air  may  still  be  tfie  bearer 
of  the  poison  directly  to  the  individual  The  air  we  inspire,  sweeping 
over  tlie  moist  adhesive  snriaces  of  the  air  passages,  while  carrying  to 
the  deepest  recesses  of  the  lungs  the  gaseous  elements  of  its  composi- 
lion,  deposits  its  particular  elements  upon  these  adhesive  surfaces  over 
which  it  rolls. 

This  is  proven  by  the  fact  recently  established  in  Bruwn-Si^quard'a 
^■[laboratory  in  Paris  that  the  expired  air  is  ''  optically  pure,"  or  in  oiher 
^Hwords  possessed  of  no  parlfcles  elem^^nts.  In  whatever  portion  of 
■  the  respiratory  tract,  these  particles  alight,  whether  in  the  nasal  or 
I  oral  cavities,  the  throat,  trachea  or  bronchi  they  are  carried  to  the 
^__ throat  and  sw^allowed  from  lime  to  time,  and  so  a  ponderable  sub- 
^^Mtance.  as  we  have  reason  to  believe  the  virus  of  typhoid  fever  to  be, 
even  if  introduced  to  the  system  through  the  atmosphere,  will  lind 
itself  seeking  and  be  favored  in  the  search  lor  the  normal  means  of 
ingress  in  the  small  intestines  in  whose  solitary  glands  and  patches 
of  Peyer  it  tinds  temporary  lodgment  and  thence  entrance  into  the 
general  system.  Sewer-gas,  not  from  its  gaseous  qualities,  offensive 
and  otherwise  noxious  as  some  of  them  are,  but  from  its  ponderable 
ibongh  light  particles  of  specific  organic  mattei,  may  thus  be  the 
means  of  directly  poisoning  its  victim;  or  it  may  do  so  indirectly  by 
first  infecting  his  food  or  drink. 

But  sewer-gas  is  not  the  only  vehicle  for  this  poison,  else  were  most 
surburban  and  rural  districts  saved  Irom  it 3  depredations.  But  they 
r.re  not.  The  records  for  our  whole  country  show  a  greater  proportion 
of  deaths  to  the  population  from  typhoid  fever  in  country  places  than 
in  cities.  The  attempts  by  means  of  traps  and  the  ventilation  and 
flushing  of  sewers  to  prevent  its  entrance  into  houses  having  sewer 
communications  while  far  from  perfect,  indeed  while  woefully  deficient 
even  where  the  most  improved  methods  are  used,  are  nevertheless,  as 
these  records  show%  of  invaluable  service.  But  surburban  and  rural 
districts  possess  a  special  liability,  and  this,  other  things  being  equal, 
in  direct  proportion  to  the  density  of  the  population.  The  conditions 
accentuating  their  liability  lie  chiefly  in  the  contamination  of  their 
water  supply^  These  conditions  are  easily  understood  and  usually  are 
due  to  direct  tlnid  communication  from  cets  pools  to  wells.  Theraul' 
f iplicity  of  absolute  data  in  which  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been 
clearly  traced  to  such  contamination  places  this  method  of  propaga 
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lion  beyond  the  shadow  nf  a  doub',.  The  flnkls  percolating  the  soil 
from  a  cesB-pool  located  dangerously  near  the  ^ell  furnishing  the 
family  with  drinking  water  or  overflowing  in  tinae  of  rains,  the  surface 
water  afterward  finding  its  entrance  into  tlie  well  or  spring,  carry  the 
ponderable  virulent  specific  more  sortdy  than  even  the  detested  eewer- 
gas  of  our  ciiies.  No  matter  if  ihere  is  no  known  infection  of  the  con- 
tents ofii  cees  pool  with  typhoid  dejecta,  Ihey  may  still  possess  it  and 
should  be  prevented  from  possible  contamination  with  the  water  or 
fluid  supply  on  this  account  as  well  as  others  which  are  sufficiently 
patent*  This  can  per h ape  only  safely  be  accomplished  where  a  num- 
ber of  persons  use  the  old  fashioned  out  liouse  to  have  it  deep  enoughs 
embanked  about,  to  prevent  surface  fJushing  from  rains  and  melting 
snows,  and  cemented  to  avoid  soil  contamination  and  then  properly 
emptied  at  intervals.  That  lyphoid  fever  is  not  simply  a  lilth  disease 
is  proven  by  many  notable  instances  and  perhaps  by  none  more  fore 
ibiy  than  by  some  of  the  eastern  cities.  Take  Shanghai  for  instance: 
what  is  known  as  *'01d  Shanghai ''  is  a  low  lying,  densely  populated  city 
with  narrow  streets  reeking  with  filth,  and  so  noisome  and  odorous  that 
a  foreigner  has  no  desire  to  pay  it  a  second  visit.  The  houses  are 
built  compactly  and  keep  the  narrow  sireets  dark  and  damp  by  ex- 
cluding the  sunlight.  But  in  spite  of  its  generous  supply  of  filth  ty- 
phoid fever  is  only  an  occasional  sporadic  visitor.  The  requisite  for 
its  development  which  seems  to  be  wanting  appears  to  be  due  solely 
to  their  treatment  of  the  night  soib  This  is  collected  in  buckets  and 
removed  dail)*  to  be  emptied  into  sealed  pits,  in  which  it  is  allowed 
to  remain  until  after  fermentation  takes  place,  when  it  is  removed 
and  used  as  a  fertilizer.  This  to  my  mind  is  a  most  marked  and  strik- 
ing instance  of  the  fact  that  sewage  is  the  most  favorable  hot  bed  of 
all  putrefactive  organic  matter  for  the  propagation  of  the  typhoid 
fever  poison. 

Transmission  is  further  prevented  l)y  their  only  drink,  tea  or  boiled 
water  being  used  to  quench  their  thirst;  they  never  drink  water 
direct  from  spring  or  welL 

The  water  supply  must  however  be  protected  from  contamination 
with  all  putrescent  organic  matter  in  order  to  rest  perfectly  secure. 
Last  winter  I  was  called  to  a  farm  house  near  Parkesburg,  in  this 
State,  where  four  members  of  the  household  were  ill  with  typhoid 
fever,  and  one  other  was  attacked  a  few  days  subsequently.  They 
had  moved  into  the  house  in  the  falb  finding  it  recking  with  the  odors 
from  a  large  collection  of  n>tting  potatoes  in  the  cellar,  which  were 
removed,  the  cellar  ventilated  and  cleansed  and  white- washed  before 
their  occupancy.  But  the  scent  of  tlie  potatoes  hung  round  it  still, 
and  was  apparent  eveji  at  the  date  of  my  visit  some  weeks  after.  The 
cellar  communicated  by  means  of  a  descending,  winding  underground 
vault  with  the  well  through  an  aperture  in  its  wall  a  short  distance 
above  the  water-leveL    The  out  house  was  several  yards  from  the 
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well  and  contained  but  a  small  araoimt  of  dry  material  so  that  it  was 
not  probable  any  communication  existtei  beUveen  it  and  t lie  water 
Bupply,  Still  it  was  possible*  It  seemed  to  me,  however,  that  the 
cellar  filth  furnished  the  hot  bed  ior  the  propagation  of  the  specific 
poison. 

Where  well  water  is  used  in  villdges  and  the  more  thickly  populated 
rural  districts  the  well  should  he  su/Rciently  deep  to  draw  the  water 
from  Fuch  strata  as  shall  favor  its  purification  by  filtration.  But  even 
this  will  not  erniure  it,  as  wells  are  onlinarily  built  with  permeable 
walls;  it  should  be  protected  from  surface  flushings  hy  rains,  etc.,  and 
no  filth  of  any  sort  deposited  near  it.  If  shallow  wells  are  used  the 
water  should  be  tested  carefully  from  time  to  time  to  insure  the  ab 
seoce  of  organic  infection.  Wells  eliould  not  be  opened  in  or  near 
cemeteries  nor  other  places  where  larp:e  bodies  of  orjijani  \  matter  are 
undergoing  decomposition;  or  if  already  opened  they  should  be  sealed 
froixi  use.  Springs,  whose  bubbling  liquidity  seems  to  indicate  (he 
very  quintescence  of  purity,  may  carry  death  to  those  tliat  quench 
their  thirst  thereat. 

The  reservoirs  which  feed  them  may  be  polluted  as  in  rite  case  of 
wells,  or  the  water  may  be  polluted  on  its  way  thence  to  the  surface 
at  ihe  spring.  Their  water  should  be  examined  whenever  suspicion 
points  to  their  possible  pollution,  and  they  should  always  be  especially 
protected  from  possible  contamination  with  surface  water,  and  hog^ 
pens,  slaughter-houses  and  all  other  lilthy  appendages  to  farm  and 
village  should  be  so  located  as  to  prevent  possible  pollution. 

These  are  self-evident  trntlis;  hot  that  they  are  not  appreciated 
needs  but  a  visit  1o  many  if  not  to  most  suburban  and  rural  districts. 
One  of  the  earliest  eilbrts  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  expended 
in  a  resort  to  the  courts  of  Montgomery  county  to  exclude  such  nui- 
sances from  even  so  aristocratic  a  suburb  as  liryn  Mawr. 

Where  typhoid  fever  is  already  existent,  of  course  extra  precautions 
are  neces*jary  to  prevent  its  dissemination.  Careful  attention  to  this 
fact  in  the  single  case  of  typhoid  occurring  on  the  borders  of  the 
mountain  stream  feeding  their  reservoirs  would  have  prevented  the 
occurrence  of  over  eleven  hundred  cases  during  the  recent  Plymouth 
epidemic  as  shown  by  the  careful,  interesting,  and  skilful  iuvestiga- 
lions  of  Dr.  Taylor,  of  Wilkes  Barre,  and  his  coadjutors.  Eleven  hun- 
dred cases  of  disease  and  one  hundred  and  forty  deaths^  mogt  of  the 
latter  under  30  years  of  age.  all  the  result  of  carelessness  in  the 
management  of  a  single  case! 

Tlie  alvine  discharges  from  such  cases,  reeking  with  the  germs  of 
disease,  must  not  be  treated  with  unconcern,  even  in  the  most  isolated 
hamlet.  They  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected  immediately  they  are 
voided*  Indeed  a  very  good  plan  is  to  place  a  small  amount  of  an 
active  disinfectant  in  the  bed- pan  when  about  to  be  used  that  disin- 
fection  shall  be  immediate.     More  copious  additions  should  afterward 
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be  made  and  the  contents  of  the  pan  at  onoe  removed,  and  if  possible 
burietl  in  the  earth. 

If  necessity  compels  their  admixture  with  other  sewage,  disinfection 
ghoiikl  be  thorough  before  this  is  done.  For  the  disinfection  of  stools 
we  may  use  solutions  of  corrosive  sublimate,  two  drachms  to  one  gal*, 
or  iron,sulphate,  or,  as  recently  recommended  by  Prof.  Vilchor,  of  St. 
Petersburg,  a  quantiiy  of  boiling  waiter  equal  to  at  least  four  (4)  times 
the  volume  of  the  stool.  Free  ventilation  of  the  sick  room  is  import- 
ant In  this  as  in  all  febrile  diser^ses.  This  should  be  produced  by  al 
lowing  the  entrance  of  the  outside  air.  not  at  intt-rvals,  but  during  the 
entire  course  of  the  disease.  It  is  a  great,  but  common,  mistake  to 
ventilate  the  sick  chamber  by  means  of  the  door  communicating  with 
the  rest  of  the  house.  It  is  a  mistake  hotli  on  account  of  the  imper- 
fect ventilation  thus  secured;  and  also  cbieny  for  the  good  of  the  rest 
of  the  household.  The  exhalations,  other  i  han  those  of  the  bowels,  ma]/ 
be  poisonous.  If  so  they  are  hut  feebly  so  and  their  power  to  repro- 
duce  the  disense  would  be  still  more  greatly  curtailed  by  the  tree  dilu- 
tion of  the  air  of  the  room  and  of  such  poisonous  exhalations  by  proper 
ventilation  with  the  outside  atmosphere. 

The  patient  should  be  bathed  daily  at  least,  choosing  for  such  bath 
the  period  of  the  day,  usually  the  afternoon,  when  the  fever  is  at  its 
height.  The  personal  clolhiog  should  consist  of  a  single  loose  fitting 
muslin  or  liuen  gown,  no  underclothing  beini?  allowed,  even  though 
the  patient  is  accustomed  to  sleep  in  such  when  well. 

The  bed-clotbijig  should  be  light  and  those  in  contact  with  the 
patient  of  washalile  material.-*.     The  bed  and  body  clothing  should  be 
frequently  changed,  even  though  showing   no  signs  of  soiling*     If 
soiled  by  the  fecal  discharges  even  thougli  slightly,  they  should  be 
removed  at  once  and  placed  in  boiling  water.     The  history  of  an  epi- 
demic lasting  from  1873  to  1885  in  a  German  artillery  barracks  caus-' 
ing  146  cases,  recently  reported  in  the  Medical  Pre»s,  illustrates  the 
danger  of  infected  clothing.     During  this  long  period  all   possiVde 
sources  oi  the  disease  were  subjected  to  careful  scrutiny  without  result' 
until  suspicion  fell  upon  the  bed  and  body  clothing.     It  was  then  as- 
certained Uuit  three  (3)  of  the  recent  cases  had  used  the  bedding  and 
clothing  of  men  that  had  been  attacked.     This  led  to  a  closer  examin- 
ation, when  it  was  discovered  that  the  lining  of  the  trousers  were 
soiled  with  dried  fecal  matter.     Although  this  clothing  had  been  ex- 1 
posed  to  sulphur  vapors  the  poison  had  evidently  not  been  destroyed*! 
Thorough  disinfection,  with  first  thorough  cleansing,  then  12  hours 
saturation  with  chlorine  gas,  and  afterward  dry  heat  for  several  hours 
put  a  stop  to  the  epidemic. 

The  attendants  upon  the  patient  should  have  hours  of  rest  and  ex- 
ercise sutiicieut  to  preserve  their  normal  powers  of  resistance  to  die* 
ease  and  should  never  eat  nor  sleep  in  the  sick  room.  No  food  used 
by  the  family  should  be  kept  in  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient  i 
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in  any  place  where  contamination  is  possible.  This  is  especially  tme 
ol"  milk,  which  is  possessed  of  such  decided  absorptive  powers.  Many 
local  epidemics  have  been  traced  to  the  infectioTi  of  milk  where  ty- 
phoid fever  existed  in  the  hoyaehold  of  a  (biirynian,  who  was  either 
careless  in  the  matter  of  protectinf^  the  produce  of  his  dairy  from 
direct  coiUHmination  from  the  sick;  (jr  who  was  too  liberal  in  its  ad- 
mixture with  the  fluid  from  thai  notorious  ^*  best  cow  '^oq  some  farms, 
— (Ae pump,  tlie  use  of  which  water  had  perhaps  caused  the  attack  in 
his  own  hou8elio!d» 

Water  which  is  even  auspeeted  of  such  contamination  should  either 
not  be  used  at  all,  or  else  submitted  to  boiling,  that  such  organic 
^erms  as  it  may  contain  shall  be  destroyed.  Such  are  some  of  the 
principles  included  in  and  underlying  the  subject  assigned  to  me. 
They  could  be  more  thoroufi^Iily  elaborated  or  much  amplilied  by  illus 
Irition  but  time  does  not  permit. 


G,  SANITARY  PROTBOTIVE  ASSOOI ATIONS ;  OH  LIFE  INSIJR ANOE 
WHICH  DOBS  INSURE  LIFE.

We  are  all  fiimiliar  with  the  idea  and  principles  of  life  insurance. 
The  gigantic  development  of  this  idea  in  its  business  aspect  in  these 
later  days  has  astonished  all  thinking  men.  Its  palaces  form  the  chief 
ornaments  of  the  principal  streets  in  our  cities.  Its  agents  swarm 
like  locusts  through  the  land.  Like  *^  pallid  death, '^  this  familiar  and 
intrepid  visitor  knocks  alike  at  the  mansion  of  the  opulent  and  the 
poor  man's  cabin.  Like  the  congress  of  llie  late  iH  starred  confed- 
eracy, he  is  ready  to  *'  rob  both  the  cradle  and  the  grave. ^'  Far  be  it 
from  me  to  discourage  his  well-meant,  though  occasionally,  perhaps, 
somewhat  irritatingly  persistent  presentation  of  his  well-worn  theme, 
or  to  beliltle  the  good  whica  has  been  accomplished  through  his  ef 
forts,  or  the  beneficient  eilorts  of  the  system.  But  am  I  not  justified 
in  saying,  that  it  is  mis-named?  That  it  is  really  not  /?7c  insurance,  but 
death  insurance  '(  That  by  just  to  much  as  a  man's  life  is  shortened, 
is  the  value  of  the  pecuniary  provision  wliich  he  thus  makes  for  his 
surviving  family  increased  ^  That  the  man  who  dies  within  a  year 
after  taking  out  his  policy,  makes  a  better  thing  of  it  from  a  business 
point  of  view,  than  he  who  lives  on  for  twenty  or  thirty  years,  paying 
his  premiums  every  year?  So  well  is  this  fact  understood,  that  the 
companies  have  thought  it  necessary  to  remove  the  temptation  thus 
held  out  to  the  policyholders  to  shorten  their  lives,  by  declaring  that 
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suicide  shall  be  a  ground  for  voiJing  the  contract.  In  direct  contrast 
to  this  somewhat  depressing,  though  eminently  useful  form  of  asso- 
ciate action  for  mutual  benefit,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  for  a 
few  moments  to  another  kind  of  association,  the  direct  object  and 
proven  result  of  which  is  to  lengthen  the  lives  of  those  participating  in 
it,  and  which  may  therefore  lay  claim  to  the  title  of  the  True  Life 
Insurance,  Nor  does  it  promise  length  of  days  alone.  For  while  its 
right  hand  holds  out  that  precious  guerdon,  in  its  left  are  the  "  riches 
and  honor,"  which  necessarily  flow  from  the  possession  of  a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body.  To  the  citizens  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  be- 
longs the  honor  of  having  originated  the  conception  of  a  voluntary 
combination  and  pooling  of  resources  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  life 
and  health  insurance.  This  was  embodied  in  the  ''  Sanitary  Protective 
Association  of  Edinburgh,"  just  tea  years  ago,  and  the  movement  has 
been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 

The  following  is  a  ••  General  outline  of  the  objects  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  Privileges  of  Members  : 

1st.  To  provide  its  members,  at  moderate  cost,  with  such  advice  and 
supervision  as  shall  insure  proper  sanitary  condition  of  their  own 
dwellings. 

2d.  To  enable  members  to  procure  practical  advice  on  moderate 
terms,  as  to  the  best  means  of  remedying  defects  in  houses  of  the 
poorer  class  in  which  they  may  be  interested. 

3d.  To  aid  in  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city. 

The  first  inspection  does  not  cause  any  disturbance  to  household  ar- 
rangements. It  is  followed  by  a  report  making  specific  recommenda- 
tion, if  any  improvements  in  the  household  arrangements  are  thought 
necessary.  The  members  are  not  bound  to  carry  out  these  recom- 
mendations. 

The  subsequent  annual  inspection  will,  so  long  as  the  sanitary  ar- 
rangements remain  in  working  order,  entail  no  expense  beyond  the 
annual  subscription. 

The  following  is  a  formal  statement  of  the  privileges  of  members : 
The  annual  inspection  spoken  of  in  the  second  paragraph  will  form 
the  main  business  of  the  association.  It  is  believed  that  no  system 
of  drains,  or  other  sanitary  appliances,  can  be  depended  upon  to  re- 
n)ain  in  perfect  order  without  skilled  inspection  ;  and  this  skilled  in- 
spection can  be  cheaply  and  efficieutly  provided  by  the  association. 

Each  member  is  entitled  to  the  following  privileges  in  respect  of 
property  within  the  municipality. 

1.  An  immediate  report  by  the  inspecting  engineer  of  the  associa- 
tion on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  one  dwelling  or  property,  with 
specific  recommendations,  if  necessary,  as  to  the  improvement  of  drain- 
age, water  supply  and  ventilation,  and  a  report  upon  the  water  by 
the  analyst. 
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2.  An  annual  inspsclion  of  hif  premises,  with  a  report  as  to  their 
niUry  condition. 

3.  Oceasioaal  supplementary  inspection  and  advice  concerning;  Lhe 

dwelling  or  properly  in  respect  of  which  he  is  a  subscriber. 

4.  Each  member  by  his  annual  payment  secures  the  abov3  privilegei 
in  respect  of  one  dwelling  or  property,  O-'Ctipied  or  designed  by  hiriu 
Should  he  he  interested  in  two  or  more  dwellingjs  or  proper! ies,  as 
owner  or  occupant,  he  may  secure  e(iual  privileges  in  respect  to  them 
all,  by  paying  the  annual  subscription  for  each. 

5.  A  report,  to  be  obtainable  on  payment  of  a  special  fee,  on  any 
dwelling  or  property,  or  plans  thereof,  which  he  may  wi^h  to  hire  or 
purchase. 

6.  Reports  by  the  ofTicers  of  the  association  as  to  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  any  dwellings  or  properties  of  the  very  poor,  on  payment  of 
a  moderate  fee. 

7.  A  report  without  fee,  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  any  public 
building,  as  church,  school  house  or  place  of  public  resort,  within  the 
city. 

So  ijreat  a  de^^ree  of  public  confidence  did  the  association  inspire  by 
the  thoroughness  of  its  inapectious  and  the  practical  wisdom  of  its 
suggestions  for  sanitary  improvement  in  individual  cases,  that  it  wat 
announced  at  its  sixth  annual  meeting  that  the  Bunk  of  Scotland  had 
by  a  recent  resolution,  placed  the  whole  of  their  branch  banks  ihrough* 
out  the  country,  numbering  about  one  hundred,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  association  as  regards  sanitary  matters.  The  remarkable 
apathy  of  the  class  of  people,  who  would  have  at  once  joined  a  Siiui- 
tary  association,  viz  :  the  hotel  keepers  and  lodging  house  keepers, 
was  however,  strongly  commented  upon*  This  need  not  be  wonden  d 
at,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that,  out  of  hundreds,  ouly  two  of  the 
class  referred  to,  applied  tor  inspection.  It  is  only  by  readini^  reports 
f  this  kind,  said  the  Utittsh  MedkalJouj'nal^fA^  April  7lh,  lbS3,  that 
one  can  form  an  idea  of  the  insajiiiary  condition  of  our  houses.  The 
report  showed  that  612  inspections  had  been  made  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  Abuut  one  hundred  country  Iiousea  had  been  inspected  and 
reported  upon,  and  among  them  ninely  per  cent,  were  found  to  have 
direct  communication  existing  between  their  drains  and  the  interior 
of  the  house;  eighty  per  cent,  had  thvir  water  ntorage  more  or  less 
faulty;  and  no  less  than  fifteen  per  cent,  had  the  main  ci«terns  in 
direct  communication  with  large  brick  cess  pools  iilled  with  putrefy- 
ing fillh. 

The  example  of  Edinburgh  was  quickly  followed  by  certain  puhlic- 
Gpiiited  and  enlightened  citizens  of  Newport,  R.  I ,  who  in  November 
ot  the  same  year  (1878),  established  the  Sftniiattf  Prottctive  A«80cin 
tion  of  Newport  The  rapid  growth  of  that  popular  seaside  resort 
and  the  immense  increase  of  its  population  during  the  summer 
months,  had  completely  out-stripped  the  limited  system,  provided  by 
23  Board  of  Hkalto. 
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the  town  authorities  for  disposing  of  the  waste  of  all  kitich,  which  such 
an  aggregation  of  hunian  beings  would  lead  lo,  Jt  was  nece««ary 
that  some  concerted  action  of  a  positive  nature  should  be  taken,  if  the 
fair  fame  of  the  city,  as  a  health  resort,  was  to  be  saved  from  re- 
ptoach. 

The  secretary  of  the  association  in  his  second  annual  report,  said — 
and  I  quote,  because  with  slight  local  moditicalions,  I  hav**  do  doubl 
that  his  assertions  would  not  be  altogether  inapplicable  to  L^^wisburg: 
''The  Inhabitants  of  Newport,  owing  to  the  situation  of  their  city, 
have  always  enjoyed  remarkably  good  healih,  and  the  fact  that  this 
haa  been  the  case,  is  looked  upon  by  them  wiih  pride  and  satisfaction, 
and  they  have  been  unwilling  to  open  their  eyes  to  the  prefent  or  to 
look  forward  to  tlie  future.  It  is  sufficient  that  the  pure  air  of  heaven 
baa.  in  the  past,  brought  health  and  longevity  to  them,  and  it  is  taken 
as  a  matter  of  course,  that  such  will  be  the  case  for  all  time  lo  come. 

To  be  sure,  the  breezes,  as  they  blow  fre^b  from  the  sea,  are  pure  as 
of  old,  hut  as  they  come  sweeping  throngb  the  now  thickly  populated 
town,  passing  througli  back  yards  lilled  with  mire  of  slops  and  lillh^ 
and  over  stagnant  water  and  marsh,  the  receptacles  of  garbage  and 
sewage,  the  pure  oxygen  is  soon  contaminated  with  pases  which  are 
not  health  giving,  though  they  may  not  immediately  kilL 

There  was  a  time  when  wellsdugdown  iutothe  solid  rock  furnished 
pure  spring  water.  By  an  occasional  cleauing  the  well,  one  genera- 
lion  after  another  could  go  on  using  this  water  without  a  doubt  of  its 
purity.  But  estates  have  been  divided  and  subdivided,  other  wells 
have  been  sunk,  and  new  cess  pits  dug,  the  latter,  perhaps,  on  account 
of  the  narrow  limits  of  the  place,  close  to  the  well  of  gome  old  home* 
stead* 

Soon  the  soil  becomes  impregnated  by  the  liquid  filth,  and,  natur- 
ally, the  water  of  the  wells  in  the  neighborhood  is  infected.  This  has 
continued  until  it  is  the  exception  where  the  water  of  a  well  is  found 
fit  for  domestic  purposes. 

In  gome  portions  of  the  city,  owing  to  the  nea;lect  of  the  public 
authorilies  lo  remedy  existing  evils,  the  air  became  laden  with  poison 
germs,  and  so  reduced  the  system  of  many,  that  they  readily  fell  vic- 
tims to  any  contagious  disease  which  might  spring  into  existence- 

The  importance  of  placing  under  strict  supervision  the  inmates  of  a 
house  wiiere  such  disease  existed,  was  overlooked,  so  that  the  death- 
rate  of  Newport,  though  small  as  compared  with  other  cities,  was 
large  in  those  diseases  which  might  have  been  prevented. 

Eminent  physicians,  summer  residents  of  Newport,  anxious  as  well 
for  the  reputation  of  the  city,  as  to  adapt  the  place  to  the  necessilies 
of  city  patients,  alluded  in  print  to  the  importance  of  mensures  btdng 
taken  to  improve  its  sanitary  defects,  and  complaints  were  addressed 
to  the  city  authorities  by  native  physicians  and  others.  But  these 
appeals  were  unwelcome  and  unheeded,  and,  far  from  what  was  eara- 
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eetly  desired  resulted  in  openly  expressed  ingraiitu'le  lo  the  authors 
ot  them. 

Although  the  board  of  aldermen  were  empowered  by  the  State  to 
appoint  a  board  of  health,  which  should  have  all  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  upon  the  boaid  of  aldermen,  as  a  board  of  hcalih,  and  not- 
withstanding the  wish  of  the  people,  and  a  memorial  signed  by  the 
physicians  of  the  city,  yet  they  praet  if  ally  refused  to  exercise  their 
powers,  nor  would  they  confer  them  upon  otliera/* 

A  better  idea  of  the  scope  of  the  work  which  it  laid  out  for  itself 
and  the  searching  character  of  these  reforms  which  it  desired  to  eJTegt, 
cannot  ba  given  than  by  reference  to  a  circular  issued  in  I  lie  second 
year  of  the  existence  of  the  association.     It  says; 

*' The  sanitary  condition  of  hciuses  and  cities*  has  been,  for  the  past 
few  years,  occupying  the  attention  (  f  physicians,  sanitarians  and 
scientific  minds  throughout  the  civilized  world  to  such  an  extent,  that 
all  intelligent  men  are  now  keenly  alive  to  the  importance  of  proper 
sanitary  surroundings  and  especially  the  sanitary  condiilon  ol"  their 
own  individual  habitations.  The  questions  now^  aiise  in  the  minds  of 
every  one,  whether  they  are  occupying  houses  of  their  own  or  hired 
houses,  or  are  about  to  seek  a  new  house. 

(cr.)  Are  the  sanitary  sorrouudings  of  the  house  perfect!?  Do  the 
trees  and  shrubbery  permit  sufficient  exposure  of  it  to  the  sun? 

(i.)  Is  the  water  pure  and  drinkable?  If  from  a  well  or  cistern, 
has  it  connection  with  the  external  air'^ 

(^-'1.)  Is  there  direct  connection  for  cooking  and  table  use,  where 
city  water  is  employed,  between  the  main  and  the  kitchen  ?  (Adopted 
June  13th,  1882.) 

(c)  Is  the  cellar  dry,  well  venlilated  and  free  from  decomposing 
matter,  which  may  give  forth  seeds  of  sickness  and  death,  and  lias  it 
a  drain?    This  drain  must  be  wholly  unconnected  with  any  sewer. 

(d.)  Is  the  cellar  air  entirely  excluded  from  the  air  supply  of  the 
furnace  ? 

(e,)  Has  every  bed  chamber  free  ventilation  and  direct  means  of 
communication  with  the  external  air? 

(/.)  If  contagious  or  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  the  hou^e, 
have  the  sick  chamber,  etc.  (bedding,  w^eariug  appareK  curtains,  car- 
pet and  upholstered  furniture),  been  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  the 
wall  paper  removed  ? 

f^^,)  Has  each  water  closet  means  of  external  ventilation  and  not 
into  an  entry  or  bed  chamber  ? 

(f/.)  Is  provision  maile  for  ventilation  of  the  interior  space  of  the 
water  closet,  by  a  current  of  air  flowing  ihrou;::h  the  same  to  a  ven- 
tilating pipe  or  liue,  passing  above  the  house-top,  and  independent  of 
the  soil  pipe  or  its  extension  ?     ( Adople<l  September  13th,  188L) 

(A.)  Are  the  soil  pipes  in  a  sound  coudition  and  easily  accessible 
for  examination?    Are   tJiey  of  iron,  with  lead  plugged  joints  (the 
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only  true  condition  for  a  properly  conslnicted  soil  pipe)  ?  or  are  they 
of  lead  ?  and  if  of  lead,  Irive  they  been  id  the  house  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  (has  become  perforated  with  holes,  through  which  aewer 
icae  escapee  into  the  house  ? 

(i  )  Has  the  soil  pipe  a  proper  vent  through  the  roof? 

(J,)  I«  the  8uil  pipe  in  its  exit  through  the  foundation  of  the  faou§e, 
of  iron  or  of  earthen  ware  ?  if  of  the  latter,  is  it  broken  off  in  or 
just  outeideot  the  foundation,  so  as  to  allow  the  sewage  matter  of  the 
house  to  find  its  way  through  the  foundation  (a  condition  which  U 
alaiost  always  found  to  exist  where  earthen  ware  pipes  are  used)  ? 

(L)  If  there  are  set  bath  tubs,  basins  or  wash  tubs,  are  they 
uecurely  trapped?  Is  the  kitchen  sink  safely  trapped?  It  nuist  not 
he  forgotten  that  the  ordinary  bell  trap  does  not  periectly  exclude 
sewer  gas,  which  ils  water  aiisorbs  and  transmits,  and  that  the  S  trap 
is  liable  to  be  ''syphoned,''  or  emptied  by  inward  suction,  so  as  to 
permit  the  escape  of  gas  into  the  house  from  the  soil  pipe  or  drain. 

(l.)  Is  the  waste  water  pipe  of  the  refrigerator  entirely  cut  off  from 
fill  connection  with  the  soil  pipei? 

(m.)  Is  the  cesspool  near  the  foundation  wall  ?  Is  the  cesspool  a 
loose  one  ?  and  is  there  any  overflow  or  leakage  into  the  foundalian« 
rislern  or  well  ? 

If  all  these  condilions  are  answered  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  sanita- 
rian, then  one  may  consider  his  home  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  the 
occupants   of   it  free  from  all  danger  of  contracting  diphtheria  or 
typhoid  fever  from  it.     It  is  the  almost  universal  opinion  oi  phyei-] 
cians  that  every  case  of  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever  is  preventable  J 
nml  that  wherever  a  case   occurs,  there  are  some  bad  sf^nitary  sur- 
roundings*    Even  where  diphtheria,  like  scarlet  fever,  lias  originated 
from  direct  contagion,  it  is  probable  that  exposure  to  unhealthy  in* 
iluence  at  home  has  predisposed  the  individual  to  contract  the  disease  i 
more  easily,  and  it  is  certain  that  such  conditions  render  both  of  thesej 
diseases  more  liable  to  become  fatal*     When  these  facts  are  substan* 
tiated  does  it  not  behoove  every  one  to  see  that  hie  house  is  put  in 
order? 

With  a  house  in  perfect  sanitary  condition  (which  it  is  possible  for 
every  one  to  have),  many  deaths,  and  a  vast  arafuint  of  sickness  and 
physical  debility  will  be  saved,  and  the  period  of  life  lengthened,  : 

How  many  houHe-hoIders  are  there  who  are  competent  to  answer 
all  these  questions  intelligently?  Especially  those  in  regard  to  the 
arrangement  and  condition  of  plumbing,  sewerage  and  drainage 9 
Now  it  is  precisely  to  provide  a  system  by  means  of  which  every 
owner  of  a  home  may  have  them  accurately  and  understandingly 
answered,  and  in  case  the  answers  are  unfavorable,  can  have  the  de- 
tects which  they  indicate  remedied,  and  his  home  put  in  a  thoroughly 
iafe  condition,  that  I  propose  the  formation  here  in  Lewisburg 
and  in  every   town  in   the  State  of  a  sanitary  protective  associa* 
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tion»  And  in  order  to  facilitate  the  inaui^uration  of  such  a  niove- 
raent,  I  have  prepared  a  draft  of  articlesot  association  which  may  serve 
as  a  p:uide  to  any  who  desire  to  undertake  it,  1  have  thought  it  ad- 
visable to  make  them  as  brief  as  possible,  eo  that  in  the  event  of  its 
being  deemed  advisable  by  the  association,  they  could  be  made  us© of 
as  a  charter,  leaviuju:  the  duty  of  framing  by-laws  for  the  admioistra^ 
tion  of  the  aflairs  of  the  aesociation  to  the  council,  after  it  hns  had  an 
opportunity  to  study  the  field  of  work  and  ascertain  its  requirements^ 
I  desire  to  preface  it,  however,  by  the  statement. that  it  is  not  iittended 
thatguch  an  association  should  substitute  or  contlict  with  municipal 
inspeclion.  which  cannot  be  too  earnestly  encouraged,  but  rather  to 
supplement  I  he  action  of  the  constituted  authorities  in  protecting  the 
public  health.

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  Lewisburg  and  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  toEether  as  an 
association,  to  be  called  ^'The  Citizens^  Sanitary  Protective  Associa- 
lion  of y 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  association  and   the  purpose  for  which  it   is 
^formed  shall  be; 

FtTsL  To  insure  the  proper  sanitary  condition  of  the  dwellings  of 
its  raembers,  by  providing  for  their  inspection  at  stated  intervals,  an4 
at  a  moderate  expense,  by  competent  experts. 

Second.  To  enable  its  members  to  procure  practical  advice*  on  mod* 
&rate  terms,  as  to  the  best  means  of  remedying  defects  in  the  house* 
^of  the  poor  in  which  they  may  be  interested. 

TAirtt  To  aid  the  municipal  authorities  in  improving  the  sanitary 
condition  and  sustaining  the  good  repute  of  the  city,  by  reporting  to 
the  proper  department  such  inl Tactions  of  its  regulations  as  come 
under  its  observation  and  by  any  other  means  which  in  the  opinion 
of  its  council  may  seem  calculated  to  promote  this  object. 

MEMBERS. 

Any  citizen  may  become  a  member  upon  the  payment  of  an  annual 
lubscription  of    ,    .    dollars  until    .... 

After  this  date  the  council  shall  have  the  power  to  increase  the  an- 
nual  payment  to  be  made  by  new  members,  but  not  that  made  by 
original  members. 

COUNCtL. 

The  number  of  its  directors  who  shall  be  styled  the  council,  shall 
be  eleven,  four  of  whom  shall  at  any  time  constitute  a  quarum.  The 
council  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  tlie  association.     Its  members,  who 
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shall  receive  no  remuneration,  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of 
the  association  from  their  own  body.  The  council  shall  from  their 
own  body  elect  a  president,  vice  president,  recording  secretary,  cor- 
responding secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  council  shall  have  power  to  frame  by-laws  for  the  better  ad- 
ministration of  the  association,  but  not  to  alter  the  objects  for  which 
it  was  formed.  The  council  shall  meet  as  often  as  may  be  found  nec- 
essary for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
call  special  meetings  of  the  association. 

The  council  shall  appoint  and  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  all  paid 
officers  of  the  association.  These  officers  shall  consist  of  a  consulting 
engineer,  an  inspecting  engineer  and  a  chemical  analyst. 

The  consulting  engineer  shall  give  advice  to  the  council  when  re- 
quested to  do  so,  both  as  to  general  principles  and  particular  cases 
presenting  any  difficulty.  His  remuneration  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
council,  and  based  solely  upon  the  amount  and  .character  of  the  ser- 
vices rendered. 

The  inspecting  engineer  shall  visit  the  premises  of  members  as  soon 
as  possible  after  receiving  notification  to  do  so,  and  shall  in  all  cases 
report  in  writing  to  the  council,  who,  when  they  have  approved  the 
report,  will  transmit  the  same  to  the  member  interested.  In  cases  of 
emergency  a  verbal  report  shall  also  be  made  by  him  to  the  member 
interested.    His  remuneration  shall  be  fixed  by  the  council. 

MEETINGS. 

A  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  ....

HYGIENE  OF  THE.  TEETH.

A  single  concise  sentence  would  answer  the  question '^  How  may 
leelh  be  kept  in  a  health}^  coiidilion  if"  It  may,  however,  not  be 
amiss  to  enforce  by  a  plain  line  of  argument,  based  upon  undisputed 
fac»s,  the  reply- — '*Give  them  exercise  and  keep  them  clean/*  This 
line  of  argument  will  be  equally  reasonable,  whether  we  accept  the 
theory  of  evolution  adopted  by  the  Darwinian  school  or  that  of  the 
special  creation  of  each  species. 

The  teeth,  after  death  unquestionably  present  the  most  persistent 
and  indestructible  of  animal  tissues,  and  of  this  we  have  numerous 
|j  roofs. 

When  Hon.  Eli  Slifer  was  digging  the  cellar  for  his  house  just  out- 
side of  thin  town,  the  workmen  came  on  the  remains  of  an  aboriginal 
cemetery,  and  a  gentlemen  brought  me  from  there  an  upper  jaw  bone. 
In  this  bone  were  all  (he  teeth  in  position,  without  a  spot  of  decay  or 
evidence  of  disintei^rafion,  whereas  the  bone  itself  was  very  much 
disintegrated  and  very  friable.  Now  the  individual  of  whom  this  jaw 
formed  a  part,  must  have  been  buried  before  the  Revolution,  how 
much  earlier  cannot  be  told. 

About  fifty  years  ago,  when  some  repairs  were  being  made  in  Win- 
chester cathedral,  the  sarcophagus  of  William,  the  Red  King  of  Eng- 
land, which  was  encased  in  lead^  was  opened,  and  in  it  were  found  a 
handful  of  teeth,  some  hair  and  dust.  William  was  killed  in  the  New 
Forest,  by  an  arrow  which  Sir  William  Tyrrel  intended  for  a  stag,  in 
the  year  1100;  so  that  for  over  700  years  these  teeth  had  survived 
while  all  else  had  returned  to  dost. 

Some  forty  years  ago,  Dr.  Robert  Shelt4in  McKenzie,  about  to  croas 
the  Irish  Sea.  was  storm  stayed  on  Anglesia.  After  the  subsidence 
oi  The  storm,  he  walked  on  the  beach  and  was  aetonished  to  find  great 
quantities  of  human  teeth,  between  high  and  low  water.  The  sea  had 
eeril  its  waves  high  up  tlie  shore  against  a  bank  on  which  there  had 
been  a  Druidic  cemetery  and  from  this  the  water  had  taken  the  soil, 
leaving  the  teeth  stranded.  The  Druids  were  driven  from  the  island 
hy  the  Romans  some  time  during  the  first  century  of  our  era.  How 
Inng  they  had  occupied  it  is  not  definitely  known;  but  they  were  a 
very  ancient  order  and  it  would  be  sate  to  say  that  these  teeth  had 
resisted  the  inlluences  of  their  surroundings  for  1800  to  2100  years. 
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So  perfectly  preserved  were  they  that  Dr.  McKenzie  presented  eonie 
apecimena  to  a  dentist  of  Liverpool,  who  went  to  the  place  and  grath 
ered  a  basketful  to  mount  on  dental  plates,  and  these  teeth  were  set 
to  work  a  second  time  after  a  rest  of  seventy  generations.  We  are 
here  confronted  by  n  preirnant  question, — ^why  is  it  that  these  organs 
of  tueh  dense  and  persistent  structure,  that  under  the  same  environ- 
ment whitth  reduces  all  other  tissues  of  our  organism  to  their  elemental 
condition,  will  retain  their  primitive  cohesivenes^  and  beauty  for  2000 
years,  or  indefinitely,  are  yet  the  first  to  succomb,  when  apparently 
in  Iheir  normal  position  and  environment? 

To  this  question  there  can  be  but  one  answer.  In  these  days  these 
organs  are  not  so  perfectly  developed,  or  after  development  have  not 
the  same  environment  as  in  the  days  of  the  Druids,  or  both. 

The  growth  or  development  of  an  organ  is  dependent  on  its  perform 
ance  of  function ;  that  is  doing  the  work  which  w^as  evolved  from  its 
environment,  or,  if  you  prefer,  for  which  it  was  designed.  Of  tbii 
there  i«  abundant  proof.  It  requires  no  argument  to  show  that  if  one 
arm  of  a  child  bo  bandaged  to  its  side,  neither  the  bones  nor  muscles 
of  I  hat  arm  will  be  developed  like  those  of  the  arm  left  free — tree  to 
perform  every  function  which  called  it  into  being. 

This  same  performance  of  function  is  necessary  to  keep  the  arm  in 
health  after  it  has  been  developed,  as  has  been  so  often  deraonstrateil 
by  Hindoo  devotees  who  have  had  one  or  both  arms  fastened  in  on© 
jxisilioo  until  all  power  to  change  the  position,  all  power  to  perform 
function  was  lost,  and  the  arm  had  dwindled  to  a  minimum  of  bulk. 
This  condition  your  physician  would  call  atrophied — that  is,  not 
nourished. 

Now  on  the  other  hand  if  an  arm  be  compelled  to  perform  function 
to  a  greater  extent  than  the  other  organs,  it  will  be  developed  in  bulk 
out  of  proportion  to  the  other  orgauB,  as  for  instance,  the  bones  and 
muscles  of  a  blacksmith's  arm  are  more  developed  than  those  of  any 
other  part  of  his  person,  the  muscles  especially  are  very  much  in* 
creased  in  bulk  (a  point  which  I  wish  you  would  remember  for  a 
moment).  This  condition  is  called  hypertrophied,  or  excessively 
nourished. 

Any  one  knows  that  there  is  constantly  in  progress  throughout  the 
system  a  process  denominated  waste^  in  other  words  the  death  of 
minute  particles  of  all  the  tissues,  which  are  taken  up  by  the  absorb- 
ents, and  eliminated  from  the  circulation  by  the  various  excretory 
Orleans.  Where  there  is  a  heaUhy  or  normal  performance  of  function 
all  this  waste  is  made  good  by  the  appropriation  of  new  elements  from 
the  blood,  out  of  which  the  tissue  is  rebuilded.  If,  however,  there  ia 
iiiadequate  performance  of  funclion,  there  is  not  full  restoration  of 
waste,  and  ihere  is  the  beginning  of  atrophy. 

Perhaps  this  will  be  made  more  clear  if  we  observe  for  a  moment 
what  takes  place  between  the  end  ot  the  arterial  and  the  beginning 
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of  the  veinous  circulations.  Each  minute  terminal  artery  branches 
into  a  number  ol"  much  smaller  lubes,  Ccipilkries,  which  arrarued  in 
bouquets  of  various  forms  are  reunited  and  form  a  minute  vein.  Theee 
smaller  tubes  between  the  arteries  and  veins  have  walls  so  alternated 
that  the  plasmic  fluid  of  the  blood  easily  passes  througth  them  and 
irrigates  the  extra*vascular  tissue.  Muscular  eonlractiou  in  the  per- 
formance «»f  function  increases  the  rapidity  of  the  circulation  on  the 
organs  involved  by  bringing  in  various  ways  pressure  tt>  bear  on  these 
bouquets  of  capillaries,  thus  squeezing  the  plasma  out  ol  them,  and 
hurrying  the  c^^rpuscles  on  in  their  course  ihrough  them.  Out  of  this 
plasma  waste  is  restored  and  the  organs  further  developed- 

Let  UBnuW  see  how  this  law  of  waste  and  restoration  can  apply  to 
the  organs  under  consideration.  At  the  apex  of  each  root  of  a  tooth 
there  is  a  small  opening  which  extends  with  a  constantly  increasing 
diameter,  coming  suddenly  to  an  end  at  about  two-thirds  of  the  length 
of  the  crown  from  the  gum.  The  cavity  thus  formed  is  known  as  the 
pulp  canal  and  chamber,  in  common  parlance,  nerve  cavity*  Into 
this  opening  at  the  apex  dips  a  system  of  blood  vessels,  absorbents 
and  nerves.  A  minute  artery  comes  to  this  opening  and  dropping  its 
muscular  coat  enters  and  subdivides  into  capillaries  whose  loops  form 
an  elingated  bouquet  and  returning  are  reunited,  and  at  the  point  of 
egress  form  an  incipient  vein. 

When  a  tooth  is  split  through,  with  the  exception  of  this  central 
cavity,  it  appears  to  the  naked  eye  like  a  solid  and  amorphous  mass; 
bat  under  the  microscope  it  becomes  evident  that  it  is  permeated  by 
innumerable  tubes  or  minor  canals,  radiating  in  all  directions  from 
the  central  chamber  and  extending  even  into  the  hard  and  tlinty 
enamel.  Into  these  nebuli  is  drawn  the  plasmic  lluid  and  by  lateral 
percolation,  all  the  vast  extravascular  territory  of  the  tooth  is  irri- 
gated. 

The  office  of  this  plasmic  fluid  can  only  be  the  same  in  the  teeth  as 
in  any  other  organ*  The  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  the  teeth 
when  compelled  to  do  their  proper  work,  must  accelerate  the  circula- 
tion of  the  blood  through  the  capillariee,  bringing  about  an  increased 
nourishment. 

Let  us  now  consider  the  point  in  which  the  teeth  essentially  differ 
rem  all  other  organs,  and  how  this  affects  them. 

All  Cither  organs  increase  in  size  or  bulk,  as  the  individual  grows 
from  childhood  to  maturity,  increasing  in  volume  as  they  are  nourished 
and  developed,  The  teeth  as  soon  as  shaped  have  a  fixed  form  and 
bulk,  as  we  have  seen  in  the  blacksmith^s  arm  after  an  individual  has 
attained  a  full  development  of  size ;  if  he  exercises  one  set  of  muscles 
more  than  the  others,  the  muscles  so  exercised  will  be  increased  not 
only  in  power  but  also  in  volume,  bee e* use  of  increased  nourishment. 
This  latter  cannot  occur  in  the  teeth  because  of  their  fixed  volume. 
If  therefore  through  exercise  or  the  performance  o  ^     t 
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ceive  increased  nourishment,  they  cannot  increase  in  bulk,  but  nauat 
increase  in  density  of  structure,  and  it  is  this  increased  density  of  issue 
that  enables  them  to  resist  the  inlluence  of  external  agencies,  whereas 
if  by  reason  of  insuflicient  exercise  they  be  insufficiently  noarished, 
their  density  must  be  diminished  by  the  force  of  the  law  of  waste. 
It  is  this  diminis^hed  density  that  throws  them  open  to  the  a^ssaultg  of 
the  agencies  which  cause  their  decay,  for  dental  caries  or  decay. 
always  has  iti  initial  point  on  the  auperlieies  of  a  tooth. 

If  the  teeth  are  to  do  their  work,  (he  bones  in  which  they  have  their 
sockets  and  the  nnuecles  that  move  them  must  also  do  theirs;  so  that 
if  a  child  be  early  taught  to  use  these  organs  in  a  natural  way  and  as 
much  as  nature  deniandF^,  the  bones  will  be  more  fully  developed,  and 
will  be  of  suificient  dimensions  to  enable  the  teeth  of  second  dentition 
to  come  regularly  into  their  normal  position,  the  occlusion  of  thejaws 
will  be  natural,  the  teeth  will  be  more  easily  kept  clean  and  will  be 
ninre  likely  to  cleanse  themselves  in  the  act  of  mastication.  If  oar 
reasoning  has  been  correct,  one  practical  lesson  it  teaches  is^  that  the 
tood  we  eat  ought  to  be  prepared  in  such  manner,  or  be  of  such  char- 
acter, that  in  order  to  get  it  into  a  proper  condition  for  easy  and  pleas- 
ant passage  into  the  stomachy  and  to  be  of  easy  digestion,  we  will  be 
compelled  to  cut  it  with  our  front  teeth  and  crush  and  grind  it  with 
the  others. 

That  knives  and  spoons,  and  modern  cookery,  together  with  the 
refined  food  preparations  have  much  to  do  with  decadence  of  th*? 
teetli  of  Americans,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt*  That  ig  to  say 
that  the  farther  the  articles  of  food  used,  are  removed  from  their 
natural  state;  the  less  work  there  is  left  for  the  teeth  to  do,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  more  they  must  degenerate. 

Some  one  may  ask,  are  then  the  teeth  of  aborigines  and  savages 
better  than  those  of  civilized  nations  ?  So  far  as  my  knowledge  goes 
they  are.  Let  us  look  at  the  teeth  in  the  Indians^  jaw  from  Colonel 
Slifer's  cellar.  First  let  me  say  that  human  teetli  have  an  exceed- 
ingly slight  motion  in  their  sockets,  and  on  their  neighbors.  In  this 
case  every  tooth  where  it  came  in  contact  with  those  adjacent  whether 
at  a  point  or  on  a  line,  had  the  enamel  worn  to  a  broad  facet,  smooth 
and  polished.  Now  when  we  remember  that  the  normal  enamel  is  so 
hard  and  flinty,  that  I  have  often  seen  the  sparks  fly,  when  a  tem- 
pered steel  instrument  has  struck  a  sharp  corner  of  this  coat  of  mail, 
we  must  believe  that  in  order  that  these  broad  facets  should  be  worn 
by  this  vdry  circumscribed  motion,  it  must  have  been  repeated  times 
without  number  and  through  many  years,  and  that  many  a  nut,  grain 
of  parched  corn  and  tough  venison  roast  had  been  bitten,  torn  and 
crushed  by  these  teeth.  Have  the  teeth  of  all  savages  been  free  from 
decay?  They  have  not;  but  so  far  as  the  exceptions  have  come  to 
my  knowledge  they  have  only  brought  proof  of  the  views  here  ex- 
pressed. 
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Something  more  than  a  year  ago  a  dentist  of  Honolulu  wrote  a  let- 
ter to  n  dental  journal,  to  show  the  fallacy  of  the  idea  that  savajses 
were  more  free  from  toolh  deray  than  civilized  people.  He  had  paid 
a  visit  to  a  small  island  of  the  Hawaian  group,  on  which  in  the  times 
preceding  the  visit  oi  Captain  Cook*  all  their  dead  were  placed.  He 
examined  a  great  many  of  the  bleached  sculls,  and  found  a  majority 
had  decayed  teelh.  decayed  during  life.  In  a  large  proportion  it  was 
evident  that  teeth  had  been  hiSt  long  before  death. 

At  I  he  liret  reading  it  seemed  that  I  should  have  to  make  some 
modification  oi  my  views;  but  a  few  moments  reflection  brought  to 
my  mt  ra  iry  what  in  boyhood  I  had  read,  and  what  my  brother,  who 
vidiled  I liese  islands  over  forty  years  ago — told  me,  that  frnra  time 
immi^moriHl  and  up  to  a  late  period,  the  principal  diet  of  these  islanders 
had  been  poi.  What  is  poi  ?  A  viscid,  liquid,  fermented,  vegetable 
food*     Not  much  work  for  the  teeth  on  that. 

I  will  give  an  instance  of  the  influence  of  coarse  hard  diet  upon  the 
teeth. 

Any  one  of  the  older  dentists  who  has  been  observant,  will  tell  you, 
that  such  soldiers  as  had  been  in  our  late  war  for  two  years  or  over, 
came  home  with  teeth  much  improved,  by  the  army  diet  of  hardtack 
and  rough  salt  nji^ats. 

If  you  have  followed  the  line  of  argument,  you  need  not  be  told 
that  at  an  early  age  children  should  be  accustomed  to  eating  plain 
simply  prepared  food  and  food  calling  for  mastication,  aside  from  fur- 
nishing necessary  exercise  for  teeth  and  jaws,  this  kind  of  food  leaves 
the  teeth  in  a  cleaner  condifion  than  softer  food. 

I  am  often  asked,  how  and  w^hen  should  teeth  be  cleaned?  A 
good  quill  tcjoth  pick  to  remove  what  may  be  wedged  between  the 
I  teeth,  after  each  meal,  and  on  reUring  at  night  a  wasli  not  too  hard 
should  go  over  all  the  surfaces.  At  night  because  from  scupper  to 
breakfast  is  the  longest  time  between  meals.  When  a  meal  ia  eaten, 
whatever  of  food  or  secretions  may  be  around  Ihe  teeth  is  displaced, 
and  if  fermentive  processes  have  been  initiated,  they  are  broken  up, 
and  I  he  process  must  begin  de  novo.  If  the  food  be  such  as  requires 
mastication,  there  is  rarely  time  for  the  perfection  of  the  fermentive 
process  during  waking  hours  ;  but  if  after  retirement  the  teeth  be  not 
clean,  the  hours  of  sleep  give  time  for  its  perfection,  and  this  it  is 
which  is  supposed  to  initiate  decay  in  the  teeth. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  when  should  the  care  of  childrens'  teeth 
begin,  I  would  say,  before  the  parents  marry.

In  the  course  of  tv^enty  five  years  of  interested  observation,  I  have 
often  been  very  forcibly  struck  by  the  little  attention  paid  lo  the  sub- 
ject which  I  propose  for  your  consideration,  and  by  the  too  often  very 
apparent  result  of  this  neglect  and  indifference.  In  order  that  any 
animal,  two  legged  or  four-legged,  should  thrive,  certain  conditions 
of  life  must  be  present;  there  must  be  a  sufficient  supply,  not  only  of 
digestible  food,  but  also  of  pure  water,  fresh  air  and  shelter  from  in- 
clement weather.  We  all  have  often  heard  that  cleanliness  is  next  to 
godliness,  but  I  fear  too  many  of  us  are  satisfied  often  with  the  mere 
form  of  one  as  well  as  the  other,  or  are  content  to  admire  boih  of 
them  a  long  way  off.  This  may  seem  a  very  sweeping  charge  ;  but 
after  I  have  brought  in  my  array  of  facts,  I  will  ask  you  to  review,  in 
your  own  minds,  the  surroundings  of  your  own  houses  and  barns,  be- 
fore pronouncing  it  unjustified.  Some  years  ago,  at  a  meeting  of  a 
farmers'  club  to  which  I  belong,  I  described  what  I  had  seen  on  my 
way  to  the  meeting :  a  well  built  stone  house  about  half  way  down  a 
hill- slope,  with  a  large  barn  standing  above;  a  little  stream  starttd 
out  of  the  hill  side  close  by  the  barn-yard  wall,  and  ran  below  the 
house  to  the  spring- hoilse,  close  to  which  stood  the  milking  shed. 
From  this  spring-house  the  family  obtained  their  drinking  supply.  In 
wet  weather  it  was  impossible  from  the  lay  of  the  ground  that  the 
leachings  from  the  barn-yard  and  milking  sheds  should  do  otherwise 
than  contaminate  the  water  supply;  and  then  the  usual  escape  for  all 
the  drainage  was  into  the  stream  below.  In  this  way  the  best  part  of 
the  manure  was  constantly  lost.  The  members  of  the  club  looked 
conscience  stricken ;  nearly  every  one  of  them  thought  I  had  been 
describing  his  premises. 

Such  a  condition  of  affairs  is  indeed  too  common.  But  what  shall 
we  say  about  the  pump  which  draws  water  from  the  well  in  the  barn- 
3  ard  ?  True,  that  is  supposed  to  be  only  for  the  cattle  to  drink.  But 
how  often  have  we  seen  well  bred  animals  turn  with  disgust  from  the 
cool,  but  highly  impregnated  water,  and  refuse  to  drink  until  driven 
to  it  by  uncontrollable  thirst?  How  often  will  your  horse  sensibly 
wait  till  yo^i  have  driven  him  on  up  the  road,  and  then  stop  by  some 
to  you  uninviting-looking  streamlet,  and  insist  on  there  wetting  his 
fevered  tongue?  And  which  of  us  has  not  felt  an  unspeakable  satis- 
faction, a  sort  of  renewal  of  youth  and  strength,  as  we  have  quenched 
our  thirst,  during  some  mountain  climb  from  some  bounding  stream 
or  cool  sprinle:  from  a  rock  under  the  shady  trees?  What  glass  of 
nectar  or  champagne  can  equal  that  gift  of  heaven?  But  when  we 
build  our  houses  and  take  up  our  abode  by  the  stream,  too  often  we 
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I>olIute  it  80  that  it  becomes  the  bearer  of  disease*  Convenience 
makes  us  locate  our  privies,  cesepoole  and  kitchen  middens  close  at 
hand,  and  there  are  thrown  the  offal,  the  waste,  the  debris,  the  cast 
out  excretions  of  our  bodies  to  ferment  and  purify,  Throuirh  winter 
and  summer  the  accnmulations  go  on;  occasionally  we  clean  up  our 
kitchen  yards  and  pi^c  pens  when  the  festering  mags  becomes  too  un- 
n^htly  or  offensive,  but  all  the  time  there  is  more  or  less  of  this  death- 
producing  dirt  allowed  to  accumulate  around  but  too  many  of  our 
bouses.  Not  only  is  the  air  we  breathe  thus  contaminated,  but  our 
water  supply.  We  dig  a  well  close  by  our  kitchen  door,  and  thus 
drain  into  it  the  liquid  which  has  percolated  from  the^e  heaps.  It 
may  be  some  years  before  ^ve  are  made  aware  by  an  outl>rcak  of 
typhoid  fever  or  diphtheria  of  the  poison  we  have  been  regularly  im- 
bibing, I  was  called  to  see  a  family  of  which  several  members  were 
thus  prostrated.  Every  eflort  to  locate  the  cause  of  the  disease  was 
futile,  until  I  looked  at  the  positions  of  the  well  and  of  the  privy. 
These  were  within  thirty  feet  of  each  other.  The  pnvy  whe  properly 
protected  by  a  box  receptacle,  which  could  be,  and  no  doubt  w^as, 
emptied  from  time  to  time,  but  this  was  only  a  late  addition  ;  formerly 
there  was  only  a  vault,  and  the  overflow  from  the  box  and  the  rain  in 
wet  weather  could  get  into  the  soil.  If  you  remember  that  one  foot 
in  depth  of  a  well  will  drain  an  area  of  thirty  feet  in  diameter  around 
it,  you  will  see  how  inevitable  it  was  that  sooner  or  later  llie  drainage 
from  that  privy  should  get  into  that  well.  Great  was  the  wrath  of 
the  lady  of  the  house  when  I  announced  my  belief  that  the  well  water 
w^as  contaminated.  She  was  sixty  years  old,  had  lived  there  all  lier 
life,  her  father  before  her  had  drank  from  it  and  livetl  to  an  old  age 
and  raised  a  large  family  there.  But  analysis,  as  well  as  biUer  ex- 
perience, teatitied  to  the  correctness  of  the  accusation.  Besides  the 
privy*  not  more  than  a  hundred  feet  away  stood  a  line  barn  with  over 
forty  head  of  stock,  and  the  barn-yard  was  soaked  and  piled  with 
manure.  Al*ter  a  hard  battle  a  fresh  water  supply  was  secured,  and 
tlie  I'amily  has  since  remained  healthy. 

Another  of  these  **  mysterious  visitations  of  Providence"  (why  will 
men  be  so  blasphemoub?),  happened  in  the  family  of  a  wealthy  farmer 
and  manufacturer  of  *^  phosphates.""  His  beautiful  house  stood  not  far 
from  his  factory,  where  old  bones,  South  Carolina  rock  and  decayed 
fish  were  treated  with  acid  and  mingled  with  sandy  loam  to  form  a 
highly  odorous  compound  which  assailed  our  nostrils  as  we  whizzed 
by  daily  in  the  cars,  Kemonstrances  and  protest  were  in  vain  ;  it  was 
not  until  sickness  and  death  in  his  own  household  taught  him,  and 
the  greed  of  money  getting  was  brought  into  obedience  to  sanitary 
laws. 

Another  instance  occurred  under  my  observation  in  the  family  of 
one  of  the  wealtliiest  citizens  of  Philadelphia.  At  his  beautiful  country 
seat  north  of  the  city  an  old  cesspool  which  had  long  been  unused  and 
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covered,  was  opened  and  cleaned.  Within  a  few  weeks  his  two 
daiigliters  were  broiij!;lil  lo  the  brink  of  the  grave  by  typhoid  Tever  ol 
the  most  virulent  type,  whiih  was  coramunicated  to  the  children  of 
oneof  Ihem,  who  was  nuirried,  by  infection.  This  whole  outbreak  I 
careJiiliy  wati-hed;  it  lasled  through  three  montlis^  and  was  due,  I  be- 
lieve^ to  air  allowed  to  enter  the  house  through  a  sewer-pipe^  which 
communicated  from  the  closet  to  the  old  cesspool,  up  which  a  draft  was 
created  wlien  the  cess- pool  was  opened. 

Such  are  a  lew  of  the  facts  that  I  have  observed.  How  eseily  might 
we  avoid  such  death- dealing  provisions!  and  yet  how  careless  we  are 
about  them,  nay  how  incredulous,  how  disposed  to  go  on  in  careless 
slovenly  haphazard  ways,  how  apt  even  to  resent  the  impudent  in- 
terference nf  lijuge  who  presume  to  tell  us  how  we  ought  to  live,  and 
to  reiort  upon  them  that  it  is  well  enough  to  tell  folks  in  the  country 
how  lo  live  when  we  have  brought  our  standard  of  health  in  the  cities 
up  to  the  level  of  the  country.  I^ut  I  am  sure  I  wiil  be  borne  out  by 
the  experience  of  every  country  physician  when  I  say  that  such  dis- 
eases as  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  measles  have  quite 
as  many  victims  in  the  country  as  in  the  city.  There  is  many  a  house- 
hold with  a  vacant  chair  by  the  heartli  in  every  neighborhood  in  our 
broad  land,  which  can  also  testify  to  the  terrible  truth  of  what  I  have 
been  saying.  Nor  in  the  subject  exhausted;  I  have  merely  touched 
lightly  upon  one  phase  of  it.  Every  farmer  knows  the  effect  of  badly 
ventilated,  overcrowded,  filthy  stables  and  surroundings  on  the  health 
and  growth  of  his  stock;  he  may  buy  improved  breeding  animals,  but 
their  produce  soon  runs  down  even  below  that  of  the  iiardened  natives 
who  have,  in  the  *'  struggle  for  existence/'  survived  the  privations  and 
6(|ua!or  which  too  often  prevail  in  our  barns  and  cattle  sheds;  and 
then  he  turns  round  to  abuse  the  breeder  who  sold  him  such  animals. 
instead  of  setting  to  work  to  remedy  the  defects  he  knows  of  at  home 
but  too  well! 

And  while  speaking  of  this,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  on  ventilation. 
This  does  not  mean  el  gale  blowing  atway»  through  the  building,  it 
means  regular,  but  quiet,  almost  imt)erceptible  l)ut  continuous,  change 
of  air  in  due  proportion  to  the  occupants  of  a  given  space.  The  freer 
the  supply  the  better,  provided  these  conditions  are  maintained*  Our 
dotne«*tic  animals  as  well  as  ourselves  need  shelter  from  cold  and  from 
heat,  and  from  the  wet.  They  as  well  as  we  sutfer  Jrom  too  close 
quarters  and  want  of  sunshine.  They  as  well  as  we  suffer  from 
draughts  and  inatiHicient  protection  irom  the  wet,  We  curry  our 
horses,  and  their  sleek  coals  and  gleaming  eyes  reward  our  care;  we 
neglect  our  cows  and  their  mangy  coats  and  gaunt  sides  tell  of  the 
difficulty  they  have  had  to  strugi^le  thiorigh  the  winter.  We  neglect 
our  sliecp-pens,  and  the  half  frozen  lilile  lambs  start  in  existence 
feebly,  or  die  as  fast  as  fou  ml  lings  in  a  hospital  from  their  exposure. 
Nay,  too  often  our  own  families  are  allowed  to  live  huddled  together 
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in  c  ose  rooma  around  a  scanty  fire  or  a  hot  stove,  with  Jamp  irarmeiitfl 
or  leaky  shoee,  iiil  colds  run  into  consumptions,  aggravaltd  by  insut- 
ficient  or  badly  prepared  food.  And  then  we  rail  at  the  hard  tiineB, 
Land  tlie  bad  weather,  and  the  poor  crops,  instead  of  applying  our 
'comraoQ  sense  to  stop  leaks,  to  prepare  healthy  food,  to  mend  torn 
garments^  to  earn  healthy  appetites  and  sound  sleep  by  hard  work. 
But  all  this  is  distressing  from  my  subject,  apparently;  and  yet  it  is 
essentially  bound  up  in  it.  Healthy  homes  and  how  to  make  them, 
that  means  happineis  and  prosperity.  We  need  food,  air,  light,  heat 
iiid  water  We  need  these  pure  and  abundant.  We  cannot  exist 
lonj?  in  health  without  them.  We  cannot  do  good  work  without  fhem, 
and  therefore  we  cannot  prosper  wilhout  them.  Whatever  tends  to 
improve  our  supply  of  these  necessaries  of  life  and  existence,  tends  to 
our  good.  Why  should  we  be  so  «low  to  lay  hold  of  the  results  of  all 
af  our  experience  in  our  everyday  life  ? 
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It  is  wilh  pleasure  that  I  stand  before  this  audience  of  progreFsive 
sanitarians  and  plead  the  cause  of  that  large  class  of  the  population 
of  lliis  Slate,  the  product  of  whose  labor  warms  our  homes,  cooks  our 
food,  runs  our  machinery,  and  drives  our  locomotives,  without  which 
this  convention  would  be  an  impossibility  to-day.  Feeble  is  the  plea, 
for  pour  is  the  pleader,  but  when  both  of  these  have  been  forgotlen 
may  the  constant  presence  of  the  miner's  labor  be  to  you  all  a  daily 
rendnder  of  that  ^reat  cause  of  humanity  which  I  represent. 

To  discuss  this  subject  properly  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  com 
panics,  the  surroundings  and  the  people  with  which  it  has  to  deal. 
My  remarks  may  not  apply  to  everi/  coal  plant.  Ther*^  may  be  eome 
arranged  and  conducted  on  good  sanitary  principles*  If  so,  I  have 
not  heard  of  them.  I  shall  speak  from  facts  obtained  by  personal 
observation  and  from  life  and  practice  in  mining  towns. 

I  think  my  descriptions  will  apply  to  nearly  all  coal  mining  plants 
exising  as  separate  places  not  within  organized  boroughs. 

A  coal-mining  plant  necessitates  a  large  outlay  of  capital,  and  in- 
volves great  risks.  The  owners  usually  live  many  hundreds  of  miles 
from  the  works,  which  are  operated  by  subordinate  officers,  superin- 
tendents and  bosses,  who  live  at  the  place.  We  are  told  that  of  every 
four  companies  organized  three  fail,  hence,  at  lirst  everything  is  done 
on  as  cheap  a  scale  as  possible. 
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The  owners  are  men  as  good  as  those  of  other  corporations,  bat 
being  unfamiliar  with  the  details  of  the  work,  and  being  occupied  for 
the  most  part  in  securing  contracts,  they  pay  but  little  attention  to 
how  and  in  what  manner  their  employes  live.  The  president  of  a 
large  coal  company  made  in  substance  the  following  remark  when  his 
attention  was  called  to  the  miserable  conditions  and  surroundings  of 
his  employes :  ^'  They  are  no  better  and  would  live  no  better  than 
swine,  and  there's  no  use  to  do  anything  for  them." 

1  cannot  believe  this  to  be  the  general  sentiment  of  coal  companies, 
but  there  is,  with  few  exceptions,  a  feeling  of  indifference,  probably 
as  i  have  said  before,  resulting  from  the  want  of  familiarity  withde- 
tails.  But  it  is  not  only  in  the  darkness  of  the  middle  ages,  or  in  that 
of  a  coal  mine  that  we  find  '^  man's  inhumanity  to  man,"  but  in  the 
brightness  of  the  nineteenth  century's  civilization,  we  hear  a  railroad 
superintendent  refusing  to  roof  his  docks,  because  *^  men  are  cheaper 
than  shiugles." 

Owing  to  the  uncertainty  therefore  of  the  enterprise  being  a  finan- 
cial success,  economy  is  practiced  in  every  way. 

The  first  requisite  for  the  raining  of  coal  is  men  ;  the  second^  places 
for  them  to  live.  Men  can  easily  be  obtained  by  advertising.  They 
come  in  abundance  at  their  own  expense.  Not  so  with  houses.  They 
require  an  outlay  both  of  capital  and  time.  They  are  built  in  blocks, 
each  block  containing  two  houses,  close  together,  sometimes, 
only  ten  feet  apart,  usually  thirty  or  forty  feet.  The  foundation 
is  made  of  posts  twelve  to  fifteen  inches  in  diameter  set  two  or  three 
feet  in  the  ground  and  extending  from  six  inches  to  as  many  feet 
above  it.  The  material  used  for  the  house  is  rough  unseasoned  hem- 
lock. The  outside  wall,  floors,  and  partitions  are  of  inch  boards,  two 
layers.  The  outside  joints  are  covered  by  battens.  A  better  class  of 
blocks  is  plastered  with  two  coats,  and  has  hemlock  flooring.  Single 
houses  are  sometimes  built.  They  are  of  the  same  classes  as  those 
just  described.  The  plans  of  construction  are  many  ;  a  house,  half  a 
block,  or  a  single  houee  has  four  rooms.  Some  have  in  addition  a 
kitchen,  thus  making  a  fifth  room.  They  are  two  stories  high,  though 
1  have  seen  many  only  a  story  and  a  half.  The  height  of  the  ceilings 
is  eight  feet.  The  size  of  the  rooms  is  seldom  over  twelve  by  twelve 
feet,  often  less.    They  are  roofed  with  shingles. 

The  water  closets  are  made  to  accommodate  two  or  four  families. 
The  following  describes  one  accommodating  four  families :  A  hole  is 
dug  in  the  back  yard  eight  feet  square  and  four  or  five  feet  deep. 
Sometimes  a  casing  is  placed  inside,  oftener  not.  A  house  is  built 
over  it  divided  into  four  compartments.  It  is  of  double  layer,  one- 
inch  hemlock  boards.  The  partitions  and  floor  are  of  single  layer. 
As  soon  as  the  material  dries,  cracks  are  formed  large  enough  to  see 
through.  A  rough  door  without  a  lock,  and  an  ordinary  seat  with 
two  uncovered  holes  completes  the  interior.    The  roof  is  of  boards  or 
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ehingks.  When  the  hole  h  fillf^d  the  house  is  placed  over  another 
eimilar  one  duj:  near  by,  nnd  dirt  is  thrown  over  the  one  just  uncov- 
ered»  I  need  not  stop  to  fehow  tins  intelligent  audience  that  such  a 
closet  is  nn§»nitary. 

The  supply  of  w.iter  is  usiitilly  obtained  from  sprini^fi.  Somelimes 
wells  are  used,  but  if  so,  the  pumps  are  broken  so  much  of  the  time 
that  most  of  the  water  U  obtained  as  above  stated  or  from  holes  dug 
in  the  ground.  Somelimes  a  single  deep  well  is  duj:,  the  water  is 
pumped  to  a  tank  and  distributed  to  the  peoiile  by  piping  it  to  certain 
points  where  it  is  held  in  boxes.  In  these,  people  dip  all  kinds  of 
pails  and  pots,  children  wash  their  feet  and  tfirow  refu!?6  and  animals. 

Dugs,  cats  and  cows  tlierein  quench  their  thirst,  and  ducks  and 
geese  obtain  their  morning  bath. 

I  had  a  chemist  examine  samples  of  this  kind  of  water  on  several 
occasions.  He  always  fonnd  an  abundance  of  organic  matter  Thns 
good  water  is  ruined  by  the  plan  of  distribution.  When  water  from 
springs  and  shallow  wells  is  nsed  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  until  it 
becomes  contaminated  by  surface  water  or  by  drainage  into  it  from 
the  water  closets.  Analysis  shows  this.  It  is  also  made  manifest  by 
observing  the  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  sickness  after  a  plant 
has  been  establislied  three  or  tour  years*  tlie  diseases  prevalent  being 
preventable  ones.  I  have  on  many  occasions  traced  an  epidemic  to 
its  origin  in  a  spring  or  other  source  of  water  supply. 

The  people  conipysing  mining  towns  are  of  several  nationalities ; 
Scotch,  Knglish,  Welsh,  Irish,  Swedish,  Italian  and  Hungarian  form 
the  majority.  The  tirst  four — Scotch,  English,  Welsh  and  Irish — are 
generally  English-speaking,  and  have  families.  The  last  two,  Italian 
and  Hungarian  are  not,  do  not  learn  English  well,  and  are  usually 
without  familes.  The  Swedish  people  soon  learn  to  speak  English  and 
generally  have  families.  They  do  not  continue  in  this  occupation 
long  as  a  rule.  They  soon  save  money  enou^jh  to  buy  a  piece  of  land 
and  then  devote  themselves  to  agriculture. 

The  habits  of  the  English  speaking  people  are  not  very  cleanly, 
though  1  am  glad  to  say  there  are  many  excellent  exceptions.  They 
do  not  keep  the  houses  or  the  yards  as  clean  as  they  might.  They 
do  not  bathe  themselves  or  their  children  sulhciently  often  or  well. 
They  throw  garbage  and  refuse  into  the  yard  instead  of  the  stove. 
They  throw  slops,  dish-water,  wash  water,  etc.,  out  of  the  kitchen 
door  instead  of  into  the  water  closet.  The  wives  do  not  exercise  sulli- 
cient  care  as  to  the  dress  and  habits  of  their  children  and  themselves. 
They  visit  too*  much  during  times  of  epidemics.  Other  unsanitary 
things  cc»uld  be  mentioned,  but  it  is  not  necessary.  The  daily  life  of 
a  household  is  about  as  follows  :  Rise  at  five  oVlock,  breakfast  for 
husband  and  the  older  members  of  the  family  and  putting  up  of  the 
buckets  (lunch  we  would  call  it)  for  those  going  lo  the  mines  ;  they 
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remain  there  until  four,  five  or  six  o'clock,  p.  m.;  washing  and  dress- 
ing the  smaller  children,  breakfast  for  them ;  clearing  of  the  table 
and  washing  the  dishes;  this  can  all  be  done  by  eight  or  nine  o'clock. 
At  noon  a  meal  is  prepared  called  dinner.  It  is  really  only  a  lunch. 
At  five  or  s'x  o'clock,  after  the  husband's  return  from  work,  they 
have  supper,  which  is  the  heartiest  meal  of  the  day.  Allowing  two 
hours  for  the  preparation  of  this  meal,  there  are  seven  hours  in  each 
day  for  the  especial  duties  of  the  wife. 

Familes  number  from  four  to  ten  children,  born  at  intervals  of  about 
eighteen  months.  Husbands  do  little  else  than  dig  coal.  After  their 
day's  work  they  wash,  eat  supper,  and  sit  about  smoking  and  talking 
until  bed-time.  The  wives  attend  to  the  marketing,  carrying  the 
water,  doing  the  chores,  and  all  household  duties.  It  is  readily  seen 
that  more  than  an  equal  share  of  burdens  falls  upon  the  wife  and  we 
must  be  charitable  in  our  criticisms.  She  cannot  accomplish  every- 
thing and  do  it  perfectly,  especially  if  she  has  a  large  family.  Bat 
when  we  remember  that  with  a  family  of  five  she  has  at  least  one  old 
enough  to  help  hen  we  are  convinced  that  she  could  do  better  than 
she  does  if  she  spent  less  time  in  gossip  with  her  neighbors,  or  at  the 
store,  and  had  more  method  in  her  work.  There  is  a  kind  of  indiffer- 
ent put-ott'-for  to-morrew  habit  that  is  responsible  for  much  that  is 
unhygienic  in  and  about  the  homes.  Then  too,  very  little,  if  any,  en- 
couragement is  given  the  people  to  improve  their  premises  and  con- 
dition, which  fact  has  its  bad  effect  upon  any  class  of  people.  That 
they  are  willing  ani capable  is  demonstrated  by  many  whose  persons 
and  houses  are  as  neat  and  clean,  and  whose  children  are  as  tidy  as 
any  in  the  land,  notwithstanding  the  discouragements  and  indiffer- 
ence surrounding  them.  It  is  als)  shown  by  the  improvement  in  and 
about  all  households  when  help  and  encouragement  are  given  them  by 
their  employers. 

The  foreign-speaking  people,  Italians  and  Ilungarians,  live  in  a  ter. 
ribly  filthy  state.  One  would  say  to  look  at  them  and  their  houses — 
many  of  them  live  in  shanties  one  story  high,  having  but  one  or  two 
rooms — that  water  and  soap  had  seldom  been  used  on  either.  Very 
few  have  beds;  some  have  bunks  made  of  rough  lumber  and  filled 
with  straw.  Others,  the  majority,  own  a  single  mattress  or  a  comfor- 
table or  two,  which  they  put  on  the  floor  and  on  which  they  sleep. 
When  retiring  they  do  not  change  their  garments  for  those  worn  only 
at  night,  but  wear  the  same  suit  that  they  wear  in  day  time  after  re- 
turning from  the  mines.  There  is  nothing  sanitary  in  any  of  their 
surroundinfijs,  and  one  can  be  pardoned  for  thinking  that  but  little  can 
be  done  for  such  persons.  They  know  how  to  obey  the  boss  and  they 
fear  discharge,  and  in  that  way  we  compel  them  to  do  better  and  to 
obey  the  rules. 

Their  food  is  in  keeping  with  their  surroundings. 

The  English-speaking  people  have  good  food  and  plenty  of  it.    The 
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l)€8t  the  market  aJTords  goes  on  the  table  and  the  store  bill  is  alwiiys 
large,  I  have  frecjiiently  seen  the  supper  table  of  a  miner  contain  a 
greater  variety  than  did  mv  own,  and  foods  of  as  good  a  quality. 

The  cooking  U  poor.  Dishes  are  not  prepared  on  Bcientific  printd- 
ples.  They  know  nothing  of  the  chemistry  of  cooking.  But  I  am 
convinced  that,  they  make  no  more  mistakes  in  this  line,  than  do  more 
intelligent  people,  and  they  do  not  suffer  as  much  from  diseases  con- 
sequent therefrom. 

I  have  not  attempted  to  describe  all  the  things  bearing  on  this  sub- 
ject.  Location,  atmosphere,  the  kind  of  labor  and  tbe  conditions 
under  which  it  is  prosecuted,  clothing,  fuel,  ventilation,  manner  of 
heating  houses,  education,  foods,  drinks  are  some  of  the  addiiiooal 
quest ious  that  have  a  bearing  on  it,  but  this  is  not  the  time  for  their 
consideration. 

But  having  looked  at  the  relation  of  the  companies  toward  their 
employes,  the  kind  of  houses,  water  supply  and  closets  provi  led.  and 
having  briefly  viewed  some  of  the  habits,  modes  of  living  and  cooking 
of  the  people  themselves,  we  are  convinced  tliat  there  is  even  here  an 
abundant  opportunity  for  hygienic  experiment. 

The  otiicera  of  the  Rochester  and  Pittsburgh  Coal  and  Iron  C*om- 
pany  cognizant  of  the  unsanitary  condititin  of  their  older  plants, 
filled  with  a  desire  to  improve  these  surroundings  as  far  aa  possible 
and  to  prevent  them  in  the  new  works,  and  lirmly  believing  that  much 
would  be  done  by  the  people  under  proper  encouragement,  org-inized 
a  board  of  health,  and  adopted  certain  plans  of  reform.  So  far  as  I 
know,  such  a  work  has  n(»t  heretofore  been  undertaken,  at  least  in 
this  State,  and  the  Rochester  and  Pittsbnrtih  Coal  and  Iron  Conq^any 
deserves  greatcredit  for  being  thefirst  to  make  the  attempt.  1  do  not 
claim  that  their  system  is  perfect,  but  tliat  it  is  as  nearly  so  as  is  pns* 
sible  at  a  reasonable  expense,  and  lliat  it  is  a  great  improvement  over 
the  old  ways. 

The  board  of  health  of  this  company  consiats  of  the  general  mana- 
ger, who  is  president  of  the  board,  the  assistant  general  man  iger,  the 
superintendents,  the  chemist,  the  engineer  and  the  physicians  in 
charge  of  the  several  works.  It  meets  monthly  and  acts  in  harmony 
with  the  State  board. 

The  new  town  of  Adrian  is  laid  out  in  squares  of  equal  size,  around 
each  of  which  areboilt  eight  blorvks,  sixteen  houses,  hnviog  a  hundred 
feet  or  more  between  them  every  wiiy.  In  the  center  of  each  square 
is  placed  a  hydrant  and  a  short  distance  from  this  are  built  the  witer 
closets.  At  the  rear  of  each  lot  is  buiK  the  coal  house.  In  most 
mining  towns  this  is  at  the  front  of  the  house,  on  the  street.  Each 
house  is  plastered  and  has  four  rooms.  Two  are  twelve  by  sixteen 
feet  and  two  are  twelve  by  twelve  feet. 

The  water  closets  are  built  near  the  center  of  the  square,  as  before 
stated,  and  are  constructed  as  follows  : 
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A  pit  sixteen  feet  long,  eight  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  deep  is  dug. 
In  the  bottom  of  this,  three  holes  are  bored  six  feet  deep  and  a  shot 
of  dynsAnite  is  discharged  in  each.  This  loosens  the  bottom  and  al- 
lows fluids  to  drain  away  through  the  porous  rock  below.  This  pit  is 
cased  with  three  inch  plank  well  spiked  to  a  heavy  frame-work  and 
cannot  cave  in.  A  stone  wall  surrounds  it,  extending  a  foot  above  the 
surface  and  two  and  a  half  feet  below  it.  On  this  wall  is  built  a  neat 
house,  divided  longitudinally  into  two  sections,  between  which  is  a 
space  six  inches  wide  for  ventilation  of  the  pit  below.  Each  section 
is  divided  into  four  compartments,  each  four  feet  square  and  made 
perfectly  tight  with  matched  flooring.  The  floor  slopes  toward  the 
door.  The  front  of  the  seat  extends  two  inches  below  the  floor,  and 
has  a  groove,  one-fourth  of  an  inch  deep  on  its  front  side  into  which 
the  floor  fits.  One-half  of  the  top  of  the  seat  is  permanent,  the  other 
is  covered  by  two  lids  so  that  both  can  be  raised,  showing  a  space  two 
feet  by  fifteen  inches,  through  which  slops  are  to  be  poured.  All  the 
lids  are  so  hinged,  that  if  raised  and  let  go,  they  close  themselves,  lo 
this  way,  odors  from  below  cannot  enter  the  compartment  by  reason 
of  the  neglect  of  an  occupant  to  drop  the'lid.  Each  compartment  has 
a  number  corresponding  to  that  of  the  house,  and  is  iurnished  with  a 
good  door  and  lock.  Two  upright  ventilators,  extending  three  feet 
above  the  roof  and  having  an  open  top,  and  two  gable  ventilators  are 
placed  in  each  building.  An  ash  box  and  a  shovel  are  placed  in  each 
compartment,  and  the  rules  provide  that  the  family  using  it  must  sift 
their  coal  ashes  and  put  the  fine  ones  in  this  box.  They  are  to  be 
thrown  into  the  closet  by  each  person  using  it.  The  sanitary  inspec- 
tor sees  that  this  rule  is  obeyed. 

I  readily  admit  that  this  closet  may  not  be  perfectly  sanitary,  yet  it 
is  nearly  so.  and  f* voids  the  annual  expense  of  the  Rochdale  system, 
which  is  a  heavy  one  to  a  mining  company,  inasmuch  as  they  have 
no  use  for  fertilizers. 

This  closet  is  estimated  to  last  fifteen  years,  and  when  filled  the 
contents  can  be  dug  out  and  hauled  away.  The  closet  can  then  be 
used  again. 

If  a  closet  is  needed  in  a  wet  place,  so  that  a  pit  will  not  keep  dry, 
the  Rochdale  system  is  used. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  a  well  five  hundred  feet  deep, 
cased  to  the  bottom.  It  is  pumped  to  a  large  tank  built  within  a 
house  which  is  kept  locked,  so  that  the  water  cannot  be  tampered 
with.  It  is  piped  from  here  to  the  hydrants.  In  this  way  the  water 
is  kept  pure  until  its  delivery  to  the  consumer.  It  cannot  be  contam- 
inated by  surface  or  deep  drainage, 

Gurbaire  and  general  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  placing  it  upon  a  plat- 
form adjacent  to  the  coal  house  and  covering  it  with  the  coarse  ashes. 
This  accumulaiion  is  removed  as  often  as  ordered  by  the  sanitary  in- 
fpecioT. 
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Thus,  the  employes  are  provided  with  e^ood  houses,  good  water 
closetB.  a  convenient  phice  for  disposal  of  garbage  and  a  good  waler 
ttipply  in  great  abundance.  No  advajice  has  been  made  in  the  rent 
of  houses;  the  company  has  cheerfully  borne  the  entire  expense  of 
Ihe  improvemenls. 

Certain  rules  have  been  adopted  by  the  board  of  health,  relaiive  to 
cleanliness  of  houses  and  yards,  care  of  closets^  disposal  of  garbage, 
|!f'neral  refuse,  slops,  wash  whaler  and  disli- water,  disinfection  and 
quarantine  during  epidemics  and  other  kindred  subjects,  whirh  it  is 
not  necessary  to  read  here. 

One  of  the  most  diflicuk  troubles  lo  overcome  in  a  mining  town,  is 
that  of  crowding.  Too  many  persons  will  live  in  ihe  same  house. 
At  one  time,  I  remember  finding  twenty-one  people,  men,  women 
and  children,  living  in  live  rooms.  At  another,  I  found  tiOeen  living 
in  three  rooms  and  five  of  I  hem  ill  wuth  diphtheria.  It  is  no  uncommon 
thing  to  find  a  family  of  three,  foiir  or  even  five  living  in  one  room, 
1  afu  glad  to  say  that  such  crowdina;  as  this  cannot  occur  in  anv  of  our 
towns.  Perfection  in  this  particular,  is  beyond  expectation,  though 
the  rules  control  it  to  a  great  extent  and  are  vigorously  enforced.  If 
people  will  not  remove  to  larger  quarters,  they  must  remove  from  the 
place* 

A  sanitaiy  inspector  has  been  employed,  whose  sole  duty  is  to  go 
from  place  to  place  and  to  see  that  the  rules  are  obeyed.  All  viola- 
tions are  reported.  The  people  are  remonstrated  with  and  urged  to 
d  )  what  is  right.  If  they  persistently  disobey  the  rules,  they  are  per- 
nianenily  discharged. 

The  undertaking  is  a  great  one.  Perfection  can  scarcely  be  hoped 
for.  It  works  well  thus  far.  The  people  are  quite  eulliusiaslie,  and 
give  great  promise  of  harmonious  and  cheerful  obedience.  Already 
the  places  show  a  greatly  improved  appearance. 

Should  the  ends  in  view  be  only  readied  afler  long  and  hard  work, 
or  should  they  never  be  quite  reached  at  all,  some  success  will  be  at 
tained.    This  will  be  suflicient  to  induce  other  companies  to  adopt  re- 
form measures,   and   the  result  will  be  the  prevention  of  a  great 
amount  of  sickness,  as  well  as  the  saving  of  hundreds  of  human  lives. 
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13    THE  DRAINAGE  OF  LBWISBURQ. 


By  S.  D.  Batks,  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works. 


Mr.  President:  The  committee  who  invited  me  to  b^  present  on 
this  occasion  asked  me  to  prepare  to  speak  upon  the  sabject  of  the 
*^  Drainage  of  Lewisbiirp."'  Drainage  is  defined  to  be  the  art  of  freeing 
land  from  superiluous  water  by  causing  it  to  flow  off  in  channels  or 
through  pipes.  The  part  assigned  me,  ?'.  c,  to  describe  the  drainage 
of  Lewisburg,  is  a  very  easv  one,  inasmuch  as  with  two  slight  excep* 
lions  the  entire  drainage  of  this  town  is  on  the  surface  and  the  water 
flows  oft  by  gravity  in  channels,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
part  of  the  town  this  surface  w^.ter  drainage  is  perfect.  The  house 
drainage,  however,  is  into  cesspools,  and  privy  vaults  and  in  one  case 
into  a  well.  But  if  the  purpose  of  Uhe  committee  was  that  I  should 
say  what  the  drainage  ought  to  he  then  they  have  given  me  a  task  that 
embarrasses  me,  especially  so  when  I  see  around  me  the  profound 
scientists  and  experts  of'this,  the  great  Keystone,  State,  and  I  know  it 
is  presumptuous  in  me,  with  my  inexperience,  to  undertake  to  instruct 
where  even  the  doctors  do  not  agree.  Nevertheless,  Mr.  President,  at 
the  risk  of  being  utterly  annihilated  hereafter,  I  shall  go  ahead. 

A  system  of  drainage  under  the  streets  of  towns  for  carrying  off  the 
surface  waters  and  the  liquid  refuse  of  houses  is  sewerage.  The  ne- 
cessity for  such  drainage  to  preserve  health  and  contribute  to  the 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  terrestial  ball  was  well  understood 
by  the  ancient  Komans  and  probibly  by  the  more  ancient  Assyrians 
and  Babylonians.  Recent  discoveries  among  the  ruins  of  Jerusalem 
have  shown  that  the  aacient  city  contained  a  complex  and  perfect 
system  of  aqueJucts,  drains  and  reservoirs.  The  present  splendid  and 
costly  sewage  system  of  Paris  dates  its  commencement  Irom  about 
A.  D.  1356,  London  from  12^5,  and  yet  London,  which  finished,  in  1855, 
two  thousand  miles  of  sewage,  some  of  them  fourteen  feet  high  and 
six  and  one  half  feet  wide,  and  was  then  regarded  as  the  best  drained 
city  in  the  world,  found  out  in  1858  that  they  were  all  wrong  and  were 
obliged  to  adopt  active  measures  to  abate  what  had  proved  to  be  a 
nuisance.  In  185l»,  110  tons  of  lime  and  twelve  tons  of  chloride  were 
used  daily,  costing  over  $1,000  per  day  besides  $100,000  more  was  ex- 
pended during  one  season  in  flushing  the  sewers.  But  we  cannot  go 
into  a  history  of  sewers  and  I  only  mention  these  facts  to  show  that 
the  old  couutrieji,  with  all  their  experience,  do  not  yet  know  how  to 
do  it;  and  that  is  why  a  mere  tyro  like  myself  approaches  the  subject 
with  ditfidence. 

The  modern  history  of  sewers  in  America  is  not  marked  by  any  spe- 
cial or  extraordinary  achievements.  The  systems  of  our  great  cities, 
being  the  result  of  rapidly  increasing  necessity,  and  having  been  built 
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without  any  general  or  far-reaching  plun,  the  idea  aeeras  to  be,  take 
care  ol  ourselves,  pOBlerily  has  never  dime  anything  for  us,  why  should 
we  do  nnythiDa;  for  posterity  I?  From  the  chaotic  slate  of  the  art  (if 
thai  term  mny  be  applied)  I  bej^  to  refer  to  four  plans  ur  systems 
which  are  available  l4^r  our  own  town, 

J^irst  Do  away  with  and  prohibit  by  law  the  use  of  cesspools  and 
privy  Binks,  substitute  dry  earth  closete,  the  refuse  to  be  removed  for 
fertilissiny;. 

Secifnd.  Fut  in  large  sewers  to  carry  all  surface  water  and  house 
draii^age  into  the  river  below  town- 

Thitd.  Leave  stirlace  drainage  as  it  is,  put  in  terracotta  drains  to 
carry  off  house  refuse  only;  convey  this  to  a  general  receptacle  some 
distance  away,  there  pump  it,  deodorize  and  dry  it,  use  the  product 
for  fertilizer. 

Ftmrth,  Leave  the  surface  drainage  as  it  is,  put  an  eiothteen  inch 
intercepting  sewer  down  from  8t.  Anthony  street,  throUich  Water 
street  to  a  point  below  the  dani^  run  eight  and  ten  inch  terra-cot ta 
pipes  into  this  from  the  summit  between  the  river  and  Spring  run, 
cover  iSpring  run  over  and  make  it  tlie  intercepting  sewer  for  all  of 
the  town  lying  west  of  aforesaid  eummit. 

In  favor  of  the  first  plan  it  can  be  said  that  it  is  cheap,  costing  little 
for  the  oufiit,  that  if  carried  out  faithfully  it  is  cirective  and  safe. 
Against  it  is  the  difficulty  of  getting  a  lull  supply  of  dry  earth  {it 
would  require  from  40.000  to  tiO.OOO  pounds  daily  for  our  town  at  this 
lime.  prijMiliMion  computed  at  4,500),  and  the  fact  that  there  would  be 
a  constant  temptation  held  out  to  many  not  to  use  it  or  to  ubc  too 
Bniall  a  quantity,  and  an  inspection  that  would  enforce  the  regulations 
would  be  too  expensive. 

Agiiinst  the  second  plan  it  may  be  siiid  it  is  very  expensive.  Large 
sewers  are  either  stone  or  brick  and  are  liable  to  hold  a  deposit  of  tilth 
and  require  expensive  Hushing  to  keep  them  n  the  semblance  of 
Older*  Again,  no  plan  has  ever  been  devised  to  prevent  the  deadly 
gas  Irom  escaping  trom  the  inlets  or  to  prevent  some  smoker  from 
throwing  a  lightt^d  match  into  the  inlet  and  causing  an  earthtpiake  in 
the  streets.  The  odor  escuping  from  inlets  has  been  known  to  taint 
meat  in  butchers'  stalls  in  their  vicinity — what  it  has  done  for  human 
nosuils  and  lun^s  we  need  not  ask.  In  favor  of  this  plan  I  c^m  ouly 
SUV  that  we  could  get  rid  of  the  bridges  at  our  crossings  and  do  away 
with  the  deep  gutters. 

Against  the  third  plan  I  can  only  say  it  wouM  for  our  community, 
be  too  expensive  to  maintain,  but  the  time  will  surely  come  (in  my 
opinion)  when  this  plan  will  be  adopted,  as  it  is  too  wasteful  to  throw 
all  the  valunble  fertilizer  in  a  town  away  and  it  is  criminal  lo  pollute 
God^s  pure  waters. 

The  objection  to  the  fourth  plan  is  the  pollution  of  the  river  below 
the  town  and  the  waste  of  fertilizers,  but  it  seems  lo  mj  mind  to  be 
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the  only  plan  practicable  at  this  time,  and  with  slight  changes  in  the 
two  intercepting  sewers  can  be  changed  into  the  third  plan  at  any 
time  hereafter. 

I  will  now  call  your  attention  to  the  plan  ofthe  town,  and  give  you  an 
outline  of  the  grades  as  they  are  now  on  the  surface.  From  the  corner 
of  Second  and  Market  street  to  the  river  there  runs  a  ten-inch  pipe 
with  a  grade  of  one  foot  to  the  hundred ;  from  the  corner  of  St.  John  and 
Second  streets  to  this  pipe  in  Market  street  runs  a  six  and  eight-inch 
pipe  with  a  grade  of  ten  inches  to  one  hundred  feet.  This  pipe  has 
been  down  three  years.  It  was  opened  last  fall  to  connect  a  new  pipe 
to  it  and  again  yesterday,  and  was  found  perfectly  clean  with  only  a 
slight  trace  of  disagreeable  odor  arising  from  the  opening.  No  sur- 
face water  is  allowed  to  enter  it;  hence  there  are  no  inlets,  but  several 
down  spouts  are  run  in,  which  serve  to  ventilate  it  perfectly  and  every 
rain  flushes  out  clean  without  cost.  From  the  court  house  down  Second 
street  to  St.  George  street  and  Irom  there  to  the  rirer  runs  a  six-inch 
sewer  put  in  on  the  same  plan.  These  are  private  sewers.  The  one 
on  Market  street  was  put  down  on  a  grade  which  will  allow  of  it  be- 
ing extended  on  the  same  grade  to  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  Market, 
and  will  take  in  all  the  properties  lying  south  of  Market  street  on  First, 
Second,  Third  »nd  Fourth  streets  as  far  south  as  the  summit  of  those 
streets.  The  fall  from  the  court  house  to  low  water,  a  distance  of  875 
feet,  is  fifty-one  feet.  From  corner  Third  and  Market,  thirty-nine  feeti 
from  Fourth  and  Market,  thirty  nine  and  three-fourth  feet,  from  Fourth 
and  Market  to  Spring  run,  at  low  water,  772  feet,  is  twenty-five  feet, 
from  the  five  points  to  Spring  run,  1000  feet,  ia  twelve  feet  grade. 

What  I  should  recommend  would  be  that  the  council  of  this  borough 
order  a  plan  for  the  eewerage  of  this  town  to  be  prepared,  and  adopt 
it  by  passing  an  ordinance  that  all  sewers  put  in  should  belaid  in  con- 
formity to  this  plan,  both  as  to  grade,  location  and  size,  so  that  when 
completed  it  would  constitute  one  harmonious  whole  or  I  might  go 
farther,  did  I  not  fear  being  charged  with  insanity  for  such  a  recom- 
mendation. I  would  say,  sewer  the  town  at  once  and  pay  for  it  by  a 
frontage  tax  running  say  ten  years,  prohibit  the  use  of  cesspools  and 
thus  get  on  to  the  car  of  progress  and  cease  to  be  old  fogies  or  clams- 
If  we  deserve  to  be  a  healthy,  live  town  we  will  be.  If  we  decide 
otherwise,  strangers  will  say  of  Lewisburg,  '^Ephraim  is  joined  to  his 
idols.    Let  him  alone." 

If  in  my  mosaic  work  a  little  brick,  a  little  mud,  a  little  stone  and^ 
I  hope,  a  little  good,  I  ha7e  succeeded  in  awakening  an  interest  on  the 
subject  of  the  drainage  of  Lewisburg  I  am  amply  repaid. 
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14.    THE  PREVENTION  OF  INSANITY,

Is  (he  subjert  wliit-li  I  liave  been  requoBled  to  brinp  to  your  nttenHon 
for  a  short  lime  this  ajternoon,  and  it  %vill  Ir»  conceded  without  much 
argument  that  (here  can  be  no  more  appropriiite  topic  for  the  aerioua 
con'-ideration  of  an  intelliiient  audience  bron*:ht  lo|rether  under  the 
auspices  ot'the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  Board  was  established 
^'  to  exercise  a  general  Bupervision  of  the  intereats  of  the  health  of  the 
citizens  of  the  iState,  and  ti>  make  iiHiuirieB  respecting  the  cunsf's  of 
dieeases  and  dis!«eminate  iiift^rniaiion  among  the  people  on  this  sub- 
ject"  Of  all  the  ailments  to  which  our  mortal  frame  is  subject^  none 
causes  **uch  a  profound  shock,  and  paralyzes  into  helplessnef?^  (he 
Hfiual  supports  and  comforters  of  a  stricken  family,  as  insanity  when 
it  invades  a  household  or  a  comm unity.  When  the  arch  deceiver  said 
that  all  that  a  man  has  will  he  give  for  hie  life  he  came  no  nearer  the 
truth  than  usual  If  we  were  to  purchase  our  lives  with  our  reason, 
what  would  we  gain  by  the  barter.  If  the  giddy  queen  in  herextrem 
ity  had  olfered  her  reason,  inulead  of  her  kingdom  for  a  minute  of 
time,  there  would  have  been  no  aense  in  il,  for  what  U  time  worth 
without  reason*  The  theme  then  well  merits  the  best  thought  whicit 
we  have  at  our  command. 

But,  says  some  one,  is  not  insanity  of  all  diseases  that  one  which  is 
most  mysterious  and  in  its  beginnings,  least  amenable  to  our  control? 
might  we  not  as  well  undertake  to  inlliience  the  seasons,  the  climate 
or  the  weather?  it"  we  know  anything  about  its  causes  are  these  not  so 
intimately  interwoven  wiih  the  fiist  elements  of  our  nature,  and  with 
the  oriiiln  of.the  acts  which  muke  up  our  lives,  that  toinflueuce  them 
materially  or  to  destroy  them  would  be  to  destroy  ourindentity  and 
transmute  us  into  other  persons?  But  let  those  whose  laith  wavers 
in  view  of  the  obstacles  suirgested  hy  these  questions  call  to  mind 
what  has  been  accomplished  in  other  diseases  or  conditions  of  suJTer' 
ing  once  thought  equally  mysterious  and  unmanageable.  Is  despair 
here  reasonable,  seeing  that  the  most  frightful  and  serious  surgical 
operations  are  daily  peribruAed  while  the  patient  is  unconscious  of 
pain  or  even  of  discomfort,  and  that  the  physician  can  prescrilje  con- 
ditions entirely  practicable  in  whirh  such  scourges  ot  the  human  race 
as  small'pox,  typhoid  fever, scarlatina,  diphtheria  and  some  otlier  dip- 
eases  have  no  existence  ? 

But  what  is  insanity  ?  This  question  is  constantly  asked,  and  quite 
innocently,  as  if  the  wi»est  man  had  been  able  to  construct  a  definition, 
neither  too  broad  nor  too  narrow.  Every  hapless  doctor  w^ho  is  dragged 
away  from  bis  patients  and  taken  into  the  halls  of  justice  to  entighten, 
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or  possibly  to  entertain,  judges,  lawyers  and  juries  is  called  upon  to 
define  this  word.  While  we  cannot  define  it,  we  may  attempt  to  de- 
scribe its  meaning. 

Insanity  then  has  reference  rather  to  the  symptoms  of  a  disease 
than  to  the  disease  itself.  It  denotes  the  efiVcts  rather  than  the  cause* 
The  endless  variety  of  unnatural  mental  manifestations  exhibited  in 
speech  and  conduct  known  by  the  name  of  insanity  are  not  the  dis- 
ease but  only  its  results.  Let  me  illustrate  by  a  familiar  example,  in 
the  case  of  a  person  decidedly  lame.  The  thought  would  arise  in  the 
mind  of  every  observer  of  the  fact  that  the  person  was  afflicted  with 
some  disease  whose  eifect  was  lameness,  or  difficulty  of  locomotion. 
And  there  are  many  conditions  in  themselves  very  dissimilar,  but  each 
one  capable  of  producing  lameness.  A  part  of  the  disabled  limb 
might  have  been  carried  away  by  an  accident.  Through  abuse  or  ul- 
ceration the  soft  parts  might  have  become  so  contracted  as  to  interfere 
with  the  motion  of  the  joints.  One  or  more  of  these  might  be  tender 
throuj^h  inflammation  and  thus  cause  lameness.  The  muscles  or  other 
soft  parts  might  be  similarly  affected  and  made  incapable  of  perform- 
ing tht-ir  function.  Tumors  of  various  kinds,  affections  of  the  blood 
vpssels.  of  the  bones,  of  any  part  of  the  nervous  tract  connecting  the 
brain  with  any  of  the  muscles  of  the  limb  might  cause  lameness. 
These  are  a  few  of  the  many  diseases  whose  most  striking  effect  or 
symptom  is  lameness.  The  lameness  we  at  once  recognize  is  not  the 
disease  but  only  the  effect  or  symptom.  It  is  thus  with  insanity. 
What  we  see  is  only  the  smoke,  the  dre  whence  it  comes  is  invisible. 

Where  is  the  disease  located  which  for  a  more  or  less  prolonged 
period  so  revolutionizes  a  person's  life?  There  is  the  most  ample 
proof,  gathered  through  centuries  of  time  and  from  many  sources  that 
•when  the  brain  is  diseased  then  the  mental  operations  become  dis- 
ordered. Mental  is  here  used  in  is  wide  sense,  denoting  the  spiritnal 
functions  of  our  being  as  contrasted  with  the  bodily,  and  as  including 
the  moral  and  religious  feelings,  memory,  will,  hate,  love,  fear.  etc. 
These  cannot  exist  in  their  normal  state  unless  the  brain  be  sound. 
Not  that  this  thinks,  hates,  loves,  reveres  the  Supreme  Being;  these 
are  actions  of  the  mind,  which  is  behind  the  brain,  and  uses  it  as  its 
organ  or  instrument.  No  disease  can  effect  the  mind;  we  cannot  say 
of  it  that  it  is  sick.  If  we  could  conceive  of  this  as  possible  then  it 
would  follow  that  it  might  die,  and  tne  doctrine  of  its  immortality 
would  tail.  We  speak  of  diseases  of  the  brain  and  disorders  of  the 
mind,  and  the  latter  are  the  effects  of  the  former.  However  deftly 
the  fingers  may  glide  over  the  strings  of  the  harp,  unless  this  be  io 
tune,  there  will  be  no  music.  While  we  are  utterly  in  the  dark  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  connection  between  mind  and  body  is  af- 
fected, and  they  act  and  react  on  each  other,  we  may  coyerup  our 
ignorance  and  make  it  lees  mortifying  by  saying  that  what  the  ma- 
eician  and  his  instrument  are  to  one  another,  represents  the  relation 
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between  our  spiritual  and  material  natures.  However  jrrand  Ihe 
straiiis  which  swell  bis  soul,  how  shall  he  give  expreaaion  ^otherii  and 
convey  them  to  our  minds  nnlesg  he  has  at  command  a  snirahle  in- 
etrument  well  in  tune?  Mj^y  we  not  imaajiue,  and  perhaps  truthfully, 
that  behind  the  diseased  brain  of  the  insane  there  are  noble  thoughts 
arranged  in  logical  relation,  striig«rlin^  for  expression,  but  on  arrount 
of  the  itistrument,  the  brain,  through  which  alone  thc^y  can  be  man- 
ifested,  beinp;  diseased,  oiit  of  tune,  they  reaeh  our  senses  and  our 
minds  as  the  raving;s  of  the  maniac,  or  the  sorrowful  plaint  of  the  re- 
lij^irius  melaneholiae.  If  then  we  wiah  to  prevent  insanity  we  must 
ins^ure  the  health  of  the  brain. 

The  firfif  condition  of  a  healthy  brain  is  that  it  be  endowed  with  the 
capacity  to  endure  to  a  certain  extent  evil  ijifluences  without  injury* 
Unless  it  can  meet  extra  demands,  can  on  occasion  furnish  more  power 
ordo  more  work  than  the  averajije  requirement,  it  wi  I  soon  he  exhau?ated 
beyond  restoralion.  Tliia  is  true  of  other  organiims  besides  the  brain, 
and  also  of  lifeless  machines.  What  wnnld  we  t  funk  of  a  person,  as  a 
healthy  man  whose  locomotive  apparatus  could  never  carry  him  any 
faster  than  a  w^alk.  If  he  couhl  not  make  up  a  few  minutes  in  goin^i^ 
from  his  house  when  belated,  to  meet  a  train,  we  would  not  expect  of 
him  a  fair  day's  l*<bor.  No  man  or  woman  wouhl  entertain  an  exalted 
opinion  of  his  stomach  if  it  failed  to  make  way  with  somelliinff  a  little 
extra  in  quantity  or  quality  lorced  on  it  throutrh  a  friend's  hospitality- 
Unle*'S  nature  had  dealt  with  us  mt>re  liberally  than  this  we  would  all 
wear  the  elongated  features  of  the  hopeleFS  dyspeptic,  we  would  con- 
stantly have  some  limb  in  the  fraeture  box,  were  not  our  bones  made 
much  stronger  than  our  quiet  everyday  lives  seem  to  require.  An 
accidental  slip  on  the  pavement,  an  extra  lift,  a  leap  or  jump  would 

I  much  more  often  than  is  the  case  brin^  us  into  the  surgical  wards  of  a 
hospital  -v  bridge  is  never  constructed  only  as  strong  ns  is  required  by 
the  usual  wti^»ht  it  is  to  carry.  An  army  going  into  battle  has  its  re- 
serves to  be  called  upon  when  the  lines  weaver.  It  is  thus  with  tho 
brain,  unless  it  has  a  Furpliis  of  power  it  will  often  tail  of  meeting  the 

I  demands  made  upon  it  and  on  the  most  unexpected  and  inconvenient 
occasions.    This  defect  will  show  jtsflf  not  simply  in  tfie  want  of  tldnk- 

|ing  and  reasoning  power,  but  in  iristabilily  and  iickleness  of  character 
and  purpose,  in  outbursts  of  passion,  in  unreasonable  jeahuisy  atid 

IfiUBfm'ion,  in  lapses  In  immorality.  When  everything  moves sin(>othly, 
business  appears  to  prosper,  the  bodily  health  is  good,  nothing  stirs 
the  pHSsions.  neighbors  and  friends  are  indulgent  and  forgiving,  then 
nothing  unusual  mav  mark  the  conduct  of  a  person  thns  defectively 
endowed.  When  such  troubles  of  life  as  are  the  lot  of  all  men,  and 
wliich  are  borne  by  most  with  impunity,  overtake  such  a  brain  it  gives 
rny,  and  the  consequence  mny  be  seen  in  the  startling  events  wdiich 
shock  a  community.  Satan's  iutluence  only  is  often  then  deemed 
sufficient  to  explain  the  deed  that  may  be  comniitted. 
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When  such  a  condition  of  the  nervous  system  is  acquired  in  a  well- 
balanced  constitution  it  is  often  the  result  of  some  of  the  contagioug 
diseases  of  infancy.  Through  the  intervention  of  epilepsy  these  bring 
about  a  condition  of  the  system  in  which  the  brain  has  little  power  to 
resist  any  unusual  pressure  or  tension,  and  causes  of  no  consequence 
in  themselves  will  start  a  train  of  (he  most  abnormal  actions.  A 
mild  dispute,  a  contradiction,  a  look  of  displeasure  will  cause  an  ex- 
plosion in  conduct  or  words.  Because  such  people  may  by  a  fortunate 
conjunction  of  circumstances  be  preserved  for  a  long  time  from  such 
an  explosion,  the  casual  observer  may  not  suspect  anything  wrong, 
and  can't  believe  those  who  know  the  reverse. 

By  far  the  most  usual  origin  however  of  this  state  of  things  is  due 
to  causes  which  do  their  work  before  birth,  and  if  we  wish  to  get  an 
intelligent  idea  of  the  fountain  heads,  whence  flow  the  broadening 
streams  of  insanity  which  perplex  governments  and  defy  medical  skill, 
we  must  go  back  a  generation  or  two,  and  study  the  bodies  and  minds, 
the  lives  and  characters  of  our  ancestors.  In  the  plant  world  we  know 
that  if  we  sow  rye  we  will  certainly  be  disappointed  if  we  expect  to 
reap  wheat.  The  same  is  true  of  the  animal  world  and  therefore  of 
man.  The  law  is  that  like  begets  like.  We  at  once  admit  that  the 
features,  the  gait,  bodily  peculiarities  are  thus  transmitted,  but  we  are 
reluctant  to  believe  that  the  more  subtle  elements  of  our  being  are  to 
a  great  extent  similarly  transmitted.  We  can  all  observe  ancestral 
tendencies  developed  in  the  color  of  the  hair,  the  eye,  the  shape  of  the 
nose,  and  in  diseased  conditions  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  offspring 
of  parents,  both  or  even  one,  of  whom  was  consumptive  is  much  more 
liable  to  the  same  fatal  disease  or  any  of  its  allied  affections  than 
others  in  whom  no  such  evil  hereditary  influence  exists.  The  same 
law  applies  to  the  nervous  system,  to  the  brain,  and  therefore  to  the 
mental  qualities  which  make  character,  and  this  is  true  here  also,  not 
only  of  healthy  or  normal  peculiarities,  but  tendencies  to  disease  of 
the  brain  as  of  other  parts  of  the  body  are  transmitted.  Fathers  eat 
sour  grapes  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge.  This  is  one  of 
the  ways  in  which  the  iniquities  of  the  fathers  are  visited  upon  the 
children  to  the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  these  tendencies  in  the  parent  always  work 
themselves  out,  or  become  visible  in  the  same  disease  in  the  offspring. 
There  is  a  correlation  of  viial  forces  both  in  health  and  disease.  There 
may  be  simply  an  excessive  inability  of  the  nervous  system;  this  is 
changed  in  the  transmis^tion  to  the  child  into  epilepsy,  neuralgic  symp- 
toms or  insanity,  or  the  reverse.  It' is  known  among  physicians  who 
have  much  to  do  with  insanity,  that  consumption  and  insanity  are 
thus  related  to  one  another,  and  it  happens  that  all  the  children  in  a 
family  of  half  a  dozen  are  either  consumptive  or  insane,  and  some- 
times both. 

In  the  ordinary  use  of  th?  word  insanity  is  not  idiocy,  yet  many 
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patients  enter  hospitals  for  the  insane  which  are  only  milder  forms  of 
idincy ;  they  present  the  same  disease  in  a  less  developed  form,  and 
it  does  no  violence  \o  facts  lo  assume  that  the  same  causes  operating 
in  unlike  intensity  produce  both.  Statisties  relating  to  the  causes  of 
idiocy  show  that  fifty-six  percent,  of  those  afflicted  with  tliis  defect 
are  the  descendants  of  strumous  and  cotisumptive  families.  This  is  a 
eiron^  contirmation  of  the  opinion  just  expressed  that  consumpuon  or 
a  tendeney  to  it  often  hecame  developed  in  the  child  as  insanity. 

Parents  also  become  resxronsilde  tor  a  great  deal  of  mental  and 
moral  weakness  and  perversion  which  amonnt  to  insanity  in   their 
children  by  beastly  indulgences*  as  in  the  excessive  use  of  alcoliol  for 
instance.     For  reasons  just  adduced  it  is  proper  to  state  the  fact  that 
in  thirty-four  per  cent,  of  idiocy  there  is  the  family  history  of  alcohrjl- 
ism  with  cases  of  epilepsy,  nervous  disease  and  crime    Every  hospital 
for  the  in«-ane  becomes  at  times  the  shelter  for  both   men  and  women 
who  have  made  themselves  obnoxious  to  the  laws*     They  have  an 
exacliug  litigious  suspicious  temper,  they  imagine  that  their  rights  are 
trampled  upon,  that  their  nt^i^hbors  have  designs  upon  their  reputa< 
tion  or  property,  they  construe  innocent  actions  into  delil>erate  inva- 
lions  of  their  prert)ga lives   and   seek   protection   througli   personal 
violence.     When  the  ordinary  metliods  of  reforming  criminals  fail,  as 
they  must  in  such  cases,  they  finally  drift  into  the  insane  asylum  as 
the  most  suitable,  or  better,  tfie  least  unsiiilable  place  for  them  that 
is  available,  though  it  may  come  much  short  of  adbrdiug  ideal  oppor- 
tunities of  pleasure  or  of  mental  and   moral   improvement.      The 
parental  or  aiicestn!  history  of  chronic  blood  poisoning  by  alcohol 
will  often  explain  much  that  is  mysterious  in  these  and  similar  cases, 
^h   In  order  that  we  may  adequately  appreciate  the  power  of  these 
Hpereditary  iniluences  in  the  causation  of  insanity,  we  must  rememl>er 
Hlhat  in  tut  a  small  number  of  cases  is  there  only  a  single  cause.     In 
the  eyes  of  friends  that  is  given  the  chief  place  which  immediately 
precedes  the  violent  outbreak  of  the  sympioms.     However  potential 
^other  and  more  remote  intluences  may  have  been,  they  are  over- 
Hk>oked.     In  the  tables  of  causes  of  insanity  which  are  usually  gi'^en 
in  hospital  reports,  this  point  is  nei^lected^  as  the  statements  of  friends 
^are  given.     The  inferences  therefore  drawn  from  them  may  be  true, 
■but  they  contain  only  a  small  part  of  the  truth.     It  happens  in  this 
^nray  that  the  |>revalent  notions  on  this  subject  are  so  detective.     Tho 
^niost  eminent  writer  on  insanity  which  this  country  has  produced, 
somewhere  expresses  the  opinion  that  few  cases  of  insanity  occur  in 
whom  there  has  not  been  a  hereditary  weakness  or  predisposition. 

The  bearing  of  what  has  thus  far  been  said  on  the  prevention  of  in- 
lenity  is  evident  If  we  could  apply  our  knowledge  it  would  of  course 
he  of  little  eflTcct  during  the  lite  ol'the  present  generation*  A  promi- 
nent phvsician  was  asked  whether  sucA  a  disease  was  curable,  O, 
yea  t  he  said,  easily  but  the  treatment  must  be  comuieuc^d  Vw^i  ^t 
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three  generations  back.  We  can  hardly  empty  the  insane  hospitals  of 
to-day  of  their  overflowing  population  by  carrying  oat  preventative 
regulations  at  the  present  time,  but  a  great  deal  could  be  accomplished 
for  the  future  were  half  of  what  is  known  in  this  direction  made  to 
bear  fruit.  It  is  not  our  ignorance  but  our  helplessness  in  view  of  the 
passions  and  animal  instincts  which  control  men  and  women  in  actions 
and  courses  of  life  whose  far-reaching  consequences  plead  for  delib- 
eration and  thought.  The  U'-gency  is  not  so  much  for  more  light,  as 
for  willingness  to  use  what  we  already  have. 

When  the  young  have  reached  sufficient  maturity  to  think  soberly 
on  such  subjects  (alas,  that  some  never  attain  to  such  maturity),  they 
should  receive  instruction.  Some  of  the  time  that  is  now  wasted  (ex- 
cept for  purposes  of  mental  discipline)  in  studying  distant  countries 
and  worlds  should  be  spent  in  acquiring  familiarity  with  these  fearfully 
and  wonderfully  made  bodies  of  ours,  and  the  conditions  in  which 
their  Creator  has  purposed  that  they  must  be  placed  in,  in  order  to  be 
reasonably  healthy.  In  this  age  of  books  and  schools  every  one  should 
^ave  the  opportunity,  which  he  should  be  obliged  to  improve,  of  know- 
ing for  itistancethac  the  probability  of  insanity  making  its  appearance  in 
the  children  is  greatly  increased  where  one- of  the  parents  is  the  prey 
of  scrofula  or  consumption  or  the  tendency  thereto;  that  where  the 
father  or  the  mother  have  long  had  their  blood  poisoned  with  exces- 
sive doses  of  alcohol,  even  though  the  practice  may  be  no  longer  con- 
tinued, children  are  sure  to  be  physically  and  morally  deteriorated 
and  much  more  likely  to  succumb  to  injurious  influences  than  would 
otherwi:$e  be  the  case;  that  where  the  constitution  is  tainted  with  in- 
sanity, epilepsy,  chorea,  great  instability  of  the  nervous  system,  there 
is  danger  that  some  of  the  children  or  grandchildren  will  sufl*er  Jrom 
the  same  or  allied  afl'eetions.  1  believe  it  to  be  within  the  limit  of 
truth  to  go  still  further  and  to  say  that  the  habitual  indulgence  in 
outburbts  of  unreasoning  passion  react  on  the  brain  and  put  it  into  a 
permanently  altered  state,  capable  of  transmission,  and  of  becoming 
the  starting  point  of  a  fully  developed  mental  derangement  in  the  off- 
spring. 

Such  truths  as  these,  here  summarily  expre8se<l,  should  be  elaborated 
and  erected  into  a  catechism  on  hereditary  mental  hygiene,  to  be 
placed  alongside  of  the  alcohol  and  tobacco  text  books. 

Bill  should  the  public  be  content  with  moral  suasion?  The  burden 
of  the  humane  care  of  the  mentally  defective  is  increasing.  The  ad- 
vancement of  the  race  in  phy>=ical  and  mental  vigor  is  retarded  by  the 
mass  of  insanity  and  idiocy  that  has  its  leavening  influence  on  the  en- 
tire lump.  Could  not  a  nicely  iramed  law  here  be  made  to  render 
good  service  by  declaring  illegal  all  marriages  between  parties,  where 
one  or  both  are  drunkards,  epileptics  or  have  had  attacks  of  insanity 
or  are  greatly  defective  in  mental  or  physical  power?  Such  an  enact- 
went  reasonably  enforced  would  educate  the  people  upwards. 
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Let  UB  now  accept  the  improbable  fact  (bat  we  have  been  broiifiht 
into  the  world  measurably  free  from  every  evil  or  hereditary  fault, 
how  must  our  lives  be  started  so  as  to  get  over  their  narrow  span  with 
the  least  risk  of  our  becoming  mentaliy  upset  ?  or,  in  other  words,  of 
having  the  health  of  our  brains  diat orbed  ? 

In  order  that  we  may  intelligently  do  sonietbitig  to  avoid  the  causes 
of  insanity  we  must  knov  what  these  are. 

They  may  be  divided  into  the  physical  and  moral  \  those  whose  first 
and  most  effective  blow  falls  on  the  body,  and  those  which  take  hold 
of  us  through  our  mental  and  moral  nature. 

The  authors  of  a  standard  work  on  the  subject  of  insanity,  collected 
statistics  concerning  some  30,000  cases,  with  reference  to  its  causes. 
They  were  furnished  by  America  and  Europe.     The  results  were  sim- 
ilar to  what  the  statistics  properly  silted  of  any  asylum,  covering  a 
tw  thousand  cases,  would  be.     Commencing  with  the  one  that  occurs 

ost  frequently  we  have  the  following  order : 

Domestic  trouble  and  grief. 

Intemperance. 

Epilepsy. 

Diseases  of  the  head  and  spine. 

Disorders  peculiar  to  the  female  s^x. 

Religious  anxiety  and  excitement. 

Disappointed  atfections. 

Sexual  ties. 

Fever  and  febrile  diseases. 

Fear  and  fright;  intense  study;  political  and  other  excitement ; 
wounded  feelings*  In  many  tables  of  the  causes  of  insanity  a  special 
class  is  made  of  ill  health. 

To  set  forth  in  detail  the  operation  of  these  cauBes  would  not  be  my 
purpose  here,  even  if  1  were  competent*     The  simple  mention  of  these 
causes  tells  its  own  story. 
^^H     I  close  with  a  few  rellections, 

^^  1.  Some  causes  of  insanity  are  the  product  of  the  present  order  of 
^Ptbings  in  the  world.  8o  long  as  man  and  God's  government  of  him 
are  what  they  are.  these  wil!  occur  in  spite  of  all  that  can  be  done  by 
human  iuetrumentalities  to  prevent  them.  Sudden  bereavement 
under  afflictive  circumstances,  for  instance,  cannot  be  endured  by 
every  one  with  impunity. 

2  Much  insanity  has  its  origin  in  the  vices  of  the  patient  or  of  some 
one  else,  in  man's  inhumanity  to  man,  to  himself  and  to  others.  Our 
only  hope  here  must  be  in  the  moral  elevation  of  the  race.

The  apostle  of  English  sanitation,  Mr.  Chad wick^ has  said, "' Let  me 
build  the  houses,  and  1  can  determine  the  ages  at  which  the  people 
shall  die."  This  is  probably  an  extreme  statement,  for  there  are 
many  elements  outade  the  house  in  which  we  live  which  go  to  de- 
termine the  length  of  our  lives;  but  in  our  beneflcent  land,  with  its 
salubrious  climate,  if  the  house  is  what  it  should  be,  and  men  and 
women  exercise  common  sense  and  judgment  in  reference  to  matters 
of  health  (which  the  majority  do  not  do),  there  is  no  reason  why 
people  should  not,  almost  uniformly,  live  to  be  70,  80,  and  even  100 
years  of  age;  at  least  in  country  places  this  should  be  attained. 

If  our  homes  and  their  surroundings  were  more  healthy,  consump- 
tion; rhtumatibm,  typhoid  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
whooping  cough,  malaria  and  a  hoKt  of  other  diseases,  to  which  wears 
now  subject,  would  almost  disappear.  That  care  will  do  much  to 
lengthen  human  life,  we  make  statements  from  tables  of 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  death  rate  in  the  Peabody  building,  London,  is  16j^^  per  1,000 
per  annum.  Immediate  vicinity,  30.40  per  1,000.  The  whole  city  of 
London,  23, V  per  1,000. 

In  Great  Britain,  only  4^  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  are  natural,  ♦.  «, 
not  premature. 

In  the  United  States,  in  1881,  in  sixty-six  towns,  4,169  persons  died 
of  small-pox,  a  preventable  disease. 

Prof.  Chandler,  of  New  York  city,  says  that  15,000  children  die  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn  yearly  of  preventable  diseases. 

In  Rhode  Island,  according  to  a  late  report  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
000  natives  and  1,200  foreigners  died  of  consumption  yearly,  but  the 
native  population  is  more  than  double  the  toreign. 

In  a  certain  town  in  Pennsylvania,  the  average  death  am'on^  the 
P'riends  ((Quakers)  is  sixty,  while  among  a  large  colored  population  it 
is  only  twenty,  and  in  many  places  in  our  country  the  death  rate 
among  colored  people  is  nearly  double  that  among  the  whites;  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  it  is  twenty-one  for  the  whites,  thirty-eight  for  the 
blacks. 

Cost  of  Unnecessary  Sickness. 

In  1870  Dr.  Bowditch,  of  Massachusetts,  made  a  careful  estimate  of 
the  cost  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  unnecefsary 
sickness,  and  he  placed  the  figures  at  $100,000,000.  Later  Dr.  Kellogg^ 
of  Michigan,  has  made  a  careiul  estimate  and  places  it  at  $300,000,0001 
This  makes  a  yearly  loss  of  $6,401,000  to  the  people  of  Michigan,  and 
$1 7,200 fiOO  io  those  of  Pennsylvania,  and  no  account  taken  of  the 
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physical  suffering  or  of  the  meriUal  pain  and  anguish  from  the  loss  of 
Uf  dear  ones  prematurely  called  away. 

^^  The  EaBentlals  of  a  Healthful  Home. 

I  Pare  air,  abundant  aunIio;ht,  dryness,  and  an  exhaiistleea  supply  of 
I  pure  water  and  eleanliness  everywhere  are  the  eBsentials  of  a  health 
I  tul  home.  None  of  these  are  ever  to  be  lost  si^ht  of,  either  in  the  new 
home*  nor  in  the  ancestral  mansion  whitdi  bus  for  peneratiorfs  passed 
from  fafher  lo  son.  How  shall  these  be  attained?  The  reply  is  often 
made  at  this  point,  *'  Yon  are  speakin*!:  of  needless  extravagance. 
These  thiu|Xij  cost  money/'  It  is  true.  Bui  are  not  funerals,  too,  ex- 
pensive? ''The  prudent  man  forseeth  the  evil  and  hideth  himself,  but 
the  foolish  passeth  on  and  is  punished/^ 

The  Site 
For  a  house  should  receive  careful  attention  of  the  tenant,  pur* 
chaser,  or  of  one  proposing  to  build,     A  good  site  may  mean  life  and 
liappiness,  and  a  bad  one  disease,  suffering:  and  death, 

1.  It  should  be  dry  ;  avoid,  as  you  would  death,  a  damp  location. 
Ill  a  town  or  city,  carefully  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  on  ''  made 
firound/'  Avoid  it.  Avoid  ground  underlaid  with  clay  for  ft  will 
always  be  damp, 

2.  Elevated  on  a  hilbide  or  gentle  knolU  never  in  a  hollow.  The 
hillside  is  warmer  and  drier  Ihan  the  hollow* 

3.  Not  close  to  a  swamp,  slow  river,  milldam,  or  land  which  is  over- 
flow^ed  a  portion  of  the  year,  nor  in  such  a  place  that  the  prevailing 
winds  will  Ifriiiir  to  the  house  pestilence  from  a  milldam,  etc, 

4.  la  as  good  neigh Ijorhood  as  possible,  away  from  factoriee,  saloons, 
e(CM  and  near  schotds  and  churches. 

5.  In  a  village  or  town,  build  on  as  large  a  lot  as  possible,  thus  se- 
curing air  and  Bunlight.  Build  back  from  the  stieet,  thus  avoiding 
the  dust  of  the  dry  season  and  the  curious  gaze  of  every  passerby. 
Sectire  a  yard  in  which  trees  and  plants  will  furnish  both  exercise  and 
health, 

6.  In  the  country  build  back  from  the  highway,  giving  an  abun- 
dance of  mom  for  treei  and  shrubbery  about  the  house.  Do  not  select 
a  place  where  your  family  will  be  isolated  from  all  social  intercourse, 
so  necessary  to  health  of  mind  and  body. 

The  Aspect. 

Let  the  house  be  so  placed  I  hat  it  w  ill  receive  the  most  sunlight  and 
fresh  air,  especially  from  the  summer  winds.  Avoid,  even  if  offered 
rent  free,  a  damp,  dark  honae,  with  no  chance  for  the  free  air  of  heaven 
to  sweep  through  it. 

If  the  house  is  only  one  room  deep,  it  does  well  to  face  it  to  the 
south  or  southwest;  but  if  it  is  two  rooms  deep,  those  on  the  north 
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Bide  never  receive  any  sunlight,  and  are  apt  to  be  damp.  Foradoable 
house  it  is  best  to  face  it  to  the  east.  Then  the  morning  Bun  will 
warm  up  the  front  and  the  afternoon's  sun  the  rear  of  the  house,  and 
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thuB  all  the  rooms  will  be  bathed  in  light  and  warmth.  The  living 
rooms  should  always  be  warmed  by  the  morning  sun.  This  hint  is 
worth  a  great  deal  as  a  health  matter.    For  when  the  ann  cannotenter 
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Ibe  doctor  must  enter.  If  Ihe  cold  winds  from  the  nt^rth  and  wrgtare 
severe  in  the  winter,  they  may  be  broken  by  a  cluster  of  evergreen 
trees  planted  on  I  hose  sides.  In  counlry  places  a  good  aapect  should 
be  secured  without  reference  to  facing:  the  house  square  with  the 
street.  The  writer  has  recently  erected  a  house  of  fourteen  rooms,  all 
of  which  face  either  the  south  or  west,  except  two  hall  rooms  and  the 
bath  room.  The  engraving  shows  how  this  is  accomplished.  The 
diagram  gi^eathe  first  tloor.  Tlie  second  and  third  lloors  follow  the 
same  general  plan.  No  attempt  is  made  to  give  correct  proportions 
nor  details.  The  living  rooms  are  all  on  Ihe  south,  while  hall  and 
iutclien  ell'ectually  protect  them  from  cold  winds. 

The  DeBl£rn. 
In  building  a  new  house,  or  in  the  selection  of  an  old  one,  let  the 
design  be  as  simple  as  possible.  The  liouse  slionld  be  durable,  con- 
venient, well  lighted,  well  venlilated  and  as  large  as  (he  means  of  the 
occupant  will  ivarrant.  A  mean  house  must  always  tend  to  degrade 
its  occupants,  while  a  good  one  tends  to  elevate  them.  Where  there 
are  children  this  is  of  much  inipnrtance.  We  read  of  great  men  born 
in  log  cabins,  but  they  did  not  st^iy  there  long.  A  laboring  man  con- 
teat  to  remain  with  his  family  iu  a  hovel  is  generally  a  hopelees  and 
irreclaimable  man.  Persons  well  to-do  are  often  careless  and  I  hought- 
less  in  this  matter  A  respectable,  well  kept  hous*^  is  a  great  educator 
of  the  young.  To  j  much  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  making  houses 
convenient  tor  those  who  do  the  work  in  iliem.  The  pantry,  the  well, 
the  cistern,  the  wood  house,  the  coal-bin,  should  be  on  the  fame  level 
and  as  close  to  the  kitchen  as  possilde*     Kvery  possible  step  should 

Ibe  saved  those  whose  work  is  never  done. 
I  The  Foundation- 

In  building  a  new  house  the  foundation  shoidd  be  laid  with  great 
pare  to  produce  dryness  of  the  walls.     In  a  damp  soil  a  drain  of  tiles 
ihould  he  laid   entirely  around  the  foundation  walls,  with  free  open- 
ings for  discharg^^.     The  walls  should  be  laid  in  Roman  cement  or  in 
aaphaltum  so  that  no  moisture  will  be  transmitted.     They  should  be 
double,  with  an  air  space  between  them,  that  no  moisture  from  the 
earth  adjacent  the  outer  wall  be  transmitted  to  the  cellar,  and  as  a 
final  precaution  a  little  distance  below  the  first  joi^t  a  water-proof 
layer  of  slates  should  be  imbedded  in  cement  or  asphalt um,  to  prevent 
he  rise  ol  moisture  into  the  walla  above.     Ordinarily  a  good  deal  of 
ater  may  be  kept  out  by  packing  clay  against  the  walls  on  the  out- 
Je  to  the  very  bottom  of  the  foundations. 
Avoid  a  house  with  damp,  musty,  moldy  foundation  walls. 

The  Walls. 
These  may  be  of  wood,  brick  or  atone,  whichever  is  most  convenient ; 
ill  are  good,  if  properly  used.     Let  all  walla  be  made  double,  with  an 
air  space  between  them.    This  wi'l  make  the  hoirse  much  warmer 
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than  otherwise.  All  brick  and  stone  walls  should  be  lathed  and  plas- 
tered on  the  inside  to  keep  out  cold  and  dampness.  This  precaution 
will  cost  only  a  small  part  of  the  inevitable  doctor^s  bills,  if  omitted. 
Wooden  walls  should  be  painted  on  the  outside  for  protection  and 
effect.  Brick  walls  are  also  much  warmer  and  drier  if  painted,  but 
they  are  not  so  pervious  to  air  as  when  unpainted.  An  ordinary  brick 
can  readily  absorb  one  pound  of  water  in  a  dashing  rain  storm,  and 
much  of  this  will  pass  into  the  house.  Stone  walls  should  be  ^  dashed' 
or  well  ^pointed '  to  keep  out  rain  and  dampness. 

The  Oellar. 

This  is  generally  the  greatest  source  pf  danger  about  our  homes.  A 
damp  and  dirty  cellar  means  generally  plenty  of  rheumatism,  pneu- 
monia, pleurisy,  colds,  consumption,  and  diseases  of  children  in  a  vir- 
ulent form.  So  dangerous  is  the  cellar  considered  to  be  that  some 
sanitarians,  as  Dr.  Kichardson  of  London,  advocate  their  entire  aboli- 
tion, and  that  an  airtight  and  watertight  pavemem  be  placed  between 
the  house  and  earth.  An  excellent  plan  is  to  have  the  cellar  half 
above  ground,  thus  ensuring  light  and  air  in  abundance.  Every  farmer 
should  have  a  cellar  under  barn  or  wagon  house  in  which  to  store 
roots,  etc. 

The  man  who  cares  for  his  family  should  see  that  the  cellar  floor  is 
laid  in  Roman  or  asphaltum  cement,  so  as  to  entirely  exclude  water 
from  below.  It  should  be  dry,  well  ventilated,  open  to  sunlight,  clean, 
well  whitewashed  several  times  a  year.  Remember  that  foul  air  in 
the  cellar  is  Eure  to  find  its  way  all  over  the  house. 

Many  families  who  wonder  why  it  is  that  one  of  their  children  is 
always  sick,  could  discover  the  reason  by  going  into  the  cellar.  Dr. 
R.  C.  Kedzie,  of  the  Michigan  Agricultural  College  thus  speaks: 

*' Oo  down  into  the  cellar  and  examine  the  foundations  of  life;  see 
whether  the  cellar  is  dry  and  well  ventilated,  and  air  sweet  and  wh  )le 
some  ;  that  no  vegetables  an<l  useless  rubbish  of  any  kind  are  left  to 
rot  in  your  cellar.  Or  do  you  find  all  kinds  of  things  going  to  decay, 
the  cellar  wet,  the  walls  slimy,  mold  spreading  over  everything,  and 
a  close,  stifling  odor  pervading  the  air  of  your  cellar  If  If  these  inani- 
mate things  could  give  voice  to  their  warning,  what  a  sound  would 
startle  our  ears  in  hundreds  of  cellars  in  our  State!  'Here  lies  in 
ambush  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  the  destioyers  of  child- 
hood, and  typhoid  fever,  that  strikes  at  all  ages;  here  lurk  the  seeds 
of  consumption  to  bring  forth  the  slow  but  sure  harvest  of  lamentation 
and  woe ! '  '  For  the  stone  shall  cry  out  of  the  wall,  and  the  beam  out 
of  the  timber  shall  answer  it.^  But  though  these  voiceless  things 
speak  no  word  of  warning,  they  hang  out  the  flag  of  danger;  the 
spotted  mold  and  fungus  attacking  the  timbers  of  your  cellar  show 
that  destructive  agencies  are  at  work.  Why,  man!  death  is  gnawin«; 
the  very  sills  of  your  house,  and  shall  he  spare  these  tender  morsels. 
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your  children?  The^e  ditnp*  minty,  m:>ldy  cellars  are  the  seed  bods 
nf  iljsease.  Do  not  hope  tg  preserve  health  over  such  a  charnel  house 
Do  not  leave  vegetihlea  to  rot  in  your  cellar  to  spread  rotlenness 
through  all  your  house.  The  wet  cellar  foretells  wet  eyes  up-stairsl 
Drain  it,  ajid  undenlrrfin  ihe  surrounding  soil  so  thai  your  ceHar  shall 
always  be  dry.  Drive  out  all  mustiness  and  nudd  by  ventilaiion  and 
by  abundant  use  of  whitewash.  Make  the  air  of  your  cellars  at  all 
times  sweet  and  wholesome,  because  much  of  this  air  will  liod  its  way 
into  the  rooms  above.  But  if  yon  neglect  all  of  these  thinjrs  and  ihe 
Angel  of  Death  spreads  liis  dark  \\in^^9  over  yonr  household,  do  not 
charge  Ihe  etfecls  of  yonr  nastint^ss  and  laziness  to  a  very  mysterious 
Providence!  'A  prudent  man  for^eetli  the  evil  and  Indeth  himself, 
but  the  foolish  pass  on  and  are  punished.'  The  cellar  should  l)e  as 
dry,  as  clean*  as  sweet  as  any  room  up  stairs.  It  should  be  while 
washed  not  onee  a  year,  but  if  at  all  musty,  once  a  moniL  Open  all 
the  windows  and  ventilate  completely.'' 

Dark  Corners. 
Pantries  and  passages  should  receive  tlie  same  careful  attention  as 
the  cellar.  Mold,  dampness  and  foul  smells  are  never  to  be  neg- 
lected. Ventilate  everv  part  of  the  house  thoroughly,  and  if  pos^ilde 
almost  daily.  You  cannot  afford  to  keep  the  spare  room  and  the  parlor 
shut  up  until  they  become  musty.  Sunlight  and  fresh  air  are  the  best 
disinfectants  known,  and  the  cheapest;  where  they  cannot  euter,  the 
doctor  will^  Especially  should  the  bed  rooms  and  the  beds  be  thor- 
oughlv  exposed  to  the  sunlight  and  air.  Bed  clothing  should  be  hung 
over  the  chairs  for  an  airing  at  least  an  hour  every  morfjing.  Venti 
late,  ventilate,  ventilate.  It  is  much  better  to  have  faded  carpets  and 
faded  walls  than  faded  children.  We  have  been  taught  to  light  dirt, 
diaeaAe  and  the  devil;  but  rather  fig;ht  dirt,  dampness,  darkness  and 
disease,  and  the  devil  will  tly  far  away.  The  healthful  home  has  nh 
closet  in  which  are  stored  a  varied  collection  ot  patent  medicines. 
The  inflates  of  a  healthful  liome  do  not  believe  that  health  may  be 
thrown  away  with  impunity  and  then  repurchased  at  any  drug  store. 
The  drug  supersiition  is  one  of  the  most  firmly  fixed  of  all  supereti- 
lions  anions  educated  and  cultured  people.  Disease  is  conquered  not 
by  drugs  but  by  correct  living.  Man  w\is  not  made  to  feed  upon  the 
wares  of  the  chemii^t.  The  man  who  doctors  himself  with  patenl 
medicines  generally  has  a  fool  for  a  patient. 

The  Iilvingr  Rooms. 

First   They  should  all  be  fully  above  ground.     No  half-above 
ground  rooms  are  usually  dry  enough  for  habitations. 

Second.  They  should  be  on  the  sunny  side  of  the  house  and  warmed 
by  the  morning  sun^  if  possible.  Avoid  the  cold  damp  rooms  of  the 
north  side  of  the  house.     In  the  tow^n  where  the  writer  lives  there 

aras  a  strange  tendency  to  live  on  the  north  side  of  the  street.     In 
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whole  streets  this  is  the  nearly  universal  custom.  Where  a  row  of 
closely  built  houses  extends  north  and  south,  the  back  buildings  of 
each  alternate  house  will  be  much  better  exposed  to  the  sun  than  the 
others,  so  that  the  value  of  these  houses  is  greatly  increased. 

Third.  They  should  be  as  full  of  windows  as  possible,  and  these  un- 
obstructed by  curtains  and  plants.    Light  is  life. 

Fourth.  The  living  rooms  should  be  the  largest  and  pleasantest  in 
the  house.  The  ceilings  of  moderate  height;  eight  or  nine  feet  id 
abundant  space  overhead.  The  higher  the  ceiling,  the  harder  it  is  to 
keep  the  room  warm. 

Fifth.  The  Jloor  timbers  should  be  well  ventilated,  and  no  bad  gates 
should  be  arising  from  the  cellar. 

Sixth.  The  walls  painted  outside  (where  exposed  to  rain),  and 
studded,  lathed  and  plastered  inside. 

Seventh.  Whitewashed  walls  are  healthier  than  those  papered,  and 
oiled  and  varnished  Hoors  than  those  covered  with  dirty  carpets.  In 
no  case  is  a  stone  or  brick  floor  suitable  for  a  living  room. 

Eighth.  Living  rooms  should  all  be  on  the  same  level  in  order  to 
save  unnecessary  steps.  Continual  climbing  is  tiresome  and  un- 
healthful. 

Ninth.  The  most  healthful  covering  for  kitchen  walls  would  be  of 
glazed  tiles,  which  could  be  washed  and  scrubbed  in  a  thorough  man- 
ner. 

Bed  Ohambers. 

These  should  be  large,  airy,  light  and  pleasant  as  possible.  DonH 
set  aside  the  best  room  for  guests.  The  bed  chambers  should  not  be 
on  the  first  floor,  on  account  of  dampness.  They  should  be  a  full  story 
high.  This  costs  but  little  more,  and  gives  much  more  air  space. 
They  should  be  fl  >oded  with  sun  light  every  day,  and  with  fresh  air 
night  and  day  for  those  in  good  health.  They  should  not  be  encum- 
bered with  unnecessary  curtains,  carpets,  etc.,  etc.  They  shonld  be 
kept  perfectly  clean.  The  beds,  pillows,  blankets,  etc.,  should  often 
be  exposed  all  day  to  the  sun.  In  our  climate  it  is  well  to  keep  a 
blanket  on  the  bed  the  whole  year  round. 

A  Sick  Room  or  Nursery 

Where  it  is  possible,  one  bed  room  should  be  set  aside  for  the  sick. 
It  should  be  the  lightest,  airiest,  most  cheerful  room  in  the  house,  with 
a  southern  exposure.  It  should  have  an  open  fire  place.  The  furni- 
ture should  be  sparing,  but  room  not  bare.  In  such  a  room,  it  is  en- 
tirely possible  to  i)revent  the  spread  of  measles,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  etc.,  even  in  a  large  family  of  children.  This  sick  room  should 
be  as  much  apart  from  the  rest  of  the  house  as  is  possible,  to  ensure 
quietness  to  the  patient,  and  to  lessen  the  risk  of  contagion.  The 
third  story  is  a  good  place  in  which  to  locate  the  sick  chamber. 
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Ventilatioe. 

In  ordinary  hoiisei  a  great  deal  of  fresh  air  enters  through  the  chinks 

and  crevices,  but  Bot  enough.     Living  roo me  should  daily  be  thrown 

open,  doors  and  windows,  that  all  the  Btale  air  be  swept  out*    The 

very  best  plan  known  for  ventilating  a  home  is  to  have  open  fire  places 

^fci  the  rooms  with  a  little  fire  in  tbi^m      If  possible,  have  them  in  all 

^mivinif  room B  and  hed  chamhera.     Fool  air  is  the  great  cause  of  dis- 

^Pase  of  the  res^iiratory  organs,     Tlie  sense  of  the  smell  is  a  good  guide 

to  the  purity  of  the  air  in  a  house.     It  wil!  occasionally  be  observed 

that  a  house  has  a  peculiar  odor,  known  as  ^*  honse  odnr.'^     It  will 

generally  be  found  that  the  inmates  of  such  liouses  are  in  a  state  of 

chronic  dckness.     PoFsibly  they  are  not  very  sick,  but  they  are  never 

entirely  well*    The  rule  is,  such  homes  need  more  fresh  air.    They 

are  foul  and  ransty  lor  want  of  it.

MS  well  as  other  serious  diseases,  m^y  be  caused  by  conlinenrent  in 
the  foul  atmosphere  of  an  unventilated  room." — Dr,  Frank  WelU, 

•'Though  foul  air  is  a  iluw  piison,  we  must  not  forget  that  a  bla^t 
of  cold  air  may  slay  like  a  swtird/' — Dr.  Ajigus  iSmith. 

Windows  sliould  not  be  lowered 
in  cold  weather  when  a  ilraoghL 
of  cold  air  may  fall  upon  the 
head.  Much  fresh  air  may  be 
introduced  into  a  room  by  placing 
boards*  about  eix  inches  wide 
under  the  lower  sash  of  each 
window  in  the  room.  A  space 
will  be  forraetl  between  the  two 
sashes  through  which  a  stream  of 
air  wil!  enter  the  room. 

In  connection  with  ventilation 
a  suggestion  might  be  made  as  lo 
the  use  of  the  housetop.  In  east- 
ern countries  it  has  for  centuries 
been  the  custom  to  use  the  root 
or  housetop  as  a  sleeping  place  in

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WarminfiT. 

The  healthful  house  is  well  warmed,  not  overheated,  not  cold. 
Where  it  can  be  afforded,  it  pays  to  warm  the  whole  house,  though 
bed  chambers  need  only  have  the  chill  taken  from  them.  The  chimney 
should  never  be  in  the  end  of  the  house,  but  pass  up  through  the 
center.  In  this  way,  a  great  part  of  the  heat  ordinarily  lost  may  be 
given  out  into  the  house.  A  stovepipe  which  enters  the  chimney  a 
few  feet  from  the  stove  or  furnace  probably  carries  off  one-half  the 
heat  which  the  fuel  proJuces.  An  excellent  plan  in  small  houses  is 
to  carry  the  stovei'ipe  through  the  rooms  above,  and  to  let  it  enter  the 
chimney  only  at  the  top  of  the  house.  Remember  that  the  aged  and 
the  very  young  cannot  stand  changes  of  temperature  as  adults  do,  so 
when  cold  snaps  occur,  extra  efforts  should  be  made  to  warm  the 
house.  Where  a  hot-air  furnace  is  used,  if  the  cellar  is  kept  clean  as 
it  should  be,  there  is  no  objection  to  drawing  the  supply  of  air  for  the 
furnace  directly  from  the  cellar.  The  air  in  the  cellar  will  find  its 
way  upstairs  in  any  event.  Likewise,  there  is  lio  great  lose  in  warm- 
ing the  cellar,  for  the  air  in  the  cellar  warms  the  living  rooms,  and 
thence  the  whole  house.  In  warming  with  stoves,  hot-air  furnances 
and  indirect  radiation  from  steam,  ventilation  in  a  good  degree  is 
carried  on  at  the  same  time,  but  by  indirect  radiation  from  steam 
pipes,  there  is  no  attempt  in  the  system  towards  ventilation.  Steam 
heating  is  the  most  unscientific  of  all  modern  methods  of  heating. 

The  "Water  Supply. 

Running  streams  and  springs  are  the  best  sources  of  water  supply, 
but  they  should  be  frequently  examined  to  detect  otherwise  unsus* 
pected  causes  of  pollution,  these  most  frequently  coming  from  factories, 
slaughter-houses,  and  the  sewage  from  hotels  and  farm  houses. 
Especially  should  a  town  see  to  it  that  all  forms  of  human  excreta  are 
kept  from  polluting  its  drinking  water. 

Cisterns  should  be  carefully  builr  and  covered  so  that  no  foul  air  can 
reach  the  water,  or  small  animals  or  insects  fall  into  them.  The  over- 
sow pipes  Ironi  cisterns  should  have  no  connection  with  any  other 
pipes.  Rools  and  gutters  should  be  frequently  examined,  and  no 
water  allowed  to  enter  the  cistern  until  they  are  well  cleaned.  Cistern 
water  should  be  frecjuently  examined  and  kept  free  from  color,  odor, 
and  every  other  imlication  of  impurity. 

Wells  are  the  moar,  dangerous  source  of  water  supply,  for  very  few 
wells  in  old  settled  districts  are  safe  from  surface  pollution.  In  towns 
long  founded,  well  water  is  almost  certainly  contaminated  and  unfit 
for  human  use.  In  the  country,  wells  should  bo  properly  located  so 
tirt  not  to  receive  surface  drainaire,  especially  not  from  the  barn-yard 
or  privy.  They  should  be  walled  up  and  so  securely  covered  that 
mice,  rats,  toads,  frogs  and  insects  cannot  enter  and  perish  in  the  water, 
I  bus  making  it  unfit  for  use.    It  has  been  the  writer's  experience  that 
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few  wells  are  securely  enough  prolecleil  from  small  animala,  while 
very  many  are  contaminated  from  the  barnyan],  the  privy,  or  by  the 
refuse  from  ihe  kitchen.  It  shr>uld  be  kept  in  mind  that  very  impure 
water  is  often  bright,  sparkling  and  tasteless. 

A  simple  method  to  test,  waters  for  impurities  is  to  diesolve  a  lump 
of  loaf  sugar  in  a  clean  bottle  filled  with  the  suspected  water;  close 
the  bottle  with  a  close  fitting  glass  stopper,  and  set  it  in  the  window 
where  the  sunlight  will  lall  upon  it.  If  the  water  remaitia  brignt  and 
limpid  after  a  week's  exposure,  ii  may  be  pronoi'uced  fit  for  use. 
Btit  if  it  becomes  lurbid  durin^j:  the  week,  it  contains  enough  inipurity 
to  be  unhealthy.  Whenever  it  is  necessary  to  use  for  drinking  pnrf)08e8 
a  water  susptcled  to  be  impure,  it  should  always  ihht  be  boiled 
thoroughly;  atid  tince  boiled  water  is  insipid  to  the  taste,  it  may  be 
tlavored  with  tea  or  some  other  harmless  substance.  In  all  cases,  boil 
the  suspected  waters  before  using  them.  In  summer  and  aulumri 
when  waters  are  low  they  are  generally  most  impure.  When  filters 
are  used,  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  time  the  filter  itself  will 
need  cleaning,    Sucli  a  contrivance  as  a  sell-cleaning  filter  is  unknown. 

Impure  water  afiecls  domestic  animals  as  well  as  man,  and  when 
used  by  cows  contaminates  seriously  the  milk.  Wet  weather  ponds 
are  not  a  fit  source  ol  water  for  milch  cowi.  Milk  also  has  great  power 
to  absorb  deleterious  gases  and  germs  from  the  air  (and  thus  becomes 
a  common  carrier  of  disease).  Acareful  man  will  pay  as  much  atten- 
tion to  the  source  and  quality  of  the  milk  need  by  his  household  as  lo 

the  water  supply* 

PlumblnfiT- 

Have  as  little  to  do  with  the  plumber's  art  in  your  house  as  possi- 
ble. Let  all  pipes  be  exposed,  never  hidden  away  in  the  walla  or 
under  the  fioora,  especially  under  the  cellar  tloor.  Never  permit  u 
drain,  if  possible,  to  lie  under  the  cellar  lloor.  Have  as  few  station- 
ary washstands  as  possible.  Some  of  the  best  houses  in  the  country 
have  rejected  them  entirely,  Dcui't  place  too  much  dependence  on 
traps;  use  them,  but  try  and  niak*?  all  thing'?  so  clean  tliere  will  be 
no  need  for  I  hem.  Traps,  disinfectants  and  filters  are  too  often  only 
delusions  and  snares  to  the  unwary.     Be  on  a  continual  guard  here. 

Water  Close ta  and  Privies. 
should  receive  close  and  repeated  attention.  Foul  odors  are  nature*s 
signals  of  danger.  For  farms  and  small  villages  the  only  known  salV, 
the  only  scientific*  the  only  economical  melhod  known  oj  disposing  of 
human  excreta  is  by  the  iise  of  the  dry  earth  system.*  Hy  this  plan 
we  absolnlely  avoid  all  danger  of  contaminating  the  water  supply;  we 
avoid  all  bad  and  disgusiing:  odors,  the  expense  of  digging  a  pit^  and 
the  cleansing  of  the  same,  besides  securing  an  inoffensive  and  most 
valuable  fertilizer  lor  Ihe  girden  and  farm.     To  put  into  operation 
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this  system,  all  that  is  needed  are  galvanized  buckets  to  receive  the 
excreta,  and  a  liberal  supply  of  dry  earth  to  cover  the  same.  Sifted 
coal  ashes  aii8>ver  very  well,  though  this  does  not  absorb  moisture  as 
well  as  earth.  The  speaker  finds  that  fine  garden  soil  is  the  best  earth 
for  this  purpose.  The  contents  of  the  buckets  may  be  deposited  in  the 
barnyard  or  directly  on  the  garden. 

The  old-fashioned  privy  vault  should  be  absolutely  abolished  in  all 
farm  and  village  communities.  It  is  one  of  the  worst  possible  relics 
of  barbarism.  It  is  the  most  dangerous  and  deadly  thing  about  our 
homes.  There  is  death  in  the  solid  and  liquid  contents,  which  are  all 
the  while  percolating  through  the  soil  and  finding  their  way  into  the 
wells  and  water  courses,  so  that  if  the  present  generation  is  not 
poisoned  in  this  way,  future  generations  surely  will  be,  and  there  is 
death  in  the  nasty,  putrid  exhalations  from  the  same  result,  which 
enters  the  lungs  and  poisons  us  at  every  breath.  Abolish  the  thing 
from  every  home.  Where  old  privies  exist  and  are  very  offensive, 
they  may  be  best  deodorized  by  throwing  in  two  or  three  feet  of  fresh 
earth,  completely  covering;  the  contents,  when  all  odors  will  be 
absorbed.  The  privy  should  never  be  under  the  same  roof  with  the 
house,  and  yet  it  should  be  reached  without  undue  exposure  in  incle- 
ment weather.  One  should  always  be  able  to  reach  it  dry  shod 
It  should  be  so  protected  that  cold  blasts  do  not  blow  under  it  and 
upon  the  exposed  person.  This  last  is  an  im^  ortant  health  considera- 
tion. A  privy  should  never  be  placed  above  a  well  or  cistern,  and 
not  nearer  than  200  feet.  While  human  excreta  is  most  deadly,  we 
have  no  positive  knowledge  that  the  same  is  true  of  the  excreta  of  our 
domestic  animals. 

For  farms,  a  very  convenient 
mode  of  emptying  the  earth  closet 
consists  of  a  box  on  a  wooden  sled, 
to  be  slipped  under  the  privy. 
The  box  should  be  lined  with  zinc 
and  will  last  a  life-time.  By 
placing  the  privy  so  that  it  opens  in  the  rear  into  a  field,  it  is  attended 
to  with  the  greatest  ease.  A  chain  should  be  permanently  attached 
in  front  to  which  to  fasten  a  horse. 

A  closet  adapted  to  the  dry-earth  system,  pail  plan,  is  applicable  to 
farm  privies;  a  door  at  the  lear  permits  the  removal  of  the  pail;  the 
pail  should  sit  up  close  to  the  hole,  and  one  oval  in  shape,  like  a  coal- 
scuttle, is  best.  I  have  one  whole  end  of  my  privy  partitioned  off  to  a 
depth  of  one  foot  to  hold  ♦he  dry  earth.  This  chamber  will  hold  about 
a  cart  load.  It  has  a  door  near  the  top,  on  the  outside,  to  receive  the 
earth,  and  a  small  opening  near  the  bottom  on  the  inside  from  which 
the  earth  is  taken  to  ihrow  into  the  pails.  The  system  works  perfectly^ 
and  the  feitilizer  produced,  entirely  without  odur,  is  worth  many  dollars 
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irearly.    This  pail  ?ysteni  can  certainly  be  introduced  in  every  village 
^n  the  land  at  a  great  profit 
Water-closets  are  not   rerora* 

mended  for  country  places,  bnt 

when  people  insist  on  using  them 

they  should  be  care  fully  con- 
structed, kept  at  all  times  abso 

lutely  free  from  odor,  and  always 

plentifully  supplied  with  water. 

The  water  pipes  should  never  be 

hidden  in   the  walls,  under  the 

floors,  or  und^r  the  cellar,  but  ex- 
posed to  view  and  accessible,  en- 
tirely disconnected  from  all  olher 

pipee,    provided    with    the   best 

traps,  with  means  for  ventilation, 
jEnd  so  arraiisred  ihat   no  odors 

from   the   same   may   enter   the 

house.    The  water-closet  is  best 

built  against  the  kitchen  chimney 

with  a  venliU«iu^  flue  into  the 

same.     This  will   give  the  best 

possible  ventilation  to  the  closet. 

The  householder  must  look  alter' 

thi^  closet  himself  and  place  no 

trust  whatever  in  any  automatic  hygienic  contrivance. 

Oarbagre  and  Slopa 

From  the  kitchen,  when  thrown  around  the  yard  in  a  slovenly 
manner,  decompose,  and  emit  gases  poisonous  to  man,  and  form  at  the 
same  lime  breeding  beds  for  poieonouH  germs.  In  rainy  seasons  a 
large  portion  of  this  tilth  often  finds  its  way  into  the  well  or  cistern. 
Kitchen  slops  and  garbage  are  doubtless  often  the  cause  of  malaria, 
diarrhoeaa,  dysentery  and  more  seriou»  troubles  in  country  and  village 
homes*  In  towns  the  garbage  should  be  removed  daily  if  possible, 
and  in  all  cases  before  it  has  time  to  decompose,  The  pipes  which 
carry  off*  the  slops  from  tlie  kitchen  should  be  securely  trapped  that 
no  foul  gases  enter  the  house  through  iheni.  In  country  places,  vil- 
lages, etc,  the  slops  fronj  the  kitchen  shouM  be  carried  at  least  one 
hundred  feet  from  the  house  and  the  well,  in  glazed  pipes,  securely 
cemented  at  the  joints,  and  can  then  be  used  to  fertilize  the  garden 
plot  or  the  fruit  trees.  The  solid  garbage,  as  parings,  etc.,  may  be 
thrown  into  a  pit  in  the  garden  and  kept  covered  with  earth  until  de- 
composed, w'hen  it  may  be  applied  to  the  soil. 

Better  than  a  drain  to  carry  olF  kiichen  slops  is  a  barrel  mounted  on 
wheels.    This  barrel  may  receive  the  slops  until  full,  and  tlien  be 
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emptied  upon  the  garden  or  about  fruit  trees.  All  kinds  of  fresh  parings 
are  healtliy  food  for  the  family  cow,  and  most  of  the  scraps  from  the 
table  may  be  fed  with  profit  to  chickens  In  this  way  we  gather  up 
all  the  fragments.  Nothing  is  wasted  and  nothing  lies  about  to  decay 
and  poison  the  family. 

Dajigrer  from  Contagrious  Diseases. 

A  large  portion  of  our  i)eoplo  are  renters  of  houses,  and  frequently 
change  their  abodes ;  but  how  many  are  careful  or  thoughtful  enough 
to  ask  about  diseases  which  have  recently  been  in  the  house  to  which 
.  they  propose  to  move  their  families.  The  point  is  thi^^ :  The  germs 
of  njany  diseases,  as  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever, 
etc.,  may  linger  for  months  about  a  house;  and  a  family  moving  into 
such  a  place  may  in  a  few  weeks  be  stricken  down,  much  suffering, 
expense,  and  even  death  be  the  result.  There  is  no  truth  in  the  old 
idea  that  children  must  have  the  whole  series  of  children's  diseases. 
The  most  of  them  can  be  avoided,  and  if  more  care  were  exercised  by 
parents,  thousands  of  innocent  lives  might  be  saved.  If  children  can 
be  carried  beyond  the  ag<?  of  sixteen  years  without  contracting  scarlet 
fever  or  diphtheria,  the  two  most  dreaded  diseases  of  childhood,  there 
is  then  comparatively  little  danger  from  them.  The  same  is  true  of 
other  diseases.  The  heads  of  families  cannot,  therefore,  be  too  care 
ful  to  inquire  into  the 

Reputation  of  a  Hoiiae. 
Some  houses  are  notoriously  unhealthy.  Many  are  built  on  made 
soil,  and  permeated  with  foul  gases.  Many  have  had  contagious 
diseases  in  them  reeently  ;  many  houses  have  damp  or  wet  cellars 
All  these  are  to  be  avoided  as  pest-houses.  In  a  sreat  many  the  water 
supply  has  long  been  contaminated,  and  one  cannot  diink  the  water 
in  safety.  About  others  the  soil  is  saturated  with  all  manner  of  foul- 
ness, and  poisonous  gases  arise  in  consequence  to  permeate  the  house. 
Some  houses  are  in  bad  neighborhoods,  some  near  mill  damsor  swampy 
malarious  grounds.  The  writer  knows  of  a  number  of  houses  with  so 
bad  a  reputation  that  he  would  not  accept  them  as  homes  under  any 
circumstances.  Funerals  are  yearly  occurrences  in  them.  To  all 
these  matters  the  careful  man  should  give  attention.  It  may  be  of 
some  interest  to  him  that  in  f^ome  of  the  States  the  courts  have  decided 
that  the  owners  are  responsible  for  all  losses  to  a  tenant,  in  cases  ol  a 
house  notoriously  unhealthy  or  in. which  recently  there  has  been  a  con- 
tagious disease,  whenever  the  landlord  covers  up  the  facts  in  the  case. 

Disicfection  and  Disinfectants. 

The  popular  belief  seems  to  be  that  to  disinfect  is  to  cover  up  one 
bad  odor  with  one  more  powerful.  On  the  contrary,  sanitarians  aim 
to  absolutely  destroy  all  noxious  vapors  about  our  homes,  or  "better 
still,  to  prevent  their  formation. 
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Fresh  air  Jlooditic:  every  porlion  of  the  house, eiinligbt  in  every  room, 
n  judicious  useol  soap  and  water,  and  jdenly  of  whitt?wash  in  all  places 
where  it  can  be  applied,  leivo  the  use  of  druix  disiiifectauts  at  a  niini- 
muni. 

There  miiv  be  limes,  however,  in  which  anyone  may  need  some  re- 
liable driifr,  and  for  this  reasoM,  those  now  considered  most  efficient  are 
named.  (Thty  should  always  be  purchased  of  a  relial>le  dealer  and 
should  always  be  of  the  best  cjuality.) 

To  Disinfect  the  Sick  Chamber. 

The  room  must  be  vacated.  The  paper  should  all  be  carefully 
ecraped  from  I  he  walla.  Thorouj^h  ventilation  for  several  days,  and 
thorough  washing  of  all  surfaces  with  one  of  ihe  disinfecting  solutions, 
say  a  quarter  fjfa  pint  of  scdution  of  liypochlorile  of  soda  to  a  gallon 
of  water.  The  walls  and  ceilinp:,  if  plastered,  should  be  washed  with 
I  his.  and  tlien  whitewasfied.  All  dnsl  mnst  be  carefully  washed  (not 
brushed  or  swept)  away  from  ledges,  cracks,  corners  and  crevices. 

For  the  Dislofection  of  'Water-Oloeets,  UiMnals,  Sinks  and   Cesspools. 

Carbolic  Acid  Solntion — Mix  one  pint  of  carbolic  iicid  with  two  and 
a  half  gallons  of  water,  for  drains,  sinks,  etc.  Dry  chloride  of  lime 
may  be  sjirinkled  over  the  contents  of  a  privy.  In  country  places, 
after  the  use  of  the  above  disinfectants,  throw  into  the  privy  two  or 
three  feet  of  fresh  earth,  which  will  entirely  destroy  all  foul  emana- 
tions. 

The  Waeh-House 

Attached  to  every  well  regulated  home  shonld  be  a  wash  house.    It 
is  often  dangerous  to  send  clothing  from  home  to  be  washed  on  account 
of  contagious  diseases,  and  washing  cannot  be  done  in  the  house  with 
out  making  it  ^^anip  and  unpleasant.     As  a  health  measure,  wash- 
houses  should  be  built* 

Trees. 

In  country  places  trees  add  much  to  the  value  of  a  house,  but  care 
must  be  taken  that  there  be  not  too  much  shade  produced  immediately 
around  the  house.  They  may  be  near  the  house,  not  over  it.  Better 
have  the  sunshine  over  the  whole  house  and  to  enter  every  room.  An 
abundance  of  trees  produces  moistness  and  dampness  of  the  air.  One 
tree  shading  a  house  is  enough.  It  has  a  number  of  times  been  ob 
'served  that  a  home  is  healthy  while  iq  the  sun,  but  when  trees  have 
^own  about  it,  it  becomes  unhealthy.  Trees  may  be  used  in  the 
country,  with  great  advantage  as  wind  breaks* 

A  G-arden* 

The  healthful  home  has  a  garden  from  which  Iha  inmates  derive 
fresh  vegetables  and  in  which  they  secure  physical  e^^ercisein  the  sun, 
60  beneficial  to  health.     The  garden  gives  a  variety  of  food,  needed  by 
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all  hard  workers  of  brain  and  muscles.  The  speaker  has  £een  farmers 
near  large  cities  purchasing  their  vegetables  of  hucksters,  who  brought 
into  the  country  the  stale  refuse  of  the  city  markets.  He  could  never 
bring  himself  to  believe  that  this  was  the  proper  thing  for  wife  and 
children. 

Foods. 

The  time  here  will  not  permit  but  bare  mention  of  foods.  Let  at- 
tention be  called  to  the  importance  of  more  variety  and  better  pre- 
paration. The  speaker  most  fully  believes  that  ''bad  food,  unwhole- 
some surroundings,  unclean  habits  and  foul  air  are  the  best  friends  of 
alcohol,^'  and  the  indiscriminate  and  excessive  use  of  alcohol  is  the 
greatest  curse  or  our  modern  life.  A  man  recently  said  to  the  speaker : 
''  If  I  have  plenty  of  potatoes,  pork  and  cabbage,  what  more  do  I 
need  V^  lie  needed  variety  which  he  finds  in  the  excessive  use  of 
alcohol. 

A  great  work  is  to  be  performed  by  some  one  who  will  insist  on 
better  preparation  of  food.  Often,  it  is  true,  women  have  small  op- 
portunities to  do  their  work  well,  but  in  very  many  cases  it  is  certainly 
true  they  have  no  idea  whatever  of  what  healthful  appetizing  food  is. 
Especially  is  this  true  in  the  homes  of  our  laboring  people. 

The  Ctountry  Home. 

There  is  a  point  to  which  we  would  call  attention.  Every  city  or 
town  dweller  should  aim,  as  soon  as  practical,  to  secure  a  country 
home.  Where  good  facilities  for  railroad  travel  exist,  this  can  be 
done  at  once  in  a  great  many  cases.  The  lo  wness  of  cost,  of  taxes,  of 
rents,  of  car  fare,  the  purity  of  the  air,  of  the  water,  the  freshness  and 
beauty  of  the  Iruits  and  vegetables,  make  a  home  in  the  country 
worth  more  to  a  city  man  than  almost  anything  else  he  can  acquire 
in  this  world.  To  most  persons  the  country  home  would  add  much 
of  comfort,  and  probable  additional  years  to  life.  Secure  the  country 
acre  at  once,  and  give  to  weary  wife  and  faded  children  that  health 
and  strength  which  is  theirs  by  right.  A  town  may  be  a  proper 
place  for  an  adult  to  live  in,  but  the  country  is  the  proi>er  place 
for  children  to  be  born  in  and  reared.  The  country  furnishes  most 
of  our  successful  professional  and  business  men.  The  great  men 
of  America  have  nearly  all  been  country  boys.  Then  give  the  boys 
a  chance. 

A  Final  Oonsideration. 

One  may  plan  with  the  greatest  care,  he  may  secure  all  the  appli- 
ances most  approved,  he  may  spend  his  money  without  stint  to  the 
end  that  his  home  may  be  healthful,  but  there  still  is  one  thing  needed, 
without  which  all  will  be  in  vain.  This  needed  factor  is  the  eternal 
vigilance  of  the  housewife  ;  through  her  earnest  and  hearty  co5pera- 
tion  only  will  the  truly  healthful  hom?s  be  secured.  It  is  the  province 
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of  the  husbfind  to  provide  of  all  thinp^s  art  abundance,  but  the  wife 
dispenses.  Hers  it  is  too  keep  up  Ihe  constant  fight  with  dirt  and 
dampness,  the  prime  Jaclors  in  producing  most  diseaBe  and  Btiireria^ 
nr.der  which  the  human  family  labors.  Let  every  oonsiderate  man 
lessen  her  arduous  labors  all  in  his  power,  find  thus  assist  in  securing  a 
truly  hea.Uhfnl  home. 

Cfheap  and  Convenient  Earth  Closet. 

The  description  of  the  foHowing  closet  is  from  the  pen  of  Mr  J*  C, 
Bayles,  and  is  taken  from  the  Chicago  Sanitari/  N'eim  : 

'■When  water  closets  cannot  be  made  availabl'^,  the  earthcloset 
will  be  found  of  the  greatest  convenience  and  l)enefit.  In  addition 
to  the  well-known  dangers  attending  the  neglected  accumulations  in 
privy  vaults^  few  things  are  more  destructive  to  health  and  com 
tort  than  dependence  upon  one  of  these  dreadful  out  buildings,  A 
vi-it  to  one  of  them  involves  an  amount  of  exposure  in  cold  weather 
which  even  strong  men  have  reason  to  dread.  In  the  case  of  women, 
children  and  invalids,  what  can  be  worse  than  a  plunge  out  of  doors 
in  cold  or  stormy  weather,  usually  without  the  precaution  of  extra 
clothing  or  overshoes,  for  a  visit  to  the  foul  shrine  of  Cloacina?  The 
neglect  of  regular  attention  to  the  calls  of  nature  which  the  dread  ol* 
this  exposure  i^iduces,  tends  to  encourage  women  and  children  in 
disregarding  them  as  long  as  possible,  until  the  evils  inevitably  at- 
tendant upon  the  habit  of  conslipation,  much  too  prevalent  in  this 
counlry,  are  induced  and  contirmed*  The  head  of  a  family  who  makes  no 
better  provision  tijan  an  out -door  privy  for  the  needs  of  his  household, 
neglects  the  most  obvious  as  well  as  the  most  selfigh  of  his  sanitary 
duties.     The  accompanying  sketch  requires  but  brief  explanation  : 

''The  body  is  a  plain  pine  box*  lis  sides  are  not  over  14  inches 
high  ;  its  depth  is  18  inches  (measuring  from  front  to  back),  and  its 
length  abt>nt  30  inches.  It  is  divided  into  two  compartments,  one 
18x18  inches,  and  ihe  other  18x1*2  inches.  The  larger  of  these  com- 
partments has  no  bottom  ;  the  smaller  has  a  tight  bottom.  On  top 
are  two  covers.  The  lower  cover,  hinged  to  the  upper  edge  of  the 
back,  extends  all  the  way  across  both  compartments.  In  this  is  cut 
the  seat,*  over  the  center  of  the  larger  compartment*  The 
upper  cover  is  hinged  to  the  lower  one,  and  may  be  raised 
indepeniently.  It  is  made  the  size  of  the  larger  com- 
I  partment  only,  both  covers  having  a  little  overhang  to 

facilitate  lifting  them.      The  material  iti,  and  work  on 

such  a  box  will  cost  anywhere  from  $2.00  toJfi.OO,  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  of  liniah  put  on  it  by  the  carpenter,

The  closet  ia  then  reaiiy  for  use,  which  should  be  preceded  by  throw 
ing  into  the  coal  hod  as  much  of  the  dry  material  as  is  needed  to 
cover  its  bottom  an  incli  deep/  When  used,  the  upper  cover  is  raised, 
exposine  the  seat.     Afler  use  flie  lower  cover  is  al^o  niised.  uncover 
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ing  both  corapartmenis.  A  small  quantity  of  Ihe  dry  material  is  then 
taken  in  the  scoop  and  sprinkled  over  the  contents  of  the  hod,  A 
quart  is  osually,  rjiore  than  sulHeieni.  The  operation  is  repeated 
whenever  the  closet  is  oged,  until  the  hod  is  foil,  when,  of  course,  it 
mu^t  be  emptied.  Its  contents  %vill  turn  out  as  a  solid  mass,  inoffen- 
sive to  si^ht  and  smell.  Even  the  most  faslidious  person*  with 
sirtngth  enoupih  to  carry  the  full  hod  out  of  doors  would  make  no 
objection  to  rmplyinfi:  it*     Occasionally,  it  is  well  to  air  and  sun  the 
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hod  after  emptying.  No  other  cleansing  is  required.  It  is  better  not 
to  use  an  earth  closet  as  a  urinal,  but  so  much  of  such  uae  as  is  inci- 
dental to  its  employment  as  a  stool  in  no  respect  interferes  wiih  its 
fialisfactory  workings.     Slops  should  on  no  account  be  poured  into  it. 

•*  The  best  of  materials  whif*hcan  be  had  without.expense  or  trouble, 
IB  the  fine  siflings  of  anthracite  coal  ashes.  Ashes  from  bituminous 
coal  are  not  adapted  to  the  purpose.  Dry  loamy  earlh,  or  leaf-mold, 
will  answer  very  weli»  but  it  is  troublesome  to  dry  and  sture  it.  Jt 
cannot  be  had  dry  enouji;h  out  of  doors,  even  in  mid  summer.  Sand 
is  useless. 

Discreetly  and  decently  used,  an  earth-closet  gives  very  little 
trouble.  If  ashes  are  thrown  in  after  each  use,  it  will  not  require  any 
attention  until  the  receiving  vessel  is  full.  The  objert  of  leaving  the 
larger  compartment  bottomless,  is  to  facilitate  cleaning.  More  or  less 
ashes  will  be  spilled  around  the  hod,  and  thi:?  should  be  swept  out 
frequently.  By  raising  one  end  of  the  box,  the  floor  under  it  can  be 
ffiwept  much  cleaner  than  the  bottom  of  a  box  could  be  without  turn- 
ing it  over. 

Such  an  earth  closet  can  be  placed  and  used  anywhere  indoors.  No 
|doubl  it  could  l>e  made  a  nuisance,  especially  if  boys  were  permitted 
|o  saturate  the  wood  with  urine,  if  a  person  using  it  should  forget  to 
ise  ashes,  or  if  the  hod  were  iet*t  to  become  overfuL  and  matter  in- 
"tended  to  be  held  in  it  should  roll  off  on  the  lloor.  It  needs  attenl ion 
like  every  other  good  thing,  but,  given  as  much  care  as  would  be  lie- 
stowed  upon  any  other  article  of  furniture,  it  meets  all  the  require- 
ments of  a  safe  and  convenient  indoor  commode.'^

used,  character  of  illness,  result,  and  any  other  points  that  you  may 
deem  of  interest.     Whether  all  the  cases  are  typhoid  fever  or  not,  the 
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interests  of  the  public  health  demand  that  their  excreta  should  be 
treated  as  though  they  were.  You  will  therefore  give  posilive  instruc- 
tiana  to  have  all  discharges  disinfected  on  passing,  and  then  buried. 
The  sirknriua4iiotbe  allowed  to  use  the  same  outhouses  as  the  well  even 
during  convalescence.  All  the  privy  vaults  and  cesspools  in  the 
neighborhood  should  be  disinfected,  emptied,  and  then  diainfected 
again.  The  enclosed  circular  contains  instructions  for  disinfection.

The  Importance  of  Caution  and  Precision  in  the  Diagrnosis  of  Typhoid 

Fever. 

At  Ihe  conclusion  of  a  recent  report  of  an  inspection  in  a  rural  dis- 
trict, of  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  which  exaggerated  rumors 
had  been  spread,  causing  much  uneasiness,  ProC  Wm.  B.  Atkinson, 
Medical  Inspector  of  the  Delaware  District,  makes  some  observations 
on  the  unlbrtunale  results  of  hasty  diagnosis  in  fever  cases,  which  (he 
Board  considers  of  sudicienl  importance  to  warrant  their  distriljution 
in  cnnnection  with  the  circular  on  *^  Precautions  Against  Typhoid 
Fever,'^  earnestly  hoping  that  their  perusal  may  lead  to  j^reater  can- 
lion  and  precision  in  the  use  of  this  always  alarnung  designation. 
They  are  subatantially  as  follows: 

^Mn  this  connection,  I  would  remark  upon  the  ease  w^itli  which  a 
sensation  is  created  Irom  slight  fountlation.  Unfortunately,  members 
of  our  protession  are  not  always  as  exact  as  they  might  be  in  their 
diagnosis  or  their  nomenclature,  and  ^o  every  fever  may  be  carelessly 
called  typhoid,  every  sore  throat  iliphtheria,  and  thus  alarm  is  caused 
and  an  epidemic  is  created  on  paper. 

*'  Perhaps  one  difficulty  is  the  apparent  confusion  as  to  the  diagnosis 
i»f  enteric  (typhoid)  fever  In  mativ  iuBtances,  at  the  outset  of  an 
illness,  there  may  be  a  continuation  of  febrile  symptoms  for  a  few 
days,  with  looseness  of  the  bowels;  the  name  of  tins  disease  is  sug- 
gested and  Ihe  attendant  carelessly  allows  himself  to  accept  it,  and 
when  a  little  later  the  case  rapidly  convalesces,  he  is  loath  to  be  re* 
carded  as  having  made  a  wronj^  diagnosis.  Thus  another  case  of 
aborted  i\jphoid  is  aidt-d  to  the  list.  Absence  of  epistaxis,  of  iliac 
tenderness,  of  ti/mpanitis^  of  contit^ued  high  temperaiurs,  of  emaci- 
ation^ of  the  pfculiar  eruption^  all  should  cause  the  physician  to  ht^si- 
tate  as  to  pronouncing  the  case  one  of  typhoid  fever.  Amoujj:  the 
laity  the  use  of  the  w^ord  typhoid  indicating  a  low  condition,  aft  typhoid 
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pneumonia  for  example,  is  regarded  as  meaning  a  kind  of  typhoid 
fever.  I  have  not  seldom  found  this  error  to  prevail  in  the  profession 
as  well,  and  thus  is  propagated  an  additional  means  by  which  the 
public  is  falsely  led  to  believe  that  typhoid  fever  is  epidemic  in  cer- 
tain localiti(:s.  Recently  I  have  encountered  a  number  of  such 
instances,  and  more  than  once,  through  the  medium  of  the  press,  it 
has  been  heralded  to  the  public  that  an  epidemic  of  this  fever  is  pre 
vailing,  thus  causing  a  feeling  of  alarm  which  is  extremely  liable  to 
work  injury  to  business,  and  also  to  the  health  of  people  of  a  nervous 
temperament.  I  would,  for  th^se  reasons,  most  earnestly  urge  that 
your  Board  should  take  some  steps  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  notice 
of  the  profession,  in  order  that  its  members  may  no  longer  act  as 
alarmists,  and  at  the  same  time  bring  discredit  upon  our  general 
knowledge.  (As  long  as  the  diagnosis  is  in  suspense,  however,  all  (he 
precautions  suggested  by  the  Board  as  essential  in  the  care  of  typhoid 
cases  should  be  observed  ) 

^^  We  may  view  this  matter  as  even  of  greater  importance  when  we 
reflect  upon  the  fact  that  another  and  still  mora  alarming  disease  is 
at  our  doors.  Should  it  gain  an  entrance*  with  similar  want  of  diag- 
nostic skill  or  care,  every  case  of  cholera  morbus  would  then  be  termed 
cholera  and  the  direst  results  would  be  sure  to  follow.'' 

In  connection  with  the  subject  (»f  typhoid  fever,  the  attention  of 
both  physicians  and  the  public  in  rural  districts  is'eolicited  to  the  fol- 
lowing description  of  a 

Cheap  and  Ck>nvenient  Barth  Oloset, 

principally  copied  from  the  Chicago  Sanitary  Nevos^  and  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Bayles,  a  well-known  sanitarian: 

^'When  water-closets  cannot  be  made  available,  the  earth-closet 
will  be  found  of  the  greatest  convenience  and  benefit.  In  addition  to 
the  well  known  dangers  attending  the  neglected  accumulations  in 
piivy  vaults,  few  things  are  more  destructive  to  health  and  comfort 
than  dependence  upon  one  of  these  dreadful  out-buildings.  A  visit 
to  one  of  them  involves  an  amount  of  exposure  in  cold  weather  which 
even  strong  men  have  reason  to  dread.  In  the  case  of  women,  chil- 
dren and  invalids,  what  can  be  worse  than  a  plunge  out  of  doors  in 
cold  or  stormy  weather,  usually  without  the  precaution  of  extra  cloth- 
ing or  overshoes,  for  a  visit  to  the  foul  shrine  of  Gloacina?  The  neg- 
lect of  regular  attention  to  the  calls  of  nature  which  the  dread  of  this 
exposure  induces,  tends  to  encourge  women  and  children  in  disre- 
garding them  as  long  as  possible,  until  the  evils  inevitably  attendant 
upon  the  habit  of  constipation,  much  too  prevalent  in  this  country, 
are  induced  and  confirmed.

The  State  Board  of  Health  deeires  respectfully  to  call  fhe  attenlinn 
of  all  councils  of  cities  and  boroughs  in  this  CommonweaUh  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  by  law  endowed  with  absolute  powers  f  »r  the  pro- 
tection of  the  liveB  and  health  of  the  communities  over  which  they 
preside.     If  the  Le^iBlature  has  not  made  the  exercise  of  these  powers 
compulsory,  it  is  simply  because  it  could  not  cooceive  of  bodies  of  in 
telligent  men,  occupying  positionB  of  such  grave  responsiUility,  neg- 
lecting duties  so  obvious.     The  Board  is  convinced  that  cases  of  en 
tire  forgetfulness  of  these  obligatjons  are  extremely  rare  ;  but  its  in 
quiries  lead  it  to  conclude  that  in  but  few  mnnicipalitieg  is  their  full 
extent  appreciated,  w^hile  from  not  a  few  have  requests  come  for  deti- 
nite  instructions  and  information  in  detail  in  regard  to  them.    The 

I  Board  has,  therefore,  felt  itself  called  upon  to  draft  a  sanitary  ordi- 
nance which  may  be  adopted  by  any  city  or  borougli,  with  such  mod- 
ifications* omissions  or  additions  as  local  circumstances,  charter  pro- 

[Vieions  or  existing  regulations  may  suggest,  and  whicli  it  herewith 
respectfully  submits,  bespeaking  for  it  the  attentive  and  earnest  con^ 
sideration  of  all  upon  whom  these  responsibilities  devolve.  Appende<l 
will  be  found  copies  of  the  existing  laws  upon  the  subject.

House  (irainH-how  SECTION  22.  That  portion  of  the  house  drain  which  is 
outbide  of  the  building  and  more  than  four  feet  from 
the  foundation  walls,  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  pipe 
or  vitrified  drain  pipe. 

Section  23.  That  portion  of  the  drain  pipe  outside  or 
under  the  building,  and  within  four  feet  of  the  founda- 
tion walls,  together  with  the  soil-pipe,  shall  be  con- 
structed of  cast  iron  wiih  lead  joints,  or  of  wrought  iron 
pipe  with  screwed  joints,  and  in  either  case  protected 
from  rust.  The  waste  pipe  connected  with  the  conduc- 
tors from  the  roofs,  and  other  pipes  inside  the  building, 
or  outside  and  within  four  feet  of  the  foundation  walls, 
shall  likewise  be  constructed  of  cast  iron  with  leaded 
joints,  or  of  wrought  iron  with  screwed  joints.

Skction  44*  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  every  adult  and  compuiwrr  moci 
ev^ry  parent  guardian  or  master  of  every  minor,  resid 
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ing  within  the  limitB  of  this who  haB  not 

had  small-pox,  or  been  vaccinated  so  as  to  have  taken 
cow  pox  regularly,  to  be,  if  an  adnlt,  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  minor,  to  cause  such  minor  to  be  vaccinated  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, unless  unable  to  do  so  by  reason  of  poverty; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  regularly  educated  physi- 
cian residing  in  this on  application  of  such 

resident  adult,  or  parent,  master  or  guardian  of  such 
resident  minor,  as  are  unable  by  reason  of  poverty  to 
pay  the  vaccination  fee,  to  vaccinate  said  adult  or  said 
minor,  and  present  his  bill  therefor,  properly  authen- 
ticated, for  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  fee  usually 
charged  for  such  services,  and  to  recover  the  same  of 
and  from  the  corporation. 

Section  45.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the 

pnblic  schools  in  this who  has  not  been 

vaccinated  successfully  within  seven  years. 

Skction  46.  No  parent,  guardian  or  master,  in  whose 
house  or  family  there  shall  have  been  a  communicable 
disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  iiermit 
any  child  residing  in  said  house  or  family  to  attend  any 
public,  private  or  Sunday  school,  after  the  cessation  of 
said  disease,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after  the  house 
shall  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  board  to  have 
this  section  printed  on  cards,  mentioning  the  names  of 
diseases  declared  communicable  and  dangerous  to  the 
public  health  in  this  ordinance,  and  posted  in  every 

school  room  in  this ;  and  it  shall  be  the 

duty  of  each  teacher  to  read  the  section  to  the  school  at 
least  once  a  month  and  whenever  any  epidemic  shall 
appear.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
health  (or  borough  council)  to  have  this  section 
printed  on  cards  and  furnished  to  every  private  school, 
academy,  seminary,  kindergarten  and  Sunday  school  in 

this and  to  request  the  person  or  jiersons 

in  charge  of  such  private  institutions  to  post  such  cards 
in  conspicuous  places,  and  read  the  section  to  the  school 
at  least  once  a  month,  and  whenever  any  epidemic  shall 
prevail. 

Section  47.  Every  undertaker  or  other  person  who 
may  have  charge  of  the  funeral  of  any  dead  person, 
shall  procure  a  properly  filled  out  certificate  of  the 
death  and  its  probable  cause,  in  accordance  with  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  and  shall 
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present  the  same  to  ihe  designated  officer  or  member 
of  the  board  of  heallh,  and  obtaia  a  burial  or  transit 
permit  thereupon,  at  least  twenty  four  hours  before  the 
lime  appointed  for  such  funeral;  and  he  shall  not  re- 
move any  dead  body  until  such  burial  or  transit  permit 
shall  have  been  procured. 

Section  48,     Every  person  wbo  acis  as  a  sexton  or  s^tnns  cemetery 
undertaker,  or  cemetery  keeper,  within  I  he  limits  of 

this or  has  the  charge  or  care  ut  any  tomb, 

vault,  burying  ground  or  other  place  for  the  reception 
of  the  dead,  or  where  (he  bodies  of  any  human  beings 
are  deposited,  shall  so  conduct  his  bnainess  and  so  care 
for  any  such  place  above  named,  as  to  avoid  detriment 
or  danger  to  public  health ;  and  every  person  under 
taking  preparations  for  the  burial  of  a  body  dead  from 
communicable  diseases  as  hereinbefore  enumerated, 
shall  adopt  such  precautions  as  the  board  of  health  (or 
'borough  council)  may  prescribe  lo  prevent  the  spread 
of  such  disease.  No  dead  body  shall  be  exhumed  and 
removed  between  the  months  of  May  and  October  in- 
elusive, and  no  bo ly  dead  from  smallpox  shall  ever  be 
exhumed  and  removed* 

Section  49.  Every  person  violating  sections  3,  6,  7,  8, 
9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  32,  33,  34,  35,  3<i,  37,  3^,  4U,  41  or  42  of 
Ihifl  ordinance,  shall  be  liable,  for  every  such  offence, 
upon  conviction  before  any  burgess,  justice  or  magis- 
trate, to  fine  of  not  less  than  $10  or  more  tlian  $lt>0,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  convicting  burgess,  justice  or 
magistrate,  besides  costs,  which  the  convicting  burgess, 
f  justice  or  magistrate  may  intliet  if  he  sees  fit. 

SscTioN  50.  Every  person  violating  any  ot  her  section 
or  provision  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  liable,  for  every 
such  offence,  upon  conviction  before  any  burgesi^,  justice 
or  magistrate,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $3  or  more  than 
$20,  at  the  discretion  of  the  convicting  bnrgess,  jnstice 
or  magistrate,  besides  costs,  which  the  convicting  bur- 
gess, justice  or  magistrate  may  iutlict  if  he  sees  fit. 

Section  51.  All  police  ollicers,  constables  and  watch- 
men are  enjoined,  and  all  citizens  are  respectfully  de- 
sired, to  give  information  to  the  board  of  health  (or 
borough  council)  of  any  violation  of  these  ordinances, 
BO  that  the  sanitary  laws  providing  for  the  cleanliness

.  and  all  offenders  promptly  punished. 
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Aots  of  Assembly  Ck>nferriiiff  Sanitary  Powers  on  Bor^ 
oufirb  Ck>unolls  In  Pennsylvania. 

Every  borough  within  this  CommonweaUh  that  here- 
after may  be  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Oeneral 
Assembly,  or  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  any 
county,  shall  have  power — 

To  make  all  needful  regulations  respecting  the  foun- 
dations and  party-walls  of  buildings,  and  respecting 
vaults,  cess-pools,  sinks,  drains  and  partition  fences. 

To  enter  upon  the  land  and  premises  of  any  person 
or  persons,  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  aet,  by 
themselves  and  their  duly-appointed  officers  and  agents. 

To  prohibit  and  remove  any  obstructions  in  the  high- 
ways of  the  borough,  and  any  nuisance  or  offensive 
matter,  whether  in  the  highways  or  in  public  or  private 
ground,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the  same  by  the 
owner  or  occupier  or  such  grounds;  in  default  of  which, 
the  corporation  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and 
collect  the  cost  thereof,  with  twenty  per  centum  ad- 
vance thereon,  in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  the 
cost  of  payments  made  by  the  corporation. 

To  prohibit  within  the  borough  the  carrying  on  of  any 
manufacture,  art,  trade  or  business  which  may  be 
noxious  or  offensive  to  the  inhabitants;  the  manu- 
facture, sate  or  exposure  of  fire-works  or  other  inflam- 
mable or  dangerous  articles,  and  to  limit  and  prescribe 
the  quantities  that  may  be  kept  in  one  place  of  gun- 
powder, fire- works,  turpentine  and  other  inflammable 
articles,  and  to  prescribe  such  other  safeguards  as  may 
be  necessary. 

To  make  such  regulations  relative  to  accumulation 
of  manure,  composts  and  the  like,  in  barns,  stables, 
yards  and  other  places,  and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  of 
hogs  within  the  borough,  or  within  such  limits  within 
the  same  as  they  may  prescribe. 

To  prohibit  within  the  borough  the  burial  or  inter- 
ment of  deceased  persons,  or  within  such  partial  limits 
within  the  same  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe, and  to  regulate  the  depths  of  graves. 

To  make  such  other  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  borough. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect,  every 
borough  or  incorporated  town  within  this  Oommon- 
wealth  shall  have  power,  by  its  proper  officers,  to  pass 
such  ordinances  or  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose,  and  also  to  impose  fines,  to  be  collected  by 
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action  of  debt,  or  penalties,  to  be  enforced  by  summary 
conviction,  as  for  a  breach  of  the  peace,  before  any 
alderman,  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
boroughs  or  incorporated  towns. 

Olassifloation  of  Oitiee.

Seventh  class,  containing  a  population  of  less  than 
10,000.

ARTICLE  XV. 
Board  op  Health, 

Skction  I.  The  councils  of  any  city  of  the  fourth,  fifth, 
sirlh  or  seventh  class  shall  have  power,  hy  ordinance, 
to  create  a  board  of  health  as  herein  provided,  with  the 
powers  and  duties  herein  enumerated. 

Sbctioh  2.  The  aaitl  board  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  none  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  councils.  At  least  two  of 
their  number  shall  be  reputable  physicians  of  not  less 
than  five  years'  experience  in  the  practice  of  their  pro- 
fession. The  board  shall  be  appointed  by  districts,  to 
be  fixed  by  councils,  representing  as  equally  as  may  be 
all  portions  of  the  city,  and  shall  serve  for  the  term  of 
fiv^  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  April  succeeding 
their  app'untjnent.  The  mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  select  council  appoint,  the 
members  of  said  board,  and  shall  in  like  manner  re- 
move any  or  all  of  them  for  oflicial  misconduct  or  neglect 
of  duty,  and  fill  all  vacancies  for  the  unexpired  term. 
At  the  first  appointment  the  mayor  shall  designate  one 
of  the  members  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to  serve  for 
two  years,  one  to  serve  for  three  years,  one  to  serve  lor 
four  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  five  years,  and  there- 
after one  member  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed 
annually  fur  the  term  of  five  years.

Section  6,  The  said  board  of  healtli  shall  have  power 
to  create  and  maintain  a  complete  and  accurate  system 
for  the  registration  of  all  marriages,  births  and  deaths 
which  may  occur  within  the  city,  and  to  compel  obedi- 
ence to  the  same  upon  the  part  of  all  physicians  and 
other  medical  practitioners,  clergymen,  magistrates, 
undertakers,  sextons  and  all  other  persons  from  whom 
information  for  such  purposes  may  properly  be  required. 
The  board  shall  make  and  cause  to  be  published,  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect

Xn.    PRBOAXmONS  AGAINST  SOARLBT  FBVIOR 


Scarlet  fever  (called  also  scarlatina,  scarlet-rash,  canker- rash  and 
rash-fever)  is  a  highly  contagious  and  infectious  disease,  to  be  dreaded 
more  than  small-pox,  for  it  cannot  be  prevented  by  vaccination,  and 
its  victims  in  our  country  are  far  more  numerous  than  those  from 
small-pox.  Those  recovering  from  scarlet  fever  are  often  left  with 
great  physical  defects,  such  as  blindness,  deafness,  paralysis  and  im- 
paired minds.  Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  justly  dreaded  as  the 
most  terrible  diseases  of  childhood.  It  is,  therefore,  highly  desirable 
that  every  one  should  understand  the  nature  of  this  disease,  and  the 
means  to  prevent  its  spread.  It  is  always'  attended  with  a  bright 
scarlet  eruption  on  the  skin,  and  is  usually  accompanied  by  a  sore 
throat.  Whenever  children  have  sore  throats,  or  an  eruption  of  the 
skin,  even  mildly,  they  should  be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  fam- 
ily until  a  physician  has  seen  them,  or  these  symptoms  have  disap- 
peared. It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  the  mildest  type  of  scarlet 
fever  may  communicate  the  most  fatal  form  of  the  disease. 

How  the  Disease  is  Spread. 

Scarlet  tever  is  believed  to  be  caused  by  a  special  poison  (conta- 
gium)  which  may  be  conveyed  to  perso^^s  previously  unaffected,  by 
personal  contact,  by  infected  clothing,  rags,  hair  or  paper,  or  by  any 
of  the  discharges  from  the  body  of  a  person  sick  with  this  fever.  The 
seeds  or  germs  of  this  terrible  disease  may  be  received  from  anything 
which  has  touched  the  sick  person — as  air,  food,  clothing,  sheets, 
blankets,  furniture,  toys,  books,  wall-paper,  curtains,  cats,  dogs,  or 
even  flies.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels,  the  kidneys,  the  nose  and 
the  mouth  are  considered  to  be  extremely  dangerous,  as  also  all  dis- 
charges from  the  eyes,  ears  and  skin.  A  person  who  has  had  scarlet 
fever  is  to  be  considered  dangerous  so  long  as  the  skin  remains  in  an 
unhealthy  condition,  or  continues  to  peel  off  in  scales  or  flakes.  This 
is  not  less  than  six  weeks,  and  may  sometimes  be  seventy  or  eighty 
days.  The  poison  may  remain  active  for  a  great  length  of  time,  cer- 
tainly for  months,  and  possibly  for  years,  as  in  the  case  of  infected 
woolen  clothing  which  has  been  packed  away  in  drawers  or  trunks.. 
Woolen  clothing  also  probably  carries  it  more  readily  than  cotton 
goods.

Time  Required  to  Develop  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  time  which  may  intervene  between  exposure  to  the  poison  of 
scarlet  fever  and  the  appearance  of  the  symptoms  of  the  disease  varies* 
It  may  be  from  one  to  fourteen  days ;  the  average  is  variously  given 
from  six,  eight  or  ten  da3r8,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  to  four 
weeks. 

Persons  Liable  to  the  Disease. 

Scarlet  fever  is  usually  considered  a  disease  of  childhood.  The 
great-est  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  are  of  children  under  ten 
years  of  age.  Adults  may,  however,  have  it.  and  even  if  it  is  of  a 
raild  form,  they  may  communicate  the  disease  in  its  most  malignant 
form  to  children.  One  attack  usually  prevents  a  second  attack  though 
not  always.  It  is  by  no  means  necessary  that  every  child  should  have 
scarlet  fever  If  they  could  be  kept  from  its  poison,  none  would  have 
it,  and  thousands  of  lives  could  be  saved. 

General  PrecautionB. 

The  disease  being  caused  by  a  special  poison,  exposure  to  this  poison 
must  be  avoided,  especially  by  children  under  ten  years  of  age.  Plain 
and  dititinct  notices  should  be  placed  on  every  house  or  premises  where 
there  is  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  ani  no  child  which  has  not  had  the 
disease  should  be  allowed  to  enter  or  associate  with  persons  who  do 
enter  such  house  or  room,  nor  with  the  cats  or  dogs  from  such  houses. 
Adults,  whose  services  are  not  needed,  should  also  keep  away  from 
them*  When  necessity  requires  one  to  visit  such  a  house,  tlie  clothing 
should  be  changed  and  a  bath  taken  before  going  where  there  is  a 
[  child. 

Beware  of  any  person  who  has  a  sore  throat  Do  not  kiss  nor  take 
the  breath  of  such  a  person.  Do  not  drink  from  the  same  cup,  nor 
use  any  article  handled  by  such  a  person  until  it  is  disitifected. 

Whenever  a  child  complains  of  a  sore  throat  it  should  receive  care- 
ful  attention  from  its  parents  and  friends  until  recovery  occurs. 

When  the  disease  is  prevalent  in  any  district,  children  should  be 
removed  from  the  day  and  Sabbath  schools.  They  sliould  also,  at 
these  times,  not  travel  in  the  public  cars  or  carriages,  the  upholstered 
seats  of  which  may  harbor  the  poison. 

Parents  in  whose  family  the  disease  has  appeared,  who  are  able  to 
do  so,  may  send  children  unaffected  with  the  disease  to  homes  m 
which  are  no  persons  liable  to  contract  the  disease,  but  they  should 
always  be  isolated,  for  about  two  weeks  after  their  removal,  from  the 
public. 

From  families  in  which  the  disease  is  prevalent,  children  must  not 
attend  school,  church  or  any  assemblies,  and  the  adults  of  the  family 
should  likewise  abstain  from  attending  church  and  all  assemblies  as 
much  as  possible. 
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Close  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  source  of  the  water  and  to  the 
food  supply.  If  possible,  only  the  purest  water  should  be  used.  If 
there  is  danger  of  contamination,  boil  it  before  using.  Foods  and 
milk  should  not  be  used  which  come  from  a  house  where  there  is 
scarlet  fever,  for  they  may  convey  the  disease,  especially  the  milk. 

People  who  do  not  own  their  own  houses,  but  who  move  from  house 
to  house,  should  always  enquire  whether  scarlet  fever,  as  well  as  any 
other  contagious  disease,  has  been  in  the  house  they  propose  to  rent 
within  a  year,  and  it  would  be  well  to  demand  from  the  owner  or 
agent  a  written  paper  certifying  that  these  diseases  have  not  been 
present. 

Anything  which  deteriorates  general  good  health  tends  to  render 
the  system  liable  to  disease,  and,  in  this  way,  filth  may  be  considered 
as  a  promoter  of  scarlet  fever.  Perfect  cleanliness  should  be  enjoined 
in  the  house  and  all  its  surroundings.  Sewer  gas  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  the  house.  All  foul  odors  must  be  destroyed  in  privies 
and  cess  pools  by  the  appropriate  agents.  (See  disinfectants.)  Let 
the  house  receive  all  the  pure  air  and  sunlight  possible. 

Newspapers,  in  reporting  deaths,  should  mention  scarlet  fever,  that 
the  people  may  be  warned  to  remain  away. 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever  should  be  rep  >rted  to  the  local  board  of  health 
at  once. 

Do  not  send  clothes  to  a  public  laundry  to  be  washed  during  an 
epidemic  of  this  disease. 

Precautions  in  the  Sick  Room. 

1.  Whenever  scarlet  fever  is  known  to  exist,  or  is  even  suspected, 
the  first  thing  to  secure  is  the  complete  isolation  of  the  patient  from 
his  family  (except  the  nurse)  and  from  the  public.  Continue  this 
isolation  until  the  physician  says  the  danger  is  over. 

2.  The  sick  room  should  be  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house,  preferably. 
It  should  be  as  large  and  pleasant  as  possible,  with  means  of  free 
ventilation  without  the  creation  of  cold  draughts,  which  are  especially 
to  be  avoided  in  this  disease.  An  open  fireplace,  with  a  lanip  burning 
in  it,  is  excellent.  Before  using,  the  room  should  be  cleared  of  all 
needless  woolen  or  other  draperies  which  might  harbor  the  poison. 
The  carpet  should  be  taken  up,  and  only  a  few  strips  laid  on  the  floor 
to  deaden  footsteps.  All  articles  possible  should  be  removed  from 
the  room.  A  sheet  wet  with  the  sulphate  of  zinc  should  hang  before 
the  door  connecting  the  sick  room  with  the  rest  of  the  house,  or  in 
the  passageway.  No  person  but  the  nurse  and  the  physician  should 
enter  the  sick  room  until  the  patient  has  recovered  and  the  room 
been  disinfected. 

3.  The  nurse  should  mingle  not  at  all  with  the  children  in  the 
family  unaffected  with  the  disease,  and  as  little  as  possible  with  the 
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ad u lid.      Her  outer  dress  should  be  of  some  material  that  can  be 
washed,  rather  than  of  wool,  which  harbors  the  disease, 

4.  Pocket  handkerchrefs  should  not  be  used,  but  small  pieces  of 
rags  employed  insteud,  for  wiping;  the  mouth  and  nose.  Each  piece, 
after  being  once  used,  should  be  immediately  burned.  A  vessel  con- 
taining a  solution  :ti'  chlorideoi  lime  (standard  solution  No.  1,)  shr^iild 
be  on  or  near  the  bed  at  all  times  for  the  patient  to  spit  into. 

5.  As  the  hands  of  nurses,  of  necessity,  become  frequently  soiled 
by  the  discharges  of  the  patient,  a  good  supply  of  towels  and  soap 
and  two  basins — one  containing  a  solution  of  chloride  o(  lime  (stand- 
ard solution  No.  1,)  and  the  other  plain  clean  water,  should  alw^ays 
be  on  hand  for  the  immediate  removal  of  the  taint 

6»  All  glasses,  cups  or  other  vessels,  used  by  or  about  the  patient, 
should  be  scrupulously  cleansed  in  boiling  water  before  being  used  by 
others;  and  all  food  and  drink  louclied  by  the  patient  should  be  de- 
stroyed or  buried. 

7.  The  discharges  from  the  bow^ele  and  kidneys  should  be  received^ 
on  their  very  issue  from  the  body,  into  vessels  charged  with  disin- 
fectants, and,  in  cities  where  sewers  exist,  after  disinfection,  thrown 
at  once  into  the  water  closet;  bot,  in  country  places, these  discfiargi-8 
should  be  buried  in  the  soil,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  Ironi  a  well, 
and  in  no  case  should  ihey  be  thrown-into  a  running  slream,  nor  into 
a  priry  vauU.  Rags  which  are  infected  wuth  discharges  from  the 
bowels,  nose,  throat,  eyes  or  ears,  or  from  the  bladder,  should  be 
burned  or  buried. 

8.  The  clothing  removed  from  the  patient,  all  sheets,  towels,  hand- 

fi:\ne(B  and  napkins,  should  be  thrown  at  once,  on  removal  from  the 
ent,  in  a  tub  containing  several  gallons  of  standard  solution,  No. 
I  which  they  should  remain  two  hours  beforb  being  carried  out  of 
the  room.  Under  no  circumstances,  carry  clothing  from  the  bed  or 
person  of  the  sick  through  the  house,  before  it  has  been  wet  in  the 
disinfecting  fluid. 

9.  Under  the  direction  of  the  attending  physician,  it  is  well  to  an- 
noint  the  body  of  the  patient  with  scarlet  fever,  twice  a  day  with  oil, 
lard  or  vaseline,  containing  about  ten  grains  of  carbolic  acid  to  the 
ounce,  this  should  bedo.ie  so  long  as  the  skin  continues  to  peel  oJT.  Per- 
fect cleanliness  should  be  enjoined  in  the  room,  the  nurse  and  the  person 
of  the  patient. 

10  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that,  in  this  dangerous  disease,  the 
patient  should  always  be  under  the  care  of  a  skilled  physician. 

^B  Precautions  During'  Convalescence. 

1,  The  patient  should  retiiain  in  the  sick  chamber,  in  complete  iso- 
lation from  the  public,  until  the  physician  declares  there  is  no  danger 
of  his  conveying  the  disease* 

2.  He  shjuld,  before  leaving  his  room,  take  w%arm  baths  for  sever&l 
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days,  care  being  takon  to  remove  every  particle  of  loose  skin  frdm  the 
body  and  head.  These  baths  should  only  be  taken  when  permitted 
by  the  attending  physician,  and  in  a  warmed  room.  The  patient 
should  never  anpear,  on  recovery,  in  public  in  any  clothing  worn 
while  he  was  sick,  nor  for  the  two  weeks  before  he  was  taken  sick, 
until  such  clothing  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected.  So  long  as  there 
is  any  peeling  of  the  skin  or  any  soreness  of  throat  or  eyes,  or  any 
symptoms  of  dropsy,  recovery  is  not  complete. 

3.  He  should  be  very  careful  of  himself  for  some  weeks,  dressing 
warmly  in  woolen  garments,  avoiding  chills  and  colds,  and  using  the 
eyes  very  little  for  reading  or  study. 

Precautions  After  Recovery  or  Death. 

Burials. 

After  death  the  body  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  saturated  with 
corrosive  sublimate  solution,  placed  in  an  air-tight  coffin,  and  bnried 
as  soon  as  possible.  The  body  bhould  not  be  exposed  to  view  after 
being  placed  in  the  coffin.  Undertakers  should  not  furnish  chairs  for 
these  funerals,  and  all  things  necessarily  used  should  be  washed  with 
a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  before  being  taken  to  another  house. 
The  funeral  should  be  private,  and  no  children  should  be  present 

Disinfection. 

This  work  should  be  done  thoroughly,  and  generally  it  will  be  best 
to  employ  an  intelligent  person  who  has  had  experience  in  this  work. 
Recent  investigations  by  a  committee  of  the  American  Public  Health 
Association  show  that  some  substances,  on  which  much  reliance  had 
been  placed,  are  of  very  little  value  as  disinfectants.  Only  those 
which  the  committee  recommend  are  here  mentioned. 

SoMK  Articles  Should  Be  Burned. 

Such  are  playthings,  used  during  the  sickness,  paper  books*,  articles 
of  fur  and  woolen  articles,  such  as  carpets  and  some  articles  of  cloth- 
ing badly  infected.  In  a  city,  this  is  best  done  by  making  them  up  in 
a  compact  bundle  in  the  sick  room,  thoroughly  sprinkling  the  outside 
of  the  bundle  with  a  solution  of  chloride  of  lime  or  of  corrosive  subli- 
mate, and  then  carrying  it  to  the  glowing  furnace  under  a  large  boiler 
in  some  industrial  establishment.  If  in  the  country,  these  things 
should  be  carried  into  a  field  or  a  woods,  far  from  any  human  habita- 
tion, and  made  to  burn  quickly  and  completely.  Under  no  circum- 
stances should  these  things  be  thrown  out  into  an  open  space.

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Then  let  all  the  walls,  the  floors  and  all  the  woodwork  of  the  room, 
as  well  as  the  furniture,  be  washed  with  standard  solution  No.  4,  one 
pint  to  four  gallons  of  water,  or  of  solution  No.  1,  a  quarter  of  a 
pint  to  a  gallon  of  water.  Let  this  work  be  done  most  thoroughly, 
getting  the  solutions  into  all  ihe  crevices.  If  any  dust  be  present  in 
corners  and  crevices,  let  it  be  wiped  up,  not  dusted  away.  Last  of  all, 
whitewash  the  walls  and  ceilings. 

Sulphur  Fumigation. 

Open  all  the  closet  doors  and  all  the  bureau  drawers,  hang  up  on 
lines  all  the  clothing  in  the  room,  spread  out  as  much  as  possible; 
then,  to  use  this  efi*ec(ively,  two  pounds  ot  sulphur  should  be  burned 
in  a  room  ten  feet  square.  Every  opening  into  the  room«  flues,  doors, 
windows,  cracks  and  crevices,  must  be  closed,  except  the  door  by 
which  the  disinft  ctor  is  to  escape.  The  sulphur  is  to  be  burned  in  an 
iron  kettle  or  other  ve'ssel  set  in  a  tub  containing  a  little  water,  to 
guard  against  fire.  A  little  alcohol  or  kerosene  must  be  poured  upon 
the  sulphur,  by  means  of  which  it  may  be  ignited.  Leave  the  room 
quickly,  for  the  fumes  are  highly  poisonous  when  breathed,  and  close 
the  door  tightly.  Let  the  room  remain  closed  twenty-four  hours  or 
more.    Then  air  thoioughly  for  several  days.

Xin.  PREOAUTIONS  AGAINST  DIPHTHBRLA. 


Diphtheria  is  a  contagious  and  infectious  disease  (f  great  severity 
and  fatality,  and  yet  in  many  places  there  is  great  ignorance  and 
indifi*erenco  concerning  its  ravages.  It  is  to  be  ranked  with  scarlet 
fever,  as  a  malignant  contagious  disease,  not  only  because  of  its 
large  mortality,  but  also,  because,  like  scarlet  fever,  it  is  frequently 
followed  by  phyfical  defects,  such  as  blindness,  deafness  and  paralysis.. 
It  is,  therefore,  highly  desirable  that  all  persons  should  understand 
the  nature  of  this  disease  and  the  means  of  preventing  its  spread. 

Whenever  a  child  or  a  young  person  has  a  sore  throat,  with  a  bad 
odor  to  its  breath,  especially  if  it  has  fever,  it  should  immediately  be 
separated  from  all  otherper8ons,exceptingnecessary  attendants,  until 
it  is  ascertained  by  a  physician  whether  it  has  diphtheria  or  some  other 
communicable  disease.  Mild  cases  may  communicate  malignant  and 
fatal  forms  of  the  disease. 
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^m  How  the  Diaeafie  Is  Spread  or  Communicated. 

Diphtheria  is  believed  to  be  caused  by  a  eijecial  poison  (contairium) 
which  iiiiiy  be  coin*eyed  to  persons  previously  unall'ected,  by  peiBonal 
eontact.  by  infected  ulotliing,  rags,  liair  or  paper,  or  by  acy  of  the  dis- 
charges of  the  body  of  a  person  sick  of  the  disease.  The  seeds  or  f^erms 
of  I  his  terrible  disease  may  be  received  from  anything  which  has 
touched  the  tick  person,  as  air,  food,  clothing,  sheets,  blankets,  I'urni 
lure,  toys,  books,  wnll  paper,  curtains,  cats,  do^rs  and  flies.  The  dis- 
charges  from  the  throat,  nose  and  mouth  are  believed  most  frequently 
to  contain  the  germs  of  the  disease  and  to  communicate  it  to  others, 
but  the  discliartxea  Ironi  the  kidneys  and  from  ihe  bowels  are  also 
dangerous.  The  diphtlieria  poison  has  great  vitaiit3%  and  may  lie 
dormant  in  chithing,  blankets,  paper  and  houses  for  weeks,  and  even 
months.  It  seems  to  be  able  to  travel  in  the  air  of  sewers,  and  thus 
to  pass  from  house  to  house ;  also  to  rise  in  the  emanations  from  putrid 
privies  and  cess  pools.  It  can  also,  undoubtedly,  infect  foods,  milk 
an<l  water,  and  with  them  enter  the  bodies  of  children, 

^k  Time  Required  to  Develop  Diphtheria. 

The  time  which  may  intervene  between  the  exposure  to  the  poison 
of  diphtheria  and  tlie  appearance  of  the  symptoms  varies.  It  imy  be 
from  two  to  six  day ;  the  average  is  variously  stated  from  six  to  ten 
days,  but  tlio  time  may  be  extended  to  five  or  six  weeks. 

Persone  Liable  to  the  Disease. 

Diphtheria  is  usually  considered  a  disease  of  childhood.  The  greatest 
number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  occur  in  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age.  Adults  may,  however*  contract  the  disease  and  may 
die  of  it*  although  they  usually  have  it  in  a  milder  form  than  do  chil- 
dren; and  yet  an  aduU,  with  a  mild  form  of  diphtheria,  mny  com- 
municate a  malignant  form  to  a  child.  Children  under  two  years 
and  a  half  old  are  not  very  liable  to  the  disease,  especially  il'  they  are 
nursing  from  the  mother.  One  attack  usually  prevents  any  subsequent 
one,  but  this  is  not  always  so.  The  idea  that  all  chiliren  must  have 
this  terrible  disease,  as  well  as  the  other  diseases  of  childhood*  should 
no  longer  be  tolerated.  If  parents  everywhere  could  only  be  brought 
to  act  intelligently,  these  diseases  might  become  almost  unknown. 
They  are  certainly  not  a  necessity. 

^K  General  Precautions. 

^The  disease  being  caused  by  a  special  poison,  this  must  be  avoided 
by  children  under  1  wel  ve  years  of  age,  and  by  those  who  live  in  families 
where  there  are  children- 
Plain  and  distinct  notices,  but  not  necessarily  unpleasantly  conspic- 
uous, should  be  placed  on  every  house  or  premises  where  there  is  a 
case  of  diphtheria  ;  and  no  child  w^hich  has  not  had  the  disease  %l\ciu\4. 
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be  allowed  to  enter,  or  to  associate  with  persons  who  do  enter,  such 
houses  or  premises,  or  to  play  with  the  cats  and  dogs  from  such  houses. 

Adults,  whose  services  are  not  needed,  should  keep  away  from  the 
disease.  When  necessity  requires  one  to  visit  such  house,  the  clothing 
should  afterwards  be  changed  and  a  bath  taken  bafore  going  where 
there  is  a  child. 

Beware  of  any  person  who  has  a  sore  throat.  Do  not  kiss  or  take 
the  breath  of  such  a  person.  Do  not  drink  from  the  same  cup,  or  use 
any  article  handled  by  such  a  person  until  it  is  disinfected. 

Whenever  a  child  complainsof  a  sore  throat,  or  is  in  the  least  hoarse, 
it  should  receive  careful  attention  from  its  parents  or  friends  until  it 
recovers. 

Whenever  the  disease  is  prevalent  in  any  district,  children  should 
be  removed  f:om  the  day  and  Sabbath  schools.  They  should  also,  at 
these  times,  not  travel  in  the  public  cars  or  public  carriages,  the  up- 
liolstered  seats  of  which  njay  harbor  the  poison. 

Parents  in  whose  families  the  disease  has  broken  out,  who  are  able 
to  do  so,  may  send  their  children  unaffected  with  the  disease,  to  homes 
in  which  there  is  no  one  liable  to  contract  it.  But,  whenever  snch 
removals  are  made,  the  children  should  not  mingle  with  the  public 
until  after  the  lapse  of  two  weeks.  From  families  in  which  this  disease 
is  prevalent,  children  must  not  attend  school,  church,  or  any  public 
assembly,  and  adults  should  likewise  abstain  from  attending  church 
and  public  assemblies  as  much  as  possible. 

Close  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  sources  of  the  water  and  the 
food  supplies.  If  possible,  only  the  purest  water  should  be  used.  If 
there  is  any  doubt  about  the  purity  of  the  water,  boil  it  thoroughly 
before  using  it.  Foods  and  milk  should  not  be  used  which  come  from 
a  house  in  which  there  is  diphtheria  (or  any  other  contagious  disease), 
f  >r  these  articles  may  carry  the  germs  of  the  disease. 

People  who  do  not  own  their  own  houses,  but  who  move  from  house 
to  house,  should  always  inquire  whether  diphtheria  (or  any  other  con- 
tagious disease)  has  recently  been  in  the  house  they  propose  to  rent; 
and  it  is  well  to  demand  from  the  owner  or  agent  a  written  statement 
that  those  diseases  have  not  been  present  for  at  least  a  year.  If  they 
have  been  present,  do  not  rent  the  house  under  any  consideration. 

Anything  which  deteriorates  general  good  health  tends  to  render 
the  system  liable  to  disease — and,  in  this  way,  filth  may  be  considered 
a  promoter  of  diphtheria.  Perfect  cleanliness  should  be  enjoined  in 
the  house  and  all  its  surroundings.  Sewer  gas  must  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  the  house.  All  foul  odors  must  be  destroyed  in  privies  and 
cess-pools  by  the  appropriate  disinfectants.  (See  disinfectants,  in  this 
circular.)     Let  the  house  receive  all  the  pure  air  and  sunlight  possible. 

Newspapers,  in  reporting  deaths,  should  mention  ("from  Diph- 
theria,") that  people  may  be  warned  not  to  attend  the  funeral. 


}fW. 
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Cases  of  diphtheria  should  be  reported  to  the  local  board  of  he,ihh 
or  to  the  borough  coiinfil  at  once.  Do  not  send  jour  clolhing  to  a 
public  laundry  to  be  washed  during  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria, 

^P  Precautions  in  the  Sick  Boom. 

1.  Whenever  diphtheria  is  known  to  exist,  or  is  evenauBpected,  the 
first  thing  to  secure  ia  the  complete  isolation  (separation)  of  the 
patient  from  bis  family  (except  the  nurse)  and  from  the  public,  and 
to  continue  this  isolation  until  a  physician  declares  that  all  danger  is 
over. 

2.  The  sick  room  should  be  fn  the  upper  part  of  the  house,  if  posfei- 
ble.  It  should  be  as  large  and  pleasant  as  can  be,  with  means  for  free 
ventilation  without  causing  cold  draughts,  wliicli  are  especially  to  be 
avoided  in  this  disease.  An  open  lireplace,  with  a  lamp  burning  in  it, 
18  an  excellent  means  of  ventilation.  Before  using  it,  the  room  should 
be  cleared  ol  all  needless  woolen  or  other  draperies  which  might  bar* 
bor  the  ptuson.  The  carpet  had  belter  be  taken  up,  and  only  a  few 
strips  laid  down  on  the  floor  to  deaden  the  footsteps.  All  articles  of 
furniture  not  needed  should  be  removed  from  the  room,  taking  care 
not  to  render  it  barren  in  appearance,  A  sheet,  wet  with  a  solulion 
of  the  sulphate  of  zinc,  should  hang  before  the  door  connecting  the 
feick  room  with  the  rest  of  the  house,  or  in  the  passage  way  leading  to 
the  room.  No  person  but  the  nurse  and  the  physician  should  enter 
the  sick  room  until  the  patient  has  recovered  and  the  room  has  been 
disinfected. 

3.  The  nurse  should  not  mingle  at  all  with  the  other  children  in  the 
family  uikatfected  with  the  disease,  and  as  little  as  possible  with  the 
adults.     Her  outer  dress  should  be  of  some  material  which  can  be 

P washed  rather  than  of  wool,  which  harbors  the  disease. 
4.  Pocket  handkerchiefs  should  not  be  used,  but  ^mall  pieces  of  rag 
employed  instead,  for  wiping  the  nose  and  the  mouth.  Each  piece, 
after  being  once  used,  should  be  immediately  burned.  The  playthings 
used  in  the  sickness  should  also  be  burned.  A  vessel,  containing  a 
disinfecting  solution*  should  always  be  on  the  bed  for  the  patient  to 

«it  into. 
6.  As  the  hands  of  nurses  become, of  necessity,  frequently  soiled  by 
e  excretions,  a  good  supply  of  towels  and  two  basins — one  contain 
iu^  water  with  Condy's  fluid,  or  solution  of  chloride  of  lime,  and  the 
other  plain  water  with  soap^ — should  always  be  on  hand  for  the  im- 
mediate removal  of  the  taint. 

6.  All  glasses,  cups  orolher  vessels,  used  by  or  about  the  patient, 
should  be  cleaned  with  scrupulous  care,  in  boiling  wafer,  before  being 
used  by  others,  and  all  foods  or  drinks  touched  by  the  patient  and  not 
^mnsumed  sliould  be  burned  or  buried. 

^■f.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and  the  kidneys  should  he  re- 
ceived on  their  very  issue  from  the  body  into  vessels  charged  wilh  die 
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infectants,  and,  in  cities  where  gewers  exist,  thrown  at  once  into  the 
water  closet;  but  in  country  places,  these  excreta,  after  disinfection* 
should  be  buried  in  the  soil,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well* 
and  in  no  case  should  they  be  thrown  into  a  running  stream,  or  into 
a  privy  vault.  Rags  which  are  infected  with  discharges  from  the 
bowels,  nose,  throat,  eyes,  or  bladder,  should  be  burned  or  buried. 

8.  The  patient's  clothing  and  the  sheets  and  other  bed  clothing, 
whenever  these  are  changed,  should  be  thrown  at  once  into  a  tub  con- 
taining several  gallons  of  water,  to  which  has  been  added  the  standard 
disinfecting  solution  No.  4  of  this  circular.  Leave  the  clothing  8tand 
in  the  solution  four  hours  and  then  give  them  a  thorough  boiling. 
Never  carry  any  clothing,  which  is  dry,  from  the  patient  through  the 
rest  of  the  house. 

9.  Per/ect  cleanliness  must  be  enjoined  in  the  room,  the  nurse  and 
the  person  of  the  patient. 

10.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that,  in  this  dangerous  disease,  the 
patient  should  always  be  under  the  care  of  a  skilled  physician. 

Precautions  Duringr  Ck>nvale8cenoe. 

1.  The  patient  should  remain  in  the  sick  chamber,  in  complete  iso- 
lation from  the  public,  until  his  physician  declares  that  there  is  no 
longer  danger  of  his  communicating  the  disease,  and  this  will  be  until 
all  sores  in  the  throat  and  about  the  mouth  or  nose  are  healed. 

2.  He  should,  beiore  leaving  his  room,  under  the  direction  of  the 
physician,  take  several  warm  baths.  He  should  not  appear  in  public 
until  all  the  clothing  he  wore  for  two  weeks  previous  to  his  sickness, 
and  that  worn  during  his  sickness,  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

3.  He  should  be  very  careful  of  himself  for  some  weeks,  dressing 
warmly  in  woolen  undergarments,  avoiding  chills  and  cold  draughts, 
and  using  the  eyes  as  little  as  possible  for  reading  and  study. 

Precautions  in  Regrard  to  Burials. 

After  death,  the  body  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  saturated  with 
a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate,  or  placed  in  an  air-tight  coflSn,  and 
buried  as  soon  as  possible.  The  body  should  not  be  exposed  to  view 
lifter  being  placed  in  the  coffin.  The  funeral  should  be  as  private  as 
possible,  and  certainly  no  children  should  be  present  Undertakers 
should  not  furnish  chairs  or  any  other  articles  which  may  become  in- 
fected. Such  articles  as  they  do  furnish  should  be  washed  with  a 
solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  before  being  used  elsewhere. 

Precautions  After  Recovery  or  Death. 

Disinfection. 

This  work  should  be  done  thoroughly,  and  generally,  it  will  behest 
to  employ  an  intelligent  person  who  has  had  experience  in  the  work-

Sjme  Articles  should  ke  Burned. 

The  child's  phiylhinp:3,  used  during  sickness,  paper  books,  articles 
of  fur  and  wood  such  aa  strips  of  carpet  and  jiieo*  s  'if  badly  infected 
woolen  clotliinjr.  In  a  city,  this  is  best  done  by  makiuir  them  up  into 
a  compact  bundle  in  the  sick  room,  thoroughly  dampening  the  outside 
of  the  bundle  wiih  ti  solution  of  chloride  of  lime  or  corrosive  sublimate 
in  water,  and  then  carrying:  to  the  glowing  furnace  under  a  large  boiler 
IE  some  industrial  establishment.  If  in  tlie  country,  these  tilings 
should  be  carried  into  a  field  or  a  woods  far  from  any  human  habit- 
at  ion,  and  there  made  to  burn  thorongbly  and  quickly,  to  do  wdiich  the 
bundle  ehnnld  be  opered  and  saturated  with  petroleum.  Under  no 
circumstances  should  these  things  be  thrown  into  an  open  space  or 
into  Tunning  water.

1*  Standard  Solution  No.  i. — Dissolve  chh>ride  oflime  or  bleaching 
powder  of  the  best  quality  (containing  at  least  twcntydve  per  cent, 
of  available  chlorine)  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  four  ounces  to 
the  gallon.

Standard  Solution  No.  4^ — Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate  in  water  in 
the  proportion  of  four  ounces  to  the  gallon,  and  add  one  drachm  of 
permanganate  of  potash  to  give  color  to  the  solution  as  a  precaution 
against  poisoning.  One  tluid  ounce  of  this  solution  to  the  gallon  of 
water  is  sutlicienlly  strong.     Articles  should  be  left  in  ittVir  two  hours. 

(NoTK. — Corroaiv^e  subUmaie  solutions  should  bt*  kopl  in  woodtni  or  crockery 
vonela.) 

To  DiSTOFECT  Discharges  from  tab  Patient. 

Use  standard  solutions  Nos*  1,  2  and  3»  keeping  a  pint  of  the  solu- 
tion used  constantly  in  the  vessel  ready  for  any  emergency.  Let  the 
discharges  be  passed  directly  into  the  solnlion,  and  then  let  a  pint 
more  of  it  be  added,  and  allow  the  whole  to  stand  for  some  time  be- 
fore being  thrown  into  the  sewer  or  being  buried. 
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To  Disinfkot  Clothing,  Towels,  Napkins,  Bedding  and  such  Textile 
Fabrics  as  can  bk  Washed. 

Use  standard  solution  No.  4,  one  ounce  to  the  gallon  of  water,  or 
use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  1.  in  nine  gallons  of  water.  Let  the 
goods  soak  in  the  solution  for  at  least  two  hours — better  four  hours— 
before  they  leave  the  room.  Stir  them  up  so  that  the  solution  gets 
all  through  them.    After  disinfection,  boil  the  goods  thoroughly. 

For  the  Disinfection  of  Water  Closets,  Urinals,  Sinks  and  Cfss 

Pools. 

5.  Carbolic  Acid  Solution, — Mix  one  pint  of  carbolic  acid  with  two 
and  a  half  gallons  of  water. 

Standard  solution  No.  4,  diluted  with  three  parts  of  water,  may 
also  be  used  in  the  proportion  of  one  gallon  (of  the  solution)  to^very 
four  (estimated)  of  the  contents  of  the  vault.  Standard  solution  No. 
1,  would  require  to  be  used  gallon  for  gallon  of  the  material  to  be  dis- 
infected. Dry  chloride  of  lime  may  be  sprinkled  over  the  contents  of 
a  privy,  or  standard  solution  No.  2,  may  be  made  up  by  the  barrel, 
aud  four  or  five  gallons  be  applied  daily  during  an  epidemic. 

To  Disinfect  the  Sick  Room  After  it  is  Vacated. 

If  it  is  possible,  let  the  room  be  thrown  wide  open  for  several  days, 
for  a  thorough  airing.  If  papered,  let  the  paper  be  all  removed  with 
care.  Then  let  all  the  walls,  the  floors  and  the  woodwork  of  the 
room,  as  well  as  the  furniture,  be  washed  with  standard  solution  No. 
4,  one  pint  to  four  gallons  of  water,  or,  of  solution  No.  1,  a  quarter  of 
a  pint  to  a  gallon  of  water.  Let  this  work  be  done  most  carefully, 
getting  the  solution  into  all  the  crevices.  If  any  dust  be  present  in 
the  corners  and  crevices,  wipe  it  out  with  a  rag  wet  in  the  disin- 
fecting fluid.  Don't  stir  it  up  with  a  brush  or  broom.  Last  of  all, 
whitewash  the  walls  and  the  ceiling. 

Sulphur  Fumigation 

Is  believed  in  by  many  as  very  efficacious,  but  should  not  be  allowed 
to  take  the  place  of  the  scraping  and  scrubbing.  It  is  performed  in 
the  following  manner :  Open  wide  all  the  drawers  and  closet  doors. 
Hang  on  lines,  opened  up  as  much  as  possible,  all  the  woolen  articles 
which  have  been  in  the  room  during  the  sickness  and  which  have  not 
been  disinfected  and  washed,  then  burn  two  pounds  of  sulphur  for 
every  thousand  cubic  feet  in  the  room.  Every  opening  in  the 
room — flues,  doors,  windows,  cracks  and  crevices — must  be  closed,  ex- 
cept the  door  by  which  the  disinfector  is  to  escape.  The  sulphur  is 
to  be  burned  in  an  iron  kettle  or  other  vessel  set  in  a  tub,  containing 
a  li^.tle  water  to  guard  against  fire.  A  little  alcohol  or  kerosene  must 
be  poured  upon  the  sulphur  by  means  of  which  it  may  be  ignited. 
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Leave  the  room  quickly,  for  'he  fumes  are  highly  poisonoiiB  whf  n 
lireaihed,  jmd  close  the  door  t]j;htly.  Let  Uie  room  remain  ckiseil 
uv en iy-four, hours  or  more.     Then  air  thorooghl^^  for  several  days.

XIV.  PRBOAIJTIONS  AGAINST  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Typhoid  fever  (called  also  enteric  fever,  gastric  fever,  drain  fever, 
low  fever,  pylho^enie  fever  and,  by  the  Germans,  abdominal  typhus) 
18  a  common  and  protracted  disease,  terminating^  fatally  in  about  one 
case  in  eight  or  ten.  We  have  no  statistics  for  the  whole  Stale  of 
Pennsylvania  to  show  how  many  persona  die  of  this  disease  each  year, 
but  the  secretary  of  ttie  Alichi^an  State  Board  of  Health  estimates, 
from  the  complete  returns  which  he  receives  from  all  parts  of  that 
State,  that  about  one  thonsEind  persons  die  each  year  in  Micliigan  of 
typhoid  fever,  and  that  from  eicht  to  ten  thousand  are  yearly  sick 
from  the  same  disease.  This  would  equal  Ihree  thousand  deaths,  and 
from  thirty  to  forty  thousand  sick  of  this  fever  each  year  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, for  it  is  at  least  as  prevalent  here  as  in  Michi«:an. 

A  disease  which  causes  so  much  suffering  and  the  loss  of  so  many 
lives,  should  be  understood  in  its  nature  by  all  intelligent  persons, 
since  sanitarians  ap:ree  that  it  is  a  disease  entirely  preventable  under 
fcood  hygienic  conditions. 

How  the  Disease  1b  Spread  or  Oommunicated. 

Typhoid  fever  is  believed  to  be  caused  by  a  special  poison  (oon- 
lagium).  This  poison,  whether  specific  or  not,  may  be  conveyed  to 
other  persons  by  drinkifis;  water  contaminated  by  discharsres  from  the 
bowels  of  a  person  affected  with  the  disease,  or  by  leachings  from  the 
bodies  of  those  who  have  died  of  it  Phyfiii'iins  now  believe  that  con- 
taminated water  is  the  most  frequent  cause  of  this  disease.  The  con- 
tamination must  be  with  the  fix-cal  discharnjes  of  a  person  suderiog 
^Rth  this  disease,  or  Irom  a  graveyard  in  which  persons  dead  of  this 
disease  have  been  buried.  The  disease  has  also  been  traced  to  con- 
taminated milk,  which  has  had  iul^ected  water  added  to  it,  or  has  been 
kept  in  vessels  which  have  been  washed  with  impure  water,  or  in  a 
room  aJjoiniug  one  in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  typhoid  fever. 
In  some  few  cases,  it  seems  that  the  disease  lias  been  produced  by 
breathing  the  emanation  from  putrid  privies  and  from  sewers*  It  pre- 
vails most  in  times  of  drought,  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  especially  after 
a  period  of  high  temperature,  and  when  the  water  in  wells  and  sprin2;a 
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is  low  and  the  contaminations  moch  concentrated.  It  is  a  disease  con- 
stantly present  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  in  country  districts  which  have 
been  subject  to  the  above  conditions.  Experience  proves  that,  with 
ordinary  care,  those  in  attendance  upon  the  sick  do  not  contract  the 
disease  directly  from  the  patient.  The  poison  in  the  fcecal  matter  get- 
ting upon  the  nurse^s  bands  may,  in  this  way,  be  conveyed  into  the 
system,  bat  not  through  the  air  breathed.  Filth  and  bad  sanitary 
conditions  of  dwellings  probably  increase  the  danger  of  spreading  this 
fever  which  has  been  claesed  as  a  '^  filth  disease.'^ 

I  Time  Required  to  Develop  Typhoid  Fever. 

j  The  interval  of  time  between  receiving  the  poison  of  typhoid  fever 

and  becoming  sick  therefrom  varies  considerably,  and  may  be  from 
eleven  to  twenty  one  days,  or  even  longer.  The  patient  may  feel  ex- 
hausted, and  have  pains  through  the  body,  and  especially  headaches, 
for  some  time  before  he  is  willing  to  admit  himself  sick.  Often  the 
incipient  symptoms  are  confounded  with  those  of  ^'malaria.*^ 

Persons  Liable  to  the  Disease. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  is  of  persons  in  the 
prime  of  life,  and  this  should  prompt  to  greater  efibrts  to  prevent  the 
disease.  But  persons  of  all  ages  have  it,  and  even  though  it  may  be 
of  only  a  mild  form,  yet  the  mild  form  may  be  the  means  of  communi- 
cating the  most  malignant  type  of  the  disease  to  others.  Typhoid 
fever  may  not  be,  strictly  speaking,  contagious,  but  it  is  certainly 
communicable  through  infected  foods  and  drinks. 

Preventive  Precautions. 

This  fever  being  communicated  through  contaminated  water,  the 
principal  precaution  is  to  protect  the  water-supply.  The  most  scru- 
pulous care  should  be  taken  to  keep  the  present  sources  of  drinking 
water  pure,  anc^  to  procure  future  supplies  only  from  clean  sources. 
The  general  water  supply  of  cities  and  villages  is  a  matter  of  the 
greatest  concern,  and  should  be  procured  from  places  where  there  can 
be  no  probability  of  immediate  or  remote  contamination.  The  well- 
known  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  at  Plymouth,  in  this  State,  where 
over  a  thousand  cases  and  many  deaths  occurred,  is  apparently  an 
illustration  of  how  great  a  calamity  may  follow  the  fouling  of  a  gen- 
eral water  supply  by  the  discharges  of  one  person  sick  with  typhoid 
fever.  When  there  is  no  general  water  supply,  much  may  be  done  to 
protect  the  wells  by  the  abolition  of  cess-pits,  and  privy- vaults,  by  the 
use  of  dry  earth  in  privies  and  by  the  frequent  removal  therefrom  of 
all  their  contents. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  contamination  of  the 
water-supply  by  discharges  from  the  bowels  of  a  person  sick  with 
typhoid  fever,  as  by  drainage  into  wells,  springs,  or  other  water-supply, 
from  a  privy-vault,  sewer,  drain,  or  cemetery.     Privies  often  drain 
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into  wplls,  unsuspected  by  tho?e  who  use  the  water,  Slioiild  typlioid 
discharges  pass  into  &ych  a  yjrivy  lui  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  amoii^ 
those  using  the  water  from  a  neiy;hboring  well  Avoold  be  likely  to 
occur.  If  such  a  well  w^ere  the  source  of  the  general  water-supply  of 
a  city,  typhoid  fever  might  soon  be  epidemic  there.  Extraordinary 
care  elionld  be  taken  to  prevent  typhoid  fever  discharges  from  enler- 
ing  any  general  water  supply  fioui  a  w^ell  or  from  a  small  stream.  The 
use  of  water  from  a  source  likely  to  be  infected  with  excreta  Jrom  a 
typhoid  fever  patient  should  be  promptly  stopped ;  and  great  care 
should  also  be  given  to  the  milk  supply. 

There  is  good  reason  to  suspect  the  water  of  a  well  wdienever  a 
vault,  is  situated  within  two  hundred  feet  of  it,  particularly  if  the  soil 
be  porous.  In  numerous  instances  iluids  from  excreta  have  leached 
into  wells  from  much  greater  distances;  and  it  has  been  proved  (hat 
a  w^ell  thirty  rods  from  a  cemetery  received  water  which  had  filtered 
through  the  sr  il  of  the  cemetery.  Dangerously  contaminated  w^ater 
may  be,  and  often  is,  found  to  be  clear  and  colorless,  and  to  have  no 
bad  taste. 

Since  this  disease  is  so  prevalent  in  country  places,  ii  would  be  well 
to  establish  the  following 

Rules  for  all  Farm  and  Village  Homes, 

1.  That  the  privy  pit  be  absolutely  aholished,  and  that  the  earth 
closet  take  its  place.  The  earth  closet  costs  less  at  first,  the  excreta 
can  all  be  returned  to  the  earth  witliout  the  least  otfense,  and  at  great 
j^rofit  to  the  farmer  and  gardener,  and  besides,  the  earth  closet  is  free 
from  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  dangers  resulting  from  the  use  of  the 
privy  pit,  principally  the  contamination  of  the  water  supply,  and  the 
production  of  ofiensive  and  poisonous  vapors. 

2.  That  in  the  fall  of  i!ie  year,  when  the  waters  are  low,  only 
boiled  water  be  used  as  a  beverage^  Boiling  destroys  the  germs  of 
this  dii^case.  Wlienever  a  case  of  typhoil  fever  appears,  the  polluted 
well  water  must  be  abandoned  at  once,  and  bailed  water  resorted  to. 

When  visiting  in  a  district  where  typhoid  fever  prevails,  one  should 
drink  only  tea  or  colfee  which  has  been  well  boiled.  People  who  rent 
houses,  should  be  careful  to  ask  if  typhoid  fever  for  any  other  con- 
tagious  disease)  has  been  in  the  house  within  a  year,  and  to  require  a 
written  statement  of  the  owner  or  agent. 

Anything  which  deteriorates  general  good  health,  tends  to  render 
the  system  liable  to  disease,  and  in  this  way  filth  may  be  considered 
a  promoter  of  typhoid  fever.  Perfect  cleanliness  should  be  enjoined 
in  the  house  and  all  its  surroundings. 

In  a  town,  sewer  gases  must  not  be  permitted  to  enter  a  house  from 
defective  pipes,  and  in  the  country  foul  gases  in  privies  must  not  be 
tolerated.     Cases  of  typhoid  lever  should  be  at  once  reported  to  the 
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local  board  of  health,  and,  if  a  number  occur  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood, to  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Preoautions  in  the  Oare  of  the  8iok. 

1.  The  sick  chamber  should  be  as  large,  airy  and  as  pleasant  as 
possible,  and  in  a  part  of  the  house  where  quiet  can  be  obtained  for 
the  patient.  The  room  should  have  means  for  free  ventilation  with- 
out the  production  of  draughts;  an  open  fireplace  with  a  lamp  burn- 
ing in  it  is  the  best  means  of  ventilation.  Unnecessary  articles  of 
furniture  should  be  removed  from  the  room,  but  it  is  not  needed  to 
remove  the  carpet. 

2.  No  special  precautions  need  be  taken  to  isolate  the  patient  from 
the  rest  of  the  family,  but  the  house  should  be  marked  so  that  strangers 
may  not  drink  the  water  on  the  premises. 

3.  Whenever  the  hands  of  the  nurse  become  soiled  with  the  excre- 
tions, they  should  be  washed,  first  in  a  water  containing  chloride  of 
lime,  and  then  with  pure  water  and  soap.  The  hands  of  those  about 
a  typhoid  fever  patient  should  always  be  washed  before  eating. 

4.  All  glasses,  cups  or  other  vessels  used  by  the  patient  should  be 
cleansed  in  boiling  water  before  being  used  by  others,  and  all  food  or 
drink,  touched  and  not  consumed  by  the  patient,  should  be  burned  or 
buried.     Perfect  cleanliness  must  be  enjoined. 

5.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and  from  the  kidneys  should  be 
received  on  their  very  isaie  from  the  body  into  vessels  cLarged  with 
disinfectants,  and  in  cities  where  sewers  exist,  thrown  at  once  into  the 
water-closet,  but  in  country  places  these  excreta,  after  disinfection? 
should  be  buried  in  the  soil,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well* 
and  in  no  case  should  they  be  thrown  into  a  running  stream,  nor  into 
a  privy- vault.  Rags,  paper,  etc.,  which  have  become  infected  with 
excreta,  should  be  burnod  in  a  strong  fire.  It  will  be  well  in  all  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  to  place  a  piece  of  India  rubber  cloth,  or  a  rubber 
blanket,  under  the  patient  to  protect  the  bed  from  the  discharges. 

6.  All  articles  of  the  patient's  clothing  which  are  soiled,  and  all 
the  sheets,  towels,  napkins,  etc.,  used  in  the  rooms,  should  be  boiled 
thoroughly  and  as  soon  as  possible  to  destroy  all  germs  which  may  be 
in  them. 

7.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  in  this  disease,  even  in  its  mildest 
form,  the  patient  should  be  under  the  care  of  a  reliable  physician. 

The  Oonvalesceut  Patient. 

In  this  disease,  the  recovering  person  is  not  dangerous  to  his  friends. 
He  may  have  cheerful  society.  The  fever  usually  has  its  seat  in  the 
bowels,  and  often  causes  ulcerations  of  their  walls,  and  on  this  account, 
for  some  time,  the  patient  must  be  very  careful  of  ^hat  he  eats,  as 
solid  substances  sometimes  cause  perforations  of  the  intestinal  walls, 
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and  nearly  instant  di^ath.    The  patient  must  be  willing  to  get  well 
slowly. 

Burials. 

After  death  the  body  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  saturated  with 
a  Bolutiou  of  corrosive  sulilimate  and  buried  as  soon  as  possible.     At 
the  luneral,  iti   cooutry  places,  the  contaminaled  water  should  be 
rendered  inaccessible  lo  the  visitor  by  the  removal  of  tlie  pump 
handle  or  by  means  of  a  conspicuous  notice. 

Disinfection  after  Recovery  or  Death. 

This  w^ork  should  be  done  thoroo^lily,  and  generally  it  will  be  best 
done  by  an  intelligent  person  who  has  had  experience  in  the  w^ork. 
Recent  investij^alions  by  a  committee  of  the  Araeiican  Public  Health 
Associal ion  show  that  sime  substaTices,  on  whicli  much  reliance  has 
been  placed,  are  of  very  little  value  as  disinfectants.  Only  those 
which  the  committee  recommend  are  here  mentioned. 

Standard  Disinfeotiiifir  Solutions  Recommended  by  the  State  Board  of 

Health, 

1.  Standard  Solution  iVc).  I. — Dissolve  chloride  of  lime  or  bleaching 
powder  of  the  best  cpiality  {containing  at  least  twenty  live  per  cent, 
of  available  chlorine)  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  lour  ounces 
to  the  gallon. 

2.  Standard  Solullofi  No,  ^. — Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate  ana 
permanganate  of  potash  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  two 
drachms  of  each  salt  to  the  gallon. 

^XriTJ-:. — L  This  !*i>luti*iii  is  liighly]iniaonous.  2.  It  ref[uirea  a  eont^i^t  of  nne  hour 
to  lie  eOleleiil*    H*  It  destroys  lead  pipe.    4.  It  is  witliout  odor.) 

3.  Standard  Solution  No^  S. — To  one  part  of  Labarraque^s  solution 
(Itf/twr  mdw  chloratm—M.  S.  P.,)  of  hypochlorate  of  soda  add  five 
parts  of  soft  water, 

(Note,— Ctijupoteril  autliority  has  prononnced  this  superior  to  all  other  dlshtfe^^- 
nmts.) 

Standard  Solution  A^o.  4- — Dissolve  corrosive  sublitn  ite  in  water 
in  the  proportion  of  four  ouncea  to  tlie  gallon,  and  add  one  drachm  of 
permanganate  of  potash  to  give  color  to  the  solution  as  a  precaution 
against  p  usoning.  One  tluid  ounce  of  tliis  solution  to  the  gallon  of 
w^ater  is  sutiicienlly  strong.  Articles  should  he  left  in  it  for  two  hours. 

(Note.— Corrosive  Mut>limatt^  aolulicmH  slioulci  be  kept  in  wooden  or  crockery  ves- 
sels.) 

To  Disinfect  Discharges  ftom  the  Patient. 

Use  standard  solutions,  Nos.  I,  2  or  3,  keeping;  a  pint  of  the  solution 
used  constantly  in  the  vessel  ready  for  any  eiiergency.  Let  the  ex- 
creta be  paf-sed  directly  into  the  solution,  and  then  let  a  pint  more 
of  it  be  added  ;  the  wdiole  should  stand  fnr  some  time  before  being 
thrown  into  the  sewer  or  being  buried.     These  discharges,  containing 
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the  specific  poison  of  the  fever,  should  never  be  thrown  into  or  near 
a  stream  or  on  the  surface  of  the  fi;round. 

To  Disinfect  Clothingr,  Towels,  Napkins,  Bedding  ajid  sucli  Textile 
Fabrics  as  ceui  be  Washed. 

Use  standard  solution  No.  4.  one  ounce  to  the  gallon  of  water,  or 
use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  1  in  nine  gallons  of  water.  Let  the 
goods  soak  in  the  solution  for  at  least  two  hours — better  four  hours— 
before  ihey  leave  the  room.  Stir  them  up  so  that  the  solution  gets 
all  them.     After  disinfection,  boil  the  goods  thoroughly. 

For  the  Disinfection  of  Water-closets,  Urinals,  Sinks  and  Cess-Pools. 

5.  Carbolic  Acid  Solution. — Mix  one  pint  of  carbolic  acid  with  two 
and  a  half  gallons  of  water. 

Standard  solution  No.  4,  diluted  with  three  parts  of  water,  may  also 
be  used  in  the  proportion  of  one  gallon  (of  the  solution)  to  every  four 
(estiraaed)  of  the  contents  of  the  vault.  Standard  solution  No.  1 
would  be  required  to  be  used  gallon  for  gallon  of  the  material  to  be 
disinfected.  Dry  chloride  of  lime  may  be  sprinkled  over  the  contents 
of  a  privy,  or  standard  solution  No.  2  may  be  made  up  by  the  barrel, 
and  four  or  five  gallons  be  applied  daily  during  an  epidemic. 

To  Disinfect  the  Sick-room  after  Typhoid  Fever. 

The  room  in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  typhoid  fever,  whether 
fatal  or  not,  should,  with  all  its  contents,  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by 
exposure  for  twenty-four  hours  to  strong  fumes  of  burning  sulphur, 
and  then  for  several  hours — ^if  possible,  for  days — be  exposed  to  cur- 
rents fresh  of  air. 

Rooms  to  be  disinfected  by  sulphurous  fumes  must  be  vacated.  For 
a  room  ten  feet  square  at  least  three  pounds  of  sulphur  should  be 
used;  for  larger  rooms  proportionately  increased  quantities,  at  the 
rate  of  three  pounds  for  each  one  thousand  cubic  feet  of  air  space. 

Hang  up  and  spread  out  as  much  as  possible  all  blankets  and  other 
articles  to  be  disinfected;  turn  pockets  in  clothing  inside  oat,  and 
otherwise  facilitate  the  access  of  the  sulphurous  fumes  to  all  infected 
places. 

Close  the  door  as  tight  as  possible,  place  the  sulphur  in  iron  pots  or 
pans  which  will  not  leak,  supported  on  bricks  over  a  sheet  of  zinc  or 
in  a  tub  containing  water,  so  that  in  case  melted  sulphur  should  leak 
out  of  the  pot  the  floor  may  not  be  burned  ;  set  the  sulphur  on  fire  by 
hot  coals  or  mixed  with  a  spoonful  of  alcohol  or  petroleum  and  then 
lighted  by  a  match;  be  careful  not  to  breatlie  the  fumes  of  the  burn- 
ing sulphur,  and  vhen  certain  the  sulphur  is  burning  well,  leave  the 
room,  close  the  door,  and  allow  the  room  to  be  closed  for  twenty  four 

hours.

PBECAUTIONS    AGAINST   OONTAG-IOUS  AND  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Small-PoK,  Varioloid.  Typhoid  Tever,  Typhus 
Fever,  Yellcw  Fever,  Measles,  Cholera,  Dysentery,  Erysipelas, 
Mumps  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Some  of  these  diseases  are  communicated  direcHy  from  person  to  per- 
son ;  inch  are  acarlet  fever,  small-pox  and  measles.  Oth*  rs  contami- 
nate ilnids  and  sulid-i  which  are  eaten  by  biiman  beings  and  thus 
enter  ihe  system;  such  are  typhoid  fever,  cholera  and  dysentery, 
while  others  still  pass  from  person  to  person  ii rough  the  air  (so  far 
as  onr  present  knowledge  extends),  snch  as  typhus  lever,  small-pox, 
whooping  cough  and  inJluenza. 

Il  is  fully  believed  by  sanitarians  that  most  inreclioos  and  conta- 
gious diseases  could  be  '^stamped  out-'  completely,  could  mankind 
be  induced,  to  live  up  to  the  light  whicti  we  now  possess  concerning 
their  nature.  The  '*  plague^"'  '"  the  black  dejith,''  *'  the  sweating  sick- 
ness" and  ^'cholera,"  in  former  years  ravaged  continents,  carrying  to 
the  grave  from  one-fourth  to  three- fourths  of  all  the  inhabitants* 
Their  ravages  have  been  stayed  ;  some  of  them  are  unknown  in  civ- 
ilized countries.  May  the  diseases  here  named  be  unknown  to  future 
general  ions.  To  aid  in  their  restriction*  the  State  Board  of  Ilealih 
publishes  this  circular. 

How  Contagious  Diseases  are  Spread. 

It  is  believed  that  each  of  these  diseases  is  the  result  of  a  special 
poison  fcontagium)  working  in  the  body.  These  enter  the  body  in 
different  ways,  and  exert  their  main  force  on  different  parts  of  the 
body. 

Scarlet  fever,  small  pox  and  measlesand  all  eruptive  diseases  of  the 
skin  are  probably  propagated  by  a  poison  discharged  in  the  dead  skin, 
as  well,  also,  as  by  means  of  all  discharges  from  Ihe  bowels,  bladder, 
nose,  mouth,  eyes  and  ears.  The  discharges  from  the  skin  (dry  dust, 
scales,  scabs,  etc.,}  as  well  as  from  the  nose  and  mouth,  are  believed 
to  be  especially  malignant. 

in  diphtheria,  the  discharges  from  the  moulh,  nose  and  throat,  as  well 
as  from  the  bowels  and  bladder,  are  believed  to  contain  the  poison, 
especially  those  from  nose,  mouth  and  throat  The  same  is  true  of 
whooping  cough.  In  the  case  of  consumption  the  matter  coughed 
from  the  lungs  may  possibly  be  a  means  of  propagating  that  disease. 
Typhoid  fever,  cholera  and  dysentery  have  their  special  poisons  in  the 
discharges  from  the  patients'  bowels  which  are  disseminated  iu  drink 
ing  water.  The  same  is  probably  true  of  yellow  fever.  Puerperal 
fever  may  be  conveyed  from  patient  to  patient  on  the  person  of  phy- 
sicians and  nurses.  Parasitic  diseases  are  obtained  from  foods  and 
drinks,  and  by  actual  contact  of  a  healthy  person  with  one  diseased. 
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The  §arae  is  true  of  syphilis.     Typhus  fever  seems  to  be  a  disease 
caused  by  overcrowding,  and  by  foul  gases  from  sewers  and  drains. 

Time  He  quired  to  Develop  these  Diseases. 

The  time  intervening  between  exposure  to  the  special  poison  and 
the  appearance  of  ihe  first  symptoms  of  these  diseases  varies  greatly. 
It  may  be  from  only  a  few  hours,  as  in  the  case  of  cholera  and  yellow 
fever,  to  three  or  four  weeks  or  even  lonfj;er  as  in  typhoid  fever. 

Persons  Liable  to  these  Diseases* 

As  a  general  rule,  one  attack  gives  immunity  fr>m  any  second  at- 
tack. Scarlet  fever,  diphtheria^  meas}e8  and  whooping:  cough  prevail 
most  among  children,  but  may  attack  persons  of  all  ages.  The  other 
diseiises  named  do  attack  peraons  of  all  ages*  As  a  rule,  the  cleanly, 
temperate,  well  fed,  and  w.fll'hQU3ed  siilTer  les?  from  these  diseases 
than  do  the  ill  fed,  intemperate,  ill  clothed,  over  worked,  and  ill- 
houi^ed,  but  this  is  not  always  so.  Ths  intemperate  certainly  sujfer 
more  than  others.  Those  who  have  been  succesatully  vaccinated 
within  seven  years,  do  positively  escape  small  pox.  Persons  who  are 
in  ''a  run  down"' and  exhausted  state  uf  the  body,  are  more  liable  than 
others  to  have  the  germs  of  disease  take  root  in  their  bodies  than  are 
others.  Typhoid  fever  especially  attacks  those  in  vigorous  life. 
Diphtheria  generally  passes  by  nursing  babies. 

General  Precautiona. 

How  TO  Avoid  tuese  Diseases. 

See  to  it  that  your  family  and  yourself  are  successfully  vaccinated, 
Unless  your  services  are  needed,  stay  away  from  all  houses  in  which 
these  ijiseases  are  prepent.  Don't  attend  funerals  from  any  of  these 
diseases.  Keep  children  away  from  all  houses  in  which  these  diseases 
prevail.  If  any  of  these  diseases,  to  which  children  are  subject,  are 
epidemic  in  a  town,  keep  your  children  from  day  and  Sabbath  schools, 
Irom  churches,  and  all  assemblies.  Be  sure  that  the  water  you 
drink  is  pure;  well  water  is  always  to  be  suspected.  In  traveling  it 
is  safest  to  drink  only  boiled  water,  such  as  one  gets  in  tea  and 
coffee.  When  l>uying  or  renting  a  house,  always  ask  if  it  has  been  free 
for  the  past  two  years  from  all  these  contagious  diseases,  and  demand 
a  wriUen  guarantee.  E<lucate  the  people  of  your  neighborhood  as  to 
the  nature  of  these  diseases,  and  what  Ihey  should  do  when  they  occur. 
Aid  in  establishing  a  local  board  of  health,  and  see  that  your  com 
munity  has  laws  in  reference  to  cleanliness,  private  funerals,  the  iso- 
lation of  those  sick  of  contagious  diseases,  and  the  closing  of  schools 
and  churches  against  those  living  in  houses  in  which  any  contagious 
disease  prevails.  The  country  privy  and  the  city  cess  pool  should  be 
abolished  everywhere  absolutely.  The  most  scrupulous  cleanliness 
must  be  enlorced  everywhere.     When  contagious  diseases  prevail,  do 
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not  send  your  clothing  to  the  public  laundries.  There  should  be  a 
notice  oa  every  house  in  which  there  is  a  contagious  disease,  so  that 
the  public  may  be  warned  to  remain  away. 

If  one  is  required  to  he  about  a  person  sick  with  a  contagious  dis- 
ease, he  should  eat  his  meals  regularly,  take  exercise  in  the  open  air 
each  day,  ^et  hU  usual  amount  of  sleep,  and  distniss  all  over  anxiety 
as  to  the  danger  of  contagion.  But  he  must  avoid  the  special  poison. 
Do  not  take  the  breath  of  the  sick  one.  Do  not  touch  with  the  lips 
any  food,  drink,  cup,  spoon,  or  anything  else  that  the  sick  person  has 
touched,  or  that  has  been  in  the  sick  room.  Do  not  wipe  your  faceor 
hands  with  any  cloth  that  has  been  on  or  near  the  sick  person.  Do 
not  wear  any  clothing  the  sick  person  has  worn  during,  juat  before, 
or  just  after  his  sickness.  Keep  your  hands  free  from  any  discharges 
irom  the  body  or  skin  of  the  sick  person,  and  if  they  do  become  soiled, 
wash  them  soon  as  possible  in  water  containing  a  solution  of  chloride 
of  lime.  Do  not  touch  the  sick  with  sore  or  scratched  hands*  Par- 
ticularly avoid  receiving  inio  the  body  through  the  mouth  or  nose,  any 
of  the  scales  or  scabs  from  the  skin  of  those  sick  or  recovering  from 
scarlet  iever  or  email  pox.  Consumptives  should  spit  on  rags  and 
these  should  be  burned.  Their  sputa  should  never  be  eaten  by 
chickens  or  other  domestic  animals,  as  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
they  will  infect  them*aud  they  in  turn,  through  their  meat,  other 
human  beings. 

Whenever  a  place  is  threatened  with  an  epidemic  of  any  contagions 
disease,  the  local  board  of  health,  or  the  town  council,  shouhi  appoint 
a  few  discreet  persrjns  who  should  go  from  house  to  house  and  instruct 
the  people  in  what  they  should  do  to  avoid  the  threatened  danger. 
Tliis  should  be  dime  without  creating  any  alarm.  The  town  should 
be  thorotighii/  and  Bcieotilically  cleaned  and  disinfected,  and  the  con^ 
dition  of  the  drinking  water  examined  by  an  expert. 

PflECAUTIONS    IN   TUE   SiCK    RoOM. 

L  The  sick  chamber  should  be  as  large,  airy  and  pleasant  as  pos- 
sible. It  shouhi  be  in  a  part  of  the  house  where  as  much  quiet  as 
possible  may  be  secured.  In  contagious  diseases  it  is  best  to  have  the 
gick  room  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house,  so  that  the  air  from  it  will 
not  mingle  a-i  much  with  the  air  of  the  house.  The  room  should  have 
means  for  free  ventilation  without  the  production  of  draught.  All 
unnecessary  articles  should  be  removed  from  the  room. 

2.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  in  the  sick  room  from  the  visits  of 
all  except  his  nurses  and  the  physician,  (This  does  not  apply  to 
typhoid  fever,  cholera  or  dysentery*) 

3.  Al!  glasses,  cups  or  other  vessels  used  by  the  patient  should  be 
cleansed  in  boiling  water  before  being  used  by  others.  And  all  foodd 
and  drinks,  touched  and  not  consumed  by  the  sick,  should  be  burned 
or  buried. 
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4.  The  discharges  from  the  bowels  and  from  the  kidneys  should  be 
received  on  their  very  issue  from  the  body  into  vessels  charged  with 
disinfectants,  and  after  thorough  disinfection,  thrown  into  the  sewer, 
or,  in  the  country,  buried,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  from  any  well  or 
running  stream.  In  no  case  should  they  be  thrown  on  the  surface  of 
the  ground  or  into  a  running  stream  of  water.  Rags  and  paper  which 
have  become  contaminated  with  any  discharge,  should  be  burned  at 
once  in  a  strong  fire.  It  is  well,  in  all  contagious  diseases,  to  place  a 
piece  of  rubber  cloth  under  the  patient  to  prevent  the  discharges  from 
soaking  into  the  bed. 

5.  All  articles  of  the  patient's  clothing,  all  sheets,  towels,  napkins, 
bandages  or  sponges  about  the  sick,  must,  before  being  taken  from 
the  sick  room,  be  thrown  into  a  tub  containing  several  gallons  of  solu- 
tion of  chloride  of  lime  (standard  solution  No.  1),  and  renain  in  it 
three  hours.  Never  carry  any  dry  clothes  from  the  sick  room  with- 
out disinfection.   After  disinfection,  they  should  be  thoroughly  boiled. 

6.  Perfect  cleanliness  must  be  enjoined  in  the  room,  the  nurse,  and 
the  person  of  the  patient.  There  must  never  be  a  bad  smell  in  the 
room. 

7.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  in  all  contagious  diseases  the 
patient  should  be  under  the  care  of  a  skilled  physician. 

Pbecautions  During  Convalkscbncb. 

The  patient  should  not  mingle  with  the  public  until  the  physician 
certifies  that  there  is  no  danger  of  contagion ;  he  will  not  be  well  so 
long  as  the  skin  is  unhealthy  or  peeling  off,  or  as  there  are  any  sores 
in  the  mouth,  throat,  or  nose,  or  any  symptoms  of  dropsy.  He  should 
then,  under  the  direction  of  his  physician,  take  several  warm  baths 
and  put  on  a  new  suit  of  clothes  before  going  in  public.  He  will  need 
to  be  careful  of  exposing  himself  for  some  weeks,  until  his  strength  is 
fully  recovered. 

Precautions  in  Regard  to  Burials. 

After  death  the  body  should  at  once  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  saturated 
with  a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  (standard  solution  No.  2),  and 
buried  as  soon  as  possible.  The  funerils  should  be  private.  News- 
papers should,  in  notices  of  death,  mention  disease,  that  i>eople  may 
remain  away.  Undertakers  should  not  furnish  chairs  at  funerals  of 
those  who  have  died  from  contagious  diseases,  and  such  articles  as  they 
regularly  use  in  their  business,  if  taken  to  such  a  house,  should  be 
washed  with  a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  before  being  used  else- 
where. 

Disinfection  after  Recovery  or  Death. 

This  work  should  be  done  thoroughly,  and  generally  it  will  be  best 
done  by  an  intelligent  person  who  has  had  experience  in  it.  Recent 
investigations  by  a  committee  of  the  American  Public  Health  Asto-

elation  show  that  »ome  substances  on  which  much  reliance  has  been 
placed  are  of  little  value  as  cliriinfectanta.  Only  those  which  the  com- 
mittee recommend  are  here  mentioned. 

Burn  as  many  articles  about  the  sick  as  are  not  too  expensive. 

SrATOARD  DlSlNFECTtNO  SOLUTIONS   RKCO^nfENDED  BY  THK  StATE  BoABD 

OF  Health. 

1.  Siarirlard  Solntum  N^o.  l> — Dissolve  chloride  of  lime  or  bleach- 
ing powder  of  the  best  quality  (containing  at  least  twenty 4ive  per 
cent,  of  available  chlorine)  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  (bur 
ounces  to  the  gallon. 

2.  Siamiard  Solution  No.  2, — Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate  and 
permanganate  of  potash  in  soft  water  in  the  proportion  of  two  drachms 
of  eich  salt  to  the  gallon. 

(NoTK.— L  Tlim  sohitinn  is  highly  poiaonons.  if.  Tfe  requires  a  contact  of  mM>  lioiir 
to  be  ellU'loiit     3.   It  (ItrHlrfiya  If-ad  pipt!,'?.     4,   U  ia  without  odor. 

3.  Standard  Solution  JVo,  3. — ^To  cne  part  of  Labarratjue's  s^^lution 
{liquor  sodcE  chloratiV — U.  S*  P.,)  of  hypoclilorate  of  soda  add  five 
parts  of  soft  water. 

(XoTE.^rompelent  authority  hus  pronounced  this  superior  to  tiU  otlior  diHlnl'eo- 
tanta) 

4.  Standard  Solution  A^o.  4^ — Dissolve  corrosive  soblimate  in  water 
in  the  proportion  of  four  ounces  to  tlie  gallon,  and  add  one  drachm  of 
permanganate  of  potash  to  give  color  to  I  he  solution  as  a  precaution 
against  poisoning.  One  lluid  ounce  of  tliissnluiion  to  the  gallon  of  water 
is  sufficiently  strong;  Articles  should  be  left  in  it  for  two  hours.  One 
gallon  ol  standard  solution  No.  1  may  also  he  mixed  with  nine  gallons 
of  water,  and  used  in  the  same  way.  No  article  should  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  intected  room  until  it  has  lieen  either  disinfected  or  boiled. 

(Note. — Corrosive  sublimate  sotiition  stiould  iio  kept  i»  wooden  or  crockery  ves- 
sels.) 

To  Disinfect  DiscnAROHS  from  tub  Patient. 

Use  standard  solutions  Nos*  1,2  or  3,  keeping  a  pint  of  the  solu- 
tion used  constantly  in  the  vessel  ready  for  any  emergency.  Let  the 
discharges  be  passed  directly  into  the  solution,  then  let  a  pint  more 
of  it  be  added,  and  let  the  whole  stand  sometime  to  be  thoroughly 
acted  upon  before  being  thrown  into  the  aewer  or  being  buried. 
These  diicharges  should  never  be  thrown  into  a  privy  or  cess- pool, 
nor  into  a  running  stream,  nor  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

To  DrsoiFECT  Olothing,  Towbls,  Napkins,  Bkdding  ahd  su<;u  Taxtilk 
Fabrics  as  can  bk  Washed, 

Burn  as  much  as  possible.  Use  standard  solution  No,  4,  one  ounce 
to  the  gallon  of  water,  or  use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  1,  in  nine 
gallons  of  water.  Let  the  goods  soak  in  the  solution  for  at  least  three 
hours  before  they  leave  the  room.    Stir  them  up  so  that  the  aalutiow 
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gets  all    through   the    goods.      After  disinfection,  boil    the    goods 
thoroughly.  ^ 

For  the  Dxsi&rFsyrrioN  of  Water  closets,  Urinals,  Sinks  and 

Cess  pools. 

6.  Carholic  Acid  Solution, — Mix  one  pint  of  carbolic  acid  with  two 
and  a  half  gallons  of  water. 

Standard  solution  No.  4,  diluted  with  three  parts  of  water,  may  also 
be  used  in  the  proportion  of  one  gallon  (of  the  solution)  to  every  four 
(estimated)  of  the  contents  of  the  vault.  Standard  solution  No.  1 
would  require  to  be  used  gallon  for  gallon  of  the  material  to  be  disin- 
fected. Dry  chloride  of  lime  may  be  sprinkled  over  the  contents  of  a 
privy,  or  standard  solution  No.  2  may  be  made  up  by  the  barrel,  and 
four  or  five  gallons  be  applied  daily  during  an  epidemic. 

To  Disinfect  the  Sick  Chambkr, 

The  room  must  be  vacated.  The  paper  should  all  be  carefully 
scraped  from  the  walls.  Thorough  ventilation  for  several  days,  and 
thorough  washing  of  all  surfaces  with  one  of  the  disinfecting  solutions, 
say,  one  pint  of  standard  solution  No.  4  to  four  gallons  of  water,  or  a 
quarter  of  a  pint  of  solution  of  hypochloride  of  soda  to  a  gallon  of 
water.  The  walls  and  ceilirg,  if  plastered,  should  be  washed  with 
this,  and  then  whitewashed.  All  dust  must  be  carefully  washed  (not 
brushed  or  swept;  away  from  ledges,  cracks,  corners  and  crevices. 

Sulphur  Fumigation. 

To  use  this  effectively,  two  pounds  of  sulphur  should  be  burned  in 
a  room  ten  feet  square.  Every  opening  in  the  room — flues,  doors, 
wind(  W8,  cracks  and  crevices — must  be  closed,  except  the  door  by 
which  the  dieinfector  is  to  escape;  closet  doors  and  bureau  drawers 
should  be  opened  wide,  and  all  woolen  articles  in  the  room  during  the 
sickness,  hung  on  lines,  being  spread  out  and  opened  up  as  much  as 
possible.  The  sulphur  is  to  be  burned  in  an  iron  kettle  or  other  vessel 
set  in  a  tub  containing  a  little  water  to  guard  against  fire.  A  liitlo 
alcohol  or  kerosene  must  be  poured  upon  the  sulphur,  by  means  of 
which  it  may  be  ignited.  Leave  the  room  quickly,  for  the  fumes  are 
highly  poisonous  when  breathed,  and  close  the  door  tightly.  Let  the 
room  remain  closed  twenty-four  hours  or  more.  Then  air  thoroughly 
for  several  days.

you  will  exercise  your  professional  authority  in  the  most  poeilive 
manner  to  prevent  children  convalescing  lYom  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  or  other  communicable  disease,  from  returning  to 
school  before  the  danger  of  conveying  the  infection  h  passed,  to 
dissuade  all  who  are  necessarily  exposed  to  such  infection  from  at- 
tending churches  or  other  public  assemblies,  and  to  insist  on  careful 
disinfection  of  all  apartmentn  and  clothing  which  have  been  similarly 
exposed.

XVII.    CAMP  HYGIENB, 


[Addressed  to  Medical  Olllcerg*  of  ilie  National  OirBrdof  Pennsylvania.] 
Sanitary  Duties  of  Medical  Officers, 

From  a  sanitary  point  of  view*  a  medical  officer  of  the  National 
Guard  has  three  classes  of  duties  to  perform »  The  first,  to  assist  in 
the  selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  the  camp  ;  secondl3^  to  aid  in  la}^- 
ing  it  out,  and,  thirdly,  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition  oi  the  en- 
campment while  it  is  in  existence. 

Seleotion  of  Site, 

Of  course,  during  time  of  war,  expediency  must  often  override  other 

considerations  in  selecting  a  site  for  a  camp;  but  for  our  annual  en- 
■  campments  more  judgment  can  be  used.  It  may  be  argued  tliat  it 
is  not  so  important  that  a  healthy  site  should  be  a  consideration,  be* 
cause  the  period  of  encampment  is  so  short;  but  this  is  a  fallacious  ar- 
gument, for  it  is  long  enough  to  permit  of  the  causation  of  sickness,  or 
even  death,  that  may  be  avoided. 
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•'  Wood,  water,  grass  and  dryness  of  soil,"  may  be  set  down  as  the 
prime  essentials  that  should  be  always  before  the  eye  of  the  medical 
officer  who  is  inspecting  a  proposed  camp  site.  You  must  avoid  the 
neighborhood  of  marshes,  river  bottoms,  overflowed  lands,  deep  allu- 
vium, lands  subject  to  occasional  salt  water  inundations,  and  sands, 
however  barren  the  surface,  if  there  be  subjacent  water.  Shrubby 
plants  are  denounced  as  indicating  dangerous  ground,  because  they 
are  evidences  of  active  fermentative  changes  going  on  therein,  and, 
by  cutting  away  these  shrubs,  there  will  be  allowed  a  chance  for  the 
diffusion  of  unhealthy  emanations  that  would  otherwise  have  been 
absorbed  by  them. 

The  best  site  for  a  camp  will  be  a  grassy  elevation,  where  the  8ui)er- 
ficial  layer  is  gravelly,  with  rock  at  a  good  depth.  These  can  usually 
be  discovered  by  a  general  survey  of  the  ground;  but,  if  doubt  ex- 
ists as  to  the  last,  a  few  men  with  pickaxes  and  spades  can  soon  set- 
tle it.  As  our  encampments  are  always  held  in  the  summer,  advan- 
tage must  be  taken  of  woods  for  shade,  if  not  so  dense  as  to  interfere 
with  ventilation.  Prevailing  winds  must  be  observed,  in  order  that 
we  may  place  the  camp  to  windward  of  suspicious  swamps  and  rich 
alluvial  ground.  In  this  section  of  the  country,  southerly  winds  pre- 
vail in  summer;  hence,  you  want  to  place  the  camp  on  the  south  side 
of  a  woods,  if  one  exists,  that  the  wind  may  have  free  access  thereto. 

If  in  a  mountainous  region,  we  must  remember  that  there  are  nightly 
breezes  from  hill  to  plain,  and  guard  against  them.  A  dusty  site,  com- 
bined with  glare,  will  be  hurtful  to  the  eyes.  Old  camp  grounds 
should  be  avoided,  because  of  their  previous  contamination.  Never 
SELECT  A  HOLLOW.  Perhaps  the  worst  of  all  kinds  of  soil  for  a  camp 
is  that  in  which  sand  and  humus  form  the  upper  stratum,  the  lower  or 
sub-soil  being  formed  of  clay.  Rain,  which  falls  on  such  ground,  in- 
stead of  rapidly  evaporating,  soaks  into  and  through  the  first  stratum, 
and,  passing  into  the  clayey  sub-soil,  is  absorbed  and  causes  the  sur- 
face to  remain  for  a  long  time  damp  and  unhealthy. 

We  should  always  look  for  springs,  that  we  may  be  sure  of  a  good 
water  supply,  and  a  guard  should  be  placed  about  the  sources  of  sup- 
ply at  the  very  first  advent  of  the  soldiers  into  camp,  that  they  may 
be  guarded  from  pollution.  If,  as  is  now  frequently  done,  the  water 
is  conveyed  to  the  camp  from  a  distance,  you  should  carefully  inves- 
tigate the  proposed  source  of  supply,  and  the  water  should  be  con- 
veyed in  iron  i)ipes.  Never  tolerate  the  use  of  leaden  pipes;  lead  is 
useful  only  for  bullets.  If,  ow  ing  to  the  scarcity  of  springs,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  resort  to  wells,  driven  wells  are  preferable  to  those  that 
are  dug,  as  they  nre  less  liable  to  surface  contamination.  It  would  be 
superfluous  to  give  directions  for  the  chemical  examination  of  drink- 
ing water.  It  may  be  accepted  as  a  rule  that  spring  water,  or  well 
water  in  the  country,  will  contain  nothing  injurious  to  health  unless 
it  be  contaminated  by  organic  decomposition.    If  we  are  careful  to 
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see  that  no  privies  are  near  the  source  of  supply;  tliat  leaves  and 
limits  of  trees  are  kept  out  of  it ;  that  mice,  rats,  cats,  frogs,  or  other 
detid  animals,  are  not  putrefying  therein  ;  then  we  will  have  a  water 
that  can,  with  safety,  be  useiL 

Of  course,  it  is  only  because  of  the  short  duration  of  our  annual  en- 
campments, and  of  the  fact  that  our  State  is  so  well  supplied  with 
pure  and  wholesome  water,  that  w^e  are  enabled  to  dismiss  this  ques- 
tion of  water  supply  with  so  few  words.  This  manual  being  mainly 
intended  for  our  own  medical  officers,  we  do  not  deem  it  wise  to  un- 
necessarily increase  its  bulk  by  the  discussion  of  questions,  which,  as 
medical  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  they  will 
never  be  called  upon  to  decide.  Quantity  is  an  important  considera- 
tion in  connection  witli  the  water  supply,  and,  if  it  he  not  unlimited, 
you  should  see  to  it  that  you  have,  at  least,  an  average  of  five  gallons 
per  day  for  each  man. 

It  will  be  well,  if  possible,  that  there  should  be  a  lake,  pond,  river, 
or  lar^e  creek  in  the  vicijiity  of  the  camp,  as  the  facility  for  bathing 
thereby  aflbrded  will  do  much  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  men.  It 
will  he  a  good  suggestion  when  the  site  of  the  camp  has  been  deter- 
mined upon  in  the  spring,  to  plant  profusely,  but  with  design  and 
judgment,  say  around  the  edge  of  each  regimental  area,  sunJtower 
seeds.  It  is  claimed  i}y  some  that  sunllowers  possess  anti- malarial 
properties,  Whether  tliis  be  true  or  not,  there  can  be  no  tpiestion 
that  such  rapidly-growing  plants  do  absorb  and  thus  nullify  emana- 
tions that  might  otherwise  prove  detrimental  to  health,  while,  from  an 
Kfsthelic  point  of  view,  this  cordon  of  sunllowers  will  add  to  the  pic- 
turesqueness  of  the  camp,  to  say  nothing  of  the  gain  to  the  owner  of 
the  land  in  good  chicken  feed.  For  this  same  reason,  a  ground  where 
the  thistle  abounds  will  make  a  good  camp  site,  other  things  being 
eqilnl. 
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Layinff  Out  of  Oamp. 
Having  now  selected  the  site  for  the  encampment,  we  come  to  lay 


it  out. 
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The  above  diagram  (taken  from  Buck's  Hygiene)  gives  us  the  plan 
of  a  regimental  camp  looking  from  the  north  towards  the  south,  sup- 
posing a  woods,  if  one  exists,  to  be  located  at  the  northern  or  lower 
end  of  the  camp.  The  depth  is  specified  in  paces  from  the  color-line, 
the  pace  being  twenty-eight  inches,  the  average  step  of  the  soldier. 
Ten  paces  in  rear  of  the  color-line  (C)  are  the  tents  of  the  men,  which 
are  disposed  in  two  files,  with  a  street  between,  the  tents  opening  on 
the  street.  The  streets  should  have  a  length  of  fifty  paces  and  a  width 
of  nine  yards.  The  company  kitchens  (D)  are  in  line  parallel  to  the 
color-line  and  twenty  paces  back  of  the  rear  ends  of  tents.  The  com- 
pany ofiicers  are  quartered  on  the  line  (E),  twenty  paces  in  rear  of  the 
kitchens,  and  a  depth  of  fifteen  paces  is  allowed  for  their  tents,  ser- 
vants' quarters  and  kitchens  (F).  Further  to  the  rear,  twenty  paces, 
are  the  quarters  (G)  of  the  field  and  staff  of  the  command,  and  be- 
hind them,  twenty  paces,  their  kitchens  (H)  and  the  tents  (I)  of  the 
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non-eomraisaioned  etaflf.  Officers' sinks  (K)  are  one  hundred  paces 
beyond,  with  regimental  wagons,  if  any,  parallel  in  the  interval.  The 
sinks  of  the  men  (B)  are  one  luindred  and  fifty  ]jaces  in  front  ol"  Hie 
color  line,  and  the  advance  gnard  (A),lirty  paL-esin  front  of  the  sinks. 

This  diagram  represents  a  regulation  camp,  but  the  plan  is  open  to 
some  slight  criticism  from  a  sanitary  standpoint.  Thus,  if  the  wind 
is  blowing  from  the  south,  the  emanations  from  the  men's  sinks  will 
be  wafted  towards  the  camp.  If  the  camp  face  w^est  and  east  and  the 
wind  be  from  tlie  north  or  south,  this  inconvenience  will  not  be  ex- 
perienced ;  but,  in  the  latter  position,  if  the  wind  be  from  the  east,  we 
have  the  same  difficulty.  It  would  seem  best  to  place  the  men's  sinks 
in  the  rear,  in  a  line  behind  the  officers'  sinks.  Thus,  a  witid  blowing 
from  in  front  would  not  carry  their  emanations  over  the  camp,  while 
a  rear  wind  would  have  very  little  effect,  providing  a  woods  formed  the 
northern  backgroujid  of  the  camp,  and  if  it  did  not,  the  trouble  wnnld 
only  exist  wiien  the  wind  happened  to  be  in  tlds  particular  direction. 
Such  an  arrangement  of  the  sinks  woold  also  be  advantageous  from  an 
economical  point  of  view,  as  the  advance  gnard  could  be  set  back  at 
least  one  hundred  ami  Ibrty  paces,  thus  saving  this  much  space  in  the 
extreme  length  of  the  camp.  The  only  valid  objection  to  this  location 
of  the  men's  sinks  is  that  in  going  to  them  the  men  would  be  obliged 
to  pass  the  kitchens  of  the  officers'  tents.  This  drawback  could  be 
avoided  by  a  proper  guard  service,  especially  when  we  retlect  that 
witfjout  such  guard  there  would  l>e  nothing  to  keep  the  men  away 
from  the  commissariat,  even  though  the  sinks  might  be  in  the  opposite 
direction. 

It  is  scarce h^  necessary  to  go  into  detail  for  the  plan  of  a  cavalry 
camp,  as  in  our  Slate  our  cavalry  consists  only  of  small  compatnes 
whose  camps  will  be  arranged  on  the  same  general  plan  as  above,  and 
the  same  may  be  said  of  the  artillery. 

Over-crowding  in  camps,  as  in  cities,  will  prove  injurious  to  the 
health  of  the  coninnind.  From  the  diagram  furnished  it  will  be  seen 
that  a  camp  for  a  regiment  of  six  hundred  men  should  cover  a  space 
174  yards  wide  hy  358  yards  (-ItiO  paces)  deep;  giving  an  area  of 
02,202  yards,  or  104  square  yards  for  each  man.  The  utmost  extent 
of  crowding  permitted  by  the  regulations  consists  in  reducing  the 
frontage  to  124  yards,  the  depth  remaining  the  same,  wdnch  gives  a 
superficies  per  man  of  seventy  four  yards.  The  diagiam  provides  for 
twenty  rows  (»f  tents  and  tlurteen  in  a  row,  which  would  give  us  260 
tents  for  each  regiment,  and  with  two  men  in  each  tent  we  would  have 

eommodatious  for  520  men,  a  number  rarely  exceeded,  if  ever,  in 
any  of  our  commands.  This  is  the  proper  proportion;  not  more  than 
two  men  should  0(H,^upy  each  of  our  ordinary  tents,  for  a  greater  num- 
ber will  result  in  over-crowding  that  must  prove  detrimental  to 
health.  It  is  the  overcrowding  in  the  tents  rather  than  the  eontrac- 
lion  of  the  total  area  of  the  camp  that  is  to  be  avoided.     These  tents 
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should  be  ventilated  by  a  couple  of  holes  near  the  ridge,  guarded  by 
flaps  which  can  be  looped  up  or  let  down  at  pleasure.  Though  it 
entails  some  extra  labor,  it  is  important  to  dig  a  trench  around  each 
tent,  which  should  communicate  with  a  similar  trench  in  the  company 
street,  so  that  the  rainfall  may  be  drained  away  from  the  camp.  In  a 
battalion  camp  {Hamviond)  the  tents  should  never  be  arranged  in 
double  line;  short  single  lines  are  best.  The  tents  in  line  should  be 
separated  from  each  other  by  a  space  at  the  very  least  equal  to  a 
diameter  and  a  half  of  a  tent,  and  the  further  the  lines  can  be  con- 
veniently placed  from  each  other  the  better. 

The  inside  of  tents  should  never  be  excavated.  Nothing  (according 
to  Hammond)  is  more  productive  of  zymotic  diseases  than  the  prac- 
tice of  cutting  the  ground  down  within  the  t^nts,  so  as  to  leave  a  wall 
of  earth  as  a  barrier  against  the  entrance  of  fresh  air,  and  as  a  most 
effectual  absorber  of  the  effluvia  from  the  bodies  of  the  inmates.  It 
will  be  well,  when  practicable,  to  lay  a  wooden  floor  within  the  tent, 
letting  the  boards  rest  upon  a  joist  at  each  side  of  the  tent,  so  that 
there  may  be  a  circulation  of  air  beneath.  If  such  a  luxury  is  not 
supplied  by  the  quartermaster,  it  can  be  improvised  by  the  men 
themselves  with  the  aid  of  an  axe  and  a  few  trees,  for  split  logs  will 
answer  the  purpose  very  well. 

Limit  of  Sinks. 

The  sinks  should  be  located  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  paces 
from  the  tents  and  in  the  rear,  for  the  reasons  already  given.  A  deep 
and  narrow  trench  should  be  dug  for  the  purpose  ;  if  too  wide  it  will 
require  more  earth  to  cover  the  excreta,  and  will,  moreover,  expose  a 
greater  surface  from  which  the  noxious  effluvia  will  be  given  off  than 
if  it  is  narrow.  We  must  be  very  careful  not  to  locate  these  sinks 
over  streams  of  water  or  in  the  vicinity  of  springs  or  w^lls.  In  either 
case  the  water  will  become  contaminated  and  serious  disease  may  be 
the  result.  In  cavalry  camps  care  must  b**  taken  that  the  horses  are 
not  stabled  near  the  water  supply,  for  horse  refuse  will  prove  as  dan- 
gerous as  will  that  from  man.  The  dung,  straw  and  other  refuse  from 
the  horses  should  be  burned.  It  will  be  best  to  have  a  small  sink  for 
each  company  than  one  or  two  large  ones  for  the  whole  regiments 
because  the  men  will  be  thus  exposed,  when  attending  to  nature^s 
call,  to  a  less  heterogeneous  effluvium,  a  point  of  much  importance  in 
limiting  the  spread  of  miasmatic  contagious  disease.  A  cooiparalive 
privacy  is  also  ensured,  which  has  a  hygienic  value,  inasmuen  as  some 
men  find  difficulty  in  relieving  themselves  in  the  presence  of  others, 
and  such  men  will  seek  the  woods  or  allow  the  call  of  nature  to  pass 
unheeded.  Every  depression  in  the  regimental  area  liable  to  retain 
water  should  be  drained  and  filled  up.  A  mess-tent,  in  connection 
with  the  kitchen,  should  be  established  that  we  may  prevent  the  con- 
tamination of  the  tents  with  the  debris  of  meals. 
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There  should  be  one  large  tent,  furniahed  with  at  least  six  cots,  set 
aside  as  tlie  hospital  tent,  lofated  near  to,  if  not  adjtdnin^  the  tent 
occupied  by  the  surgeon  or  a^sislant  surgeons  of  the  re*;:iineiiti  and 
this  tent  should  be  indicated  by  a  yellow  Hag,  or  better  snll  by  the 
words  '*  Hospital  Tent "  prominently  displayed  thereon. 


t 


Sanitary  Supervision  of  the  Camp. 

Having  determined  upon  the  ^ite  and  supervised  the  sanitary  laying 
out  of  the  camp,  the  next  (juestion  is  its  hygienic  goveninient.  Order 
and  cleanliness,  so  far  as  they  rehite  to  Jiealth  and  well  bting  of  the 
inhabitants,  are  embraced  generi^ally  by  the  police  system.  A  police 
party  is  a  cleaning  np  detail.  The  soldier  has  even  specialized  the 
word  to  personal  matters,  for  his  object  in  going  to  the  river  or  creek 
with  towel,  soap  and  change  of  nnder clothing,  is  usually  to  have  a 
*^general  police."  The  length  of  time  during  which  a  camp  can  be 
occupied  depends  greatly  upon  the  elFiciency  of  its  police.  It  has  been 
recommended  that  camp  sites  shonld  be  changed  at  least  every  eight 
days,  if  circumstances  permit,  but  with  proper  government  the  ground 
can  be  held  for  a  much  longer  period. 

While  it  is  the  duty  of  company  ofBcers  to  oversee  the  police  of 
their  company  quarters,  and  the  personal  cleanliness  of  their  men,  yet 
it  is  i^ierfectly  proper  and  necessary  that  the  surgeon  should  make  sug- 
gestions to  the  company  officers,  and  should  report  to  the  regimental 
commander  all  non-compliance  with  hisrecommeudatitms.  In  the  reg- 
ular army  the  surgeon  is  now  (by  an  order  issued  in  1874)  not  only 
the  medicaL  but  he  is  also  the  sanitan/.  ollicer  of  las  command.  This 
order  authorizes  the  surgeon  to  make  inspections  of  all  the  tents  or 
buildings,  of  the  character  and  (*uoking  of  tite  raliong,  of  t!ie  quantity 
and  (pjalily  of  the  water  supply,  tlie  drainage,  and  the  clothing  and 
habits  of  the  men,  and  to  make  a  report  thereon  in  writing  to  his  eom- 
rnanding  officer,  with  such  recommendations  as  tie  may  deem  proper. 
It  his  recommendations  are  not  carried  out,  the  commanding  officer  is 
required  to  state  on  the  report  his  reasons  for  not  acting  upon  them, 
and  to  forward  tins  report  to  the  department  (*ommander.  Such  should 
be  the  status  of  tlie  medical  olRcers  of  our  National  (luard.  It  is  one 
of  the  duties  of  the  ofHcer  of  the  daij  to  see  that  the  camp  is  properly 
polic^ed,  and  he  is  responsible  to  his  superior  for  the  order  and  clean- 
liness of  the  camp.  He  makes  use  of  the  prisoners  in  policing  the 
grounds,  and,  if  they  are  insufficient  for  the  work,  fatigue  details  are 
granted  him.  Very  much  depends  upon  the  efficiency  of  this  service; 
(or,  if  police  parties  fail  to  remove  the  dangerous  material  from  camp, 
then  must  the  camp  be  removed  from  the  dcuu/erous  material.  Even 
with  careful  policing  of  the  regimental  camp,  unless  great  watchful- 
ness  be  employed,  the  intervals  between  the  regiments  and  the  thickets 
iind  ravines  around  are  liable  to  bf^eome  unauthorized  depositories  of 
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all  kinds  of  filth,  leading  to  miasmatic  developments  from  soil  pollu- 
tion, and,  maybe,  even  to  contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

The  general  police  details  clean  up  the  regimental  area,  attend  to 
the  condition  of  the  sinks,  remove  kitchen  refuse  and  stable  manure, 
repair  defective  trenching  for  surface  drainage,  and  keep  the  path- 
ways passable  in  rainy  weather.  All  refuse  material  should  be  col- 
lected into  heaps,  loaded  into  wheel-barrows,  carted  away  and  burned. 
Nothing  should  be  left  as  a  nidus  for  further  accumulation.  Soldiers 
object  to  doing  other  than  their  own  work,  so  that  what  has  been  un- 
intentionally neglected  by  one  police  party  may  be  seen  and  passed 
over  by  those  which  succeed  it,  so  that  a  watchful  eye  becomes  all 
necessary.  Attention  should  not  be  restricted  to  the  regimental  area; 
the  surrounding  grounds  must  be  carefully  policed,  especially  if  re- 
lated in  any  way  to  the  water  supply. 

At  the  close  of  each  day  some  of  the  earth  that  has  been  thrown  up 
in  digging  the  sinks  should  be  thrown  therein — enough  to  thoroughly 
cover  the  deposits  of  the  day,  and  it  will  be  well  if  a  sprinkling  oi 
chloride  of  lime  or  some  other  disinfectant  can  be  added  thereto. 
When  filled  within  two  feet  of  the  surface,  each  sink  should  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  one,  those  disused  being  filled  up  and  banked  over 
with  earth  to  mark  their  site.  In  the  event  of  the  presence  in  camp 
of  such  diseases  as  diarrhoea,  dysentery,  typhoid  fever,  cholera,  etc., 
special  disinfection  of  the  sinks  is  indicated,  for  which  purpose  we 
may  freely  sprinkle  a  solution  of  bromide  in  the  proportion  of  one 
pound  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  gallons  of  water,  or  a  one  to 
one  thousand  solution  of  corrosive  of  sublimate.  The  only  way  to 
prevent  the  contamination  of  the  soil  about  the  tents  from  urinary  se- 
cretion is  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the  men  by  explaining  to  them 
the  danger  of  this  practice.  In  bad  weather  the  men  are  apt  to  use 
the  spaces  between  the  tents,  while  at  night  all  parts  of  the  company 
area  may  be  converted  into  urinals.  Unless  officers  are  vigilant,  cer- 
tain angles  about  the  tents  will  soon  evolve  ammoniacal  odors.  The 
medical  officer  should  indicate  such  places  as  may  be  used  for  this 
purpose  during  the  night,  and  such  localities  should  be  well  scraped 
and  treated  with  chloride  of  lime  each  morning.  Kitchen  refuse  and 
slops  should  be  collected  in  covered  barrels,  removed  daily,  and  cre- 
mated. On  no  account  aliould  anything  of  this  kind  be  committed  to 
the  sinks  or  thrown  in  heaps  prior  to  ultimate  removal.  Kitchen  gar- 
bage is  disgusting  at  all  times,  and,  in  addition  to  the  insalubrity 
caused  by  its  fermentation  in  the  soil,  it  is  provocative  of  much  dis- 
comfort in  warm  weather  from  the  myriads  of  flies  which  infest  its 
neighborhood. 

The  interior  of  the  tents  must  be  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  they 
should  be  thoroughly  aired  by  o])ening  the  front  and  back  and  raising 
the  walls  after  the  men  have  left  them  in  the  morning.  All  bedding 
should  be  exposed  to  the  air  every  day  unless  the  weather  is  such  as 
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to  prevent  it  Straw  in  oiattresses  ehould  not  be  ased  lon2;er  than  one 
week,  when  it  ahoiikl  be  burned.  If  cots  are  in  use,  h  sltould  lieeeen 
I  bat  nothing:  of  a  piitreseible  nature  be  allowed  lo  aeeumnhUe  UTider 
thera.  Dogs  are  a  camfj  nuisance  that  shouhl  not  be  tolerated;  in- 
deed, no  organic  contamination  should  be  permissible  in  the  small  air 
space  save  that  wliicfi,  ot"  necessity,  arises  from  the  uceoiiaricy.  One  of 
the  most  difficult  problems  of  camp  hypene,  particularly  in  our  mili- 
tia encimipments,  is  that  of  pergonal  cleanliness.  Our  citizen  sol- 
'diery,  deprived  of  the  facilities  for  personal  cleanliness  that  have  sur- 
nMindeil  them  at  linme,and  not  being  long  enough  in  camp  to  acquire 
ilie  habit  of  meetin*^  all  emergencies  as  well  as  the  soldiers  in  lime  ol 
war,  seem  to  resign  themselves  to  what  they  regard  as  inevitabhMlirt- 
ioess,  and  make  but  little  ellort  towards  personal  cleanliness.  Every 
etfbrt  must  be  made  to  counteract  this  unhealthy  tendency.  Such 
want  of  cleanliness  will  cause  chatiiigR  and  nlcerations.  while,  if  pro- 
longed, it  may  produce  actual  disease,  for  the  irritation  of  skin  caused 
by  heat,  perspiration,  the  contact  with  underclothing  hardened  with 
moisture,  organic  elimination,  and  epidermal  debris  from  within, 
and  dust  and  all  manner  of  oncleanness  from  without,  will  lead  to 
prickly  heat,  which,  in  cases  aggravated  by  scratching  and  the  brows- 
ing of  the  pedietdus  corporis^  will  become  erythematous,  eczematous, 
and  form  a  special  disease,  popularly  known  as  camp  itch.  Of  course, 
such  an  aggravated  condition  is  not  likely  to  occur  in  our  short  en- 
campments, but  a  similar  condition,  in  a  lesser  degree,  will  be  very 
likely.  As  our  encampmentfi  are  always  held  in  summer,  personal 
cleanliness  can  be  readily  secured  if  we  have,  as  has  been  already  sug- 
gested, a  pond,  lake,  river  or  creek  in  tlie  vicinily. 

A  few  words  in  relation  to  the  food  of  the  soldier  will  bring  the 
raimual  fo  a  *dos(^  If  the  soldier  is  a  machine,  as  he  has  sometimes 
been  called,  he  should  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  well  suppliefl  with 
motor-power,  **Armies  have  been  disarmed  l>y  a  deticient  dietary,  but 
never,^-  says  Dr.  iSmart, ''  by  the  overfeeding  consequent  on  the  estab- 
lishment ol"  a  liberal  ration."  It  may  be  stated  that  a  soldier's  ration 
should  contain  not  less  than  thirty  ounces  of  water  free  food  daily, 
which  should  consist  of  albuminoids,  fatty,  saccharine,  amylaceous 
and  saline  substances  in  certain  proportions.  The  camp  or  active  ser* 
vice  ration  of  the  United  States  army  consists,  as  usually  issued,  ol :

Wliile  the  nutritive  value  of  this  issue  is  hardly  up  to  the  standard 
given  above,  yet  it  would  probably  answer  in  our  summer  encamp- 
ments, where  the  regular  ration  is,  in  almost  all  instances,  supple- 
mented by  private  purchase  or  by  the  contributions  of  visiting  friends.

XVm.  SCHOOL  .H7GIBNE.    ADDRBSSBD  TO  TEAOHER8. 


Importanoe  of  the  Subject. 

There  is  a  wide* spread  opinion  among  medical  men  that  children 
during  their  school  years  are  subject  to  grave  dangers  to  health ;  that 
these  dangers,  many  of  them  at  least,  are  avoidable,  and  ought  to  be 
prevented.  From  unhygienic  conditions  in  the  schoolroom  and  its 
immediate  surroundings,  we  have  headaches,  nervous  diseases  and 
nervous  exhaustion,  impaired  eyes,  and  diseases  arising  from  improper 
and  deficient  ventilation,  from  inefficient  and  excessive  heating,  from 
uncleanly  conditions,  from  insufficient  and  improper  physical  e.xercise, 
and  from  contagious  diseases.  This  circular  is  issued  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  to  warn  teachers  of  the  dangers  prevalent,  and  to 
point  out  simple  means  for  remedying  the  same. 

Oaxe  of  the  Eyes. 

In  the  school  room,  the  eyes  are  very  frequently  injured.  It  is  as- 
serted that  68  per  cent,  of  educated  Germans  over  21  years  of  age  have 
impaired  eyes.  The  eye  troubles  of  highly  civilized  countries  are  rare 
among  savages  and  those  who  have  never  been  in  school. 

Children  should  not  sit  facing  the  light.  Let  the  desks  face  a  wall 
without  windows.  The  school  room  should  be  so  well  lighted  that 
every  pupil  can  see  to  read  readily  with  the  book  held  at  15  inches 
from  the  eyes.  On  dark  days  be  sure  that  pupils  in  the  middle  of  the 
room  can  see  to  perform  their  work.  If  cui  tains  *  are  used  they  should 
have  the  roller  at  the  bottom  of  the  window,  as  the  most  valuable 

*  A  prrminent  educator  in  tho  State  has  declared  to  the  writer  that  all  curtains 
should  be  excluded  from  school  windows,  since  they  are  a  constant  cause  of  deflcient 
lighu    They  must  be  used  w^ith  great  care. 
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light  rom.*8  m  from  the  top.  Windows  ghoidd  not  be  filled  up  with 
^laiitB,  A  duzzYing  li^ht  is  nearly  as  bad  as  inaufljcient  light.  The 
fbest  light  coojes  over  the  jeifc  shoulder  and  from  above.  8imlip;ht 
should  not  fall  directly  upon  the  books  or  slates  of  the  children. 
Blackboards  should  not  be  between  windows.  Where  pupils  are  re- 
quired to  copy  work  from  the  blackboard,  the  teacher  should  be  very 
carelul  to  write  in  a  large  and  legible  hand.  The  board  must  be  kept 
clean  for  pupib  cannoLeee  what  is  written  on  a  greasy  suriaee.  Pupils 
should  eit  erect  and  not  bend  over  Iheir  work.  They  filiould  not 
I** strain  ''  the  eyes  at  any  time.  Whenever  a  child  complains  that  its 
eyes  ''ache,^'  it  should  be  excused  from  its  duties  and  a  note  sent  to 
ihe  parents.  Pale  inks  and  greasy  slates  are  injurious  to  the  ej^es. 
Children  should  not  read  when  lying  down,  riding,  or  when  sleepy. 
They  should  be  seated  so  ttiat  they  can  perform  their  work  properly. 
They  should  be  encouraged  to  ait  near  the  lamp  at  nigfit  and  not  as 
■far  as  possible  from  it.  Teachers  should  remember  that  the  eyes  are 
•often  too  weak  t^or  purposes  of  study  after  measles,  diplxtheria.  ecarlet 
fever,  whooping  cough,  and  other  diseases  of  childhood.  Some  iiitlam- 
mations  of  the  eyes  are  contagious.  Young  children  are  somelimes 
called  fibstinate  when  they  really  cannot  see.  Children  should  be  in- 
strncted  to  nse  their  eyes  on  distant  objects  as  much  as  possible  when 
out  of  doors.  So  far  as  possible  cluldren  should  be  placed  on  seats  of 
a  proper  height,  their  feet  resling  upon  the  floor,  and  ihedeek  not  too 
high  above  them.  The  back  of  the  seat  should  curve  in  at  its  lower 
thirds  to  lit  the  small  of  the  back,  and  thus  prevent  stooping.  In  all 
cases  where  a  child  is  thought  to  be  injuring  the  eyes,  the  teacher 
should  send  a  note  to  the  parents. 

f  The  Water  Supply. 

Children  growing  rapidly  and  taking  healthful  exercise,  need  much 
drinking  water,  as  more  than  seventy  per  cent,  of  their  bodies  consifets 
of  this  substance,  which  is  constantly  being  lost  from  the  excretory 
organs.  It  is  no  "mere  habit  to  drink  water,''  as  has  been  afllrmed 
by  some.     The  diinking  water  should  be  pure. 

In  country  places,  the  well  should  be  cleansed  at  the  opening  of 
each  school  year,  and  the  water  should  then  be  carefully  tested  as  to 
its  purity.  No  privy  should  be  within  200  feet  of  tlie  well.  The 
water  bucket  and  cup  should  be  clean.  The  bucket  should  be  filled 
wiih  fresh  water  each  morning  before  using.  Drinking  moderately 
at  meals  is  not  ordinarily  injurious.  Hydrant  water  should  be  lei 
un  awhile  each  morning  before  using. 


OleanliiieaB. 


Nothing  is  more  certain  to  sanitarians  than  that  disease  revels  in 
dirti  dampness  and  darkness.  The  school  room  and  all  its  surround- 
ings must  be  kept  scrupulously  clean.     The  school  room  should  be 
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well  cleaned  and  ventilated  some  days  before  the  opening  of  each  term. 
The  walls  should  be  whitewashed  each  term  where  not  painted  or 
papered.    Dark  paper  should  never  be  used  on  walls  of  school  rooms. 

The  air  of  the  cellar  is  sure  to  find  its  way  through  the  house.  Hence 
it  should  be  clean,  not  lumbered  up  with  rubbish,  not  dark,  damp, 
musty,  unhealthful.  The  privy  should  not  be  in  the  cellar.  The  cel- 
lar should  be  cleaned  every  year  and  its  walls  whitewashed. 

The  floors  of  the  school  room  should  be  kept  as  clear  of  dust  as 
possible.  Spitting  on  the  floor  should  be  prohibited.  The  clothes 
pantry  should  be  clean  and  ventilated.  There  should  be  a  wash-basin, ' 
soap,  towel  and  mirror  in  every  school  room,  and  all  children  should 
be  required  to  keep  their  hands  and  faces  clean  and  hair  neatly  adjusted. 
The  dustless  crayon  is  preferable  to  the  ordinary  soft  ones.  Children 
having  sore  eyes  accompanied  with  a  discharge,  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  use  the  same  basins  or  towels  as  the  others. 

Every  school  should  have  a  privy  in  good  order,  and  pupils  should 
be  able  to  reach  it  without  exposure  to  inclement  weather.  This  is  a 
matter  which,  though  generally  neglected,  should  receive  much  atten- 
tion. The  earth  closet  is  preferable  to  any  other  form  of  privy.  This 
may  be  disinfected  with  a  strong  solution  of  carbolic  acid  in  water,  or 
in  country  places,  by  completely  covering  the  contents  with  fresh 
earth  or  dry  coal  ashes.  Much  good  will  be  accomplished  by  givinfz; 
a  few  plain  talks  to  the  children  on  the  vital  importance  of  the  functions 
of  excretion,  and  the  consequent  importance  of  promptly  attending  to 
all  the  calls  of  nature.  Sometimes  children  are  compelled  to  leave 
the  room  very  frequently  on  calls  of  nature.  Teachers  must  be  very 
careful  not  to  detain  such  when  it  is  really  necessary  for  them  to  go 
out,  as  serious  organic  diseases  may  thereby  be  producd.  The  teacher 
should  trequently  give  plain  talks  on  bathing  and  personal  cleanliness. 

"Wet  Olothincr. 

It  is  very  injurious  to  sit  with  wet  or  damp  clothing.  Children  who 
arrive  at  school  in  this  condition  should  stand  about  the  stove  or 
heaters  until  dry,  or  in  some  cases  be  sent  home.  The  children  should 
not  run  out  on  wet  days  during  recess,  getting  feet  and  clothing  wet. 
Indoor  games  should  be  devised  for  such  days.  The  wearing  of  rub- 
ber overshoes  and  coats  should  be  encouraged.  Children  might  be 
encouraged  to  have  an  extra  pair  of  shoes  and  stockings  at  school, 
that  the  wet  ones  be  removed.  It  is  an  unhealthy  practice  to  wear 
rubber  boots  or  shoes  all  day,  and  the  practice  should  be  discouraged 
•  by  teachers. 

Ventilation  and  Wamiinfir. 

Foul  air  produces  listlessness  in  schools  perhaps  more  than  aoy 
other  one  cause.     Beware  of  it. 
^'  In  modern  hygiene,  nothing  is  more  conclusively  established  than 
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fact  that  vitiated  atmosphereB  are  the  most  fruitful  of  all  sources 
of  disease  '' — Play  fair. 

*'  Headache,  nausea  and  lasBitude,  great  debility,  impaired  digestion 
severe  colds,  consumption  and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system, 
as  well  as  other  seriooa  diseases,  may  be  caused  by  confinement  in  the 
foul  atmosphere  of  an  unventilated  room/*^ — Dr,  Frutik  Welh, 

*^  Though  foul  air  is  a  slow  poison,  we  must  not  forget  that  a  blast 
af  cold  air  may  slay  like  a  sword.'' — Br.  Angus  Smith. 

The  air  in  the  school  room  should 
be  pure,  and  warm,  but  not  over- 
heated.     Perfect     ventilation    is ' 
secured  when  the  insid^  air  is  as 
pure  as  that  outside.  The  only  way  I 
to  determine  the  temperature  of  a  ] 
room  is  by  means  of  a  thermome- 
ter,  which    should  not  be   hong 
more  than  four  feet  from  the  floor* 
It  should  occaeionally  be  placed 
near  the  floor,  to  see  that  that  por- 
tion of  the  room  is  not  too  cold. 
The  proper  temperature  is  from  65 
to  70  degrees,  Fahr.    Children  who 
complain  constantly  of  being  cold, 
are  probably  ill  clad  or  need  more 
physical  exercise.   Try  to  keep  the 
floor  warm.  A  zinc  cylinder  about  showing  nmnner  of  ventilating  by  inserts 
the  6 to Ve    will   protect   those   near     iugatripof  wood  beneatli  lower  saaU  or 

it     Keep  a  vessel  of  water  on  the  window. 

stove  to  moisten  the  air  of  the  room. 

It  is  reported  that  many  teachers  do  not  know  how  to  manage  a  coal 
fire  properly,  and  that  school  rooms  frequently  contain  injurious 
amounts  of  coal  gas.  When  the  stove  door  is  opened,  close  the  draught 
at  the  bottom.  Watch  closely  that  gas  does  not  escape  into  tlie  room, 
as  it  is  a  cause  of  dullness  and  headache. 

An  open  fire  place  with  a  small  fire  burning  in  it  is  the  best  means 
of  ventilating  a  room  yet  devised.  A  ventilating  tlue  to  act  must  be 
warm,  otherwise  it  will  probably  only  be  a  fuunel  down  which  cold 
air  will  pour  into  the  room.  Windows  sliould  not  be  lowered  in  cold 
weather  when  a  draught  of  cold  air  may  fall  upon  the  head  of  any 
pupil.  Much  fresh  air  may  be  introduced  into  a  room  by  placing 
boards*  about  six  inches  wide  under  the  lower  sasli  of  each  win- 
dow in  tlie  room.  A  space  will  be  formed  l>etweea  the  two  sashes 
through  which  a  stream  of  air  will  enter  the  room.    Another  plan  is  to 

*  In  place  of  the  boards,  screens  covered  with  flannel  have  been  successfuUy  used, 
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have  a  cylinder  ot  zinc  enclosing  stove.    A  hole  is  made  in  the 

floor  underneath  the  stove,  and 
from  this  hole  a  piece  of  stove 
pipe  leads  to  the  external  air.  The 
air  about  the  stove  will  become 
heated  and  will  arise,  while  to 
take  its  place  a  constant  stream  of 
air  will  pour  into  the  space  about 
the  stove  from  outdoors.  This  air 
will  be  warmed  before  it  passes 
into  the  room.  It  will  be  well  for 
the  teacher  to  have  fixed  times  on 
the  daily  programme  at  which  to 
throw  open  doors  and  windows 
several  times  each  day,  that  all 
the  stagnant  air  in  the  room  may 
be  removed.  At  these  times  all 
the  children  should  be  on  their 
feet  and  exercising,  and  the  wm- 
f  -         dows    should    be    closed    some 

£/TSiDE  A\R4r^  minutes  before  the  children  take 
their  seats,  in  cold  weather. 

Exercise. 

Physical  exercise  is  a  constant  need  of  our  bodies,  and  is  not  a  curse. 
Pupils  need  it.  Teachers  need  it.  Pupils  with  habitually  cold  hands 
and  feet  need  more  exercise  in  the  open  air.  Children  should  not  sit 
nor  lie  upon  the  damp  ground.  They  should  not  sit  or  stand  about 
when  overheated,  but  keep  moving  or  put  on  overcoats  until  they  cool 
off.  They  should  not  stand  still  in  cold  winds.  Dangerous  games 
should  be  prohibited  on  the  school  grounds.  Galisthenic  and  gymnas- 
tic exercises  are  needed  in  all  schools  to  develop  the  body  symmetri- 
cally and  to  make  pupils  easy  in  their  movements.  On  cold  days  boys 
should  not  run  out  without  their  hats,  nor  girls  without  their  wraps. 
In  every  way  possible,  the  teacher  should  protect  the  children  from 
contracting  colds.  Hence,  sitting  in  draughts,  lying  on  the  damp 
ground,  cooling  off  without  coats  on,  sitting  in  wet  or  damp  clothing, 
sitting  still  in  cold  rooms,  standing  in  cold  winds  without  hats,  etc., 
etc.,  should  receive  constant  attention  on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

Oontafirious  Diseajses. 

Diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  (scarlatina),  measles,  whooping  cough  and 
mumps  all  pass  readily  from  child  to  child.  In  every  school  district 
there  should  be  a  rule  prohibiting  children  attending  school  from  any 
family  in  which  any  of  the  above  diseases  (except  mumps)  exists.  An 
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intelligent  Buperintendent  writes:  *'Why!  I  have  found  all  sorts  of 
contagious  diseases  among  the  p>upil8  of  our  schools,  and  the  teachers 
apparently  never  taking  any  notice  of  them.  I  found  a  child  so  sick 
with  scarlet  fever  that  she  could  not  liold  her  head  up :  have  heard 
children  whooping  with  whooping  cough,  and  have  seen  them  all 
spotted  with  measles,  and  right  alongside  of  other  pupils,"  Teachers 
should  certainly  be  more  attentive,  and  send  such  pupils  home  with  a 
note  to  their  parents,  stating  that  the  child  is  too  sick  to  be  in  school, 
and  the  directors  at  once  notified  if  a  contagions  disease  is  suspected. 
No  child  who  has  had  one  of  the  above  diseases  is  safe  for  other  chil- 
dren to  mingle  with  so  long  as  it  has  any  peeling  of  the  skin,  or  any 
discharges  from  the  skin,  eyes,  ears^  or  nose,  A  physician's  certificate 
should  be  required  before  it  again  enters  the  school.  It  must  also  be 
remembered  that  after  these  diseases  the  whole  body  is  often  a  long 
time  in  a  weakened  state,  and  the  child  unable  to  perform  its  usual 
tasks.    The  eyes  especiallj*  are  weakened  in  many  cases. 

Epidemics  of  itch  are  very  common.  This  disease  is  caused  by  an 
animal  parasite  which  burrows  in  the  skin.  It  is  very  contagious. 
The  teacher  should  tell  the  pupil  to  ask  his  parents  to  consult  a  phy- 
sician in  regard  to  it. 

Hours  of  Study.    Overwork. 

The  number  of  hours  spent  in  school  daily  should  vary  with  the 
age  of  the  pupils,  five  hours  being  the  maximum.    The  younger  the 

pupils  the  more  numerous  and  the  longer  should  be  the  recesses.  It 
would  be  well  to  keep  the  very  youngest  cliildren  in  the  school  room 
only  so  long  as  is  necessary  for  them  to  recite.  Hard  and  easy  studies 
should  alternate  throughout  the  day.  Recesses  should  not  be  abol- 
ished. Very  long  sessiooi  are  injurious.  Single  sessions  which  inter- 
fere with  the  regular  meal  liours  of  the  pupils  are  injurious.  Studious 
pupils  will  often  need  to  be  restrained  in  their  work,  and  urged  to  be 
in  the  open  air  more.  Pupils  of  a  nervous  temperment  will  not  need 
the  stimulus  of  competition.  Pupils  under  twelve  or  thirteen  years  of  age 
should  not  be  required  to  study  at  home.  It  is  a  mistake  to  enter  pupils 
at  school  at  too  early  an  age.  Healthy  children  at  seven  or  eight, 
those  not  strong  later.  Nine  months  is  long  enough  for  any  cliild 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  to  be  in  school  in  any  one  year.  The  teacher 
must  not  expect  so  much  of  his  pupils  as  he  is  able  himself  to  do. 
Pupils  at  the  present  time  are  probably  being  given  work  beyond  their 
years.  Experience  comes  only  with  age.  Children  poorly  fed  cannot 
do  so  much  work  as  those  well  nourished. 

Tobacco  and  Narcotics. 

To  the  young  of  both  sexes,  these  substances  are  always  injurious. 
In  excess,  tobacco  atfecta  harmfully  the  general  nutrition  of  the  body, 
the  eye,  the  heart  and  the  nervous  system.    All  narcotic  drugs  have 
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the  power  of  creating  appetites  which  often  become  entirely  uncon- 
trollable. Cigarette  smoking  is  very  injurious  to  boys.  Alcohol  al- 
ways injures  the  young.  It  has  the  power  of  producing  temporary 
insanity,  and  if  used  in  excess  grave  disorders  of  the  whole  system 
follow.  Strong  tea  and  coifee  impair  the  digestion  and  ii^ure  the 
nerves  of  growing  children.  Their  systems  require  nourishment,  not 
stimulation. 

Miscellaneous. 

Yawning,  drowsiness  and  restlessness  on  the  part  of  pupils  commonly 
indicate  the  need  of  fresh  air.  The  ears  of  children  should  not  be 
boxed,  nor  pulled,  nor  should  children  ever  be  struck  over  the  head, 
nor  on  the  palms  of  the  hands  with  a  ruler.  These  punishments  are 
dangerous.  Pupils  should  not  ordinarily  be  deprived  of  their  meals 
nor  of  the  periods  for  exercise.  Eating  at  recesses  is  not  generally 
harmful  to  young  and  growing  children.  Girls  should  be  taught  that 
it  is  just  as  necessary  for  them  to  eat  as  for  boys.  Children  should 
not  be  compelled  to  sit  in  any  one  position  for  a  long  time.

I  The  quarantines  and  other  restraints  established  by  the  health  laws 
of  any  State,  respecting  any  vessels  arriving  in,  or  bound  to,  any  pon 
or  district  thereof,  shall  be  duly  observed  by  the  oflicers  of  the  cus 
toms  revenue  of  the  United  States,  by  the  masters  and  crews  of  the 
several  revenue  cutters,  and  by  the  military  officers  commanding  in 
any  fort  or  Btal ion  upon  the  sea-coast;  and  all  such  otlii^ers  of  the 
United  States  shall  faithfully  aid  in  the  execntionof  such  quarantines 
and  health  laws,  aceorfting  to  their  respective  powers  and  within 
their  respective  precincts,  and  as  they  shall  be  directed,  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer.  But  nothinfr  in  this  title  shall 
enable  any  State  to  collect  a  duty  of  tonnage  or  impost  without  the 
consent  of  Congress. 


National  Quarantine  Act. 
An  Act  to  prevent  the  ifitroduction  of  contagions  or  infectious  diseases 

into  the  United  States* 

Se  it  enacted  bg  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 

United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  no  vessel  or 

vehicle  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where  any  conlagi 

ous  or  infectious  disease  may  exist,  and  no  vessel  or  vehicle  convey- 
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ins:  any  person  or  persons,  merchandise  or  animals,  affected  wilh  any 
infections  or  contagious  disease,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United 
States  or  pass  the  boundary  line  between  tlie  United  States  and  any 
foreign  country,  contrary  to  the  quarantine  laws  of  any  one  of  said 
United  States,  into  or  through  the  jurisdiction  of  which  said  vessel  or 
vehicle  may  pass,  or  to  which  it  is  destined,  or  except  in  the  manner 
and  subject  to  the  regulations  to  be  prescribed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sbctiox  2.  That  whenever  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
appear  in  any  foreign  port  or  country,  and  whenever  any  vessel  shall 
leive  any  infected  foreign  port,  or,  having  on  board  goods  or  passen- 
gers coming  from  any  place  or  district  infected  with  cholera  or  yellow 
fever,  shall  leave  any  foreign  port,  bound  for  any  port  in  the  United 
Slates,  the  consular  officer,  or  other  representative  of  the  United 
States  at  or  nearest  such  foreign  port  shall  immediately  give  informa- 
tion thereof  to  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine  Hospi- 
tal Service,  and  shall  report  to  him  the  name,  the  date  of  departure, 
and  the  port  of  destination  of  such  vessel ;  and  shall  also  make  the 
same  report  to  the  health  officer  of  the  port  of  destination  in  the 
United  States,  and  the  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  shall 
make  weekly  reports  to  him  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ports  at 
which  they  are  respectively  stationed ;  and  the  said  Surgeon -General 
of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  provisions 
of  tl.is  act,  and  shall  frame  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  that 
purpose,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  the  ax>proval 
of  the  President,  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  conflict  with 
or  impair  any  sanitary  or  quarantine  laws  or  regulations  of  any  State 
or  municipal  authorities  now  existing  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
enacted 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  medical  officers  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service  and  of  custom  officers  to  aid  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  national  quarantine  rules  and  regulations  established 
under  the  preceding  section  ;  but  no  additional  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  said  officers  by  reason  of  such  services  as  they  may  be  re- 
quired to  perform  under  this  act,  except  actual  and  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses. 

Section  4.  That  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Ser- 
vice shall,  upon  receipt  of  information  of  the  departure  of  any  vessel, 
goods,  or  passengers  from  infected  places  to  any  port  in  the  United 
States,  immediately  notify  the  proper  State  or  municipal  and  United 
States  officer  or  officers  at  the  threatened  port  of  destination  of  the 
vessel,  and  shall  prepare  and  transmit  to  the  medical  officers  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  to  collectors  of  customs,  and  to  the  State 
and  municipal  health  authorities  of  the  United  States  weekly  abstracts 
of  ths  consular  sanitary  reports  ani  other  pertinent  information  re- 
ceived by  him.

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Section  5.  That  whenever,  at  any  port  of  the  United  States,  any 
State  or  moni^ipal  quarantine  system  may  now  or  may  hereai'ttT 
;  exist,  the  officers  or  agents  of  such  system  shall,  upon  the  applitation 
of  the  respective  State  or  municipal  authorities,  be  aaihorized  ami 
empowered  to  act  as  officers  or  agents  of  the  national  quarantine  sys- 
tem, and  shall  be  clothed  with  all  the  powers  of  United  Stales  ollicers 
for  quarantine  purpoges,  but  shall  receive  no  pay  or  emolument  from 
the  United  States^  At  all  other  ports  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the

Government  of  National  Quarantines. 

322.  At  ports  where  quarantine  may  be  established  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  every  vessel,  before  being  permitted  to  enter^ 
shall  present  to  the  collector  of  customs  satisfactory  evidence  either 
that  said  vessel  had  not,  at  any  time  during  a  period  of  thirty  days 
immediately  preceding  its  arrival,  touched  at  or  communicated  with 
any  foreign  port  where  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or  small-pox  was  known 
to  exist  in  an  epidemic  form ;  that  there  had  not  been  at  any  time 
during  that  period  any  case  of  contagious  disease  on  board ;  and  that 
said  vessel  does  not  convey  any  person  or  persons,  merchandise,  or 
animals  affected  with  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  that  the 
said  vessel  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  by  the  quaran- 
tine officer,  and  is  free  from  infection  at  the  time  of  entry.  The  certifi- 
cate to  that  effect,  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service, 
or  other  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  designated  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  act  as  quarantine  officer  for  the  United  States  at  the 
port,  shall  be  accepted  by  the  collector  of  customs  as  satisfactory 
evidence,  and  the  medical  officer  or  agent  referred  to  shall,  before 
granting  such  certificate,  satisfy  himself  that  the  matters  and  things 
therein  stated  are  true. 

323.  Vessels  coming  from  a  foreign  port  or  country  where  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  or  small-pox  is  known  to  have  existed  in  an  epidemic 
form  within  thirty  days  preceding  their  arrival,  and  vessels  or  vehicles 
conveying  any  person  or  persons,  merchandise,  or  animals  affected 

ith  any  contagious  disease,  or  having  had  on  board  at  any  time  dur 
ing  the  thirty  days  preceding  their  arrival  any  case  of  contagious 
disease,  shall  not  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States  until  such  disin- 
fection or  other  precautionary  measures  shall  have  been  performed  as 
prescribed  by  these  regulations,  and  the  certificate  of  the  medical  offi- 
cer of  the  Marine- Hospital  Service,  or  other  designated  agent  of  the 
Tj  easury  Department,  shall,  in  such  cases,  as  in  the  cases  referred  to 
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in  the  preceding  paragraph  be  accepted  by  the  collector  of  castoms, 
as  satisfactory  evidence  of  compliance  with  said  regulations. 

324.  For  the  purposes  of  necessary  disinfection  of  a  vessel  and  its 
cargo,  and  of  the  clothing  and  baggage  of  persons  on  board,  the  said 
vessel  shall  be  required  to  repair  to  and  cast  anchor  at  such  place  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  at  each  port  re- 
spectively, to  be  known  as  the  United  States  Quarantine  Station. 

325.  The  disinfection  and  other  precautionary  measures  referred 
to  in  paragraph  323«  shall  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  and  sup- 
ervision of  the  United  States  quarantine  officer  at  each  port  respec- 
tively, and  shall  consist  of,  first,  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  the 
sick ;  second,  the  disinfection  of  all  clothing  and  baggage  liable  to  be 
infected;  third,  the  removal  of  the  cargo  from  the  vessel  to  open 
lighters,  and  its  thorough  disinfection  by  chemical  agents,  by  expo- 
sure to  free  currents  of  air,  or  by  burning,  as  the  case  may  require ; 
and,  fourth,  the  cleansing  and  fumigation  of  the  vessel,  or  such  other 
methods  of  disinfection  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  by  the 
Department.

The  Quarantine  Skrvice. 

Section  2  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into  the  United  States,"  approved 
April  29, 1878,  provides— 

''  That  whenever  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall  appear 
in  any  foreign  port  or  country,  and  whenever  any  vessel  shall  leave 
any  infected  foreign  port,  or,  having  on  board  goods  or  passengers 
coming  from  any  place  or  district  infected  with  cholera  or  yellow 
fever,  shall  leave  any  foreign  port  bound  for  any  port  in  the  United 
States,  the  consular  officer,  or  other  representative  of  the  United 
States  at  or  nearest  such  foreign  port,  shall  immediately  give  infor- 
mation thereof  to  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service,  and  shall  report  to  him  the  name,  the  date  of  depar- 
ture, and  the  port  of  destination  in  the  United  States,  and  the  consu- 
lar officers  of  the  United  States  shall  make  weekly  reports  to  him  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ports  at  which  they  are  respectively 
stationed.'^ 

The  object  of  the  foregoing  section  of  the  law  is  to  secure  timely 
advice  of  the  outbreaks  of  cholera  and  yellow  fever,  and  of  the  prob- 
able transportation  of  the  poisons  of  these  preventable  diseases  in 
vessels  bound  for  the  United  States;  and  consular  officers  for  the 
Unit*>>d  States  are  directed  to  put  themselves  into  communication  with 
the  health  authorities  of  their  respective  stations,  and  from  the  infor- 
mation obtained  from  such  authorities,  or  from  other  reliable  sources 
where  no  regularly  constituted  health  authorities  exist,  to  prepare  and 
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transrait  by  the  mails  to  the  Department  of  State,  for  the  information 
of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  on  forms  pre 
scribed  by  the  Department,  weekly  reports  of  the  appearance,  pro* 
gress,  or  termination  of  cholera,  yellow  fever,  email  pox ^  plai?ue,  or 
typhus  occisrrinir  in  their  respective  localities,  and  are  further  in- 
structed to  include  in  said  reports  information  in  relation  to  th«*  pre- 
valence  of  other  preventable  diseases,  as  diphtheria,  enteric  and  scar- 
let fevers,  etc.,  the  prevailing  disease  or  diseases  in  port,  if  any,  and, 
when  practicable,  the  annual  death-rate  per  one  ihous.iod  of  the  pop- 
ulation as  shown  by  the  official  record  of  deaths  for  the  week  reported. 
8pecial  interest  should  be  taken  in  the  healthiness  of  vessels,  report- 
ing those  arriving  from  or  departing  to  the  United  States  in  a  bad 
sanitary  condition:  also  reporting  the  facts  of  any  serious  sickness  or 
unhealthiness  of  seamen  in  port,  or  of  crews  arriving  from  or  depart- 
ing  to  the  United  States. 

In  the  event  of  tlie  outbreak  of  Asiatic  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or 
Asiatic  plague,  or  olher  contagious  disease  in  epidemic  form,  the  De 
partment  must  immediately  be  advised  by  cable  or  telegraph  of  such 
outbreak,  using  such  abbreviation  as  the  Department  may  from  time 
to  time  direct. 

The  tbllowing  cipher  and  abbreviations  should  be  used : 

''  Cholera" — meaning  cholera  has  appeared. 

'*  Yellow"  —meaning  yellow  fever  has  appeared. 

The  name  of  a  country — meaning  that  the  disease  has  made  its 
pea  ranee  at  several  places  in  the  country  named. 

The  name  of  a  vessel — meaning  that  the  vessel  named  has  departed 
from  the  place  whence  the  dispatch  is  sent,  bound  for  a  port  in  the 
United  States. 

'^  Poison  '' — meaning  that  ihe  vessel  referred  to,  though  leaving  a 
then  healthy  port,  has  on  board  passengers  or  goods  (baggage)  cominj? 
from  a  district  infected  with  cholera  or  yellow  fever. 

Wlien  cholera  or  yellow  fever  has  appeared  at  several  places  in  a 
country,  nam^  the  country  only  after  the  word  ** cholera"  or  "yel- 
low,"  as  the  case  may  be ;  if  it  has  appeared  at  the  place  only  from 
which  the  dispatch  is  sent,  do  not  repeat  the  name  of  that  place  ia 
the  body  of  the  dispatch,  but  if  at  any  other  particular  place,  name  it. 

In  H  dispatch  announcing  the  departure  of  a  vessel  to  a  port  in  the 
United  States,  the  port  of  departure  will  be  understood  to  be  the  place  ^^ 
from  which  the  dispatch  is  sent ;  hence  the  name  of  the  port  of  de-^| 
parture  need  not  be  repealed.  In  (he  body  of  a  dispatch  the  name  of 
the  vessel  should  be  given  first;  second,  the  name  of  the  country, 
when  applicable;  third,  the  day  of  departure,  omitting  the  day 
of  the  month  and  of  the  year,  as  they  will  be  understood  without  say 
ing ;  fourth,  the  name  of  the  port  of  destination  (the  importance  of 
observing  this  order  will  appear  obvious  when  it  is  understood  that 
many  vessels  bear  the  names  of  ports  in  the  United  States) ;  fiftlij 
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the  name  of  the  disease,  ^'  cholera ' ■  or  ''  yellow/'  as  the  case  raay  be, 
should  be  ^iveii,  provided  the  Department  has  not  been  already  ad- 
vised of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease.  When  advice  has  once  been 
given  of  the  appearance  of  cholera  or  yellow  fever  at  a  certain  portj 
the  name  of  the  disease  need  not  be  repeated  in  dispatches  announc- 
ing the  subsequent  departure  of  vessels  from  that  port. 

When  the  name  of  a  vessel  is  given  without  slating  whether  it  is  a 
steamer  or  sailing- vessel^  it  wiJl  be  understood  to  be  a  steamer;  if  the 
vessel  is  a  sailinp;  vessel,  its  proper  designation  should  be  pretixed. 
The  sender  of  the  dispatch  should  si^n  his  last  name  only. 

The  consul  will  give  to  every  master  of  a  vessel  bimnd  to  a  port  in 
the  United  States  a  bill  of  health,  on  the  lorm  prescribed  by  the 
Department,  giving  full  information  of  the  number  of  persons  on 
board  such  vessol  at  the  time  of  sailing,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  vessel  so  far  as  Known,  and  also  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  port 
of  departure  at  the  time.  At  such  ports  as  raay  from  time  to  time  be 
designated  by  the  Department,  a  physician  will  be  employed  or  de 
tailed  to  make  the  necessary  inspection  of  the  vessel,  her  passengers, 
crew,  cargo  and  ballast.  In  case  the  master  of  any  vessel  shall  refuge 
to  receive  a  bill  of  health,  the  fact  shall  be  immediately  reported  to 
the  Department  by  cable,  if  necessary. 

When  a  vessel  having  received  a  bill  of  health  ton  cites  at  any  other 
port  while  en  rome  to  the  United  Slates,  the  consul  at  such  port  shall 
vise  the  bill  ot  health,  and  note  thereon  such  changea  as  may  have 
dll^ken  place  since  its  original  issue. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  bills  of  health  issued  must  be  made  to  the 
Department  on  the  regular  forma. 


Reoulations  foe   the  Qover!*ment  of  Officers  of  tue    Revenuk- 

Marine  Service. 


The  Secretary  of  the  Treasory  issued  the  following  circular,  under 
date  of  June  4,  1888: 

In  order  to  assist  local  anUiorities  in  the  maintenance  of  quarantine 
against  the  introduction  of  infectious  diseases,  as  provided  in  section 
4J92,  Revised  Statutes,  the  act  of  April  29,  1878,  and  appropriation 
act^  authorizing  the  President  to  maintain  quarantine  at  points  of  dan- 
ger, the  President  has  determined  to  establish,  by  means  of  the  ves- 
sels of  the  Revenue  Marine,  a  national  patrol  of  the  coast  of  the 
United  States,  so  far  as  it  may  be  practicable  under  existing  law  and 
consistent  with  the  performance  of  the  other  duties  confided  to  that 
service. 

You  are  accordingly  directed  to  cruise,  actively,  with  the  revenue 
steamer  under  your  command  upon  the  outer  lines  of  your  cruising 
grounds,  and  to  exercise  special  vigilance  io  speaking  all  vessels  ar- 
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riving  from  foreign  ports,  or  from  infected  ports  of  the  United  States, 
directing  your  inquiries,  first,  as  to  the  port  from  which  the  vessel 
sailed,  and,  secondly,  as  to  the  health  of  those  on  board  at  the  time  of 
departure,  during  passage,  and  at  the  time  of  hailing;  and  should  the 
information  gained  indicate  a  condition  of  contagion  or  infection  in 
the  vessel  or  ciew,  or  that  the  vessel  has  left  a  port  at  which  conta- 
gious or  infections  diseases  were  prevailing,  her  master  will  be  directed 
to  proceed  for  examination  to  the  outer  quarantine  station  provided 
for  her  port  of  destination. 

The  following  regulations  will  be  observed  relative  to  the  inspection 
of  vessels : 

If  a  vessel  be  found  with  sickness  on  board,  or  in  a  foul  condition, 
she  will  be  directed  to  proceed  to  the  quarantine  station  hereinbefore 
indicated,  and  the  Revenue-Marine  oflScer  will  immediately  notify  the 
proper  quarantine  officer.  In  such  case  no  person  will  be  permitted 
to  board  the  vessel  until  the  medical  officers  in  charge  of  the  quaran- 
tine shall  have  given  the  usual  permit. 

Should  the  pilot  or  master  of  a  vessel,  when  hailed,  report  cases  of 
recent  or  present  sickness  on  board,  the  revenue  officer  will  not  board, 
but  will  send  her  immediately  to  quarantine. 

Quarantine  officers  will  be  recognized  as  follows,  viz : 

Medical  officers  or  acting  assistant  surgeons  of  the  Marine  Hospital 
Service  in  charge  of  Gulf,  South  Atlantic,  Cape  Charles,  or  Delaware 
Breakwater  Quarantines,  or  any  officer  of  said  Service  on  duty  at  any 
port  on  the  interior  rivers,  the  Great  Lakes,  or  Pacific  coast,  and  all 
quarantine  officers  acting  under  proper  State  or  local  authority. 

Special  regulations  to  aid  local  quarantine  authorities  will  be  pro- 
mulgated hereafter  should  occasion  require.

My  Dear  Doctor:  I  have  just  beard  from  Dr.  Orr  in  answer  to  a 
letter  from  me  regarding;  the  cases  of  yellow  fever.     He  ^ayst 

*'The  Teneriffe,  \xn  Aiiieriuaii  brig,  is  from  Uavana ;  she  discharged 
nine  days  at  the  worst  infected  wharf  at  Havana^  called  'Tallapedia, 
and  tlie  captain  states  thai  his  boom  hung  directly  over  a  dead  house 
where  yellow  fever  and  small-pox  corpses  are  thrown  every  day. 
While  in  Havana  he  sent  one  man  wi^h  yellow  fever  to  the  hospital; 
six  days  after  sailins;  another  died.  She  arrived  at  the  Breakwater 
on  the  22.J  inat.  (July),  after  im\  days  passage  wilh  two  men  down 
with  the  fever.  We  put  the  men  in  a  small  boat  (ship's  boat)  and 
brought  Uiem  to  the  hospital.  On  Monday  23d  inst.  (July)  the  cap- 
tain  complained  of  feeling  badly  with  sli<;;ht  headache,  etc*  On  Tiies- 
day  we  brought  him  in  same  manner  to  the  hospital,  sufiering  with 
the  fever.  On  Thursday  one  of  the  men  had  black  vomit  and  died 
Friday.  The  captun  and  the  other  are  now  out  of  danger  and  doing 
well.  We  have  fumigated  and  disinfected  the  vessel ;  expect  to  keep 
her  about  another  week  to  see  whether  any  more  of  the  crew  are 
taken  down,  and  if  not,  allow  her  to  proceed.  Will  notify  you  when 
quarantine  is  raised,  and  be  glad  to  give  you  any  further  information 
you  may  desire."

Doctor  B.  Lee  : 

Dear  Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  telegram  in  relation  to  the  smallpox 
at  Lowhill,  I  would  say,  all  precautionary  measures  have  been  taken 
to  contine  the  disease  and  prevent  the  spreading.  It  occurred  in  a 
farmhouse  twelve  miles  from  this  cily.  All  persons  will  be  prevented 
from  visiting  the  infected  place,  and  the  inmates  will  not  be  allowed 
to  leave  until  the  attending  physician  is  satielied  that  all  danger  is 
past,  when  the  premises  will  be  thoroughly  Jumigated  and  instruc- 
tions you*may  have  to  give  will  be  fully  carried  out.

Dear  Doctor  :  Yours  of  the  6th  at  hand,  as  regards  the  origJD  of 
the  small-pox  cases.  The  following  will,  I  think,  settle  it  without  a 
doubt:  Stephen  Hahn  keeps  a  hotel  at  Catasauqua,  where  all 
the  low  class  of  people  are  harbored ;  on  several  occasions  old  cloth- 
ing was  left  after  their  departure,  these  were  sent  to  Lowhill  to  his 
son  in  law  to  be  used  for  the  children,  a  lady  at  Lowhill,  from  Slat- 
ington,  assisting  in  overhauling  these  old  clothes.  She  returned  to 
Slatington  and  in  a  few  days  was  stricken  down  with  small  pox.  This 
case,  and  those  at  Lowhill  occurring  at  the  same  time,  x>oint  directly 
to  the  same  cause,  the  old  clothing.  A  case  developed  itself  last  night 
at  the  hotel  in  question,  the  proprietor,  who  had  been  to  Lowhill  to 
his  son-inlaw.  He  was  returned  to  Lowhill  this  morning.  The  hotel 
closed.  Quarantined.  Will  be  thoroughly  fumigated.  Every  pre- 
cautionary measure  has  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  The  country  in  and  around  Lowhill  is  being  vaccinated,  and 
all  means  used  to  check  its  spreading.  I  will  leave  nothing  undone 
here  to  prevent  it  getting  a  foothold.  I  will  see  that  the  physicians 
in  the  infected  districts  are  reminded  of  their  duty.  The  little  ex- 
pense thus  far  incurred  is  of  no  account.  If  I  am  obliged  to  incur 
any  I  will  inform  you.  I  have  endeavored  to  cover  the  grounds  as  to 
the  origin  as  I  could  collect  them,  and  so  inform  you.

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(b)  Report  of  Introduction  of  Small-Pox  by  S,  S.  Lord  Olive  from 

England. 

^  Fhilabelhiia,  March  27^  1888, 

To  the  Board  of  Ilealth  : 

Gentlemen;  The  Sanitary  Committee  lo  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  disinfector  relative  to  eases  of  varioloid,  at  2024  Garrett 
street,  heg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

It  appears  that  an  Engliehnian  arrived  in  this  city  in  the  early  part 
of  Feliruary  ])y  Bteanver,  probably  the  Lord  Clive,  which  arrived  on 
February  2d,  and  on  or  about  February  4th  took  lodgings  at  2024 
Garrett  street,  where  he  remained  nntil  the  14th.  While  there  he 
had  an  eruption  on  his  face  and  body,  but  was  not  sick  enongh  to 
send  for  a  physician.  The  port  physician  avers  that  he  earefull}^  ex- 
amined the  passengers  of  the  Olive,  and  that  no  suspicious  case  came 
under  his  observation.  The  inference  is  that  the  disease  developed 
after  he  had  landed,  and  that  it  was  varioloid,  the  sequel  will  prove. 
He  told  the  people  of  the  house  (which  was  a  small  boarding  house) 
that  he  had  come  from  a  house  in  England  in  which  there  was  small- 
pox, hut  this  statement  does  not  appear  to  have  aroused  suspicion,  or 
if  it  did  it  was  not  heeded. 

On  March  3d,  after  the  Englishman  had  convalesced  and  left,  Dr. 
C.  J.  Hoban  was  called  to  see  three  patients  in  the  same  house,  and 
pronounced  the  disease  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  and  reported  all  the 
cases  as  such  to  the  health  otBcer  on  March  4th, 

On  March  6th  Jie  noticed  a  popular  eruption  on  one  of  the  palients, 
and  a  similar  eruption  on  the  other  patients  on  subsequent  days,  and 
on  March  7th  notified  the  family  that  the  disease  was  varioloid.  He 
reported  the  cases  as  varioloid  to  the  health  officer  on  March  10th,  the 
report  being  received  by  mail  on  the  12th,  and  then  investigated,  and 
the  character  of  the  disease  confirmed.  One  of  these  cases  (Caasiday) 
jaa  sent  to  the  Municipal  Hospit:al  on  tlie  11th  (Sundav). 
■On  March  11th,  Mrs.  Flanagan,  637  North  Forty-first  street,  was  sent 
to  the  Municipal  Hospital  with  small-pox,  which  she  contracted  by 
washing  the  clothes  of  the  Englishman  who  was  staying  at  2024 
Garrett  street.  As  Mrs.  Flanagan  wa^  taken  sick  in  less  than  a  week 
after  Dr.  Hoban  saw  his  cases,  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  her  sickness 
was  due  lo  any  negligence  on  his  part,  and  he  should  therefore,  in  this 
particular  be  exonerated. 

When  he  first  saw  the  cases,  however,  their  history  should  have 
excited  suspicion  leading  to  a  correct  diagnosis  within  a  few  days. 
He  says  he  was  satisfied  on  the  0th  that  the  cases  were  varioloid*  On 
the  7th  he  told  the  family,  bat  he  did  not  report  them  as  such  to  the 
health  ollicer  until  the  lOlh,  the  report  reaching  the  office  on  the 
12th,  one  day  after  two  cases  had  been  sent  to  the  hospital;  one  from 
the  Garrett  street  house  and  a  similar  case  from  West  Philadelphia, 
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reported  by  another  physician,  and  originating  from  infection  in  the 
Garrett  street  house. 

The  proprietor  of  the  boarding  house,  McAleer,  is  culpable  for  not 
reporting  the  first  case  immediately  to  the  health  officer,  especially  as 
the  sick  person  had  stated  that  he  came  from  a  house  in  England  in 
which  there  had  been  sraall-pox.  Had  this  offense  occurred  at  any 
time  between  the  1st  of  June  and  the  Ist  of  October,  the  punishment 
would  have  been  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  months.  The  neglect  must  be  ascribed 
to  ignorance,  as  it  has  cost  a  sister  her  life.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  board,  one  hundred  and  eleven  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  seventy-eight  persons  have  died 
from  it.  The  abatement  of  the  infection,  as  a  result  of  the  intense 
heat  of  last  month,  which  we  had  a  right  to  expect  and  confidently 
looked  for,  has  evidently  not  taken  place.  The  number  of  new  cases 
having  been  larger  in  the  last  week  in  June  than  in  the  third  week  in 
May.  During  the  same  period  your  secretary  has  had  notification  of 
its  existence  in  five  other  States,  viz :  Tennessee,  Illinois,  Michigaoi 
Wisconsin  and  Connecticut.  It  is  also  known  to  be  prevailing  in  the 
States  of  New  York  and  Missouri.  The  resistance  of  the  germs  to  the 
destructive  effects  of  free  ventilation  and  high  temperature  indicates 
an  unusual  degree  of  vitality  on  their  part  at  the  present  time.  A 
large  store  of  fomites  will  thus  be  laid  up  for  the  coming  winter, 
which,  unless  unusual  precautions  are  taken,  will  then  develop  new 
centers  of  infection  in  all  parts  of  the  city  and  possibly  in  other  citieB 
and  towns  in  the  State.

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  by 
Mr.  J.G.  Patterson,  health  officer  of  Phihid^lphia,  during:  this  epidemic 
has  been  three  hundred  and  seventy-six*  with  eighty  deaths. 

The  board  of  health  of  Fhihidelphia,  having  in  several  inalances 
met  with  serious  opposition  in  its  atteoipt  to  remove  persons  affected 
with  the  disease  to  the  Jhmiripal  Hospital,  the  secretary  of  the  State 
Board  addressed  a  communiculion  to  the  Attorney  General,  requesting 
an  authoritative  decision  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  under  such 
circumstances.  Thia  decision  entirely  sustains  that  made  by  Judge 
Ewing,  of  Allegheny  county,  in  reference  lo  the  same  question  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  which  was  published  in  the  Keport  of  the  Stale 
Board  of  Health  for  ISStl  The  two  taken  tog^ether  render  it  certain 
that  the  courts  will  always  sustain  the  constituted  authorilies  in 
carrying  out  measures  of  this  kind  which  they  deem  essential  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  contagion.  The  opinion  referred  to  is  appended  and 
reconiniended  to  the  careful  study  of  alt  health  ofliciah  throughout 
the  State.

Dkar  Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 

municalion  of  17<h  nlt»     In  response  to  the  same  I  have  the  honor  to 

submit  the  following  opinion,  wdiich  substantially  answers  the  several

questions  proposed  without  the  repelition  involved  in  an  attempt  to 
ansver  each  question  separately. 

By  the  act  of  29th  January,  1818  (P.  L.  38),  and  acts  supplementary 
thereto,  relating  to  the  same  subject,  the  board  of  health  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  was  established,  with  certain  powers  and  duties  with 
regard  to  the  prevention  of  pestilential  and  contagious  diseases,  etc. 

By  the  act  of  1st  June,  1885,  article  3  (P.  L.  42),  said  act  being 
entitled  '*  An  act  to  provide  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the 
first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,"  it  is  provided  inter  alia^  ihat  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  ^^  the  board  of  health  shall  continue  with  the 
powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law,  but  the  members  thereof 
shall  be  five  in  number,  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor,"  etc.  Then 
follow  certain  provisions  as  to  appointment,  confirmation,  length  of 
term  of  office,  and  constitution  of  said  board.  The  x>ower8  and  duties 
vested  in  the  board  of  health,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  29th  January,  1818,  and  the  supplementary  legislation 
relating  to  this  subject,  are  thus  continued  in  the  board  of  health  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  Philadelphia  being  the  only  city  in  the  Com- 
monwealth included  in  said  class. 

By  section  18  of  the  act  of  29th  January,  1818,  the  board  of  health 
has  power,  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  certain  districts  and 
townships  therein  named,  since  consolidated  with  the  said  city,  to  take 
orders  for  preventing  the  spread  of  contagion  by  forbidding  and  pre- 
venting communication  with  an  infected  house  or  family,  and  ^^  shall 
exercise  all  such  other  powers  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall 
require,  and  as  shall  in  their  judgment  be  most  conducive  to  the  pub- 
lic good  with  the  least  private  injury." 

By  section  22  of  the  same  act  provision  is  made  for  a  municipal 
hospital,  and  it  is  further  therein  provided  that  all  persons  other  than 
those  on  board  ship  or  vessel,  and  liable  to  be  sent  to  the  lazaretto, 
residing  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  certain  districts  and  town- 
ships since  consolidated  with  the  said  city,  "  who  shall  be  afflicted  with 
any  pestilential  or  contagious  disease  (measles  excepted),  may,  upon 
the  advice  and  order  of  the  port  physician  or  any  other  physician  or 
person  authorized  by  the  board  of  health  to  grant  such  order,  be  re- 
moved by  the  health  officer  or  such  assistance  as  he  shall  for  that  pur- 
pose employ,  to  the  said  hospital  or  to  such  other  place  as  the  physi- 
cian of  the  board  of  health  shall  approve,  if  the  person  afflicted  with 
any  contagious  or  pestilential  disease  cannot  be  properly  and  efficiently 
attended  *^o  at  home,"  etc. 

By  the  23d  section  of  the  said  act,  power  is  given  to  the  said  board 
of  health,  in  case  of  appearance  of  contagious  disease  in  said  localities, 
to  adopt,  without  delay,  such  prompt  measures  as  will  effectually  pre- 
vent all  communication  between  the  part  or  parts  infected,  and  any 
other  part  of  the  city,  district  or  township,  and  all  judges,  justices,  etc. 
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and  citizens  are  thereby  Jiulhorized,  empowered,  enjoined  and  required 
to  assist  the  said  board  and  their  officers  in  carrying  into  elfect  their 
rules  and  regulations  tonching  the  stoppage  of  intercourse,  or  the  re- 
moval of  the  infected  wlien  they  cannot  be  properly  attended  to  at 
botne*  as  the  board  shall  order  and  pnblith. 

The  language  of  the  foregoing  sections,  as  well  as  the  general  scope 
and  purposes  of  the  acts  relating  to  this  subject,  iu  my  opinion,  clearly 
embrace  and  imply  the  power  in  the  board  of  liealth  of  a  city  of  the 
first  class,  and  the  proper  health  officer  under  their  direction,  to  re- 
move a  person  infected  with  soiall-pox  to  the  hospital  without  his  con- 
sent, or  if  a  minor,  the  consent  of  his  parents  and  guardians. 

The  authority  conferred  upon  the  board  of  health  to  **  exercise 
such  powers  as  the  circumstance  of  the  case  shall  require^  and  as 
shall  in  their  judgment  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  good  with  the 
least  private  injury/'  is  contained  in  the  same  section  which  provides 
for  (aking  orders  for  preventing  the  spreading  of  contagion  by  pre- 
venting communication  with  an  infected  house  or  family,  and  is 
clearly  intended  with  reference  to  such  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
contagion.  This  would  clearly  seem  to  include  and  imply  the  power 
to  remove  an  infected  person  to  such  place  as  is  appropriate,  against 
his  will,  in  order  to  protect  the  health  and  lives  of  the  coniniunity, 
and  as  one  of  the  appropriate  and  elfective  measures  which  the  cir- 
cumstances might  reasonably  require*  This  is  a  part  of  tlie  police 
power  which  is  delegated  to  these  officers,  and  is  necessarily  involved 
in  their  appointment  and  constitution.  It  is  a  familiar  principle  that 
the  rights  of  the  individual  citizen  must  be  subordinated  to  the  gen- 
eral well  are  and  protection  of  the  community.  The  right  to  remove 
and  separate  from  contact  with  other  people  a  person  infected  with  a 
contagious  disease  is  so  well  settled  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  quote 
aulhorilies  in  support  thereof. 

I  think  that  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  they  also  would  have  the  power  to  make  sucli  regulations  as 
will  tend  to  limit  the  progress  of  epidemic  diseases,  and  to  enforce  the 
eame*  which  w^ould  include,  as  a  usual  and  proper  method  of  prevent- 
ing the  spread  of  contagion,  the  power  to  remove  an  infected  person, 
in  order  to  secure  the  public  safety,  to  a  proper  place  for  treatment 
and  isolation,  even  against  his  wdIL  They  may  make  such  regulations 
as  wdll  maintain  and  enforce  quarantine  as  long  as  there  is  danger  of 
a  spread  of  epidemic  disease,  and  as  incidental  thereto,  they  may,  by 
themselves  and  their  agents,  as  depositaries  of  this  branch  of  the 
police  power,  enforce  such  regulations  as  shall  secure  the  separation 
of  infected  persons  or  infected  localities  from  contact  and  conimuni- 
■jption  with  the  community  at  large 

■^  Where  a  city  or  municipality,  through  its  board  of  health,  is  exer- 
cising efficiently  its  undoubted  powers  in  this  regard,  perhaps  no  action 
is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  beyond  that  of 
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an  advisory  character.  Where  these  obvious  duties  are  neglected  by 
the  local  boards  of  health,  and  they  are  unwilling  to  act  or  to  co- 
operate with  the  State  Board  of  Health,  then  it  would  be  proper 
and  incumbent  upon  the  State  Board  to  take  the  appropriate  meas- 
ures, and  to  exercise  their  undoubted  power  in  preventing  the  spread 
of  contagious  disease.  These  extraordinary  powers  ought  not  to  be 
exercised  except  under  conditions  properly  ascertained  to  exist,  neces- 
sitating their  exercise  in  the  interest  of  public  safety,  and  should  cou- 
tinue  only  during  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disorder,  or  as  long  as 
there  is  reasonable  likelihood  of  danger  of  spreading  therefrom.

(b)  Report  of  Medical  Inspector  Thompson. 

PiTTtiBURGH,  November  6,  1888. 
Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D., 

Dear  Doctor  :  Visited  Munhall.  Pa.,  yesterday  afternoon,  found 
patient  Johann  San8kovi3ky(?),  an  Hungarian,  suflFering  from  variola 
discreta.  He  is  under  the  care  of  Dr.  John  Osborne,  of  Homestead 
P.  V.  and  C.  R.  R.,  the  county  physician  for  that  district.  The  doc- 
tor was  instructed,  by  Mr.  Glenn,  superintendent  Allegheny  County 
Home,  to  vi&it  this  man  on  Saturday,  November  3  The  doctor  tel- 
ephoned Health  Officer  McKelvy,  Sunday,  November  4.  Health 
Officer  McK.  notilied  me  Sunday  evening.  I  visited  patient  in  com- 
pany with  Dr.  Osborne,  Monday  afternoon   with  the  above  resoli 
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Found  house  of  four  rooms — up  the  run  from  Munhall — patient 
occupies  one  room,  another  room  is  used  as  a  kitchen,  another  is  oc- 
cupied by  the  man  who  keeps  the  boarding  house  and  his  wife  and 
child,  the  latter  I  prevailed  on  them  to  let  me  vaccinate,  and  the 
fourth  room  is  used  as  a  sleeping  apartment  on  the  floor  of  which  ten 
Hungarians  sleep  every  night,  only  to  go  out  each  morning  to  their 
work.  None  of  these  men  can  speak  English  except  the  one  who 
keeps  the  boarditig  house,  and  he  would  not  go  into  the  sic^k  man's 
room  and  interpret  for  me  that  I  might  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease. 
It  is  supposed  he  came  from  the  east  a  few  days  before  he  came  to 
board  at  this  place.  Superintendent  Olenn  has  instructed  Dr.  Osborne 
to  employ  every  means  to  limit  the  disease,  and  the  county  would 
bear  the  expense.  I  took  with  me  several  copies  of  circular  No.  8,  or 
*'  Precautions  against  small-pox,"  as  a  guide  to  the  doctor,  also  vac- 
cine quills  whioh  I  left  with  him  that  he  might  vaccinate  the  boarders 
if  they  permitted  it — ^saw  three  of  them  wheto.  I  was  there,  but  they 
refused  to  allow  me  to  vaccinate  them.  Disinfectants  will  be  used 
freely,  and  the  stools  from  the  patient  will  be  buried  instead  of  being 
thrown  into  the  run  which  flows  past  the  house,  a  thing  I  discovered 
they  were  doing  when  I  visited  them,  but  how  to  control  these  fellows 
and  prevent  them  from  carrying  the  disease  to  their  fellow  workmen 
is  a  puzzler.

NOCK TOWNSHIP,  LANCASTER  COUNTY.

To  Benjamin  Lse,  M.  D., 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

In  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  June  12, 1  have  the  honor 
to  report  as  follows : 

I  find  that  in  the  family  of  Benjamin  Yoh  there  were  four  cases  of 
diphtheria,  three  of  which  proved  fatal ;  in  the  family  of  Mrs.  H. 
Brenneman,  two  cases,  both  fatal;  in  the  family  of  Samuel  Yunt 
there  were  five  cases,  one  of  which  proved  fatal ;  in  the  family  of 
Lemon  Yunt  there  were  none.  Mrs.  Brenneman's  husband  died  two 
years  ago  from  consumption  and  a  child  soon  after,  but  not  from 
diphtheria.

Diphtheria  first  made  its  appearance  in  Allegheny  Valley,  four 
miles  from^Bowmansville,  two  years  ago.  The  disease  was  brought 
there  by  a  young  lady  who  had  visited  in  Pottstown,  Pa.  The  next 
case  was  that  of  a  young  man  who  was  paying  attention  to  the  lady 
above  mentioned.  He  carried  the  disease  home  where  there  were 
eleven  children,  all  of  whom  contracted  the  disease,  of  which  five 
died.  From  these  cases  all  the  othei-s  followed  throu}2:hout  Brecknock 
township.  The  funerals  of  all  those  who  died  were  public  and  largely 
attended.  From  certain  information  there  were  no  precautions  taken 
at  the  time  of  sickness,  nor  at  the  funerals,  nor  after.  Clothing,  bed- 
ding, etc.,  being  used  as  if  no  care  were  needed. 

The  homes  and  surroundings  of  all  the  people,  covered  by  your  in- 
structions, are  excellent,  excepting  one — Samuel  Yunt.  His  dwelling 
house  is  not  fifty  feet  from  his  exceedingly  filthy  slaughter  house,  and 
not  twenty  feet  from  this  slaughter  house  is  a  public  •school  house. 
Fortunately  for  the  children  that  attend  this  school  there  is  no  school 
term  during  warm  weather. 

Without  hesitation  I. declare  this  slaughter  house  a  public  nuisance, 
prejudicial  to  public  health  and  should  be  abated.  I  would  have  bo 
instructed  the  owner,  but  he  was  absent  attending  market  in  Reading. 
The  slaughter  house  should  be  removed  from  its  present  location  on 
a  public  road  and  adjoining  a  school  house  to  some  distance  back, 
which  can  be  done  as  there  is  sufficient  room. 

The  circulars  have  been  distributed  as  directed  and  the  attention  of 
the  physicians  of  the  neighborhood  enlisted  in  an  effort  to  remedy  the 
evil.    There  are  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  locality  at  this  time.

VIII.   DIPHTHERIA  AT  NETW  BBTHLEHSIBC.

New  Bethlehem,  November  5, 1888. 
Dr.  Spencer  M.  Free,  Beechtree,  Pa.: 

JJEAR  Sir  :  Your  letter  regarding  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria  which 
exists  in  this  place,  1  hasten  to  answer  as  well  as  I  can.  About  six 
weeks  ago  diphtheria  first  made  its  appearance.  It  started  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  town,  and  spread  somewhat  through  the  town,  but 
the  major  part  of  the  cases  have  been  in  the  locality  in  which  it  first 
appeared.     The  origin,  I  believe^  to  have  been  owing  to  defective 
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drainage  and  filth.  If  ever  a  town  needed  the  attention  of  State 
Board  of  Health,  this  town  does.  This  place  is  in  a  deplorable  con- 
dition regarding  sanitary  nuisances,  and  nothing  will  be  done  until 
this  is  a  childless  town,  unless  the  Board  of  Health  sees  to  it.  About 
a  dozen  families  have  had  the  disease.  The  type  is  very  malignant. 
The  glands  about  the  neck  become  very  much  swollen,  diarrhoea, 
vomiting  and  great  prostration  ;  children  dying  in  a  day  or  two.  The 
water  supply  I  think  is  pure.  The  disease  originated  in  the  town  and 
near  a  filthy  sewer.    It  still  lingers  around  this  place. 

There  have  been  fifteen  or  eighteen  deaths.  The  greater  part  of  the 
cases  have  been  in  children  from  two  years  to  eight  years  of  age,  none 
over  fifteen  years  of  age  have  taken  the  disease.  Scrofulous  children 
have  succumbed  very  rapidly.  The  schools  are  suspended  and  the 
disease  is  not  spreading  at  the  present  time,  but  it  may  only  be  a  lull. 
This  place  has  been  visited  by  diphtheria  year  after  year,  and  when 
we  do  not  have  diphtheria  we  have  scarlet  fever.  For  years  we  have 
one  or  the  other  disease  every  winter,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  con- 
tinue to  have  until  this  place  is  waked  from  its  sleep  of  carelessness 
and  dirtiness  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  If  you  could  spare  the 
time,  I  do  wish  that  you  could  pay  us  a  visit.  I  know  that  it  would 
do  a  ve^^  great  deal  of  good.  If  you  were  to  come  and  tell  the  people 
and  the  officers  of  this  town  that  they  all  must  arouse  and  drain  or 
clean  up,  or  something  would  be  done  by  the  State  authorities,  they 
then  would  do  something  more  than  call  on  God  to  save  them,  they 
would  cast  the  Jonah  overboard  and  the  children  would  be  saved 
'  from  going  to  their  graves  before  they  are  out  of  their  swaddling 
clothes.  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for  the  "Precautions  Against 
Diphtheria"  which  you  sent  me.  I  wish  1  had  fifty  more  of  them,  1 
could  use  them.  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for  your  kindness.  Come 
and  see  us,  it  will  do  us  good.

IX.    NOTES  ON  AN  EPIDEMIC  OF  DIPHTHERIA  IN  LEWISBURQ, 

PA.,  IN  1880.

The  prevalence  of  this  disease,  the  great  fatality  accompanying  it 
and  the  belief  that  its  ravages  can  be  greatly  curtailed,  is  the  reason 
for  the  preparation  of  this  sketch,  which  will  be  mainly  confined  to 
the  sanitary  aspects  of  the  epidemic. 
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Situation  and  Siirroiindlngs. 
Lewisburg  is  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Susquehanna  river, 
at  the  mouth  of  Buffalo  creek,  thirty  miles  below  Williamsport  and 
sixty  miles  north  of  Harrisburg.  The  town  is  one  hundred  years  old. 
The  soil  on  which  the  town  stands  is  generally  a  river  gravel,  under- 
laid at  ten  to  twenty  feet  with  a  stiff  clay,  which  is  impervious  to 
water,  so  that  damp  and  wet  cellars  prevail.  The  town  plot  is  quite 
level,  not  in  any  place  rising  more  than  thirty  to  fifty  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  river.  The  town  drainage  is  natural,  that  Is,  on  the  surface. 
The  river  at  the  town  is  one  thousand  feet  wide.  It  is  not  at  all 
stagnant^  though  crossed  by  a  dam  at  this  point  The  depth  averages 
probably  from  ten  to  fifteen  feet.  The  prevailing  winds  blow  down 
the  valley  of  the  Buffalo  creek  and  directly  across  the  town  and  river, 
so  that  but  little  of  the  nver  atmosphere  reaches  the  town.  In  the 
spring  and  autumn  there  are  heavy  fogs  along  the  river,  which  settle 
over  the  town  a}so.  The  town  is  comparatively  free  from  malaria. 
In  1880  a  mill  race,  since  abandoned,  meandered  through  the  towni 
in  the  lower  part  of  which  there  was  much  mud  and  stagnant  water' 
and  from  which  unwholesome  vapors  arose.  This  was  generally 
believed  to  be  unwholesome  by  the  people.  Human  excreta  was 
deposited  in  unwalled  privies,  which,  owing  to  the  clay  bed  under  the 
town,  were  generally  half  or  two- thirds  full  of  foul-smelling  water. 
These  privies  were  generally  not  cleaned  when  full,  but  moved  to  a 
new  place  and  the  old  hole  covered  with  boards  or  filled  with  earth. 
The  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes  was  from  wells,  and  often 
very  impure,  as  shown  by  chemical  analysis.  The  cemetery  is  located 
near  and  above  the  town,  and  so  that  the  prevailing  winds  blow  from 
it  over  the  town. 

Previous  History. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  always  been  good.  Malaria  is 
probably  the  most  prevalent  disease.  Typhoid  fever  is  almost  unknown. 
An  epidemic  of  diphtheria  visited  Lewisburg  sixteen  years  previous 
to  1880,  but  it  died  out,  and  for  a  number  of  years  diphtheria  was 
almost  unknown  in  the  place.  The  first  case  in  the  epidemic  of  1880 
occurred  in' August,  in  a  new  house  in  the  country  near  the  town.  The 
house  had  been  occupied  but  a  few  months.  The  disease  did  not  spread. 
The  patient  was  net  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  disease.  About 
the  same  time,  at  Winfield,  three  miles  below  Lewisburg,  occurred  three 
cases  in  a  house  in  a  row  of  tenements.  From  this  house  the  disease  did 
not  spread,  although  children  were  abundant  and  all  the  surroundings 
most  favorable  for  its  propagation.  There  was  no  known  exposure  in 
these  cases  either.  Near  the  close  of  August  the  first  case  appeared 
in  Lewisburg.  The  patient  died,  and  the  disease  slowly  at  first,  more 
rapidly  later,  spread  until  it  had  attacked  nearly  all  the  children  in 
the  town.  For  this  patient  no  exposure  to  diphtheria  was  ever  dis- 
■  covered. 
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There  is  nothing  to  note  here  in  reference  to  the  disease  itself,  the 
majority  of  the  cases  being  typical  cases  of  diphtheria.  In  the  cases 
which  recovered  there  were  no  permanent  seqnelte  nor  complications, 
though  there  was  in  some  a  temporary  paralysis  of  the  mnscles  of 
deglutition.  The  patients  nearly  always  required  a  long  time  to 
recover.  Some  cases  seemed  to  be  complicated  with  scarlatina,  and 
at  times  it  was  difficult  to  distinguish  between  these  diseases.  At  first 
children  were  the  only  persons  attacked,  but  toward  the  close  of  the 
epidemic  numerous  adults  contracted  it.  Nursing  babes  were  exempt 
Second  attacks  occurred,  but  were  lighter  than  the  first  attacks. 
Adults  had  the  disease  in  a  light  forra^  but  took  a  long  time  to  recover 
their  usual  strength.  The  approach  of  cold  weather  was  marked  by 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases,  and  these  were  of  greater  violence 
than  in  warmer  weather.  This  was  doubtless  due  to  the  indoor  con- 
finement of  the  children,  and  the  lack  of  ventilation. 

Ravages  of  the  Disease. 

The  population  of  the  town  was 3,080 

Number  of  cases  to  December  5^ 399

After  December  5  the  disease  continued  to  spread,  until  nearly  all 
the  children  and  many  adults  had  it.  But  the  death  rate  did  not  go 
above  eight  per  cent  of  those  attacked* 

An  examination  of  the  localities  affected  will  show  that  to  Decem- 
ber 5  tlie  disease  existed  in  certain  centers  in  the  town.  From  these 
centers  the  disease  spread  until  it  covered  the  whole  town.  In  almost 
all  cases  these  centers  were  located  where  the  population  is  moat 
dense.  There  can  be  no  doubt  now  that  the  disease  all  originated 
from  the  one  case  in  August  By  visitation  and  attending  funerals, 
and  from  children  playing  together,  center  after  center  was  set  up. 
The  contagious  nature  of  the  disease  was  abundantly  proven  during 
this  epidemic.  In  almost  every  case  where  it  entered  a  iamily  of 
children,  and  the  sick  person  was  not  promptly  isolated,  it  passed 
through  the  whole  family;  but  where  isolation  was  practiced  its  course 
was  restricted,  in  some  cases,  to  the  one  person  first  attacked.  In  the 
college  and  seminary  were  about  two  hundred  students,  generally 
under  twenty  years  of  a^e,  and  yet  all  except  one  escaped  the  disease* 

The  great  mistakes  made  here  were  that  the  contagiousness  of  the 
disease  was  not  at  once  recognized  and  insisted  upon.  On  the  contrary, 
the  public  and  Sabbath  schools  were  all  kept  open.  Funerals  were 
public.  The  bodies  were  exposed  to  the  public  gaze,  and  were  in 
some  cases  even  kissed  by  other  children.  This  was  all  wrong,  and  is 
a  striking  illustration  of  the  need  of  a  more  general  dilfusion  of  modern 
views  of  sanitation.     The  physicians  of  the  town  agreed  at  the  close

of  the  epidemic  that  they  knew  of  no  apeoific  remedy  for  diphtheria, 
that  local  treatment  was  generally  valueless,  or  nearly  so.  Tracheot- 
omy was  not  performed  in  any  case.  Whisky  was  used  in  large 
quantities,  but  patients  without  it  did  as  well  generally  as  with  it. 
Homeopathic  treatment  was  not  more  successful  than  other  treatment* 
Quinia,  beef  tea,  milk  and  tonics  generally,  with  iron,  chloride  and 
chlorate  of  potassium  gave  the  best  results ;  but  under  all  treatment 
from  seven  to  eight  per  cent,  of  the  cases  died. 


RHPORT  ON  AN  OUTBRBAK  OF  QLANDBRS  IN  MONROB 

COUNTY.

On  the  sixth  day  of  June  the  secretary  received  information  from 
a  Mr.  Nasseur,  of  Stroudsburg,  of  the  existence  of  a  number  of  cases 
of  glanders  in  and  near  that  town,  accompanied  by  reports  of  in- 
spections made  by  State  Veterinarian  Bridge  and  Consulting  State 
Veterinarian  Huidekoper,  giving  the  names  of  the  owners  and  descrip- 
tion of  certain  animals  so  affected.  He  at  once  telegraphed  to  Dr. 
McIntire,  medical  inspector  of  the  district,  to  hold  himself  in  readiness 
to  visit  Stroudsburg,  and  sent  him  written  instructions  accompanied 
by  copies  of  the  reports  of  Drs.  Bridge  and  Huidekoper.  The  in- 
structions were,  upon  receiving  a  written  certificate  from  a  comi>etent 
veterinarian,  preferably  a  State  veterinarian,  that  an  animal  inspected 
was  unquestionably  suffering  from  the  disease  named  to  order  it  shot 
At  the  same  time  the  secretary  wrote  to  Mr.  Secretary  Edge,  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  consulting  him  as  to  future  action,  and 
inquiring  whether  his  Board  had  the  means  to  compensate  owners  for 
animals  thus  killed.  On  June  9th  Inspector  McIntire  telegraphed : 
^^  Three  of  the  horses  are  isolated  and  awaiting  the  decision  of  insu- 
rance company.    Can  I  delay  shooting  for  a  few  days  ?" 

In  reply  permission  was  given  to  delay  the  shooting  until  satisfac- 
tory arrangements  could  be  made  with  the  insurance  companies ;  pro- 
vided ipolation  were  strictly  maintained. 

In  the  meantime  correspondence  was  held  with  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  with  Attorney  General  Kilpalrick,  in  order  to  deter- 
mine as  definitely  as  possible  the  actual  extent  of  the  powers  of  the 
Board  in  reference  to  the  extinction  of  this  disease,  and  the  secre- 
tary yof  the  Board  of  Agriculture  held  a  personal  consultation  with 
the.^ame  officials  and  also  with  Inspector  McIntire,  which  led  to  a  still 
farther  extension  of  time  until  tlie  questions  at  issue  could  be  definitely 
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eettled  to  the  Batisfaction  of  all  concerned*    Appended  is  the  corres- 
pondence.

SiBS  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  exami- 
nation of  certain  horses  at  Stroudsburg  and  vicinity  on  Saturday, 
June  2d,  1888 : 

First,  Bay  mare,  6  years,  14.1  hands,  belonpn^  to  Mr.  Vasseur, 
congested  membranes  in  the  nasal  cavities,  of  a  leaden  color.  Oily 
discharge,  most  from  the  near  nostril;  indurated  glands  in  the  maxil- 
lary space;  cicatrices  on  thighs.  This  mare  is  aifected  with  chronic 
glanders. 

Second^  Dun  mare,  14  years,  14.2  hands,  blase  in  face,  white 
stockings  off  fore  and  both  hind*  belonging  to  Mr  Evans;  oily  dis- 
charge from  both  nostrils,  indurated  maxillary  glands,  prolonged  ex- 
piration, regurgitation  of  food  by  the  nostrils.  This  mare  is  affected 
with  chronic  glanders,  complicated  by  or  accompanied  by  pharyn- 
gitis. 

Third^     Bay  gelding,  10  years,  15.3  hands,  belonging  to  Mn  Dreher. 
LpHas  a  profuse  oily  and  purulent  discliarge  in  both  nostrils,  indurated 
maxillary  glands;  raucous  and  sibilant  rales  on  auscultation  of  lungs; 
is  affected  with  acute  glanders. 

Fourth.  In  the  stable  of  Mr.  George  F,  Heller  I  found  a  black 
gelding  with  cicatrices  and  ulcers  in  near  nostril ;  profuse  viscous  yel- 
lowish discharge;  indurated  maxillary  glands;  sisilant  and  mucons 
rales  in  lungs.     This  gelding  is  affected  with  aub-acnte  glanders. 

Gray  gelding,  profuse  oily  and  purulent  discharge  from  nostrils ;  in- 
durated maxillary  glands;  prolonged  expiration;  is  affected  with 
chronic  glanders. 

The  other  horses  in  this  stable  presented  no  evidence  of  disease, 
except  a  bay  gelding  which  has  somewhat  enlarged  and  hardened 
maxillary  glands  which  should  be  watched  for  a  possibility  of  further 
development. 

Fifth,     On  the  hill  beyond  the  river  in  pasture,  brown  mare  with 
viscous  oily  discharge  from  both  nostrils ;   cicatrices  in  septum ;  in- 
durated maxillary  glands.      Off  hind  leg  swelled  and  covered  with 
[farcy  buttons.     Is  affected  with  chronic  glanders  and  farcy.     Old  bay 
mare  in  same  field  shows  no  evidence  of  disease. 

SiwtL  At  the  farm  of  Theodore  Bunnell,  brown  mare  with  tuber- 
Ldee  and  ulcers  of  nasal  cavities;  viscous  semi-purulent  discharge; 
indurated  maxillary  glands;  is  affected  with  chronic  glanders. 
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Semnth,  Pair  of  geldings  belonging  to  the  Tanite  Oompany  show 
no  evidence  oi  diseaee. 

Pair  ot  mares,  same  owners,  bay  mare  has  indurated  cicatrix  in  off 
nostril;  indurated  glands;  ulcer  said  to  be  due  to  injury,  with  oily 
discharge  inside  of  off  thigh.  Tliia  mare  is  a  suspicious  case.  Brown 
mare  no  lesions. 

Eighth.  Gray  gelding  belonging  to  Mr.  Werkhauser,  of  Tanners- 
Tille,  has  profuse  viscous  yellowish  discharge  from  nostril s  ;  large  in- 
durated glands;  ulcers  and  tubercles  in  nostrils.  Farcy  buttons, 
cicatrices  and  melanotic  tumors  over  legs  and  abdomen.  This  animal 
is  affected  with  sub-acute  glanders. 

On  destroying  the  bay  gelding  belonging  to  Mr.  Dreher  the  autopsy 
showed  the  following  lesions,  which  confirmed  the  diagnosis.  Ab- 
scesses and  ulceration  of  nasel  sinuses;  indurated  tubercles  and 
ulcers  in  the  upper  two-thirds  of  the  nasal  fossa;  indurated  lymphatic 
glands;  lungs  farcied  with  indurated  tubercles,  and  spots  of  lobular 
pneumonia. 

From  the  above  examinations  and  the  history  I  could  obtain  of  the 
condition  of  other  horses  in  your  neighborhood,  and  in  the  adjacent 
country  toward  Northampton  county,  you  certainly  have  an  extensive 
and  dangerous  epizootic  of  glanders  farcy  among  your  animals. 

Each  of  the  diseased  horses  acta  as  a  constant  source  of  contagion  of 
the  trouble  to  other  horses  which  mfiy  come  in  contact  with  them  or 
in  contact  with  the  discharge  left  in  feed  boxes,  stables,  harness  or  in 
any  other  way,  as  well  as  being  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  the 
people  in  attendance,  as  this  disease  may  be  contracted  by  man«  and 
in  him  is  inevitably  fatal. 

All  the  diseased  animals  should  be  immediately  destroyed.  All 
wood  work  in  the  stables  in  which  they  have  been  kept,  feed  boxes, 
mangers  and  articles  which  may  have  come  in  contact  with  the  diseased 
animals  should  be  destroyed.  What  cannot  be  destroyed  should  be 
thoroughly  washed,  first  with  scalding  water,  then  with  scalding  water 
with  three  drachma  of  caustic  potash  to  each  bucketfuU,  thirdly  with 
scalding  water  containing  bi-chloride  of  mercury,  one  part  to  five 
hundred.  All  halters,  bridlee  and  leather  work  which  has  been  used 
on  the  diseased  horses  should  be  destroyed  or  boiled  in  a  solution  of 
hi  chloride  of  mercury. 

Where  you  are  unable  to  persuade  the  owners  of  diseased  animals, 
such  as  Mr-  Bunnell  or  the  owner  from  Tannersville,  to  destroy  their 
horses,  your  citizens  should  absolutely  forbid  their  entering  the  town 
with  their  animals,  or  allow  them  to  fasten  to  any  post,  market  place, 
or  bait  at  any  of  the  stables  of  Stroudsburg.  There  is  at  present  no 
specific  law  in  Pennsylvania  in  reference  to  glanders.  I  understand 
that  the  only  means  by  which  it  can  be  reached  is  through  the  Board 
of  Health,  who  luive  such  animals  destroyed  as  a  matter  of  protection  to 
^znan.     I  Wise  you  to  report  the  extensive  existence  of  this 
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disease  in  your  coiinty  to  the  Board  of  Health  and  requeet  their 

official  inveBtigation.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 
Dear  Doctor  :  In  obedience  to  your  letter  of  instructions,  I  went 
to  Stroudsburg  this  morning-  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Vassenr,  to  whom 
you  had  given  a  letter  of  introcluction,  was  out  of  town  L  however, 
saw  Mr.  Heller  and  was  very  kindly  received  by  him.  I  fooncl  the 
following  to  be  the  present  state  of  affairs:  Of  Mr.  Brief ge's  list,  the 
bay  horse, owned  by  George  L.  Dreher,  was  killed  by  Dr.  Hnidekoper; 
the  gray  horse,  owned  by  George  F.  He  Her,  has  been  sent  out  of  our 
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jurisdikion ;  tlie  remaining  three  horses  are  igolatBd  in  a  wood  lot  far 
irom  any  other  liorees,  and  where  no  other  cattle  will  be  pastured  this 
auramer.  Id  regard  to  these  horses,  the  following  queitioQ  arose: 
They  are  insured,  and  the  owners  are  desirous  of  securing  the  insurance 
if  possible,  but  Mr.  Heller  has  not  been  able  to  get  any  information 
from  his  company,  and  Mr.  Vasseur  was  not  at  home  to  report  about 
his  horse.  This  was  the  question  about  which  I  sent  you  a  telegramt 
not  hearing  from  you  I  was  forced  to  assume  a  decision  for  the  reason 
to  be  given  below. 

Of  Br.  Hnidekoper^s  list,  I  report  as  follows  :  The  first  is  given  in 
the  other  list;  the  second  has  already  been  killed  by  Mr*  Evans;  the 
third  is  also  killed;  the  fourth  are  partially  included  in  the  other 
report,  the  suspicious  gelding  is  under  observation;  the  fifth  is  a  horse 
of  Mn  Heller^s  and  included  in  the  other  list;  the  sixth  the  property 
of  Mr.  Bonnel,  I  rode  out  t^  see  Mr.  Bunnel,  to  learn  his  position  in 
the  matter.  I  found  him  to  be  quite  unreasonable,  he  will  not  con- 
sent  to  his  horse  being  killed  and  will  resist  by  all  the  means  in  his 
power.  The  seventh,  the  suspicious  mare,  is  under  inspection  and 
being  treated  according  to  Dr.  Huidekoj)er8  instructions.  The  eighth 
was  some  eiglit  miles  away  and  there  was  not  the  lime  to  make  the 
journey.  Finding  that  I  would  have  to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  in  Mr.  Bunnell's  case,  and  probably  have  to  instruct 
him  in  a  new  duty,  I  determined  to  leave  the  three  isolated  horses 
unmolested,  giving  the  owners  time  to  confer  with  the  insurance  com- 
panies and  myself  the  opportunity  to  ask  if  in  carrying  out  your 
instructions  I  would  involve  the  Board  in  any  complication  with  the 
insurance  companies,  as  I  feel  quite  sure  the  owners  will  interpose  no 
objections,  throwing  the  whole  responsibility  upon  the  Board.  Then, 
also,  in  Jftr.  BunneFg  case.  What  procedure  must  I  follow  ?  Must  I 
swear  out  a  complaint  against  him  for  maintaining  a  nuisance  ?  If  eo, 
bad  I  not  better  have  an  affidavit  from  Dr.  Huidekoper,  and  the  form 
of  the  document  already  prepared?  I  think,  to  accomplish  our  pur- 
pose, we  must  have  the  legal  power  very  clearly  made  out,  as  Hr. 
Bunnel  demands  payment  for  his  horse  before  anything  is  done.  If 
you  will  please  give  explicit  directions  in  these  points,  I  will  be  greatly 
aided  in  carrying  out  your  desires. 

The  disinfection  is  being  carried  out  faithfully  by  those  in  Strouds- 
burg.  As  to  any  additional  cases,  I  was  unable  to  get  positive  infor- 
mation, Mr.  Vasseur's  absence  preventing  this  perhaps.  There  are 
some  rumors  that  ought  to  be  investigated  in  order  to  be  fair  to  all 
persons.  In  your  private  letter  of  instructions  you  speak  of  securing 
a  veterinary  surgeon,  preferably  one  of  the  State  oflScers.  Where 
are  such  to  be  found  and  who  shall  compensate  them  for  their 
services?  If  the  State  Board  of  Health,  at  what  rate  shall  the  com* 
peneation  be?  In  this  connection,  when  I  employ  the  constable,  what 
fee  shall  I  pay  him,  and  at  whose  expense  shall  the  horses  be  buried? 
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State  Board  of  Health, 


Shall  I  pay  them  or  should  the  bills  be  sent  to  you?  I  am  sorry  to 
have  to  ask  so  many  cjuestions,  but  the  matter  is  attracting  a  great 
deal  of  local  attention  and  I  desire  to  have  the  Board  of  Health  create 
a  favorable  impression  on  its  first  appearance  in  Monroe  county.  I 
have  not  as  yet  received  the  general  instructions  that  you  spoke  about 
when  I  saw  you  last

Dear  Sir:  I  have  just  written  to  our  agent  at  Stroudsburg  to  ar- 
range for  a  public  meeting  of  those  intereet-ed  in  the  glanders  cases, 
at  as  early  a  date  next  week  as  is  practicable  ;  and  I  hat  a  representa- 
tive of  your  Board,  Dr.  Bridge  and  myself  would  attend,  explain  the 
situation^  have  the  diseased  animals  appraised  under  oath  or  adirma- 
tion,  and  killed,  and  that  I  would  issue  certificates  of  value  for  them, 
and  pledge  myself  to  use  my  best  endeavors  to  have  the  next  Legis- 
lature make  our  Board  a  "deficiency'^  appropriation  to  cover  the  full 
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amount  of  the  certificates  without  interest.  Under  the  circumstances 
this  is  the  best  that  I  can  do,  but  I  think  that  it  will  meet  with  the 
approbation  of  those  interested.  I  have  notified  Dr.  Engleman  of 
this  action  and  will  notify  him  of  the  time  selected. 

The  Attorney  General  decides  that  our  power  under  our  appropria- 
tion bill  is  ample,  and  that  the  only  trouble  is  the  want  of  funds ;  if 
the  plan  proposed  can  get  us  over  this  difficulty  it  will  be  all  right,  and 
we  hope  that  after  the  next  session  of  the  Le^slature  we  will  be  bet- 
ter prepared  for  the  contingencies  which  may  hereafter  arise.

Dear  Sib:  lam  informed  that  a  patient  manifesting  symptoms  of 
typhoid  fever  has  recently  been  admitted  to  the  hospital,  a  workman 
employed  in  the  construction  of  the  new  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
railroad  extending  from  Pittaton  to  Fair  view. 

No  doubt  you  are  well  aware  that  this  road  runs  along  Laurel  Rnn 
stream  supplying  the  Witkes-Barre  Water  Company,  and  also  through 
the  basin  of  the  Crystal  Spring  Water  Company,  and  that  these  two 
companies  furnish  the  entire  water  supply  to  this  city* 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  lessons  of  the  Plymouth  epidemic  should 
not  be  forgotten,  and  I  most  respectfully  urge  that  an  investigation 
be  made  to  determine  what  precautions  are  taken  by  the  contractors 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  these  sources  of  our  water  supply. 

These  workmen  are  chiefly  Hungarians  and  Italians,  filthy  in  their 
habits  and  ignorant  of  the  precautions  necessary  under  the  circura- 
stances*

(e)   Report  of  Action  Taken  by  Dr.  L.  H.  Taylor,  Medical  Inspeotor. 

Dr.  Bknjamin  Lee, 

Seoretaty  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania : 

My  Dear  Sir;  In  obedience  to  instructions  received  from  you  upon 
December  28,  1887,  to  investigate  the  new  line  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
railroad,  passing  near  the  sources  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Crystal 
Spring  and  Wilkes-Barre  Water  Companies,  in  reference  to  the  sani- 
tary condition  ol  the  laborers  as  regards  the  existence  of  typhoid 
fever  among  them  and  as  regards  the  disposition  of  their  excreta,  with 
reference  to  the  pollution  of  Laurel  run  and  the  basin  of  the  Crystal 
Spring  Water  Company;  I  made  the  examinations  at  my  earliest 
convenience  and  I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report. 

Upon  receipt  ol  yoor  letter,  I  at  once  visited  the  offices  of  the  two 
water  companies  to  ascertain  whether  they  had  already  taken  any 
steps  to  prevent  the  pollution,  by  the  men  working  upon  the  new 
railroad,  of  the  streams  supplying  their  several  reservoirs. 

Mr.  Roger  McGarry,  superintendent  of  the  Wilkes- Barre  Water 
Company,  informed  me  that  he  had  examined,  on  December  19,1887, 
the  whole  length  of  that  portion  of  Laurel  run  and  its  tribntaries  which 
is  in  close  proximity  to  the  new  branch  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  railroad, 
and  had  notified  all  gang  bosses  to  caution  tlieir  men  to  keep  away 
from  these  streams,  and  to  have  suitable  privy  pits  dug  at  least  ^vb 
feet  deep  and  at  a  proper  distance  from  the  streams. 

Mr,  W.  F,  Dodge,  superintendent  of  the  Crystal  Spring  Water 
Company,  informed  me  that  he  had  notified  the  contractors  on  the 
33  Board  of  Health. 
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railroad  that  should  any  naisance  he  committed^  an  injunction  would 
at  once  be  served  upon  them.  Privies  were'ordered  to  be  constracted 
with  pits  not  less  than  five  feet  deep  and  situated  at  least  five  hun- 
dred feet  from  the  streams.  It  was  verbally  agreed  that  this  should 
be  done,  and  also  that  trenches  should  be  dug  for  the  deposit  of  dope^ 
garbage,  etc. 

On  December  29, 1887,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Roger  McQarry,  super- 
intendent of  the  Wilkes  Barre  Water  Company,  I  drove  to  Laurel  Run 
station,  and  from  this  point,  northward,  examined  carefully  the  streams 
and  adjacent  territory  as  far  as  the  Wilkes-Barre  Water  Company's 
new  reservoir,  near  Parsons,  Pa.,  together  with  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  boarding  houses  or  shanties  situated  along  the  route. 

We  found  the  men  in  gangs  of  from  eight  to  thirty,  working  at  the 
different  cuts  along  the  line,  each  in  charge  of  a  gang  boss  or  foreman. 
At  none  of  these  workings  did  we  find  any  privy  accommodations  and 
not  even  holes  dug  in  the  ground  for  the  reception  of  daily  excreta. 
This  filth  being  deposited  upon  the  surface,  must  necessarily  find  its 
way  into  the  streams  supplying  Laurel  Run  creek,  which  in  turn  feed 
the  company's  reservoir. 

As  the  men  are  working  at  these  cuts  during  the  day  only  and  in 
health,  this  is  not  so  serious  a  matter  as  is  the  condition  found  at  the 
boarding  shanties,  where  large  numbers  of  men  are  congregated 
together.  These  boarding  houses,  for  matters  of  convenience,  such  as 
water  supply,  drainage,  etc.,  are  naturally  placed  near  the  banks  of 
the  streams,  and  are  thus  in  the  exact  position  most  readily  to  pollute 
the  water  supply. 

At  Spring  run,  the  first  stream  of  any  size  north  of  Laurel  Run 

station,  we  found  the  head-quarters  of  the  contractor  over  section 

extending  from  about  a  thousand  feet  south  of  Spring  run  to  Wheel- 
barrow run.  At  this  point  there  are  three  or  four  shanties  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  fifteen  men,  chiefly  Hungarians  and  Italians. 
There  are  here  two  roughly  constructed  privies.  One  of  these  has  a 
pit  a  few  feet  deep;  but  the  other,  situated  within  seventy- five  feet  of 
the  stream,  has  absolutely  no  pit  and  the  excreta  are  piled  upon  the 
ground,  which  here  slopes  directly  toward  the  stream. 

At  the  junction  of  Laurel  run  and  Kelly  creek  there  is  one  house, 
situated  directly  upon  the  bank  of  the  stream,  i.  e.,  within  ten  feet  of 
the  water's  edge,  in  which  live  fifteen  men,  with  no  closet  accommo- 
dation whatever.  Here  were  found  piles  of  excreta  lying  around  on 
the  snow  in  close  proximity  to  the  stream.  A  few  hundred  feet 
further  up  Kelly  creek  are  two  more  shanties,  with  seventy-five  men 
and  no  closet  accommodations. 

This  stream  empties  immediately  into  Laurel  run,  and  must  of 
necessity  take  all  the  drainage  and  filth  from  these  ninety  or  more 
men. 
The  condition  of  all  of  the  shanties  occupied  by  Hungarians  uid 
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Italians  is  exceedingly  filthy,  but,  strange  to  say,  no  serious  illness 
has  as  yet  appeared  among  the  inhabitants.  One  patient  was  admitted 
to  the  Wilkes-Barre  City  Hospital  from  this  region,  December  12, 
1887,  suffering  with  pneumonia,  with  toUd  typhoid  symptoms.  From 
the  junction  of  Kelly  creek  and  Laurel  run  we  followed  the  latter 
stream  to  the  upper  reservoir,  and  while  there  is  here  no  further 
opportunity  for  pollution,  the  conditions  mentioned  above  naay  pre- 
vail further  north  upon  smaller  tributary  streams. 

Upon  January  2,  1SS8,  I  again  drove  to  Laurel  Run  station  and 
thence  walked  in  a  southerly  direction  to  Fairview,  over  that  portion 
of  the  new  railroad  adjacent  to  the  streams  supplying,  in  part,  the 
Crystal  Spring  Water  Company's  reservoir.  Upon  the  banks  of  the 
first  small  stream  south  of  Laurel  Run  station  are  three  shanties, 
boarding  fifty  five  Italians;  these  have  no  closet  accommodations,  but 
the  excreta  are  deprjsited  anywhere  upon  the  surface. 

About  two  mites  from  Laurel  run,  upon  the  right  bank  of creek, 

there  is  a  shanty  with  seventeen  English  speaking  men*  These  have 
one  small  pnvy  with  a  pit  less  than  two  feet  deep,  situated  upon  a 
sloping  bank  within  probably  two  hundred  feet  of  the  stream.  On  the 
left  bank  of  this  stream,  opposite  the  above-mentioned  shanty,  is 
another  boarding  twenty- two  Hungarians.  These  have  no  accommo- 
dations at  all,  but  deposit  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

At  the  next  stream  southward,  at  Rickert's  switch,  there  are  three 
shanties,  with  an  aggregate  of  eighty  men,  with  no  closet  accommoda- 
tions* At  this  point  I  found  a  man  clearing  away  the  excreta  which 
had  been  deposited  near  the  stream.  This  I  understood  to  be  in 
response  to  demands  made  by  tfie  Crystal  Spring  Water  Company. 

The  next  found  were  at  Fairview,  where  are  two  shanties  boarding 
about  seventyTive  Ilungarians  and  Italians,  Each  is  provided  with 
a  privy  at  suitable  distance  Irom  the  streams,  but  with  rather  shallow 
pits. 

Notwithstanding  the  efForts  of  the  water  company  and  the  promise 
of  contractors  as  early  as  December  5,  no  suitable  closet  accommoda- 
tions were  provided  as  late  as  January  2,  except  at  Fairview,  At 
these  shanties  two  or  three  were  reported  sick  and  one  had  died  with- 
out  medical  attendance.  Those  now  sick  are  in  charge  of  Dr.  Thomas 
J.  Solt,  from  whom  I  received  the  following  note  in  response  to 
inquiries  addressed  to  him  : 

MouNTAtN  Top,  Pa,,  January  4^  1888. 
Lewis  H.  Taylob,  M.  D,, 

Dear  Doctor  :  There  is  no  typhoid  fever  among  the  Italians  which 
I  attended.  I  treated  two  for  pneumonia,  one  for  bronchitis  and  the 
rest  for  simple  cold.

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In  this  territory  as  in  the  Laurel  Run  region  the  shanties  are  situated 
near  the  banks  of  the  streams,  and  while  in  the  best  location  for  their 
own  convenience  they  are  also  in  the  position  of  greatest  possible 
danger  for  pollution  of  the  water  supply.    Up  to  the  present  time  no 
direct  nuisance  to  the  water  supply  has  been  committed,  because  tfae 
ground  is  frozen  and  the  excreta  retained  on  the  snow,  which  every- 
where exists  upon  the  mountains ;  but  the  seed  of  danger  is  here,  and 
should  typhoid  fever  break  out  among  these  men  and  their  filth  be 
deposited  upon  the  banks  of  the  streams  until  a  sudden  thaw  or  heavy 
rains  wash  it  into  the  reservoirs,  the  result  would  certainly  be  disas- 
trous to  the  inhabitants  of  Wilkesbarre.    Even  without  typhoid  fever 
the  situation  is  fraught  with  danger  from  possible  sudden  washing  at 
any  time  of  this  accumulated  filth  into  these  streams  and  thence  into 
the  reservoirs. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  notices 
be  served  upon  the  following  section  contractors :  J.  J.  Ott,  Broad- 
head  &  Hickey,  Pleasant  Valley,  Pa.;  J.  S.  Carpenter,  Thos.  F.  Kerns, 
Pottsville  or  Oliver's  Mills,  Pa.;  Col.  Thos.  H.  Rickert,  Wilkes- Bane, 
Pa.;  Chas.  McFadden,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  requiring  them  to  remove 
the  filth  already  deposited,  and  to  provide  suitable  privy  arrangements 
at  all  of  their  stations,  with  pits  at  least  five  feet  deep  and  situated 
50Q  feet  or  more  from  the  banks  of  any  stream  tributary  to  Mill  Creek, 
Laurel  Run  or  Solomon's  Creek.  And  further  to  provide  for  each 
separate  gang  of  men  small  pits  for  daily  deposit  of  excreta  during 
working  hours,  the  same  to  be  filled  with  dirt  and  new  ones  dug  as 
the  work  progresses  from  point  to  point.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health  : 
My  Dear  Sir  :  As  supplemental  to  the  report  sent  you  early  in 
January  in  reference  to  the  possible  pollution  of  the  water  supply  of 
Wilkes-Barre,  I  would  state  that  notices  were  served  upon  all  of  the 
contractors  engaged  in  building  the  new  Lehigh  Valley  branch  road, 
as  suggested.  The  instructions  were  followed,  the  offensive  material 
removed,  and  new  privies  constructed  at  the  required  distances  from 
the  streams,  except  in  one  case,  where  the  nature. of  the  high  rocky 
banks  on  either  side  made  it  impossible  to  locate  the  privy  further 
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than  one  hundred  feet  from  the  gtream,     But  in  this  case  the  pit  is  in 
Boch  location  as  to  prevent  any  drainage  into  Laurel  Kim. 

The  superintendents  of  the  water  companies  have  informed  me  from 
time  to  time  that  the  siig:gestion8  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  have 
been  carried  out.  Each  company  employs  a  man  whose  especial  duty 
is  to  go  over  the  ground  at  stated  frequent  intervals  and  inspect  care- 
fully the  sanitary  condition  of  the  territory  borderinfi;  on  these  streams. 
At  a  recent  visit  by  myself  to  Laurel  Run  and  adjacent  streams,  I 
found  the  condition  as  stated  by  the  superintendent,  and  that  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board  had  been  obeyed. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  sickness  in  Wilkes- Barre  this  spring 
traceable  to  the  water  supply*  To  w^hat  extent  this  absence  is  due  to 
precautions  taken  at  the  above  mentioned  points  must  remain,  of 
course,  a  matter  for  conjecture,  as  it  is  always  impossible  to  estimate 
the  approximate  value  of  the  ^"^  might  have  been,"  but  all  will  agree 

^^t  in  matters  of  this  kind  the  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  many 

founds  of  the  honest  effort  necessai-y  to  remove  the  evil  once  estab- 
lished. I  doubt  not  that  the  prompt  measures  of  the  Board  of  Health 
in  protecting  the  water  supply  of  Wilkes-Barre  have  removed  a  source

Allow  me  to  begin  by  repeating  the  letter  of  inquiry,  and 
placing  side  by  side  with  it  certain  other  similar  statements,  w^hich 
will  enable  me  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  somewhat  broader  manner.

^^ditor  Ah  rials  of  Hygiene  : 

1  am  using  water  from  a  well  forty-five  feet  deep.     My  nearest 

Kighbor  has  a  well  at  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet,  twelve  feet 
ep,  into  which  is  discharged  everything  irom  the  bath-room  and 
iter  closet.     The  soil  not  being  very  porous,  a  pump  is  used  in  this 
well  frequently  to  prevent  its  overflowing,  and  the  discharged  material 

Kns  over  a  portion  of  my  property,  while  the  obnoxious  odor  per^^ades 
e  atmosphere  for  a  great  distance.    The  above  statement  will  apply 
to  hundreds  of  cases  in  the  small  towns  of  our  State,  and  you  would 
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confer  a  favor  on  many  by  advising  me  as  to  the  danger  from  contam- 
ination of  the  water  in  my  well,  and  also  from  living  in  the  atmosphere 
thus  charged,  and  then  please  give  the  remedy.  8. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  a  recent  report  of  Prof.  William  B. 
Atkinson,  medical  inspector  of  the  Delaware  district,  is  full  of  interest 
and  instruction.    I  make  the  following  extract : 

Report  I. 
Dr.  Bknj.  Lee, 

Secretary  and  Executive  Officer^  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir  : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  on  October  21, 1  visited 
West  Chester,  and,  by  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Woodward,  was  enabled  to 
visit  a  number  of  the  villages  in  that  vicinity.  At  Unionville,  Dr. 
Perdue  kindly  accompanied  me  to  a  number  of  houses  in  which  fever 
had  occurred  under  his  observation.  He  treated  eight  cases,  all  of 
which  recovered  under  his  judicious  advice;  one  of  these  had  a  severe 
intestinal  hemorrhage.  One  group  of  .six  cases  occurred  in  a  block  of 
houses,  all  of  which  were  built  directly  on  the  ground;  they  were  old 
frame  tenements,  with  stables  and  privies  in  rear,  not  beyond  eighty 
feet  away,  with  the  ground  in  each  case  sloping  towards  the  house. 
These  privies  were  the  ordinary  frame  shanty,  with  a  seat  about  two 
feet  above  the  floor;  no  excavation,  the  excreta  dropping  upon  the 
.  surface  of  the  earth  and  draining  toward  the  house.  For  drinking  and 
culinary  purposes  nearly  all  the  inhabitants  of  these  houses  relied 
upon  one  pump,  which  is  so  located  that  it  receives  the  drainage  of  at 
least  four  privies,  two  stables  and  one  pig-pen.  Other  stables  and 
privies  are  sufficiently  near  to  aid  in  tainting  this  well.  A  single  case 
is  located  in  the  rear  of  this,  and  the  pump  of  this  house  adjoins  one 
privy  and  two  stables.  The  only  pump  properly  located  with  refer- 
ence to  the  privy  is  not  used  by  any  of  the  families. 

Two  other  cases  are  located  two  blocks  away,  and  while  these  houses 
are  better  as  to  construction,  etc.,  still  pumps  are  respectively  seventy 
and  eighty  feet  from  privy  and  stable,  with  a  drainage  in  each  case 
favoring  contamination  of  the  drinking  water.  One  case  has  just  oc- 
curred in  this  block  simulating  typhoid  fever.  This  house  has  the 
same  conditions  as  its  neighbors. 

On  October  24th  I  went  to  Ooatesville,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  Dr. 
Swing  was  enabled  to  visit  a  number  of  villages  in  that  section.  At 
Doe  Run  there  had  been  no  cases  of  fever.  At  Gum  Tree,  in  one 
house  were  two  families  numbering  some  ten  persons,  of  these  six  or 
seven  had  been  ill  with  a  fever  of  a  low  form,  with  a  great  deal  of 
diarrhoea.  Oi>e  case  was  convalescent  in  the  eighth  week,  and  judg- 
ing frojp  the  symptoms  detailed,  the  entire  absence  of  those  pathog- 
nomonic of  enteric  fever  and  the  peculiar  diet  which  she  was  then  par- 
taking of,  both  Dr.  Swing  and  I  agreed  that  it  was  very  unlike  typhoid, 
and  had  probably  been  a  case  of  enterocolitis. 
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This  view  was  BUpported  by  the  condition  of  the  drinking  water. 
The  privy,  the  iiBual  couDtry  one,  was  about  fifty  feet  from  the  pump^ 
with  a  down  grade  leading  that  way.  Directly  against  the  ourb  of  the 
well  was  the  hen  house,  a  tumbledown  shed  with  its  floor  of  earth 
sloping  to  the  well,  so  that  its  whole  drainage  was  into  the  well- 
In  addition  the  whole  wood-work  was  rotten,  so  that  the  well  itself 
was  dangerous  to  approach,  I  was  informed  that  always  after  a 
rain,  and  often  without  one,  the  drinking  water  closely  resembled 
road  washings  and  was  sickening  to  smell,  sight  and  taste. 

Dr.  E.  D.  Payne,  medical  inspector  of  the  Lycoming  district,  de- 
scribes a  very  similar  condition  of  things  existing  in  the  town  ofTow- 
anda  to  that  reported  by  your  correspondent.     He  says  : 

Report  II.

'•  The  soil  is  a  heavy  clay  with  underlying  rock,  from  a  few  to  many 
feet  deep,  the  town  being  on  a  series  of  hills^  gradually  rising  from 
the  river.  Only  in  spots  can  underlying  sand  and  gravel  be  found, 
from  twenty  to  fifty  feet  deep,  which  renders  the  construction  of  cess- 
pools partially  unsafe  or  impossible.  Open  gutters  are  generally, 
therefore,  relied  on  fur  the  disposal  of  common  kitchen  slops.  These 
are,  with  few  exceptions,  unpaved,  and  are  allowed  to  grow  up  with 
rank  grass  and  weeds.  For  drain  tiles  from  the  kitchen  to  the  gutter, 
glazed  tile  is  used  by  many,  but  wooden  druiiis  are  in  too  common 
use.  Most  house  yards  have  a  well  and  a  privy  vault  in  them  in  close 
proximity.  From  the  character  of  the  soil,  the  wells  must  be  prin- 
cipally supplied  by  surface  water,  much  of  it  running  directly  in.  It 
will  readily  be  seen  what  danger  there  is,  that  in  heavy  rains  the 
fihallow  privy  vaults  will  be  Jlooded,  and  their  contents  escaping  will 
find  their  way  over  the  surface  into  the  wells/' 

Mr.  L.  H,  Hunter,  inspector  of  the  Allegheny  district,  says  of  West 
EUzabeth,  which  was  visited  by  a  serious  epidemic  of  typhoid  and 
filth  fever  in  the  summer  of  1886  :

*'I  believe,  after  a  careful  investigation,  that  the  epidemic  was 
caused  by  a  combination  of  circumstances,  one  of  which  was  the 
filthy  condition  of  privies  and  their  close  proximity  to  the  wells,  A 
large  number  of  these  wells  showed,  on  being  tested,  the  presence  of 
organic  matter.  There  were  also  a  large  number  of  cellars  rendered 
foul  from  surface  drainage,  this  being  particularly  the  case  along  the 
railroad,  where  the  surface  water  ran  directly  into  the  cellar  windows, 
the  grade  being  level  with  the  windows." 

Your  querist  is  entirely  justified,  therefore,  in  his  assertion  that  the 
description  which  ho  gives  of  his  own  immediate  neighborhood  will 
appl,v  to  hundreds  of  cases  in  smalt  towns  of  our  State.  The  question 
is  an  urgent  and  burning  one. 
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To  answer  his  queries  intelligently  would  require  (Certain  data  which 
he  has  not  furnished,  viz :  the  relative  height  of  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  his  well  and  at  his  neighbor's  cesspool ;  the  distance  of  the 
portion  of  his  land  which  is  overflowed  by  the  contents  of  the  cess- 
pool when  pumped  out ;  and  the  inclination  of  the  surface  between 
the  overflowed  area  and  his  well.  It  may  be  safely  said,  however, 
that  a  cesspool  sunk  in  a  soil  so  impervious  that  frequent  pumping 
out  is  necessary,  cannot  by  leaching  contaminate  a  well  at  a  distance 
of  two  hundred  feet,  or,  indeed,  half  of  that  distance.  If  the  slope 
of  the  ground  is  from  the  cesspool  towards  the  well,  it  may  very  easily 
conduct  the  material  pumped  from  the  former  to  the  latter,  especially 
on  so  compact  a  soil,  not  perhaps  just  at  the  time  of  pumping,  but  as 
the  result  of  surface  drainage  during  heavy  rains.  One  of  the  earliest 
cases  referred  to  this  Board  was  that  of  a  limited  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  at  Fernwood,  Delaware  county,  caused  precisely  in  this  way. 
But  supposing  that  the  surface  inclination  is  such  as  to  make  con- 
tamination of  the  well  impossible,  the  health  ot  your  correspondent's 
family  is  certainly  seriously  threatened  by  the  contamination  of  the 
atmosphere.  The  investigation  made  by  Dr.  R.  Lowry  Sibbett,  med- 
ical inspector  for  the  Cumberland  district,  and  myself  into  the  causes 
of  an  epidemic  in  the  State  Reformatory  at  Morganza,  led  us  to  the 
unavoidable  conclusion  that  atmospheric  contamination  by  human 
excreta  was  responsible  for  it.  It  is  easy  to  understand  how  children 
and  invalids  in  sleep,  breathing,  as  they  so  often  do,  with  their  mouths 
wide  open,  could  have  the  germs  of  disease  deposited  on  the  tongue 
and  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth  and  throat  in  considerable 
quantities,  and  convey  them,  by  swallowing,  to  the  alimentary  canal 
as  certaiply  as  though  the  same  germs  had  been  taken  in  water  or 
food. 

Report  IV. 

State  Board  of  Health, 
Philadelphia,  OctoherlS^  1886. 
To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State 
Reform  School  at  Morgama  : 
Geittlemen  :    I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  an 
investigation  into  the  causes  ot  an  epidemic  of  continued  fever  exist- 
ing in  one  of  the  buildings  of  your  institution,  made  by  Medical  In- 
spector  Dr.  R.  Lowry  Sibbett  and  myself,  at  the  request  of  your 
superintendent,  Mr.  Quay,  October  13th  and  J 4th. 

Nature  of  Illhess. 

Up  to  the  time  of  our  visit,  twenty  three  cases  of  fever  had  oc- 
curred, one  of  which  had  terminated  fatally.  Of  these  twenty-three 
cases,  fifteen  were  from  one  building,  while  the  remaining  eight  were 
about  evenly  distributed  among  five  other  buildings  or  wings. 
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These  eight  were  of  a  much  milder  type  than  the  others.  The 
buildings  in  which  the  large  number  of  cases  occurred  is  that  occupied 
by  ^*  E  '*  family.  Of  fortysix  persons  sleeping  in  the  dormitory  of 
that  building,  fifteen  have  been  taken  sick,  or  one-third  of  the  entire 
number.  We  examined  all  the  patients  in  the  infirmary,  sick  and 
convalescent,  as  well  as  those  who  had  returned  to  duty,  exhibiting  the 
disease  in  every  stage  from  the  second  day  of  the  attack  to  end  of  the 
sixth  week.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  large  m^'ority  of  the  cases 
have  not  been  true  typlioid  or  enteric  fever,  but  rather  a  low  type  of 
continued  fever;  some  of  them,  perhaps,  properly  to  be  designated  as 
bilious  fever.  The  medical  treatment  which  they  had  received  ap- 
peared to  us  judicious. 

Causes  of  the  Outbrkak, 

We  find  that  several  conditions  contributed  to  the  production  of 
this  endemic : 

FtrsL  The  introduction  of  steam,  of  quite  a  high  temperature,  into 
the  rain  water  spouts  which  communicated  directly  with  the  main 
sewer,  the  result  of  which  has  been  to  draw  up  the  air  from  the  sewer 
and  convey  it  through  the  open  windows  of  the  dormitory,  close  to 
which  these  spouts  open  into  the  gutter  of  the  roof.  In  support  of 
this  Iheory  we  would  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  a  large  proportion 
of  the  cases  occurred  in  individuals  whose  beds  were  in  close  proxim- 
ity to  the  windows, 

SeeotuL  The  existence  of  flues  running  from  the  cellar  to  the  dorm- 
itory,  originally  designed  as  hot  air  flues,  but  now  serving  only  to 
convey  the  cellar  and  ground  air  directly  to  the  dormitory. 

Third.  The  damp  condition  of  the  ground  around  the  disused  fur- 
nace and  boiler  in  the  cellar. 

Fourth.  The  over  heated  condition  of  the  cellar  as  compared  with 
the  remainder  of  the  house,  establishing  a  strong  upward  current 
from  the  former  to  the  latter. 

Suggestions  fob  the  Removal  of  tob  Oattses  of  the  Outbreak  aud 
Continuance  of  the  Fever. 

First  All  connection  between  the  rain-water  spouta  or  conductors 
and  the  sewer  should  be  severed,  and  the  rain-water  conducted  on  the 
surface. 

Second,  The  main  sewer  should  be  flushed  for  twenty-four  hours 
with  the  largest  head  of  water  that  can  be  commanded. 

Third.  The  main  sewer  and  all  the  hou&e  connections  should  be 
disinfected. 

Fourth,  The  evacuations  of  those  ill  with  fever  should  be  passed  in 
vessels  containing  a  large  quantity  of  a  strong  disinfectant  solution, 
and  then  carried  a  considerable  distance  away  on  the  farm  and  buried 
a  foot  deep.  The  recommendations  above  recorded  were  fully  com- 
plied  with,  the  sickness  ceased  and  there  has  been  no  return  of  it. 
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The  proper  course  for  your  correspondent's  neighbor  to  pursue  is  as 
follows :  He  should  conduct  his  bath  water  off  over  the  surface  to 
some  suitable  natural  drainage  stream  and  use  his  cesspool  for  the 
water- closet  only.  The  occasion  for  emptying  it  would  thus  become 
much  less  frequent.  When  this  did  become  necessary,  it  should  be 
done  with  the  use  of  deodorizers  and  disinfectants  (if  possible  with  an 
odorless  excavator),  and  the  contents  at  once  carted  to  a  distance  in 
the  country,  and  properly  composted  for  fertilizing  purposes.  The 
State  Board  of  Health,  however,  cannot  interpose  between  neighbor 
and  neighbor.  To  right  individual  grievances  of  this  kind  would  de- 
mand the  expenditure  of  tenfold  its  appropriation  and  an  army  of 
inspectors.  It  has,  therefore,  adopted  the  following  form  of  reply  to 
all  such  complaints.  Its  function  is  to  protect  communities,  not  in- 
dividuals; to  preserve  the  public,  not  private  health.  The  rural  suf- 
ferer from  his  neighbor's  negligence,  carelessness,  heartlessness  and 
filthiness  must  still  find  his  remedy  in  a  suit  at  common  law :

Dear  Sir  :  Your  communication  of complaining  of  a  nuisance 

existing  on  the  premises  of township, county  is  received. 

I  would  say  in  reply  that  it  is  the  decision  of  this  Board  that  it  was 
created  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  not  for  the  abate- 
ment of  private  nuisances.  Individuals  suffering  from  individual 
nuisances  have  their  resource  in  a  suit  at  common  law  or  complaint 
to  the  local  authorities.  In  order  to  entitle  a  complaint  to  recognition 
by  this  Board  it  should  emanate  from  a  city  or  borough  council,  a 
burgess,  acting  in  his  official  capacity,  a  board  of  health  or  health 
ofiicer,  a  board  of  education  or  ten  respectable  citizens  (house-holders 
or  rent-payers)  uniting  in  an  affidavit  before  a  notary  or  justice  of 
the  peace.  I  enclose  a  blank  form  of  complaint,  which  will  be  duly 
considered  if  returned  signed  as  above  indicated.

The  following  communication  from  a  highly  intelligent  physician 
was  addressed  to  me  some  time  before  the  passage  of  the  act  creating 
the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Letter  II. 
Dr.  Benjamin  Lee, 

Dear  Sir  :  I  desire  some  information  and  suggestions  from  you  on 
a  subject  you  are  very  familar  with,  and  upon  which  you  have  given 
more  thought  than  anyone  I  know  : 
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—  is  an  old-fashioned  country  viUag;e,  located  on  high 
ground,  in  a  limestone  6oil,  and  natural  cavea  underlie  our  streets, 
some  of  which  open  into  the  cellars  of  our  houses*  Many  of  these 
caves  are  opened  in  digging  cellars  in  diflerent  portions  of  our  town, 

2,  The  water  supply  heretofore  was  derived  from  wells  dug  down 
from  thirty  to  seventy  feet,  and  seemed  abundant  and  apparently  as 
pure  as  is  generally  derived  from  such  sources.    Some  of  these  were 

^dug  down  through  some  of  these  cavernous  openings  into  the  earth, 

3,  Privies  are  used  all  over  the  town.  Some  are  a  good  deal  ex- 
posedf  and  others  are  dug  from  eight  to  ten  feet  in  depth. 

4,  Three  years  ago,  owing  to  great  success  of  some  of  our  manufac- 
turing interests  and  suddenly  acquired  railroad  facilities,  the  town 
increased  so  rapidly  in  population  that  we  now  number  about  4,000 
people  instead  of  a  former  population  of  about  2.000 — just  doubled. 

5,  A  water  company  was  formed,  and  we  now  draw  into  town  pure 
cold  mountain  spring  water,  of  perhaps  as  good  a  quality  as  can  be 
found  in  the  world.  This  water  comes  from  South  Mountain,  at  an 
altitude  of  about  1,COO  feet  above  the  town. 

6,  The  entire  system  of  water  supply  is  suddenly  changed.  Water- 
closets  are  being  introduced.  Some  of  our  citizens  are  using  their 
wells  as  cesspools  for  the  drainage  of  all  kinds  of  filth,  even  running 
into  them  the  contents  of  water-closets.  On  account  of  the  cavernous 
condition  of  the  ground  under  our  city  these  underground  springs 
which  supply  our  wells  must  coramunicate  with  each  other  more  or 
less,  I  had  a  well  of  excellent  water,  but  at  once  arched  it  shut  for 
fear  of  having  my  family  poisoned.  Those  who  do  not  use  wells  for 
cesspools  dig  wells  ten  and  fifteen  feet  deep  for  running  their  drain- 
age into. 

Now  our  borough  authorities  are  ignorant  of  all  laws  of  health,  and 
I  have  been  consulted  as  to  the  best  thing  to  do  under  this  state  of 
things.  Their  attorney  tells  them  they  cannot  prevent  citizens  from 
using  their  wells  as  cesspools.  I  can  get  them  to  pass  any  ordinance 
I  desire  bearing  upon  this  subject.  I  write  to  you  to  please  give  me 
your  views  on  the  proper  ordinances  and  the  proper  thing  to  be  done 
on  the  premises.  Any  information  from  you  on  this  subject  will  be 
very  gratefully  received  by  the  council  as  well  as  by  me.  What  shall 
we  do  in  regard  to  the  water-closet  system  ?  We  have  no  sewers  and 
are  yet  too  poor  to  construct  proper  sewers.  As  soon  as  we  get  into 
funds  we  will  construct  sewers.  We  have  no  stream  of  water  nearer 
than  one  mile.  I  have  protested  against  lias  thing  of  running  sewage 
into  the  earth  under  the  town,  as  I  contend  that  the  underground 
springs  will  be  so  contaminated  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  our  thickly 
populated  rural  districts  near  town,  who  are  compelled  to  depend  upon 
wells  for  a  water  supply.  The  dry  earth  closet  system 
be  carried  out  in  this  place.    1  have  no  doubt  if  this  could  be  accom- 
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plished,  and  the  sewage  all  hauled  to  the  country  and  utilized  as  a 
fertilizer  it  would  be  best.    Trusting  you  will  give  me  a  prompt  reply, 
I  remain, 

Truly  yours,  with  highest  regards." 

The  problem  presented  by  this  letter  is  a  much  more  complicated 
one,  and  although  not  met  with  so  generally  or  so  constantly  as  that 
first  considered,  is  fraught  with  even  greater  capability  of  harm,  and, 
as  will  be  shown,  affects  a  geological  area  of  great  extent  In  ref- 
erence to  this  peculiar  geographical  formation  and  its  distribution 
throughout  this  State,*I  am  informed  by  the  Hon.  J.  Simpson  Africa, 
former  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  many 
courtesies  to  the  Board  in  his  oflScial  capacity  I  desire  gratefully  to 
acknowledge,  that  the  limestone  of  greatest  deposit,  called  "Auroral" 
by  Rogers  and  ''  Trenton  "  by  Leslie,  contains  the  largest  caverns.  It 
is  found  in  the  Chester  Valley,  Lancaster  county,  Cumberland,  Leba- 
non, Kishacoquillas,  Sinking,  Penn's,  Morrison's  Cove,  Nittatiny  and 
other  valleys  running  through  the  counties  of  Chester,  Lancaster, 
Berks,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  Lebanon,  Mifflin,  Centre,  Bedford, 
Blair  and  some  others.  A  later  limestone,  called  by  Rogers  "  Meridian," 
or  "  Pre  meridan,"  also  contains  some  caves,  but  the  formation  being 
thinner  than  the  Auroral,  they  are  more  limited  in  extent.  Rogers 
describes  this  formation  as  the  great  Auroral  limestone  of  southern 
Pennsylvania, croppingout  as  the  Doe  Run  limestone,  the  Boardley 
Run  limestone,  the  West  Marlborough  Inn  limestone,  the  Street  Road 
limestone,  etc.,  etc.  This  last  named  is  the  longest  and  most  continu- 
ous of  all  the  limestone  troughs. 

D'lnvilliers,  in  his  excellent  report  on  the  geology  of  the  South 
Mountain  belt  of  Berks  county,  published  in  the  Second  Geological 
Survey  of  Pennsylvania,  says :  "  Caverns  are  a  striking  feature  of  the 
limestone  belt  of  the  Great  Valley.  They  are  numerous  and  large. 
When  their  roofs  fall  in,  sinkholes  are  formed  in  the  fields.  These  are 
so  numerous  that  the  whole  belt  may  be  said  to  be  pitted  with  them. 
They  show  how  the  destruction  of  the  limestone  formation  has  been 
going  on  in  past  ages,  and  new  ones  prove  that  it  is  still  going  on, 
probably  at  the  same  rate.  At  the  bottom  of  the  caverns  and  beneath 
the  sink  holes,  underground  waters  .flow  and  issue  at  springs  in  the 
beds  of  the  deeper  valleys.  This  explains  the  scarcity  of  brooks  and 
creeks  in  some  parts  of  the  map." 

Franklin  Piatt,  reporting  on  the  geology  of  Blair  county,  in  the 
same  series,  remarks  that : 

"The  weathering  of  the  limestone  produces  the  usual  results  of 
sinking  streams,  strong  and  unchanging  springs,  caverns,  bottomless 
caves,  natural  arches." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  areas  embracing  many  thousand 
square  miles  in  this  State,  usually  comprising  the  farm  lands  and  rich- 
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est  valleys,  and  therefore  very  populous,  which  are  so  thoroa^hly 
honey  combed  a  short  distance  below  the  surface  that  subterraneous 
streams  of  considerable  size  are  traversifig  them  in  all  directioos. 
The  possibility  for  evil  in  this  condition  is  too  apparent  to  need  dem- 
onstration. The  writer  well  says  ^^  that  the  !i%^es  of  the  inhabitants  of 
oar  thickly  populated  rural  districts  near  town,  who  are  compelled  to 
depend  upon  wells  for  a  water-supply,  are  endangered  by  running 
sewage  into  the  earth '*  anywhere  in  the  regions  where  these  geo- 
logical formations  prevail*  Who  can  pretend  to  say  indeed  how  far 
such  lethal  contamination  might  not  be  carried  ?  With  no  opportunity 
for  aeration  or  purification  by  the  chemical  rays  of  the  sun,  the 
poisoned  stream  would  retain  its  noxious  qualities  almost  indefinitely^ 
and  populations  twenty  or  thirty  miles  away  might  be  visited  with 
inexplicable  outbreaks  of  fever  or  dysentery  as  a  resolt*  In  a  report 
made  to  His  Excellency  Governor  l^attison,  of  an  inspection  of  the 
Orphan  Home  at  Butler,  made  by  myself,  occurs  the  following  passage : 

Report  V. 

"A  very  objectionable  plan  prevails  here,  however,  as  in  many, 
perhaps  most,  country  towns  in  this  Slate,  of  covering  over  a  full  privy 
vault  with  earth  and  digging  a  new  one  a  short  distance  from  it  in- 
Btead  of  removing  the  contents  and  disinfecting  it  As  the  level 
'gradually  sinks,  new  earth  is  thrown  on  top  until  the  subsidence  of 
level  ceases.  This  process  is  repeated  every  few  years,  in  accordance 
with  the  depth  of  the  pit,  so  that  in  the  rear  of  the  houses  on  the 
treet  with  small  yards,  the  whole  ground  becomes  honey-combed 
with  these  foul  deposits.  Covered  up  in  this  way  the  filthy  mass  has 
no  opportunity  for  becoming  oxidized,  and  retains  all  its  poisonous 
properties.  Gradually  permeating  the  soil,  it  in  time  contaminates 
all  the  wells  in  the  neighborhood,  or,  as  is  the  case  in  some  sections 
of  the  State,  finds  its  way  into  subterranean  streams  and  is  carried, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  what  distances,  to  infect  unsuspecting  commu- 
nities and  give  rise  to  mysterious  outbreaks  of  epidemic   disease. 

ven  if,  in  consequence  of  the  large  extent  of  the  grounds- in  this 
■nstance,  the  air  escapes  serious  contarahiation  and  the  water-supply 
is  brought  from  a  distance  and  thus  protected,  still  the  wells  of  other 
itizens  living  on  lower  tracts  may  be  undergoing  contamination* 
Ms  mode  of  disposal  of  the  contents  of  a  privy  vault  must  theretore 
be  unqualifiedly  condemned." 

The  following  are  the  provisions  of  the  model  ordinance  proposed 
by  the  Stale  Board  of  Health  for  adoption  by  all  boroughs  and  cities 
in  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  this  important  subject.  It  con- 
tains the  minimum  of  requirements  in  the  hope  of  its  more  general 
adoption  than  if  it  aimed  at  an  absolutely  perfect  standard. 

**  Section  17.  No  privy-vault,  cesspool  or  reservoir  into  which  a 
privy,  water-closet,  cesspool,  stable  or  sink  is  drained,  unless  it  is 
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water-tight,  shall  be  constructed,  dug  or  permitted  to  remain  within 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or  other  source  of 
water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes,  unless  the  surface  of 
such  vault,  cesspool  or  reservoir  is  at  a  lower  level  than  the  bottom 
of  sucH  well.  Earth  privies  and  earth  closets  with  no  vault,  pit  or  de- 
pression below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  shall  be  excepted  from  this 
regulation,  but  sufficient  dry  earth  or  coal  ashes  must  be  used  daily 
to  absorb  all  the  fluid  part  of  the  deposit,  and  the  contents  must  be 
completely  removed  at  least  once  every  month. 

"  Section  18.  All  privy  vaults,  cesspools  or  reservoirs  as  above  named 
shall  be  cleaned  out  at  least  twice  a  year,  once  in  the  spring,  not  later 
than  the  15th  of  May,  and  once  in  the  autumn,  not  earlier  than  the 
16th  of  October.  From  the  16th  of  May  to  the  16th  of  October  of 
each  year  they  shall  be  thoroughly  disinfected  by  adding  to  their 
contents  once  every  week  from  one  to  four  gallons  of  a  disinfectant 
solution,  according  to  the  size  of  the  said  vault,  cesspool  or  reservoir.'' 

In  the  cavernous  limestone  regions  manifestly  the  only  safe  plan 
for  a  large  town  which  is  without  sewerage  to  adopt  is  that  here  sug- 
gested, of  water-tight,  cemented  cesspools,  cleansed  out  and  disin- 
fected at  frequent  intervals.  In  villages  the  earth  closet  may  be  made 
use  of  as  less  expensive  and  equally  free  from  danger  if  properly  at- 
tended to.  But  the  leaching  cesspool  always  has  its  risks,  and,  above 
all,  the  water-well  turned  into  a  cesspool,  in  a  region  presenting  this 

curious  geological  formation  as  described  in  the  letter  from  W 

is  an  abomination,  an  instrument  of  death,  and  the  man  who  creates 
or  maintains  such  a  nuisance  may  be  unknowingly  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter by  the  wholesale. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  call  attention  to  the  following  extract  from 
a  recently  issued  circular  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  prepared  in 
the  hope  of  bringing  about  a  more  general  use  of  the  earth  closet  in 
rural  districts.  It  is  principally  extracted  from  the  Chicago  Sanitary 
NewS'i  and  is  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  J.  0.  Baylis,  a  well-known  sanitarian. 

''  When  the  water-closets  cannot  be  made  available,  the  earth  closet 
will  be  found  of  the  greatest  convenience  and  benefit.  In  addition  to 
the  well-known  dangers  attending  the  neglected  accumulations  in 
privy-vaults,  few  things  are  more  destructive  to  health  and  comfort 
than  dependence  upon  one  of  these  dreadful  out-buildings.  A  visit 
to  one  of  them  involves  an  amount  of  exposure  in  cold  weather  which 
even  strong  men  have  reason  to  dread.  In  the  case  of  women,  chil- 
dren and  invalids  what  can  be  worse  than  a  plunge  out  of  doors  in 
cold  ox,  stormy  weather,  usually  without  the  precaution  of  extra  cloth- 
ing or  overshoes,  for  a  visit  to  the  foul  shrine  of  Oloacina?  The  neglect 
of  regular  attention  to  the  calls  of  nature,  which  the  dread  of  this  ex- 
posure induces,  tends  to  encourage  women  and  children  in  disregard- 
ing them  as  long  as  possible,  until  the  evils  inevitably  attendant  upon 
the  habit  of  constipation,  much  too  prevalent  in  this  country,  are  in-

duced  and  confirmed.  The  head  of  the  ftmily  who  makes  no  better 
provision  than  an  out- door  privy  for  the  needs  of  his  household^  neg- 
lects the  most  obvious  as  well  as  the  most  selliah  of  his  sanitary 
duties.    The  accompanying  sketch  requires  but  brief  explanation  ; 

*'  The  body  is  a  plain  pine  box.  Its  sides  are  not  over  fourteen  inches 
high  ;  its  depth  is  eighteen  inches  {measuring  from  front  to  back}, 
and  its  length  about  thirty  inches.  It  is  divided  into  two  compart- 
ments, one  18x18  inches  and  the  other  18xl:i  inches.  The  larger  of 
these  compartments  has  no  bottom;  the  smaller  has  a  tight  bottom. 
The  lower  cover,  hinged  to  the  upper  edge  of  the  back,  extends  all  the 
way  across  both  compartments.  In  this  cut  the  seat,*  over  the  center 
of  the  larger  compartment.  The  upper  cover  is  hinged  to  the  lower 
one,  and  may  be  raised  independently.  It  is  made  the  size  of  the 
larger  compartment  only,  both  covers  having  a  little  overhung  to 
facilitate  lifting  them.  The  material  in  and  work  on  such  a  box  will 
cost  anywhere  from  two  to  three  dollars,  according  to  the  amount  of 
finish  put  on  it  by  the  carpenter* 

"  The  receiving  vessel  is  a  galvanized  iron  coal  hod,  as  large  as  will 
stand  in  the  larger  compartment  with  the  covers  down.  The  smaller 
compartment  is  filled  with  dry  earth,  ashes,  peat  dust,  or  whatever 
else  is  used  as  a  deodorizer,  and  a  little  hand  shovel  or  scoop  is  laid 
in.  The  closet  is  then  ready  for  use,  which  should  be  preceded  by 
throwing  into  the  coal  hod  as  much  of  the  dry  material  aa  is  needed 
to  cover  its  bottom  an  inch  deep.  When  used  the  upper  cover  is  raised 
exposing  the  seat  After  use  the  lower  cover  is  also  raised,  uncover- 
ing both  compartments.  A  small  quantity  of  the  dry  material  is  then 
taken  in  the  scoop  and  sprinkled  over  the  contents  of  the  hod.  A 
quart  is  usually  more  than  sulRcient  This  operation  is  repeated  when- 
ever the  closet  is  used,  until  the  hod  is  full,  when,  of  course,  it  must 
be  emptied.  Its  contents  will  turn  out  as  a  solid  mass,  inoilensive  to 
sight  or  smell.  Even  the  most  fastidious  person,  with  strength  enough 
to  carry  the  full  hod  out  of  doors  would  make  no  objection  to  empty- 
ing it.  Occasiorinlly  it  is  well  to  air  and  sun  the  hod  after  emptying. 
No  other  cleansing  is  required.  It  is  better  not  to  use  an  earth  closet 
as  a  urinal,  but  so  much  of  such  use  as  is  incidental  to  its  employ- 
ment as  a  stool  in  no  respect  interferes  with  its  satisfactory  workings. 
Slops  should  on  no  account  be  poured  into  it. 

'^  The  best  of  the  materials  for  use  in  an  earth  closet  which  can  be 
had  without  expense  or  trouble,  is  the  line  siftings  of  anthracite  coal 
ashes.  Ashes  from  bituminous  coal  are  not  adapted  to  the  purpose. 
Dry,  loamy  earth,  or  leaf  mould,  will  answer  very  well,  but  it  is 

♦  Til©  hale  in  the  seat  shnyld  be  long  from  front  to  back,  but  niirrow  from  side  to 
side,  never  made  drvular  with  a  pair  of  dividers,  hj*  a  country  earpenter  will  iiivari* 
ably  make  it  unless  othorwise  in«truetod.  The  proppr  dim^^nsions  are  11x4  inohes. 
The  edges  should  he  moderately  beveled,  Thia  nhapu  will  make  the  act  of  reUef 
naQch  easier  and  tend  greatly  to  prevent  that  painful  disease  hemorrhoids. 
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troublesome  to  dry  and  store  it.  It  cannot  be  had  dry  enoagh  out  of 
doors  even  in  midsummer.    Sand  is  useless. 

"Discreetly  and  decently  used  an  earth  closet  gives  very  little 
trouble.  If  ashes  are  thrown  in  after  each  use,  it  will  not  require  any 
attention  until  the  receiving  vessel  is  full.  The  object  of  leaving  the 
larger  compartment  bottomless,  is  to  facilitate  cleaning.  More  or  less 
ashes  will  be  spilled  around  the  hod,  and  this  should  be  swept  out 
frequently.  By  raising  one  end  of  the  box,  the  floor  can  be  swept 
much  cleaner  than  the  bottom  of  a  box  could  be  without  turning  it 
over. 

"  Such  an  earth  closet  can  be  placed  and  used  anywhere  indoors. 
No  doubt  it  could  be  made  a  nuisance,  especially  if  boys  were  per- 
mitted to  saturate  the  wood  with  urine,  if  a  person  using  it  should 
forget  to  use  ashes,  or  if  the  hod  were  left  to  become  overfull,  and 
matter  intended  to  be  held  in  it  should  roll  off  on  the  floor.  It  needs 
attention  like  every  other  good  thing;  but,  given  as  much  care  as 
would  be  bestowed  upon  any  other  article  of  furniture,  it  meets  all 
the  requirements  of  a  safe  and  convenient  indoor  commode." 


XIV.    TYPHOID  AND  FILTH  FEVERS  IN  SOUTH  PIlTSBUItQH. 


(a)    Report  of  Oroeby  Gh:*ay,  Esq.,  Health  Offloer. 

Pittsburgh,  December  l^y  1887. 
Benjamin  Lee,  M.  D., 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health : 

My  Deab  Doctor  :  As  per  promise,  1  write  in  reply  to  years  of  the 
9th. 

As  you  have  doubtless  observed  from  perusal  of  the  monthly  re- 
ports forwarded  you,  what  has  been  designated  as  "  typhoid  fever  " 
has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  this  city  for  several  months. 
For  the  figures  relating  thereto,  prior  to  December  1st,  I  respectfully 
refer  you  to  said  reports. 

The  prevalence  of  the  disease^  as  usual,  has  been  most  extensive  in 
the  South  Side  wards.  During  the  past  twelve  days  a  decided  in- 
crease has  occurred. 

Between  December  Ist  and  12th  inclusive,  263  cases  were  reported  to 
-  this  office,  of  which  number  248  were  upon  the  South  Side.  I  am  unable 
to  account  for  the  sudden  increase,  unless  it  be  due  to  atmospheric 
influences,  rise  in  temperature,  etc.,  as  the  other  conditions,  to  which 
I  shall  refer,  do  not  appear  to  have  changed.  There  is  a  considerable 
difference  of  opinion  regarding  the  character  of  the  disease.  Dr.  J. 
D.  Thomas,  secretary  of  our  board,  who  has  many  of  the  cases  under 
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treatment  gay  that  ia  hie  opinion  only  about  ten  per.  cent  of  the  248 
cases  reported  since  December  1st, are  true  typhoid.  Dr.  J.  M.  Dnlf,  who 
also  has  a  large  number  under  treatment,  says  that  he  never  was  so 
non-plused  in  diagnosis  as  at  present.  Most  of  the  physicians  call  it 
typhoid  fever,  some  malarial,  and  a  few  combine  the  terms.  What- 
ever it  may  be,  the  mortality  so  far  is  very  low.  Many  of  the  attacks 
are  of  such  a  mild  character,  as  to  not  confine  the  patient  to  bed  or 
even  indoors. 

The  probable  cause,  is  a  contaminated  water  supply.  As  you  no 
doubt  recollect,  the  South  Side  wards  are  supplied  with  w^ater  by  a 
private  corporation,  acting  under  a  charter  from  the  State,  and  a  con- 
tract with  the  city.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Monongahela 
river,  which  river  is  slack  watered  by  means  of  numerous  dams,  the  hrst 
of  which  is  located  at  the  foot  of  South  Eighteenth  street.  The  pumping 
works  of  the  water  company  are  located  at  the  foot  of  South  Thirtieth 
street,  twelve  squares  above  the  dam  referred  to.  Into  the  pool  thus 
formed  is  discharged  the  sewage  and  liUh  of  at  least  40,G00  people 
residing  above  and  beyond  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  There 
has  not  been  soHicient  rainfall  since  about  February  last  to  create  a 
freshet,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  stage  of  water  in  the  river,  as  well 
as  the  numerous  streams  discharging  into  it,  has  been  very  low. 
These  facts,  when  considered  io  connection  with  the  unusually  liigh 
temperature  of  the  past  summer,  have  induced  the  almost  universal 
opinion  of  medical  men,  and  others,  that  the  primary  cause  exists  in 
the  water  supply.  Our  board  is  now  having  chemical  and  microsco- 
pical examinations  made.  If  these  should  prove  the  theory  to  be 
correct,  then  what  is  the  remedy.  I  should  say  that  a  purilication  of 
the  present  source  of  supply  would  be  almost  impossible. 

The  only  other  remedy  would  be  to  extend  the  city  supply  to  that 
district.  Tliis  would  involve  the  annulling  of  the  contract  made  by 
the  city  with  the  water  company,  and  would  doubtless  entail  much 
litigation. 

This  question  is  also  engaging  the  attention  of  our  board.  A  state- 
ment of  the  facts  as  developed  by  the  investigation  now  in  progress, 
together  with  suggestions  regarding  the  proper  remedy,  will  be  pre* 
sented  to  city  councils  at  as  early  a  date  as  po^ssible.

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(b)  Rei>ort  of  Special  Ooxnmittee  Appointed  by  Board  of  Health  to  ESxam- 
ine  the  South  Side  "Water  Supply,  and  to  Inquire  into  the  Cause  of 
the  Present  Epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  that  Section  of  the  Oity, 
December  12th  1887. 

PrrTSBURGH,  December  2$^  1887. 
2o  the  Board  of  Health : 

Gestlemen  :  Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Southside 
water  supply  and  inquire  into  the  cause  of  the  present  epidemic  of 
typhoid  tever  in  that  section  of  the  city,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
engaged  Hugo  Blauck,  professor  of  chemistry  in  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Medical  College  and  in  the  Pittsburgh  College  of  Pharmacy, 
and  Messers.  Hunt  and  Clapp,  chemists  of  this  city,  to  make  a  chem- 
ical analysis  of  water  from  the  following  places : 

1st.  From  the  mouth  of  the  influent  pipe  of  the  Monongahela  Water 
Company's  works  at  South  Thirtieth  street. 

2d.  From  the  receiving  basin  of  said  works. 

3d.  From  distributing  basin  of  same. 

4th.  From  tank  in  Thirty  First  ward. 

5th.  From  South  Side  hydrant. 

6th.  By  way  of  comparison,  from  hydrant  in  this  city  supplied  from 
Pittsburgh  water  works. 

They  also  engaged  Dr.  E.  A.  Mundorff,  professor  of  microscopy  and 
general  pathology  in  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Medical  College,  and 
Prof.  J.  H.  Logan,  demonstrator  of  microscopy  in  the  same  institution, 
to  make  microscopical  examinations  of  water  from  the  same  points. 

The  reports  of  these  gentlemen  are  herewith  submitted  as  part  of 
this  report,  and  marked  respectively  A,  B,  C  and  D. 

To  summarize  these  reports — ^The  chemical  analyses  show  that  the 
water  supplied  to  the  South  Side  by  the  Monongahela  Water  Company 
as  compared  with  the  water  furnished  from  the  Pittsburgh  water 
works,  contains  100  per  cent,  more  total  solids,  fixed  solids,  organic 
matter,  free  ammonia,  albuminoid  ammonia,  chlorine,  nitric  and 
nitrous  acids  and  about  500  per  cent,  more  sulphuric  acid. 

These  chemical  analyses  also  demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  water  as 
taken  about  twelve  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  river  at  the  mouth 
of  the  influent  pipe  contains  a  smaller  amount  of  total  solids,  less 
chlorine,  sulphuric,  nitric  and  nitrous  acids  and  free  ammonia,  and  40 
to  75  per  cent,  less  organic  matter  than  the  water  found  in  the  tanks 
and  drawn  from  the  hydrants.  This  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the 
solid  and  organic  matter  being  drawn  into  the  pipes  in  the  process  of 
pumping. 

The  permanent  hardness  of  the  Monongahela  water  as  examined  is 
from  100  to  150  per  cent,  greater  than  that  drawn  from  hydrants  in 
old  city. 

The  microscopical  examinations  demonstrate  the  presence  of  epith- 
elium, bacteria,  micrococci  and  vegetable  organisms  in  great  abund- 
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ance ;  they  also  demonBtrate  the  presence  of  a  large  amount  of  organic 

excrementitioua  matter. 

No  epithelium  was  found  in  the  samples  taken  in  the  old  city.  The 
number  of  bacteria,  micrococci  and  vegetable  organisms  was  much 
less  than  in  the  South  Side  water.  The  mineral  deposit  was  not  aa 
great,  and  the  yellow  rosettes  of  organic  excrementitious  matter 
were  wanting. 

The  sketches  of  the  organisms  found,  as  obtained  by  the  use  of  the 
camera  lucida,  and  submitted  by  Prot  Mundorff,  are  worthy  of  study, 
as  he  submits  the  microscopic  appearances  of  fresh  stools  from  a  ty* 
phoid  lever  patient.  Comparing  these  with  the  bacteria  found  in  the 
watersupplied  to  the  South  Side,the  family  resemblance  is  found  to  be 
decidedly  pronounced. 

On  Friday,  December  IG,  your  committee  visited  the  pumping  sta- 
tion at  South  Thirtieth  street  and  found  that  the  influent  pipe  of  the 
water  works  extends  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  from  the 
edge  of  the  water  at  the  present  time-  The  mouth  of  said  influent 
pipe  is  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  the  Mdnongahela Con- 
necting Railway  Company's  Bridge,  and  directly  in  line  with  the  first 
pier  of  Uie  same.  Three  or  four  sriuarea  above  the  influent  pipe  the 
shore  extends  out  quite  a  distance  beyond  the  shore  line  at  Thirtieth 
street.  A  short  distance  below  the  bridge  the  shore  again  pushes  out 
beyond  the  line  at  Thirtieth  street.  Between  these  points  there  is 
little  or  no  current.  This  space  of  still  water  is  used  as  a  harbor  or 
mooring  place  for  boat  houses,  barges,  rafts,  etc.,  and  the  excrement 
from  those  occupying  and  working  on  and  about  themia  dropped  into 
the  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the  influent  pipe  daily. 

The  Thirtieth  street  sewer  which  drains  quite  a  large  area,  and  the 
car  stables  in  the  immediate  vicinity  empties  against  or  rather  along 
side  of  the  abutment  of  the  Monongahela  Connecting  Railway  Com- 
pany's Bridge  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  below  the  influent  pipe. 

Just  at  tlie  point  where  the  Thirtieth  street  sewer  empties,  the  dis- 
charge from  a  smaller  aewer,  with  an  abrupt  fall  from  Jones  and 
Laughlin's  mills  strikes  it  at  right  angles  and  the  velocity  with  which 
the  contents  of  this  sewer  are  poured  out  will  tend  to  force  the  flow 
from  both  sewers  in  the  direction  of  the  first  pier  of  the  bridge.  There 
being  but  little  current  at  this  point,  the  contents  of  the  sewers  being 
disseminated  in  the  direction  of  the  pier,  and  this  pier  being  in  a 
direct  line  with  the  mouth  of  the  influent  pipe,  and  but  a  short  dis- 
tance below,  and  forming  an  eddy  with  what  little  current  there  is,  it 
cannot  well  be  otherwise  than  that  a  portion  of  the  contents  of  these 
sewers  is  deposited  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  mouth  of  the 
influent  pipe. 

The  reservoirs  were  next  visited.  The  water  in  them  was  muddy, 
lurbid.and,  to  say  the  least,  uninviting  in  appearance.  The  walls  of  the 
gservoirs,  some  five  feet  of  water  having  having  been  Wt  out m XXi^ 
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morning,  showed  a  crust  of  from  one  to  three  inches  of  mud,  in  maoy 
places  mixed  with  green  fungous  masses. 

Proceed! ni;  to  Beckys  run,  which  emptiee  into  the  Monongahela 
about  a  mile  above  the  pumping  station^  your  committee  found  that 
the  people  living  along  this  run,  with  an  utter  disregard  for  the  health 
of  others,  have  many  of  their  privy  wells  so  constructed  as  to  drain 
directly  into  the  run.  The  drippings  from  the  animals  in  tlieir  sta- 
bles are  carried  off  through  the  same  channel. 

The  water  laden  with  animal  matter  that  flows  into  this  run  from  a 
Bchindery  affords  excellent  pabulum  for  the  development  of  any 
disease  germs  that  from  other  sources  may  find  their  way  into  this 
stream. 

Your  committee  being  informed  that  typhoid  fever  was  prevalent 
along  this  run,  and  in  territory  contiguous  to  and  draining  into  it, but 
outside  the  city  limits,  made  au  investigation  with  the  following 
result,  viz : 

Since  August  let  there  have  been  fourteen  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
on  Beck's  run,  and  on  Ileelauch  run  and  the  territory  draining  into 
il(a!l  of  which  is  emptied  into  Beckys  run),  there  have  been  forty-two 
cases  of  typhoid  fever,  developing  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  about 
as  follows,  viz  : 

August  let  to  16th,  two  cases  ;  September  Ist,  two  cases;  October 
1st  to  15th,  fourteen  cases;  October  15th  to  Slst,  five  cases ;  Novem- 
ber Ist  to  15th,  nineteen  cases  ;  December  Ist  to  15th,  fourteen  cases, 
Total  fiftysix  cases,  and  of  these  live  died.  By  comparing  the  returns 
of  typhoid  fever  cases  from  the  South  Side  with  the  statement  given 
above,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  follow  closely  on  the  development  of 
the  cases  in  this  territory. 

About  November  15,  the  time  at  which  the  greatest  number  of  cases 
existed  in  this  locality,  there  were  slight  rains,  sufficient  to  wash  the 
surface  of  the  ground  and  increase  somewhat  the  volume  of  water  in 
the  run.  In  from  ten  to  twelve  days  from  this  time  the  disease 
spread  with  fearful  rapidity  on  the  South  Side. 

Has  this  been  the  source  of  contamination?  The  concurrence  of 
dates  would  seem  to  prove  it.  In  further  support  of  the  probability 
of  this  being  the  source  of  infeclion,  let  us  quote  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
H.  K  O'Connor  w^ho  attended  about  one- half  of  these  cases.  He  says, 
'*the  people  on  Beck's  run  who  had  the  fever  drained  their  cesspoola 
into  the  run.  The  people  living  in  the  locality  drained  by  Heslauch's 
run,  and  who  had  the  fever  cleaned  their  cesspools  and  used  the  con* 
tents  for  fertilizing  purposes.  The  rain  we  had  just  before  the  epi- 
demic started  washed  the  excrement  from  these  typhoid  fever  patients 
down  to  the  river,  thus  causing  an  epidemic  in  the  cityJ' 

The  filth  poured  into  the  river  from  Beck's  run  and  the  Thirtieth 
street  sewer  is  not  by  any  means  the  only  source  of  contamination. 
Lining  the  banks  of  the  river  for  sixteen  miles  are  the  Fourteenth,

Twenty-secoad  and  Twenty  third  wards  of  this  city,  and  the  towns  of 
HomeBtea<l,  Braddock  and  McKeesport,  with  an  aggregate  population 
of  from  40,000  to  00,00l>  people.  The  sewage  from  the  towns  mentioned 
is  continually  tlowins^  into  the  river. 

As  a  remedy,  would  the  extension  of  the  influent  pipe  of  the  Monon* 
gahehi  Water  Company's  works,  from  the  eddy  to  the  ehanneK  afford 
relief  and  render  the  water  supply  safe?  In  the  judgment  of  your 
committee  it  would  not,  for  the  following  reasons:  The  distance  from 
the  towns  mentioned  to  the  influent  pipe  is  not  sufficient  for  puritica- 
tion  to  take  place  as  it  flows  down,  and  especially  is  it  insuflicient  in 
a  sluggiah  stream  like  the  Monongahela,  laden  at  all  timea  with  large 
quantities  of  organic  matter  and  obstructed  by  dams. 

Further,  the  whole  pool  from  which  the  water  is  drawn  is  polluted 
by  the  flow  Jrom  the  large  sewers  on  South  Twentieth  and  Twenty* 
seventh  streets,  and  by  the  drainage  from  a  part  of  the  Thirteenth^ 
Fourteenth/fwenty-second  and  Twenty-third  wards,  which  pours  into 
the  pool  at  a  point  directly  opposite  to  or  above  the  influent  pipe.  The 
obstruction  created  by  the  dam  causes  a  deposit  of  organic  matter 
even  in  the  channel  and  far  up  the  pooh 

The  wells  now  being  sunk  by  the  company,  if  they  should  prove 
sufficient  for  supply,  will  not,  in  our  judgment,  prove  remedial. 

If  the  water  flows  from  the  river,  the  filter  thus  formed  will  remove 
much  of  the  organic  matter,  but  the  water  laden  with  the  germs  of 
disease  will  still  be  unsafe.  If  the  flow  should  be  toward  the  river,  it 
will  carry  with  it  the  drainage  from  the  innumerable  cesspools  imme* 
diately  above. 

We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  water  supplied  from  the  Monon- 
gahela  river  within  twenty  or  twenty-five  miles  of  the  city,  is  now  and 
will  continue  to  be  a  constant  menance  to  the  health  and  lives  of  the 
citizens  of  the  South  Side. 

Your  committee  is  informed  that  typhoid  lever  has  been  prevailmg 
more  or  less  at  McKeesport  during  the  summer,  and  we  are  not  entirely 
clear  that  the  germs  of  the  earliest  cases  on  the  South  Side  were  not 
derived  from  that  source. 

P^or  years  the  death  rate  on  the  South  Side  has  been  abnormally 
large.  Epidemics  attack  them  with  great  frequency  and  virulence, 
and  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  as  compared  with 
other  sections  of  the  city  has  been  shamefully,  it  not  criminally,  hirge. 
In  proof  of  these  assertion s  we  submit  the  following  table,  compiled 
from  the  records  of  the  board  of  health :

This  table  shows  that  for  a  period  of  eleven  years,  from  January  1, 
1876,  to  December  31, 1886,  the  percentage  of  mortality  from  infeclions 
diseases  on  the  total  mortality  of  the  district  has  been  as  follows :  Old 
City,  21.56 ;  East  End,  21.48 ;  South  Side,  31.00.  Percentage  of  deaths 
from  infectious  diseases,  South  Side,  40.8  per  cent  of  total  death  rate 
of  city  from  infectious  diseases.  Per  cent,  of  total  mortality.  South 
Side,  33.1.  In  other  words,  the  percentage  of  mortality  from  infectioas 
diseases  on  the  total  mortality  has  been,  for  eleven  years,  9.5  per  cent. 
greater  on  the  South  Side  than  in  the  other  districts  of  the  city.  The 
South  Side  cont?.ins  27  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  the  city,  but  for 
eleven  years  it  has  averaged  about  41  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  city,  or  14  per  cent  more  than 
its  just  proportion.  During  the  same  period  it  has  had  over  33  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  city,  or  6  per  cent  more  than  its 
proper  ratio. 

Since  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1887,  to  date,  2,037  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  have  been  reported  to  the  board.  Of  these  278  occurred  in  the 
Old  City,  406  in  the  East  End  and  1,353,  or  66  per  cent  of  the  whole 
number,  on  the  South  Side. 

This  may  be  partly  due  to  the  character  of  the  soil  on  the  hillsides, 
causing  frequent  overflowing  of  the  privy  wells.  It  may  be  partly 
due  to  the  many  old  wells  that  years  ago  were  filled  up  without  being 
cleaned.    But  there  is  no  doubt  in  our  minds  that  the  character  of 
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the  water  supply  is,  and  has  been,  largely  responsible  for  this  unhappy 
condidoo  of  affaire, 

A  continuation  of  such  a  water  supply  for  twenty  yeara  to  come, 
with  the  yearly  increase  of  contamination  that  in  the  nature  or  char- 
acter of  the  Burroondings  is  inevitable,  means  to  the  South  Side  and  to 
the  city  at  large,  leaving  out  all  eentinient,  and  taking  only  a  business 
view  of  it,  a  great  loss  in  production  on  account  of  sickness  and  disa- 
bility. It  means  a  great  loss  in  the  increase  of  wealth  that  would 
accrue  from  this  production. 

It  means  ihoueande  of  deaths,  the  money  value  of  which  if  added 
to  the  loss  in  production  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  procure  a 
good  water  supply  if  it  had  to  be  brought  a  hundred  miles. 

Let  us  analyze  this  assertion  and  see  if  it  be  correct. 

The  death  rate  on  the  South  Side  is  6  per  cent,  of  the  total  death  rate 
greater  than  that  of  the  balance  of  the  city.  With  the  present  popu- 
lation of  the  South  Side  that  means  one  death  per  annum  for  every  170 
inhabitants  over  and  above  the  death  rate  in  the  rest  of  the  city,  or 
260  deaths  per  annum  more  than  their  juat  percentage. 

The  cash  value  of  a  human  life  to  a  community  has  often  been 
computed,  and  it  is  a  moderate  estimate  to  average  the  lives  lost  at 
$1,275.00—260  lives  lost,  worth  $1,275.00  each,  is  $331,500.00.  Burial 
expenses  $50  each  is  $13,000.  But  as  for  every  death  there  are  many 
ill  who  recover,  let  us  as  an  average  place  the  death  rate  at  10  per 
cent.  That  would  mean  2,«>00  people  ill.  The  average  lime  that  they 
would  be  compelled  to  remain  unemployed  or  unproductive  would  be 
about  30  days.  This  would  give  us  78,000  days  lost  time.  From  this 
let  us  deduct  15  per  cent,  for  those  below  the  productive  period  ot 
life,  and  we  have  tiO,'>00  days  labor  lost.  Placing  the  average  value 
of  a  days  work  at  $1.25,  we  have  a  loss  of  $82,875.  Add  one-fourth  to 
this  for  time  lost  by  others  in,  or  money  paid  out  for  nursing,  31  cents 
per  day,  which  is  a  moderate  estimate,  amounts  to  $20,718.  Add  two 
dollars  to  each  case  for  meiliciue,  which  amounts  to  $5,200. 

Let  us  now  add,  as  the  value  of  the  product  of  the  labor  or  the  in- 
crease of  the  wealth  accruing  therefrom,  and  it  is  a  low  estimate  to 
place  it  at  one-third  of  the  days  wages,  or  42  cents  per  day,  this 
amounts  to  $27,625,  and  sums  up  as  follows:

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The  approximate  loss  to  the  South  Side  is  thus  seen  to  be  about 
$481,000.00  more  than  its  just  proportion.  Twenty-five  i>er  cent,  of 
the  amount  thus  lost  would,  if  properly  invested  for  sanitary  purposes, 
be  sufficient  to  reduce  the  death-rate  of  the  whole  city  very  materially 
and  if  the  whole  amount  thus  lost  were  invested  for  a  few  years  in 
improving  the  water  supply,  it  would  be  sufficient  to  bring  it  one 
hundred  miles  if  that  were  necessary. 

The  loss  is  sufficient.to  pay  for  the  entire  plant  of  the  Monongahela 
Water  Company  in  five  years,  valuing  the  plant  at  $2,600,000.00. 

This  annual  loss  to  the  South  Side  is  more  than  the  city  is  willing  to 
pay  in  twenty-five  years  for  purposes  of  protection,  judging  from  the 
meagre  appropriations  for  sanitary  purposes  in  the  past 

As  to  the  water  supplied  from  wells  on  the  South  Side,  your  com- 
mittee would  say  that  well  water  in  a  densely  populated  district  is 
always  open  to  suspicion,  and  is  generally  dangerous.  But  so  far  as 
the  wells  on  the  South  Side  are  concerned,  the  water  from  them  looks 
better,  smells  better,  tastes  better,  and  if  it  is  not  better  it  certainly 
cannot  be  much  worse  than  that  supplied  by  the  Monongahela  Water 
Company. 

In  our  judgment,  therefore,  it  would  be  impolitic  to  close  these 
wells  at  the  present  time. 

The  only  feasible  remedy  that  appears  to  your  committee  is  to  have 
the  water  from  the  Pittsburgh  Water  Works  supplied  to  the  South 
Side. 

The  connection  once  made  it  would  be  economy  for  the  city  to  pur- 
chase the  plant  of  the  Monongahela  Water  Company,  at  any  reason- 
able price,  and  shut  off  the  supply  from  the  Monongahela  river  at 
once  and  forever.

The  hardness  of  water  may  not  surpass  16.6.  From  this  we  may 
learn  that  the  water  from  the  Pittsburgh  hydrant  is  quite  normal, 
while  we  find  that  the  South  Side  water  (taken  next  to  a  house  where 
a  sick  person  (typhoid  malaria)  had  lived),  is  too  high  in  organic  mat- 
ter (0.062). 

The  quantity  of  nitrous  and  nitric  acid  present  in  the  South  Side 
water  points  towards  danger. 

The  most  dangerous  constituents  of  the  water  are  the  free  ammonia 
and  the  albuminoid  ammonia.  As  long  as  the  free  ammonia  is  in  the 
water,  as  it  is  in  the  Pittsburgh  hydrant  water,  it  may  be  taken  with 
impunity,  but  its  presence  in  the  Monongahela  water  warns  us  to 
abstain  from  it. 

The  presence  of  albuminoid  ammonia  shows  that  the  Pittsburgh 
hydrant  water  is  also  of  a  dangerous  nature. 

If  we  remember  that  nitrates  and  albuminoid  matter  are  directly 
due  to  sewage  contamination,  we  cannot  do  otherwise  than  regard  the 
water  of  the  Monongahela  river,  by  passage  through  the  two  reser- 
voirs and  the  Thirty-first  ward  tank,  as  unhealthy.  '

Pittsburgh,  December  Bl^  1887. 
To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen  :  We  enclose  you  a  tabulated  report  of  analyses  of  the 
samples  of  water,  which  we  have  made. 

We  would  say  further,  that  the  samples  of  water  taken  from  the 
South  Side  are,  as  prove*  hy  these  analyses,  very  impure  and  totally 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The  best  authorities  say  that  i>otable 
waters,  to  be  used  by  large  communities,  should  not  contain,  in  parts 
per  hundred  thousand,  more  than  ten  parts  of  total  solids ;  not  over 
.01  partaof  free  ammonia ;  not  over  .01  parts  of  albuminoid  ammonia; 
not  over  1  part  of  chlorine ;   nor  .009  parts  of  nitrogen  existing  as 
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nitrites  and  nitrates.     The  hardness  of  the  water  should  not  be  over 
8  degrees. 

We  do  not  mean  to  say  that  water  containing  an  excess  of  any  one 
of  these  ingredients  in  its  analyses  would  be  necessarily  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes*  but  that  samples  of  water  which  exceed  in  all  or 
most  of  these  constituents  would  be  considered  dangerous  for  use. 
Further,  we  would  not  state  that  theamount  of  ammonia  and  chlorine 
found  in  the  water,  which  are  in  proportions  very  minute*  are  them- 
selves  the  poisonous  elements  in  the  water,  but  simply  that  they  are 
indicators  of  sewage  contaminations,  and  when  the  proportions  given 
above  are  exceeded  it  is  a  sure  indication  that  the  water  is  contami- 
nated  with  sewage  or  decompcsing  organic  matter  which  is  very 
poisonous  and  detrimental  to  health. 

The  amount  of  sulphuric  acid  in  the  samples  of  the  Monongahela 
water,  also,  is  very  abnormal,  and  is  of  itself  a  very  poisonous  element 
in  the  water. 

It  isdifficult — in  fact  it  is  impossible — in  a  water  analysis,  to  state  upon 
any  one  ingredient  that  because  of  its  percentage  the  water  is  necessa- 
rily good  or  bad.  The  results  have  to  be  judged  together  in  order  to  form 
an  intelligent  opinion  of  the  matter.  The  results  of  the  analyses  of 
all  the  constituents  of  each  of  the  samples  of  water  taken  on  the 
South  Side,  taken  as  a  whole,  prove  the  water  to  be  in  a  very  danger- 
ous condition  for  potable  purposes.

Pittsburgh,  December  21^  1887, 
To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen:  In  response  to  your  request,  I  beg  leave  to  aobmit  the 
following  as  the  result  of  my  microscopic  analysis  of  the  Monongahela 
and  Allegtieny  river  water: 

1»  Sample  from  South  Side  hydrant  or  tap  in  constant  use :  Bacteria 
in  swarms;  excrement  and  epithelium;  vegetable  fibers;  granular 
sediment;  mineral  crystals. 

2.  Sample  from  river  channel  near  mouth  of  influent  pipe :  Bacteria 
in  large  quantity;  granular  and  crystalline  matters;  excremenUtious 
matter;  epithelium;  infusoria,  some  dead,  in  small  number;  wood 
fibers. 

3.  Eastern  reservoir,  or  No.  1*  One  sample:  Bacteria  in  large 
quantity;  excrementitious  matters;  epithelium;  wood  fibers;  long 
filiform  growths,  springing  from  excrementitious  debris. 

4.  Western  reservoir,  No.  2.  One  sample :  Bacteria  in  large 
quantity;  excrementitious  mosses;  epithelium;  vegetable  fibers: 
crystalline  substances;  dark  fungus  or  mineral  substances  found  in 
both  |>ool8. 

5.  Allentown  tank:  Bacteria  in  considerable  numbers;  excrementi- 
tious debris;  epithelium,  single  and  in  masses;  some  small  dead  fish 
were  observed  floating  in  the  tank. 

6.  Sample  from  Pittsburgh  hydrant:  Bacteria;  vegetable  fibers; 
crystals,  etc. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  drawings  it  will  be  at  once  seen 
how  generally  these  bacteria  are  diffused.  By  comparing  the  proper 
drawings,  it  will  also  be  seen  that  the  germs  in  the  water  appear  in 
the  stools  of  the  typhoid  patients.  The  specific  germs  which  it  is 
believed  hold  a  casual  relation  t^  typhoid  fever,  could  not  be  identified 
if  present  without  prolonged  culture  experiments. 

The  presence  of  non-specific  bacteria,  not  to  mention  other  forms  of 
contamination,  would  favorably  condition  the  spread  of  this  epidemic* 

By  way  of  explanation,  I  would  add  that  the  bacteria  are  depicted 
in  the  drawings  on  a  large  scale,  and  in  consequence  greatly  reduced 
in  number.  They  represent  sketches  taken  from  aereal  images  of  these 
micro-organisms  viewed  through  a  one-fifth  objective  and  B  eye  piece 
with  camera  lucida  attached,  the  images  thus  formed  being  cast,  so  to 
Bpeak,  against  a  wall  of  the  room,  at  a  distance  of  a  number  of  feet.

2o  the  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  please  find  results  of  microscopical  examina- 
tion of  six  samples  of  river  water,  as  ordered  by  you  last  week. 

Nos.  1  to  5  were  taken  by  the  inspector  detailed  by  you  for  that 
purpose  and  myself.  They  are  fair  samples  of  Southside  river  water 
in  its  present  condition.  No.  6  was  taken  by  myself,  and  is  a  fair 
sample  of  Pittsburgh  hydrant  water. 

In  all  six  samples  there  was  little  difference  as  to  clearness,  and 
to  the  casual  observer  the  water  would  appear  pure  and  wholesome. 
However,  when  held  up  to  the  light,  innumerable  minute  particles 
could  be  seen  suspended  in  the  fluid.  These  consist  of  earthly  particles 
and  granular  aggregations  of  organic  matter,  much  of  which  is  pre- 
sumably the  finely  comminuted  remains  of  the  contents  of  sewers  and 
other  refuse  thrown  into  the  river. 

Occasionally  a  few  minute  specks  moving  hither  and  thither  would 
indicate  the  presence  of  infusorial  life.  After  standing  five  days  an 
exceedingly  thin  deposit  of  suspended  solid  matter  was  formed  at  the 
bottom  of  each  jar. 

The  contents  of  each  jar  were  examined  in  three  different  ways, 
each  of  which  has  the  value  in  supplying  additiopal  data  or  verifying 
those  already  found. 

1.  A  drop  taken  from  center  of  each  jar  was  carefully  examined. 
Bacteria,  particles  of  organic  matter  and  infusoria  were  easily  found, 
thus  indicating  their  presence  in  unusual  numbers. 

2.  Some  of  the  thin  deposit  at  the  bottom  of  each  jar  was  carefully 
examined.  Bacteria,  infusoria,  organic  matter  and  sporular  forms  of 
life,  both  animal  and  vegetable,  were  found  in  still  greater  abundance. 

3.  Drops  taken  from  the  center  of  each  jar  were  evaporated  on  clean 
slips  of  glass.  Crystalline  mineral  matter  held  in  solution  is  thus 
detected,  and,  furthermore,  all  the  bacteria  are  obtained  in  one  single 
layer,  so  that  it  becomes  reasonably  easy  to  form  an  accurate  estimate 
as  to  their  number.  They  are  also  much  more  plainly  seen  by  this 
method. 

A  drop  of  water  so  evaporated  forms  a  round  or  oval  film  three- 
eighths  to  one-half  inch  in  diameter,  and  is  plainly  visible  to  the  naked 
eye,  provided  there  is  sufficient  matter  in  solution.  This  was  the  case 
with  all  the  samples,  and  indicated  an  excess  of  soluble  matter. 
Absolutely  pure  water  would  dry  up  and  leave  no  trace  whatever. 

As  the  power  used  in  examining  these  films  could  show  only  one- 
three  hundredth  to  one-two  hundred  and  fiftieth  of  the  whole  area  at 
a  time,  each  film  required  the  scanning  of  at  least  250  separate  areas 
or  fields  before  its  examination  was  complete.  In  each  area  examined 
the  number  of  bacteria  and  microccocci  averaged  not  less  than  100,  and 
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sometimes  was  as  high  as  10.000,  Taking  the  lower  number,  each 
drop  must  have  contained  2ri,000  miorobee. 

It  took  eighty  drops  to  fill  a  dram,  and  as  an  ordinary  glass  of  water 
contains  sixty-four  drams  or  more,  each  drinker  of  unboiled  South  Side 
river  water  must  have  been  gulping  down  bacteria  at  the  rate  of 
125,000,000  per  glass.  This  number,  placed  fide  by  side,  would  form  a 
film  covering  only  one  inch  by  two  inches,  so  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  an  ordinary  glass  is  far  from  being  crowded  with  so  vast  a  mul- 
titude. 

Whether  bacteria  are  concerned  in  the  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  or 
not,  it  is  very  clear  that  our  rivers  are  being  badly  polluted,  and  that 
all  possible  means  should  be  taken  to  prevent  iL 

Report  on  Six  Samples  of  River  "Water. 
SaiMPLE  No.  1 

Taken  about  twelve  inches  above  bottom  of  Monongahela  river,  at 
influent  x^ip^i  Thirtieth  street.  South  Side. 

Several  forms  of  infusoria,  among  which  was  Lyncrypia^  Bacteria^ 
and  Micrococci  J  very  numerous. 

Evaporation  yields  dirty  yellow  crystals  in  leaf  like  expan  dons  from 
margin  of  drop,  besides  isolated  rosettes,  and  square  forms  of  the 
same.  Another  solublo  substance  solidified  in  round  or  oblong  discs 
or  in  masses  with  rounded  or  crenulated  margins. 

Granular  matter  also  present  in  small  masses  and  ai>pears  to  consist 
of  debris  of  animal  and  vegetable  origin. 

Sample  No.  2 

Taken  from  receiving  compartment  of  reservoir  at  Thirtieth  street^ 
South  Side.  Water  taken  from  surface,  and  about  twelve  feet  out  from 
sides  of  basin. 

Bacteria^  Micrococci^  a  few  simple  forms  of  Infusoria.  Crystals 
and  other  matter  the  same  as  in  number  one. 

Sample  No.  3 

Taken  from  surface  of  distributing  compartment  a  few  feet  out  from 
sides  of  basin,  at  Thirtieth  street,  South  Side. 

Bacteria^  Micrococci^  a  few  simple  Infusoria  crystals  and  deposits 
as  above. 

In  Ihe  sediment  from  this  sample,  tvo  small  but  very  active  forms 
of  Ammha  were  observed. 

Sample  No.  4 

Taken  from  a  hydrant  at  Twelfth  street  just  above  Carson  street, 
South  Side. 

kBacUriay  Micrococci^  a  few  Infusoria;  also  crystals  and  deposits 
above. 
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SA3IPLE  No.  5 

Taken  from  Thirty-first  ward  tank,  South  Side. 

Bacteria^  Micrococci,  and  simple  forms  of  Infusoria.  Crystals  and 
deposits  the  same  as  before.  In  the  sediment  of  this  sample  the 
mycelium  of  a  fungus  was  observed. 

Sample  No.  6. 

Taken  from  hydrant  on  Penn  avenue  near  Sixth  street,  Pittsburgh. 
Bacteria^  Microccoci,  a  few  simple  forms  of  Infusoria.  Crystals 
like  those  of  South  Side  water,  but  not  in  rosettes,  and  lighter  in  color. 
Crystalline  matter  with  crenulated  margin  also  present.  If  anything 
Bacteria  and  mineral  matter  somewhat  less  than  in  South  Side  water. 
Some  Diatoms,  and  a  beautiful  species  of  Vorticella  were  also  obtained

XV.  SHOULD  NOT  THE  NATIONAL  GOVERNMENT  DEPEND  CUB 
PORTS  AGAINST  THE  NATIONAL  ENEMY-OONTAGIOUS 
DISEASE?

Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania. 


[Read  before  the  Section  on  State  Medicine  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
at  Cincinnati,  May  8,  1888.] 

To  ask  this  question  ought  to  be  to  answer  it.  .  To  one  who  views 
it  from  the  broad  standpoint  of  a  humanitarian  nationalism  it  would 
seem  that  there  can  be  but  one  response  and  that  an  aflirmative 
one.  The  only  argument  which  has  been  adduced  against  it  is 
that  the  power  of  enforcing  quarantine  is  a  police  power^  and  as 
such,  reserved  by  the  Constitution  to  the  several  sovereign 
States,  1  confess  myself  unable  to  find  any  such  reservation. 
On  the  contrary,  Section  8  of  Article  1  declares  that  **  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  provide"  not  only  "for  the  common  de- 
fense" but  for  the  "general  welfare  of  the  Uniteid  States,"  "to 
regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,"  and  *'to  make  all  laws 
which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the 
foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  in  any  Department  or  officer 
thereof."  More  than  this,  the  several  States  are  expressly  forbidden 
to  "enter  into  any  agreement  or  comptlct  with  a  foreign  power." 
Now,  I  am  quite  willing  to  grant  that  the  enemies  against  which  a 
"  common  defense  "  is  thus  guaranteed,  are  the  armies  and  navies  of 
foreign  nations  and  not  bacilli  or  cryptograms,  although  in  a  more 
highly  advanced  state  of  civilization  a  liberal  interpretation  might 
even  admit  these  latter  more  formidable  foes  ;  but  I  ask, 
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First.  What  possible  interest  is  there  which  more  nearly  concerns 
**  the  general  welfare  "  than  the  protection  of  the  entire  nation  from 
the  introduction  of  pestilence  from  abroad  ? 

Secondly.  How  is  it  possible  to  administer  quarantine  regulations 
without,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  often  to  a  very  serious  extent,  in- 
terfering with  the  "  commerce  with  foreign  nations,"  from  which  the 
States  are  expressly  bidden  to  keep  hands  off?  and 

Thirdly.  In  what  way  can  such  a  reciprocal  understanding  be  ar- 
rived at  between  the  government  of  any  State,  still  less  of  any  city 
and  foreign  governments,  as  the  rapidity  and  immensity  of  modern 
intercommunication  makes  absolutely  essential  if  the  transportation 
of  contagions  is  to  be  brought  under  control,  when  the  said  State  and 
municipal  governments  are  forbidden  in  bo  many  words  "  to  enter 
into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  a  foreign  power?" 

Internal  hygiene,  the  making  of  all  laws  which  shall  promote  health, 
protect  life,  and  prevent  the  transportation  of  contagion  within  the 
limits  of  each  State,  this  certainly  is  a  right  reserved  to  each  State  by 
exclusion,  but  when  it  comes  to  the  question  of  common  defense 
against  a  common  enemy  from  without,  which  more  persistently  and 
terribly  than  any  other,  threatens  the  "  general  welfare,"  an  appeal  to 
the  Constitution  appears,  both  by  analogy  and  by  literal  construction, 
by  the  letter  as  well  as  by  the  spirit,  to  lead  to  but  one  conclusion, 
that  this  latter  power  inheres  in  the  General  Government. 

This  question  has,  however,  been  practically  decided  by  Congress 
lA  placing  a  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  President  to  be  used  at  his 
discretion  in  taking  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious 
diseases  in  especial  emergencies,  and  in  assigning. to  a  subordinate 
bureau  of  the  Treasury  Department  the  duty  of  establishing  quaran- 
tine stations  at  certain  points  under  certain  conditions,  and  of  requir- 
ing the  consular  representatives  of  the  nation  to  report  the  progress 
of  contagious  diseases  in  foreign  countries  to  that  bureau. 

We  may,  therefore,  consider  that  objection  as  finally  tabled,  and 
proceed  to  discuss  the  question  whether  the  National  Government 
having  the  right  to  assume  control  in  this  matter,  is  not  in  duty  bound 
to  exercise  it.  In  considering  this  subject  I  shall  not  scruple  to  avail 
myself  of  the  admirable  work  already  done,  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing papers,  viz :  "  Practical  Recommendations  for  the  Exclusion  and 
Prevention  of  Asiatic  Cholera,"  an  address  delivered  by  Dr.  John 
H.  Rauch,  Secretary  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health,  before  the 
National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  at  St.  Louis  in 
October,  1884 ,  "  Coast  Defenses  Against  Asiatic  Cholera,"  a  report 
of  an  Inspection  of  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Quarantines  between  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  the  Rio  Grande ;  "  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  appointed  to  investigate  the 
efficiency  of  our  quarantine  arrangements  for  the  exclusion  of  cholera 
35  Board  of  Health. 
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and  other  epidemic  diseases,^'  an  editorial  article  from  the  Medical 
News  of  Philadelphia,  November  5, 1887 ;  An  Address  from  a  Special 
Committee  of  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Medi- 
cal Societies  of  the  United  States,  concerning  the  dangers  to  which 
the  country  is  exposed  by  the  ineffectual  methods  of  quarantine  at 
its  ports,  and  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  national  control  of  maritime 
quarantine;  "Report  of  the  Committee  on  Epidemic  Diseases"  of  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States. 

If  it  should  be  found  on  investigation  that  under  the  system  which 
leaves  the  management  of  quarantine  to  local  authorities,  whether 
State  or  civic,  every  quarantine  station  has  been  generally  supplied 
with  everything  necessary  in  the  way  of  extensive  grounds,  so  situated 
as  to  make  isolation  easy  and  complete ;  of  commodious  buildings  for 
the  reception,  detention  and  observation  of  suspects,  and  well- 
arranged  and  ample  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  ;  of  estab- 
lishments and  apparatus  for  the  complete  and  rapid  disinfection  of 
both  effects  and  vessels.  We  might  conclude  simply  from  a  sanitarian 
standpoint  that  federal  interference  was  uncalled  for.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  we  find  that,  except  possibly  in  a  single  instance,  not  one 
of  these  conditions  has  been  discovered  to  exist,  we  are  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  neglect  of  this  duty  on  the  part  of  the  government  is 
no  longer  inexcusable ;  and  if^  moreover,  we  find  that  in  the  mature 
opinion  of  some  of  the  ablest  sanitarians  and  physicians  in  the  country, 
it  is  impossible  from  the  very  nature  of  things  that  these  favorable 
conditions  could  invariably  be  presented  under  State  and  local  man- 
agement, such  neglect  becomes  a  folly  and  a  crime.  In  reference  to 
this  last  point  Dr.  Ranch  says :  "  Under  this  national  health  organiza- 
tion there  should  be  extended  and  perfected : 

Third.  The  system  of  refuge  stations  projected  by  the  National 
Board  of  Health.  With  two  or  three  exceptions  no  port  in  the  United 
States  has  adequate  facilities  for  the  proper  administration  of  quaran- 
tine. Such  a  system  as  was  inaugurated  by  the  National  Board  of 
Health,  and  which  is  the  only  quarantine  contemplated  in  these  re- 
marks, involves  the  removal  of  an  infected  or  suspected  vessel  out  of 
the  track  of  commerce,  the  segregation  of  her  sick  from  the  well,  the 
proper  care  and  shelter  of  both  of  these  classes,  the  necessary  disin- 
fection of  infected  cargo  and  the  purification  of  the  vessel,  and  the 
release  of  vessel,  cargo  and  persons  so  soon  as  they  have  been  rendered 
safe  and  free  from  the  danger  of  communicating  disease. 

This  is  very  different  -from  a  mere  quarantine -of  detention.  It  is 
the  American  quarantine  of  sanitation,  a  common  sense  quarantine 
which  aims  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  extension  of  contagion, 
not  by  merely  arresting  it  at  a  given  point  and  there  leaving  sick  and 
well  at  its  mercy  until  the  susceptible  material  having  become  ex- 
hausted no  more  cases  of  the  given  disease  occur,  but  by  removing 
the  susceptible  at  once  from  its  influence  and  then  destroying  it  and 
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the  conditions  necessary  for  its  existence  by  scientific  methods  of  dis- 
infection and  purification. 

To  do  this,  however,  requires  a  quarantine  plant  and  facilities  far 
beyond  the  means  of  any  but  the  largest  ports,  supported  either  by 
abundant  quarantine  fees  or  by  adequate  appropriations  from  the 
State  or  municipality.  But  cholera  may  obtain  access  at  a  small  port 
as  well  as  a  large  one,  and  hence  the  necessity  for  the  refuge  stations 
above  indicated/' 

And  later  in  the  same  address  :  *'  Sooner  or  later  the  National  Gov- 
ernment will  be  compelled  not  only  to  assume  supervision  of  exterior 
quarantines,  but  to  provide  for  a  permanent  system  of  cooperation 
with  State  and  local  governments  in  the  administration  of  interstate 
sanitation;  in  order,  on  the  one  hand,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
exotic  epidemic  diseases,  and,  on  the  other,  to  prevent  their  spread 
from  State  to  State  along  the  great  international  highways  of  travel 
and  commerce.  This  is  a  national  duty.  It  is  one  that  the  National 
Government  only  can  adequately  discliarge,  and  its  expense  is,  equi- 
tably, one  which  should  be  defrayed  from  the  national  treasury." 

The  report  of  Dr.  Rauch-s  tour  of  inspection  is  already  a  classic. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  while  he  found  much  to  commend  in  the 
devoted  and  painstaking  attention  ot  individual  officers  to  quarantine 
duties,  he  discovered,  with  verv^  few  exceptions,  an  almost  entire  ab- 
sence of  all  the  essentials  of  a  thoroughly  equipped  quarantine  station. 
Commenting  upon  this  he  says  : 

''  During  all  this  time,  from  the  earliest  date  to  the  present,  the 
control  of  quarantine  has  remained  entirely  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
State  and  local  authorities,  except  during  the  brief  period  in  which 
the  National  Board  of  Health  exercised  its  limited  quarantine  powers 
under  the  Act  of  1S78  aud  which  expired  in  18S2.  It  is  this  absence 
of  adequate  national  health  authority  and  legislation  and  the  fact 
that,  in  such  absence  the  maritime  quarantines  are  controlled  and  ad- 
ministered  by  State  and  local  authorities,  resulting  in  diverse  and 
frequently  conflicting  regulations  and  requirements  and  of  necessity^ 
in  a  tendency  to  limit  precautions  to  their  own  individual  interests, 
commercial  as  well  as  sanitary,  which  throw  upon  interior  States  the 
responsibility  of  fully  informing  themselves  of  the  strength  or  weak- 
ness of  these  outposts  in  order  to  know  where  to  anticipate  danger 
and  how  to  make  their  own  preparations  to  meet  it. 

At  its  last  session  Congress  appointed  a  commission  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  measures  necessary  for  the  defense  of  our  seacoast 
against  a  foreign  armed  enemy,  and  a  distinguished  publicist  and 
etatesraan,  Mr.  Tiiden,  has  recently  urged  this  as  a  paramount  duty 
of  the  government.  Millions  of  dollars  have  already  been  expended 
for  such  defense,  and  millions  more  will  probably  be  forthcoming  to 
meet  this  possible  contingency.  But  the  assaults  of  foreign  contagion 
are  not  a  contingency.    They  are  actual  events,  and  during  the  past 
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twenty  years  they  have  cost  the  country  an  aggregate  loss  of  life  only 
less  than  than  that  of  the  gieat  war  immediately  preceding.  Every 
sanitarian  and  many  of  our  leading  statesmen  know  that  this  actual 
and  ever-recurring  loss  is  wholly  and  entirely  preventable  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  sum  which  sinks  into  utter  insignificance  before  the 
millions  which  will  be  appropriated  for  the  protection  of  our  coasts 
against  a  possible  future  danger. 

But  thus  far  neither  sanitarian  nor  statesman  has  been  able  to  over- 
come the  petty  jealousies  of  individuals,  communities,  and  of  states 
themselves,  so  as  to  secure  the  legislation  necessary  to  remedy  even 
the  present  confusion." 

Early  last  autumn  two  or  more  cholera-infected  ships  lay  in  Mew 
York  harbor,  while  the  disease  was  spreading  with  considerable 
rapidity  among  the  passengers  who  had  been  disembarked  upon  Hoff- 
man's Island  for  observation.  Impressed  with  the  gravity  of  the  situ- 
ation, the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  one  of  the  most  vener- 
able and  least  aggressive  of  American  medical  societies,  on  the  5th  of 
October,  appointed  a  committee  ^^  to  consider  the  present  danger  of 
the  importation  of  cholera  into  this  country  and  to  secure  concerted 
action  among  the  medical  societies  of  the  land  in  urging  upon  the 
State  and  National  authorities  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  and  efficient 
system  of  quarantine  for  all  exposed  ports."  This  committee,  consiBt- 
ing  of  Drs.  J.  C.  Wilson,  chairman;  E.  O.  Shakespeare,  late  U.  S. 
cholera  commissioner  to  Europe,^  and  Dr.  R.  A.  Oleemann,  late  member 
of  the  Philadelphia  board  of  health,  did  its  work  thoroughly  and  weU, 
and  reported  its  results  fearlessly  and  impartially. 

It  took  up  two  main  questions : 

I.  What  are  the  requirements  of  an  efficient  quarantine  against 
cholera  ? 

II.  To  what  extent  do  the  existing  arrangements  at  the  ports  of  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  fulfil  these  requirements  ? 

Their  reply  to  the  first  of  these  questions  taken  from  an  editorial  in 
the  Medical  News  of  October  15th,  sums  up  these  requirements  so 
completely  and  concisely  that  I  make  no  apology  for  reproducing  it 
in  full. 

"  Measures  of  prevention,  to  give  the  greatest  possible  guarantee  of 
success  in  extinguishing  an  incipient  epidemic  of  cholera,  should,  in 
the  first  place,  be  based  upon  the  most  exact  knowledge  we  possess  of 
the  cause,  mode  of  attack,  and  manner  of  spread  of  the  disease ;  and, 
in  the  second  place,  these  measures  should  be  intelligently,  thoroughly, 
and  rigidly  enforced. 

"  What  are  the  considerations  involved  in  the  first  category  f 
Probably  nine-tenths  of  intelligent  and  experienced  physicians  all 
over  the  world,  even  including  those  of  India,  have  for  years  admitted 
that  there  is  most  convincing  proof  that  the  active  cause  of  the  disease 
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is  a  specific,  material,  living  entity,  of  extremely  niinute  size,  endowed 
with  the  power  of  self-propaj^ation,  and  of  exceedingly  rapid  molti- 
plication  in  enormooa  oumbers;  that  among  animals  it  naturally  at- 
tacks man  alone,  assailing  him  only  by  way  of  the  intestinal  canal; 
that  the  evacuations  from  the  bowels  contain  the  active  cause  of  the 
disease,  and  that  when  this  agent  in  any  manner — as  through  drinking 
water,  milk,  food,  or  the  handling  or  washing  ol  contaminated  per- 
sonal effects,  etc. — reaches  the  intestines  of  another  susceptible  person, 
the  disease  may  be  thereby  transmitted  from  the  sick  to  the  healthy; 
that  the  active  agent  exists  in  the  dejecta  of  the  lightest  and  most  im- 
perceptible no  less  than  the  severest  and  most  deadly  forma  of  the  dis- 
ease, and  is  known  to  be  transportable  from  place  to  place  through 
the  movements  of  man  and  his  personal  effects, 

^*  Proceeding  from  this  basis,  logical  deduction  and  common  experi- 
ence alike  demonstrate  the  absolute  necessity  and  efficiency  of  such 
measures  of  prevention  as  the  following  : 

'*a.  8peedy  recognition  and  isolation  of  the  sick;  their  proper  treat- 
ment; absolutij  and  rapid  destruction  of  the  infectious  agent  of  the  dis- 
ease, not  only  in  the  dejecta  and  vomit,  but  also  in  clothing,  bedding, 
and  in  or  upon  whatever  else  it  finds  a  resting  place, 

*'  b.  The  convalescents  should  remain  isolated  from  the  healthy  so 
long  as  their  stools  possibly  contain  any  of  the  infecting  agent;  before 
mingling  again  with  the  well  they  should  be  immersed  in  a  disinfect- 
ing bath,  and  afterward  be  clothed  from  the  skin  outward  with  per- 
fectly clean  vestments,  which  cannot  possibly  contain  any  of  the  in- 
fectious material. 

*'  c.  The  dead  should  be  well  wrapped  in  cloth  thoroughly  saturated 
in  a  solution  ot  corrosive  sublimate,  1  to  500,  and  wnthout  delay,  cor- 
tege, or  lengthy  ceremoniah  buried  near  the  place  of  death  in  a  deep 
grave,  remote  as  possible  from  water  which  may,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  used  for  drinking,  washing,  culinary,  or  other  domestic 
purposes.  (Cremation,  of  course,  is  by  far  the  safest  way  of  disposing 
of  cholera  cadavers,) 

^'  d.  Those  handling  the  sick  or  the  dead  should  be  careful  to  disin- 
fect their  hands  and  soiled  clothing  at  once,  and  especially  before 
touching  articles  of  food,  drinking  or  culinary  vessels. 

'*e.  In  the  case  of  maritime  quarantine,  the  well  should  be  disem- 
barked and  placed  under  observation  in  quarters  spacious  enough  to 
avoid  crowding,  and  so  well  appointed  and  lurniahed  that  none  will 
suffer  real  hardships. 

"f.  Once  having  reached  the  station,  those  under  observation  should 
he  geparated  in  groups  of  not  more  than  twelve  to  twenty-four,  and 
the  various  groups  should,  under  no  pretext,  intermingle;  the  quarters 
for  each  group  should  afford  stationery  lavatories  and  water  closets  in 
perfect  working  condition,  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  individMa\^ 
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constituting  the  group,  and  supplied  with  proper  means  of  disinfec- 
tion ;  there  should  be  a  bed  raised  above  the  floor,  proper  coverings 
and  a  chair  for  each  member  of  the  group,  each  person  being  required 
to  use  only  his  own  bed ;  there  should  be  a  common  table  of  sufficient 
size  to  seat  around  it  all  the  members  of  the  group,  who  should  be 
served  their  meals  from  a  central  kitchen,  and  with  table  furniture 
belonging  to  the  station  and  cleaned  by  the  common  kitchen  scullions. 

^'  g.  Drinking  water,  free  from  possible  contamination  and  of  the 
best  quality,  should  be  distributed  in  the  quarters  of  each  group,  as  it 
is  needed,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  received  in  drinking  cups 
only ;  there -should  be  no  water  buckets  or  other  large  vessels  in  which 
handkerchiefs,  small  vestments,  children's  diapers,  etc.,  can  be  washed 
by  the  members  of  any  group. 

^^  h.  Immediately  after  being  separated  into  groups  in  their  respec- 
tive quarters,  every  person  under  observation  should  be  obliged  to 
strip  and  get  into  a  bath  (a  disinfecting  one  is  preferable),  and  after- 
wards be  clothed  with  fresh,  clean  vestments  from  the  skin  outward. 
Every  article  of  clothing  previously  worn  should  be  taken  away  and 
properly  disinfected. 

^'  i.  Then  all  of  the  personal  effects  should  be  at  once  removed  to  a 
separate  building,  washed — if  possible,  and  thoroughly  disinfected,  or, 
if  necessary,  destroyed.  After  disinfection  they  should  be  temporarily 
returned  to  the  members  of  groups  when  occasion  requires  a  further 
change  of  clothing. 

^^  k.  Under  no  circumstances  whatever  should  washing  of  clothing 
by  those  under  observation  be  permitted.  All  used  clothing  should 
be  first  thoroughly  disinfected  (by  boiling,  when  possible)  and  then 
should  be  cleansed,  the  disinfection  and  washing  being  done  by  a 
sufficiently  trained  and  absolutely  reliable  corps  of  employes  supplied 
with  adequate  appliances. 

"  1.  All  of  those  under  observation  should  be  mustered  in  their 
own  quarters  and  be  subjected  to  a  close  medical  inspection,  while  on 
their  feet,  at  least  twice  every  day,  in  order  to  discover  and  isolate  as 
soon  as  possible  new  cases  which  may  develop;  and,  of  course,  the 
clothing  and  bedding  of  these  new  cases  should  be  treated  without 
delay  in  the  manner  already  mentioned.  In  the  meantime  a  watch 
should  be  set  over  the  water  closets,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
cases  of  diarrhoea,  and,  when  discovered,  such  cases  should  be  tem- 
porarily separated  from  the  rest;  they  should  receive  judicial  medical 
attention  at  once,  and  precautions  should  be  taken  as  if  they  were  un- 
doubted, but  mild  cases  of  cholera. 

"  m.  The  quarters  should  be  kept  thoroughly  clean,  and  every  surface 

upon  which  infectious  material  could  possibly  be  deposited,  including 

the  floors,  should  be  washed  with  a  strong  disinfectant  twice  daily, 

and  oftener  when  necessary;  evacuations  from  the  bowels  should  be 

passed  into  a  strong  disinfectant,  the  hopper  of  the  closet  should  be 
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then  flushedj  and  finally  drenched  with  a  quantity  of  the  same  disin- 
fectant, 

''  n.  For  the  proper  attention  to  the  sick,  there  should  be  two  or 
more  competent  and  experienced  pliyBicians,  assisted  by  a  sufficient 
corps  of  intelligent  and  efficient  nurses,  with  hours  of  duty  ao  ar- 
ranged that  a  physician  wilh  a  sufficient  number  of  nurses  be  in  con- 
stant attendance  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital. 

''o.  For  the  prompt  recognition  and  i?eparation  of  new  cases,  their 
temporary  medical  attention,  the  proper  treatment  of  discovered  cases 
of  diarrhoea  or  cholerine,  and  of  other  maladies,  and  the  immediate 
correction  of  every  insanitary  practice  or  condition  by  constant,  vigi- 
lant and  intelligent  supervision,  there  should  be  at  least  two  or  more 
competent  and  experienced  physicians,  with  hours  of  service  so  arranged 
that  a  physician  is  on  duty  night  and  day  among  those  under  observa- 
tion; and  he  should  have,  subject  to  his  orders,  at  any  and  every 
moment,  a  sufficient  and  efficient  corps  of  nurses  and  laborers  to  carry 
out  properly  and  promptly  his  directions. 

^'p.  In  order  to  prevent  the  intermingling  of  the  various  groups, 
to  enforce  obedience  and  order,  and  to  make  it  absolutely  impossible 
for  the  quarantined  and  their  personal  effe^jts  to  have  any  communi- 
cation  with  the  exterior,  a  well -organized  and  sufficiently  large  police 
corps  should  patrol  the-  borders  of  the  stations  and  the  buildings  day 
and  night, 

^^q.  Any  group  among  whom  there  has  developed  no  new  cases  of 
cholera,  or  of  choleraic  diarrhoea,  during  the  preceding  eight  or  ten 
days,  may  be  regarded  as  harmless,  and  allowed  to  leave  quarantine 
after  each  one  is  finally  immersed  in  a  disinfecting  bath,  and  re-clothed 
with  clean  garments  from  the  skin  outward ;  the  garments  removed, 
being  destroyed,  or  thoroughly  disinfect ed  and  cleansed  as  above  in- 
dicated. 

^'  As  yet,  no  reference  has  been  made  to  the  crew,  ship  and  cargo. 
What  has  been  said  of  the  treatment  of  those  under  observation,  ap- 
plies  to  every  one  of  the  ship's  inhabitants.  The  observation,  isolation 
and  cleansing  of  the  crew,  and  their  effects,  could  safely  be  performed 
aboard  ship  if  necessary.  The  ship  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  particular  attention  being  given  to  the  quarters  of  the 
emigrants  and  crew.*' 

In  regard  to  the  second,  it  must  be  observed  that  it  refers  to  the 
three  most  important  ports  oi  entry  of  the  Middle  States,  if  not  of  the 
country,  and  to  those  which  are  in  most  immediate  and  constant  com- 
munication with  the  whole  grand  interior  chain  of  lines  of  travel  and 
traffic.  And  while  I  cannot  accept  the  conclii8ion  that ''  there  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  conditions  of  other  ports  of  entry  upon  our 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  are  in  any  respects  superior, "  yet  it  must  b© 
admitted  that  the  possible  exceptions  to  this  sweeping  condemnation 
are  extremely  few.     Passing  over  the  minutia  of  the  report  of  these 
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inspections,  which  should  be  carefully  read  by  every  practical  sani- 
tarian. I  make  a  few  extracts  from  the  general  conclusions  arrived 
at :  "  It  is  evident  that  the  quarantine  establishments  at  Philadelphia 
and  at  Baltimore  fail  in  the  most  essential  requisites  of  the  necessary 
number  of  properly  equipped  buildings  for  the  isolation  and  observa- 
tion of  a  large  number  of  immigrants." 

This  is  all  the  committee  say  with  regard  to  these  x>ort8.  Could 
condemnation  be  more  utter  and  complete.  Its  very  brevity  is  ap- 
palling. Its  language  is  very  nearly  that  of  a  letter  addressed  by  the 
speaker  to  the  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia  a  short  time  previously, 
which  says,  '^  Permit  me,  however,  at  the  risk  of  seeming  pertinacity, 
again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  entire  inadequacy  of  the  provisions 
made  by  the  State  authorities  for  coping  with  a  similar  emergency  in 
our  own  port."  They  '•  are  those  of  nearly  a  century  ago  when  the 
present  metropolis  of  Pennsylvania  was  but  a  country  town.  What 
might  have  been  the  consequences  to  her  teeming  x>opulation  had  the 
ship  *Alesia'  ascended  the  Delaware  River  to  Chester  instead  of 
anchoring  off  Sandy  Hook,  it  is  not  pleasant  to  contemplate."  New 
York,  however,  had  a  plant  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  make  it  and  its 
administration  worthy  of  notice  in  detail.  But  so  insufficient  were 
the  precautions  and  so  defective  the  provisions  there  found,  that  the 
committee  felt  compelled  to  record  their  verdict  that, 

^'  It  would  seem  that  if  the  importation  of  immigrants  directly  from 
a  European  port  notoriously  infected,  is  not  to  be  temporarily  pro- 
hibited as  a  necessity  of  public  safety,  or  if  the  treatment  of  these  im- 
migrants, after  their  arrival  at  the  New  York  quarantine  station,  is 
not  to  be  immediately  and  radically  improved,  our  protection  against 
an  epidemic  at  the  present  time  must  rest  mainly  upon  the  fortunate 
circumstance  of  the  near  approach  of  a  season  in  which  the  disease 
does  not  usually  spread.  The  continuance  of  cholera  among  the  pas- 
sengers of  the  ^  Alesia '  so  long  after  their  removal  to  the  station  of 
observation,  in  itself  demonstrates  the  inefficiency  of  the  measures 
which  have  been  adopted  and  enforced  for  its  extinguishment  there. 
Although  we  have  not  yet  heard  of  the  development  of  the  disease 
anywhere  on  the  mainland,  nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  almost  un- 
controllable tendency  of  cholera  to  spread  at  times,  and  of  the  original 
insufficiency  and  the  i)resent  faulty  constitution  of  the  police  force  on 
Hoffman  Island,  we  feel  impelled  to  believe  that  the  immunity  up  to 
the  present  time  has  been  owing  to  singular  good  fortune,  rather  than 
good  management." 

The  report  concludes  nearly  as  ioUows :  '•  It  is  natural,  after  hav- 
ing made  our  comments  on  the  defects  of  the  quarantine  stations  we 
have  described,  that  we  should  endeavor  to  point  out  their  causes  and 
probable  remedy.  There  is  one  cause  so  prominent,  that  we  may 
dwell  on  that  alone.  It  is  the  great  expense.  Were  it  not  for  the 
Question  ^^""'^ney,  there  would  have  been  physicians  constantly  in 
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attendance  at  the  New  York  station,  and,  consequently,  better  man- 
agement and  discipline  would  have  been  maintained,  while  at  Philadel- 
phia and  Baltimore  there  would  have  been  adequate  establishments 
provided  for  the  isolation  and  observation  of  large  bodies  of  immi- 
grants. 

Municipalities  and  States  are  wont  to  scrutinize  every  dollar  of 
their  money  appropriations,  bringing  their  expenses  down  to  the 
closest  living  limiL  Quarantine  in  this  countr>^  being,  as  a  rule,  en- 
forced mainly  against  yellow  fever  and  small-pox,  a  mistaken  economy 
lias  caused  no  provision  to  be  made  for  the  more  perfect  establisb- 
ments  absolutely  required  for  protection  against  cholera. 

Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  other  ports  of  a  more  limited  com- 
merce, are  unable  to  spend  as  much  on  their  stations  as  is  New  York, 
with  its  large  revenues  from  that  source,  yet  an  inefflcient  quarantine 
at  any  station  exposes  the  whole  country  to  the  dangers  of  the  im- 
portation of  disease.  But  it  is  manifestly  unfair  that  a  single  muni- 
cipality  or  State  should  defray  the  expense  of  protecting  the  wtiole 
public. 

How,  then,  can  we  have  equally  complete  stations  all  along  the 
coast  ?  We  believe  that  this  can  be  effected  by  putting  quarantine  into 
the  bands  of  the  national  government. 

Continuing  its  valuable  labors,  the  committee  proceeded  to  draw  up 
"An  address  to  the  medical  societies  of  the  United  States  concerning 
the  dangers  to  which  the  countrj'^  is  exposed  by  the  ineffectual 
jnethodB  of  quarantine  at  its  ports,  and  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of 
national  control  of  maritime  quarantine.^-  This  address  is  based  upon 
the  combined  results  of  Dr.  Ranch's  investigations  and  its  own,  and  it 
aptly  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  an  ''  inspection  made  during  sea- 
sons of  comparative  quarantine  inactivity ''  must  of  necessity  be  in- 
adequate and  misleading,  and  calculated  to  foster  a  false  sense  of  se- 
curity. Under  the  pressure  of  the  emergency  of  a  present  contagion 
and  thousands  of  suspects,  glaring  deficiencies  instantly  manifest 
themselves  which  were  before  unthought  of.  The  general  proposi- 
tions submitted  in  the  address,  as  a  result  of  the  consideration  of  ex- 
isting conditions  ai*e  as  follows : 

First  ^^  It  is  impossible  adequately  to  protect  the  public  health  of 
the  countr^^  against  the  importation  of  epidemic  diseases  by  indepen- 
dent local  maritime  quarantine  establishments.'" 

Second.  '*A  national  system  of  quarantine  is  necessary.-' 

Third.  *'A  national  organization  would  secure  advantages  not  at- 
tainable by  indei^endent  local  quarantine  establishments  however 
complete." 

Among  the  subsidiary  statements  with  which  they  reinforce  these 
theses,  I  note  the  following: 

**  There  is  always  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  sufficient  appro\srlft 
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tions  of  public  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  necessary  quaran- 
tine establishments  and  their  proper  maintenance.  It  is  only  possi- 
ble, during  periods  of  threatened  invasion,  to  procure  the  consid- 
erable sums  of  money  necessary  for  these  purposes,  whilst  in  the  in- 
terim the  money  expended  is  greatly  inadequate,  though  large  sums 
are  constantly  needed.  When  the  invader  is  at  our  gates  it  is  often 
impossible  to  plan,  construct  or  repair,  and  properly  equip  and  gar- 
rison an  efficient  line  of  defenses. 

Rival  political  and  commercial  interests  are  inimical  to  the  perfect 
protection  of  the  general  public  by  independent  and  local  quarantine." 

^^  It  is  but  natural  that  municipal  organizations  should,  in  looking 
after  their  own  interests,  pay  little  regard  to  the  welfare  of  distant 
communities. 

^^  In  this  connection  may  be  noted  the  indisposition  and  failure  on  the 
part  of  local  quarantine  officers  to  notify  the  authorities  interested  of 
the  arrival  of  emigrants  from  infected  localities.  Notwithstanding  the 
frequent  paramount  interest  of  inland  communities  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  establishment  and  administration  of  quarantine  at  the  sea-board, 
the  local  authorities  of  the  latter  frequently  evince  an  unreasonable 
jealousy  of  any  sort  of  investigation  or  suggestion  looking  to  the 
general  welfare.'' 

''The  benefits  of  quarantine  inure  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole 
country,  therefore,  it  is  just  that  money  should  be  as  freely  expended 
when  necessary  at  one  port  as  at  another,  without  respect  to  their  re- 
lative commercial  importance.  It  is  manifestly  unfair  that  the  sea- 
board cities  and  states  should,  as  at  present,  be  obliged  to  bear  the 
entire  expense  of  quarantine  establishments  designed  to  protect  the 
inhabitants  of  every  region  of  the  vast  territory  of  the  United  States. 

A  national  quarantine,  properly  administered  and  conducted  by 
trained  officials  accustomed  to  deal  with  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases,  would  tend  to  prevent  panic,  to  allay  undue  anxiety,  and  to 
favor  a  reasonable  sense  of  security. 

Experience  has  shown  that  much  needless  alarm,  as  well  as  prevent- 
able danger  arises  upon  the  appearance  of  an  unfamiliar  epidemic 
disease  at  quarantine  stations,  as  when  cholera  has  shown  itself  at  New 
Orleans  or  New  York,  or  yellow  fever  at  Philadelphia  or  Boston.  A 
national  quarantine  would  go  far  to  do  away  with  the  necessity  for 
vexatious  temporary  interstate  quarantines  which  so  seriously  disturb 
inland  trade. 

A  national  quarantine  system,  directed  in  such  a  manner  as  fully 

■  le  requirements  of  existing  sanitary  knowledge  would  not 

irb  any  commercial  interest.    It  would,  on  the  contrary, 

nany  of  the  innbarrassments  incident  to  maladministra- 

'  local  regulations.    For  example,  the  healthy  passen- 

^  di  Bteamflhip  "  Alesia  "  were  detained  at  quarantine 
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in  New  York  harbor  for  a  period  of  fifty-eight  days,  while  under  an 
efficient  system  uninfluenced  by  needless  fears,  those  of  them  who 
were  free  from  disease  could  have  been  safely  liberated  in  ten  days 
at  furthest." 

The  committee  thus  sums  np  its  conclusions. 

"-*  Summary.  Under  the  present  system  of  local  and  independent 
maritime  quarantine,  the  necessary  quarters  lor  the  detention  oi  large 
numbersof  immigrants  arriving  in  a  suspected  vessel,  are  either  entirely 
wanting,  or,  if  at  hand,  are  deficient  in  equipment  or  admiDistration 
or  both.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  one  port  well  governed  and  rich 
from  prosperous  commerce,  may  make  up  these  deficiencies,  yet  what 
would  this  avail  even  to  that  community  itself,  if  a  neighboring  port, 
only  a  few  hours  distant  by  rail,  failed  to  exclude  epidemic  diseases. 
The  front  door  might  be  doubly  barred  and  bolted,  but  the  enemy 
would  find  an  easy  passage  through  the  defenseless  rear.  As  recent 
examples  thereof  may  be  instanced  the  danger  of  an  epidemic  of  yel- 
low lever  to  which  the  little  town  of  Biloxi,  in  Mississippi,  exposed  in 
1886  not  only  the  interior  states  but  even  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
itself,  now  apparently  so  well  protected  by  her  own  system  of  mari- 
time quarantine,  and  that  to  which,  in  1S87,  the  defenseless  condition 
of  the  small  port  of  Tampa,  in  Florida,  exposed  not  only  that  State 
but  others. 

**  This  want  of  uniformity  in  the  quarantine  defenses  along  our  coast 
must  necessarily  exist  when  diflferent  authorities  supply  the  money 
for  maintaining  the  several  stations  and  the  purse  of  one  port  is  longer 
than  that  of  its  neighbor.  Another  money  difficulty  is  found  when 
the  appropriation  for  the  same  station  comes,  as  it  may,  from  the  cof- 
fers of  both  city  and  State,  possible  difterence  of  opinion  in  the  muni- 
cipal council  and  the  State  legislation  is  likely  to  endanger  the  suffi- 
ciency or  change  the  direction  of  the  funds  to  be  expended.  In  any 
case,  the  danger  to  a  single  port  of  entry^  or  even  to  a  single  State,  is 
by  no  means  the  same  as  that  which  threatens  the  country  at  large, 
and  communities  are  not  likely  to  make  a  larger  expeiuUture  than  is 
needed  for  their  own  defence.  As  an  illustration  of  a  dilference  in 
the  conditions  of  danger  which  may  exist  between  the  port  of  entry 
and  the  interior  of  the  country,  may  be  mentioned  the  passage  of  im* 
migrants  with  infected  baggage.  The  immigrants  may  come  from  a 
healthy  port  and  in  a  healthy  ship,  and  with  the  poison  securely  im- 
I  prisoned  in  their  baggage,  will  pass  through  the  port  of  entry  with 
perfect  safety  to  its  inhabitants,  the  danger  will  begin  in  that  far  in- 
terior where  the  baggage  is  opened.  It  is  of  no  interest  to  that  port 
to  have  the  baggage  disinfected,  and  it  is  carried  on  to  some  uncertain 
place,  unhindered,  to  do  its  fatal  work.  And  here  may  be  pointed  out 
the  rather  peculiar  position  in  which  America  finds  itself,  in  attract* 
ing  to  its  shores  hordes  of  immigrants  from  the  older  countries.    There 
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is  in  municipalities  little  disposition  to  spend  more  even  than  is  called 
for  to  satisfy  immediate  wants,  remote  necessities  are  seldom  provided 
for.  A  quarantine  that  is  not  always  in  use,  is  not  always  ready  for 
use.  It  is  only  when  danger  is  at  its  gates,  and  when,  perhaps,  it  is 
too  late  for  protection,  that  a  city  wakes  up  to  its  defenceless  state. 
Municipalities  are  selfish,  and  knowing  that  with  the  trader  quaran- 
tine is  not  a  favorable  institution,  and  that  it  is  his  tendency  to  sail 
into  that  port  where  the  quarantine  is  most  lax,  they  are  assailed  with 
a  sore  temptation  to  wink  at  the  neglect  of  proper  precautions  if,  by 
so  doing,  they  may  circumvent  a  possible  commercial  rival. 

''  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  difficulties  mentioned  can  only 
be  overcome  by  the  adoption  of  a  maritime  quarantine  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  National  Government." 

Commenting  upon  this  report  in  its  issue  of  November  5th,  1887, 
the  Medical  News  of  Philadelphia  pertinently  says : 

^' As  the  testimony  of  thoroughly  competent  and  independent  ob- 
servers, a  committee  of  one  of  the  most  conservative  and  respected 
medical  bodies  in  America,  it  carries  with  it  the  weight  of  conviction, 
and  conclusively  proves  the  urgent  necessity  of  a  radical  reform  in 
our  method  of  guarding  the  country  against  devastating  epidemics 
with  which  we  are,  through  foreign  communications,  from  time  to 
time  threatened. 

^^  Should  the  germs  of  cholera  finally  escape  or  be  permitted  to  pass 
beyond  quarantine,  they  may  not  limit  their  onslaught  to  the  nearest 
city,  but  may  spread  over  the  land  and  ultimately  carry  sorrow  and 
loss  to  homes  hundreds  and  even  thousands  of  miles  distant  from  the 
port  where  they  entered. 

^^  The  abuses  and  the  faults  of  an  exclusively  local  quarantine,  such 
as  at  present  exist,  are  so  natural  and  intrinsic  that  we  should  by  this 
time  acknowledge  the  absolute  need  of  a  national  protection  of  the 
general  welfare  by  a  national  maintenance  and  administration  of 
quarantine." 

Meantime,  the  entire  country  appears  to  be  waking  up  to  a  sense 
of  the  urgent  need  for  immediate  and  definite  action  in  the  direction 
indicated.  The  Senate  Committee  ^^  on  Epidemic  Diseases,  in  relation 
to  Seaboard  Quarantines,"  has  had  under  consideration  during  the 
present  session  the  following  bills,  resolutions  and  memorials: 

"  Senate  bill  665, '  To  establish  a  quarantine  station  at  the  port  of 
San  Francisco.' 

'^  Senate  bill  1641, '  To  establish  a  permanent  quarantine  station  at 
or  near  Cape  Charles,  Virginia.' 

*' Resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  memorial,  asking  the  establishment  of  a  quarantine  station 
at  Cape  Charles. 

"  Resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Chester,  Pa. 

"Petition  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Rockford,  111. 
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*' Resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Charleston^  S.  0. 

** Petition  of  the  Medical  Society  of  San  DiegOj  Cal;  and 

"Resolutions  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association. 

*^  All  urging  the  establishment  of  national  quarantine  at  the  points 
of  danger  upon  the  gulf  and  sea  coast.'* 

The  committee  expresses  its  belief 'Hhat  it  is  the  duty  of  Oongress 
to  so  regulate  commerce  as  to  prevent  the  introduction  ot  contagion 
from  foreign  countries  into  the  United  StateB,  and  has  therefore  re- 
ported with  favorable  recommendation,  an  original  bill  providing  for 
the  establishmeot  of  seven  thoroughly  equipped  quarantine  stations 
in  addition  to  the  one  already  provided  for  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river,  viz  i  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater;  Gape  Charles,  Va/, 
Sapelo  Sound,  Key  West,  Fla.;  San  Diego,  CaL,  and  Port  Townsend, 
Oregon, 

The  estimated  aggregate  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  of 
these  quarantine  stations,  including  the  one  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river,  is  |4S9^500.  and  the  estimated  aggregate  annual  cost  of 
maintaining  them  is  $93,000, 

It  is  not  conceivable  that  when  once  the  National  Government  has 
committed  itself  so  far  both  in  policy  and  expenditure,  it  will  long 
delay  the  extension  of  this  system  northward  and  making  it  uniform 
throughout  the  entire  coast  line.  Of  course  there  will  be  diflerences 
of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  bureau  into  whose  hands  would  fall  the 
superintendence  of  these  stations  under  the  existing  law,  is  the  ap- 
propriate one.  Whether  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  is  not 
an  interest  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  entitle  it  to  a  department  of  its 
own.  But  when  such  substantial  safeguards  are  offered  us  it  would 
not  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  reject  them  on  naerely  theoretical  or 
Bentimental  grounds.  Consider  for  a  moment  the  unprotected  con- 
dition of  the  Delaware  river  as  revealed  in  the  reports  just  referred 
to;  ascending  the  bay  and  river  a  distance  of  nearly  eighty  miles  be- 
fore the  Pennsylvania  or  Philadelphia  quarantine  station  is  reached, 
through  a  populous  country,  passing  numerous  villages,  and  two  con- 
siderable cities,  with  no  other  restrictions  than  the  local  regulations 
of  the  coasting  trade;  the  Philadelphia  quarantine  station  situated 
close  to  a  large  and  rapidly-growing  city  whose  board  of  trade  have 
already  taken  the  alarm  and  protested  in  a  memorial  to  Congress 
against  the  dangerous  contiguity;  and  yet  both  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  city  of  Philadelphia  are  utterly  powerless  to  remove  it 
to  a  better  and  more  distant  location,  from  the  simple  fact  that  the 
boundary  of  the  State  is  only  a  few  miles  lower  down  the  river,  and 
the  entire  intervening  distance  along  the  river  bank  is  oue  continuous 
settlement. 

The  only  proper  site  for  a  quarantine  station  is  within  the  limits  of 
the  little  State  of  Delaware,  and  the  expenditure  necessary  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  properly  equipped  station  for  the  protection  of 
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Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  the  "  parts  beyond '"  would  drive  her 
into  immediate  and  hopeless  insolvency.  There  are  but  two  solutions 
of  this  pressing  local  problem :  Either  the  National  Government  must 
promptly  establish  a  well  appointed  quarantine  down  the  bay,  or  the 
three  States  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  must  form  a 
tripartite  alliance,  and  unite  in  defraying  the  expense  of  protecting 
themselves  and  the  nation  against  their  common  foe. 

It  is  a  question,  however,  whether  this  would  not  be  establishing  an 
imperium  in  imperio  which  would  be  more  defiant  of  constitutional 
restriction  than  the  federal  interference  for  which  it  would  be  a  sub- 
stitute. 
In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 
Besolvedj  That  t;he  Section  on  State  Medicine  respectfully  suggests 
to  the  American  Medical  Association  the  importance  of  formally  urg- 
ing upon  the  National  Oon^ees  the  duty  of  at  once  assuming  entire 
control  of  maritime  quarantine  of  taking  immediate  measures  to  make 
such  quarantine  effective  before  the  advent  of  hot  weather. 


XVL  REPORT  OF  DR.  H.  B.  BRUSSTAR,  LAZARBTTO  PHYSIOIAN. 


Lazaretto,  Delaware  county.  Pa.,  November  12^  1888. 
To  A.  A.  Hirst,  Esq., 

Secretary  of  the  Board  oi  Health  : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  business 
transacted  at  quarantine  during  the  season  recently  closed : 

There  were  visited  during  the  season  666  vessels,  divided  into  six 
classes,  steamers  242,  barques  194,  schooners  150,  ships  39,  brigs  36, 
tug-boats  3.  The  total  number  of  passengers  visited  was  17,455,  of 
which  16,558  were  foreign.  Not  alone  this  great  number  of  passengers 
were  carefully  inspected,  but  all  of  the  crews  of  the  666  yessels. 
These  crews  averaged  19  to  a  vessel,  and  numbered  in  all  12,655.  The 
^and  total  visited  and  inspected  was  30,111. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  great,  though  not  a  steady,  increase 
in  the  tonnage  of  vessels  ascending  the  river  to  the  port  of  Philadel- 
phia. Thus  in  1867,  during  the  five  months  of  quarantine,  but  27 
steamers  came  up  the  river;  in  1872,  during  four  months,  but  47; 
while  in  five  months  of  1888,  no  less  than  242  steamers  plied  their 
trade  between  Philadelphia  and  other  ports. 

Thirteen  vessels  were  detained  during  the  season,  all  on  account  of 
sickness  and  deaths  during  the  voyage.  Fully  half  the  number  had 
had  yellow  fever  on  board,  but  no  case  reached  the  station,  nor  did 
any  enter  the  city,  the  reports  of  newspapers  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
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standing.  One  case  of  Chagrees  fever  was  treated  at  the  hospital,  and 
the  pntient  discharged  after  treatment  of  two  weeks.  After  reaching 
the  city  he  had  a  relapse,  and  this  occagioned  temporary  alarm,  which 
was  dispelled  by  the  explanation  from  leading  physicians  that  the 
Chagrees  fever  is  neither  contagious  nor  infectious,  but  simply  a 
malarial  fever. 

In  all  reepecta  the  health  of  the  city  was  carefully  guarded,  and  no 
form  of  infection  or  contagion  was  permitted  to  pass  quarantine. 
Indeed,  we  felt  it  to  be  our  duty  under  the  law,  not  only  to  prevent 
these  things  as  far  as  possible,  but  to  prevent  even  the  fear  of  them, 
and  pursuant  to  this  determination,  cases  not  in  themselves  dangerous 
but  well  calculated  to  spread  alarmi  in  a  great  city  were  in  all  instances 
removed  from  vessels  and  treated  at  the  quarantine  hospital. 

In  all  ^3  persons  were  brought  on  shore,  18  patients  and  5  because 
of  close  association  with  the  patients.  Of  these  16  w^ere  discharged 
cured,  one  died  and  the  remaining  five  escaped  sickness  and  con- 
tagion.  The  death  herein  mentioned  is  the  only  one  at  the  lazaretto 
within  two  years. 

In  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  1886,  this  remark  is 
made:  '*Ko  attention  is  paid  to  the  vaccinal  status  of  immigrants 
unless  smallpox  is  discovered  on  the  vessel,  and  as  a  natural  conse- 
quence the  disease  has  frequently  been  introduced  into  the  interior 
through  this  port.''  This  statement  is  wholly  erroneous.  Each  and 
ever^i'  immigrant,  when  inspected,  must  show  a  card  or  certificate  of 
vaccination  J  and  if  this  is  not  done,  he  is  personally  examined* 

In  our  view  we  need  even  a  more  rigid  quarantine  against  small- 
pox than  yellow  fever,  for  all  of  the  statistics  of  our  port  show  that  it 
has  been  far  more  dangerous,  and  that  the  mortality  of  small -pox 
patients  has  been  far  greater.  During  the  recent  epidemic  of  yellow 
fever  in  the  south  1  in  12  died,  while  in  1872,  during  the  prevalence  of 
amall-pox  in  Philadelphia,  out  of  7,615  cases  there  were  2,580  deaths, 
or  1  in  2^^oV  <^a8e8.  In  New  York,  during  the  same  period,  there  were 
4,178  eases,  of  which  number  1,131  were  fatal,  equal  to  1  death  in 
every  2yVir  teases. 

In  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  the  mortality  is  also  very  great,  and 
quarantine  regulations  and  watchfulness  should  apply  with  equal  care 
to  these  as  to  yellow  fever. 

The  season  just  closed  presented  many  dangers,  but  happily  none 
took  more  tangible  shape,  and  the  people  of  Philadelphia  were  never 
(more  free  from  contagion  than  during  the  quarantine  season  of  1888,

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XVIL  REPORT  OF  INSPBOTIONS  OF  THE  QUARANTINE  STATIONS 
OF  THE  MEDDLE  ATLANTIC  OOAST.

Chairman  Committee  on  Inspectian  on  Quarantinee  : 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  instructions  received  from  you  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards 
of  Health  at  a  meeting  held  at  Cincinnati,  May  5  and  7, 1888,  to  visit 
the  quarantine  stations  on  the  Atlantic,  Oulf  and  Pacific  coasts  and 
report  upon  the  condition  and  efSciency  of  the  same,  the  undersigned, 
as  a  subcommittee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  Middle  Atlantic  district, 
have  visited  the  ports  of  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Norfolk 
and  Wilmington,  N.  0.,  and  beg  leave  to  present  the  following : 

Report. 

New  York. — We  visited  this  port  Wednesday,  June  13.  The  con- 
ference is  already  in  possession  of  the  main  facts  in  regard  to  this 
station  through  your  own  admirable  and  complete  report  of  an  inspec- 
tion made  three  years  since.  We  conceive  that  to  repeat  all  that  yon 
have  there  said  would  be  simply  a  work  of  supererogation  and  need- 
lessly occupy  the  time  of  the  conference.  We  shall,  therefore,  confine 
ourselves  to  a  brief  description  of  the  station  and  the  plant,  following 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  line  of  observation  marked  out  in  your 
instructions,  indicating  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
meantime,  and  the  defects  revealed  by  the  test  to  which  the  system 
was  subjected  by  the  presence  of  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  and  of 
a  large  number  of  cholera  suspects  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October  of  last  year. 

The  residence  of  the  health  officer.  Dr.  William  M.  Smith,  at  Olifton, 
Staten  Island,  about  five  miles  from  the  city  of  New  York,  at  the 
"  Narrows,"  which  divides  the  harbor  proper  from  the  lower  bay,  we 
found  presenting  a  general  air  of  neglect  and  dUapidation  which  was 
the  index  to  the  condition  of  the  entire  establishment.  A  destractive 
economy  had  evidently  been  practiced  for  years,  converting  what  was 
once  a  magnificently  equipped  station,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,000, 
into  a  series  of  virtual  ruins.  When  it  is  remembered  that  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  immigrants  and  eighty  per  cent  of  the  tonnage 
coming  into  the  United  States  from  foreign  ports  must  be  inspected 
and  cared  for  by  this  service,  the  failure  to  provide  the  means  for 
maintaining  it  in  a  state  of  thorough  efficiency  would  be  criminal 
were  the  State  Legislature  composed  of  men  of  sufficient  intelligence 
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to  be  able  to  compreliend  the  enormity  of  the  omission.  Not  that  we 
\**oyld  be  considered  as  advancing  the  opinion  that  ports  of  less  com- 
mercial importance  need  to  be  any  leea  carefully  provided  for  or  less 
ripdly  guarded,  since  a  single  infected  vessel  may  endanger  the  en- 
tire country. 

The  quarantine  ship  ^^ Illinois,^'  mentioned  in  your  report  as  moored 
about  four  miles  inside  of  Sandy  Hook,  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  There 
IB  now  therefore  no  boarding  station  below  the  health  oflice.  This  is 
manifestly  too  near  the  city,  and  directly  in  the  track  of  commerce. 
Vessels  are  not  remanded  to  the  quarantine  anchorage  in  the  lower 
bay  unless  infections  disease  actually  exists  upon  them.  The  only 
means  of  communication  with  vessels  and  with  the  hospital  island  is 
the  tug  "  George  C.  Preston*"  which  is  much  too  smalL  old  and  out  of 
repair.  In  this  boat  I>r.  Smith  kindly  accompanied  us  on  our  visit  of 
inspection,  pving  us  the  fullest  information  on  all  desired  points.  As 
we  drew  otf  from  the  landing  we  observ^ed  thai  it  was  in  very  bad  con- 
dition, the  posts,  timber  and  flooring  being  much  decayed,  and  the 
cribwork  so  worm-eaten  that  it  had  fallen  several  feet. 

This  office  has  telegraphic  and  telephonic  communication  with  New 
York  and  an  observatory  from  which  vessels  may  be  sighted  several 
miles  down  the  bay.  During  the  year  1SS7  six  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  vessels  from  foreign  ports  were  inspected,  and 
three  hundred  and  seventy-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nineteen 
immigrants  examined,  an  increase  of  seventy  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  one  over  the  immigration  of  the  previous  year.  Quarantine 
is  continuous  throughout  the  year  for  all  vessels  from  European  ports, 
and  from  the  fifth  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  November  for  all 
vessels  from  ports  within  the  yellow  fever  zone  and  infected  ports  of 
the  United  States. 

The  following  circular  of  regulations  to  be  observed  in  immigrant 
steamers  has  recently  been  issued: 


Rulee  and  Begrulatlons  to  Prevent  the  Invasion  of  Infectious  and  Oon- 
tagioua  Diseases  at  the  Port  of  New  York. 

The  great  immigration  which  is  entering  our  country  from  every 
port  of  the  world,  embracing  as  it  does  many  people  who  come  from 
localities  where  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  prevail,  justifies  the 
enforcement  of  the  strictest  quarantine  rules  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
diseases. 

The  Jbllowing  rules  and  regulations  are  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  the  populations  adjacent  to  the  port  of  New  York  and  of  the  mil- 
lions of  inhabitants  in  interior  communities  from  the  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases  that  are  contracted  in  foreign  ports  and  countries. 

The  owners  and  agents  of  passenger  steamships  from  foreign  ports 
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will  be  financially  benefited  by  aiding  the  quarantine  authoritiefi  in 
securing  a  strict  observance  of  the  following  rules : 

1-  Immigrants,  on  their  arrival  at  the  port  of  embarkation,  should 
receive  attention  and  direction  from  the  agents  of  the  line  on  which 
they  embark,  to  prevent  their  having  any  communication  with  lodging 
houses  or  other  resorts  suspected  of  being  infected  with  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases.  Frequent  inspection  of  the  records  of  the  health 
department  of  the  port  of  departure  will  contribute  to  discover  in- 
fected places. 

2*  Ira  migrants  should  be  inspected  by  an  experienced  physician  sa 
they  go  on  board  the  steamer,  and  none  but  well  persons  be  allowed 
to  proceed. 

3.  Immigrants  from  cholera  district  or  country  should  be  refused 
passage. 

4.  Adult  persons  from  localities  where  small-pox  prevails  as  an 
epidemic  should  be  rejected  unless  good  evidence  is  afforded  that 
they  have  been  vaccinated  within  the  last  five  or  six  years,  and  ex- 
cept children  less  than  ten  years  of  age  who  have  been  vaccinated. 

5.  The  examination  of  the  steerage  passengers  as  to  the  necessity 
of  their  vacciDation  should  be  commenced  immediately  after  they 
are  located  on  the  steamer,  and  all  adult  persons  vaccinated  who  have 
not  been  successfully  vaccinated,  except  children  under  ten  years  of 
age,  who  bear  good  evidences  of  vaccination  within  the  past  six  years. 
If  the  vaccination  is  successtully  etlected  previous  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  case  of  small-pox  among  passengers,  it  will  prevent  the 
development  of  the  contagion  in  those  who  have  been  exposed.  Itia 
therefore  important  that  the  vaccination  should  be  effected  soon  after 
the  passengers  are  received  on  board*  Those  who  are  successfully 
vaccinated  by  the  surgeon  of  the  steamer  before  the  development  of 
a  case  of  small-pox  will  not  be  detained  at  quarantine. 

6.  To  insure  the  success  of  the  vaccinations  made  the  }>accin$ 
should  not  only  be  carefully  eelected,  but,  after  being  obtained,  mn9t 
be  kept  in  a  refrigerator*  Two  or  three  days  of  exposure  to  the  heat 
of  the  quarters  of  the  surgeon  on  board  ship  will  insure  its  destruction. 

7.  Morning  and  evening  inspection  of  the  passengers  by  having 
them  pass  before  the  medical  otlicer  should  not  be  neglected.  The 
detection  of  a  case  of  smallpox  in  the  initial  st^ige,  and  its  immediate 
isolation,  is  very  important. 

Hospitals  for  the  sick  of  contagious  diseases  should  be  located  on 
the  upper  deck,  forward  or  aft,  and  ventilated  from  the  top;  never 
in  rooms  opeiiiug  into  'Mhe  steerage''  or  *' gangways,'"  whereby 
contagion  poisoned  atmosphere  of  the  hospital  may  escape  and  infect 
well  passengers. 

8.  The  patient  should  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  hospital,  after 
entering  it,  until  removed  by  the  authorities  at  quarantine. 
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9.  If  the  illness  of  the  patient  required  ihe  care  of  an  attendant  he 
should  not  be  permitted  to  leave  the  hospital  until  the  quarantine  au- 
thoritiea  direct, 

10.  The  person  who  waits  upon  the  patient  and  attendant  should  be 
one  who  has  had  the  small-pox.  Such  person  should  pass  in  the  food 
and  medicine  without  entering  the  hospital. 

11.  To  prevent  the  escape  of  the  patient,  or  communication  with 
him  by  unauthorized  persons,  the  hospital  should  be  locked  and  the 
key  retained  by  the  physician  or  a  trusted  attendant  The  practice 
which  in  some  instances  has  been  adopted  of  establishing  a  guard  to 
prevent  improper  communications  with  the  patient  is  to  be  com- 
mended. 

12*  All  openings  which  would  permit  the  air  of  the  hospital  to  be 
inhaled  by  well  persons  should  be  closed  and  ventilation  afforded 
from  the  top  or  the  side  toward  the  sea. 

The  faithful  observance  of  these  regulations  will  relieve  the  Hue  on 
whose  steamer  this  disease  develops,  of^exatioue  delay  and  expense 
and  the  people  of  this  ccuntry  from  the  danger  of  the  introduction  of 
this  disease.  The  same  precautions  should  be  observed  in  respect  to 
other  contagious  diseases.  William  M.  SMrrn,

According  to  section  6  of  chapter  534  of  the  Statutes  oi  New  York, 
passed  June  13,  1885,  the  following  are  the  diseases  against  which 
maritime  sanitary  regulations  apply,  viz:  ^^  Yellow  fever,  measles^ 
cholera,  typhus  or  ship  fever,  amall-pox,  scarlatina,  diphtheria,  re- 
lapsing fever  and  any  disease  of  a  contagious,  infectious  or  pestilential 
character,  which  shall  be  considered  by  the  health  officer,  dangerous 
to  the  public  health,'' 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  medical  officer  at  Castle 
Garden  (in  the  emigrant  landing  station)  by  which  patients  suffering 
with  scarlatina  and  diphtheria  can  be  removed  from  the  steamer  at 
quarantine,  and  taken  to  the  reception  hospital  without  passing 
through  the  garden. 

A  circular  has  been  addressed  to  the  agents  of  all  passenger  lines, 
requesting  that  their  medical  officers  shall  exercise  especial  vigilance 
for  the  detection  of  these  fatal  and  highly  communicable  diseases. 

The  mode  of  treatment  of  an  infected  vessel  cannot  be  better  de* 
scribed  than  by  giving  an  account  of  that  actually  practiced  in  the 
case  of  the  steamer  **  Alesia,"  which  arrived  on  the  23d  of  September 
last,  with  five  hundred  and  and  sixty  Italian  immigrants,  eight  of 
whom  were  ill  with  cholera,  from  which  disease  eight  others  had  died 
during  the  passage. 

•'The  closets  of  the  steamer  being  in  an  extremely  filthy  condition 
they  were  immediately  drenched  with  a  solution  ot  bi-chloride  of 
mercury  (1  to  500),  the  water  tanks  were  directed  to  be  disdi-ax^^e^i  ^\* 
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once,  OrotoD  water  from  New  York  was  telegraphed  for,  and  the 
steamer  was  ordered  into  the  lower  bay.  The  same  day  the  imnii- 
grant  passengers  were  removed  from  the  steamer  for  observation. 
Four  cases  of  cholera  >vere  discovered  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  of 
the  passengers  that  had  not  been  detected  by  the  steamer's  surgeon^ 
which,  with  those  in  the  hospitals  of  tie  steamer,  were  immediately 
transferred  to  the  qoarantine  hospital.  The  disinfection  of  the 
steamer  was  commenced  the  morning  after  the  removal  of  the  sick 
and  well  immigrant  passengers. 

iThe  disinfection  of  the  closets  of  the  Alesia  before  mentioned  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  washing  with  hot  water  from  the  boiler  of  the 
steamer  by  hose  attachments.  The  steerage  and  spar  decks  were 
cleaned  by  the  same  means,  which  was  followed  by  washing  them 
with  a  solution  of  mercuric  chloride. 

The  dunnage  of  the  crew  was  boiled  for  a  considerable  time  by  the 
introduction  of  steam  into  a  cask  of  hot  water  in  which  the  clothing 
was  immersed.  The  mattresses  and  pillows  w^ere  burned,  CarpetB^ 
rugs,  and  every  textile  tabric  in  the  steamer  wer«>  subjected  to  the 
same  treatment  as  the  clothing.  The  hatches  of  the  hold  were  then 
opened  for  the  first  time  since  the  cargo  was  stowed  at  Marseilles  and 
Naples.  The  greater  part  of  the  cargo  was  received  at  the  former 
port,  whence  the  steamer  sailed  for  Naples  the  29th  of  August  with 
no  passengers  in  the  steerage,  and  but  tliree  in  the  saloon.  At  Naples 
the  Alesia  received  some  cargo  consisting  of  boxes  of  maccaroni  and 
fruit,  and  bags  of  beans,  which  were  delivered  by  lighter,  the  steamer 
being  anchored  at  some  distance  from  the  wharf.  In  tliis  case,  as  in 
almost  every  other, when  steamers  receive  steerage  passengers,the cargo 
was  received  and  the  hatches  sealed  before  the  passengers  were  taken 
on  board.  The  so-called  sealing  of  the  hatches  consistsin  caulking  them 
with  oakum,  covering  them  with  heavy  tarpaulins,  and  clamping  them 
with  iron  bands  which  enclose  the  outside  of  the  hatch  and  of  the  tar- 
paulin as  well.  The  hatches  are  not  opened  after  being  thus  closed 
until  they  reach  the  port  of  destination,  and  the  cargo  is  as  secure  from 
infection  from  the  decks  above  as  if  there  were  no  opening  between 
the  hold  and  the  decks. 

The  cargo  was  displaced  in  the  bottom  of  the  hold,  one  hundred  pounds 
of  sulphur  were  burned  in  the  hold,  and  the  hatches  of  the  spar  deck 
were  closed  ten  or  twelve  hours.  The  disinfection  by  the  solution  be- 
fore mentioned  was  the  next  day  repeated,  every  accessible  portion  of 
the  vessel  being  washed  with  it  by  brooms  or  sponges  and  was  followed 
by  the  combustion  or  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  sulphur  in  the 
hold,  the  hatches  being  again  closed  until  the  following  morning. 
Finally  all  exposed  portions  of  the  steamer,  except  the  saloons,  includ- 
ing the  forecastle,  ivere  repainted,  and  pratique  was  given." 

In  regard  to  invoices  of  rags,  the  requirement  of  the  present  time  is 
that  they  shall  be  accomjianied  by  the  certificate  of  the  United  States 
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consul  at  the  port  of  export,  or  of  a  physician  appointed  by  hiniT  that 
the  rags  were  all  gathered  in  a  country  free  from  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease. 

The  affidavitof  the  shipper,  or  the  attestation  of  his  signature  by  the 
consul,  will  not  be  considered  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  healthy  con- 
dition of  rags.  The  consul  must  certify  of  his  own  knowledge  and  on 
hie  own  responsibility  as  an  official. 

We  visited  first,  Swinburne  Island,  six  miles  down  the  bay,  at  the 
time  of  your  own  inspection,  known  fia  Dis  Island.  This  is  an  artifi- 
cial island  between  two  and  three  acres  in  extent.  The  hospitals  for 
those  sick  of  infectious  diseases  (except  cases  of  small -pox  which  are 
removed  to  North  Brothers  Island,  and  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
which  are  removed  to  the  Immigrant  Reception  Hospital  at  Castle 
Garden,  or  the  Immigrant  Hospital  on  Ward's  Island)  are  situated  on 
this  island.  We  found  them  all  in  good  condition,  ready  for  the  re- 
ception of  patients,  with  ample  arrangements  for  heating  and  cooking. 

There  is  a  deficiency  however,  in  means  for  flushing  the  water 
closets,  and  buildings  generally  with  sea  water,  and  more  water  closets 
and  baths  are  needed*  The  dock  is  in  need  of  repairs,  and  the  founda- 
tion of  the  pavilions  (hospital)  has  become  decidedly  insecure.  The 
ventilation  of  the  wards  is  also  imperfect.  The  five  pavilions  (one 
story)  will  accommodate  three  hundrerl  patients.  This  hospital  is 
about  two  miles  from  the  main  land  where  the  dead  are  taken  for 
burial  at  Seguin  Point.  The  transfer  in  row  boats  is  tedious  and 
laborious,  the  landing  difficult  and  the  population  hostile,  manifestly, 
science  and  humanity  combine  to  demand  the  erection  of  a  crematory 
upon  the  island,  as  asked  for  by  Dr.  Smith,  for  the  disposal  of  these 
dangerous  remains.  From  here  we  steamed,  in  about  twenty  minutes, 
to  Hoffman  Inland  farther  op  the  bay.  This  is  also  an  artificial  island 
about  two  acres  in  extent.  The  combined  action  of  wind  and  waves 
have  so  seriously  undermined  its  foundations,  that  the  day  is  not  dis- 
tant when  the  entire  structure  will  collapse,  unless  prompt  and  ener- 
getic measures  are  taken  to  restore  it  to  its  original  integrity.  In 
many  places  the  interior  of  the  island  has  sunk  considerably  below  the 
level  of  the  rip-raj*  wall  which  surrounds  it.  The  timbers,  piling^ 
planking  and  crib  work  are  in  a  state  of  universal  decay  and  dry  rot. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  decaying  wood  is  one  of  ths  favorite 
niduses  of  the  yellow  fever  germ,  as  proven  by  the  history  of  the  ill- 
lated  Plymouth,  whose  decks  were  not  freed  from  the  poison  by  a  three 
year's  sojourn  in  Artie  temperatureB,it  can  readily  be  understood  that 
such  a  condition  of  things  is  not  exactly  what  the  sanitarian  would  de- 
sire for  the  reception  of  those  bearing  that  germ  and  their  effects.  The 
president  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Health  is  quite  justified  in 
pronouncing  ^'  the  docks,  walls,  and  grounds  to  be  in  such  a  condition 
as  to  call  for  severe  condemnation,"  a  state  of  neglect  and  decay 
"  which  is  truly  lamentable."    The  quarantine  commissioners  them* 
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selves  u&e  even  Btronger  language,  declariBg  that  the  buildlage^at  the 
time  of  the  arrival  of  I  he  Aleaia  were  "  in  very  bad  condition,  the 
water  and  other  necessary  facilitieB  being  very  deficient,  the  property 
fallen  into  general  decay  and  scarcely  tenantable  for  the  purposes  it 
was  pro\dded  for." 

The  report  of  the  health  officer  supplies  the  details  on  which  this 
general  statement  is  foonded,  Yoor  committee  conceive  that  it  will 
not  be  occupying  space  unduly  to  quote  his  description  of  the  means 
at  his  command  and  the  use  made  of  them  in  the  effort  made  to  de- 
stroy the  infection  among  the  '"Alesia's"  passengers  after  their  re- 
ception in  the  island.  He  says  ''  It  may  ver>'  properly  be  asked  why 
tSese  presumably  infected  families  were  not  isolated  from  all  others? 
This  was  not  possible  on  Hoffman  Island.  There  was  no  room  for 
further  subdivision*  Twenty-five  cases  o*'  chulera  developed  among  the 
immigrants  located  on  his  floor."  The  steam  pumps  were  found  to  be 
useless  for  any  purpose,  and,  although  efforts  for  their  repair  were 
continued  by  night  and  day,  it  was  not  until  seven  days  after  the 
passengers  were  landed  that  water  was  secured  for  flushing  the  tanks 
o7*the  cloeets  of  one  building,  and  it  was  several  days  later  before  con- 
nections were  established  which  secured  sufficient  water  for  sanitary 
purposes.  At  no  time  was  the  power  of  the  machinery  competent  io 
supply  the  south  building  with  sufficient  water  or  steam  heat  for  the 
comfort  of  its  occupants.  Under  these  circumstances  a  bucket  brigade 
(Shades  of  Stephenson  and  Watts !J^  A  bucket  brigade  in  a  public 
building  01  the  great  Empire  State  at  the  end  of  the  Nineteenth  cen- 
tury) was  immediately  organized  to  bring  water  from  the  sea  to  flush 
the  closets,  and  from^the  cistern  to  supply  water  for  the  wash  rooms 
and  bath  tubs.  Scavengers  with  barrows  and  shovels  were  constantly 
at  work  to  remove  refuse  or  tilth,  and  it  was  ibuud  necessary  to  open 
a  latrine  at  the  part  of  the  grounds  most  remote  from  the  building.  At 
intervals  not  exceeding  two  hours  an  employ^  covered  the  dejections 
with  sand  and  saturated  this  with  a  solution  of  bi-chloride  of  mercury. 

After  connection  with  the  steam  pump  and  the  sea  was  established 
and  hf^se  attached  to  the  former,  which  enabled  the  whole  island  to  be 
washed,  the  latrine  was  closed  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  island 
speedily  became  as  good  as  it  could  be  made  with  its  imperfect  con- 
Hiructian  and  equipment.  The  new  steam  pump,  by  its  connection 
with  the  sea.  afforded  a  supply  of  water  which  constantly  flushed  the 
closets  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  north  building,  and  to  some  extant  J. 
those  of  the  upper  floor  of  the  south  byikling. 

The  morning  following  the  transfer  of  the  passengers  from  the 
steamer  to  Hoflman  Island  the  disinfection  of  clothing  was  commenced 
by  the  best  means  then  available.  The  occupants  of  the  lower  floor 
of  the  north  buOdii!ig,for  obvious  reasons,  were  selected  for  the  com- 
mencement of  operations.     Underwear  was  dipped  in  a  solution  of 
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bi-chloride  of  mercury  (one  to  live  hondred),  and  other  articles  were 
disinfected  by  the  combustion  of  three  pounds  of  sulphur  to  one  thou- 
sand cubic  feet  of  air  epace.  Immediately  after  the  disinfection  of  the 
pergonal  clothing,  the  baggage  was  diBinfected  by  exposure  to  the  gas 
before  mentioned.  While  this  disinfection  by  these  methods  was  in 
progress,  a  steam  disinfecting  tank,  which  had  been  built  fifteen  or 
more  years  before  at  Swinburne  Island  Hospital,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Bell,  then  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  Quarantine,  was  re- 
moved from  the  hospital  to  HotTman  Island.  XJiis  tank  was  connected 
with  the  boiler  in  the  engine  room  by  means  of  a  perforated  pipe 
which  entered  by  the  top  and  communicated  with  the  pipe  that  passed 
oat  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  but  which  was  closed  by  a  valve  on  the 
outside  and  at  the  bottom  when  the  steam  was  introduced,  and  which, 
when  opened,  was  an  escape  pipe  for  condensed  steam*  The  lid  shut 
intq  the  top  of  the  tank  and  was  fastened  by  an  iron  staple  and  pin. 
The  resistance  to  steam  pressure  was  not  sufficient  to  secure  speedy 
penetration  of  the  steam.  Clothing  and  baggage  were,  therefore,  sub- 
jected to  exposure  of  not  less  than  two  hours,  and  snch  articles  as 
blankets  and  woolen  clothing  for  three  hours. 

New  mattresses,  pillows  and  blankets  were  supplied  to  the  immi- 
grants after  they  were  removed  to  Hoffman  Island.  The  disinfection 
of  the  bedding  of  those  on  the  infected  floor  was  commenced  as  soon 
as  this  steam  tank  was  in  place.  The  clothing  of  the  immigrants  on 
this  floor  was  next  disinfected.  The  evening  following  the  disinfec- 
tion of  the  bedding  was  selected  for  this  porpose.  Tlie  women  and 
children  alone  occupied  this  floor  during  the  time  necessary  for  the 
disinfection.  The  following  day  the  bedding  and  clothing  of  class 
No*v'2j  and  succeeding  that,  of  class  No.  1,  were  treated  in  the  same 
way. 

Immediately  after  the  passengers  were  located  an  attendant  was 
put  in  charge  of  each  of  the  closets.  In  each  a  barrel  of  a  solution  of 
bi' chloride  of  mercury  was  placed,  with  directions.  The  steam  tank 
used  at  Hoffman  Island,  in  the  first  instance,  was  not  made  for  steam 
under  considerable  pressure.  The  steam  escaped  underpressure  much 
less  than  that  mentioned-  To  compensate  for  this  imperfection  the 
contents  of  the  tank  were  exposed  to  the  steam,  as  before  stated,  for 
two  or  three  hours,  at  a  temperature  of  never  lees  than  212°  F.,  after  a 
time  aufficient  to  penetrate  the  articles  in  the  disinfecting  tank.  A 
box  made  of  boiler  iron  capable  of  resisting  as  much  steam  pressure 
as  an  ordinary  boiler,  ^ith  a  tube  perforated  at  intervals,  which  en- 
tered the  center  of  one  end  and  extended  nearly  through  the  box,  was 
therefore  procured,  seven  feet  two  inches  in  length  and  about  five 
feet  six  inches  in  lateral  and  perpendicular  diameter,  and  weighing 
five  thousand  pounds. 

A  series  of  experiments  was  made  with  this  arrangement  by  which 
it  was  established  that  with  sixty  pounds  of  steam  at  the  boiler  a 
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preBsure  of  sfjeam  was  produced  in  the  box  which  in  less  than  half  a 
mimite  lilted  the  safety  vah^e  upon  the  disinfecting  box,  A  ther- 
mometer placed  within  bundles  of  clothing,  blankets  and  mattresses 
in  these  experiments  uniformly  rose  to  230^  F.in  twelve  minutes.  Dar- 
ing the  whole  series  of  experiments  made  under  similar  circumstances 
there  were  but  two  instances  in  which  the  instrument  indicated  less 
than  2:30*"  F.,  the  lowest  of  these  was  230°  F,  With  the  conditions 
adopted  in  these  experiments  for  a  basis,  the  bedding,  clothing  and 
baggage  of  the  '^Alesia'^^'  passengers  were  again  disinfected.  Linen 
and  cotton  labrics  were  exposed  twenty  minutes  to  this  heat,  and 
woolen  clothing  and  blankets  thirty  minutes. 

Your  committee  have  treated  the  subject  thus  historically  as  well  as 
from  the  standpoint  of  personal  inspection  because  they  feel  that  in 
no  other  way  could  the  exact  state  of  preparation  of  this  station  to 
cope  with  an  emergency  be  indicated.  They  have  felt  that  they  were 
called  upon,  on  the  one  hand  **  naught  to  set  down  in  malice,""  and  on 
the  other  hand  '*  naught  to  extenuate/*  but  to  give  an  exact  picture 
of  tlinge  as  they  are,  and  of  the  lamentable  deficiencies  which  the 
recent  trial  brought  to  light.  Of  many  faults  of  administration  which 
the  daily  journals  are  full  of,  and  which  even  found  their  way  into 
the  "pages  of  medical  periodicals,  it  must  be  said,  in  justice  to  the 
health  officer,  that  they  were  mere  assertions,  never  proven,  and  if  not 
manufactured  for  political  purposes  were  the  creations  of  the  facile  and 
fecund  imagination  of  New  York  reporters.  8uch  criticisms  as  that 
of  the  lack  of  knives  for  lazzaroni  to  eat  their  maccaroni  with,  of  the 
existence  of  a  window  to  introduce  light  into  a  disinfecting  chamber. 
of  leakage  into  full  cisterns,  having  their  mouths  two  feet  above  the 
surface,  appear  puerile  and  far-fetched.  Two  facts  remain.  Theone^ 
that  the  health  officer,  with  the  scanty  means  and  incomplete  appli- 
ances at  hia  disposal,  did  *'  hold  the  fort"  against  a  most  threatening 
invasion  of  a  very  pestilential  disease.  The  other,  that  the  fact  that 
he  was  able  to  do  so  was  owing,  not  to  timely  preparation  and  gener- 
ous provision  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  New  York,  but  to  the  scantily 
doled  charity  of  the  agents  of  foreign  steamship  companies,  whose  gift 
of  three  thousand  dollars  enabled  him  to  supply  a  few  of  the  moet 
aggravated  deficiencies. 

Philadelphia, — ^The  *' Lazaretto,^-  or  Quarantine  station  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  inspected  Thursday,  June  14th,  in  company  with  Dr. 
William  H.  Ford,  president  of  the  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia* 
and  the  health  officer  of  the  city,  Mr.  Joseph  G.  Patterson.  Tho 
buildings  throuj^h  which  we  were  conducted  by  Mr.  Robert  Cams,  the 
steward,  remain  as  at  the  time  of  your  inspection.  The  fine  old  hospi- 
tals have  ample  aceomraodations  for  sixty  patients  and  there  is  bed- 
ding on  hand  for  forty.  But  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to  utilize 
the  United  States  warehouse  as  an  observation  depot.  The  only 
water  supply  is  from  hand  pumps  in  wells.     There  are  no  water  closeta 
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or  sewers,  simply  oltl  privy  vaalts.  There  is  no  adequate  provision 
for  unloading  an  infected  cargo.  Tiie  disinfecting:  chamber  is  a  Braall 
wooden  building  about  ten  feet  by  twelve,  in  which  flulphur  fumiga- 
tion is  practiced.  There  is  no  apparatus  for  disinfection  by  steam. 
Immediately  in  front  of  the  station  is  a  wide  marsh,  into  which  the 
establishment  drains,  and  althoufifh  it  is  aflirraed  that  malaria  does  not 
exist  here,  it  is  manifest  that  the  filling  in  of  this  spot,  with  tlie  erec* 
tion  of  a  secure  bulk-head,  preferably  of  stone,  and  covering  the  whole 
with  an  impervious  coating  of  asphalt,  together  with  the  introduction 
of  a  proper  system  of  sewerage,  would  greatly  increase  both  the  salub- 
rity and  the  commodiousnesB  of  the  institution.  By  the  courtesy  of 
Dr,  Brusstar,  the  Lazretto  physician  and  Mr.  Newhard,  quarantine 
master,  we  accompanied  those  gentlemen  on  the  hospital  tug  *^  Visi- 
tor, '■  a  swift  and  staunch  boat,  on  an  official  visit  to  two  vessels;  the 
brig  George  E.  Dale  from  Port  de  Paix,  Hayti,  and  the  ship  Lansdowne 
from  London.  The  plan  adopted  here  of  having  two  officials,  one, 
medical,  to  examine  the  passengers  and  crew,  the  other,  non-medical, 
to  examine  the  vessels,  bilge  and  cargo,  appears  to  your  committee 
judicious  and  calculated  to  diminish  the  delay  to  commerce  to  a  mini- 
mum. 

All  the  executive  officers  connected  with  the  quarantine  service  of 
this  port  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  their  salaries 
are  fixed  by  legislative  acts,  although  the  city  is  called  upon  to  pay 
them.  They  are,  a  health  officer,  a  lazaretto  physician,  a  port  phy- 
sician and  a  quarantine  master.  The  steward  derives  his  appoint- 
ment from  the  city  board  of  health*  There  appears  to  be  an  occa- 
sional conflict  of  authority  resulting  from  this  arrangement.  Tele- 
grax>hic  communication  with  the  city  was  opened  apparently  on  the 
day  of  our  visit,  but  even  more  essential  than  this  is  direct  communi- 
cation by  wire  with  the  maritime  exchange  at  Thurlow,  eight  miles 
further  down,  where  early  intelligence  of  the  approach  of  vessels  from 
the  bay  is  received.  We  accompanied  the  lazaretto  physician  to 
this  office  and  he  was  handed  a  list  of  some  six  vessels  on  the  way  up. 
It  is  of  course  important  that  he  should  receive  this  information  as 
early  as  possible. 

Dr.  Brusstar  assured  us  that  he  would  detain  a  vessel  as  quickly  on 
account  of  a  case  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  as  of  small-pox.  This 
service  is  maintained  only  during  the  warmer  half  of  the  year.  The 
facilities  for  heating  the  hospital  are  therefore  very  meagre.  During 
the  winter,  vessels  proceed  directly  to  the  city  where  they  are  exam- 
ined by  the  port  physician,  who  thus  becomes  a  quarantine  medical 
officer,  Small'pox  patients  are  taken  from  the  steamers  at  the  wharf 
by  the  ambulance  of  the  Municipal  Hospital,  and  conveyed  through 
the  city  to  that  institution.  This  plan  does  not  commend  itself  to  the 
approbation  of  your  committee.  The  present  prevalence  of  that  dis- 
ease in  Philadelphia  must  be  attributed  to  it.     The  interests  of  a  city 
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of  nearly  a  million  inhabitants,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many  millions 
of  the  interior,  who  look  to  its  authorities  for  protection,  demand  that 
equal  vigilance  should  be  maintained  during  every  month  of  the  year. 

The  location  of  this  station  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  unfortunate. 
And  yet  it  is  the  only  available  one  for  the  city  of  Philadelphia  or  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  southern  boundary  of  the  State  is  but 
twelve  miles  below,  and  the  river  bank  for  the  entire  distance  is  lined 
with  industrial  eBtablishments  which  support  an  immense  population* 
The  property  adjoining  above  is  a  valuable  one  for  such  enterprises, 
and  we  are  told  that  negotiations  were  already  pending  for  its  pur 
chase.  The  Delaware,  moreover,  is  the  maritime  vestibule  of  two 
other  States  beside  Pennsylvania;  and  expediency  as  well  as  justice 
demands  that  some  system  of  protection  should  exist  for  their  bay  and 
river  coasts  for  the  seventy  miles  below  the  Pennsylvania  State  line. 

Baltimore, — At  10  A.  m,,  Friday,  June,  15th,  we  reported  at  the  office 
of  the  health  coramissioner  of  the  city  of  Baltimore*  Dr.  James  A. 
Steuart,  the  head  of  the  quarantine  service.  This  gentleman  promptly 
took  us  on  board  the  quarantine  tug,  a  comfortable,  substantial  and 
swift  steamer,  and  conveyed  us  to  the  station  near  the  mouth  of 
Patapsco,  about  seven  miles  from  the  city,  pointing  out  by  the  way 
the  old  quarantine  grounds,  about  three  miles  from  the  city,  contain- 
ing one  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land,  on  which  are  a  number  of 
old  barracks  now  falling  to  decay.  This  has  of  late  been  used  as  a 
emall-pox  hospital  for  the  city,  but  is  now  under  quarantine  super- 
vision  again  and  could  be  utilized  as  an  observation  depot  in  ease  of 
urgency  with  accommodations  for  about  live  hundred,  if  the  buildings 
were  repaired. 

The  station  proper  is  at  Little  Hawkins  or  Leading  Point,  and  con- 
sists of  eighteen  acres  of  land,  not  walled  or  securely  fenced  in.  The 
nearest  farm  house  is  half  a  mile  distant.  Escape  from  the  grounds 
and  communication  with  the  outside  world  would  seem  to  be  easy. 
The  grounds  are  well  kept.  The  hospital,  with  beds  for  fifty,  is  in 
perfect  order,  well  heated  and  ventilated,  with  ample  water  closet 
accomnKHiations  on  both  floors,  hot  and  cold  water,  and  admirable 
bath  rooms.  Each  bath  tub  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  room,  thus 
making  it  possible  to  support  the  patient  on  both  sides  while  placing 
him  in  and  removing  him.  The  plan  should  be  adopted  in  every 
hoBpitab  There  is  an  elevator  for  the  patients.  The  water  is  pure 
and  the  supply  abundant.  The  drainage  is  carried  to  the  river  by 
properly  constructed  sewers.  Dr.  Sidney  0.  Heiskel,  the  resident 
quarantine  physician,  whose  courtesy  we  desire  to  acknowledge,  is  on 
doty  all  the  year  round.  He  informed  us  that  he  examines  from  six 
hundred  to  eight  hundred  vessels  every  year,  from  foreign  and  south- 
ern ports.  Scarlet  fever,  measles  and  diphtheria  are  quarantined  as 
strictly  as  small-pox,  and  the  cases  are  taken  charge  of  by  the  emigrant

coramiBBioB*  All  passengers  who  cannot  show  a  certificate  of  vacci- 
nation, and,  if  adults  of  re-vaccination^  are  vaccinated. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  used  in  the  infectious  cases  are  burned, 
as  is  also  the  bedding  of  all  imraigrants*  No  small -pox  corpse  is  allowed 
to  be  removed.  There  are  no  special  arrangements  for  disiufection 
ashore.  Dr.  Heiskel  has  contrived  a  large  atomizer,  worked  by  a 
hand  force  pump  screwed  to  the  bottom  of  a  bucket,  with  which  he 
sprays  forecastle  and  cabin,  while  in  the  hold,  sulphur  fumigation  is 
depended  on.  He  relies  much  on  free  ventilation  of  clothing  and 
personal  effects  on  deck.  Rags  from  an  infected  port  are  not  admitted 
under  any  circumstances.  A  vessel  from  an  infected  port  with  no 
sickness  on  board  and  the  length  of  whose  voyage  has  exceeded  the 
period  of  incubation  of  the  disease  then  existing  is  detained  forty- 
eight  hours  under  observation.  In  the  event  of  having  a  large  number 
of  suspects  to  care  for  tents  would  probably  be  used.  If  it  were  nec- 
essary to  unload  a  cargo,  it  would  be  done  on  lighters.  There  is  no 
contingent  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  commisssioner,  but  Dr.  Steuart 
was  confident,  judging  from  past  experience,  that  any  expense  which 
he  considered  it  necessary  to  incur  would  be  met  by  the  city  council 
without  a  moment's  questioning. 

The  office  will  be  quite  willing  to  notify  a  central  oiBce  immediately 
on  the  arrival  of  a  vessel  containing  infection  in  order  that  the  infor- 
mation might  be  disseminated  to  all  State  Boards  of  Health.  On  the 
whole  it  must  be  said  that  all  the  existing  appointments  of  this  station 
are  well  conceived  and  in  admirable  repair,  and  the  relalions  of  its 
head  to  the  municipality  so  far  as  pecuniary  support  is  concerned,  all 
that  could  be  desired.  It  must  be  pronounced  defective  however,  in 
having  no  modem  arrangements  for  disinfection  either  ashore  or 
aboard,  for  detaining  suspects  under  observation,  or  for  taking  care 
of  an  infected  cargo,  or  the  cargo  of  an  infected  ship. 

Norfolk. — ^At  10  A.  M.,  Saturday,  June  16th,  we  arcompanied  Dr. 
William  A.  Thorn,  Jr.,  the  quarantine  metlical  officer  of  the  quaran- 
tine district  of  the  Elizabeth  River,  on  a  tug  kindly  provided  for  our 
use  for  the  occasion  by  the  board  of  quarantine  commissioners.  This 
board  is  composed  of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  are  appointed 
by  the  councils  of  Norfolk,  three  by  the  councils  of  Fortsmouth,  and 
one  by  the  judge  of  Norfolk  county.  It  must  contain  two  physicians, 
one  a  resident  of  Norfolk  and  one  of  Portsmouth.  Their  term  of  ser- 
vice is  four  years  and  they  may  be  re-appointed. 

The  city  of  Norfolk  pays  three-sevenths  of  the  expenses  of  the  station, 
the  city  of  Portsmouth  three-sevenths,  and  the  county  of  Norfolk  the 
remaining  seventh. 

The  quarantine  commissioners  have  all  the  powers  of  the  councils 
of  the  two  cities.  Our  first  objective  was  the  United  States  cruiser 
Atlanta  which,  with  her  consort,  had  steamed  up  the  river  to  the  navy 
yard  at  Portsmouth,  an  hour  before,  directly  in  advance  of  the  boat 
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on  which  we  had  arrived,  and  in  utter  disregard  of  quarantine  regula- 
tions. Both  veesela  were  found  to  have  a  clean  bill  of  health  but  the 
incident  shows  how  deficient  are  the  provisions  for  the  arrest  of 
vessels.  The  only  boat  at  the  command  of  the  medical  officer  is  a 
small  row  boat,  and  the  water  at  the  anchorage  is  often  extremely 
rough.  While  visiting  a  vessel  during  a  storm  last  springy  the  boat 
foundered,  and  Dr.  Thorn  was  obliged  to  swim  ashore,  narrowly  escap- 
ing with  his  life.  Vessels  enter  tbis  port  from  two  directions,  by  the 
mouth  of  the  river  from  Hampton  Roads,  and  via  the  Albemarle  and 
Chesapeake  canal;  those  coming  in  the  latter  way,  being  principally 
small  coasters.  The  boarding  station  for  the  former  is  about  fnur 
miles  from  the  city  to  the  right  of  Craney  Island,  off  Lambert's  or 
SewelPs  Point.  This  is  also  the  anchorage  for  coaling  vessels,  being 
directly  opposite  the  terminus  of  an  important  railroad  which  though 
now  used  principally  for  coal,  will  at  no  distant  day  bring  orher 
merchandise  and  eventually  passengers  as  well.  It  may  tlierefore 
properly  be  said  to  be  directly  in  the  track  of  commerce. 

There  is  no  landing  or  boarding  station  and  no  hospitaL  The  float- 
ing hospital  which  once  existed  here,  went  to  pieces  three  years  ago. 
An  infected  ship  could  only  be  treated  with  the  passengers,  crew  and 
cargo  aboard.  One  requiring  any  more  thorough  treatment  would  be 
sent  to  the  United  States  quarantine  station  at  Fishermans'  Island, 
Cape  Charles,  What  ample  provision  for  her  reception  at  that  point 
this  great  republic  has  made  will  be  seen  further  on.  Vessels  arriving 
from  the  southward  by  the  canals,  are  ordered  to  await  inspection,  at 
or  near  Johnston's  Mill,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  navy  yard, 
in  what  is  known  as  the  Southern  Branch.  In  point  of  fact,  not  need- 
ing pilots,  they  often  slip  by. 

Infected  clothing  and  bedding  are  burned.  The  disinfectants  used 
in  the  vessel  are  sulphurous  acid  fumes,  and  chlorine  evolved  by  the 
action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  chloride  of  sodium.  (Quarantine  is  in  force 
all  the  year  round  for  European  vessels  and  from  May  let  to  Novem- 
ber Ist  for  vessels  hailing  from  southward  of  the  latitude  of  Cape 
Lookout. 

Clean  vessels  from  infected  ports  are  detained  ten  days  and  then 
fumigated,  the  process  occupying  from  twenty  four  to  seventy-two 
hours.  Vessels  with  contagious  diseases  on  board  are  detained  until 
the  period  of  incubation  has  elapsed,  after  the  recovery  of  the  last 
case.  This  is  rated  at  about  fourteen  days  for  small-pox  and  cholera 
and  twenty-one  for  yellow  fever. 

Yellow  iever  auepects  would  on  no  account  be  allowed  to  land  or  to 
go  elsewhere.  Emigrants  never  arrive  at  this  port.  The  medical 
officer  would  willingly  notify  the  secretaries  of  all  State  Boards  of 
Health  of  the  arrival  of  contagious  disease  at  the  port.  These  and 
other  points  of  interest  were  gathered  from  Dr.  Thorn  as  we  steamed 
past  the  quarantine  anchorage  and  out  of  the  river  across  the  Roads 
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to  Fortress  Mooroe,  where  we  found  Dr.  L.  S.  Williams,  past  assistant 
surgeon  of  the  United  States  marine  liospUal  service,  and  Dr.  Henry 
M.  Clarkson,  his  temporary  assistant,  on  the  tug  '^  Woodwortb^'  in 
charge  of  (he  U.  S,  Cape  Charles  Quarantine  Station  on  Fisherman's  Is 
land  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay,  off  Cape  Charles*  Tills  is  at  present  the 
only  boat  at  the  station.  It  is  too  small  for  the  Iieavy  seas  itis  obliged 
to  encounter — old  and  slow,  so  that  many  vessels  run  by  unexamined. 
The  boarding  station  is  in  anchorage  in  the  open  bay,  olf  TrimVile 
Light,  about  sixteen  miles  from  Norfolk,  A  Spanish  bark  lay  there 
in  quarantine  as  we  passed.  Vessels  are  examined  here  from  the  29th 
of  April  to  November  1st,  The  quarantine  does  not  exist  in  the 
winter. 

Fisherman's  Island  is  about  thirty-five  miles  from  Norfolk,  There 
ie  no  landing  station.  The  tug  anchored  about  a  thirJ  of  a  mile  off 
shore.  We  approached  the  beach  in  a  row  boat  and  were  carried 
ashore  on  the  shoulders  of  the  crew.  The  island  is  a  long  barren 
reach  of  sand,  perhaps  a  mile  long  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  broad,  much 
of  the  surface  below  the  level  of  the  ocean.  The  hospital,  now  four 
years  old^  is  rapidly  becoming  untenable.  The  sky  can  be  seen 
through  the  roof  of  the  wards,  and  the  foundations  aie  in  danger  of 
giving  way^  as  the  ocean  breaks  in  during  heavy  storms,  and  has 
washed  a  deep  trench  along  one  side  of  the  building.  The  k-^eper, 
Captain  William  Walker,  who  resides  all  the  year  round  on  the  island, 
with  his  wife  and  an  assistant,  has  been  compelled,  by  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  ocean,  to  vacate  his  own  house  and  appropriate  a  part  of 
the  hospital  as  his  residence.  There  is  a  more  elevated  plateau  farther 
south  on  the  island  whither  the  buildings  will  evidently  have  to  be 
transferred  if  the  station  is  continued,  A  pump  which  was  depended 
on  for  water  is  now  entirely  submerged  at  high  tide.  A  tank  con- 
taining SOO  gallons  of  rain  water  is  the  sole  water  supply.  The 
dimensions  of  th^  building  are  75x38  feet;  ten  patients  might  be  very 
imperfectly  cared  for  here,  there  being  two  wards,  with  ten  beds. 
There  are,  as  said,  no  wharves  or  piers,  no  barracks  for  observation, 
no  warehouses  for  cargoes.  An  empty  vessel  might  be  disinfected 
here,  but  the  infected  cargo  of  an  infected  vessel  would  have  to  be 
removed  on  lighters  hired  for  the  occasion.  There  is  no  apparatus 
of  any  kind  for  disinfection.  The  station  is  well  out  of  the  track  of 
commerce,  and  has  ample  anchorage,  and  the  rapid  spread  of  popula- 
tion in  the  direction  of  the  old  station  at  Willoughby'sSandspit,  afew 
miles  below  Norfolk,  would  seem  to  make  this  the  most  available  point 
for  the  protection  of  all  the  cities  lying  above. 

The  new  line  of  railroad  for  Fortress  Monroe  and  Old  Point  Com- 
fort has  its  terminus  on  Cape  Charles  only  a  few  miles  distant,  and 
would  form  a  ready  means  of  transportation  for  supplies.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  this  station  constitutes  the  sole  defense  for  the  cities 
of  Richmond,  Yorktown,  Annapolis  with  its  hundreds  of  naval  cadets^ 
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Alexandria  and  the  Capital  of  the  Nation  itaelf,  the  folly  of  leaving  it 
thus  utterly  unequipped  is  manifest 

Wilmington,  iV.  (7. — At  9  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  June  19th,  in  company 
with  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Wood,  secretary  of  the  Stat«  Board  of  Health  of 
North  Carolina,  and  Dn  George  Qillett  Thomas,  quarantine  commis- 
sioners,  both  residents  of  Wilmington,  we  took  the  regular  passenger 
boat  for  South  port  (formerly  Smith  ville)  near  the  month  of  Oape 
Fear  river,  twenty-five  miles  from  Wilmington* 

The  organization  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  North  Carolina  h 
nniqne.  Its  nine  members  are  elected  by  the  State  Medical  Society, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  civil  engineer  and  the  chemist^  must 
all  be  physicians.  This  plan  gives  a  guarantee  of  exceptionally  good 
appointments  and  entirely  removes  the  Board  from  the  sphere  of 
political  influences.  The  quarantine  commissioners  are  three  in 
number,  a  medical  quarantine  officer,  under  the  title  of  quarantine 
physician,  and  two  physicians  selected  by  the  president  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  All  hold  their  appointments  virtually  for  life.  Two 
miles  above  Southport  we  passed  the  quarantine  property,  about  two 
acres  in  extent,  on  which  are  the  ruins  of  a  hospital  burned  some 
five  years  ago. 

The  quarantine  physician,  Dr.  William  Q.  OurtiB,  occupies  his  own 
house  at  Southport,  which  is  therefore  the  boarding  station,  and  re- 
sides here  all  the  year  round.  His  means  of  communication  with  ves- 
sels is  a  row  boat  with  a  crew  of  four.  The  anchorage  is  opposite 
Deepwater  Point  and  has  ample  depth  of  water,  but  is  exposed  to 
heavy  seas,  being  almost  entirely  open  to  the  mouth  of  the  river.  In 
Dr.  CJurtis'  opinion  a  much  safer  point  would  be  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  river  where  the  United  States  Government  already  has  a  good 
wharf. 

The  present  requirement  is  that  vessels  shall  come  to  anchor  as  far 
to  the  eastward  of  the  channel  as  is  practicable  so  as  to  allow  them 
swin^ng  rm^m.  It  is  a  question  therefore  whether  the  station  is  as  far 
out  of  the  track  of  commerce  as  might  be  desirable. 

There  being  no  buildings  of  any  kind,  it  would  be  necessary  to  treat 
the  sick  on  board.  The  cargo  could  be  lightered,  but  in  the  absence 
of  a  wharf  a  light  vessel  would  run  the  danger  of  capsizing  In  the 
heavy  gales  which  prevail  here.  Pumping  the  bilge,  sulphur  fumiga- 
tion and  washing  with  bichloride  solution  constitute  the  sole  means 
of  disinfection.  The  safety  of  the  port  consists  in  the  fact  that  no  im- 
migr*4nt  or  other  passenger  ships  enter  it. 

The  period  of  detention  of  a  vessel  from  an  infected  port  is  rarely 
over  nine  days. 

Each  case  is  treated  on  its  merits.  The  refuge  at  Sapelo  is  so  dis- 
tant as  to  make  it  practically  valueless  for  this  port 

The  State  Legislature  turns  a  deaf  ear  to  all  importunities  for  an 
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appropriation  for  rebuilding  the  hospital  and  furnishing  the  necessary 
modern  appliances. 

The  commissioners  will  cheerfully  furnish  information  to  State 
Boards  of  Health,  of  the  arrival  of  an  infected  vesseL 

His  Honor  Mayor  Fowler,  in  his  recent  annual  report  to  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  Wilmington,  says  : 

'•  While  upon  the  subject  of  sanitation  I  desire  to  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  the  lack  of  quarantine  facilities.  Several  years  ago  the  hos- 
pital at  the  mouth  of  the  river  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  there  being 
no  insurance  upon  it  at  the  time  it  has  not  been  rebuilt.  Since  then 
cases  of  sickness  happening  at  CjuaraDtine  have  to  be  treated  on  board 
of  vessels  in  which  they  occur.  The  equipment  at  the  station  has 
never  been  adequate,  but  without  a  hospital  the  quarantine  physician 
is  wholly  at  a  disadvantage  and  the  port  not  adequately  protected. 

'^  What  is  needed  at  the  station  in  addition  to  a  hospital  is  a  wharf 
extending  into  deep  water  so  that  a  vessel  can  be  brought  alongside 
and  moored  while  cargo  is  being  unloaded  and  necessary  cleansing 
performed.  Under  present  management  vessels  cannot  be  completely 
unloaded,  because  the  removal  of  all  ballast  makes  it  dangerous  in 
time  of  storm. 

''  There  is  needed  upon  this  wharf  room  enough  for  a  stationary  en- 
gine for  pumping  and  disinfecting  purposes  and  the  hoisting  of  bal- 
last. 

'*The  quarantine  physician  would  then  be  enabled  to  make  thorough 
disinfection  and  work  so  expeditiously  as  to  facilitate  commerce, 
while  thoroughly  protecting  the  health  of  our  people." 

It  is  evident  to  the  most  superficial  observer  that  the  commerce  of 
Wilmington,  and  with  it  the  necessity  for  increased  quarantine  facili- 
ties, must  increase  rapidly  in  the  near  future.  This  port  is  in  fact 
nearer  at  once  to  the  great  northwest  and  to  the  West  Indies  and 
Soutb  America  than  any  other  harbor  on  the  coast.  The  connecting 
link^  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  railroad,  will  soon  be  com- 
pleted. 

The  Atlantic  Coast  line  puts  it  in  close  connection  with  all  the 
great  cities  of  the  North  and  South,  while  the  Carolina  Central  brings 
the  interior  of  the  State  to  its  very  doors.  Add  to  this  the  fact  that 
the  Cape  Fear  river  is  navigable  for  ships  of  the  largest  size,  and  it 
must  be  granted  that  it  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
commercial  points  on  the  South  Atlantic  coast.  But  with  the  present 
arrangements  efficient  quarantine  would  necessarily  amount  almost 
to  an  embargo. 

Suiminary. 

The  result  of  our  inspection  of  these  seven  stations,  covering  the 
most  important  ports  of  entry  of  the  entire  country,  is  as  follows  : 
The  requirements  of  modern  maritime  quarantine  are, 
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First  Absolute  protection  of  the  whole  nation  against  the  intro- 
duction of  contagion. 

Second.  Ample  provision  for  and  humane  treatment  of  suspecta 
under  detention,  with  facilities  for  grouping. 

Third.  Proper  hogpital  accommodatione  for  the  sick  with  adequate 
service,  medical  and  general. 

Fourth.  The  least  possible  interference  with  commerce,  to  be  at- 
tained only  by  the  poBsession  of  fully  equipped  disinfecting  establish- 
ments, provided  with  modern  appliances. 

Fitch.  The  shortest  possible  detention  of  passengers,  dependent 
upon  similar  provision  and  equipment. 

Sixth,  Uniformity  of  regulations  in  all  ports,  with  central  adminis- 
tration^ and  means  of  obtaining  the  earliest  possible  information  of 
the  approach  of  infection  to  our  coast,  or  its  existence  in  any  port  or 
city  in  the  country. 

Now,  as  has  been  seen,  in  one  instance  only  did  we  find  a  station 
equipped  in  any  way  approaching  the  requirements  just  named,  and 
in  this  instance  so  entirely  out  of  repair  was  the  whole  establishment 
that  the  charity  of  foreigners  had  recently  been  invoked  in  order  to 
enable  it  to  meet  an  emergency.  In  every  case  but  one  the  sanitary 
authorities  complained  that  they  were  hampered  for  lack  of  funds, 
and  that  they  were  not  in  the  exceptional  case  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  made  comparatively  little  provision  for  the  future,  preferring 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  moment  as  best  they  could^  and  to  rely 
upon  the  municipal  government  to  assume  the  expense  after  it  had 
been  incurred. 

The  evils  resulting  from  the  present  disjointed  system  may  be  thus 
eumraed  up : 

FirsL  Want  of  uniformity  in  quarantine  regulations,  placing  one 
port  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  another. 

Seeand*  Conflict  of  authority  owing  to  the  methods  of  appointing 
officials. 

Third.  The  entire  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  local  legis- 
latures, whether  State  or  municipal,  of  the  importance  of  the  expendi- 
ture of  considerable  amounts  of  money  in  order  to  render  quarantines 
at  once  efficient  and  moppressive. 

fourth.  The  tendency  on  the  part  of  local  civic  sanitary  authori- 
ties to  limit  their  responsibility  to  the  protection  of  their  own  city, 
reckless  of  the  consequences  which  may  ensue  to  inland  communities, 
if  they  permit  infection  which  circumstances  render  harmless  to  them- 
selves to  pass  unchallenged  to  the  latter. 

Understanding  that  the  appointment  of  the  committee  was  intended 
to  lead  to  practical  results,  and  conveyed  power  to  take  such  acUon 
as  in  their  judgment  appeared  for  the  better  protection  of  the  coast, 
and  being  deeply  impressed  with  the  soundness  of  the  conclusions 
above  rehearsed,  your  committee  proceeded  at  once  to  Washington 
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and  obtained  hearings  from  the  sub- committee  on  quarantine  of  the 
Committee  on  Commerce  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  from 
the  Honorable  Speaker  of  the  House,  urging  upon  them  the  import- 
ance of  the  speedy  passage  of  Senate  bill  No.  2493,  to  establish  seven 
fully  equipped  quarantine  stations  at  points  on  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  coasts,  viz :  One  at  the  mouth  of  the  Delaware  Bay ;  one  near 
Cape  Charles,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay;  one  on  the 
Georgia  coast ;  one  at  or  near  Key  West ;  one  in  San  Diego  Harbor ; 
one  in  San  Francisco  Harbor,  and  one  at  or  near  Port  Townsend,  at 
the  entrance  to  Puget  Sound. 

We  were  listened  to  with  courtesy  and  attention  in  each  instance^ 
and  assured  that  every  opportunity  would  be  furnished  for  bringing 
the  bill  before  the  House  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

These  assurances  were  strictly  fulfilled.  The  bill  passed  the  House 
soon  after  and  is  now  a  law.

Department  of  Internal  Affairs, 
Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 
The  importance  of  this  Bureau,  which  was  created  by  the  «ct  of 
June  3, 18S5,  has  not  as  yet  been  well  understood.  It  seems  to  have 
been  the  purpose  of  ihe  framers  of  the  law  to  collect  informaiion  as 
to  the  entire  number  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  throughout  the 
Commonwealth,  as  well  as  to  secure  a  full  registration  of  the  physi- 
cians. Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  referred  to,  the  clerical  duties 
were  imposed  upon  this  department,  and  the  management  of  the 
Bureau  upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  ;  but  this  department  has  co- 
operated with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  so  far 
as  possible,  in  all  hisefforis  to  accomplish  the  results  contejiiplated 
by  the  law.  Up  to  this  time  no  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  statis- 
tics concerning  the  births  and  deaths  that  occur  in  the  Common- 
wealth. The  blank  forms  for  the  registration  of  physicians  were  pre- 
pared, in  which  information  was  called  for  as  to  the  name  of  the 
practitioner,  date  of  registration,  residence,  sex,  color,  place  of  birth, 
and  college  from  which  graduated ;  also  the  number  and  character  of 
degrees  conferred.  These  blanks  were  sent  to  the  prothonotaiies  of 
the  several  countie?,  with  a  letter  of  instruction  requesting  a  prompt 
return  of  the  blanks  witii  the  information  asked  for.  In  a  few  cases 
some  attention  was  paid  to  these  requests,  but  as  a  rule  they  were  not 
responded  to,  for  the  reason  generally  given,  that  no  compensation 
was  allowed  for  the  work  to  be  performed.  When  the  present  ad- 
ministration assumed  the  duties  of  the  office,  in  May,  18S7,  a  few  re- 
turns were  found  to  have  been  made,  but  none  of  them  had  been  re- 
corded. Books  of  record  were  at  once  prepared  and  a  complete  reg- 
istration made  of  these  returns.  During  the  last  year,  through  the 
earnest  efforts  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  with  such  assistance  as  he  was 
able  to  obtain  from  local  medical  societies  and  boards  of  health,  a 
great  addition  has  been  made  to  the  registration.    There  are  now 
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8,248  names  registered,  wliich  embraces  all  the  coontiea  of  the  Com- 
mon vveallli  except.  Adamg,  Bucks,  Cafiibiia,  Carbon,  Clarion,  Fulton, 
Greene,  Ak-Kean.  Snyder,  Somerset,  liijia,  Westmoreland  and  Wyom- 
ing. Tlie  a*!;|!:regate  popnlation  of  Hie  count  lea  thna  far  repoiling  is, 
according  to  the  census  of  I8S0,  3,71Mv5TG»  Allowing  the  remaining 
conniics  lire  same  proportion  of  physicians,  there  would  ^eein  to  be  at 
present  about  0,318  practicing  [jhysicians  in  the  Commonweabh ;  or 
an  average  of  one  physician  to  every  451)  inhabitants.  The  fulJowing 
table  shows  (in  each  county)  the  number  of  persons  to  each  physi- 
ciiin;  the  number  of  male  and  femalo  physicians;  the  numb.^r  prac- 
ticing wit  iiout  diplomas;  the  number  who  are  foreign  born,  and  the 
total  number  registered  ; 
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In  the  county  of  Bedford  the  law  requiring  registration  must  have 
been  disregarded,  as  there  are  but  two  physicians  reported  as  regis- 
tered there.  It  would  appear  that  there  are  about  17,46-t  persons  to 
each  physician,  which,  of  course,  is  a  misrepresentation  of  the  facts. 
This  condition  seems  also  to  exist  in  the  county  of  Lehigh,  where  bat 
12  physicians  are  reported,  making  6,497  persons  to  each  one.  Forest 
county  shows  the  largest  number  of  physicians  in  proportion  to  the 
population.  The  returns  fail  to  show  the  place  of  birth  of  many  of 
the  physicians.  Of  the  8,248  reported,  641  are  of  foreign  birth.  The 
following  table  gives  the  number  of  foreign  born,  and  shows  the  num- 
ber of  each  nationality :

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Note  to  Reffister  of  Physioians. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  desires  it  to  be  understood  that,  in  publish- 
ing this  list  of  the  practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,  it  does  not  in 
any  way  endorse  the  character  of  those  whose  names  appear.  It  simply 
records  the  fact  that  these  persons  have  registered.  There  has  been 
considerable  laxity  on  the  part  of  the  registration  officers.  The  law  has 
not  always  been  fully  understood,  and  in  some  instances,  even  where  it 
has,  its  requirements  have  been  slighted. 

There  are  many  names  recorded  of  persons  holding  diplomas  from 
those  infamous  bogtLS  faculties  which  disgraced  Philadelphia  some  years 
since.  In  many  instances  the  prothonotary  had  no  choice  but  to  admit 
these  pretenders  to  registration,  the  charters  of  the  colleges  (so-caUed) 
not  having  been  revoked  at  the  time  the  diplomas  were  purchased.  In 
each  instance,  however,  the  name  of  the  college  from  which  the  physi- 
cian was  giaduated  is  given,  or,  in  case  he  possesses  no  diploma,  the 
length  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  in  continuous  practice  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1881.  To  this  the  Board  has  thought 
it  well  to  add  a  list  of  the  coUeges  from  which  the  physicians  of  the 
State  have  received  their  credentials,  noting  each  case  in  which  their 
has  been  a  taint  of  fraudtdence.  This  will  enable  the  public  to  be  some- 
what on  their  guard. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  reported  in  the  tables  of  comparison 
is  less  than  that  given  in  the  general  list.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that 
these  tables  were  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs,  whose 
report  was  published  much  in  advance  of  our  own  and  that  a  considera- 
ble number  of  delinquent  counties  have  since  reported.  Many  correc- 
tions also  require  to  be  made  for  deaths  and  removals.  The  value  of 
this  register  is  therefore  mainly  that  it  formed  a  broad,  and,  in  the  main, 
correct  basis  for  future  work  which  ydU  result  in  the  completion  at  no 
distant  date,  of  one  which  shall  be  complete  and  accurate.  Any  one 
who  is  in  the  habit  of  making  deductions  from  tables,  figures  and  statis- 
tics knows  how  voluminous  the  manuscript  of  such  work  becomes,  and 
how  much  easier  these  records  are  to  maniptdate  when  reduced  to  print. 

In  the  following  list  it  is  to  be  imderstood  that  all  colleges  not  an- 
notated have  an  actual  and  legal  existence  so  far  as  the  Board  has  been 
able  to  ascertain.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  of  the  641  foreign  bom  physi- 
cians, Great  Britain  is  the  birthplace  of  152  and  Gtermany  of  131.  The 
registration  indicates  that  7,316  are  graduates  of  medical  colleges,  2,009 
being  among  the  alumni  of  Jefferson  Medical  College,  and  1,945  among 
the  alumni  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  returns  further  show 
that  there  are  932  physicians  without  diplomas,  who  are  now  practicing 
under  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  1881,  which  allowed 
those  who  had  been  in  constant  practice  for  ten  years  to  continue  with- 
out certificates  of  graduation.  Of  8,248  reported,  7,932  are  males  and  316 
females.  In  the  counties  of  Allegheny  and  Erie  about  nine  per  centum 
of  the  physicians  are  females.

IL    ON  THE  BIGHT  OF  A  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  TO  HOENSS 
SLAUGHTER  HOUSES,

Geo.  B,  Sohock,  Esq.,  City  Solicitor^  Lebanon : 

Dear  Sir  :  Excuse  my  delay  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  the  7th, 
I  have  been  absent  from  the  city  most  of  the  time  since  receiving  it. 
Please  inform  me  under  what  law  your  board  of  health  is  organized* 
the  act  of  1887,  or  a  special  act  of  its  own  ?  In  response  to  your  ques- 
tion, I  would  say ;  In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  a  slaughter  house  ia 
a  much  greater  menace  to  the  safety  of  a  city  than  a  deposit  of  gun- 
powder or  dynamite,  and  there  is  just  as  much  reason  for  licensing  the 
former  as  the  latter.  In  the  matter  of  the  protecUon  of  the  public 
health,  the  powers  conlerred  upon  municipal  and  sanitary  authorities 
are  plenary  and  arbitrary*  Much  is  left  to  their  discretion*  The 
board  of  health  of  Philadelphia  last  week  burned  down  a  man's 
house  because  it  was  a  neat  of  small  pox*  You  would  search  the 
statute  books  in  vain  for  the  authorization  of  this  act  in  so  many 
words.  The  State  Board  has  done  the  same  thing,  simply  because  the 
man  kept  his  premises  in  such  a  filthy  condition,  that  they  were  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  hia  neighbors. 

The  State  Board  holds  that  the  only  way  in  which  the  proprietors 
of  8uch  establishments  can  be  made  to  understand  the  dangerous 
character  of  their  buBineas,  and  hence  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Board  for  carrying  it  on  in  an  innocuous  manner^ 
ia  by  subjecting  them  to  a  license. 

The  State  Board  has  authority  to  adopt  regulations  to  check  the 
progress  of  infectious  diseases  or  epidemics.  Now  it  is  an  axiom  with 
sanitarians,  that  nothing  aids  more  in  the  spread  of  epidemics  than 
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the  presence  of  an  atmosphere  charged  with  organic  imparities,  and 
that,  on  the  other  hand,  nothing  more  effectoally  contributes  to  pre- 
vent, limit  and  check  them  than  a  pure  atmosphere.  The  Board  con- 
ceives that  it  would  be  an  act  of  imbecility  to  wait  until  the  epidemic 
comes,  and  not  till  then  take  measures  to  stay  it  Its  duty  is  to  take 
every  known  precaution  in  advance.  It  therefore  conceives  that  any 
local  board  may  act  under  the  authority  of  its  regulations  in  this  matter 
without  the  necessity  for  any  special  act  of  legislation.  If,  however, 
doubt  is  felt  as  to  the  result  of  testing  this  question  before  the  courts, 
the  problem  could  be  solved  by  the  passage  of  an  appropriate  ordi- 
nance by  your  city  councils.  If  boards  of  health  are  going  to  ac- 
complish any  decided  results  for  the  good  of  the  people,  they  must 
necessarily  be  arbitrary,  and  much  discretionary  power  must  be  re- 
posed in  them. 

Under  the  act  of  1887,  No.  144,  section  XXXVI,  Article  7,  cities  have 
the  power  ^^  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  in- 
habitants and  to  remove  and  prevent  nuisances,''  and  under  section 
XXXIX  "  to  prescribe  limits  within  which  no  dangerous,  obnoxious  or 
offensive  business  shall  be  carried  on."  The  right  to  banish  a  busi- 
ness entirely  from  a  city,  which  is  herein  conveyed,  certainly  includes 
the  right  to  demand  a  guarantee  that  said  business,  if  permitted  to  re- 
main, shall  be  prosecuted  in  accordance  with  prescribed  regulations ; 
and  that  guarantee  naturally  takes  the  form  of  a  license,  which  may 
be  revoked  in  case  of  failure  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  Under 
section  4,  Article  XV,  the  Board  of  Health  has  power  ''  to  make  all 
such  other  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  health."  Under  section  6  of  the  same  article,  it  is 
declared  that  ^^  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  shall  have  the 
force  of  ordinances  of  the  city."  The  law  might  have  been  more  ex- 
plicit in  its  grant  of  powers,  certainly,  but  the  general  grant  conveys 
all  the  needed  authority.

III.    THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  ALTOONA.

Dr.  Benjamin  Lee, 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Healthy  Philadelphia^  Pa. : 
Dear  Sir  :  We  have  a  question  here  in  Altoona  which  we  would 
like  a  little  advice  upon.    Just  outside  the  city  line  there  are  parties 
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living  who  have  oversowing  privies^  which  are  a  eerious  nuisance  to 
parties  living  inside  the  city  line.  The  local  hoard  of  health  are  iry* 
ing  to  deal  with  these  parties  outside  the  city  line  as  best  they  can 
under  the  circumstances,  but  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  have 
the  question  brought  to  your  attention,  and  a  decision  obtained,  if 
possible,  as  to  what  jurisdiction  the  local  board  of  health  has  in 
raatters  of  this  kind,  and  also  they  woold  lifee  any  instructions  or  help 
which  you  can  give  them  in  any  way  toward  dealing  with  such 
problems. 

The  question  is  somewhat  broader  than  this  single  case  of  these 
privies,  as  the  local  board  has  tallow-rendering  establishments,  bone- 
boiling  establishments,  and  also  pollution  of  the  water  supply  to  deal 
with,  all  of  which  are  outside  the  city  limits.  Can  you  point  us  to 
any  legislation  which  defines  the  powers  of  local  boards  of  health  out- 
side the  special  jurisdiction  which  they  are  supposed  to  control,  or  can 
the  State  Board  of  Health  arrange  in  any  way  so  that  these  nuisances 
can  be  abated  ?  Any  help  you  can  give  the  local  board  here  will  be 
very  greatly  appreciated. 

While  I  am  writing,  allow  me  to  say,  that  the  question  of  the  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage  of  Altoona  has  been  studied  a  good  deal  since  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  you  at  Lewiaburg,  and  it  is  possible  we 
may  want  to  ask  you  and  Mr.  Murphy  to  come  to  Altoona  soon,  and 
approve  or  criticise  a  plan  which  we  have  in  mind.  The  situation 
here  is  such  that  we  would  like  verv  much  the  backing  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  the  matter  of  disposing  of  the  sewage.  Our  city 
councils  are  a  little  slow  and  inclined  to  put  things  off,  and  also  with 
the  characteristic  of  men  of  not  very  wide  culture,  they  look  upon  new 
new  schemes,  especially  if  they  cost  money,  rather  antagonistically. 
Nothing  has  yet  been  definitely  decided  upon,  but  we  would  like  a 
suggestion  from  you  and  Mr,  Murphy,  or  if  you  have  no  suggestion  to 
give,  we  would  like  your  criticism  and  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
plan  which  we  have  to  suggest.

I  Dear  Sir  :  Referring  to  your  recent  letter,  containing  information 

|l  in  regard  t^  slaughter  houses,  and  your  request  in  same  for  any  sug- 

I  gestions  growing  out  of  the  experience  of  the  local  board  of  healthy  in 

I  regard  to  further  legislation  that  may  be  needed,  we  are  very  much 

I  obliged  for  the  information  in  regard  to  slaughterhouses.    It  will  en- 
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able  U8  to  act  intelligently,  if  we  do  not  sQcceed  in  accomplishing  all 
we  desire  to. 

I  am  very  much  interested  in  knowing  that  there  is  a  prospect  of 
legislation  early  the  coming  year,  especially  on  health  matters,  and 
have  heard  incidentally  practically  the  same  as  you  seem  to  convey, 
namely,  that  the  act  of  1887  will  probably  be  declared  unconstitu- 
tional about  the  Ist  of  January,  and  it  is  desirous  to  have  everything 
ready,  so  that  a  new  act  avoiding  the  difficulties  of  the  act  of  1887 
may  be  carried  through  soon,  so  as  to  give  us  as  small  an  interim  as 
possible . 

We  are  quite  strongly  of  the  view  that  considerable  legislation  may 
wisely  be  had  in  regard  to  certain  health  matters,  and  the  following 
points,  which  you  have  undoubtedly  run  across  otherwheres,  have  oc- 
curred in  the  course  of  our  work  in  Altoona  during  the  last  two  or 
three  years,  which  points  we  have  often  found  under  existing  legisla- 
tion to  be  difficult  to  meet : 

First  In  those  portions  of  the  city  which  have  no  sewers  we  have 
encouraged  the  people  to  drain  into  the  gutters,  believing  that  cess- 
pools on  the  lots  were  worse  than  to  keep  the  filth  on  the  surface  of 
the  ground  with  the  prospect  of  having  it  washed  away  with  heavy 
rains.  Unfortunately  the  portions  of  the  city  which  are  not  sewered 
are  likewise  not  guttered,  consequently  quite  serious  difficulties  have 
arisen.  We  have  tried  to  compel  the  parties  draining  into  the  gut- 
ters to  keep  the  gutters  cleaned  out,  and  thus  in  a  measure  obviate 
this  difficulty  of  lack  of  good  gutters,  but  here  two  serious  difficulties 
have  arisen.  Many  squares  have  vacant  lots  midway  of  the  square, 
the  corners  being  built  up  first.  The  parties  above  the  vacant  lots 
clean  out  the  gutters  and  drain  down  to  them.  The  parties  below  the 
lots  clean  out  the  gutters  and  drain  to  the  next  street,  but  who  shall 
make  gutters  and  clean  out  gutters  in  front  of  the  vacant  lots?  obvi- 
ously not  the  parties  owning  the  lots,  since  they  contribute  no  filth, 
but  if  the  individuals  above  the  vacant  lots  are  to  gutter  in  front  of 
the  vacant  lots,  who  shall  decide  how  much  each  one  shall  do  ?  Obvi- 
ously the  local  board  of  health  is  not  a  board  of  arbitration  to  de- 
cide such  cases,  and  our  procedure  thus  far  has  been  to  refer  to  coun- 
cils, with  the  request  that  they  furnish  a  gutter.  Again,  in  many 
squares  the  two  ends  of  the  square  are  higher  than  the  middle,  con- 
sequently the  filth  from  all  the  houses  goes  toward  the  middle  of  the 
square,  forming  a  pond  and  frequently  overflowing  into  the  highway 
and  flowing  down  into  the  pools  below  on  the  other  side  of  the  street. 
It  is  of  course  obviously  not  the  function  of  the  board  of  health 
to  decide  upon  the  grade  of  a  street  or  to  fill  up  holes  in  the  streets 
and  establish  a  gutter  line.  Such  cases  also  have  been  referred  to 
councils,  but  here  comes  our  difficulty.     Our  councils  take  no  action. 
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The  number  of  cases  in  this  city  like  the  above  is  large,  and  our  couti 
cils  not  very  well  disposed  to  pay  attention  to  health  matters.  The 
result  has  been  that  sometimes  by  pleading,  sometimes  by  persuasion 
and  sometimes  by  intimidation,  we  have  gotten  along  with  cases  of 
this  kind,  but  the  present  state  of  affairs  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
We  have  held  that  councila  were  reBponsible  for  such  a  state  of  affairs, 
but  who  is  f!;oing  to  make  councils  do  their  duty.  Obviously  the  local 
board  of  health,  which  is  a  creature  of  councils,  has  no  power  to  com- 
pel it  to  abate  such  nuisances,  and  with  present  legislation  we  must 
either  compel  the  individual  to  keep  his  filth  at  home,  which  we  do 
not  like  to  do  for  reasons  previously  mentioned,  or  we  must  let  mat- 
ters go  and  temporize  as  best  we  can.  It  seems  to  us  that  some  legis- 
lation making  it  compulsory  on  councils  to  do  certain  things  for  the 
health  of  the  people,  or  some  power  somewhere  to  compel  them  to 
take  action  if  they  fail,  is  an  absolute  essential  where  there  are  no 
sewers  and  no  gutters.  Either  the  local  board  of  health  must  be 
given  the  power  to  spend  the  city's  money  and  abate  such  nuisances, 
or  the  councils  must  be  compelled  to  take  action.  Some  clauses  defin- 
ing the  relation  between  the  councils  and  other  portions  of  the  city 
government  on  one  hand,  and  the  board  of  health  on  the  other  hand, 
would  be  a  very  valuable  thing.  A  single  further  illustration  of  this 
want  of  properly  defined  relation  between  the  councils  and  the  local 
board  of  health.  The  city  hall  and  jail  a  few  months  ago  was  so 
filthy  as  to  be  absolutely  almost  a  pest-house.  With  the  warkt  of  care 
and  attention  which  is  characteristic  of  councils  in  towns  like  Altoona, 
no  action  was  taken  until  after  several  vigorous  stirrings  up  by  the 
local  board,  and  the  advent  of  a  new  mayor,  things  were  taken  in 
hand.  If  the  local  board  had  had  the  power  it  would  tiave  had  this 
state  of  affairs  remedied  long  ago,  but  who  should  it  compel  to  do  the 
work? 

Second*  Another  difficulty  which  we  have  found  to  be  quite  serious^ 
is  that  there  are  certain  nuisances  which  we  cannot  locate  on  any  one, 
that  is  to  say,  it  is  impossible  to  prove  who  created  the  nuisance.  An 
example  will  be  a  dead  dog,  a  dead  cat  or  a  dead  hog  in  the  streets  or 
in  a  vacant  lot.  The  parties  who  own  the  property  may  be  completely 
innocent,  these  materials  have  been  thrown  upon  their  property  by 
malicious  or  evil-disposed  persons.  How  shall  these  nuisances  be 
remedied  ?  Thus  far  we  have  had  them  removed  at  the  expense  of  the 
city,  paying  for  them  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the 
board,  under  the  item  of  disinfection,  and  care  of  infectious  diseases. 
We  have  been  told  that  there  is  a  question,  if  any  one  should  raise  a 
I  point,  whether  we  would  be  able  to  defend  ourselves  for  this  expendi- 
f  ture.  It  seems  highly  desirable  that  the  power  of  the  board  of  health 
I         in  this  respect,  should  beat  least  clearly  defined;    that  is  in  cases 
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where  it  is  impossible  to  locate  who  is  to  blame,  which  cases  are 
already  provided  for  in  the  statute ;  the  board  of  health  should  have 
its  power  defined. 

Third.  Altoona  is  rapidly  growing,  especially  outside  the  city  lim- 
its. The  population  on  the  streets  just  outside  the  city  limits  is  in 
many  cases  as  thick  as  in  the  city,  and  the  necessity  for  cleanliness 
and  health  rules  is  as  great  as  for  much  of  the  city  inside  the  city 
limits.  At  present  the  local  board  are  believed  to  have  no  authority 
outside  the  city  limits,  and  consequently  overflowinc^  privies  which 
drain  into  the  city  cannot  be  prevented.  Thus  far  we  have  scared 
people  into  abating  such  nuisances,  but  it  is  clear  in  our  minds  that 
the  power  of  the  local  board  over  such  cases  should  be  defined.  This 
is  especially  true  also  of  water  supply.  To  the  certain  knowledge  of 
the  board  of  health  of  Altoona,  an  enormous  pile  of  stable  and  hog 
manure  exists  near  the  sources  of  its  present  water  supply,  from 
which,  after  and  during  every  heavy  rain,  large  quantities  of  filth 
drain  into  the  water  supply.  The  local  board  has  a  number  of  times 
tried  to  persuade  the  parties  responsible  for  this  filth  to  remove  it 
The  distance  from  Altoona  is  about  seven  or  eight  miles.  We  cannot 
but  think  that  in  some  way  there  should  be  a  means  of  protecting  the 
water  supply  from  contamination,  at  least  such  contamination  as 
could  be  readily  avoided  by  a  little  care. 

Fourth.  We  have  had  a  case  like  this  :  A  party  pasturing  cattle  in  a 
lot  through  which  runs  a  small  stream,  which  is  practically  nothing  but 
a  sewer,  and  whose  cattle  have  no  other  source  from  which  to  satisfy 
their  thirst,  is  selling  milk  in  the  city.  The  pasture  of  the  cattle  is 
just  outside  the  city  limits.  This,  of  course,  comes  under  the  head  of 
unhealthy  food  and  drink,  and  it  is  entirely  possible  that  the  present 
law  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  but  it  would  probably  be  well  to  have 
the  paragraph  defining  the  powers  of  the  local  board  over  unhealthy 
food  and  drink,  looked  after  and  made  clear  beyond  question. 

Fifth,  We  have  had  some  cases  where  the  only  possible  remedy 
for  the  filthy  condition  of  a  locality  was  a  sewer.  In  other  words,  the 
land  was  so  situated,  the  amount  of  drainage  so  large  and  the  capa- 
bility of  the  gutter  for  disposing  of  it  so  poor,  that  the  only  remedy 
seemed  to  be  to  have  a  sewer,  but  according  to  the  present  law,  the 
ordering  in  of  a  sewer  is  not  one  of  the  powers  of  the  board  of  health. 
In  the  case  of  Altoona,  a  city  largely  composed  of  workingmen,  the 
disposition  to  make  the  taxes  as  light  as  possible,  is  very  strong,  and 
consequently  sewers  are  antagonized  as  much  as  can  be.  The  coun- 
cilmen  yield  to  the  protestations  of  their  constituents,  and  do  as  little 
as  possible  in  regard  to  sewering.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  it  would 
be  extremely  desirable,  if  in  some  way  this  state  of  affairs  could  be 
avoided.    It  is  certain  that  the  health  of  the  city  would  be  very 
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greatly  iraproved  many  times,  if  this  could  be  done*  It  is  possible 
that  existing  legislation  is  sufficient,  but  the  mode  of  procedure  is  not 
clear,  and  we  think  it  could  be  wisely  introduced  into  the  act. 

Sixth,  Our  lawyers  here  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  existing  leg- 
islation, it  is  essential,  in  order  to  drive  slaughter  houses  out  of  the 
city,  that  action  should  be  taken  by  councils.  In  other  words,  it  would 
be  entirely  possible  for  the  State  Board  to  do  so  if  they  chose,  but 
they  do  not  think  that  the  local  board  which  derives  its  power  from 
councils,  could  act  under  the  authority  of  the  State  Board.  Would 
it  not  be  well  to  have  some  provision  introduced  into  the  act  that 
would  define  the  power  of  the  local  board  over  slaughter  houses, 
bone-boiling  establishments  and  other  noxious  trades? 

iSevejit/i,  In  our  attempts  at  having  the  city  clean  and  kept  clean^ 
we  have  often  been  met  with  the  question,  ''  what  shall  we  do  with 
the  filth?"  It  is  possible  that  it  is  not  time  for  any  legislation  on  this 
subject  as  yet.  but  we  simply  mention  it  with  the  idea  in  mind  as  to 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  anything  introduced  into  the  act 
giving  local  boards  of  health  any  power  in  the  matter  of  cremation  or 
other  disposal  of  filth. 

Eighth,  A  question  which  is  growing  in  importance,  and  which 
must  necessarily  come  up  within  a  short  lime  in  cities  situated  like 
Altoona,  is*  what  shall  be  done  %vith  our  sewage?  You  are  quite  well 
aware  of  what  has  already  been  done  in  Altoona  in  the  matter,  and 
also  of  the  difficulties.  The  more  we  think  the  matter  over  the  more 
we  cannot  but  feel,  that  some  extension  of  the  powers  of  municipali- 
ties is  absolutely  essential.  At  present  they  have  no  power  to  go  one 
foot  outside  the  city  limits  to  dispose  of  the  filth,  and  consequently  if 
they  attempt  to  do  anything  with  sewage  treatment  in  any  shape, 
they  are  entirely  within  the  power  of  whoever  happens  to  own  the 
land  that  they  w^ant  to  use.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  the  right  of 
eminent  domain,  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  should  be  conferred  on 
municipalities,  unquestionably  with  proper  restrictions,  possibly  such 
restrictions  as  you  and  I  were  talking  about  some  time  since,  namely, 
to  make  all  plans  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  There  is  hardly  any  question  con- 
nected with  the  health  of  Altoona,  which  is  more  important  than  the 
disposal  of  the  sewage  and  the  constrnction  of  sewers.  The  question 
of  whether  the  sewers  can  be  ordered  in  as  a  health  measure,  has 
already  been  discussed  under  section  fifth  above.  The  question  of  the 
disposal  of  sewage  outside  the  city  certainly  needs  attention. 

I  will  send  you  a  revised  copy  with  some  corrections,  of  the  paper 
on  Altoona  sewage  in  a  few  days  now.

Dr.  C.  L,  GrMMiBT,  Medical  Inspector  : 

Dear  Doctor  :  Your  report  is  received  and  placed  on  file,  I 
brought  before  the  Board  at  its  meeting  at  Harrisborg  yesterday  the 
request  of  the  council  of  Brownsville,  that  the  Board  should  assume 
the  duty  of  enforcing  the  model  ordinance  in  that  borough.  The 
Board  was  unanimously  of  the  opinion  this  would  be  an  assumption 
of  power  not  delegated  to  it  by  law.  It  is  only  in  special  cases  and 
emergencies  that  it  can  step  in  and  assume  the  functions  of  a  council 
or  a  local  board  in  the  suppression  of  epidemics  or  the  abatement  of 
crying  nuisances.  It  cannot  assiime  the  routine  duties  of  mnnicipal 
authorities.  Moreover^  to  do  so  would  be  to  interfere  with  the  ac- 
complishment of  one  of  its  most  important  functions,  and  most  desired 
ends,  via  :  the  education  of  the  people  in  seirgovernment  in  sanitary 
matters.  We  wish  to  stir  up  the  consciences  of  the  people  in  all  our 
towns  and  Tillages  in  this  respect,  and  lead  them  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves,  not  to  depend  upon  the  state  to  take  care  of  them.  Your 
council  should  stand  up  to  the  work  Hk?  men,  and  not  endeavor  to 
shift  the  responsibility  on  the  shoulders  of  any  other  body. 

In  regard  to  permits,  this  Board  does  not  issue  them,  except  for 
transportation  of  dead  bodies.  It  simply  provides  the  form.  Your 
council  should  buy  them  of  Mr,  Meyers*  Nor  are  you  authorized  to 
charge  any  fees.  If  the  council  should  appoint  you  as  the  health  of- 
ficer of  the  borough,  they  could  establish  a  fee  list.  Bat  I  am  strongly 
in  favor  of  making  registration  as  little  onerous  as  possible.  It  is  dif- 
ficult enough  to  induce  people  to  take  the  necessary  trouble,  and  if 
we  impose  a  tax  in  addition,  we  shall  find  it  still  more  so.  You  have 
met  with  unusual  anccess  in  your  first  effort,  and  I  expect  to  see  you 
make  Brownsville  a  model  town.  Inspector  Free,  in  Elk  county,  has 
succeeded  in  getting  a  board  of  health  formed,  which  includes  several 
mining  towns,  and  reports  wonderful  results  from  its  energetic  action.

DRUGKS  AND  MBDIOINAL  PRBPARATIONS  IN  THB  STATB 
OP  PBNNSYLVANIA. 

WuEBBAS,  The  safety  of  the  public  is  endangered  by  want  of  care 
in  the  sale  of  poisons,  whether  to  be  used  as  such  for  legitimate  par- 
poses  or  employed  as  medicines  and  dispensed  on  the  prescriptions  of 
physicians ; 

And  whereas^  The  ability  of  physicians  to  overcome  disease  de- 
pends greatly  on  their  obtaining  good  and  unadulterated  drags  and 
properly  prepared  medicines ; 

And  whereas^  The  persons  to  whom  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
drugs,  medicines  and  poisons  properly  belong,  known  as  apothecaries, 
chemists,  and  druggists  or  pharmacists,  should  possess  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  business  and  science  of  pharmacy  in  all  its  rela- 
tions; therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  jRepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samey  That  here- 
after no  person  whomsoever  shall  open  or  carry  on  as  manager  in  the 
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State  of  Pennaylvania  any  retail  drug  or  chemical  store,  nor  engage 
in  the  businesB  of  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  or  prescrip- 
liona  of  physicians^  or  of  selling  at  retail  any  drags,  chemicals,  poisons 
or  medicines,  without  having  obtained  a  certificate  of  competetcy  and 
qualification  so  to  do  from  the  state  pharmaceutical  examining  board, 
and  having  been  duly  registered  as  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania a  board,  to  be  styled  the  state  pharmaceutical  examining  board, 
to  consist  of  five  persons,  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  among  the  most  skil- 
ful retail  apothecaries  actually  engaged  in  said  businoss  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  who  must  have  had  ten  years'  practical  experi- 
ence in  the  same— one  to  eerve  five  years,  one  four  years,  one  three 
years,  on©  two  years  and  one  one  year  in  the  first  instance,  and  there- 
after annually  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  said  board  tor  the  term  of  five  years.  The  said  persons  so 
appointed  shall  be  and  constitute  the  said  the  state  pharmaceutical  ejc- 
amining  board,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  term  for  which  they 
were  appointed,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed  and 
qualified,  and  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  five 
dollars  for  each  day  actually  engaged  in  this  service,  and  all  legitimate 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  said 
board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  part  of  the  salary  of 
said  board  or  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 

The  said  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  members  secre- 
tary, who  in  addition  to  his  compensation  as  a  member  of  said  board 
shall  receive  a  further  sum,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annu- 
ally, for  his  services  as  secretary. 

They,  the  said  board,  and  each  of  them  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
their  appointment  or  being;  apprised  of  the  same,  take  and  subscribe 
an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  properly  qualified  officer  of  the  county 
in  which  they  reside  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  perform 
the  duties  of  their  office. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gover- 
nor  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  from  among  such  only  as  are  eligible 
for  original  appointment. 

Section  3.  The  said  the  pharmaceutical  examining  board  shall  keep 
a  book  of  registration  open  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  at  least  four  newspapers  in 
the  state  and  so  divided  as  to  reach  as  nearly  as  practicable  all  parts 
thereof,  in  which  book  shall  be  registered  the  name  and  address  of 
each  and  everj^  person  duly  qualified  under  this  act  to  conduct  and 
carry  on  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary  business  or  to  hold  the  posi- 
tion of  qualified  assistant  therein.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  per- 
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sons  now  conducting,  or  who  shall  hereafter  conduct,  the  business  of 
retail  apothecaries,  or  those  acting  in  the  capacity  of  qualified  assist- 
ants therein  in  said  state,  to  apply  to  said  board  and  be  registered  as 
such  within  ninety  days  after  such  notice,  and  thereafter  every  three 
years.  Application  for  registration  only  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  the 
secretary  of  the  examining  board  after  being  properly  attested  before 
a  notary  public  or  any  other  person  authorized  to  administer  an  oath 
or  affirmation  in  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  resides. 

The  form  of  application  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
board  may  see  proper  to  adopt,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  applicant  be 
put  to  any  unnecessary  expense  in  order  to  secure  registration. 

Section  4.  The  said  board  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive 
from  each  applicant  for  examination  and  registration  and  for  the  cer- 
tificate hereinafter  provided  a  fee  not  to  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for 
registration  only  a  fee  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  in  the  first  instance, 
and  for  renewing  the  same  every  three  years  a  fee  not  to  exceed  one 
dollar;  and  the  amount  derived  from  this  source  shall  be  held  by  said 
board  and  be  applied  to  the  expenses  and  salaries  herein  provided, 
and  such  as  may  arise  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  they,  the 
said  board,  shall  report  annually  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  together  with  the  number  of  pharmacists  registered  under 
this  act. 

Section  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  meet  at  Uast 
once  every  three  months  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  or  at  such  other 
place  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  examine  all  persons  who  shall 
desire  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  retail  apothecary,  or  that  of  retail- 
ing drugs,  chemicals  or  poisons,  or  of  compounding  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, touching  their  competency  and  qualifications,  and  they,  the 
said  board,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  grant  to  such  persons  as  may 
be  qualified  certificates  of  competency  or  qualification,  which  shall 
entitle  the  holders  thereof  either  to  conduct  or  carry  on  the  business 
or  to  act  as  a  qualified  assistant  therein,  as  may  be  expressed  upon 
the  said  certificate,  and  such  certificate,  together  with  its  renewals, 
shall  be  good  and  sufficient  evidence  of  registration  under  this  act. 

All  persons  applying  for  examination  for  certificate  to  entitle  them 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  the  retail  drug  or  apothecary  business  must 
produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  had  not  less  than  four  years' 
practical  experience  in  the  business.  And  those  applying  for  exami- 
nation for  certificates  as  qualified  assistants  therein  must  produce  evi- 
dence of  having  not  less  than  two  years'  experience  in  said  business. 

Section  6.  That  no  person  shall  hereafter  engage  as  manager  in  the 
business  of  an  apothecary  or  pharmacist,  or  of  retailing  drugs,  chemi- 
cals and  poisons,  or  of  compounding  and  dispensing  the  prescriptions 
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of  physiciaiig,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  without  having  obtained 
flQch  certiticate  as  aforesaid*  But  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall 
in  any  manner  whatever  interfere  with^the  business  of  any  practi- 
tioner of  medicioe,  nor  prevent  him  from  administering  or  eupplying 
to  hie  patients  such  articles  as  to  hira  ma}^  seem  fit  and  proper,  nor 
shall  it  interfere  with  the  making  and  dealing  in  proprietary  reraediee, 
popularly  called  patent  medicines,  nor  prevent  storekeepers  from 
dealing  in  and  selling  the  commonly  used  medicines  and  poisons,  if 
Boch  medicines  and  poisons  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  require- 
ments of  section  9,  provided  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  this  act  be 
fully  complied  with. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  eection  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  be- 
fore any  coort  shall  be  pnnished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  of  the  proper  connty  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  either  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Section  7.  That  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  or  affect  any  person  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  and 
apothecary  business  iis  proprietor  of  the  same  or  as  qualified  assistant 
therein  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  only  in  so  (ar  as  relates  to 
registration  and  fees  provided  in  sections  3  and  4  of  this  act. 

A  qualified  aesistant,  engaged  in  the  business  at  the  passage  of  this 
act,  is  one  who  has  had  not  lesa  than  two  years'  practical  experience 
in  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary  business.  All  other  assistants  actu- 
ally engaged  in  the  business  at  the  passage  of  this  act  shall,  upon  the 
completion  of  a  like  term  of  two  years'  experience,  be  entitled  to 
registration  as  qualified  assistants  without  examination. 

Section  8.  That  no  person  shall  be  allowed  by  the  proprietor  or 

manager  of  any  store  or  place  where  prescriptions  are  compounded  to 
compound  or  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  physicians,  except  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  said  proprietor  or  his  qualified  assistant, 
unless  holding  a  properly  certified  certificate  of  registration  or  com- 
petency from  the  state  pharmaceutical  examining  board  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  mi&demeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  9,  That  no  person  shall  knowingly,  wilfully,  or  fraudulently 
falsify  or  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  falsified  or  adulterated,  any  drug  or 
medical  substance  or  any  preparation  authorized  or  recognized  by  the 
pharmacopceia  of  the  United  States,  or  used  or  intended  to  be  used  in 
medicinal  practice,  nor  mix  or  cause  to  be  mixed  with  any  such  drug 
I        or  medicinal  substance  any  foreign  or  inert  substance  whatsoever,  for 
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the  purpose  of  destroying  or  weakening  its  medicinal  power  and  effect, 
and  willfally,  knowingly  or  fraudulently  sell  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
sold  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  forfeit  to  the 
commonwealth  all  articles  so  adulterated. 

Section  10.  Poisons, — A  poison  in  the  meaning  of  this  act  shall  be 
any  drug,  chemical  or  preparation  which,  according  to  standard  works 
on  medicine  or  materia  medica,  is  liable  to  be  destructive  to  adult 
human  life  in  quantities  of  sixty  grains  or  less. 

No  person  shall  sell  at  retail  any  poisons  except  as  herein  provided, 
without  affixing  to  the  bottle,  box.  vessel  or  package  containing  the 
same  a  label,  printed  or  plainly  written,  containing  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  ''  poison  "  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the 
seller ;  nor  shall  he  deliver  poison  tp  any  person  without  satisfying 
himself  that  such  poison  is  to  be  used  for  legitimate  purposes. 

It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  any  one  dolling  or  dispensing  poisons, 
which  are  known  to  be  destructive  to  adult  human  life  in  quantities 
of  five  grains  or  less,  before  delivering  them  to  enter  in  a  book  kept 
for  this  purpose,  the  name  of  the  seller,  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  buyer,  the  name  of  the  article,  quantity  sold  or  disposed  of,  and 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  said  to  be  intended,  which  book  of  registry 
shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  two  years,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  coroner  or  courts  of  the  county  in  which  the 
same  may  be  kept. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  specifying  poisonous  articles,  nor  to  the  sale 
to  agriculturists  of  such  articles  as  are  commonly  used  by  them  as  in- 
secticides. Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  11.  Any  graduate  of  an  accredited  medical  college,  who  has 
had  not  less  than  three  years'  continuous  practice  since  the  date  of  his 
diploma,  and  who  is  registered  as  a  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery 
under  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  all 
practitioners  of  medicine  and  surgery,"  approved  the  eighth  day  of 
June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty -one,  may 
be  registered  under  this  act  without  examination,  and  be  granted  a 
certificate  which  shall  entitle  him  to  conduct  and  carry  on  the  retail 
drug  or  apothecary  business  as  proprietor  or  manager  thereof,  subject 
to  fees  provided  in  sections  three  and  four  of  this  act. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  pharmaceutical  exam- 
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niag  board  to  investigate  all  complaints  and  charges  of  non-compli- 
aoee  or  yiolation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act^  and  prosecute  all 
personB  so  offending  whenever  there  shall  appear  to  the  board  reason- 
able ground  for  such  action. 

Section  13.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
in  conflict  with  this,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  of  no  effect.

As  defined  by  the  State  Pliiirmnceutlcal  P^xamiiiiug  Boards  Alonzo  Robbina,  Presi- 
df3Dt>,  Philadelphia;  F.  H.  Eg^ors,  TrLMisurer^  Alltjghony  City  ;  H.  B.  Cochruni  Secre- 
tary, Lancaster;  A,  J»  Tafel,  Philadelphia;  A,  B,  Burns,  Montrose. 


Section  eix  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  sal© 
of  poisons^  and  to  prevent  adulterations  in  draga  and  medical  pre- 
parations in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  says  that  **  nothing  contained 
in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  making  and  dealing  in  proprietary 
remedies,  popularly  called  patent  medicines,  nor  prevent  storekeepers 
from  dealing  in  and  selling  the  commonly  used  medicines  and  poisons, 
if  such  medicines  and  poisons  conform  in  all  reepects  to  the  require- 
ments of  section  nine,  provided  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  this 
act  be  fully  complied  with." 

As  one  of  the  chief  reasons  given  for  the  passage  of  the  act  was 
the  declaration  that ''  the  person  to  whom  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
drags,  medicines  and  poisons  properly  belong,  known  as  apothecaries, 
chemists  and  druggists,  or  pharmacists,  should  possess  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  business  and  science  of  pharmacy  in  all  its  rela- 
tions," and  aa  section  one  aays,  *^  that  no  person  shall  engage  in  the 
business  of  compounding  or  dispensing  medicines  or  prescriptions  of 
physicians,  or  selling  at  retail  any  drugs,  chemicals,  poisons  or  medi- 
cines, without  having  obtained  a  certificate  of  competency  and  qualifi- 
cation," and  as  section  five  says,  that  "  All  persons  applying  for  ex- 
amination for  certificate  to  entitle  them  to  conduct  and  carry  on  the 
retail  drug  or  apothecary  business*  muet  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
of  having  had  not  less  than  four  years'  practical  ^experience  in  the 
business." 

Now,  in  view  of  all  this,  it  clearly  was  not  the  intention  of  the  act 
to  demand  these  qualifications  from  pharmacists,  and  then  permit 
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general  storekeepers  to  carry  on  the  same  business  without  any  special 
qualifications  or  the  necessity  for  registration. 

Therefore  the  permission  granted  in  section  six  is  properly  construed 
to  mean  that  general  storekeepers  may  buy  and  sell,  but  not  mizj 
make^  or  compound^  the  commonly  used  medicines  and  poisons,  and 
further,  that  these  medicines  and  poisons  should  not  be  kept  in  stock 
in  bulk  and  dispensed  or  sold  as  wanted,  but  that  they  should  be 
bought  and  sold  in  bottles  or  other  packages  ready  for  use,  as  indeed 
has  usually  been  the  case  heretofore. 

A  storekeeper  should  not  employ  any  of  the  usual  signs  or  insignia 
used  to  denote  a  retail  drug  store,  such  as  a  mortar  and  pestle,  or  col- 
ored show  bottles ;  and  he  must  not  assume  any  of  the  titles  by  which 
a  registered  pharmacist  is  known,  such  as  apothecary,  chemist  and 
druggist,  or  pharmacist.  While  he  may  adverti&e  or  put  up  a  sign 
that  he  sells  drugs  and  medicines,  he  should  not  do  anything  that  may 
lead  the  public  to  suppose  that  he  is  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  en- 
gaged in  the  retail  drug  and  apothecary  business. 

But  it  must  not  be  understood  that  any  restrictions  whatever  are  to 
be  placed  on  the  sale  by  general  storekeepers,  for  other  than  medical 
purposes^  of  such  articles  as  alum,  borax,  dye  stuffs,  acids  and  many 
other  substances  ^much  more  extensively  used  in  the  arts  than  in 
medicine. 

Medicine  sold  by  storekeepers  must  conform  in  all  respects  to  the 
requirements  of  section  nine,  as  follows  : 

^'  Section  9.  That  no  person  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  or  fraudu- 
lently falsify  or  adulterate  or  cause  to  be  falsified  or  adulterated  any 
drug  or  medical  substance,  or  any  preparation  authorized  or  recog- 
nized by  the  pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States,  or  used  or  intended 
to  be  used  in  medicinal  practice,  nor  mix  or  cause  to  be  nuxed  with 
any  such  drug  or  medicinal  substance,  any  foreign  or  inert  substance 
whatsoever,  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  or  weakening  its  medicinal 
power  and  effect,  and  wilfully,  knowingly  or  fraudulently  sell  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  sold  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  forfeit  to  the  com- 
monwealth all  articles  so  adulterated.'' 

The  object  of  this  section  is  to  prevent  the  sale  of  adulterated  or 
diluted  drugs  or  medicinal  preparations.  Laudanum  must  contain  ten 
per  cent,  of  powdered  opium,  essence  of  peppermint  must  contain  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  oil  of  peppermint,  essence  of  ginger  twenty  per  cent, 
of  ginger,  and  so  on  through  the  entire  list,  every  preparation  must 
be  made  exactly  as  directed  in  the  United  States  PharmacoiKBia. 
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The  severe  penalty  provided  for  the  violation  of  this  gection  is  none 
too  great  for  the  offense*  But  by  buying  and  selling  medicinea  in 
bottles  or  packages  only,  the  storekeeper  might,  to  a  considerable 
degree,  transfer  the  reeponBibility  for  their  quality  to  the  druggist  who 
put  them  up* 

Storekeepers  must  also  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  tenth 
flection : 

"  Section  10,  Poison. — A  poison  in  the  meaning  of  this  act  eball 
be  any  drug,  chemical  or  preparation  which,  according  to  standard 
works  on  medicine  or  materia  medica,  is  liable  to  be  destructive  to 
adult  human  life  in  quantities  of  sixty  grains  or  leas. 

'^  No  person  shall  sell  at  retail  any  poisons  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided^ without  affixing  to  the  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  package  containing 
the  same  a  label,  printed  or  plainly  written,  containing  the  name  of 
the  article,  the  word  *  poison*  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of 
the  seller;  nor  shall  he  deliver  poison  to  any  person  without  satisfy- 
ing himself  that  such  poison  is  to  be  used  for  legtimate  purposes, 

"It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  any  one  selling  or  dispensing  poi^ 
sons,  which  are  known  to  be  destructive  to  adult  human  life,  in  quan- 
tities of  five  grains  or  leas,  before  delivering  them,  to  enter  in  a  book 
kept  for  this  purpose  the  name  of  the  seller,  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  buyer,  the  name  of  the  article,  quantity  sold  or  disposed  of. 
and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  said  to  be  intended,  which  book  of 
registry  shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  two  years,  and  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  coroner  or  courts  of  the  county  in 
which  the  same  may  be  kept, 

^*The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  specifying  poisonous  articles,  nor  to  the  sale 
to  agriculturists  of  such  articles  as  are  commonly  used  by  them  as 
insecticides.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense." 

Careful  attention  must  be  given  to  labeling  and  registering  as  re- 
quired under  this  section*  Registration  books  may  be  obtained  from 
wholesale  druggists,  but  in  most  cases  a  few  sheets  of  paper,  properly 
ruled  and  fastened  together,  would  be  sufficient  for  the  use  of  general 
fltorekeepers. 

Storekeepers  should  take  particular  notice  of  the  fact  that  they 
may  sell,  to  agriculturists  or  farmers,  such  articles  as  are  commonly 
used  by  them  as  insecticides,  without  registering  the  sale;  but  if  the 
same  articles  are  sold  to  any  one  not  a  farmer,  the  sale  must  be  regis- 
tered. 

Carefully  notice  that  no  one  '*8hall  deliver  poison  to  any  person 
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without  satisfying  himself  that  such  poison  is  to  be  used  for  legitimate 
purposes." 

While  it  is  probable  that  in  localities  remote  from  drug  stores,  gen- 
eral storekeepers  might,  without  objection,  be  allowed  to  exceed  the 
strict  measure  of  their  privilege  in  the  sale  of  medicines  and  poisons, 
yet  it  is  only  reasonable  to  insist  that  in  yielding  this,  pharmacists 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  lose  any  of  the  advantages  which  it  was  in- 
tended they  should  enjoy,  in  return  for  the  qualifications  demanded 
and  the  restrictions  placed  upon  them  by  the  pharmacy  act.

Report. 

The  Board  has  held  four  meetings  during  the  year.  Pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act  the  raembereof  the  Board  met,  and  organized 
at  Harrisburg  on  July  12,  1887.  The  Board  was  chiefly  occupied  at 
this  meeting,  as  well  as  at  the  succeeding  one  held  in  October  at  Pitts- 
burgh, with  the  work  of  organization  and  the  examination  of  applica- 
tions for  registration. 

At  the  third  meeting,  held  at  Philadelphia  in  January,  forty-seven 
applicants  presented  themselves  for  examination,  of  which  number 
thirty-nine  were  successful.  At  the  fourth  meeting  held  at  Harris- 
burg in  April,  sixty  applicants  for  examination  were  present,  forty- 
eight  of  whom  were  successful. 

The  total  number  of  pharmacists  registered  up  to,  and  including  the 
April  meeting,  is  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-six,  of  which 
number  nine  hundred  and  eighty-two  are  qualified  assistantfi. 

Total  amount  of  money  received,  $5,349.00 ;  amount  disbursed, 
12,697.71 :  balance  on  hand  May  24,  1888,  $2,651.20;  a  detailed  state- 
ment  by  the  treasurer  is  herewith  presented*

Taken  at  thirty-eight  different  polnta  in  thu  State  of  Pennsylvania^  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  Weather  Service*  Extracted  by  penuission  from  the  report  of 
the  service  to  the  Secretary  of  InternHl  AiTairs,  September,  Octol>erand  Novem- 
ber, 1887.

The  existence  of  a  Htate  Weather  Service  io  Pennsylvania  is  owin^  to 
the  intellig^ent  efforts*  of  that  venerable,  learned  and  patriotic  body  of 
scientists,  the  ''  Franklin  Institute"  of  PhOa<letphia.  Its  inaiig:iiration 
marks  another  step  in  the  awakening  of  the  State  from  its  long  sleep  of 
apathy  and  izidiflference  to  scientific  methods  in  political  economy.  As 
the  Honorable  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs  well  says,  it  will  constitute, 
*' under  proper  management,  one  of  the  mo.^t  beneficial  and  interesting 
branches  of  the  public  service/'  Quite  ap>art,  however,  from  the  objects 
which  its  promoters  had  in  vieM'  of  benefiting  the  agricultural  and  '^om* 
mercial  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  is  the  value  assigned  to  it  by 
sanitarians.  The  phrase,  "under  the  weather,"  as  old  probably  as  the 
English  language,  indicates  the  universaHty  of  the  popular  belief  of  the 
intimate  connection  between  depressed  health  conditions  and  atmos- 
pheric variations.  Scieuce  so  far  from  disproving  this  general  creed 
only  confirms  and  extends  it,  showing  an  intimacy  and  variety  of  asso- 
ciation not  generally  dreamed  of.  Not  until  the  establishment  of  nu- 
merous points  of  observation  provided  with  instruments  of  precision, 
however^  the  outcome  of  very  modern  development,  did  students  of  hy- 
giene find  themselves  pro^dded  with  the  data  for  satisfactorily  working 
out  these  important  problems.  Two  facts  may  be  adduced  as  showing 
tlie  importance  of  this  branch  of  science  in  the  minds  of  the  medical 
profession.  First,  that  for  moi"e  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  Phila- 
delphia County  Medical  Society  has  had  a  "standing  Committee  on 
Meteorology  and  Epidemics,"  whoso  especial  duty  it  was  to  inquire  into 
the  relationship  of  prevalent  diseases  and  meteorological  phenomena 
year  by  year,  and,  secondly,  that  physicians  and  sanitarians  have  united 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  in  establishing  an  "  ilinerican  Society  of 
Climatology  *'  for  the  purpose  of  making  these  questions  a  study  apart. 
The  recent  International  Medical  Congress,  at  Washington,  had  a  sec- 
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tion  comprising  many  of  its  most  prominent  members  devoted  solely  to 
the  consideration  of  these  subjects  and  its  deliberations  fill  a  large  place 
in  its  transactions. 

As  instances  of  the  manner  in  which  such  observations  may  be  profit- 
ably established  in  connection  with  investigations  into  the  causation  of 
disease  I  would  instance  the  extremely  valuable  report  in  the  last  pub- 
lished report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  by  Professor  William  Pep- 
per, provost  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  professor  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  medicine  in  the  medical  department  of  the 
same  institution,  on  the  geographical  distribution  of  consumption  of  the 
lungs  and  malaria  in  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  annual  report  of  the 
health  officer  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  M.  Neale,  for  the  year  1886,  in  which, 
opposite  the  table  of  mortality  for  each  week,  is  placed  a  record  of 
meteorological  observations  for  the  same  period,  while  charts  are  also 
furnished,  showing  at  a  glance,  by  the  graphic  method,  the  relationship 
between  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  general  mortality,  and  the  fluctua- 
tions of  barometer  and  thermometer,  and  variations  in  rainfall.  Of 
course  the  State  Board  of  Health  cannot  utilize  these  observations  with 
such  minuteness  of  detail,  but  it  can,  by  their  aid,  study  the  climatic  and 
meteorological  peculiarities  of  diflferent  sections  of  the  State  and  observe 
their  effects  on  the  character  of  disease  and  rate  of  mortality.  It  will  in 
this  way  be  able  to  point  out  to  seekers  after  health  the  portions  of  our 
vast  domain  which  those  affected  with  special  tendencies  should  reside 
in  and  which  they  should  avoid.  There  is  good  reason  to  suppose  that 
centers  of  imusual  salubrity  will  be  discovered  where  invalids  may  be 
sent  to  regain  their  lost  health  without  being  subjected  to  the  pain  and 
fatigue  of  exhausting  journeys  and  the  sadness  and  tedium  of  complete 
exile.  To  make  such  use  of  these  valuable  data  as  will  best  subserve  the 
public  weal  the  reports  should  be  furnished  to  our  board  with  some 
modifications  from  the  customary  scheme,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Legislature  will  furnish  the  weather  service  such  clerical  assist- 
ance as  will  enable  it  to  work  out  its  results  in  all  possible  direcidons. 
It  is  an  entire  mistake  to  suppose  that  work  of  this  kind  is  theoretical, 
fanciful  and  impracticable.  Franklin  fiying  his  kite  was  undoubtedly 
an  object  of  ridicule  and  contempt  to  the  practical  wiseacres  of  his  time. 
But  to  what  they  considered  his  child's  play  is  due  the  immense  net- 
work of  electrical  nerves  which  unify  the  life  of  this  nation  and  mdke 
possible  practical  results  which  to  them  would  have  been  the  wildest 
fiights  of  oriental  fancy.  The  fact  is  that  there  is  nothing  so  practical 
as  science  in  its  utmost  refinements,  because  it  alone  holds  the  key  to 
the  secrets  of  nature,  of  life  and  of  death,  of  health  and  of  disease. 

"As  a  matter  of  historic  interest,  it  is  worthy  of  being  placed  on  re- 
cord that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  deserves  the  high  honor  of  being 
the  first  to  encourage  and  lend  material  aid  to  the  science  of  meteor- 
ology.   As  early  as  the  year  1837,  on  the  joint  representation  of  the 
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American  Philoeopliical  Soeiety  and  the  Franklin  Institute,  the  Leg-is- 
latnre  of  Pennsylvania  Yoted  an  appropriation  of  money  for  the  organ- 
ization and  conduct  of  a  system  of  meteorologrieal  obeervations.  Sta- 
tions were  establiehed  and  equipped  in  ewch  county  of  the  State,  and 
obaerv^ers  were  obtained  in  every  part  of  the  United  States  who  eon-eB- 
ponded  faithfully  with  the  committee  of  the  two  societies  for  a  number 
of  years,  sending  records  of  their  observations,  and  more  especially  the 
details  of  storms,  the  nature  and  orii^-in  of  which  were  at  that  time  the 
theme  of  earnest  controversy  among  the  men  of  science.  In  spite  of 
the  disadvantages  wliich  the  al)sence  of  facilities  for  the  rapid  trans- 
mission of  news  by  railway  and  telegraph  imposed  on  theses  observers, 
the  committee  was  furnished  by  its  correspondents  viith  the  particulars 
of  fourteen  gi^eat  storms,  and  was  enabled,  from  the  observed  djita,  to 
evolve  a  practical  theorj'  of  storms  which  is  essentially  the  same  as  that 
now  accepted  as  correct.  The  results  obtiiined  were  tabulated,  and  for 
a  number  of  years  were  published  in  the  Journal,  This  early  work,  in 
w  hieh  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  conspicuously  distinguished  herself, 
must  be  regarded  as  tlie  first  step  towards  the  elaborate  system  which 
t<:)-day,  with  the  aid  of  the  telegraph,  finds  its  expression  in  the  signal 
service  of  this  and  other  comitries,  which  has  been  of  such  incalculable 
benefit  to  commerce  and  agriculture,  and  which  will  be  of  not  less  value 
in  promoting  a  knowledge  of  the  causation  of  disease  and  the  means 
for  its  prevention." 

"  It  was  not  until  Sept-ember  that  the  number  of  tmined  obseiwers 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  service  w^as  deemed  to  be  large  enough  and 
sufficiently  widespread  over  the  State  to  wan-ant  the  issue  of  a  special 
.pubUcatiou  containing  the  results  of  their  work.  With  this  month  the 
^ publication  of  a  *' Summary  t*/  Meleorolntjiad  liepo^  mndv  bij  Volun- 
tary Observers  to  the  3Ie(eorological  Committee  of  the  Franklm  Institule, 
PhUmlelphia,  Pa.,"  was  begun,  and  has  since  been  continued.  This 
publication  is  at  present  confined  to  very  modest  propoiiions,  but  as 
the  w^ork  progresses,  it  is  hoped  to  increase  it  both  in  size  and  in  in- 
terest and  value.  Furthermore,  meteorological  dfita  embracing  records 
kept  for  a  series  of  years  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  are  being  col- 
lected for  comi^arison  and  with  the  view  of  publication,  so  that  the 
labors  of  those  who  have  so  long  and  fi-eely  given  their  time  and  energy 
t-o  this  work  may  not  be  lost.'* 
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The  act  under  which  the  service  is  organized  is  as  follows,  viz: 

AN  ACT 

To  establish  a  state  service  in  this  Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  United  States  signal  service  by  disseminating  more  speedily  and 
thoroughly  the  weather  forecasts,  storm  and  frost  warnings,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  of  this  State,  and  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  in  each 
county  thereof  meteorological  stations  for  the  collection  of  climatic  data  and  mak- 
ing an  appropriation  therefor. 

Whekbas,  By  reason  of  the,  limited  facilities  of  the  United  States 
signal  service,  the  practical  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  weather  fore- 
casts, storms  and  frost  warnings  issued  from  the  chief  signal  office  at 
Washington,  District  of  Golnmbia,  are  greatly  restricted,  especially  in 
the  agricultural  districts,  by  the  want  of  proper  means  for  disseminat- 
ing these  official  reports  promptly: 

And  whereas,  By  the  organization  of  a  State  weather  service  coope- 
rating with  the  United  States  signal  service,  the  weather  forecasts, 
storm  and  frost  warning  hitherto  accessible  only  to  a  very  small  propor- 
tion of  our  people,  may  be  much  more  rapidly  and  widely  disseminated 
throughout  the  state,  whereby  the  value  of  the  same  to  the  agricultu- 
ral and  other  interests  will  be  largely  increased : 

And  whereas,  The  climatology  of  the  state  has  never  been  observed 
and  recorded  in  as  thorough  and  systematic  a  manner  as  is  necesBary 
for  the  best  promotion  of  the  various  industries: 

And  whereas,  The  State  weather  services  already  established  and 
maintained  by  state  aid  in  Alabama,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota, 
Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Massachusetts,  Ohio,  Tennessee  and 
other  states,  cooperating  with  the  United  States  signal  service,  have 
proved  of  great  value  to  their  citizens,  especially  to  the  farmers,  who 
stand  most  in  need  of  prompt  and  accurate  information  of  anticipated 
climatic  changes  for  the  protection  of  their  crops,  and  who  are  most 
directly  benefited  thereby: 

And  whereas,  At  the  request  of  the  chief  signal  officer,  the  Franklin 
Institute  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  Promotion  of  the  Me- 
chanic Arts,  has  proposed  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  an  efficient 
weather  service  for  this  state;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentaHves 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Oeneral  Assembly  met^  and  U 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Secretary  of  In- 
ternal Affairs  of  this  Commonwealth  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  name  and  appoint,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Franklin 
Institute  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  Promotion  of  the  Me- 
chanic Arts,  one  or  more  competent  observers  in  e€w;h  county  of  the 
state  for  the  purpose  of  taking,  recording  and  transmitting  observations 
of  the  atmospheric  pressure,  temperature,  humidity,  rainfall,  wind  and 
other  meteorological  phenomena,  occurring  in  their  respective  localities 
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and  the  Secretary  of  InteiTial  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  piirehase  (tnd  furnish  to  each  of  said  obBervers  such  standard  meteoro- 
logical instruments  as  are  used  by  the  United  States  sig'nal  service,  and 
such  8Jg:nal  Jla^  and  other  necessary  equipments,  and  such  necessar}^ 
clerical  erxpenses  as  shall  be  designated  and  approved  by  said  Franklin 
Institute, 

Section  2.  The  central  office  of  the  State  weather  service  shall  be  lo- 
cated in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  at  whicii  the  weather  forecasts  and 
warning's  of  the  United  States  si^s^nal  sei-vice  shall  be  received,  and  from 
which  the  same  shall  bo  (lisseminated  throughout  the  state,  and  to 
which  the  State  weather  service  observers  shall  send  their  observations. 

Section  3.  The  management  of  the  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
weather  service  shall  be  under  the  siipenision  and  direction  of  the 
Franklin  Institute  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  Promotion  of 
the  Mechanic  Arts,  and  the  siiid  Franklin  Institute  is  hereby  authorized 
to  make  such  use  of  the  information  thus  collected  by  the  publication 
of  a  weather  review,  and  by  other  proper  means  as  will  best  promote 
the  usefulness  of  the  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  And  the 
services  of  the  said  Franklin  Institute  and  of  the  said  observers  of  the 
State  weather  service  shall  l>©  made  without  compensation. 

Section  4.  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  l>e  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherw^ise 
appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Approved— The  13th  day  of  May,  A,  D,  1887.

On  March  11,  1887,  Serg*eant  T  F.  Townsend,  of  the  signal  corps,  was 
ordered  to  report  to  the  committee  on  meteorology  of  the  Franklin  In- 
stitute for  duty,  and  w^as  appointed  as  assistant  of  the  orgmiization. 

In  order  that  the  system  of  operation  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
AVeather  Sei-vice  shoidd  be  conducted  under  a  common  plan,  and  that 
the  data  should  be  collected  and  recorded  in  a  manner  best  adapted  for 
study  and  com[>^Lrison  with  similar  data  from  other  sc^etions  of  the  conn- 
try,  the  following  forms,  issued  by  the  United  States  Signal  Service  to 
all  State  weather  organizations,  w*ere  adopted.  (See  appended  form  122

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The  accompanying  tabulation  will  exhibit  clearly  the  extent  of  the 
operations  of  the  service  at  the  close  of  the  year  1887.  Volunteer  ob- 
servers have  been  selected  and  designated  in  forty-eight  counties, 
nearly  all  of  which  are  centrally  located.  Most  of  them  have  been  fur. 
nished  with  a  full  set  of  instruments  (except  barometers,  none  of  which 
have  yet  been  sent  out),  so  that  the  present  equipment  of  nearly  all  the 
stations  here  referred  to  consist  of  a  set  of  the  signal  flags  (new  code), 
6  x6'  in  size,  a  full  set  of  thermometers,  wet  and  dry  bulbs,  maximum 
and  minimum;  a  rain  gauge  and  instrument  shelter.    (See  table).

The  appended  skeleton  map  of  the  State  exhibits  the  location  of  the 
observingr  stations  thus  far  estabHshed.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  the 
committee  from  the  outset  to  receive  the  cooperation  of  the  schools  and 
colleges  throughout  the  State  in  making  observations,  and  a-  number  of 
them  are  already  engaged  in  the  work,  while  others  have  signified  their 
intentions  of  undertaking  it  at  an  early  date.  The  colleges  and  schools 
in  most  cases  are  pro\ided  witli  their  ot^ti  instruments,  and  several  in- 
dividiml  observers  have  also  made  a  similar  provision. 

The  large  area  of  the  State,  the  limited  means  for  conducting  the  ser- 
^'ice,  which  imposes  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the 
fund  appropriated  to  it,  and  the  high  standard  of  excellence  required  of 
its  observei-s,  make  tlie  task  of  organizing  necessarily  slow^  Neverthe- 
less, when  it  is  remembered  that  the  service  having  been  officially 
established  since  May  13,  1887,  a  little  more  than  six  raonths,  that  which 
has  been  accomplished  encourages  the  committee  to  believe  that  dming 
the  next  yeai*  the  people  of  tlie  State  vtill  begin  tc^  reap  more  substantial 
benefits  from  its  work.  Several  of  the  railroad  companies  of  the  State 
have  expressed  their  reathness  to  lend  their  cooperation  in  extending 
the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  service,  and  certain  of  them  have 
already  done  good  work  in  this  direction  by  transmitting  to,  and  post- 
ing  at  their  stations,  the  daily  weather  forecasts  and  warnings.  This  is 
now  regnlarly  done  along  the  lines  of  the  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia 
and  Reading,  and  Lehigh  Valley  railroads.  They  have  likewise  fm- 
nished  fi'ce  transportation  over  their  lines  for  the  tissistant-in~charge, 
but  there  is  no  provision  for  incidental  expenses  incurred  in  trfiveling. 
Negotiations  have  been  for  some  time  pending,  looking  towai-d  the 
establishment,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  railroad  companies,  of  a  sig* 
nal  station  at  each  of  the  principal  stations  along  the  lines  of  the  leading 
railways  of  the  State. 

The  display  of  flag  signals,  the  committee  hopes  shortly  to  be  able 
to  make  a  permanent  feature  of  the  service,  as  this  is  recognized  to  be 
the  most  practicable  mode  of  distributing  the  benefits  of  the  service 
thrtmghout  the  State.  It  is  the  intention  that  the  observing  station  in 
eac^h  county  should  perform  the  duty  of  a  central  flag  station,  from 
which,  with  the  aid  of  the  various  county  organizations,  the  signals  may 
be  repeated  to  any  desired  extent  throughout  the  county.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  extent  to  which  the  signals  shall  be  duplicated,  must  depend 
upon  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  by  the  local  communities.

This  summary  of  the  meteorological  reports  of  the  State  observers  is 
not  in  the  form  or  style  intended  when  the  organization  is  completed. 
From  various  causes  many  unavoidable  dela3r8  have  occurred,  and  it 
will  yet  take  time  to  place  the  Service  on  the  basis  contemplated.  In 
order  that  the  meteorological  data  of  the  State  may  be  thoroughly  re- 
liable, the  best  instruments  have  been  secured,  and  special  attention 
paid  to  their  exposure.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  the 
cooperation  of  colleges  and  schools  that  students  may  have  all  the  ad- 
vantages possible  for  obtaining  a  meteorological  education.  Many  of 
these  have  already  made  arrangements  to  aid  in  the  work,  and  will  soon 
furnish  the  Service  with  full  reports.  As  their  fall  term  did  not  com- 
mence till  September,  their  observations  for  this  month  are  incomplete. 
This  work  requires  some  practice  before  proficiency  is  acquired,  and 
time  must  be  given  to  attain  it. 

About  thirty  counties  are  now  supplied  with  instruments  of  the  Signal 
Service  pattern,  consisting  of  maximum  and  minimum  thermometers, 
dry  and  wet  thermometers,  rain  gauges  and  instrument  shelters,  and  the 
rest  are  being  provided  for  as  fast  as  the  instruments  can  be  made  and 
observers  secured.  Some  displaymen  have  been  obtained  for  the 
weather  signals,  and  this  portion  of  the  work  will  soon  be  vigorously 
pushed  forward.  The  territory  to  be  covered  is  a  large  one,  and  all  the 
aid  possible  is  needed  to  secure  desirable  results. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  small  appropriation  by  the  State  should 
enable  the  committee  to  display  the  sig^nals  throughout  the  counties. 
It  is  hoped  that  after  the  original  display  stations  are  established  in 
each  county,  the  people  will  organize  and  attend  to  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  repeating  stations,  which,  being  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  of  each  county,  ought  to  be  at  their  expense. 

Observers  are  particularly  requested,  when  possible,  to  give  all  the 
data  called  for  on  the  forms,  and  to  complete  and  mail  them  as  soon 
after  the  end  of  the  month  as  is  practicable,  that  the  work  of  publica- 
tion may  not  be  delayed.  As  soon  as  the  data  will  warrant  it  a  larger 
review  will  be  issued,  which  will  contain  all  matters  of  interest  reported. 

A  regular  commission,  signed  by  the  proper  authority  of  the  State, 
will  be  given  to  all  observers  whose  reports,  after  examination,  are 
found  satisfactory. 
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Observers  are  requested  to  paate  newspaper  eutiin^  containing 
meteorological  data  iii  their  original  record  books,  under  proper  dates.

Remarks.  Tlie  weather  for  September  in  Pennsylvania  has  been 
slightly  colder  than  the  average,  and  has  ranged  from  nearly  normal  in 
the  westeiTi  portion  to  about  3°  below  in  the  tvastem  portion.  The  mean 
temperature  for  the  State  was  60"^,  This,  as  compared  with  lost  Sep- 
tember, is  between  4"*  and  5°  lower. 

About  the  usual  differences  have  occurred  between  the  tidewater  sec- 
tions and  the  elevated  districts. 

Rather  more  than  the  average  amount  of  cloudiness  has  prevailed. 

The  rainfall  has  averaged^about  three  inches  as  a  wiiole.  The  greatest 
rainfall  reported  was  at  West  Chester,  and  amoimted  to  5.67  inches. 

The  heaviest  rains  occurred  on  the  10th  and  12th,  and  were  quite 
general  throughout  the  State.  Heavy  rains  were  also  reportctd  on  the 
28th  tmd  29th  in  the  eastern  counties. 

The  month  has  been  less  stormy  than  usual,  and  with  a  small  propor- 
tion only  of  \^indy  days.  There  has  been  no  severe  general  storm  at- 
tended with  great  changes  of  pressure  and  profuse  rainfall  in  the  eastern 
counties,  as  often  occurs  in  September. 

The  barometer  has  ranged  high,  and  the  monthly  mean  is  above  the 
normal.  The  mean  at  Philadelphia  being  30.110,  Pittsburgh,  30.075i 
and  Erie,  30.100. 

While  light  frosts  were  reported  on  low  lands  during  the  first  and 
middle  of  the  month,  vegetation  was  vigorous  and  generally  uninter- 
rupted, until  it  was  suspended  by  the  cold  and  frost  of  the  25th  and  26th* 

At  this  time  com  w^as  everywhere  fairly  ripened^  but  tobacco,  buck- 
wheat and  some  vegetables  were  still  growing. 

These  frosts  were  anticipated  by  the  chief  signal  officer,  and  warnings 
were  sent  to  the  tobacco  districts. 

The  wheat  seeding  season  has  been  favorable,  the  groimd  in  good  con- 
dition, and  the  crop  at  this  date  fairly  started.  The  late  crop  of  hay  is 
generally  good  in  the  eastern  counties. 

The  fruit  crops  of  the  State  are  gathered  so  early  that  they  are  not 
subject  to  risk  from  frost,  except  in  a  few  northern  tUstricts. 

A  slight  earthquake  Hhock  was  noticed  on  the  first  at  Norristown, 
w^hich  was  also  reported  felt  at  some  points  eastward 

Limar  halos  were  noticed  on  the  3d,  6th,  7th,  11th,  20th,  26th,  30th. 

Solar  halos  on  the  6th,  11th,  18th.  26th.  Thunder  storms  occurred  on 
the  6th,  7th,  11th,  13th,  18th,  22d.  29th,  30th.  That  of  the  7th  was  quite 
general,  and  at  Shamokin  and  DybeiTy  was  attended  with  hail.  An 
aurora  was  reported  fi^om  Indiana  on  the  25th.

It  will  be  perceived,  on  examination  of  the  annexed  monthly  sum- 
mary, that  the  numl>er  oi  observing  stations  hiis  been  increast?d  to 
thirty-two  this  month,  a^^ainst  twenty  for  the  last,  and  that  the  eum- 
mary  now  includes  barometrieal  observations  in  certain  localities. 

As  a  general  thing,  the  records  appear  to  be  carefully  made,  and  it 
would  tend  greatly  to  the  aceuracry  of  the  results  if  each  observer  would 
add  up  his  columns  and  calculate  the  means.  These  calculations  should 
l>e  repeated  and  checked  at  the  geoeral  office. 

Heveml  of  the  observers  attach  interesting  and  instructive  notes  of 
the  condition  of  the  crops  as  affectetl  by  the  weather,  and  also  of 
special  phenomena.  That  these  notes  are  valuable  as  a  x>ermanent 
record,  will  appear  hereafter,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  the  observers 
may  give  them  as  fidly  as  the  space  on  blanks  will  admit.  A  review  by 
each  observer  of  the  general  results  at  his  station  for  the  mooth  will 
add  to  the  value  of  his  report. 

Observers  will  find  it  interesting:  to  compare  their  results  with  those 
of  other  stations,  and  thus  to  establish  their  relative  portion  for  each 
month  as  respects  the  principal  featm'es  of  the  weather. 

Observers  are  particularly  requested  to  g'ive  all  the  data  called  for  on 
the  forms,  mid  to  complete  and  mail  them  promptly,  so  that  the  pubh- 
cation  may  not  be  delayed. 

The  committee  repeat  the  expression  of  the  hope  that  the  peojile  of 
each  county  will  organize  for  the  purpose  of  flagging  their  county  so 
as  to  convey  promptly  to  all  the  fanners,  the  daily  forecasts  of  the 
weather  for  the  next  twenty-four  hours.  A  little  reflection  will  show 
the  necessity  for  this.  The  i-epeating  stations  do  not  repeat  the  signal 
for  their  own  benefit,  but  for  that  of  the  people  beyond  them,  who,  in 
turn,  pass  their  signals  to  their  more  distant  neighbors. 

"^^Tiere  some  do  the  work  and  others  reap  the  benefit,  a  system  of 
proper  compensation  is  necessary,  and  this  can  only  be  attained  by  or- 
ganization.

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Remarks. 

The  general  climate  of  the  State  for  October  has  been  from  2°  to  5^ 
colder  tiian  usual,  especially  in  the  western  and  elevated  counties.  The 
cold  of  the  15th,  22d,  26th  and  31st  was  quite  general,  and  nearly  all  the 
western  and  northern  counties  report  snow  on  the  21st  and  22d,  in 
amounts  from  "  ground  covered  "  to  one  inch  at  Scranton  and  Wellsboro', 
and  four  inches  at  Greenville.  Most  vegetation  was  cut  off  throughout 
the  State  by  the  killing  frost  of  September  26th,  although  in  some  of 
the  eastern  and  southern  counties,  and  in  the  lower  valleys,  the  hardier 
sorts  were  continued  until  the  severe  frosts,  which  occurred  during  the 
latter  half  of  October,  and  from  which  no  district  was  free.  An  abund- 
ant growth  of  fall  wheat  and  grass  has  been  reported. 

The  colder  belt  of  highlands  had  a  mean  of  46°  at  observed  stations, 
and  about  40*^  for  the  higher  surfaces.  The  central  counties  had  an  av- 
erage of  47°  at  observed  stations,  with  a  very  considerable  area  of  50°  in 
the  valleys,  and  of  52°  at  West  Chester,  Swarthmore,  Uniontown,  Potts- 
town  and  Carlisle,  53°  at  Pittsburgh,  and  55°.6  at  Philadelphia,  which 
is  not  a  full  degree  below  the  average  for  a  series  of  years.  The  mean 
at  Erie  was  48°.9,  and  therefore  4°.4  below  the  general  mean  of  53°.3. 

The  season  at  the  Lake  Shore  was  probably  not  so  much  extended  as 
usual,  owing  to  the  severe  frosts  in  September  and  October.  None  of 
these  changes  were  either  caused  or  attended  by  general  storms  of  se- 
verity. The  month  was  remarkably  free  from  storms  or  floods,  the  rain- 
fall being  generally  light.  The  south-western  part  of  the  State  is  re- 
ported as  very  dry.  In  Westmoreland  county  the  scarcity  of  water  in 
wells  and  cisterns  is  causing  much  inconvenience.  At  several  posts  of 
observation,  the  rainfall  was  less  than  an  inch,  as  Pittsburgh,  State  Col- 
lege, Kidgway,  McConnellsburg,  Huntingdon,  Indiana,  Greenville,  Wash- 
ington, Qreensburg,  Catawissa,  Charlesville  and  Phillipsburg.  Erie  and 
Fallsington  were  exceptional  with  4.43  inches  at  Erie,  and  3.06  at  Falls- 
ington.  The  number  of  rainy  days  varied  fi-om  four  to  seventeen,  the 
average  for  the  State  being  seven.  A  severe  wind  storm  from  the  south- 
west and  west  occurred  in  Greensburg,  Greenville,  Clarionville,  Indiana, 
Meadville  and  Scranton  on  the  evening  of  the  23d.  The  general  atmos- 
pheric movement  for  the  month  was  rather  less  marked  than  usual,  and 
no  north-east  storm  occurred  east  of  the  Alleghenies,  as  often  happens 
in  October. 

Lunar  halos  were  observed  at  Quakertown  on  the  1st,  Indiana  27th, 
Clarion  27th  and  28th.  Wild  geese  were  observed  flying  south  on  22d 
and  26th  at  Quakertown,  25th  at  Doylestown  and  Dyberry,  and  on  the 
27th  at  Ghre^nsburg.  The  observer  at  Quakertown  reports  plum  trees  in 
blossom  on  the  14th,  and  apple  trees  on  the  25th  in  protected  situations. 
The  ground  was  frozen  at  most  stations  on  the  morning  of  the  Slst.

Owing  to  delays  in  procuring  a  supply  of  standard  instruments,  the 
number  of  stations  reporting  and  represented  in  the  annexed  summary 
is  the  same  as  last  month,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  improvement 
of  the  service,  as  shown  by  the  increase  of  the  data  contained  in  the 
reports,  as  well  as  by  evident  marks  of  more  careful  preparation. 

The  committee  is  assured  that  the  instruments  are  about  ready,  and 
they  will  be  sent  out  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  observers  who  have 
been  waiting  for  them. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  value  of  local  newspaper  clippings  con- 
taining matter  of  information  1}o  the  service,  and  observers  are  requested 
to  forward  them  with  their  reports. 

The  committee  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  Senators  or  Bepresenta- 
tives  from  counties  where  stations  are  not  yet  established,  so  as  to  be 
assisted  in  making  proper  selections  of  observers,  and  to  confer  with 
parties  properly  recommended,  who  desire  to  take  part  in  the  work. 

It  is  very  desirable  to  have  records  from  each  county  beginning  with 
the  new  year.

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Remarks. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  State  for  November  was  39°. 2,  which  is 
about  normal. 

The  highest  temperatures  occurred  on  the  27th,  and  ranged  from  65® 
at  Girardville  and  Dyberry  to  79°  at  Washington. 

This  extreme  was  followed  by  a  cold  wave  on  the  29th  and  30th^  dur- 
ing which  the  following  low  temperatures  were  noted :  Wellsboro',  1^  ; 
Drifton,  B°  ;  Clarion,  8° ;  State  College,  8°.5 ;  Greenville,  8°.4 ;  Indiana, 
9°,  and  Philadelphia,  25°.  This  cold  wave  was  general  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  low  temperatures  extended  to  the  southern  parts. 

One  of  its  notable  features  was  its  slow  progressive  easterly  movement 
after  reaching  the  AUeghenies. 

The  greatest  daily  ranges  of  temperature  during  the  month  occurred 
about  the  2d,  and  the  least  daily  ranges  on  the  11th,  15th  and  24th. 
Until  the  last  of  the  month,  the  ground  was  not  frozen,  so  as  to  seriously 
interfere  with  ploughing.    Frosts  were  numerous  and  general. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  State  was  1.80  inches,  which  is  but  little 
more  than  half  of  the  usual  quantity  for  November. 

The  stations  reporting  the  most  are  Erie  4.13  inches,  Dyberry  2.60 
inches.  Clarion  2.45  inches,  Indiana  2.44  inches,  Wysox  and  Greenville 
each  2.38  inches.  The  least  occurred  at  Charlesville,  .90  inch,  and  Car- 
lisle .96  inch.  The  dates  on  which  general  rains  occurred  were  the  10th, 
11th,  14th,  15th,  19th,  20th,  24th,  25th  and  28th. 

Much  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  in  many  counties  from  the 
drouth.  In  Clearfield  and  Lucerne  counties  streams  and  wells  are  re- 
ported very  low.  In  Northumberland,  the  scarcity  of  water  has  been 
severely  felt  at  the  colUories.  During  the  entire  month  the  fear  of  a 
water  famine  was  general  in  Berks  county.  Farmers  were  hauling  water 
in  barrels  for  home  use,  and  cattle  were  driven  daily  to  running  streams, 
often  long  distances  from  home.  Springs  that  were  never  known  tofful 
ceased  to  flow. 

It  is  said  that  the  Schuylkill  has  not  been  so  low  for  many  years. 
Much  damage  has  been  done  throughout  several  counties  by  forest  fires. 
Light  snows  prevailed  throughout  the  State  on  the  10th,  11th,  19th, 
20th  and  30th.  The  greatest  depth  reported  was  six  inches  at  Scranton 
and  Grampian  Hills. 

Like  September  and  October,  the  month  was  free  from  severe  storms. 
An  area  of  low  pressure,  reaching  29.330  at  Erie,  29.341- at  Pittsburgh 
and  29.460  at  Philadelphia,  passed  over  the  State  on  the  19th,  attended 
by  light  snow  and  rain,  and  was  followed  by  a  slight  cold  wave.  An 
unusual  high  pressure  occurred  on  the  30th,  the  barometer  reaching 
30.920  at  Erie  and  30.820  at  Philadelphia.  This  was  attended  by  the- 
low  temperatures  of  the  29fch  and  30th.  The  following  mean  barom- 
eters were  reported:  Erie,  30.038;  Pittsburgh,  30.661;  Philadelphia, 
30.073.  Limar  halos  were  observed  at  several  stations  on  the  2l8t,  22d, 
25th,  26th,  27th  and  30th.  Thunder  storms  occurred  at  Grampain  Hills 
on  the  11th  and  at  State  College  on  the  28th.  Williamsport  reports  an 
aurora  on  the  28th.

December. — The  mean  t<?mpeniture  31.5  degrees  is  very  neai'ly  that  of 
the  absohite  meiin,  Tho  equable  temperature  and  absence  of  heavy  snow- 
falls favored  building  operations,  plowing  and  the  iisnal  out-door  work. 
The  fp'owth  of  winter  wheat  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  coldest 
period  was  from  tho  22d  to  the  Slnt,  but  of  short  duration,  most  of  the 
hi»"h  barometric  pressure  were  on  the  Ist,  tho  lowest  on  the  17th  and 
18th,  with  the  exception  of  the  1st,  Gth  and  13th,  rain  or  snow  fell  in 
mea*surable  cimmtities  on  every  day,  the  total  precipitation  was  very  un- 
evenly distributed.  In  many  of  the  eastern  t^oimties  there  wiis  an  ex- 
cess of  100  per  cent.,  while  in  tlie  western  ones  it  ranged  fn)m  normal 
to  a  deficit  of  30  to  50  per  cent.  Sevend  western  eoimties  report  much 
inconvenience  from  ch'ougJit,  wells  and  springs  are  dry  and  water  wa^ 
transported  from  mnning  streams.  Snows  oceiuTed  in  variable  qmm- 
tities  amounting  to  a  total  of  two  feet  in  somtf  of  th(*  northern  and 
eastern  counties,  being  soon  followed  by  rain  the  snow  soon  melted.  The 
prevailing  winds  have  been  from  the  north-west  and  south-west  with  an 
absence  of  severe  gales. 

January,  ISSS. — The  characteristics  were  the  distmctive  thermal  pe- 
riods of  abnormal  warmth  and  cold,  dividing  the  month  into  two  equal 
parts.  The  mean  daily  temperatiu-es  compared  for  fifteen  years  show  a 
daily  excess  of  about  five  degrees  for  the  first  half  and  a  daily  deficiency 
of  about  ten  degrees  dmdng  the  last  half,  the  mean  temperature  was 
22.1  degrees,  probably  five  degrees  below  the  normal. 

The  mean  maxima  temperatures  was  30.2  degrees  and  the  mean 
minima  16.3  degrees,  the  mean  barometric  pressure  was  nearly  .08  de- 
gi^ees  above  the  normal,  the  lowest,  which  occurred  on  the  1st,  wtm  at- 
tended %*ith  tlie  highest  temx>eratureH  and  the  heaviest  niinfalL  Tlie 
second  low  pressure  was  during  the  snow  st(n*m  of  the  25th  and  26th, 
and  was  followed  by  high  north-west  winds  which  diiftcd  the  snow  and 
caused  seiions  blockades.  A  high  pressure  on  the  11th  and  12th  was 
attended  liy  low  temperatures  and  geoerally  fair  weather.  The  unusual 
and  extreme  high  barometer  on  tlie  16th  hendded  the  cold  period  which 
prevailed  to  the  end  of  the  month.  The  third  high  pressure  had  for  its 
escort  the  extreme  cold  of  the  22d  and  23d.  The  precipitation  aveitiged 
4.19  inches,  nearly  one  inch  in  excess  of  the  monthly  average,  1.40 
inches  w^as  melted  snow  and  hail.  The  rain  and  snow  fall  was  very  un- 
evenly Llistribnted,  the  gi-eatest  amount  and  the  most  rainy  days  oc- 
curred in  Western  Pennsylvania.  The  total  snow  fall  averaged  14 
inchefi,  the  snow  was  fine  and  dry  and  once  being  followed  by  high 
north-west  winds  thrifted  so  that  bUx^kades  were  formed  in  many  places, 
in  many  paiis  it  was  the  worst  for  years  and  travel  was  suspended  for  a 
time.

Rochester,  loud 
thimder  gave  warning,  the  wind  increased  in  velocity  until  fences,  roofs 
and  trees  were  carrieil  away.  Himtingdon,  severe  hail  of  large  size, 
breaking  windows  and  destroying  much  fruit.  Emporium,  tenific  storm, 
iron  works  demolished,  much  damage  to  lai'ge  forest  trees.  New  Castle, 
worst  storm  for  years ;  rain  in  torrents,  wind  high,  houses  and  bams 
blown  to  pieces,  crops  damaged.  Oil  City,  most  disastrous  tornado, 
large  buildings  demolished  and  persons  injured.  Several  other  places 
furnish  a  similar  record. 

June. — The  mean  temperature  1°  above  the  normal.  No  unusual  high 
temperatui'es.

Manner  of  appotnfc- 


Oonstitation. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Yital  Sta- 
tistics OF  THE  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  the  act  of  L^isla- 
tore  establishing  the  Board,  approved  Jnne  3,  1885,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing' is  the  correct  text: 

AN  ACT 

To  estcUflish  a  SlcUe  Board  of  Health  for  the  better  protection  of 
'  life  and  hecUth^  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  eontaffiouM  and  in- 
fectious diseases  in  this  CoiMtumwealtK 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Uommontoealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
aidhority  of  the  same.  That  the  Gk)yemor,  by  and  with 

ment.  "  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  six 
persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  physicians  of  good 
standing,  graduates  of  regularly  chartered  and  l^rally  con- 

Nt^berof  mem-  stitutod  medical  colleges,  and  of  not  less  than  ten  years, 
experience  in  the  practice  of  their  profession,  and  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  civil  engineer,  who,  together  with  the 
secretary,  the  mode  of  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter 
provided  for,  shall  constitute  and  be  designated  as  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania.  Of  the  six  persons  first  ap- 
pointed, two  shall  serve  for  two  years,  two  for  four  years, 
and  two  for  six  years,  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  fol- 
lowing their  confiimation ;  and  the  Grovemor  shall  there- 
after bienniaUy  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  two  persons,  of  the  same  professions  as 
those  whose  terms  of  office  have  just  expired,  to  be  mem- 
bers of  said  Board,  to  hold  their  offices  for  six  years  from 
the  first  day  of  July  next  following  their  confirmation, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  excepting  the 
secretary,  who  shall  continue  in  office  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided,  but   any   member  may  be  re-appointed.      Any 
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vacancy  occurring  in  said  Board  during  a  recess  of  the 
Legislature,  sliall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  lurtil  the  next 
regular  session  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  Aa  soon  as  possible  after  the  appointment 
of  the  first  six  persons  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  meet  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
shall  proceed,  under  the  dii'cction  of  the  latter  officer, 
to  determine  by  lot  which  of  tliem  shall  serve  for  the  re- 
sjiective  terms  of  two,  foiu-  and  six  years.  Before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  tliey  shall  take  the  oath 
prescribed  for  State  officers  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,,and  shall  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Secrebuy 
of  the  Commonwealth,  who,  upou  receiving  the  said  oath 
of  office,  shall  issue  to  each  a  certificate,  of  appointment 
for  his  respective  teiTU  of  office  determined  as  aforesaid  j 
upon  receiving  which  they  shall  possess  and  exei-eise 
the  puwei*8,  and  perform  the  (bitics  of  said  Board  aa  de- 
fined in  this  act.  Immediately  after  having  taken  the 
oath  of  office,  they  shall  organize  by  electiug  one  of  their 
numlier  to  be  president,  and  by  appointing  a  proper 
person,  who  shall  be  a  physican  of  gooil  standing,  of  not 
less  than  ten  years'  professional  expt^rience,  and  a  gmd- 
uate  of  a  legally  constituted  medical  college,  to  be  seere. 
tary  of  said  Btmrd,  %vho  shall  hold  his  appointment  until 
removed  by  the  appointment  of  his  snccessor  or  other- 
wise. The  Board  may  elect  one  of  its  own  membem 
secretary,  in  whit*h  case  the  vacancy  thus  created  shall  be 
fiUed  by  the  Governor  in  the  same  manner  as  a  vacancy 
caused  in  any  other  way.  The  president  shall  be  elected 
annually.  No  memljer  of  the  Board  except  the  secretary 
shall,  as  such,  receive  any  salary;  but  the  actual  travel- 
ing and  other  expenses  of  any  member,  while  engaged 
on  the  actual  duties  of  the  Board,  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  on  presentation  to,  and  approval  by,  the  Auditor 
General  of  an  itemized  accoLuit  wdth  \'ouchers  annexed. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Board,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges of  a  member  of  said  Board,  except  in  regard  to 
voting  upon  mattei-s  relating  to  his  own  office  aud  datiea 
as  secretary.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  Sfdary  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  bo  paid  him  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  salaries  of  other  State  officers  are  ptud ;  and  such 
necessary  expenses  aa  the  Auditor  Genend  shall  audit, 
on  presentation  of  an  itemized  account  with  vouchers  an- 
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nexed  and  the  certificate  of  the  Board,  shall  be  allowed 
him. 

Section  4.  The  said  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once 
every  six  months,  and  may  also  hold  special  meetings  as 
frequently  as  the  proper  and  efficient  dischargre  of  its 
duties  shall  require^  in  the  capitol  building  at  Harrisbnrg 
(unless  otherwise  ordered),  and  the  rules  and  by-laws  of 
the  Board  shall  provide  for  the  giving  of  proper  and  timely 
notice  of  all  such  meetings  to  every  member  of  the  Board. 
The  Secretary  of  Internal  aflfairs  shall  provide  and  famish 
such  apartments  and  stationery  as  said  Board  may  require 
in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  A  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  shall,  at  any  regular,  called  or  adjourned 
meeting,  organize  and  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

Section  6.  The  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statis- 
tics shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  interests  of 
the  health  and  lives  of  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  shall  especially  study  its  vital  statistics.  It  shall 
make  sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respecting  the 
causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemic  diseases, 
including  those  of  domestic  animals,  the  sources  of  mor- 
tality, and  the  effects  of  localities,  employments,  con- 
ditions, habits,  food,  beverages  and  medicine  on  the  health 
of  the  people.  It  shall  also  disseminate  information  upon 
these  and  similar  subjects  among  the  people.  It  shall, 
when  required  by  the  Governor  or  the  Legislature,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  it  deems  it  important,  institute  sani- 
tary inspections  of  public  institutions  or  places  through- 
out the  State.  It  shall  codify  and  suggest  amendments 
to  the  sanitary  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  ahaU  have 
power  to  enforce  such  regulations  as  will  tend  to  limit 
the  progress  of  epidemic  diseases. 

Section  6.  In  cities,  boroughs,  districts  and  places 
having  no  local  board  of  health,  or  in  case  the  sanitary 
laws  or  regulations  in  places  where  board  of  health  or 
health  officers  exist  should  be  inoperative,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  order  nui- 
sances, or  the  cause  of  any  special  disease  or  mortality, 
to  be  abated  and  removed,  and  to  enforce  quarantine 
regulations  as  said  Board  shall  direct. 

Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  obey,  or  shall  violate, 
such  order  shall,  on  conviction,  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 
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Section  7.  It  shall  b©  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  aod  Vital  Statiaties  tii  have  creneral  supenision 
of  the  State  Byst^jm  of  registration  of  births,  marria<^eB 
and  deaths,  of  prevalent  diseaaeB,  and  of  practitioners  of 
medieiBe  and  sm*;^ery,  to  prepai-e  the  nei^essary  methods, 
forms  and  Ijlaiiks  for  obtaining  and  pre8t^rvm^  Hueh 
records,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same 
in  the  several  eounties  and  in  the  Central  Bnr**an  of  Vital 
Htatistics  at  the  Capital  of  the  State.  The  said  Board 
shall  recommend  such  forms  and  amendments  of  hiws  as 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  necessary  for  the  thorough  or<^ani- 
zation  and  efficiency  of  the  reg-istration  of  vital  statistics 
thron^hout  the  State.  The  secretary  of  the  State  Brjard 
of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  shall  be  the  superiiitendt*nt 
of  registration  of  vital  statistics ;  as  Bup»Tvis<^d  by  said 
Board,  the  clerical  duties  and  safe-keeping  of  the  Bureau 
of  Vital  Statistics  thus  created  shall  be  provided  for  by 
the  Secretary  of  Intemal  Aifah'^^,  who  shall  also  provide 
and  furnish  such  apartments  and  stationery  as  said  Board 
shall  reqiure  in  the  diseharf^e  of  sueh  duties. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  health  ofticers  and 
boards  of  health  in  the  State  to  eommimicate  to  said  State 
Boai'd  of  Health  copies  of  all  ilwiv  reports  and  pubUca- 
tions,  and  also  such  sanitary  information  as  may  be 
requested  by  said  Board.  And  said  Board  is  authorized 
to  require  reports  and  iufon nation  (at  such  times,  and  of 
guch  facts,  and,  generally,  of  such  nature  and  extent  as  its 
by-laws  or  rules  may  provide)  from  all  jridilie  dispensaries, 
hospitals,  asylums,  infirmaries,  prisons  and  sciuH>ls,  ami 
from  the  monagfers^  principals  and  offic^^^rs  thereof,  and 
and  from  all  other  public  institutions,  their  oHicers  aufl 
managers,  and  from  the  proprietors,  managers,  lessees 
and  occupants  of  all  places  of  public  resoi-t  in  th**  State; 
but  such  repoiis  shall  only  be  requii'ed  t*oncerning  mat- 
tei^a  or  particulars  in  respect  of  which  it  may,  in  its 
opinion,  need  information  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its 
duties. 

Section  9.  Said  Board  may,  from  time  to  time,  eug^ige 
suitable  persons  to  render  s^initary  service  or  to  make  or 
supervise  practical  and  scientific  investigations  and  ex- 
aminations requiring  expert  skill,  and  to  prepare  plans 
and  reports  relative  thereto.  But  no  more  than  two 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  any  one  yeai-  for 
such  special  sanitary''  service. 

Section  10.  It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  said  Board,  on  or 
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before  the  first  Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  to  make 
a  report  in  writing  to  the  Governor  of  this  State  upon 
the  sanitary  condition  and  prospects  of  the  State ;  and 
sach  report  shall  set  forth  the  action  of  the  said  Board 
and  its  officers  and  agents,  and  the  names  thereof,  for  the 
past  year,  and  may  contain  other  nsefol  information  x>er- 
tinent  to  the  objects  for  which  it  was  created,  and  shall 
suggest  any  further  legislative  action  or  precaution 
deemed  proper  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  health ; 
and  the  annual  report  of  said  Board  shall  also  contain  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  State  Treasurer  of  all  moneys 
paid  out  by  or  on  account  of  said  Board,  and  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  manner  of  its  expenditures  during  the 
year  last  past,  but  its  total  expenditures  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Section  11.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  treasury  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  and  the  expenditures  properly  incurred  by  the 
authority  of  said  Board  and  verified  by  affidavit,  subject, 
however,  to  the  limitations  hereinbefore  imposed,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and 
all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT. 

To  regulate  the  publication,  binding  and  distribution  of  the  public 
documents  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted^  etc.  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  the  printing,  binding,  distribution  and 
number  of  the  several  public  documents  of  this  Common- 
wealth shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 

XIX.  Five  thousand  copies  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  be  printed 
annually,  four  thousand  to  be  boimd  in  muslin  and  one 
thousand  in  paper ;  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  thereof 
for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  one  thousand 
for  the  use  of  the  Senate,  seventy-five  thereof  for  the  use 
of  the  Governor,  seventy-five  thereof  for  the  State  Li- 
brarian for  distribution  and  exchange  with  the  States 
and  Territories,  five  hundred  thereof  for  reserve  work. 
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and  the  remainder  thereof  for  exchange  and  distiibution 
by  the  Sfciite  Board  of  Health.

By-Laws. 

The  Br/'kuvs  of  Ike  State  Board  of  Health  and  Fital  StalisticH  of  the 
Commontoealih  of  Pennsylvania  are  a^  follows  : 

Article  I. 

OFFICERS  OP  THE  BOARD. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  president  and  secre- 
tary, as  directed  by  section  two  of  the  act  osfcablishing^  the  Board. 
SEcnoN  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Article  II. 

DimES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1,  The  president  shall  preside  at  the  meetingfs  of  the  Board, 
preserve  order,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  custom  and  parliaraent-' 
ary  usag^e  require.     Hb  shall  b«  exofficio  a  m9nibcsr  of  all  committses. 

Section  2.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  records,  and  conduct  the 
correspoudence  of  the  Board.  He  shall  be  custodian  of  all  books,  doc- 
uments, furniture  and  other  property  belong-iug  to  the  Board.  He  shall 
give  proper  and  timely  notice,  in  writin^;",  of  every  regular  antl  called 
meeting:,  to  each  member  of  the  Boaixl,  and  shall,  as  executive  officer,  per- 
form such  others  duties  as  are  assigned  by  the  act  establishing  tho 
Boardj  or  by  these  by-laws,  as  the  Boai-d  may  from  time  to  time  direct 
All  communications  from  the  secretary  to  the  Board  shall  be  in  writing 

Article  IIL 

MEETINas. 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  May,  July  and  November,  at  Harrisbui^g  (unless 
otherwise  ordered).  At  tlie  meeting  in  July  the  election  of  officei"s  shall 
be-  held.  At  the  meeting  in  November  the  annual  repoii  shall  be 
adopted,  and  at  the  meeting  in  May  a  pubUc  address  on  some  sanitary 
topic  shall  be  delivered. 

Section  2.  Spcci^d  meetings  shall  l>e  called  by  the  president,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  he  shall  designate,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
three  meinbei-s  of  the  Board,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  secretary. 

Section  3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall,  at  any  reg- 
ular, called  or  atljourned  meeting,  organize  and  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 
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Article  IV. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  at  the 
appointed  hour  by  the  president.  In  the  event  of  his  absence,  a  chair- 
man pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed. 

Section  2.  At  regular  meetings  the  business  shall  be  conducted  as 
follows : 

1.  The  secretary  shall  register  the  names  of  the  members  present. 

2.  Beading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Keport  of  the  secretary. 

4.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 
6.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

6.  At  the  meeting  in  July,  nomination  and  election  of  a  president  for 
the  ensuing  year ;  at  the  meeting*  in  November,  appointment  of  stand- 
ing committees. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

9.  Adjournment. 

Section  3.  At  special  meetings  the  following  shall  be  the  order  of 
business : 

1.  Registration  of  names  of  members  present. 

2.  Reading  of  minutes  if  called  for. 

3.  Presentation  of  special  subject. 

4.  Presentation  of  accounts. 
6.  Adjournment. 

Article  V. 

REPORT  OF  the  SECRETARY. 

The  secretary  shall  at  the  meeting  in  November  make  a  full  report  of 
his  official  acts  during  the  year  ending  October  1  preceding,  and  accom- 
pany the  same  with  recommendation  of  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and  the  faithful  exe- 
cution of  the  law ;  and  this  report  shall  constitute  the  basis  of  the  report 
of  the  Board  to  be  presented  to  the  Gk)vemor  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  December  in  each  year,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  section  10  of  the  act  constituting  this  Board. 

Article  VL 

STANDING  COMMirTEES. 

Section  1.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  president  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  in  November: 

1.  An  executive  committee. 

2.  A  committee  on  registration  and  vital  statistics. 
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3.  A  L^ommittee  on  preventable  diseases,  disinfection  and  snpemsion 
of  travf4  and  traffic. 

4.  A  committee  on  water  sopply,  drainage,  sewerage,  topography  and 
mineB, 

5.  A  committee  on  public  institutions  and  school  hygiene. 

6.  A  committee  on  JMliilteratioos,  poisons,  explosives  and  other 
special  sources  of  danger  to  life  and  limb. 

7.  A  committee  on  f>anitary  legislation,  rules  and  regulations. 
Section  2.  Such  papei-s,  communications  or  other  matter  i^eceived  by 

the  secretary  as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose  he  shall  forward 
to  the  chairman  of  tlie  appropriate  t^omniittee,  after  fibng  the  titles  and 
memonmda,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  secretary's  office. 
Section  3,  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  vn. 

FINANCES. 

Section  1.  All  accounts  against  the  Board  shall  be  filed  with  the  sec- 
retary, and  may  be  presented  at  any  meeting  of  tlio  Board,  when  they 
shall  be  acted  on  in  open  session ;  and  all  accounts  allowed  shaU  l>e  in- 
dorsed ^'Approved  by  order  of  the  State  Bciard  of  Health  and  Vital 
Statistics,"  and  shall  he  indorsed  by  the  jiresident  j^nd  secretaiy. 

Section  %  The  secretary  shall  I'ccord  in  a  book  reserved  for  that  pur- 
pose  all  accounts  of  expenditui-es  ordt*red,  or  made  by  the  Board  and 
its  seveml  members,  and  shall  before  presenting  any  bill,  iK*count  or 
voucher  to  the  Auditor  General,  cause  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be  re- 
corded, and  shall  lia%"e  stamped  upon  such  voucher,  account  or  bOl  the 
audit  and  date,  as  the  executive  committee  shall  provide.

It  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  fijaonces,  pur- 
chases, expenses  and  publications  of  the  Board, 

Section  3.  Its  office  shall  1h*  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  until  other- 
wise ordered. 

SK.CTI0N  4.  It  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  quarterly,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  it  shaU  deem  necessai'y,  and  shall  meet  on  the  c^ll  of  the 
chairman. 

Seciton  5.  With  the  approval  of  the  Boaitl  or  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, the  secretary  shall  make  requisition  upon  the  Secretary  of  In- 
ternal Affairs  and  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  for  such  sta' 
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tionery,  printed  forma,  clerical  labor,  apartmc 
be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Board, 

SEmo!^  6.  No  purchases  shall  Ije  raade  or 
c*3pt  by  order  of  the  Board  or  of  the  executi^ 
ecutive  committee  shall  not  have  power  to  i 
yond  the  amount  appropriated  by  law.

Provifiional  Regulations  for  Preventing  House- YEirda>  Streets,  Slaughter 
Houses,  Stock- Yard8»  Hog-Pena,  Bone-Boiling  and  Fat-B«ndering 
and  other  Similar  Establiahments  from  Being  or  Becoming  Prejudi- 
cial to  the  Public  Health. 

Nuisances  Defined. 

1.  Wliatever  is  dang-eroun  to* human  life  or  health,  and  whatever  ren- 
ders, soil,  air,  water  or  food  impure  or  unwholeBome,  are  declared  to  be 
nuisances  and  to  be  illei^al ;  and  every  pi^i*80D  having'  aided  in  creating 
or  contribution'  to  tlie  same,  or  who  may  sup|K>rt,  eontinue  or  retain  any 
of  them,  shall  be  deemed  ^nilty  of  a  violation  of  thest^  re^iihitit»iis. 

HoiTSE-IlEFiiaE,  Garbage,  Etc. 

2.  No  house-refuse,  oflfal,  «:arbaffe,  dead  animals,  decaying  vi^g:etable 
matter,  or  or^^anie  waste-sulmtance  of  any  kind,  shall  be  thi^owu  upon 
any  street,  road,  ditch,  ^rutter,  or  public  plaee,  and  no  putrid  or  decay- 
ing:  animal  or  vegetable  matter  shall  l>e  kept  in  any  house,  cellar  or 
adjoining  out-buildingfs  for  mon^  than  twenty  fom*  houra. 

Noxious  TeaOes. 

3.  No  person  or  company  shall  erect  or  maintain  any  manufactory  or 
place  of  business  dangerous  to  life  or  detrimental  to  health,  or  where 
unwholesome,  oflfensive  or  deleteri*>us  odoi*8,  gas,  sinoke,  deposit  or 
esbalations  are  generated,  within  one  mile  of  the  limits  of  aiiy  city  or 
borough,  without  the  permit  of  the  board  of  health  or  borough  eouneil 
of  said  city  or  lK)rough,  and  all  such  establishments  shall  be  kept  clean 
and  wholesome  so  as  not  to  be  otFensive  or  i>rejutlicial  to  public  health, 
nor  shall  any  offensive  or  deleterious  waste-substauce,  refuse  or  injuri- 
ous matter  be  idlowed  to  accumulate  upon  the  premises  or  be  thrown  or  _ 
allowed  to  run  into  any  public  w^tei-s,  stream,  water-course,  street,  i"oad  I 
or  public  place.  And  every  person  or  company  conducting  such  manu- 
facture or  business  shall  use  the  best  approved  and  all  reasonable  means 

to  prevent  the  e-scape  of  smoke,  gases  and  odors,  and  to  protect  the 
health  and  s^tfety  of  all  operatives  employed  therein. 

4.  The  business  of  bone  and  horse-boiling  shall  not  be  allowed,  unless 
conducted  under  cover,  the  building  to  be  provided  with  smoke-con- 
sumers, and  a  due  regard  be  had  to  cleaTdiness  in  the  ilispusition  of  the 
offal.  No  bone-boiling  establishment  or  depository  of  (U^ad  animals  shall 
be  kept  or  erected  in  any  part  of  this  Commonwealth  which  is  not  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  a  local  board  of  health,  without  a  permit  from  the 
board  of  health  or  borough  count^i]  of  the  nearest  city  ur  Ijorough. 

5.  No  permit  shall  be  gi*anted  to  iiny  person  or  pei*sons  to  caiTy  on  the 
business  of  lioiling  bones  and  dead  animals  imtil  after  a  carefid  inspec- 
tion of  the  locahty,  buildings  and  ajiparatus,  antl  of  the  plans  for  con- 
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ducting  the  business,  by  an  accredited  inspector  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  or,  if  such  inspector  be  not  accessible,  then  by  an  inspector  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose  by  the  board  of  health  or  borough  council  of 
the  nearest  city  or  borough. 

6.  No  bone-boiling  establishments  or  depositories  of  dead  animals 
shall  be  kept  or  erected  in  or  near  to  a  thickly-inhabited  neighborhood. 

7.  The  floors  of  all  bone-boiling  establishments  and  depositories  of 
dead  animals  shall  be  paved  with  asphalt  or  with  brick  or  stone,  well 
laid  in  cement,  or  with  some  other  impervious  material,  and  shall  be 
well  drained.  All  such  establishments  shall  have  such  an  adequate 
water  supply  as  will  enable  thorough  cleanliness  to  be  maintained. 

8.  The  boiling  of  bones  and  dead  animals,  etc.,  shall  be  conducts  in 
steam-tight  kettles,  boilers  or  caldi-ons,  from  which  the  foul  vapors  shall 
first  be  conduc^ted  through  scrubbers  or  condensers,  and  then  into  the 
back  part  of  the  ash-pit  of  the  furnace  fire,  to  be  consumed,  or  by  other 
apparatus  equally  eflicient  in  preventing  or  counteracting  the  offensive 
effluvia. 

9.  When  bones  are  being  dried  after  boiling,  they  shall  be  placed  in 
a  close  chamber,  through  which  shall  be  passed,  by  means  of  pipes, 
large  volumes  of  fresh  air,  the  outlet  pipes  terminating  in  the  fire-pit. 

10.  All  proprietors  of  bone-boiling  establishments  not  ha\'ing,  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1886,  permits  to  carry  on  the  business,  and  violating 
these  regulations,  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  failing  to  obey  this 
order,  and  also  to  an  indictment  at  common  law  for  creating  and  main- 
taining a  nuisance. 

11.  The  permit  clerk  of  each  local  board  of  health  or  borough  council 
shall  have  provided  a  book  in  which  to  enter  the  names  of  all  persons 
engaged  in  the  business  of  boiling  bones  and  having  depositories  of 
dead  animals;  also,  the  location  of  works  and  appliances  as  reported  by 
the  inspector,  whether  licensed  or  not,  the  number  and  date  of  permit, 
and  remarks. 

12.  No  person  or  persons,  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  health 
or  borough  council  of  the  nearest  city  or  borough,  shall  build  or  use  any 
slaughter  house  within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  the  keep- 
ing and  slaughtering  of  all  cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  and  the  preparation 
and  keeping  of  all  meats,  fish,  bii-ds  or  other  animal  food,  shall  be  in 
the  manner  l^est  adapted  to  secure  and  continue  their  wholesomeness  as 
food;  and  every  butcher  or  other  person  owning,  leasing  or  occupying 
any  place,  room  or  building  wherein  any  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  have 
been  or  are  killed  or  dressed,  and  every  person  being  the  owner,  lessee  or 
occupant  of  any  room  or  stable  wherein  any  animals  are  kept,  or  of  any 
market,  public  or  private,  shall  cause  such  place,  room  or  building, 
stable  or  market,  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  purified,  and  all  offal, 
blood,  fat,  garbage,  refuse  and  unwholesome  and  offensive  matter  to  be 
removed  therefrom  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
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use  thereof  for  imy  of  the  imrposes  Itereiii  refeiTOil  to,  and  shall  also  at 
all  tiraes  keep  all  woodwark,  8uve  floors  and  eouiiters,  m  any  building, 
place  or  premises  aforesaid,  thoroughly  painted  or  wliitewashed ;  and 
the  tioorB  of  such  1>uildiiig',  i>lace  t>r  premises  shall  be  so  constructe^d 
as  to  prevent  blood  or  foid  Lttiuidii  or  washingfs  from  settling'  in  the  earth 
beneath. 

13.  No  blooil-i^it,  dungf  pit,  offal- pit  or  privy -well  shall  remam  or  be 
constructed  within  any  slan^^hter  house.  Any  one  ofiendin^ ag^ainst  this 
rule  shall  be  gfuilty  of  creating  and  maintaining  a  nuisance  prejudicial 
to  the  public  health,  and  shall  bo  required  to  remove  the  nuisance  within 
ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice, 

14.  The  owners,  agrents  or  occupiers  of  all  slaughter  houses  are  re- 
quired, during-  the  months  of  June,  July*  August  and  September,  to 
distribute  twice  in  eacli  week  not  less  than  twenty -five  pounds  of  chloride 
of  lime  about  the  xiremises,  and  also  to  remove  the  contents  of  any 
manure-pit  or  mannre-)iile  tm  the  premises,  once  in  each  week,  the  said 
premises  and  contents  of  maiuire  pits  being  liereby  declared  to  be  niu- 
sances  prejutlicial  to  the  pul*lic  healtli,  unless  subjeet  to  fi*equent  disin- 
fection and  cleaning  as  herein  iodicatetL 

15.  All  wiwiabfes  and  mpervisors  are  enjoined,  and  all  citizens  are 
irespecf/uUi/  desired,  to  give  infonnation  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  of 
t  any  violation  of  the  health  laws,  or  of  the  regulations  of  tlie  Board,  so 

that  the  sanitary  measiu'es  adopted  by  the  latter  to  ensure  the  health  of 
the  people  may  be  fully  carried  out,  and  all  offenders  pi-omptly  pun- 
ished, 

KoTE.— Section  six  of  the  act  oT  June  3,  1885,  confers  upon  the  State  Board  of 
Health  power  and  authority  to  order  nuUances  to  be  abated  and  removed  iji  cities, 
boroufjhst  districts  and  places  having  no  local  boartl  of  health.  Any  pennon 
>iolaiiiig  or  failing  to  obey  such  order  becomes  Itiible,  on  conviction,  to  a/ine.  of  one 
hundred  dollars.

The  followirig'  are  the  resolutions*  ailtJpted  by  tlie  luternatioDal  Con- 
ference of  Boards  of  Health,  at  Toronto,  October  6,  1886,  with  slight 
verbal  modiiications : 

Whebeas,  It  is  uet'OBsary  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
public  health  tlmt  prompt  ioformation  should  be  given  of  the  existence 
of  cholera,  yellow  fever  or  sraaUpox ;  be  it  Mesolved, — 

1.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of 
Health,  that  it  m  the  duty  of  each  State  and  Provineial  Board  of  Health 
within  whose  jurisdiction  any  of  said  diseases  may  occur  to  fui'nish  im- 
mediate information  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  to  l>oards  of  health 
of  neig-hboring  States  and  Provinces*  aud  to  local  boards  in  such  States 
as  have  no  central  board,  in  which  the  doty  of  notification  shall  lie  upon 
the  local  boards, 

2,  That  upon  the  prevalence  of  rumor  of  the  existence  of  pestilential 
disease  in  any  State  or  Province,  if  positive,  definite  information  thereon 
be  not  obtainable  from  the  proper  health  authorities^  this  Conference 
holds  that  the  health  officials  of  another  State  are  justified  in  entering 
the  before- mentioned  State  or  Province  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
and  establishiug  the  truth  or  falsity  of  such  reports. 

3.  That  whenever  practicable,  the  investigations  undertaken  imder 
the  preceding  section  shall  be  made  with  the  cooperation  of  the  State  or 
local  health  authorities. 

4,  That  any  case  which  presents  symptoms  leading  to  serious  sus- 
picion of  the  existence  of  one  of  the  aforenamed  diseases  shall  be  treated 
as  suspicious,  and  reported  as  pro%^ided  for  in  cases  in  which  the  diag- 
nosis is  certain. 

6.  That  any  case  respecting  which  reputable  and  experienced  physi* 
cians  disagree  as  to  whether  the  disease  is  or  is  not  pestilential,  shall 
be  reported  as  suKpicious. 

6.  That  auy  suspected  case  respecting  which  eflforts  are  made  to  con. 
ceal  its  existence,  full  history  and  true  nature,  shall  be  deemed  suspicious 
and  so  reported. 

7.  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  resolutions, 
the  boards  of  health  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  represented  at 
this  Conference,  do  pledge  themselves  to  an  interchange  of  information 
as  herein  premded. 

I  certify  that  the  foregoing  resolutions  were  endorsed,  and  adopted 
as  a  regulation,  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  November 
10. 1886.
